THE PRIME MINISTER, MINISTER

NING AND MINISTER OF INFORMA¬ 
TION AND BROADCASTING (SIIRI- 
MATl INDIRA GANDHI): It is a privilege, 
as Leader of the House, to offer felicitations 
to the Speaker, Shri Dhillon. 

I am sure that eVfery fellow-Member of 
the New Lok Sabha, irrwpcctive of party 
afiiliation, will join me in assuring Shri 
Dhillon of the fullest co-operation in main¬ 
taining the honour and high traditions of 
the House. 

In electing Shri Dhillon, we are not 
merely followii^ the conventitm that the 
Speaker should b« pe^^l^ed, We are ea* 
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pressing our regard for a person of great 
conscientiousness and courtesy. 

The last two years in the House could 
hardly be called placid. There were storms, 
big and small, difficult constitutional issues, 
battles of procedure, some points of order 
thrcatem'ng disorder.

I do not 
know whether anywhere the opposition has 
helped in organising the ruling party and 
the ruling party has organised the opposi¬ 
tion. 1 do not know whether -there is any 
such case. There is an over-lapping of the 
roles of the ruling party and that of the 


opposition parties and so there is a conse¬ 
quent sharing of the roles between the ruling 
party and the so-called opposition parties. 
In such a situation it is for you. Sir, to 
decide who represents the real voice, the 
dissentient voice in the House and who in 
fact is the real opposition. I hope you will 
be careful enough to ensure that the real 
opposition gets its proper share of opportu¬ 
nity and right to raise the grievances of the 
people in the country. 

In this connection, I hope you vrill 
excuse me when 1 say that, as far as we are 
concerned, our experience in the last Parlia¬ 
ment has not been very happy. Very 
often when the problems of the working 
people, the economically and sodally 
exploited and oppressed people have been 
taken up they have been rejected sometimes 
on the basis of technicalities of rules. The 
narrow interpretation of rules and other 
technicalities have been used to suppress the 
Ncntilation of the grievances of the workers, 
the peasants and the toiling masses. We 
hope that hereafter you will be more fair or 
over-fair in using your discretionary powers 
under the rules than you were before. 

In the end, 1 promise you that you will 
have the fullest .support from my Group in 
conducting the proceedings.

SHRI K. MANOHARAN (Madras 
North) ; Mr. Speaker, Sir, on behalf of 
the 0.M.K. Party in Parliamtsit, I take this 
o|t|>ortunjty to coograiuiatc and facilitate 
you OR your imanimous choice as the presid* 
ing d«iigt ot fttINi august body. 


This is the seccmd time that you are 
adorning the Chair, the highest offiM of the 
country. You being the lynchpin of parlia¬ 
mentary democracy had been an effective 
instrument for the successful functioning of 
the parliamentary demoCTacy. Once you 
are elected as the Speaker, you become a non- 
party man. You are neither a man of the 
Government nor a man of the Opposition* 
But you are a man of the entire House. 

The qualities of the Speaker are well- 
known. The first and the foremost quality 
of the Speaker Is the impartiality and inde¬ 
pendence which I am sure you have in 
abundance. A sense of humour is a part 
of the mental equipment of the Speaker. 
You have proved yourself in the past that 
you are a man with a sense of humour and 
through humour you have kept the House 
in order. 

If 1 am not mistaken and misunderstood, 
let me say that you should have patience, 
courtesy and consideration. After the land¬ 
slide victory in this country of a pajticular 
party in power and the complete demolition 
of certain political parties v hich arc reaction¬ 
aries in this country, >^ilh due regard to 
Shri Piloo Mody for the debacle, the 
complexion and the composition of the 
House has been completely changed, llte 
ruling party not only has a comfortable and 
absolute majority but it has a two-thirds 
majority which 1 am sure will provide 
stability as well as endurance throughout 
the country. 

So far as the Opposition is concerned, 
I am sorry to state that there is no full- 
fledged Opposition now which could func¬ 
tion in this House. More than 350 Members 
belong to the ruling party. Here, there are 
some groups. The topmost group is led by 
my hon. friend Mr. A. K. Gopalan, their 
number being only 25. The second group 
is the C.P.I. which has 23 Members and the 
third group is the D.M.K. with 23 Members 
I doubt very much whether there is any full- 
fledged Opposition here to function. So, 
my request to you is that your affection and 
consideration must be shown towards those 
weakest sections of the House and for those 
Memb«s who cannot catch your eye. 

I think, it might be a healthy trend 
or fiugbt not be a healthy tread because the 
Oppodtiion is veey weak. But I am intdiae 
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to believe that the proceu of consolidation 
of democratic fomes with ideological affiinity 
has started fhncticming in this country. The 
fifth Lok Sabha is the manifestation of that 
polarisation in which the D.M.K. believes. 

Lastly, 1 can promise you on behalf of 
the D.M.K. Party in Parliament as has been 
said m the past also that we will maintain 
dignity, decency, discipline and decorum in 
this House. While I say this, this should 
not be allowed to be one-way traffic by the 
ruling Party of this Parliament. 

And lastly, Sir, I assure you that wc 
will an co-operate with you in conducting 
the business of this HouSe in a way that is 
expected of it. 

Once again, as Leader of the D.M.K. 
Croup In Parliament, I congratulate you and 
cheer you up for the noble task that you 
have undertaken to function in this House.

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA (Alipore) : 
Mr. Speaker, on behalf of the CPI Group, 
it gives me great pleasure to extend our 
heartiest congratulations and felicitations to 
you on your elevation for the second time 
to the august Chair which you occupy. All 
of us know from our experience in this 
House for the last few years that the res¬ 
ponsibilities of the Speaker are exceedingly 
difficult to discharge to the satisfaction of 
everybody cancerned. There arc occasions 
Sir, when Members on this side of the 
House or on that side, do not feel entirely 
happy with the way that the Speaker con¬ 
ducts the proceedings and, may be they 
have grievances which may or may not be 
justified regarding his impartial conduct of 
the proceedings. All 1 wish to say about 
you, Sir, is that during the last one and a 
half years or so that we have seen you, we 
h) ve been convinced that you have tried 
your utmost, an no human being can do 
more than that, to be as impartial as it was 
possible to be...(/M(err«prk>Hs)..-though it 
was not always that all Members were 
equally satisfied. * 

Sir, you have invested the Chair with 
the dignity that it deserves and you have 
always proved to be, as others btfore me 
have said, so even-tempered, so polite and 
courteous to all members and so patient 
that, if you do not misunderstand me, there 
are occasions when your very patience makes 
aome of us in^atieiit. You have a difficult 


task to perform and I assure you <m behalf 
of our Group that you will have our fuliest 
co-operation in the conduct of business. 

Sir, my friend, Mr. Oopalan, made a 
passing r^erence to what he considers to be 
an unprecedented development that some 
Parties of the Opposition could co-operate 
with the ruling Party even in the Elections. 
Well, I don’t think it is so very surprising, 
Sir, because in this House, no more than 
one occasion, during the last one and a half 
years, because of an unprecedented situation 
which had arisen in the country, there were 
many occasions in this House when many of 
the Opposition Parties including the Party 
led by Mr. Gopalan did offer their fullest 
co-operation to the ruling Party, (baerrup- 
tioHt) That was because those were major 
issues, policy issues on which these Parties 
felt it necessary to stand together against 
those forces which wanted to challenge the 
very supremacy of this Parliament and that 
is why we had co-operated. Mr. Gopalan’s 
Party also had co-operated and those forces 
which tried within this House to wreck the 
Constitution and undermine the supremacy 
of this Parliament had to be defeated outside 
as well.

Sir, that the voice which has been 
raised in every corner of this land and 
expressed itself through the ballot box, will 
also be gi\cn the fullest opportunity by you 
to be heard within the four walls of this 
House too. 

Sir, the Opposition, though reduced in 
numbers, 1 think should not be so defeatist, 
as Mr. Manoharm and Mr. Gopalan tried to 
make out . 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE (Kanpur) : 
Quality is better. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: This 
Opposition, even though dwindled m num¬ 
bers, is quite capable of looking after itself. 
But nevertheless, it will look to you as the 
custodian of the House to i^ovide your 
protecting umbrella for our l^islators’ 
rights. Because, faced with this steam¬ 
roller opposite, Sir, occasions no doubt will 
arise when it will be only you, to whom wc 
can look for protection of rntr l^itimate 
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rights and T hope that it will be forth¬ 
coming. 

Finally, if you will permit me, J will say 
this : T know it is one of your many difficult 
tasks : it will take a little time for you to 
recognise all the new faces that are hero- 
all the new Members whom we all heartily 
welcome on all sides of the House. Parti¬ 
cularly, Sir, on behalf of my group, I must 
express my pleasure and my joy at the very 
large number of very young men, irrespec¬ 
tive of parties, who ha* e been elected and 
sent to this House by the voters of our 
country. Irrespective of which party they 
belong to, there aic quite a large number 
of them present here today. 1 greet them 
from the bottom of my heart; and I wish 
this, though it may be an unconventional 
thing to wish. We know, in this House, we 
have often talked about so many diifercnt 
lobbies that are operating, visible or invisi¬ 
ble. I wish from the bottom of my heart 
that a new lobby, a Youth Lobby, cutting 
across party lines, will come into existence 
and will function, reflecting m this House 
the voice of the futuie geneiations in whom 
the destiny of our country rests and whose 
energies and new consciousness have expres¬ 
sed themselves also very forcefully in this 
election. 

Sir, 1 do not wish to take moie time ol 
the House. I assure you once again of our 
fullest cooperation with you in seeing that 
the business of the House is properly 
conducted. I offer you, once again on behalf 
of our Group, our heartiest congratulations. 
Thank you.

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA 
(Begusarai) : Mr. Speaker, on behalf of my 
parly it is my privilege to welcome you to 
this high ofTice and also to offer our sinccrest 
congratulations on your assuming this 
onerous responsibility, but, may I say that 
the very dignity of the occasion, to an 
extent, has been marred by the fact that 
there has not been prior consultation with the 
opposition in the matter of election of the 
Speaker ? This has been the practice in other 
developed countries, that there are always 
prior consultations with the Members of the 
Opposition, so far as the position of the 
Speaker is concerned. That this has 
not been done in this House shows that 
probably the ruling party believes as it 
does, in some way, in committed Speakers, 
just as it does believe in a committed 
judicialy and in a committed civil service. 
1 hope that you will not accept even the 
remotest implication of having been pro¬ 
posed only by the Members of the ruling 
party. 

The fact that you have been elected for 
the second lime shows that we are very keen 
in this country to follow the tradition that 
prevails in other countries of having a 
continuing, or as it is also called, a perma¬ 
nent Speaker. I hope that this practice 
would be continued to be followed in 
future. 

This point has been emphasired by many 
hon. Members that this House is sl^tly a 
different House hrom what it happened ip b^ 
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in the past. If it pleases you, I might say 
that it is a dismally House from 

what it us ed to be in the past, but although 
the Opposition is weaker in corpus, let me 
assure you that it would not be found weaker 
in spirit, and what the Opposition would 
demand of the Chair is not compassion, but 
justice and fairness in treatment. 

The other thing which ought to be 
emphasized on this occasion, and I would 
be failing in my duty if 1 did not do so, 
is that we would like to assure you our 
fullest co-operation in preserving the decorum 
and dignity of the House and do our part 
in futfulling this task. We have elected you 
with the fullest confidence that you will do 
your on part, because the authority of the 
Speaker, to my mind, is exactly proportional 
to the impartiality and the objectivity which 
he brings to bear upon his task. 

Since I have known you a little more 
intimately and personally, I have full confi¬ 
dence that you will come up to our expecta¬ 
tions. We did not have the good fortune 
of functioning under you in the previous 
House, but we have known you outside, 
and we have all hope and confidence that 
you would try to uphold the dignity of the 
House and the authority of the Chair as is 
expected of you. 

Finally, we would be happy if we arc 
allowed opportunities to attack every excess 
and corruption of power, to attack 
every waste of funds and to attack all 
attempts to take away from the purview, 
control and criticism of Parliament certain 
activities of the Government, but we will 
be sorry, not only sorry but a little politely 
resentful, if we do not get those opportuni¬ 
ties, and if in that process there are certain 
stresses and strains aeated, I think 
the blame should not be squarely placed 
on us.

of us have known you daring the past two 
or three years as a man of jovial teOHMfa^ 
ment who showed at the same time firmness 
in dealing wfth turbulent elements in this 
House. The past two years have shown to 
the people at large to what extent Parlia>* 
ment could go in the wrong manner. Often¬ 
times they resented what was happening in 
the House. On behalf of the Samiti, we 
have taken note of this and, thca^fore, we 
shall try our best to maintain the highest 
traditions of democracy and whatever 
occasions arise and we feel like crossing the 
floor, we have taken an oath b^ore our 
people to resign from our post and seek 
re-election.

As a 
small group, oftentimes we may not be able 
to catch your eye. We expect you to help 
us with adequate time to speak particularly 
when we have got to deal with problems 
of our State. We hope to be able to catch 
your eye sufficiently so that we can express 
our feelings adequately. 

SHRI P. K. DEO (Kalahandi) : Mr. 
Speaka, I deem it my pleasant duty to con- 
gr&tulate you on behalf of the Swataatia 
Party in Parliament on your elevation to 
this high office which you held with dis¬ 
tinction in the last Lok Sabha. In the con¬ 
text of the composition of the present Lok 
Sabha, the responsibitities on your shoulders 
have become heavier. I request you to see 
that the sapling of democracy takes firm 
root in this oottqtry and also to soe that 
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Ckmstttutioa by which we swrae the other 
day and the Amdamental rights enshrined 
therein are uphdd in this House.

Sir, I request you that you should per¬ 
mit a meaningful and purposeful dialogue 
on all important issues, and the viewpoints 
of all sections should be properly ex¬ 
pressed. 

I^would remind you of the motto written 
there —Dharma ChaLra Prmartnaya—for 
which we all of us have assembled 
here. 

Sir, so far as the Swatantra Party is 
concerned, 1 can* assure you that we shall 
play the role of a responsible and construc¬ 
tive Opposition for the common good of the 
country. 

Lastly, I extend our full co-operation to 
you for conducting the business of the 
House. 

Thank you. 

DR. KARNI SINGH (Bikaner) : Mr. 
Speaker, Sir, we the Independents feel privi¬ 
leged to extend to you our warmest con¬ 
gratulations on your election once again as 
Speaker of this House. 

Sir, your unanimous election shows be¬ 
yond any doubt the great respect and 
esteem that you are held in by all sections 
of this House. During your last term as 
Speaker in the last dissolved Parliament, you 
have not only made yourself most popular 
through your tact and patience, but you 
showed to everybody in this House as well 
outside as the fact that you were known for 
your fairness and impartiality. During these 
elections, your desire to contest as a no- 
party man was indeed a laudable thing and 
|hat showed a healthy precedent that yop as 


our former Speaker wished to set, and I feel 
hiq^py that in you we have a men of great 
vision. 

You, Mr. Speaker, are a man of many 
parts. You have been a sportsman, a 
freedom-fighter, a farmer; you have travelled 
widely and you are a man in whom we have 
complete faith. 

1 would like to say one thing on this 
occasion. You are going to preside over a 
very crucial part of India's history. I would 
only like to make an appeal to everybody 
here as an Independent that now that the 
dust of the election battle is settling down, it 
must be the first and foremost duty of all of 
us in this House to try and work to sec that 
we can remove hunger and poverty, can create 
employment for all, and that we create a 
greater and fuller life for our people, and 
above all, try and build a great India of 
which we can ali be proud. 

I would like to make a submission to 
you, that the question of reverting to ar old 
precedent, as we had in 1952, 1957 and 1962, 
that even back-benchers have the opportu¬ 
nity to open the debates, should be con¬ 
sidered. That should row be started once 
again. I do not say that on important de¬ 
bates and occasions, the leaders of the 
various opposition parties according to their 
number should not get a chance to speak

SHRl TRIDIB CHOUDHURI (Berham- 
pore) : Mr. Speaker, Sir, I join my voice to 
the congratulations and warm felicitations 
that have been addressed to you from all 
sections of the House. Many Members 
have referred to the changed cimtplexion of 
the House and the massive majority that the 
ruling party has today after the mid-tarm 
elections of this year. 

It is natural that the oppo^tion, ^uatly 
^educed in atreigth and in should 
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fed a little apprehensive. But as one of 
those who have been privileged to sit in this 
House from 1952 onwards, I would, with due 
respect, like to remind my colleagues in the 
opposition that the strength of the opposi> 
tion does not dcpe.id only on numbers. I 
would also like to remind the members of 
the opposition, with due respect again, that 
it is not as if that the ruling party has al¬ 
ways been to blame for not maintaining the 
norms and rules of the House.

The then 
Leader of the House, the tallest Indian then 
alive, wanted that Shri Nambiar should be 
named for the rest of the term of Parliament 
for the certain ebullience that he had shown. 
I recall with pride and gratitude that the 
presiding officer of that day, the great Shn 
Mavalankar, refused to accept the sugges¬ 
tion of the Leader of the House, who com¬ 
manded an even greater massive majority 
than the ruling party has today I would like to 
remind the Leader of the House today, who 
has worthily succeeded in her father’s seat, 
that the quality of the House depends much 
on the way that the Leader of the House 
and the majority party take their admoni¬ 
tions from the Chair, which Pandit Nehru 
used to do, and this is the way to build up 
democracy.

SHRI MADHU DANDAVATE 
(Rajapur): Mr. Speaker, Sir, at the very 
outset let me congratulate you on your 
unanimous election as tha Speaker of the 
Lok Sabha. 
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One of the most significant principles of 
parliamentary democracy has been that there 
must be a happy balance between the ruling 
party on tlie one side iind the forces of the 
Opposition on the other. I admit that the 
last elections like a seismic disturbance have 
completely changed out of recognition the 
composition of the old Lok Sabha. There¬ 
fore, it is all the more necessary that the 
rights and privileges of the Opposition are 
safeguarded. I have not the least doubt that 
with your impartial attitude you will be able 
to give justice to the Opposition. As one of 
my hon. colleagues, late Barrister Nath Pai 
had said, “in elections, parties may come and 
parties may go but what must survive for all 
the time is parliamentary democracy and 
parliamentary institutions.”

But, Sir, let me appeal to you—-let 
the interpretation of the Rules of Procedure 
and Conduct of Business be made in such a 
way that these Rules of Procedure and 
Conduct do not come in the way of real 
reflection of the will of the people outside. 
Just as the Constitution can be interpreted 
in a particular way. So as to help the 
process of social changes, the Rules of Pro¬ 


cedure can also be interpreted in such a 
manner that they will never become a 
stumbling block in reflecting through this 
House the will of the people. 

In the end, let me try to tell you v^ 
clearly that we, who believe in democratic 
socialism, will never fotget that we belong 
not to the nebulous Opposition but to the 
Socialist Opposition. We will always be 
guided by the basic principle that our attitude 
will not be determined by the Parties in this 
House but it will be determined by Socialist 
policies and programmes. Our attitude will 
always be programme-oriented and cvwy 
step taken by us on the floor of this House 
wit] always be to further the interests of the 
demcciatic socialism to which we have 
pledged our loyalty for so many years. 

1 hope, Sir, that in this House, as some¬ 
one has rightly said, not only the old 
veterans will get the opportunity to put 
forward their point of view but your big eye 
will not miss those who aic new-comers and 
if they have to make a contribution, they will 
get the opportunity to use the forum of this 
House to reflect their point of view. 

Once again. Sir, I congratulate you on 
your unanimous election to this highest office 
of the Parliament.

1. It gives me pleasure to address this 
Wnt Session of the Fifth Parliament of 
|ir Republic and summon you to new 
hdeavours. 

The General Election hw once again 
^monstrated that durable political power 
I a democracy has only one source—the 
opie. It has proved the, people’s confi- 
nce in themselves and ^^their faith in 
processes of democracy. 

2. Our people have made thdr choice. 
By have asserted their sovereignty through 

ballot boa. And theirs is a massive 
idate for change, peaceful change that 
^st swiftly and visibly alter the picture 
[poverty and alienation in our land. 

Wp have b^un this wofk, now 


we have to address ourselevs afresh to 
evolving perspectives, policies and practices 
even more closely and concretely related 
to the needs of our peopte and our times. 

4. My Government have been return¬ 
ed to office on the clear pledge that the 
central objective of our policy must be 
the abolition of poverty. To achieve 
this, my Government are firmly committed 
to implementing the economic and social 
transformation outlined in the manifesto 
which has received such overwhelming 
support of the electorate. 

5. The Government will soon frame 
specific policies and programmes arising 
out of the mandate of the electorate. A 
mid-term appraisal of the Fourth Plan 
will be made.

The construction and renova¬ 
tion of minor irrigation sources and the 
provision of basic amenities such as drink¬ 
ing water supply and link roads will form 
part of this programme. The problem of 
the educated unemployed will receive 
special attention. 

6. My Government are convinced that 
land reforms are vital for the promotion 
of an egalitarian social order ,and for 
maximising agricultural prodiwtion. In 
recent months, various issues relating to 
land reforms have received spe^al attention 
of my Government. A Antral Land 
Reforms Committee under the chairmembip 
of the Union Minister of Food and Agri¬ 
culture bag been set t^. As a t^ult of tbe| 
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lesd provided by the Oovernment of ladia, 
State* in which intennediery tenures have 
not been completely abolished have taken 
iteps to do so. Further legislation has 
been introduced in some States to give 
security of tenure, to reduce rents and 
ceilings and to restrict exemptions. 

7. White recognising that land reforms 
come within the legislative competence 
of the StatM, my Government will continue 
to press the State Governments for further 
action in promoting a more equitable 
agrarian structure. Simultaneously the 
Oovernment will pursue the objective of 
imposing a ceiling on urban property. 

8. Extension of credit facilities for 
productive purposes to areas and classes 
hitherto neglected is one of the important 
objectives of ray Government. A com¬ 
prehensive credit guarantee scheme has been 
launched recently. A Credit Guarantee 
Corporation has been set up under the 
auspices of the Reserve Bank of India. 
As from 1st April, 1971, small loans given 
by eommercial and cooperative bank 
offices will be eligible for guarantee by 
the Corporation to the extent of about 
75% of the loans advanced. The increasing 
attention paid by the banks to the genuine 
needs of productive enterprises, including 
those of agriculturists whose main resort 
earlier was to money-lenders, is one of 
the striking new developments which 
have served to concretise the benefits of 
nationalisation for the small man. 

9. Government also attach high priority 
to the extension of electricity to rural areas 
and, in particular to the utilisation of 
electricity for lift irrigation. The^ imple- 
mentatkm of rural electrification pro¬ 
grammes has been appreciably accelerated. 
2,66 lakh pumpsets were energised in the 
first year of the Plan and this tempo has 
been stepped up in the current year. 
The Rural Electrification Corporation has 
begun well with the sanction of schemes 
of the value of about Rs. 70 crores. 
This programme will be pursued with 
increaring vigour. 

R). My Government are keenly awtme 
of the intoienible living conditions of the 
utbaii poor. The dearance and improve¬ 


ment of slums and rehabilitation of slum 
dwellers will figure prominently in the 
agenda of economic and rocial reforms 
which my Government have in view and 
larger resources will be canalised for thia 
purpose. The Housing and Urban Develop¬ 
ment Finance Corporation has been set 
up recently and will become «i important 
agency for the augmentation of housing 
facilities in metropolitan centres and urban 
areas. 

11. Simultaneously, efforts to improve 
rural bousing conditions will be given 
fuller consideration, The aim is to allot 
building sites to landless workers on a 
larger scale, to legislate for the conferment 
of homestead rights and to assist in the 
construction of decent, liveable houses for 
the rural population. This will necessarily 
have to be a joint programme of the State 
and Central Government. 

12, My Government also propose to :— 

(a) appoint task forces to remove 
obstacles that come in the way of the speedy 
implementation of investment programmes 
in the public and private sectors (rf our 
industry and to step up the rale of indus¬ 
trial production; 

(b) extend the new technology in 
agriculture to dry farming, to new crops 
and to new areas which have not been 
coverted so far. Research and extension 
programmes for a faster growth in the 
output of fibres and oilseeds which are 
articles of mass consumption will be 
intensified; 

(c) consult leaders of trade unions and 
managements in order to evolve sound in¬ 
dustrial relations and to secure increased 
productivity consistent with a fair deal for 
labour. Improvement in industrial relations 
is as vital as capital and tecbnolo^ for 
increasing output; 

(d) Bccelo-ate changes in the structure 
and functioning of administnuive apparatus, 
expedite decision midcmg, ensure effective 
deteption of powers and ntq^onsibilities 
and streamline financial procedures; and 

(e) devote special atteniion to building 
up a ttdi-equipped maoaierinl Pnfiro for 
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tho ptiblic and private sectors. 

13. The economy recorded growth 
almost at the phMined rate in 1969-70, and 
it is likely Us repeat this performance in 
the current year. A good harvest for the 
fourth year in succession is expected, 
raising the foodgrain output to lOS million 
tonnes—5.5 million tonnes more than last 
year. The wheat revolution is by now an 
accomplished fact. Our agricultural scientists 
have released a number of higher yielding 
varieties of rice. The response of farmers 
to the new technology Is limited only by 
our capacity to reach Uiem effectively. 

14. However, the improvement in the 
food situation will at best .be a reprieve. 
The results of the new Census will be a 
grave reminder that the Family Planning 
Programme has to be pushed forward 
with much greater vigour. This programme 
can only be fulfilled if it becmes a move¬ 
ment. The small family must speedily 
be^rae the accepted social norm. Indeed 
family planning should be regarded as a 
vital element in the gigantic task of social 
tranformation that lies ahead. 

15. While the g^eral outlook for the 
economy is hopeful, my Government are 
aware that the level of prices in recent 
months has caused some concern. The 
wholesale plice index is now approximately 
3.4% higher than the level about a year 
ago. But it is important to note that 
amidst this prmsure on prices the foodgrain 
prices have declined by about 6.5%. The 
Government have therefore sought to keep 
the rise in prices in check by arranging 
larger imports of commodities in short 
supply while taking steps to increase their 
internal production. 

16. My Government intend to draw up 
and execute a Natioq^l Plan for the 
application of Science and Technology 
to development. This plan will be intimately 
related to and indeed largely derived 
from our socio-economic plan. An im¬ 
portant feature of such a plan will be the 
preparatitm of detailed programmes in a 
few high pritviy area of national endeavour 
in which science and technology play an im¬ 
portant part, 


The Government have set up an Biectro- 
nks Commission to ensore bataneed deve¬ 
lopment of the electronics iodustty. The 
Commisaion will coneem hself with 
research, development and industrial opera¬ 
tions in the field of electronicB, 

My Government are anxious that rapid 
economic development should not lead to 
the pollution of air, water and soil. There 
should be rational management of our 
natural resources taking care not to upset 
the ecological balance in nature. 

17. The persistence of communal tension 
in some parts of the country and the' 
occasional flaring up of violence constitute 
a threat to our secularism and democracy 
and to the basic values of civilised life 
which we cherish. The Government are 
determined to overcome this danger. This 
problem needs to be treated as national 
task to ensure national survival. 

18. In the recent past, violence has 
grown in West Bengal. The murder of 
Shn Hemanta Kumar Basu, one of our 
oldest and most dedicated colleagues in the 
freedom movement, and of otter political 
workers has shocked us all. Nevertheless 
the conduct and results of the recent 
elections tn West Bangal clearly indicate a 
leaffirmatioa by the people of their faith 
in democracy. 

My Government reiterate their un- 
qualifled determination to root out lawless¬ 
ness and to eliminate the “politics’* of 
murder and assault. Simultaneously my 
Government intend to accelerate the pro¬ 
gramme for the improvement of Greater 
Calcutta with the help of public and private 
investment. The Calcutta Metropolitan 
Development Authority has begun its 
work. The Industrial Reconstruction Cor¬ 
poration is about to be launched. Other 
development works are also being Und 
ectaken m West Bengal. 

The West Bengal Land Reforms (Amend¬ 
ment) Act was passed in July 1970 whereby 
the Bargadar's share of the crop was 
increased and his right to cultivate land 
made secure and heritable. A Prasidmtial 
Act has been enacted recently to reduce 
the ceiling and fix it in terms of the 
family as a unit. 
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IS. You ate awara tliat orden for the 
d(a«GOfBiticn of the Rulers of ^former 
lodiaft States were declared inoperative by 
a nwjority judgement of t^ Supreme 
Court. However, Oovernment’s resolve 
to abolish by appropriate constitutional 
measures the Privy purses and privileges 
of Rulers remains unaltered. 

20. Hoped and despair continue to oo> 
exist in the larger world around us. There 
has been relaxation of tensions between 
Western and Eastern Europe. We welcome 
the signing of the agreement between the 
.Federal Republic of Germany and the 
Governments of the U.S.S.R. and Poland. 
But the situation in South-East Asia and 
West Asia has worsened. 

21. The situation in lndo*China has 
deteriorated further. Ever widening areas 
ate engulfed in war embracing Cambodia 
and Laos. This is inconsistent with the 
interests of peace. We have urged restraint 
and pressed our view that the only solution 
lies in a peaceful and negotiated settle¬ 
ment within the broad framework of the 
Geneva Accord. It is our belief that the 
best solution will be an international 
Agreement or Convention, signed by all the 
Great Powers and others interested in the 
region. 

There is uneasy truce in West Asia. My 
Government hope that positive response 
would be made to the senes of initiatives 
recently taken by the U.A.R. showing i<s 
earnest desire to implement the Resolution 
of the Security Council of November 22, 
1967. 

22. We are concerned at the setting up 
of military bases by outside powers in the 
Indian Ocean and the proposed sale of 
arms to South Africa. As mentioned in 
the Lusaka ^Declaration, we should like the 
Indian Ocean area to be a zone of peace, 
free from military confrontation and the 
rivalries of Great Powers. 

23. The atthude of the Government of 
Pakistan during the recent hijacking of an 
Indian AirihiBB plane and its eventual 
tlNtnictkm was deeply resented by the 
^yenuumt and the people of India. 
I'rlnailid# and andcrstandisc which we 


seek cannot be achieved by inch provo¬ 
cations. 


24. My Government will steadfastly 
punue its policy of non-alignment. It will 
arise its voice whenever peace is thrmfrad, 
wherever the ind^ndence of sovereign 
nations is eroded. It stands firmly against 
colonialism whether in its old riiap or in any 
new guise. 


23. Your present session will be a short 
one confined to the transaction of essen¬ 
tial financial and budgetary business. You 
will be meeting again shortly to consider 
further business. A statement of the esti¬ 
mated receipts and expenditure of the 
Government of India for the financial year 
1971-72 will be laid before you. Bills will 
also be introduced for replacing the State 
of Himachal Pradesh (Amendment, Ordi¬ 
nance. 1971; and the Labour Provident 
Fund Laws (Amendment) Ordinani^, 1971. 
A Bill for continuing the Imports and 
Exports (Control) Act, 1947 will also be 
introduced in the current session of Parlia¬ 
ment. 

26. Honourable Members, the people 
of India have given their verdict in un¬ 
mistakable terms. With that veidict the 
period of political uncertainty and of the 
politics of manoeuvre «nds. After the din 
of the cieciion battle, we must bend our 
selves to the service of our people. We 
can take pride that political ^moeracy 
and parliamentary institutions have grown 
and have taken deep roots in the hearts 
and minds of our people. We must serve 
the cause of democracy by respecting the 
will of the people. 

The massive majority given to my 
Government is only the first step on the 
long and difficult road ahead. To achieve 
victory in the du against poverty and 
social injustice requires the sustained and 
dedicated efforts of the millions our 
peopte. I am confident that Members of 
Parliament and the people of India, as a 
whote, will respond, in abundant measure 
to the challenge of our times.

So far as Lok Sabha is concerned, he was 
one of the most capable and active mem¬ 
bers sriio lost no opportunity in bringing 
before the House issues which had great 
bearing on our national and international 
affairs and the functioning of the parliamen¬ 
tary democracy. He attained the near 
status of a leader very early in his life and 
retained it throughout his parliamentary life. 
His unique knowledge of Rqies (ff Procedure 
and Constitution gave him a special point 
in the House and in the Committees and he 
was beard with attention whenever he spc^e 
on these issues. He was a personal friend 
ot mine ttod I will be deprived of his advice 
on proeetfntal and constitutional issues.

Shri C.N.P. wtM a Member of the 
First Loje Sabha tluring the yew 19S2 
representing Muzafftfpur North West consti¬ 
tuency of Bihar.

Shri K M. Munshi was a great pmriot 
and national leader. He was a Member of 
the Constituent Assembly and Provisional 
Parliament durmg the yean 1946 -52. He 
was the Union Minister of Pood and Agri¬ 
culture during 1950 —52. He served the for¬ 
mer Slate of Bombay first as a Member of 
its legisldturo and then as Home Minister. 
He also held the office of Gowrnor of Uttar 
Pradesh during the years 1952—57. He was 
a versatile genius. He was an ardent free¬ 
dom fighter, educationist, author, const i- 
tutiondl expert and a lover of I^ian art 
and culture. He had suffered imprisonment 
for a number of times for participating in 
the struggle for freedom of the country. 
Bharatiya Vidhya Bbavan is his greatest con¬ 
tribution to the country of which be was the 
founder Piesident. He passed away at 
Bombay on the Sth February 1971 , at the 
age of 84. 

Shri B P. Chaliha was a Member of the 
First Lok Sabhd during the years 1954—^57. 
He had been Chief Minister of Assam right 
from 1957 to 1970 when he relinquished the 
office on health grounds. He played a lea¬ 
ding and significant role as member of the 
Nagaland Peace Mission. Hp was a valiant 
freedom' fighter and always fought for the 
poor and down-trodden. He had a remark¬ 
able organising capacity and rendered a 
great service for the emotional and cultural 
integration of the hills and plaint people of 
Assam. In recognition of bis services to 
the nation he was awarded Padma Vibhushan 
this year. He died at Shillong on the 25th 
February, 1971 at the age of 59. By his 
denth the country has kwt one qf be usa- 
Pious statesmen.

Shri Muhammad Islammuddin was a 
veteran public worker of Bihar who was 
deeply interested in civic and social 
problems. He was active in ou ■ party and 
also in the field of education. 

Dr. Edward Paul Mathura i who was 
an independent Member of ih< First Lok 
Sabha, served Tamil Nadu as a dedicated 
doctor aud also took a pron inent part in 
various other fields of social t :tivity. He 
was chairman of the Tirucbirap II Municipal 
Council and was the guiding $ >int of the 
scout movement and of sevei il Christian 
service organisations of the regi »n. 

Shri D.C. Mallik joinet the non- 
cooperation movement and r nounced the 
practice of law when he was s ill a young 
man. He was closely associai d with the 
politicat life of Dhanbad th oughout bis 
life and was prominent in i le Congress 
organisation of Bihar. He tot c interest in 
various constructive activities nd, as you 
have pointed out, was a Me iber of the 
Second Lok Sabha.

Shri K,.M. Munshi was t le of the last 
rqtresentativet of our renatssa tee, a combi¬ 
nation of rettless energy and ci -ative endeav¬ 
our. His personality bad man facets. He 
Ml a mark oa many fiNds, t ost of all on 
law, literatim and study of out culture. I do 
not knew which of hh eon ributions be 
valued ana^-hia laeord » lawyer aad 
lawmakir» lldi work aa ministu in Bombay 
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at the Centre and lider as boveraor, or tte 
books and essays wfaitdi he wrote. 

1 bad the privily of koowitig Shri 
Bimla Prasad ChalJha for many years and 
of workiiq; closely with hiau He was one of 
the wise statesmen of our ooidKty. 1 found 
him to be one of the gentlmt flgtnes in our 
political life, yet very firm when the titin- 
tion so demanded. His (d>vious sincerity 
and the trust he was able to evoke from tUl 
sections of the people in Assam made him 
somewhat of a father figure there. He was 
devoted to the cause of the underprivileged, 
specially in the rural aud the tribal areas. 
As you have remarked, Mr. Speaker, he 
had a special contribution to make in 
keeping the very varied population of that 
region as an int^rated whole and it was 
largely because of bis counsel and the 
influence which he wielded among the 
different people, that we were able to have 
a satisfactory solution to very thorny 
problems. Shri Chaliha was one of those 
people who remained calm, no matter what 
the crisis or what the provocation, and his 
counsel was marked by wisdom and total 
lack of rancour. He had been ill for a 
long time but continued to shoulder his 
responsibilities, and has left us comparativ¬ 
ely young. 

Even younger was Shri Nath Pai, who 
was with us until only the other day. A 
personal friend not only of yours, Mr. 
Speaker, but perhaps of every Member in 
this House. He was one of those rare 
beings whose sensitivity was in no way 
blunted by the rough and tumble of politics. 
His conscientiousness shone through his 
eloquent and impassioned advocacy of the 
people's causes. His intellect and interest 
covered a wide range. His was a questing 
spirit which yearned for justice for ail. 
But, above all, he was a vary warm-hearted 
and sincere person of great charm, who 
made a very special place for himself in our 
political life and here in tho Lok Sttbha 
through sheer dint of ability and hard work. 
He will be greatly missed. He had a great 
future before him. He has left a void in 
Parliament wbidi cannot be filled. -

North-East); Mr. Speafcm*, Sir, I haw bemi 
asked by my party to speidc on this oocaafam 
presumably because I happen to have known 
so many of Aose iMiosc we are mourn¬ 
ing today a little better and fm a longer 
period then tbe rest of us. 

Sir, in the beginning of every session, 
we have to place on record our sense of loss 
at the passing away of our erstwhile collea¬ 
gues. And we know death will come when 
it will come. On every occasion, there is 
not much point m mourning because the 
human span is limited. But Aere are 
occasions when deaA takes away from our 
midst people who should have been with 
us a great deal longer then they wera permit¬ 
ted to remain with us. 1 do not think 
there is much need to say a great deal about 
people who have died full of years and 
honours like Dr. K.M. Munshi whose 
devouring passion in life was an interest in 
the resuscitation of the values of Indian 
culture and which is a variegated one. 1 
think, he will be remembered almost entirely 
through Ae Bharatiya Vidya Bhavan which 
has conducted such magnificent work and 
which remains a memorial to a son of 
India who deserves to be cheriAed in the 
memory of his death. 

In tt»e case of such of our friends as 
Shri D. C. Mallik, whom we knew as a 
type of the old-time Congressman, simple 
almost to a fault but devoted to Ae 
country’s interests, or in the case of Shri 
C N.P. Sinha, who was a popular member 
of the First Lok Sabha, vAo was quite g 
notable figure in many ways or in the case 
of ibri Mohammad Isiammuddin or Dr. 
Ed vord Paul Mathuram, we have at least 
the consolation that <hey died at a point 
of ime when Aere could be no gtouM at 
far as we an concerned agalont thrir 
pa'itng away. But when we learnt of Ae 
•de. A of Shri Bimla Ptastd Omilha-^we 
kmw he was ailiag fbr a iong oaough 
tine—-we were not quite ready for his 
death, becauae he wu a type «f petecm 
who slumld have bean a great deal 
kmgerijt Aa intmeata of our oointcy. 1 
remember him very vividly aa a member 
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of the Pint txlk Sablui. Hh very presence 
wcs an iafieenoe. As the Prime Minister 
iai4, then was about him a sense of cairn 
and poise erhfeh nothing could disturb and 
his <|uaHtles came into the picture when 
the politics of Assam, which is a paradise 
of ethonologists and a sort of iaboratory 
for'political experimentation, came into the 
limeli^t: when the problems of Assam 
pushed themselvm into prominence, it was 
a man only of the type of Shri Btrola 
Prasad ChaUba who could tackle them. 

Z remember wen some of us whent to 
Nagalaod, we met him in Shillong and 
on other occasions also. We could 

see how he had earned the respect 
and confidence of the people belong¬ 
ing to the multitudinous tribes we have in 
that emerald area of our country. It was 
his being at the helm of aifairs which at 
one time had meant the safeguarding of the 
interests of Assam as well as of India, I 
> think he is One of the very few people in 
the recent political history of the country 
who will be regtu’ded as a person endowed 
with the qualities of statesmanship, and it 
is a very great pity that he has gone 
away. 

But the pity of all pities is the passing 
away of Shri Nath Pai who will ever be 
missed by whoever came in contact with 
him. And it is not only membeis of 
Parliament who came in contact with him 
but the whole country, because his name 
was a name to conjure with not only in 
Maharashtra but in the rest of India. 

I He should have gone hereafter. So 
i many of us stay behind, but the went away, 

I and in a manner which, in some ways, is, of 
course, most desirable. He made a speech, 
1 think it was aomewh<'.re near Belgaum. He 
spoke longer than be tdiouid have, because 
of the condition of his health, 1 remember 
on so many occasions in this House, 
,we would try to reettain him, because we 
knew he had a heart ailment and it was 
wrong of him to put himself to any avoid¬ 
able strain; but he just could not avoid the 
strain baeauat he thought that was part of 
lis duty to hit eocmtry, Oteater love than 
this had no omw that he laid down his 
ife iw his ceotiry, and Nath Pal’s speaking 
a Pelgaum or Comewbere else in Mi^arasb- 


tra and dyiW a few hoim after he mode 
that important speech, would remain dieris- 
hed in the memory of our people. 

But we in this House who miss him, 
who have watched him in action, aho have 
heard his meltifluous phrases, who have 
noticed his appropriately youthful exubera- 
anoe in regard to certain matters, who have 
appreciated his dexterity iu>t only with 
words and phrases but with ail the subteties 
of constitutional and parliamentmy techni¬ 
calities, who have known him as a human 
individual with a warmth of heart and sens¬ 
itivity of feeling—for us the loss is so big 
and so great that at can never be compensa¬ 
ted. It is the pity of pities that be has 
gone. He is gone, and that js all there is 
to it, and all that we can say is that our 
hearts are heavy with sorrow, particularly 
at the passing away of a man who died in 
his prime, who should have been spared a 
great deal longer for the sake of this coun¬ 
try, but who was not. Those whom the 
Gods love die young, but between Gods and 
man there is a sort of tussle going on, which 
is the definition of civilisation. And 
men would never be reconciled to the 
kind of thing which has at once taken away 
from our midst and the midst of the Indian 
people a person of the calibre of Shri Nath 
Pai. 

I would request you to associate our 
party with the messages of condolence and 
sympathy which you would send on behalf 
ctf the House to the bereaved families.

Hit subtle huer- 
pretation of the Coostitutkm gad the'various 
rules of procedmt of tUa Hotsse vnre re* 
maihable. He hnngltt iffh to the dsdnites 
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in tbii Rbniiid «nd ho was ail along a 
champion of fbe downtrodden, and be tried 
to projoct that image in every debate in 
which he partidpated in this Houm Mr. 
Nath Pai’s k>as' to the House but also a 
personal loss to me; ‘ he was a very dear 
friend of mine. 

1 had the privilege of sitting at the feet 
of Kulapathi Munshi and of taking lessons 
when he was the Vice Prmident and founder 
member of the Swatantra Party. He was 
humility and dignity persooliled; he was an 
institution by himself. His great oontribn- 
lion in the freedom struggle and especially 
hit most important roie in the liberation of 
Hyderabad and in the .integation of the 
princely States will be written in golden 
letters in our history.

SHRl MADHU DANDAVATR 
(Rajapur): Sir, with a deep sense of 
sorrow. I associate myself with the tribute 
that has been paid to various parliament* 
ariaas here. It has been my singular mis¬ 
fortune that I represent in this House the 
same constituency which Barrister Nath Pai 
r^resented for 14 years. I am carrying on 
aay shoulders the same banner of democra¬ 
tic socialism which Barrister Nath Pai 
held aloft for the last 14 years and more. 
My presence here in this House is a sad 
remi^r to me every moment about the 
abaeoee of Barrister Nath Pai. He was a 
great Parliamentariam, who upheld the 
values not only of democratic socialism but 
parliamentary democracy as well. What we 
experienced this morning in the joint 
seesion only remains us that we need many 
Nath Pais in Parliament. 

Nadi Pai represented in a true sense the 
eombination of the spirit of revolution and 
the qiirit of renaissance. He was a fearless 
mau. He Uterally lived with death from 
flrmn momost to moment. I may be permit¬ 
ted to read mit what he wrote from Geneva 
before his death. He wrote: 

**At my ear, I always hear Time's 
winged Chariot drawing near. The few 
occasions death came very close, I 
feh only a sadness, deep and over¬ 
powering for all I adorned and loved, 
for ttiat strongest passion of our life— 
India, for my mother, for my 
ebiid^ and Christto. But these never 
was pven a faint shadow of fear. To 

' the phreonial challenge of death 
fs the uniy way to live." 


That is how Nath Pai lived in bif life and 
that is bow Nub Pai passed away. The 
greatest passion of Pai*i life was to 
establish the supremacy of Parliament aad 
the sovereignty of the country. 1 think the 
greatest tribute to Barrister Nath Pai would 
be to see to it that Parliament restores to 
itself the sovereign right to amend the Cons¬ 
titution, so that the Constitution becomes 
a true symbol of the genunliM hopes and 
a^iirations of the down-trodden people of 
this country, I am reminded about a great 
debate in v^ich Nath Pai participated. It 
was a great debate between the protagonists 
of the Constitution Amendment Bill and the 
opponents of the Constitution Amendment 
Bill in Bombay. One who was opposed to 
Nath Pai’s Bill spoke at length. The Chair¬ 
man of the meeting then asked Nath Pai to 
speak. But before he invited shri Nath Pai 
to speak, in a humorous tone, he made a 
comment: "Now the Prime Minister of the 
opposition will speak". After this comment 
a rare sense of humour was displayed by 
Nath Pai. Without having any illwiil to- 
words any Prime Minister Nath Pai said: 
"I have seen the performance of all the 
Prime Ministers on the floor of the Parlia¬ 
ment. Somehow or other, I have a feeling 
that they have not shown the ability to put 
forth congent arguments on the floor of the 
House, probably the Chairman of the meet¬ 
ing wants to undermine my capacity to put 
forward my case and that is why he descri¬ 
bed me as the Prime Minister of the 
opposition.’* Of course, he said all 
that with a sense of humour, and I 
am sure that even the Prime Minister 
here will consider that remark with a 
sense of humour. Whenever there was 
tension in the House, with bis sense of 
humour, Nath Pai could see to it that the 
tension was completely removed. 


I am reminded of the tension that was 
mealed tn this House on the MysonhMaba- 
rashtni border issue and some of oor friends 
from Mysore were veiy much agitated. The 
paradox of the sittuation was that when 
Barrister Nath Pai, to whose views they 
were opposed spoke the agitated MPs from 
Mysore listened to the advice of Barrister 
Nath Pai and pareioos ouno down. That 
was the magantic personalitj Shri Nath 
Pai. 
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Aa my friends bave said, whenever 
Barristar^Nath Pai spdce he touched the 
inaer>ffli^ chords of our life, Let me point 
out the reasons for this. The stream of 
Nath Paj*! thoughts emanated from his 
head, but the stream of his emotions flowed 
from his heart and it was actually the 
confluence of his emotions and thoughts on 
his lips that made his speech powerful and 
appeaiiiv. Whenever Shri NSth Pai spoke, 
either in this House or outside, he touched 
the inner-most chords of our life. That was 
the great personality of Shri Nath Pai. 

His dream was to establish the soverei¬ 
gnty of Parliament to amend the Constitu¬ 
tion. Therefore, in the end, while paying 
tribute to Nath Pai, let me say that if real 
tribute is to be paid to Barrister Nath Pai, 
let us see to it that the Parliament of the 
becomes the sovereign Parliament of sover¬ 
eign India having the sovereign right to 
amend the Constitution in conformity with 
the requirements of social change.

I also associate myself with the tribute 
that has been paid to other parliamentarians. 
Men like Shri Munshi have played a remark¬ 
able role not only in the freedom struggle 
but also in framing the Constitution of free 
India. Therefore, we owe to these parlia¬ 
mentarians, to whom we pay our tribute, to 
see to it that in the light of their work in 
past we try to make a new history and try 
to take steps in consonance with the work 
that these great parliamentarians have 
done. 

DR. KARNI SINGH (Bikaner) : Mr. 
Speaker, Sir, every time this House meets 
fate snatches away some of our very fine 
leaders and today we are mooring 
the loss of seven of our colleagues 
who have passed away. Many of them are 
known to me ever since 1932 when I was 
elected. They were my leaders and I have 
learnt to respect them, The gap left by 
them can be felt by all of*us. Periiaps more 
than that of anybody else, the loss of Shri. 
Nath Pal is a personal loss. Nath, apart 
from being a popular and very effective 
Member of Parliament, be was a human 
being in the true sense. He was sincere. 
Nath was a true socialist in every sense of 
the term. 1 have known him for the last 


fourteen yean in thta House and we have 
been sharing the same seat for some yean 
together. Those who knew Nath Plai as a 
human being will miss him for al) times. 
M.Ps. will come and M.Pi. wHl go but a 
man of Nath Pal’s calibre will not be 
found so easily to occupy this seat in 
Parliament. 

We, Independents, join in the grtof 
expressed in this House and convey our con- 
dolenoo to the bereaved families of the 
departed leaders. 

SHRI M. MUHAMMAD ISMAIL (Maa- 
jeri): Sir, I associate my party the Muslim 
League, and myself with the sentiments 
expressed in the House on the demise of 
the seven gentlemen, whose names have 
been placed before us. Dr. Paul Mathuram 
was a noteworthy social worker and an 
affable gentlemen having a great circle of 
friends. 

Shri Nath Pai really was an exceptionlly 
great parliamentarian, untiring and extraor¬ 
dinary in his pursuit of knowledge. He was 
a man of immense scholarship and convinc¬ 
ing eloquence. 

Shri K.M. Munshi was a great patriot, 
a venerable national leader, an eminent and 
talented lawyer, scholar and writer. 

The other gentlemen also had their 
affable qualities, it is a matter for great 
sorrow that such men are departing every 
now and that from our midst causing loss 
not only to the parliamentary life but to 
the cou|Ury as a whole. I associate my party 
with thg tscmdolences which many please be 
conveyed to the members of the familes of 
these departed and affable gentleman, 

SHRI GOTKHINDE (Sangli); Mr. 
Speaker Sir, Barrister Nath Pai had a earner 
which for many of us, who had talMl part 
in the freedom struggle in our coll^ caroer, 
was a source of profound inspiration, la 
the untimely death of Barrister Hath Pai, 
Maharashtra has lost one of its most ffihia- 
trious sons and the country one of her most 
famous silveMongued twators. Sudi waa 
his mastery of reason and eto<|aence that 
even the T^asury Benches used to hear Urn 
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wifli and honour. By death of 

thia verteran parliaiUentarJan and seasoned 
politician this august House has been rende* 
rod poorer. Henceforth this green-carpeted 
and ifisrblewatled House will not be resoun¬ 
ding with that famous eloquence. A tire¬ 
less champion that he was of the supremacy 
of this house, his performance in that res¬ 
pect cannot be easily emulated. 

Maharashtra will never forget the efforts 
he had made in the long-drawn Maharash- 
tra-Mysore boundary dispute. He had he¬ 
roically done his duty towards the Marathi 
people in the boundary areas and like a 
fighter he has laid his life in his beloved 
city of Belgaum while acting for the cause 
he held so dear. 

We in Maharashtra have lost only one 
seat to the Opposition but we are not sorry 
for it. I am told, the electorate there, even 
though they knew that Barrister Nath Pat

The first time that we in goa saw a lot 
of Mr. Nath Pai was a few years ago when 
he arrived and made his customary impact, 
propagati^ a view that has since receded 
into history. But across the gulf that 
separated us at that time started growing a 
grudging admiration for this master of the 
spoken word.

Among Mr. Nath Pai’s greatest quality 
was the fact thin a Senior Member like him 
could, and aN«ys did. treat a junior like 
me as an equal.

(Interruptions) It says that in the case of 
the President’s Proclamation, if the House 
is dissolved, then the proper forum for rati¬ 
fication by Parliament is the Rajya Sabha. 
The Government has completely failed in 
that.

MR. SPEAKER : You are an old 
member.

RAILWAY BUDGET 1971-72 

THE MINISTER OF RAILWAYS 
(SHRI HANUMANTHAIYA) : Mr. 
Speaker, Sir, 1 rise to perform the pleasant 
duly of placing before the House the annual 
financial result of the Indian Oovemment 
Railways showing the receipts and expendi¬ 
ture for the year 1971-72, 

2. Hon'ble Members of the House have 
had a strenuous time convincing the 
eieclroate of their stand and sedcing tbeir 
sufTrage. We aU meet in the House widi 
a sense of new spirit and dedicatioa 
but we have not y<k had Uie time to 
apply our minds in detail to the various 
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pertainiog to the Ralln^y 
Adffiiaiftratioa. It is therefore, that I am 
iMt placiDg to-day the complete and final 
plotiim of the working of the Railways. I 
ago now lubmitting to the House a mere 
aibiiai financial statement relating to the 
lerfian Rasiways together with connected 
documents. 1 seek the approval of the 
House to the ‘Vote-on*account* for the 
estimated expenditure of the first four 
months only of the financial year 1971-72. 
In the light of the observations, criticisms- 
and comments Hon’ble Members may be 
pleased to make, a full fledged budget 
win be placed before the House for con¬ 
sideration a few months later. The state¬ 
ment, however, will enable the House to 
appreciate the financial position of the 
Railways in its true perspective. 

We are now at the close of the second 
year of the Fourth Plan. During these two 
years, 186 kilometres of new lines have 
been opened for traffic; 420 kilometres of 
track doubled; and 326 kilometres have 
almost been converted from Metre Gauge 
to Broad Gauge. The Railway Rolling 
Stock has been augmented by 418 locomo¬ 
tives (226 diesel, 79 electric; and 113 
■team), 2857 coaches and 26,702 wagons (in 
terms of four wheelers) 91 new trains were 
introduced and the runs of 78 existing 
trains were extended, thereby the Railways 
have added 17,404 train kilometres per 
day. 14S new trams were introduced and 
runs of 37 existing trains extended on the 
suburban sections, adding 7,436 train 
kilometres per day. 

Accounts of 1969-70 

3. I shall first deal with the financial 
results of 1969-70— the last completed 
year. The gross traffic receipts amounted 
to 951'28 crores It is ahnost the same as 
the Revised Estimate of 950 55 crores. 
The Revised Estimate of Ordinary Work¬ 
ing Expenses was 683*05 crotet. The actual 
eapcfises 684-94 ctores were higher by 
1‘89 crarest After taking into account the 
other items, like the annual appropriation 
t 0 Depfedatkib jSUservt Ftmd, Pension 
Band, Ket MUioellgiieoos Expenditure and 
Phddtmd iaymast to General Revenuee, 


the stortCall came to 9 83 crams against 
12 55 crotes foreseen at the stt^e of the 
Revised Estimate. This sbortfaU of 9*83 
crores was met by a loan of 8 86 crores 
from General Revenues and balance by 
withdrawal from the Revenue Reserve 
Fund. , 

The Railways maintain a Development 
Fund for financing unremunmative works 
of operating necessity, amenities for pas¬ 
sengers, and staff quarters. A sum of 17 08 
crores was spent on these works in 1969-70. 
This Fund is normally fed from the revenue 
surplus after fully meeting the liability of 
Dividend to the General Exchequer for the 
C^pital-at-char^. As will be explained later, 
the Railways were not able to earn any 
revenue surplus m the year. Hence, an 
amount of 18.51 crores was raised; by a 
loan of 1815 crores from the General 
Revenues and 36 lakhs from the meagre 
balance available in the Development Fund. 
The loan liability of the Railways to the 
General Revenues under Development Fund 
rose consequently at the end of 1969-70 
from-25 30 to 4J 45 crotes. The total in- 
indetedness to General Revenues amounted 
to 52 31 crores. 

Revised Estimates, 1970-71 

4. The Budget Eatimales as originally 
presented for the year 1970-71 envisaged a 
surplus of 22 38 crores. In deftience to the 
wishes of the House last year, my pre¬ 
decessor had given up certain proposed 
increases in third class passenger fares and 
in freight rates, particularly those on food- 
grams. Thereby, we had to forego 13 
crores of revenue. As a result, the surplus 
shown in the Budget Estimate came down 
to 9.38 crorek. As against this, the Revved 
Estimates now show a shortfall of 23'^ 
crores. The gross traffic receipts fell by 5 
crores and the workii^ expenses increased 
by 30 77 crores. There was a reduction of 
1*42 crores in miscellaneous expenses and 
128 crores in the' Dividend payable to 
General Revenues. The cumulative effect of 
all these factors is a shortfall of 23.69 
crores. 

The estimates of gross traffic receipts 
were, at the lime of the preparation of 
the budget for 1970-71, based on a revenue 
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taSic at 18‘39 milUoa tonnes as 
asainst 1?3^ milUOa tonnes in the pieced* 
ing year. Aetsaily, however, instead of «a 
incieaie of lOi million tonnes, the revenue 
earning traffic diis year will be some 4‘3 
million tonnes less than that last year. 
There has been a significant drop in the 
traff ic to and from steel plants, of coal for 
general purposes and of other goods. 
Fortunately, the effect of fall in the originat¬ 
ing tonna^ of traffic has not been pro¬ 
portionately adverse on railway, earnings. 
It is because of two favourable factors, 
namely, improvement in leads to the extent 
of 2‘2 per cent on an average, and a larger 
proportion of high-rated tr^ic in the 
overall traffic carried. The railway earnings 
could have been decidedly higher but for 
the unsatisfactory law and order situation 
in some places in the eastern and northern- 
eastern regions, the unauthorised wild-cat 
' strikes and the breaches caused by floods in 
I Gujarat. Hon’ble Members would agree 
i that essential rail services had to be main¬ 
tained and, therefore, the Essential Services 
Maintenance Act had to be invoked thrice 
during the year. The lightning strike in the 
Dhanbad Division of the Eastern Railway 
last month and in the Tatanagar yard and 
shed of South-eastern Railway earlier this 
month are instances in point. The former 

I ost chocked off the supply of coal for 
lestic and industrial con-sumption to the 
of the country and even resulted in 
curtailment for some days of over 900 
ienger train services. The latter jeopar- 
id vital supplies of iron ore, coal and 
B to the steel plants. A common and 
vttable feature of these two strikes was 
t they were sparked off on trivial and 
isy grounds. They were in on way related 
hdusirial disputes and trade union rights 
responsibilities. In one case it was 
%iy a quarrel between two railway 
lilies and in the other it was an alterca- 
) between a loco employee and a com- 
inder in a railway hospital. This high- 
its how irresponsible and misguided 
ations can jeopardise* vital national 
srests. 

A brochure has been included in the 
itet documents circulated to the Hon'ble 
®bcri giving brief particuiars of impor- 
t incidents ffiat occurred during the year 
lilting b destruction of property and 


assets, and dislocation of railway serviou on 
account of disruption of communications, 
demonstrations, bundhs, strikes and attacks 
on railway staff. Hon'bto Members will 
share my relief that in spite of these adverse 
factors, the gross receipts are only 5 mores 
short of the modified Bud^. 

During the current year a numher of 
important factors beyond the ccmtrol of 
Railways have thrown a heavy burden on 
the revenue expenditure of the Railways. 
Working expenses increased by 36 crones on 
account of interim relief to the staff san¬ 
ctioned by Government on the basis of the 
recommendation made by the TlUrd Pay 
Commission. Large sums of money had 
also to be found to meet heavy expenditure 
on other items, such as, 2.40 crores on flood 
damage, about one crore for payment of 
arbitration tribunal awards to staffs 1.2S 
crores on account of increase in the rates of 
travelling and daily allowances and about 
5 crores on account of increases in prices 
of various materials. During the first half 
of the year, falling income and increasing 
expenses presented a gloomy picture. A 
presistent and vigorous campaign was, there¬ 
fore, initiated to maximise earnings and to 
reduce expenditure. The results achieved 
from these drives have been encouraging. 
In the mid-year appraisal, it had been feared 
that tbe Railway deficit would be at hi gh 
as 47 crores. Because of various measures 
taken to improve earnings and reduce 
expenditure, the deficit has been halved. 
Even so, after appropriating 100 crores to 
the Depreciation Reserve Fund.l5 crores to 
the Pension Fund,and 165'81 crores as 
Dividend to General Revenues etc., the 
Railways will be in the red to the extent of 
23 69 crores at the close of the current 
year. I admit that the finaodal position 
of the Railways is not very happy. How¬ 
ever, I would like to bring to the notice of 
the Hon’ble Members an encouraging feature 
of the year’s working. But for post¬ 
budgetary developments throwing up a 
burden of 45‘65 crores on working expenses 
the Railways might still have ended with a 
surplus of almost the same order as foreseen 
in the original Budget, man-made disasters 
and natural calamities notwithstanding. 

Light Railways 

3. Owing the year 1970-71, three Lh^it 
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WHSItimif C(»Dpanies under the maneteineat 
df MeMts Merten Bum Lim|«d, Calcutte, 
wHh eitMSeie kilometiafe of 246 have 
oloeed down their operations. These are 
({) Shahdara-SHharanpur Light Railway 
(i4t'9 Kms) in Uttar Pradesh whtdi closed 
down from 1st September 1970; (ii) 
Rowrah'Amta (703 Kms); and (iii) 
Kowrah^Sbeakhalia (27‘1 Kms) Light Rail> 
ways in West Bengal which closed down 
1st January 1971. Ail these were Narrow 
Oaive Railways, catering mostly to short 
distance passenger tr^ic. The Shahdara* 
Sahampur Light Railway carried about 
12,000 passengers per day while Howarah* 
Amta and Howrah-Sbeakhalla Railways to* 
giaher carried about 25,000 passengers per 
day. The Management announ^d that the 
closure was forced on the Companies by 
increasing losses year after year doe to 
severe road competition in the areas served 
by them. The accumulated losses on these 
three Light Railways amounted to 36 lakhs. 
The rolling stock, track, and other assets of 
these Railways had not been maintained 
properly. They were in a worn out con¬ 
dition reguiring considerable expenditure 
for rehabilitation. The standard of passenger 
amenities on these Railways was also much 
lower than that obtaining on Indian 
Government Railways. Nationalisation of 
the Light Railways or auumption of 
management by the Ministry of Railways 
was coiwidered. But careful examination 
shosved diat it would not be in the public 
interest. Not only will we have to spend 
considerable amount of money in replacing 
and rehabilitating the equipment, but also 
the running costs would go up sharply due 
to our having to bring their working to the 
standard of Government Railways. The 
transport needs of the public in the areas 
served are being met by the respective 
State Governments alimenting the road 
services. In order to prevent the staff of 
the Light R^lways numbering about 3,000 
from being thrown out of employment, the 
Central Government have decided to absorb 
these personnel in suitable cat^ories on 
Indian Government Railways. 

A Ytar of Challwge 

f, This has been a year of challenge 
ggt (rM for fBd Railways and tailwaymen 


particniarly those serving In the BatteM 
Region. Smooth and ngtdar cgwratfaig df 
trains became impoiaible on several 
occasions, Iheie were a huie nombat' of 
attacks on railway property causing die- 
location of traffic and immchiKsatitm of 
rolling stock. Thera were aho assaults on 
railway employees on duty, espedally staff 
connected with the running of trains such 
as drivers, motormen, guards and assistant 
station masters, tlie raitwaymen bad to 
suffer some bomb attacks by extremist 
elements, resuliing in some cases in serious 
injuries. 

A few days back, one Assistant Officer 
of the Eastern Railway was murdered in 
broad day light in Calcutta area while 
returning home from his place of work. 
On I5th March 1971, a bomb was thrown 
by some extremists near the locoshed at 
Andal, which hit a guard and a shunter. 
The shunter succumbed to bis injuries on 
the spot white the guard was wounded. In en¬ 
counters with dangerous and violent crimi¬ 
nals, 23 man of the Railway Protection 
Force lost thetr lives and anothmr 165 
were injured during the year. Them have 
also been some cases of robbing railway 
cksh. In one of them, an armed gang 
raided the premises of the State Bank of 
India at Chittaranjan killed one Railway 
Protection Force guard on escort duty and 
looted 18'84 lakhs of rupees, white it was 
in the process of being taken over by the 
railway cashier. We are going to take firm 
and unrelenting steps to check this menace 
and bring the criminals to book. 

The incidence of thefts and pilferages 
of railway equipment continued to be 
heavy. Such thefts not only result in 
financial loss to the railways but also 
seriously affect the effictency of rafl opera¬ 
tion. As the House is aware, the eutirc 
route from Calcutta to Mughalsarid over 
the Grand CfaonI is now etectrified 
The theft of overhead traction copper wires 
puts the eutire train operation out of gear 
on the electrified section for several hours 
each day. During the period April to 
December, 1970, as many as 436 cases of 
thefts of overtiead traction wires accorred 
on the Eastern and Southeastern Railways. 
The tete-oommuuication ccmtrol, on which 
the entire train operation hi dependmt, was 
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aI$o hiteirupted frequently due to thefts 
of tete •coffiSMniicBtton cables and eqaip- 
omit. Bveiy theft of tete-commuaication 
eabto nniltt in intem^tion of train con> 
tiol by about tan hours during which period 
the movetnedt of trains gets slowed down 
appreciably, resulting in heavy detention 
to trains. The extent of these thefts can 
be judged from the fact that on the 
Eastern Railway alone there were as many 
as 4,163 cases of theft of tele-communica¬ 
tion cables and equipment daring the 
period from April to De^bcr, 1970. 

Passenger Amenities 

7. I know the Hon'ble Members are 
very parttealar fd providing better passenger 
amenities. An amount of approximately 4 
crores is being spent on this objective 
every year by the Railways. 1 am glad to 
say that as a result of concerted efforts at 
all levels, considn'able improvement has 
-taken place in items like train lighting, 
fans, water supply and the like, but I am 
aware that much still remains to be done. 
Unfortunately anti-social elements resort 
to wanton destruction of railway property 
and indulge in systematic thefts. Many 
of these fittings, like fans, are in shbrt 
supply and it becomes difficult to replace 
them as fast as they disappear. The Rail¬ 
way Protection Force have been alerted to 
keep a close watdi on passenger coaches 
and other stock, particularly in those 
yards where such thefts are most marked. 
We are taking steps seriously and earnestly 
to maintain and improve the en^uipment 
in our coaches. 

Mmement of Foodgrains 

8. The "Green Revolution" has in- 
created food production alt over the 
country. There have been bumper food 
crops particularly in Haryana and Punjab. 
Railways have risen to the occasion by 
transporting these increased quantities to 
the distant comers of the country. During 
the period of ten months ending January 
1971, the Railways loaded as many at 
3,83,093 Broad Gauge wagons. 

Budget Estimates, Wl-Tt 

9. Let toe now deal with the Budget 
Bstlaaales for 1971*72. The gross receipts 


for the year 1971-72 at the mtistiog level 
of rates and fares are estimated at 
1,044 croresWbkdi an 40 cr-ures higher than 
in the current year. The estimate of 
earnings under 'Other Coaching* has been 
prepared, assumioi the normal rate of 
growth. In the case of passenger traffii^ 
however, the expansion may not be as brisk 
as has been witnessed in the current year. 
Therefore, in 1971-72 only a 3 per cent rise 
in passenger receipts has been adopted. 
It has also been assumed that ail the 
additional 9 million tonnes of traffic 
expected to be carried by the Railways 
year, would be revenue earning in character. 
They will add 30 crores to our freight 
earnings. 

The net Ordinary Working Expenses 
have been placed at 765.44 crores, i,e., 
33.68 crores more than in the Revised 
Estimates for the current year. The 
increase is mainly accounted for by staff 
costs 17.53 crores, fuel 7.80 crores, repairs 
and maintenance 5.03 crores and miscell¬ 
aneous 3.32 crores. The apporopriation to 
the Pension Fund has been kept at the 
same level of 15 crores as that for the 
current year. The appropriation to the 
Depreciation Reserve Fund has been 
stepped up from 100 crores to lOS crores as 
provided for in the Forth Plan. The 
expenditure on Open Line Works Revenue 
together with other miscellaneous items is 
expected to go up by 2 79 crores to 17.91 
crores. Consequent on an increase in the 
Capital-at-charge, the Dividend to General 
Revenues is expected to increase from 
165,81 crores in the current year to 173.77 
crores. In the net result, the Railways 
at the current level of rates and fares and 
cost of staff and stores will fall short by 
33.12 crores m meeting their full liabi¬ 
lity of dividend payable to the General 
Revenues. It will be necessary to take 
a loan from the General Revenues to 
make good this deficit. 

From the figures of financial result for 
three years given by me, the Hon’ble 
Members would have seen that Railway 
Finances are not on an even keel. In 
fact, the downward trend started from 
1964-65, from udiich year they could not 
meet the full liability for Developmeat 
Fundworito. From 1966-67, the Railways 
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could not meet fully even the annual 
dividend habiUty to the Oeneral Excfacqwr. 
The aocumuiatioa in the Revenue Reserve 
Fund, which Mood at 63 crores in the 
becinoing of 1966*67 has been exhausted. 
In addition a loan of 8.86 cioras had to 
be taken in 1969*70 and another loan of 
24jK2 ocores in 1970*71 for meeting dividend 
liability. For meeting the full dividend 
liability in 1971*72 and repaying one third 
of the earlier loans, the Railways will have 
to borrow 45.31 crores from General 
Revenues, It will raise their indebtedness 
to the General Exchequer to 65.08 crores on 
this account at the end of the next year. 

The Railways will have to borrow a 
furOmr sum of 21.38 crores in the current 
year and another 2S.49 crores during 
1971*72 for meeting the expenditure of 
development fund works. The total loan 
liability to the General Revenues on 
account of development fund works would 
aggregate to 88.52 crores at the end of 
1971*72. 

The total indebtedness of the Railways 
to the General Revenues at the end of 
1971*72 would amount to 133*63 crores 
under the two sets of loans. The Railways 
have, therefore, to generate resources 
enough not only to repay these accumulated 
loans but also to rebuild the Revenue 
Reserve Fund and the Development Fund. 
1 may add that in the above calcula* 
tioDS no allowance baa been made for the 
additional financial burdens that may bo 
imposed at a mult of the recommenda¬ 
tions of the Third Pay Commission and the 
awards of the Railway Arbitration Tribunal. 

Works Expendiiure 

10. Works expenditure in 1969*70 was 
30.83 crores, loss than the Revised Estimate 
of 243.30 crores, mainly duo to slower 
progress of certain works and some hold¬ 
up and delay in the procurement pro- 
famine of amtetials, particularly steel 
and less oot-tton of rolling stock. 

The Revised Bstinate of net expenditum 
ea Weeks, Maduneot and Rolling Stock 
Rar tkn tpvrsnt yegr ha been placed at 
about <9il orotM, against the Budget Esti¬ 


mate of 280 crores. The reduced level 
of Revised Estimates has been determined 
after taking into account the physical 
progress of the works, out-tom of roUkii 
stock from the Production Units and 
expected deliveries tmd supplies from 
outside agencies. The provision for 
expenditure on Works, Machine and 
Rolling Stock Programme for the Budget 
year 1971*72 has been put at 280 crores. 
This is about 28 crores less than the 
outlay which was fixed for the year 
under the original Fourth Five Year 
Plan, The reduction in the outlay was 
necessitated by the rate of growth of 
the economy in some particular sectors 
not coming upto expectations. A summary 
showing the important items of Works, 
Machinery and Rolling Stock is circulated 
as usual along with the Budget documents. 
Details are given in the Works, Machinery 
and Rolling Stock Programme which 
also forms part of the Budget documents. 

Railmy Conviintion Committee, 1968 

II. A Committee of both Houses 
of Parliament known as Railway Conven¬ 
tion Committee, reviewed in 1965 financial 
arrangements between Railways and 
General Finance. In the light of their 
recommenda.ions accepted by Government, 
a Resolution defining the relation between 
the Railway Finance and the General 
Revenues was passed by both Houses 
of Parliament in December 1965. These 
arrangements were to be co*terminus with 
the then envisaged Forth Plan for the quin¬ 
quennium commencing 1st April, 1966. 
There was an interregnum of tiuee annual 
Plans and the new Forth Plan commenced 
from 1st April 1969. It was, therefore, 
felt that a new convention arrangement 
should be made to be co-terminus with 
the current Forth Plan commencing iM 
April, 1969. Accordingly, in November- 
Deceber, 1968, a Resolution - was passed by 
both Houses of Parliament constituing 
the Railway Convention Committee, 1968. 
This Committee held some meetings and 
saw the Produaion Units and a few 
railway headquarters. However, tbe 
Cdmmiitee could not complete ^er 
deliberations and present their report as *^t 
ceased to ekist with the dissolution of the 
lAik Sabba in December 1970. The peed 
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for such a Committee continues to remain 
and it has to be reconstituted by a Re* 
soluthm of the House as soon as possible. 

Staff Relations And Welfars 

12. The per capita expenditure on 
staff welfare increased from 138 in 1965-66 
to 175 in 1969-70. The cost of medical and 
health services alone, which was 13.92 
crores during 1968-69, rose to 17.08 crores 
during 1969-70. It is expected to rise 
further to 17.80 crores in 1970-71 

During 1969-70, more than 6,000 staff 
quarters were constructed bringing the total 
number at the end of the year to more 
than 5 lakhs. Total investment by the end 
of 1970-71 on staff quarters excluding the 
cost of land will rise to about 200 croreii. 

Other welfare and recreational facilities 
provided to the Railway employees include 
Holiday Homes, Institutes, Clubs and play- 
gibunds. Over 3,400 employees availed 
of the facility of 21 Holidays Homes 
during 1969-70. 

I am glad to say that relations with 
organised labour during the year have 
continued to be cordial and satisfactory. 
On occasions when some irresi insible and 
unruly elements went on wik cat strikes 
on trivial issues totally uncoi reeled wiffr 
their work, the two Federal io s acted as 
responsible Trade Unions an helped to 
restore normalcy. The Pei man at Negotiat¬ 
ing Machinery functioned well t all levels. 
It helped to resolve a large nur ber of staff 
problems and produced satisfar ory results. 
The House may be aware that an Arbitra¬ 
tion Tribunal had been set U| sometime 
ago to consider certain matte s on which 
agreement could not be :ached with 
workers’ Federations. The ribunni has 
already made certain reco imendations 
which are in tin process of imi lementation. 

This year has been a ye r of some 
idifficulty and set-back for t e Railways. 
(Railway properties have suffere damage at 
the bands of criminals, exi cmists and 
political demonstrators. Th< Railways 
have been subjected to vicar ous attacks 
from those who want some tl mg or the 
other from the Central or Sti e Govern- 
Btent. These strains and stresses have not 


cowed down the spirit of service of those 
who are running the Railways. They 
have exhibited commendable courage and 
have doiM their duty by'the Nation. In 
the ultimate analysis, it Is not coal, oil 
the or electricity that runs the trains, 
but the spirit of dedication of the railway- 
men. They have promised continued 
service and co-operation. There in lies the 
hope of improving not only the efficiency 
but also the finances of the Railway 
Administration.

Statement on the Budget of th Union 
Territory Manipur—197J 72 
(23rd March, 1971) 

Sir, 

1. The President's Order o the 16th 
October, 1969 dissolving the Legislative 
Assembly of Manipur was exl< ided by a 
subsequent Order of the I3th Oci >ber, 1970. 
By virtue thereof the powers of he Legis¬ 
lative Assembly of the T< ritory are 
exerciseable by Parliament, fh Budget of 
the Union Territory is accorc ngly being 
placed before Parliament. 

2. As regards the Budgets y position 
of the 'Bsrritary, the revenue jceipts this 
year are placed at Rs. 2.22 jrores and 
the expenditure met from evenue at 
Rs. 1579 crores. GraAts from he Central 
Government for meeting th gap on 
revenue account would thus b( Rs. 13.57 
crores in the current year as gainst the 
provision of Rs. 12.30 crores in Budget 
Estimates. Next year’s receipt t in the 
Territory are placed at Rs. 2.57 :rores and 
the expenditure met from revei.ue at Rs. 
18.76 crores. The gap of Rs. 14.19 crores 
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on revenue account will be covered by 
grante from the Central Government. 

On capital account the expenditure 
estimates this year provide for Rs. 4.31 
crores as against the Budget Estimates of 
Rs. 3.71 crores. Next year's provision for 
expenditure is estimated at Rs. 4.77 crores. 
These will be covered by loans from the 
Central Government. Full details of the 
receipts and disbursements have been given 
in the Explanatory Memorandum which has 
been circulated with the Budget papers. 


3. Next year’s Budget includes provisions 
for the Union Territory Plan amounting to 
Rs. 5.72 crores. As the Honourable Mem¬ 
bers are aware, the Tenitory, which Is situa¬ 
ted in the eastern comer of India, has only 
one reliable means of communication with 
the rest of the country namely, the road 
from Imphal to Dimapur, the rail head in 
Nagaland. To provide alternative and better 
means of communications, construction of a 
road connecting Silchar in Assam with 
Imphal was commenced a couple of years 
ago. The House will be happy to know 
that the road is now almost complete. A 
sum of Rs. 95 lakhs has also been provided 
in the next Budget for improvement of 
other roads connecting Imphal with the 
District Headquarters and the Sub-Divisional 
Headquarteis with one another. 


4. Availability of power in the Territory 
has been far below requirements. To make 
up the deficiency, the installed capacity has 
almost been doubled to 5,500 K.W. through 
installation of more diesel sets in the cur¬ 
rent year. As this is still not enough, 
next year also further augmentation in the 
generation and distribution of power is 
contemplated. Besides a provision of Rs. 
2’85 crores for the Loktak Hydro-electric 
Project is being made in the Central Sector. 

5. In the agricultural sector too, larger 
outlays are proposed for raising the food 
production. The Territory’s Plan next year 
includes Rs. 57 lakhs for this purpose. The 
area under high yielding varieties is also 
expected to increase by over 4,000 hectares. 
Besides, it is proposed to intensify 
cashewDUt and walnut developaient as well 
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M defflonstrations od multi'Cropping 
palteros. Other anas in the agricultural field 
such as Fisheries. Poultry Farms, Piggeries, 
Forests are also proposed to be developed. 

6. Next Budget includes larger pro¬ 
visions for education and public health 
schemes. In addition, provision has been 
made for Centrally sponsored sdiemes such 
as tribal development, family planning and 
malaria eradication. 


7. There is no doubt that for a faster 
pace of development, larger outlays are 
necessary. Nevertheless, what has been pro¬ 
vided for is what could be conceived within 
the resources available and I trust that 
these measures will help in the furtbw 
development of the Territory.

DR. KARAN SINGH: Mr. Speaker, 
Sir, as the House is aware, the Management 
of Indian Airlines declared a !ock>out of all 
its workmen with effect from 4.00 a m. on 
the 13 th March, 1971. This extreme step 
was taken after careful consideration of all 
factors involved, and when the Management 
was convinced that there was no other 
feasible alternative. 

For some years now the labour situation 
in Indian Airlines has been very unsatis¬ 
factory, and sections of employees have 
launched or threatened to launch agitations 
and strikes to pressurize the Management 
to concede their demands. These actions 
have caused serious dislocation in domestic 
air services and substantial loss of revenue 
to the Corporation. While I do not wish to 
burden this Hon'bie House with past history, 
it would be useful to give a brief resume of 
events during the last year, as these have a 
crucial bearing on the Management’s 
decision. 

The labour disputes have mainly been in 
connection with fresh wage negotiations. 
Settlements could not be reached, and the 
situation was further complicated by inter¬ 
union rivalry between the Air Corporations 
Employees Union (A C.E.U.) and the Indian 
Aircraft Technicians Association (I A.T.A ). 
In March 1970 woikmen represented by the 
ACEU embarked upon a countrywide agita¬ 
tion in pursuance of theii demands for an ad 
hoc payment to all employees drawing up to 
Rs. 1,000/- p.m. including airciaft technicians 
who were represented by the lATA. The 
management was willing to make the payment, 
but the latter Union opposed any such move 
and threatened serious industrial unrest. On 
lATA withdrawing its objection, the payments 
were made with letrospcctive effect as from 
1st April 1969 to both ACEU and lATA 
categories in April 1970. 

In Augut/September 1 ^70 lATA launched 
an agitatiofi which lasted for about three 
weeks oh the question of the differential m 
wages between aircraft technicians and non- 
tedmlosi cah^ries of workmen represented 
by the ACEU in the two Air Corporations. 
llM fMdhir was immediately referred to con¬ 
ciliation which unfortunately, proved unsucces¬ 


sful, and the management’s move to have the 
dispute referred to adjudication was also oppo¬ 
sed by lATA. In view of the seriousness of the 
situation, which had caused a loss of approxi¬ 
mately Rs. 65 lakhs in revenue to Indian 
Airlines and widespread ‘ disruption and 
cancellation of air services, a notification was 
issued on the 4th September 1970 under the 
Essential Services Maintenance Act prohibiting 
strikes in Indian Airlines and Air-India. 
After further prolonged and separate discus¬ 
sions with the representatives of lATA and 
ACEU, the agitation was called off on the 
6th September when it was agreed that the 
dispute would be resolved through arbitration 
on a four-party basis between the manage¬ 
ments of the two Corporations and the two 
Unions conceined. The proposed arbitration 
did not, however, materialize due to inter¬ 
union hostility as a result of which it became 
impossible to formulate any mutually accept¬ 
able terms of reference or to decide upon an 
Arbitrator. ACEU’s charter of demands 
was ultimately referred to adjudication on 
2nd November 1970 and lATA’s on the 15th 
December 1970. lATA has, however, refused 
to appear before the Tribunal. 

From the 22nd February 1971 yet another 
crisis was precipitated by lATA, by then 
lefusal to perform their normal duties and 
overtime as required by the rules. From the 
morning of the 4th Maich the members ol 
ACEU followed suit, thus involving, betweeh 
the two unions, neaily 12,000 employees out 
of a total work force of about 14,000. This 
resulted once again in wide-spread dislocation 
and cancellation of air services, and even the 
remaining services were gradually being 
brought to a halt due to the increasing 
backlog of engine overhaul and maintenance 
work. The travelling public was being put 
to great harassment due to the complete 
unciiiainty of Indian Airlines flights all over 
the country, and lakhs of rupees were lost in¬ 
cluding piecious foreign exchange. In this 
background, the management came to the 
conclusion liiat there was no alternative but 
to declare a lock-out. 

I am deeply conscious of the acute 
inconvenience that is being caused to the 
travelling public by the virtual absence of 
domestic air services. This is partkularly 
unfortunate when the Corporation has just 
acquired a brand new fleet of jet planes 
which would have greatly Improved and

extended the service that it could render to 
the public. 1 am equally mindful of the 
hardship that is being oiused to all employees 
due to the ilNadvised actions of certain 
sections. However, continued agitations in 
flagrant violation of the law of the land, even 
while in some cases adjudication proceedings 
are in progress, can be tolerated only at the 
aist of completely crippling the public 
sector and gravely damaging the national 
economy. In fact, the cumulative losses due 
to strikes and agitations in Indian Airlines 
during the current financial year alone 
amount to almost four crores of rupees. 

The Management is anxious that the 
lock-out should be lifted, and has declared 
in the lock-out notice itself that this will be 
done when a sufficient number of employees 
m all categories express their willingness and 
assurance in writing to resume their normal 
duties, including overtime under the rules. 
Meanwhile, it has decided to operate some 
skeleton services with the help of executive 
staff not covered by the lock-out, so as to 
provide at least minimal facilities to the 
travelling public. Although the lATA and 
ACEU charters of demands are before 
adjudication, the Chief Labour Commissioner 
)> also using his good offices to help bring 
about mutually acceptable settlements. 
Ooveinment sincerely hopes that the settle¬ 
ments reached will ensure smooth functioning 
of this crucial public sector undertaking on 
a long-term basis. Before the lock-out was 
declared the Management had offered the 
employees quite liberal terms regarding pay 
scales and other conditions of service. In 
spite of further deterioration in the financial 
position of the Corporation, they have now 
leiterated the same offer to the employees. 
Even so, the Unions have been pressing 
further demands, making it diflicult for the 
Management to reach a sctllcmcnt. A 
number of matters are involved in the dispute 
and an amicable settlement on ail of them 
will take some time. In the interest of 
mmediate resumption of nornjal air services, 
t has been proposed that the employees 
should assure resumption of complete 
normalcy so that after the lock-out is lifted, 
ihc Management and the Unions coidd 
carefully con»der their demands for arriving 
a^a settlement and the unsettled matters 
could be rtferred to an Arbitrator. 

The broader qimtion of undertaking a 


comprehensive study of the administrative 
structure of Indian Airlines with special 
reference to labour-management problems is 
under careful consideration of Government. 


Mr. Speaker, Sir, as wc enter upon cAir 
responsibilities as a new Government, we, 
on our part, shall do whatever lies within 
our power to promote a harmonious and 
latiooal relationship between labour and 

management throughout our public sector. 

Wo hoi'ie that both labour and management 
will be able to feel pride in belonging lo the 
Public Sector and participating in a common 
endeavour of national importance. Obviously 
this is a two-way traffic. I have no doubt 
that there is enough goodwill all round lo 
enable us to make a fresh start.

SHRI A K. GOPALAN (Palghat): The 
dispute in the IA that has been created was, 
as the Minister said, not a new one. There 
had been a settlement in December itself, 
on 22nd December. The fact that even 
after this settlement was arrived at a dispute 
has oome about shows that there is some- 
thing fundamentally wrong. Instead of 
WKtsrstanding that and negotiating, what 


was done was to declare a lockout. Since 
it is an essential service, 1 do not know how 
a lockout can be dedared. Not only that. 
The amount of loss incurred as a result of 
the lockout is much more than the amount 
that would have been required to pay what 
the workers asked for so that their demands 
are satisfied. 

Not only this. I just heard that Dr. 
Mahishi, the Deputy Minister,! had come to 
an agreement with the workers sometime back 
but that that agreement was also not imple* 
mented and that that is one of the reasons 
why this situation has come about. 

The worst of it is that the workers 
belonging to the unions have been asked to 
sign a paper which contains so many things 
against trade union rights. They nave been 
asked to do or not do certain things ' and 
they told that only if they signed that paper 
they would be taken back. This is the worst 
part of it. 

Now, I want to know whether Govern¬ 
ment can declare a lockout in a service 
declared as an essential service under the 
Essential Services (Maintenance) Act. I 
think the Act was meant only to punish the 
workers who were working to rule. They 
said they were working according to the 
rules and they are punished because they 
are working according to the rules. I also 
want to know whether the formula evolved 
by Dr. Mahishi was implemented, and if 
not, why not. 

DR. KARAN SINGH : The settlement 
the hon. member has mentioned which took 
place in December was with the pilots This 
time the pilots are not inwlved in the 
trouble. It is the other Unions, the lATA 
and ACEU. As I said in my statement, 
there was a prolonged negotiation with them 
in which my hon. colleague, the Deputy 
Minister,, participated. But they were unable 
to agree on the terms of reference foi 
arbitration. We did our best. But the 
lATA and ACEU have always been hostile 
to each other. We did our best to bring 
them together and make them agree to 
conmon terms of reference and a common 
arbitrator. But very unlbrttuiately, iuch 
an agreement was not possible. That was 
the reason why the initiative taken by my

colleague could not be taken to its logical 
conclusion. 

The hon. member mentioned the question 
of a lockout in an essential service. It is 
certainly unfortunate that this has come 
about. But the services were in any case 
coming to a halt. 

SHRI A. K. "gOPALAN : 1 asked 
whether it was not illegal to declare a lock* 
out in an essential service. 

DR. KARAN SINGH : Our advice is 
that it is not ilie^t. I do not want to 
prejudge what a judicial court might say but 
our advice is that it is not illegal. But as I 
said, the services vvere, in any case, coming 
to a hall because there was so much backlog 
and there was no certainty whatever about 
the flights. So instead of being strangled 
giadually and then coming to a halt where 
everybody's plan would be disrupted, with 
nobody knott'ing whether the flights were 
there or not, they thought it was better to 
have a lockout so that at least the public 
would know whether the planes were flying 
or not. Otherwise, they would have had 
to wait even six hours at airports before 
knowing whether the planes were taking oflT 
or not. 

As for the last point, I do not think 
thetc is any question of asking the workers 
to sign on something which is against their 
basic rights. That would have been most 
deplorable. But I think that the manage¬ 
ment did say that there should be some 
productivity clauses which are negotiable. 
But unfortunately, before the negotiations 
could be completed or could take place, 
unilateral action on the part of some workers 
started which brought the airlines to 
a halt. 

SHRI K. MANOHARAN (Madras 
North): The question was whetlwr they 
were compelled to sign that paper. 

DR. KARAN SINGH : The pgper the 
management wanted them to sign was in a 
simple form saying that they would resume 
ihclr duties and also work, overtime accor- 
<^ing to rules. The other part concerned 
ilie productivily clauies wh^ arc open to 
Q^otiaiion, bemuse the management felt 


that with new demands comii^ as a result 
of new aircraft and so on, there should also 
be a certain bilateral give and take in this 
matter and they wanted to put in certain 
things to that effect there. 

SHRI A. K. GOPALAN : Is it correct 
that there is no difference as far as produc¬ 
tivity is conrarned, and that there is agree¬ 
ment ? 

DR. KARAN SINGH ; No, there is a 
difference. So far, the unions have not 
been agreeing to the productivily clause 
which the management w^nts, but that is 
open to negotiation in the same way as wages 
arc open to negotiation. 

SHRI D. N. BHATTACHARYYA 
(Serampore) : There was no strike there. 
How can there be a lock-out ? 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE (Kanpur) : 
Yesterday when our President addressed both 
the Houses ; he assured us of Government’s 
intention to evolve an agreed policy on 
industrial relations in consultation with the 
unions and today we find that there is no 
negotiated settlement between the employees 
and the Corporation It is a sad commen¬ 
tary on the various assurances given by the 
President. 

So, I would like to know from the hon. 
Minister whether it is correct that the code 
of conduct and productivity are not mutually 
agreeable, but is something which is imposed. 
I must say that the Airlines management 
has been pressing for acceptance of such a 
code and productivity which can never be 
accepted by any union unless it is willing to 
act as a serf of the management. 

I say this with full confidence in the 
sense of justice and imi^rtiality of the hon. 
Minister. I do not impute any motive. Let 
him go through the code himself. Under 
the productivity scheme, the worker is 
forced to do any numbers of ho^rs over¬ 
time. Which worker, in the large interests 
of his health, can possibly continue to do 
overtime at the cost of his health ? I do not 
think that is necessary for effksiency also 
because more work does not mean more 
efiklency. Sometimes less hours of work wilt 
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give more efficiency. That is agreed in all 
the progressive countries. 

So, I would like to know from the hon. 
Minister whether these employees had any 
talk with Mr. Khadtikar, the new Minister of 
State in the Ministry of Labour—1 am happy 
he has come in—and if so, whether an 
assurance has been given to these employees 
that there will be no victimisation. 

What is done now is to break the morale 
of the employees, to beat them completely 
and force them to come to terms and to say 
that if more workers want to come to terms 
then the lock-out will ‘be lifted. That will 
be a tragedy because if you want to beat the 
workers, demoralise them, they will never be 
good workers, and naturally that suppressed 
grudge or grouse will continue. 

So, I would request the hon. Minister to 
give an assurance here and now that nobody 
will be victimised for this work to rule. 
After all, work to rule is a bone hde weapon 
in the hands of the workers. They are 
prepared to work something beyond the rule 
provided the industrial relations arc good. 
So, let this code be not implemented, let 
this productivity scheme be not implemented, 
unless both the organisations agree to this. 
And I would request the hon. Minister and 
his colleague Shri Khadilkar to sit alongside 
the employees’ representatives and seek a 
permanent solution to this. 

We do not want any strike here. We 
want this to continue, and it is a tragedy 
that even in the skeleton service which is 
now being operated, Ca'cutta is out. I do 
not know why they do not want to send 
plan« to Calcutta. 

So, I would request the hon. Minister 
to give a definite assurance that there is not 
going to be any victimisation. Otherwise, 
there is not going to be industrial peace. 

OR. KARAN SINGH : The hon. 
MefiiliMt has raised the question of produc- 
tiviOf, which is important. He has quoted 
tW President’s Address. Yesterday, the 

PMiMciBt said: 

*• 

♦ 


’’consult leaders of trade unions and 
managements in order to evolve sound 
industrial relations and to secure increased 
productivity consistent with a fair deal 
for labour.” 

What has happened is this thgt with 
the new demands for wage revisions which 
are understandable,—after ' all, everybody 
from time to time demands more wages— 
the management also felt that certain pro¬ 
ductivity clauses should be inserted into the 
agreement, because they said that if the 
workers were to be paid so much more, 
they ahould also work more. I do not want 
to comment at this st:^ on the rights or 
wrongs of this. I agree with the hon. 
Member that this matter should be settled 
by mutual negotiation, but the theory of 
productivity and the code of discipline, 1 
think, arc things which will gain wide 
acceptance because, after all, if the public 
sector is to function efficiently, if it is to 
generate the surpluses that are necessary 
for the development of our national economy 
a certain code of conduct and productivity 
will have to be injected into the system with¬ 
out in any way humiliating the worker. 1 
agree, as 1 said in reply to Shri Shashi 
Bhushan, that if there is an attempt to 
break or to humiliate the worker, it is 
entirely uncalled for and it is entirely against 
the philosophy of this Government. I can 
assure you that there is no attempt to 
humiliate them. However we have got to 
see that the productivity clauses are injected 
into the agreement ; in many cases these 
clauses are in operation in Air India. What 
the Indian Airlines is trying is to do is to 
get some productivity clauses injected into 
the agreement. 

SHRI ATAL BIHARI VAJPAYEE 
(Gwalior): The Air India wages are much 
higher. 

DR. KARAN SINGH : Not in aU the 
categories. The hon. Member mentioned 
my colleague Shri Khadilkar and the Deputy 
Minister, Dr. Mahisbi. We are all involved 
in this collective endeavour. I can assure 
him that wc shall do whatever we can to 
help bring about a mutually acceptable 
settlement. We are anxious that any 
settlement now reached should ensure 
industrial peace in the Corporation at least 
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for aometime to come, Tbia recurrent 
ttouljle is something which is iniurious to the 
gen«8l paUk and the Corporation itself. 
We have lost oores of rupees ; we were 
expecting a profit of Ra 3 crores this year; 
probably it will run into loss. We must 
evolve methods whereby if there are disputes, 
they should be settled without disrupting the 
services. 1 understand that this is an im¬ 
portant point and we are doing whatever 
we can. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE; There 
should be no victimisation. 

DR. KARAN SINGH; It depends 
upon what its definition is. If it means 
giving a punishment which is unfair and 
undue to anybody, certainly there will be no 
victimisation in that way. 

SHRI SEZHIVAN (Kumbakonam): 
For what reasons and for what purpose has 
this lockout been declared ? A pamphlet 
has been issued by the Chairman which says 
that throughout the past years, there was 
frequent, almost continuous, disruption of 
service due to strikes, work to rule, etc. 
That pamphlet ends philosophically saying : 
the fundamental questions which we must 
all answer are whether there can be peace, 
discipline and harmony in the country, in 
the industry if the workmen and their trade 
unions do not accept their basic obligation, 
if they are not prepared to abide by the law 
of the land and established noms of conduct 
and do not adopt constitutional means and 
machinery set up under the law. These are 
philosophical questions and I do not know 
whether the lockout would answer them. If 
there are obligations on the part of the 
workers there are equally obligations on the 
part of the management. After the expiry 
of (he previous agreement, definite proposals 
for revision of pay were put before the 
management under the provisions of the 
Industrial Disputes Act as early as June 1969. 
Why was so much time allowed to elapse ? 
S^ndly, even In the worst days when 
pilots were on strike last year, no lockout 
was declared. I do not know whether it 
due to the fact that it was then headed 
ny Mr. Mohan Kunmramangalam. Now he 
IS out of the picture and therefore a kxkout 
nw been de^red. The hwt. Minister in 
nis statenaent said that the lockout affected 


aH workmen. I understand that it affects 
only employees of the kw paid category, 
grades 1 to 9. Employees of grade 10 and 
above are allowed to work and receive their 
pay, though there is no work for them as 
th^ are just supervisory staff. Ttrere is 
also a misrepresentation that the technidans 
in the Indian Airlines are already paid high. 
After nine years of training in the Indian 
Air Force and in the Navy, they enter 
service in the lAC and get as low as Ra. 245 
as basic salary and after 15 years they 
reach Rs. 640. I want to know whether the 
Minister considers this to be a high 
grade. 

I aisfi want to know why the Kboda 
award was modified unilaterally to benefit 
certain categories of administrative staff and 
not the workmen. Will the hon. Minister 
lay a statement on the Table saying why it 
was not implemented in full. 1 hope he 
will use the good offices of the Labour 
Minister and also the other Minister sitting 
to his right, Mr. Mohan Kumaramangalam 
who happens to know the working of the 
Corporation, so that an amicable settlement 
could be reached and normalcy could be 
restored in the Indian Airlines. 

DR. KARAN SINGH : The hon. 
Member has raised a number of issues. 
He said at the outset that if there was 
responsibility upon the labour, there was 
also responsibility upon the management. I 
entirely agree,—and I have said that earlier, 
—that this is a bilateral matter and certainly 
the management also has got a very high 
responsibility whenever there is trouble of 
this nature. 

The previous agreement expired on the 
31st December, 1968 and, as the hon. 
Member rightly stated, negotiations started 
in 1%9. Unfortunately those negotiations 
were not able to come to a successful con¬ 
clusion, and it was as a result of the break¬ 
down of the negotiations that these matters 
had to be referred to arbitration and 
adjudicaticn. Had they come to a mutual 
settlement these questions would not have 
arisen,. 

I think you will agree with me that it is 
not proper for me to comment on whether 
the demands were exorbitant or whether 
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they were not, because this is a matter upon 
which I for one do not have any strong 
vitiws. The demands are something which 
the management have got to see whether 
they have the capacity to pay with rdation 
to the total wage structure in the aviation 
industry and outside. I do not want to go 
into the details as to how much high the 
pay was or how much low it was. I 
merely want to say that the wage negotia¬ 
tions failed and as a result of the failure of 
wage negotiations, the matter under the 
Industrial Disputes Act was referred to 
arbitration and adjudication. That is the 
whole point. It is unfortunate. There is 
a mechanism. Now, when that mechanism 
has been brought into force, one wants to 
await the result of the adjudication, but 
before that, to disrupt the services, I think, 
is unfortunate because that goes against 
the very theory of a mutually negotiated 
agreement. 

The hon. Member said that workmen 
only were locked out Now, under the 
Industrial Disputes Act. there is a division 
between workmen and management. That 
IS why the term ‘workmen’ has been used , 
the term ‘workmen’ has a certain juridical 
meaning under the Industrial Disputes 
Act. 

Then, the hon. Member said that duiing 
the last pilot strike there was no lock-out. 
Welt, the situation was fairly bad at that 
time also and 1 will be perhaps revealing a 
secret if I say that even at that time, at one 
stage, we were considering,—rather the 
management,—this possibility, but luckily 
that was averted With 12,000 out of 
14,000 people involved, as far as the unions 
are concerned, as I explained earlier, when 
the services in any case were coming to a 
halt, because of the backlog and the 
cumulative picture that has emerged 
over the last years, this position was 
taken. 

As far as the Khoda award is concerned, 
it is fairly a complicated matter. My 
understandiog is that there was no unilateral 
modificatNHi oi the Khosia award. What¬ 
ever taodifications might have taken place, 
th^ took place as a result of the negotiations

SHRI LILADHAR KOTOKl 

(Nowgong) : Mr. Speakei, I rise to support 
the Domands for Grants for the Indian 


Railways. In doing so. I would like to 
offer my congratulations to the new Railway 
Minister, Shri K. Hanumanthaiya—and that 
isior more than one reason. 

The House has noticed from his budget 
speech, that the Railway Minister started 
with the admission that he did not have 
enough time to study details of the railways 
working and finances. That is true, but 
that is qualified by his own experience of the 
railway administration on which, as 
Chairman of the ARC, he made a valuaUe 
report which was presented to the House, 
and to which I shall presently refer. 

The finances of the Railways have, sincel 
1966-67 been in a very bad state, the totae 
liability to general revenue going up to the 
tune of Rs 154 crores. At one time, 
before 1966-67, the railways were running at 
a profit and contributed to general revenue 
from their own surpluses. Now even the 
development fund of the railways has 
depleted to nil, totally exhausted, so much 
so that even very essentia! expansion of the 
railways has to be held up. Iherefore, I 
take this opportunity ot requesting the 
Railway Ministei and the Government of 
India as a whole to look into this matter of 
lailway finances in detail and evolve suitable 
ways and means of putting the railways in 
the proper track and geai. 

The Administrative Reforms Commission 
in their 16th Report relating to the Railways, 
have dealt with these matters and made a 
number of recommendations. We would 
like to know which of these the Government 
have taken up for implementation. As 1 
said while starting, in the new Railway 
Minister, Shri Hanumanthaiya, we have 
gicat hopes in the matter of implementation 
of the recommendations of the ARC, because 
the future of the railways depends upon their 
implementation. He is the right person to 
persuade Government and the railvray 
administration to reorganise the adminis¬ 
tration, where necessary, and also streamline 
its operations 

We from the north-cast region have a 
sorry tale to tell. In this House, whenever 
the Railway Budget has been discussed, we 
have drawn the attention of the railway 
administration to the very essential and 
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urgent need for extension of the broad 
gauge line to Oauhati and thence to 
Tinsukia. We are glad that on Sih 
December, 1969, the Prime Minister made a 
very important announcement in this House, 
giving a pack^ deal of development for the 
State of Assam and the eastern region. The 
schemes envisages in that statement are yet 
to be implemented and we have stressed in 
this House the extension of the broad 
gauge line to Tinsukia as an imperative 
need for the very implementation of these 
schemes apart from the other development 
needs of that region. Otherwise, the heavy 
machinery cannot be transported, and if this 
machinery is not transported, how arc these 
schemes to be implemented ? 

The reply that has come from the 
Rulway Ministers to these demands is that 
li’y do not have finance. But may I point 
:’jt that apart from these development needs, 
* hat region happens to be the most 
slialcgically ^vulnerable region ? In this 
House, in the wake of the Chinese aggression 
in 1962, the twin policy of defence and 
development was adopted, and that policy 
slili holds good. Therefore both from the 
p >int of defence and development, the 
extension of the broad gauge line in that 
region should receive the prior consideration 
of the Government. 

Here 1 am surprised to find the provision 
made in this connection. I am referring to 
page 13 of the Demands for Grants, 
Northeast Frontier Railway, Item No. 3— 
Survey work in connection with the proposed 
conversion of the existing M.G. to B.G. from 
New Bongaigaon to Gaiihali. The total 
estimated amount for the survey is 
Rs. 3,63,000. The provision made in the 
Revised Estimate for the current year 
1970-71 was merely Rs. 2,000. Under the 
head Budget Estimates for 1971-72, no 
amount has been shown. Even for this 
pi'eliminary survey, no amount has been 
included. 

• 

Secondly, the proposal even for the 
survey is for the conversion of the metre 
gauge to broad gauge, and that from New 
Bungaigaoa to New Oauhati. That is only 
a sin^e metre gauge line that we have got. 
R it is converted Into broad gauge, it ♦ill 
mean transhipment from metre gauge to 


broad gauge at New Bdngaigaon and then 
again at Gauhati for onward transmission. 
So, the ptoposition was made that the broad 
gauge should be an alternative line. At the 
time of extension of Broad Gauge line to 
Jogighopa also it was at first proposed to be 
conversion. We brought this to the notice 
of our beloved, late, lamented Prime Minister 
Pandit Nehru, who intervened and instead 
of conversion, he decided to have an alter¬ 
native line. So, here also I would suggest 
that it should not be conversion from metre 
gauge to broad gauge, but it should be an 
alternative line so that the metre gauge 
traffic could be run uninterrupted and 
without the hazard of unnecessary tranship¬ 
ment at two points. 

There is another proposal, that the broad 
gauge from Jogighopa should be extended 
on the south bank, thereby opening up the 
development of that part of our State which 
has abundant mineral and forest resources, 
and that comprises the Goalpara and Garo 
Hills and Kamrup Districts. That will 
entail a second bridge over the Brahmaputra 
between Jogighopa and pancharatna at a 
heavy cost, heavier cost than the proposed 
conversion from New Bongaigaon to Gauhati.. 
In this region wc have always this grievance. 
Far flung as we arc in that r^ion and being 
the most backward State, even recognised 
as such, when the question of providing the 
basic infra structure like transport comes, it 
is not given due importance. Here is a 
contradiction which 1 hope the new Railway 
Minister, who has dealt with the entire 
administration of the country, will keep in 
mind so that this grievance could be removed 
without any further delay. 

I am glad that a preliminary engineering 
survey for the extension of the railwayline 
fiom Dharamnagar to Ag.irtala has been 
provided. I only hope that tiie actual 
construction of this line would be taken up 
expeditiously. After partition, the State of 
Tripura has been totally cut off. Their 
market was closed and they suffered very 
heavily. Therefore, this line is of great 
importance and the long delay in taking up 
this line is in our view not justified at 
all. 

There was a great deal of agitation when 
the North-eastern Frontier Railway was 
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brought under the divisional scheme. At 
long last it was decided to have divisional 
headquarters at Rangiya. The establishment 
of these headquarters has been delayed, 
I am glad that some provision has been 
made for survey of the technical feasibility 
of the site for the divisional headquarters 
at Rangiya and an amount of R$. 59,000 
has been provided. I understand that the 
Government of Assam has come forward to 
get the land which will be required for its 
location. I should urge in this connection 
that the schemes of divisionalisation of the 
North-east Frontier Railway and the North¬ 
eastern Railway should be implemented 
expeditiously. If that was done, if 1 
remember aright, it will bring the entire 
railway administration to a uniform pattern. 
We had many mi^ivings but wc accepted 
this. But the delay in implementation has 
frustrated the hopes, that wc were persuaded 
to have. This should be done without 
further delay. 

I am glad that some provision has been 
made for the construction of quarters for 
railway employees at important stations. 1 
had the sad experience of witnessing the 
plight of railway employees who were living 
in dilapidated huts. We have a rainy season 
which lasts for several months. Their 
plight was simply unthinkable. 1 am glad 
that some leeway has been made in providing 
the employees with their minimum 
amenities of at least living under 
shelter. 

1 will not refer to other matteis ; 1 can 
quite see that perhaps my time is tunning 
out. But before 1 conclude, I must refer 
to the general problems faced by the 
railways. It is tiue there is room for 
improvement of the railway administration 
and Its operational efficiency. It is also 
true, as has been rightly painted out by the 
Minister in his speech, that the railway has 
been made to suffer not only financially but 
even in the matter of the safety of the 
railway employees on account of the anti¬ 
social elements and we in this House and 
the public at large must also lake up the 
respoosUHlity of seeing that these things no 
lonter happen. 

$lr, there are legitimate grievances of the 
gtopioyees. There are other sufferings of the 


common people. But we must seek a 
solution in a peaoefbl manner and if we 
raise any expression of anger whereby the 
public services are interrupted, public 
property is destroyed, that is something 
which 1 fail to comprehend. Therefore, we 
must help the railway administration in 
order that these utility services are allowed 
to run uninterrupted and any deficiency in 
the administration or in the matter of 
running of the trains is taken up for redress 
and solution in a legitimate and peaceful 
way. I would appeal to ail sections of the 
House that when other modes of transport 
are also subject to interruption, if the 
railways are also sought to be interrupted 
in a similar way, what will happen to this 
country ? With this appeal to ail my 
colleagues in this House and also the 
public at laige outside, I resume my 
seat. 

SHRl KALYANASUNDARAM (Tiruchi- 
rapalli) : Mr. Speaker, Sir, the railway budget 
presented by the hon. Minister of Railways 
shows how badly the railways have been 
managed for some years continuously. We do 
sympathise with the Minister ; it has been 
a very difficult Job even for big stalwarts 
like the late N. Gopalaswami Ayyangar, 
Mathai, etc. Even a great man like Shastri 
failed as a Railway Minister even though he 
won the admiration of the people as a Prime 
Minister later. So, the Minister has under¬ 
taken such a great Job at this critical time, 
but I do not know how he is going to manage 
He has tried to excuse himself by saying 
that he did not find time to apply his mind 
to the various problems of administration, 
reflecting the new awakening and spirit in 
the country. 

At a rough glance, we find that he is 
in for a deficit of Rs. 153 crores, and I do 
not want to dispute the fact. If we examine 
it carefully, the railway finances show a 
surplus. The receipts really show a surplus 
over the working expenses. But why does he 
show this deficit ? He is anxious to ou^niiy 
the deficit becauselie wants to put the blame 
on the railway workers. The working expenses 
have gone up because the interim relief 
was to be paid, And the deficit of Rs. 153 
crores may be more if the Third Pay Com¬ 
mission makes its recommendations and if 
they arc to be implemented. This way he is 
frightening the House and he wants to pre- 
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judice the claims of raiiwaymen in this 
House and also before the paUic. The rep<Mt 
of the Third Ray Commission will have to 
be expedited and its recommendations to be 
implemented. Government cannot escape 
from it. It remains to be seen whether the 
lecommendations will be satisfactory for the 
raiiwaymen, but even before that, the minister 
iii frightoning the public and this Parliament 
itself that the burden will be unberable. That 
is only to prejudice the minds of hon. 
members. He may ask us, wherefrom to 
find the additional resourses ? That is a 
question which will have to be examined 
but not by raising the fares and freight rates. 
Of course, the railway finances cannot be 
discussed in isolation. The crisis in the 
railways is only a reflection of the bad state 
of affairs in the national economy and an 
all-round attempt is necessary to improve 
the economy. Then only the railway finances 
can be improved. 


In the budget speech, 1 do not find any 
icfcrcncc to any structural reorganisation of 
the railway administration, although the 
Railway Minister was previously the 
(hairniun of the Administrative Reforms 
C ommission. ] did not have time to study 
all the ARC recommendations, but from a 
lursory glance, one thing impressed me. The 
C ommission made a recommendation for a 
stricter scrutiny by this House over the 
lailway administration and for this purpose 
the appointment of a standing committee of 
this House was also suggested. 1 do not 
know what action has been taken or is going 
to be taken on this. But seeing the way in 
which propaganda is let loose both inside 
and outside the House, some attempt is made 
to say that the MPs are interfering with the 
railway administration too much, calculated 
to undermine the prestige of this House. 
Vesterday one of the MPs belonging to my 
party wanted to contact the Railway Board 
Chairman and to make some representation. 
He said, “I am not going to talk to you as 
a trade union representatitw, but only as an 
MP”. To that, the reply giveirwas, “If you 
aic an MP, please put your representation 
in Writing and I shall send you a reply”. 
This is the attitude the Railway Board takes 
towards Members of J*arliament. Where is 
the question of MPs trying to bring political 
influence over the administration ? I do not 
know whether the ruling party members' are 


doing it. If thaf is so, it is for the Railway 
Minister to examine. If any MP misuses his 
position, it is open to that General Manager 
or Railway Board Chairman to write to the 
Minister or even to the Speaker. If we 
misuse our position as an MP, it is a breach 
of privilege and we are liable for action. Why 
do they campaign against members of this 
House i It is the other way about. Instead 
of the dog wagging the tail, it Is the tail which 
wants to wag the dog ! They are no' afraid 
of the Members of Parliament. They arc 
found obliging if Members go to them for 
some personal favour. They are angry only 
when we take up the cause of the workers 
or the people or other administrative problems. 
This is what they call interference by 
Members of Parliament. I submit that there 
should be greater and stricter scrutiny, as 
suggested by the Administrative Reforms 
Commission, over the railway system. 

Within a period of 13 minutes Members 
of this House will not be in a position to put 
forward all their ideas on the working of the 
railways. The opportunity given to this 
House to exercise scrutiny over the working 
of the railways is only the general discussion 
on the railway budget and the cut motions 
on demands for grants. The time given to 
this House for the discussion is not adequate 
and so 1 would suggest that some machinery 
should be set up to exerci^ greater scrutiny 
over the working of the railway 
administration. 

Coming to the labour policy of the 
railway administration the Minister claims 
that the relations with organised labour has 
been very cordial. It may be peihaps true 
if he means the relationship between the 
railways and the leadership of the All-India 
Railwaymen’s Federation and the National 
Federation of Indian Raiiwaymen. That may 
be so. But is the relationship between the 
railway workeis and the railway administ¬ 
ration cordial ? His own tales of woe as are 
listed in his speech show that the relation¬ 
ship between the railway workers and the 
administration is far from satisfactory. In 
fact, it’s becoming worse. I have been going 
through some questions and answers and I 
find that bis predecessor in office has stated 
that there are 80 unrecognised unions in the 
railways. What does it show 7 Why are the 
unrecognised unions coming up like this ? 
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I know that some of the unions which 
are not recognised are more powerful than 
the recognised unions. So, the favour shown 
to the recognised unions is the basis of the 
inter-union conflict They speak of the inter- 
union conflict What is the inter-union 
conflict ? It is the administration which 
creates the conflict. Even this morning when 
1 was listening to the statement of the 
Minister of Civil Aviation this is what struck 
me. Who is creating inter-union rivalry ? 
What is the basis on which recognition is 
granted ? From the days of the British the 
railway administration has been using this 
facility of recognition only to divide and rule. 
The same policy is being followed even today. 
When such a policy is being pursued how 
do you expect the workers to unite ? 

A union whKh is reci^nised must be 
competent to discharge its obligations. But 
such unions fail to deliver the goods. The 
office-bearers of such unions reach an under¬ 
standing with the management over the head 
of the workers and then the workers desert 
the unions. So, I would say that recognised 
unions alone cannot represent all the 13 lakhs 
of railwaymen. This is a reality which must 
be reckoned with by the Railway Minister 
and the government if they want to have 
peace in the railways. If they want the 
willing co-operation of the railways workers 
they must face this reality of unrecognised 
unions. 

The railwaymen ate patiiotic enough to 
run the railways. They have shown their 
sense of patriotism on two occasions when 
our country was threatened. If there is so 
much of pilferage, theft and other things let 
them not blame the railway workers. 1 had 
been a railway worker for fourteen years and 
so I know the position fully well. If there is 
pilferage on a large scale, theft on a large 
scale, why should the workers be blamed for 
this state of aflairs ? It is the system which 
must be blamed, the system of purchasing, 
stocking of stores, the distribution and use 
of stores. The worker has no role to play in 
any of these things. It is all confined to 
offldais. 

They are handling such valuable materials. 
Today copper and brass are more valuable 


than even silver and gold. The railways arc 
handling such valuable materials on a very 
big scale. What is the control exercised 
F^iarding the use of all those materials in 
the railway workshops and at other places ? 
So long as they depend on the recognised 
unions this will be the fate. They do nut 
take into account the organised workers. Let 
them take into account the organised workers 
Their representations have gone in vain. 

They have changed the system of repairs 
and maintenance over the head of vrorkers 
Do hey know who are being benefited by 
that ? After overhaul a coach comes out 
of the workshop and within two months all 
those repaits that were done inside the 
workshop will have to be done outside. Aie 
the workers responsible for that state ol 
affairs or is he system responsible for that 
state of affairs ? 

Did the administration care to study all 
these things ? The administration, at what¬ 
ever level it may be, is guided by repot ts 
that are sent. So, they satisfy themselves 
that everything is vciy happy. This com- 
plicencc should not be there. There must be 
some method by which the workers must be 
enabled to participate in the administration 
at various levels. For that this is not the 
time for me to make concrete suggestions , 
I am only making the proposal. 

Now 1 have to made some mention of 
some of the problems connected with my 
State. Some railway lines will have to be 
opened. There has been an agitation in 
Tamil Nadu for opening of a railway line 
to Kanyakumari. People going to the South 
are anxious to visit Kanyakumari, but 
cannot reach it through the railways. They 
have to get down at so many places anJ 
have to travel by bus. From Tiruneivcii to 
Kanyakuntari it is hardly 45 or 46 miles, li 
should be linked as an important centre of 
tourism. 

Then, there ^ aic the railway users’ 
advisory committees but they are vciy 
ineffective. They meet only for taking tea 
and for some mutual admiration. Workers, 
students or other sections of the society have 
no place there. Only ” a few merchants or 
some leading personalities or some political 
figures are finding a place in these railway 
users’advisory committees. New forces are

So, these committees will have to be 
reconstituted so as to reflect the new forces 
that are coming up. ,

SHRI S. A. SHAMIM (Siinagar): Mr. 
Speaker, Sir, I find myself in strange com* 
pany. Hon. Members have been talking 
about improvmients in the railways, have 
been talking about faculties and the amenl* 
ties to be provided but I am here to 


complain that niy State of lamrau and 
Ka^mir has no railway. 

SHRI BUTA SINGH (Rupar) : It h 
coming up. 

SHRI S. A. SHAMIM : Kashmir is 
supposed to be the most beautiful part of 
the country. While thousands of people 
every year go there to see Kashmir, they 
have to go from Pathankot onwards by bus 
It will be interesting to know that in 
Kashmir when we want to show our 
children the wonders of the world, we have 
to take them to Pathankot and show them 
the Railway. 

SHRI BUTA SINGH ; No, to Kathua. 

SHRI S. A. SHAMIM : We have been 
talking of national integration, emoiional 
integration and ail types of integration, but, 
one physical integration which should be 
the basis of all integration and which should 
have followed is non-existent. My friends 
remind me that the Government is going tu 
extend the railway system to Kashmir. But, 
Sir, it will be interesting to know that at 
the pace at which it is being extended to 
Jammu and Kashmir, it will take more than 
212 years for the taiiway line to leach 
Srinagar. This is rather very slow. Extension 
of the railway line is necessary not only for 
national integration, but in the inteiest of 
the tourist traffic and tourist development 
and I find it surprising that even when the 
skeleton Air Services are being extended to 
Calcutta and other places, Srinagar, which 
should have been given topmost priority, has 
not been included, I understand, the Railwa) 
Minister is going to be moie cfiicient than 
his predecessor. One sure indication of 
this efficiency will be to see that the pace ol 
extension of the Railway line to Srinagar ^ 
expedited. Upto this day, ray information 
is this, that not more than 12 miles of 
Railway lines*have been completed duiing 
the fast 24 years. We have had extension 
of only 12 mites of Railway line in Jammu 
and Kashmir during idl these years. Keeping 
in view the traffic problem which ultimately 
results in the high cost of living in Kashmit 
and high prices and dislocation of traffic, it 
is high time, this problem is considered m 
its proper perspective. 
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Sir, wh^ the Air Services are stopped, 
v^« do not get the newspapers for several 
days t(^ther and we feel completely isolated 
from the rest of the country. I am sure that 
ai least 25 per cent of all political problems 
of Kashmir would have been solved if we 
had not the sense of isolation from the rest 
of the country. Sir, one way of ^tting 
them involved in this democracy and 
democratic process and the political 
life of our ebuntry, is to make it 
possible for them to come over from 
Kashmir to any other part of the country, 
with the least inconvenience and as speedily 
as possible. 

Sir, the people of Kashmir expected a- 
lot from the Central Government. But the 
first priority would be to bring them nearer 
physically at least by the extension of the 
Railway line from Pathankol onwards. In 
this, I am sure, the hon. Railway Minister 
will not make .us wait for 212 years before 
ihe Railway line reaches Srinagar. 
Tliank you. 

SHRI P. K. GHOSH (Ranchi) : Mr, 
Speaker, Sir, the Budget Estimates of the 
Railways for 1971-72 shows that there is 
going to be a shorlfali of Rs. 33.12 crores. 

1 he Railway Minister has taken over only 
icccntly. I do not want to put any blame 
on him, though, 1 am sure, in the next 
, Budget which is going to be the actual Budget 
i for 1971-72, the Railway Minister will be 
coming forth with some proposals for 
increases in fares and freights. 

In the Railways whenever there is loss 
or shortfall we find the reasons attributed 
as increase in wages, increase in the prices 
of diesel oil, increase in the price of coal, 
increase in the cost of rolling stock, steel 
and other things. But, we never try to find 
out whether there is any other reason for 
the losses. 

The volume of the Rai'way traffic is 
8oing up. This is a point which we should 
take into consideration. Whenever you take 
the case of a commercial undertaking, when 
'he volume of business goes up, you find 
ihat the cost of operation progressively goes 
^own compared to the percentage of income. 
‘ herefore, with the rising volume of business 

the Railways, we could have at least 


expected that this would offset the increase 
in wages and increase in the cost of raw 
materials and other things. 

The Railways were giving dividends and 
profits till four years back. Now, the position 
is this, that, for the last four years we find 
that the Railways are coming with a deficit 
Budget. We find that there is more deficit 
than what is estimated year after year. I 
consider that it is a failure. It is- an 
administrative failure in the Railways like 
all other public undertakings. 

The Railways arc the biggest public 
undertaking with an investment of Rs. 3300 
crores, but it is very unfortunate that it is 
being mismanaged. We should try and see 
that it IS properly managed. I am sure our 
Railway Minister, himself a former Chairman 
of the Administrative Reforms Commission 
which went into this matter, will bring about 
reforms in the railways. 

To cite a few examples of losses, crores 
of rupees arc being paid every year by way 
of compensation for goods lost in transit to 
claimants. There is the RPF. There Is the 
Railway Police. But it is a fact that 5 per 
cent of the goods accepted for transport 
are pilfered in transit. Therefore, the railways 
should take special care to see that there 
should not be so much loss in transit. 

Then there is the instance of under- 
billing. Several tonnes are loaded in a 
wagon, but billing is done only for, say, 5 
tonnes I am sure if this is investigated, it 
will be found that a huge amount of income 
goes down the drain in this way just because 
of corrupt officials and corrupt employees. 

Coming to reservations, wiien you go to 
book a berth you are told that no berth is 
available, but when you go into the compart¬ 
ment, you find lots of berths going vacant 
and consequently there is loss to the 
railways. Something has to be done to set 
these things fight and check these losses. 

I want to say a few words by way of 
suggestions for improvement of the conditions 
of travel of third class passengers. In a 
first class bogie, there are 24 berths, while 
in a third class bogie of the same 
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dimensions, wc find 300 passengers travelling. 
The seating capacity in a third class bogie 
is 75 or 100 while that in the first class 
bogie is 36, Therefore, actually the third 
class passenger pays at least six tin»s more 
than the first class passenger, if you calculate 
it properly. In a country where we are 
committed to establish socialism, we find 
our poor people have to travel in train like 
sheep and goats. I want to suggest that 
every third class passenger holding a ticket 
should be ensured at least a scat. This is 
the minimum that a third class passenger 
expects of the railways after paying so much 
of fare.

A lot is being said about tickctless travel, 
but can you not stop it ? It has to be 
stopped. We cannot allow indiscipline to 
continue for ever. It can be taken up scctoi- 
wise. A continuous check should be kept 
for months and then you start with another 
sectoi. In this way, if you are sei ions 
about It, you can definitely stop this ticketicss 
travel, but it is very unfortunate that ticketless 
travel Is being encouraged by the railway 
officers and railway employees. While I 
have eveiy sympathy foi the poorer sections 
of the railway employees, I feel that no 
dishonest employee should bo encouiaged, 

1 want to make one or two suggestions 
In the Rajdhani Express \sc are having third 
class seating chairs and also in the A. C. 
Deluxe trains We can have a thud class 
three tier A. C. compartment with the same 
capacity, and 1 think it will be more 
comfortable for the passengers who have 
to travel long distances.

RAILWAY BUDGET. 1971-72-OENERAL 
DISCUSSION, DEMANDS FOR GRANTS 
ON ACCOUNT (RAILWAYS), 1971-72 AND 
DEMANDS FOR SUPPLEMENTARY 
GRANTS (RAILWAYS), 
1970-71~Co/If</. 

SHRI P.K. GHOSH t I was saying that 
if wasteful expenditure could be eliminated, i^ 
theft of railway property could be minimised 
and if ticketless travel could be stopped and 
if corruption among certain sections of the 
railway employees could the checked then 
there would not be any need for increasing 
fares and freights ; we can rather expect that i 
the deficit could be converted into a profit. 

1 

There is a lot of talk about indiscipline 
among class 3 and 4 employees of the railways 
But nobody talks about the indiscipline and 
dishonesty among the top officials of the 
railways. I can cite a thousand and one 
examples of top railway officials who aic 
employing half a dozen class 4 employees ni 
the railways as their private domestic servants 
Trolleymen and other ivpes of employees arc 
railway employed by these high officials to do 
their domestic work This should be stopped 
this way of living like lords sets a bad 
example for the pool sections of the employees 
If this is checked better discipline could be 
enforced among class 3 and 4 employees The 
Railway Minister gave us details of theft of 
railway property such as electric wires and 
other things. Wc have got the Railway 
Protection Force and cannot they check these’ 
Certainly you can check them if you want 
I can tell you that in most cases the thcfti 
take place with the connivance of the railway 
employees. I will not be surprised if an 
enquiry into thefts reveals that even some of 
the top officials are involved in it. 

« 

I should now take up some of the 
grievances of my constituency. Burkhakhan* 
Muri passenger should be extended up to 
Chandii, There has been a persistent demand 
from the people of this area for anolbef 
passenger train in this line; now there s 
only one passenger train, Burkhakhana' 
Tataoagar passenger train. 
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It goes to Tatanagar side in the 
morning and comes hack in the evening. But 
there is no train for ^ing to Muri in the 
morning and coming back in the evening from 
there. There is one train which comes from 
Barka Kana up to Muri. This can be easily 
extended up to Chandil. I had taken up this 
matter with the Raiiway Ministry and their 
reply was that there is no arrangement at 
Chandii for just turning the railway engine. 
This is a very small thing This can be done, 
and if not up to Chandil, this can be easily 
extended up to Tatanagar. 

There was great resentment among the 
public on this score, and about a year and a 
half back, the public at the Ichadih, Tiruldi 
and Suisa stations squatted on the railway 
line for demanding another passenger train, 
but the railways, instead of giving the 
passenger train, had put them behind the 
txirs, and the cases are still going on. They 
have been harassed like anything. Many of 
them are the tpp leaders of that area. I request 
the Raiiway Minister to sec that these court 
uses arc withdrawn immediately, and then to 
see that the passenger train is extended up to 
Tatanagar. 

MR. CHAIRMAN ; The hon. Member’s 
time is up. He should finish now. 

SHRl P. K. GHOSH : Two minutes. 

MR. CHAIRMAN : No. You have taken 
much more time than was allotted to you. 

SHRI P. K. GHOSH : One important 
I jwinl about my constituency, Ranchi. Ranchi 
is the headquarters of the NCDC, the 
headquarters of Hindustan Steel, and the 
headquarters of HEC, but there is no 
convenient train for coming from Ranchi to 
l^ihi. There is also the Bokaro steel which 
•s coming up very fast on that line and many 
^plc from Bokaro have to come to Delhi. 
Therefore, I demand of the Railway Minister 
‘hat an express train from Rourkela to Delhi 
should be introduced which will pass through 
Ranchi and Bokaro Steel City. Failing this, I 
[®<iuest that there should be a daily bogie 
tom Ranchi to Delhi which should be 
Mtached to the Kalka mail at Gomoh. 


•SHRI C. CHITTIBABU (Chingleput): 
Mr. Chairman, Sir, I wish to introduce 
myself to the Lok Sabha. My name is 
C. Chittibabu, elected from Chingleput Con< 
stituency of Tamil Nadu as a D.M.K. 
Member. Sir, I wish to participate in this 
debate. I would like to speak in my mother* 
tongue, that is, Tamil. 

Mr. Chairman Sir, I would like to 
express my views on the Budget presented 
to the House by the Hon. Minister of Rail* 
ways. From what I have learnt as a member 
of this House for the past 4 years, I would 
like to refer to one particular issue in specific 
and clear terms. Tiic question that has been 
agitating the Members of this House in 
general is wliether the set-up of the Railway 
Board, as it is today, should continue. Many 
a time the Members of this House had staled 
in a lighter vein that even the Railway 
Minister was under the thumb of the Rail¬ 
way Board. I make bold to say that it 
would not have been humanly ixissiblc for 
the Railway Minister to have given serious 
thought and consideration to the Budget 
presented to this House yesterday. All of us 
arc aware that the Fifth Lok Sabha met for 
the first lime on the I9th and the Railway 
Budget was presented on the 23rd. That is 
why I assert that a few high oflicials of the 
Railway Board have prepared this Budget in 
utter disr^rd to the needs of the public and 
without giving any consideration to the 
demands of the day. 

Should there at all be a Centra) set-up 
like the Raiiway Board here, should such an 
organisation consist of so many Members 
and additional Members—these arc the two 
vital questions for which an answer has to 
be found. Wc find from the statement 
presented by the Railway Minister that 
annually an amount of Rs. 38 iakhs is being 
spent on this cstablishnictii. We also find 
that the total expenditure per annum on the 
nine zonal railway comes to Rs. 28 crores. 
If wc wish to bring in economy and effi¬ 
ciency in the administration of Indian Rail¬ 
ways, we can post the additional Members 
to the zonal raiiway headquarters which 
would facilitate in coming to quick decisions 
as and when problems and bottlen«;ks arise. 
At the moment, the General Manager of the 


""The original speech was delivered in Tamil. 
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Soutbera Railways rushes to Delhi when¬ 
ever he is confronted with any problem. If a 
decisiOD is to be taken on any important 
proposal, he as to obtain the clearance and 
sanction from the Members of the Railway 
Board silling here. 1 hope that the Members 
of the Railway Board would not take me 
amiss if I say that old bandicoots have 
entrenched themselves in the Railway Board. 
I wish to stress that ei'her their number 
should be reduced considerably or they should 
be transferred clsc-where. By proper dispersal 
of these ofiicers and by having a small cell at 
the Ccntic to ensure co-ordination, the 
Railway Administration will be able to 
economise substantially in the annual expen¬ 
diture of Rs. 38 lakhs. 

The Hon. Railway Minister in his 
Budget speech has staled that the total 
indebtedness of the Railways to the General 
Revenues till 1969-70 was Rs. 52 crorcs. He 
has also indicated hat by the end of 1971-72 
this indebtedness would rise to Rs 153 ciores 
He has explained certain basic causes which 
have led to this much of indebtedness. He 
has bewailed that strikes, thefts of Railway 
property, sudden failure of mechanical 
equipment like Signals etc. have contributed 
greatly to this loss. I will have to very reluc¬ 
tantly ask that if these things are allowed 
to happen, what is the Minister here for 7 
He has enough legal powers backed by a 
huge Administrative machinery to implement 
them. To prevent thefts theie is the Railway 
Protection Force, With all this, if theits 
take place on the Railways, why should the 
Parliament be burdened with a Minister for 
Railways ? It is time for him to ponder over 
these matters. He has himself stated the 
urgent necessity for augmenting the revenues 
of Railways. 

1 am constrained to say that these state¬ 
ments are made in a ritualistic manner every 
year. The prices of coal and oil have gone 
up. The salaries of the employees have been 
enhanced. All this has forced the Railways 
to raise the freight and passenger fares. In 
1947 under the British Rule the Railway 
Fare from Madras to Chingleput—a distance 
of 35 miles—was eight annas. The position 
today is that it is as much as one rupee and 
ten annas. If the Railway fares can be raised, 
why should hot the salaries of the eaq>loyees 


be raised ? Instead of informing the general 
public of the real causes, why should the 
entire blame be shifted to the poor railway 
employees for such heavy losses ? 

I would like some clarification from the 
Ifon. Minister on certain issiMS. I am afraid 
that this Vote-on-Account Budget has done 
great harm to Tamil Nadu. We, the people 
have been demanding for so many decades 
that thcie should be electric traction between 
Madras and Tiruchirappalli. Now it stops at 
Villupuram and we do not know when the 
remaining 100 miles of the track will be 
elect] ified. I lequest the Hon. Minister to 
include the scheme in the detailed Budget to 
be presented in May. 

There was also a proposal to have a rail 
link between Madras Central and Madras 
iigin<jic I regict to say that so fai not even 
a single preliminaiy stop has been taken in 
this direction. Even during British regime 
theic was double track from Madras to 
Tambaram. From Tambaram to Tiruchirap- 
palli It is single track. The Hon. Railuav 
Minister, who hails from the ncighbourinf' 
state Mysore, is well aware that Tamil Nadu 
alone is served mostly by metre gauge 
Besides the urgent necessity Jor converting 
the metre gauge into broad gauge, we find 
that even after 22 years of Independence 
during which time there has been a Minisiiv 
of Railway, here the double track has noi 
been extended beyond Tambaram even uph' 
Chingleput, a distance of 35 miles. 

The work i elating to Salem Steel Plant 
has begun in right earnest. The requned 
Coal has to be brought from Neiveli to 
Salem. As per the scheme, the Coal is to be 
carried through a circuitous route, viz 
Chingleput—Conjeevaram—Arkonam— Salem 
We require immediately a broad gauge line 
from Arkonam to Neivdi for thi| putpose 
I request the Hon. Minister to pay his atten¬ 
tion to this very important problem. 

i 

1 would like to bring to the notice of the | 
Hon. Minister another funny thing, Foi the 
past 20 years the Corporation of Madras b**' 
not been paid the service charges due to 
them from the Railway Department. When I 
was the Mayor of Madras Corporation I 
pleaded with the Railway Administration fof 
expeditious payment of the service chaiges 
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to the Corporation. Till today the Corpo¬ 
ration has not received its dues. If Madras 
City is to be made a beautiful city/ this 
amount outstanding for such a long time 
should be paid to the Corporation forth¬ 
with. 

Mr. Chairman Sir, there is a tiain run¬ 
ning between Madras and Arkonam viz 
Conjeevaram covering a distance of 60 miles. 
This train takes five hours to reach its desti¬ 
nation. The students are compelled to pull 
(he chain frequently with a view to voicing 
their demand for speeding up this train. 
I would request the Hon. Minister to speed 
up this train either by electrifying the track 
01 by putting diesel locomotive. 

Thousands of workers like porters, class 
IV and Class ill employees arc working 
lound the clock on the railways. They are 
not given any over time allowance. When 
nidny undertakings of (he Central Govern¬ 
ment give even bonus to their employees 
theie IS no'such scheme in the railways. 
Leaving alone the question of bonus, atleast 
ovci time allowance which is their legitimate 
dm* should be given to these people. I would 
asMiie the Railway Minister that if the 
employees are given incentives in the form 
ot bonus, over time allowance etc. they 
uould put their heart and soul in their work, 
which in consequence would lead to wiping 
out the huge idebtedness of the Railways to 
the tune of 153 crores. 

At present, there is no railway track 
beyond Tirunciveli or Trivandrum connecting 
Kanyakumari. Shri Kamaraj has been 
elected to this House from this area and I 
expected him to be here and to raise this 
issue. But unfortunately he has gone away. 
On his behalf I would like to appeal to the 
Hon. Minister that he should take steps to 
have a rail link 'between Tirunelve® and 
Kanyakumari. 

Mr. Chairman, Sir, the goods traffic earn 
belter revenue than the jSassenger traffic, 
hor example, the salt produced at Tuticorin 
■4 transported to North. In my constituency 
at Kallambakkam salt is produced. But 
you will find at Vandalur station bags and 
ags of alt arc lying awaiting transhipment, 
lie Railway wagons are not readily and 
easily availaWe for goods traffic. If wa^ns 


are supplied in larger numbers to Tuticorin 
and Vandalur area, the Railways 
would earn a substantial amount in 
freight. 

We have been proclaiming that 
Mahabalipuram, which is in my constituency, 
is a world-renowned tourist centre. But 
there is no rail. link to this place. The 
atomic power plant is coming up at 
Kalpakkam in my constituency, Chingkput. 
Even here there is no rail track. There is 
another famous pilgrim centre, Tirukkaiugu- 
kunram, in my constituency. This place 
also is not connected by rail. Many foreign 
tourists come to Mahabalipjram to enjoy 
the sculptural exuberance of ancient Tamil 
Kings. If the hon. Minister, who hails 
from the South, bestows his benevolent 
vision on my constituency, 1 am sure that 
these places of historical importance would 
be benefited by a rail link. 

The Tamil Nadu Government has 
recommended a proposal for a rail link 
between Chinna Salem and Cbinglcput 
connecting Thiruvannamaiai, Vandavasi, 
Arani and Uttiramerur. This proposal is 
pending for a long time and 1 request that 
the hon. Minister should take personal 
interest in sanctioning this scheme. 

Mr. Chairman, in the long distance 
trains coming to North, warm clothes are 
supplied to the dining car employees. We 
were surprised to sec that those working 
in the kitchen had been provided with warm 
clothes, while the bearers supplying meals 
in various compartments had not been given 
warm clothes. 1 wish to say that there 
should be no discrimination between 
employees and these bearers also should be 
given warm clothes, especially when they are 
to come to cold places in the Noith. 

I think that duiing the tenure of Dr. 
Ram Subhag Singh Rajdhani Express started 
running between Delhi and Calcutta, covering 
a distance of 1200 kilometres ia 19 hours. 
There is no such fast train between Madras 
and Delhi. The distance of 2000 kilometres 
is covered in 48 hours. I do not know 
whether there is any proposal to start a fast 
train between Madras and Delhi. 1 would 
appeal to the Hon. Railway Minister that 
he should arrange for a fast train, like that 
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<4* Rseldibam Ex{>rcss, between Madras and 
jCidhi, and it should be christened as Arignar 
Abna Express. 

It is stated day in and day out that 
greater amenities are being provided for 
third-class passengers. Whgt I feel is that 
"they continue to remain only as paper 
proposals. The third-class passengers are 
huddled together like bugs. I request that 
sufikiwOt number of third-class compartments 
should be attached to the trains to relieve 
the distress of third-class passengers to some 
extent. 

In conclusion, I would request the Hon. 
Minister of Railways to expedite the pay¬ 
ment of service charges to the Madras 
Corporation, as it has-been agitating the 
public for a pretty long time. The Railway 
employees living in Tambaram and Arkonain 
areas are not getting the House Rent 
Allowance and City Compensatory Allowance. 
Though they come to work in Madras City, 
they live in these places on account of 
paucity of accommodation in Madras City. 
They should be paid House Rent allowance 
and City Compensatory allowance. 

Mr. Chairman, there is a gigantic 
Research and Designs Organisation in the 
Railways. 1 would like to know as to how 
many designs have been formulated by them 
for the Indian Railways and what kind of 
research they are conducting. My question 
becomes pertinent when locomotives are 
imported from abroad. Even this year 
it is proposed to import equipment worth 
Rs. 18 crores. 1 might mention here that 
the imported equipments are lying unutilised, 
but we seem to go in for more imports, 
wasting our valuable foreign exchange. 1 
suggest that the locomotives produced by 
Chittaranjan Locomotive Factory should be 
supplied to alt parts of the country. 

Before I conclude, 1 would like to stress 
that electric train should be run between 
Chini^eput and Madras. From Madras 
to Tambaram there is already electric 
traction. Instead of starting at Tambaram, 
the trains should start from Chingleput, 
juat M tnilcs away. 


Thoi;%h I may appeat to have it^de an 
impaisioned sp^ch, in one reflect I would 
like to conto the hon. Railway Minister 
my sense of gratitude on my own behalf and 
on behalf of my constituents. He has 
sanctioned the construction of three Railway 
over-bridges in my constitnency-—Paranur 
Railway Gate, Reddipalayam Railway Gate 
and Thmdppedu Railway Gate. Since he 
knows Kannada, I would like to appeal to 
him in Kannada that he should look into 
the requests I have made and do the 
needful.

SHRI DHAMANKAR (Bhiwandi): 
Mr. bleaker. Sir, our hon. Minister of 
Railways has presented the interim budget 
yesterday in this House. It has a progressive 
and development oriented outlook. Enough 
attention has been paid to the welfare, 
safety and'security of the workmen of the 
railways, It is very correct when we have 
adopted the socialist pattern in this Govern¬ 
ment. - But along with that. Government 
must also see to the security and safety of 
the travdling public. The railway protection 
force is there and the police force is also 
there bbt in spite of that the loctU trains 
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and fitst<cla» compartments have become 
more and more unsafe, between Katjat* 
Bombay and Kasara*Bombay. 

Some months back, a young girl. 
Shrimati Manda Patankar, travelling from 
Dombiwali to V. T. was murdered in broad 
day-iight in the First Class Compartment of 
a local train. The people feel very unsafe 
to travel by First Class day by day. I 
hope, the Railway Minister will be kind 
enough to pay more attention to the 
safely and the security of the travelling 
public. 

I have to make certain suggestions in 
regard to the constituency which I represent. 
There are railway crossings which obstruct 
the speedy transport of people and cargo. 
Looking through the Railway Budget, I find 
that surveys of certain railway crossings have 
been undertaken and over*bridges are to h: 
constructed. 1 would suggest some more 
o\er-bridges''at railway crossings at Asangaon 
(C. R.), Ambemath (C. R.), Lonavala 
(C. R.), Karjat (C. R.), Bassin (W. R.), 
Virar (W. R.), Shabad and Kalyan. 

Certain new lines have to be opened in 
the backward areas. I learn that there is 
a proposal under survey for new lines, 
IM'garh-Diva and Dahanu-Diva. This will 
give opening to Adivasi area in Thana 
district. This should be expedited. Along 
with that, 1 would suggest another line 
joining Poona to Kalyan viz Junnar and 
Murbhat Chat. That will connect the 
backward area -Murbad- Malshat Ghat— 
Junnar—and give impetus to agriculture as 
well as industry. 

I would also suggest some additional 
trains to be provided between Karjat and 
Khopalj and between Lonavala and Poona. 
That is an area where the Maharashtra 
Government has started an industrial colony 
and the industries are fjfst coming up 
‘here. Khopali is accessible only by bus. 
Only one train runs between Karjat and 
Khopali. But this arrangement is rather 
scanty. More and more workers go to 
Khopali where there are industrial units and 
they get employment there. If more trains 
arc run between Kaijat and Khopali, that 
will help the workers. 


Sirdlar is the case of Loaavata*Poona 
line. That area is also fast devdoping. 
New industries are coming up and more and 
more employment is made available to the 
people. If more local trains are operated 
the labour will take advantage of them fully. 
The local or shuttle train between Paighar 
and Virar has to be started and that has to 
be given due consideration. Due to scanty 
living accommodation available in Bombay, 
the people live in Paighar and they go to 
work to Bombay everyday. Some fast 
through trains stop there. But that docs 
not cater the needs of the travelling public. 
If shuttle trains between Paighar and Virar 
are started, that will solve the problem of the 
people staying in Paighar and working in 
Bombay. 

Then, the question of giving more and 
more facilities to Third Class passengers has 
also to be considered. 

There should be a new railway station 
between Ambarnath and Badlapur. This 
area is also fast developing. It is an 

industrial area where big and small industries 
arc coming up. If a small station between 
Ambarnath and Badlapur is opened, the 
labour will get proper advantage of it. 

Lastly, there is a Matheran hill station 
in my constituency. If some railway 
arrangements are made there, that area will 
develop fast. Some attention may be paid 
to this also.

SHRI M. M. JOSEPH (Peermade) : I 
am really glad to support the railway budget 
1^* 1971.72. It is understood that 186 
kilometres of new lines have been opened 
traffic and 326 kilometres have almost 
converted from metre-gauge to broad- 
sauge. At the same time, may I invite the 


attention of the Railway Minister to the 
southern most comer of India, our small 
State of Kerala. And when I invite the 
attention of the Railway Minister I pray and 
hope that the Railway Minister will handle 
his portfolio successfully for the next five 
years at least. From the railway map of 
India everyone can understand that in our 
State of Kerala there is only one line, and 
that itself is metre-gauge, just like a poverty 
stricken earth-worm in a dry barren land. 
A State like Kerala having only one n^tre* 
gauge line is rather pitiable to be presented 
before this august as.sembiy. So, first of all, 
I remind the necessity of converting this 
metre-gauge line from Ernakulam to Trivand¬ 
rum into broad-gauge. 


Kerala is well-known for its cash crops. 
Especially in the high ranges of Kerala cash 
crops like robber, pepper, tea and cardamom 
are cultivated. If ray memory is correct, 
it was in the year 1954 that Shri George 
Thomas Kottukappali, the then MP from 
Kerala, submitted a scheme to open a new 
railway line from Cochin to Madurai. « 


Some of my friends from Tiunil Nadu 
have stressed the necessity oT opening a 
railway line from Tirunclveii to Cape 
Comorin but they themselves will come to 
understand (hat Madurai is a more pro¬ 
minent and important place than Tinneveli 
and if a railway line is opened from Cochin 
to Madurai, it will help very much the 
people of the high ranges of Kerala, 
specially the cultivators of cash crops, to 
export those goods and other people also. 


Moreover, there are pilgrim centres 
like Madurai, Saharimalai or .Sabaiigiri 
mountain, and Erumeli situated in the high 
ranges of Kerala and at the border of Tamil 
Nadu. Pilgrims from various centres of 
India and tourists from various places of 
India and outside come up to Cochin and 
see these beautiful places and pilgrim centres 
just like Moses of the Old Testament saw 
the land of plenty at a distance. They come 
up to Cochin, see these places at a distance 
and go back. So, a railway line from 
Cochin up to Madurai at least should be 
opened and immediate steps should be taken 
by the Government in this regard. 
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[Sbri M. M. Joseph] 

Similarly, a coastal railway line from 
Cochin up to Kayamkulam via Aleppey is 
a necessity for our State, It is said that 
some steps have been taken to start a railway 
line from Tiruvella up to Punalur in our 
Stale. I hope that the Government will 
take immediate steps to fulfil that scheme. 

SHRI N. K. SANGHI (Jalore) : Mr. 
Chairman, I congratulate Shri Hanuman* 
thaiya on taking over the Railway Ministry. 
Unfortunately, the Vote-on'account Budget 
presented to the House gives a very dismal 
picture of railway finances. From 1966-67, 
when for the first time in history the Indian 
Railways started facing a deficit, the Revenue 
Reserve Fund, which stood at Rs. 63 crores 
in 1966-67, was completely wiped out and 
last year a deficit of Rs. 9 crores was shown 
to meet the dividend liability. This year we 
have a deficit of Rs. 25 crores. The Revenue 
Reserve Fund and the Development Fund 
are without reserves. According to the 
railways. Rs. 154 crores would have to be 
borrowed from the Government by the end 
ofl97t-72. This means that the railways 
will have to generate more funds to repay 
these debts and to build up the Revenue 
Reserve and Development Funds. This is 
the story of the railway finances today. 

Due to the depletion of the Development 
Fund no substantial expense on machinery, 
rolling stock etc. could be made as was 
envisaged in the Fourth Five-Year Plan. I 
would like to recapitulate in a few words 
from the budget speech that the hon. 
Railway Minister has made, which gives a 
very true picture of the railway finances 
today. What he has said is that from 1966- 
67 the railways could not meet fully even the 
annual dividend liability to the general 
exchequer. For meeting the full dividend 
liability in 1971-72 and repaying one-third 
of the earlier loans, the railways will have 
to borrow Rs. 45.51 crores from the general 
revenues. Ultimately, in the end he has 
warned us that the railways are, therefore, 
to generate resources enough not only to 
repay these accumulated loans but also to 
rebuild the Revenue Reserve and Develop¬ 
ment Funds. 

With these depleted funds he has given 
US i warning possibly indicating that when 


the proper yearly budget is to come he is 
going to come with a heavy inoease in ' 
passenger fares and freights. These increased . 
rates were put down by a ^gehammer last 
year by the Opposition. I would like to i 
warn the hon. Railway Minister that if such ! 
a thing is done, we, who have come with 
the mandate of the people,, will equally 
oppose it and that it is high time that the 
railway finances are put in order by econo¬ 
mics and are remedied. 

Wc have to understand whether the 
railways are a commercial enterprise or they 
are a public utility service. If they are a 
commercial enterprise, we have to look at 
the railway finances from a commercial angle 
but if they are a public utility service, we 
will have to look at them from that view. 

i 

We arc talking of the Railway Conven¬ 
tion Committee time and again. It lapsed 
last time and no action was taken, it is 
high time, that we do not appoint a com¬ 
mittee and deal with the matter quieklv 
hammer and tongs. 

If it is a commercial organisation, v\hat- 
ever profits come, they will be treated as of 
any other public sector undertaking and 
given back to the General Revenues and the 
matter dealt with accordingly. If it is a 
public utility service, we will have to loot 
into it ftom a different angle. The RaihsJ>s 
today are transporting foodgralns and goods 
for export and many other things which are 
subsidised at a lower freight rate. For that, 
it would be the responsibility of the Central 
Government and the State Governments to 
subsidise the Railways. Wc cannot mix up 
these two matters and ask the tax-payer to 
pay by increasing fares and' freight rates 
This is a matter which wc have to decide 
By having Railway Convention Committees, 
we will be delaying the matter and tile then 
putting the finances of the Railways into 
jeopardy.

There are some important pbenomeitf 
that have developed during the last yenf- 
One was the cutting down of the railwW 
services due to shortage of coal. T** 
Railways have always been telling the iiadot* 
tliat they should carry goods in the lcs“ 
season and not in the peak season so thn 
the Railways can cope up with the lo*' 
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Whai happened when there was the coal 
strike in Bmgal. The Railways were not 
ab!e to procure coal and they had to cencel 
more than 900 trains. - This is a very serious 
affair, With China and Pakistan as our 
neighbours on the one hand and any other 
sciious natural calamity on the other, we 
could be stranded. If the Railways are not 
able to procure coal from Bengal and Bihar 
coal-belt, it will practically paralyse the 
Railways throughout the country. It is high 
lime lhat buffer stocks and coal depots arc 
buill. The failure of Railways to procure 
coal and run the services even for a few 
months is very serious. It should be dealt 
wtlh seriously. I think, the Railway adrainis- 
tialion is carrying on the work in a very 
lackadaisical manner. It should be taken a 
serious note of. 

Another important phenomenon that has 
developed during the last year is the occur¬ 
rence of wild cat strikes in the Railways 
in many places^ I am not against strikes. 
But 1 am against illegal strikes. What 
happened in the North-East Fiontier 
Railway ? I would like to draw your atten¬ 
tion to that. The facts are very well Known. 
There was a strike at Siligiiri on a very 
Miiall matter. It was a wild-cat strike. When 
iiic strike was just going to fizzle out, we 
understand, the hon. Railway Minister, Mr. 
Nanda, sent an emissary and gave an 
assurance that no action will be taken 
against the stiikers. This is serious. Either 
the Minister should handle the strike from 
; the very beginning or ask the administration 
to deal with it. Such an attitude of last- 
niiuute interference has demoralised the 
administration. This has led to recurrence 
of similar other strikes. (Interruption) I 
am for the unions. They do work for the 
lights of labour. But illegal strikes cannot 
he tolerated. This sort of an action is not 
appicciated. 

Now, 1 would like to draw your attention 
to a news item that has appeared in the 
Umes of India of March 18,1971. There 
by retired Railway officiais, 
^bandelwal, Mr. Nilakantan and Mr. 
adhwar. This i$ what Mr. Khandelwal

there is increasing tendency to resort 
lo political pressures to achieve undue 


gains. This type of interference has led 
to a widespread feeling that unless 
extraneous pressure is exercised, an 
employee cannot achieve his aim and 
people are losing faith in things--.” 

Then, Mr. Nilakantan says : 

“There Is no single facet of the railways 
working, however, small, which is not 
subject to interference f^rom Ministers, 
politicians and political bias.” 

“Transfers of staff even in the fourth 
grade are questioned and often cancelled 
...punishments sought to be set aside...” 

This is what has been said by retired Railway 
officials. I would like to know from the 
hon. Minister of Railways why such state¬ 
ments arc not denied. Why arc such 
statements made by certain officials who arc 
no more in the Railways ? They should be 
either denied or clarified. There should be 
a denial or a clarification of such statements. 
When there is no denial made by the hon. 
Minister, wc take it foi granted that what 
has been stated is true and correct. It is 
high time that such statements are contra¬ 
dicted. Other wise, wc feel that what has 
been said is true and holds water. 

The Administrative Reforms Commission 
has made certain recommendations on the 
working of the Railways. Now Mr. Hanu- 
manthaiya who has been the Chairman of 
the Administrative Reforms Commission is 
heading the Railway Ministry. Wc have 
recently icc'cived a booklet giving salient 
)X>ints of these various recxvmmendations. 
I would like to know what action has been 
taken. Wc know that only minor recom- 
mciidutions arc taken up and major recom¬ 
mendations are not being c'omplied with. 
We expect whatever recommendations are 
made, they are adhered to and implemented. 
The recommendations made by these Com¬ 
missions, whether it is Mathur Commission 
on Claims or Wanchoo Commission on 
Safety should be taken up and implemented. 
Some sort of a while paper should be 
prepared as to what has been done in regard 
to various recommendations and made 
available to Members of Parliament. Mr, 
Nanda is no more an Minister in the 
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ISbfi N. K. Sanghi] 

Cabinet 1 would like to express my own 
feeling. 1 have very high regard of him. 

All I wish to say with all humility is that 
he has taken out a eleven-point programme 
for elimination of corruption and effecting 
economy, etc. But what does the Railway 
administration say to this eleven-point pro¬ 
gramme ? A parallel organi^ation has been 
set up in the Railway Board and the Railway 
Board has been asked to involve itself in the 
eleven-point programme with a complete 
secretariat at the top-Icvel to look into 
these matters and till today we do not know 
what substantial gains have been achieved. 
I would only say that the voluntaiy employ¬ 
ment of Sadhus and other social workets at 
Rs. 5 per day is something very humiliating 
to the Railway administration. Such matters 
should have been taken up by the Railway 
Administration and not by the social workers 
and organizations. This system has caused 
a lot of discouragement to the Railway 
admmistration. This is something unparal- 
Iclled. Whatever has been said and done 
is like creating a smokcscieen for all the 
inefficiency that the Railways today are 
suffering from. 

Then, when we come to passenger 
amenities, today if somebody wants to 
travel by train, there is no accommodation. 
If you want to book your goods, there are 
no wagons. I would like to say that the whole 
mal-administration today has to be tackled 
at an entirely different footing and not in 
such a manner that it has been proposed. 

I would like to draw your attention to 
another important matter. In Rajasthan and 
Gujarat we have a lar^ chunk of metre 
gauge railways. Half of the metre-gauge 
railway is in the Northern Railway and the 
other half is in the Western Railway. Unless 
the metre-gauge is combined into one zone and 
co-ordinated, I don’t think any efficiency or 
improvement in the financial position of 
the metre-gauge system can be effected. Sir. 
it is high time that at least the metre-gauge 
section of the Western Railway and of the 
Northern Railway is co-ordinated into one 
zone so that the metre-gauge section can 
work in an efficient and co-ordinated manner 
which is at present absolutely lacking. 

I would like to know from the Hon. 


Minuter about one thing. There has been a 
story in the air. We have been told that 
some locomotives wore purchased by the 
Railways from the German Democratic 
Republic. These locomotives which have 
been received are not as per the specifica¬ 
tions. Their horse-power was less than what 
was given in the specifications and in spite 
of this, balance payments were made for 
these locomotives to the GDR. We would 
like to be advised whether this is true. 

Sir, then I would like to draw youi 
attention to another thing, when we ask 
questions in Parliament about Railways, we 
get answers in a very casual and cavalici 
manner and no correct information is given. 
On the 24th of November, 1970, 1 asked a 
question whether the Railway Board plated 
orders in 1965 with certain private firms in 
Bombay for the supply of laiiway wagons and 
paid advances to the tune of Rs. 50 to i'O 
lakhs and if so, what wete the terms of the 
contract. In answer, what the Government 
has said was that the supplies have been 
compleled by the two firms and the on ‘on- 
account' payments made stand fully recuvcied 
fiom payments to the two firms against 
wagons supplied. But, what is the true stale 
of affairs ? In the Audit Report of 1%% 
they say : 

“The orders for the 1965-66 wagon 
building programme were placed by the 
Ministry of Railways (Railway Board) in 
April, 1965, with 30th September, 1966 as 
the common date of delivery. Extensions 
to the delivery dates were, however, grant¬ 
ed from time to time although it wa<. 
known that the prices had meanwhile 
come down. The Ministry of Railwajs 
(Railway Board) finalised the orders for 
1967-68 wagon building programme, at 
rates lower than those for 1965-66 orders 
as early as November, 1966. The delivery 
dates for 1965-66 orders were nevertheless 
extended up to 31st October, 1968.” 

What do they 'say in conclusion ? They say' 

“In respect of 2,328 four-wheelers (931 
units) of 1965-66 orders delivered up 
31st October, 1968, and In respect of 1.426 
four-wheelers (1087 units) of 1967-6* 
orders delivered between 1st April, 196* 
and 31st October, 1968, the avoidable 
expenditure assessed on the basis of price* 
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in the wibseQuent years was about Rs. 
fifty'one lakhs." 

That means, these two firms made a profit of 
Rs. SI lakhs more on account of the default 
of the railways. 

It is these matters which have got to be 
tackled if you want to reduce the losses of 
the railways and not merely by increasing the 
freights and passenger fares. I hope the Hon. 
Minister will take these things into consider* 
ation and try to improve the management of 
the railways and try to bring more efficiency 
and remove the pilferages and that only will 
remove the present difficult finacial position of 
the Indian Railways.

SHRI RANABAHADUR SINGH 
(Sidhi): Sir. 1 wish to draw the attention 
of the House to a part of India, which 
physiologically speaking, represents the heart 
of the nation. If we look at the map, it is 
quite obvious that that part of India has 
the least arterial connections. Again 
speaking physiologically, unless there is 
proper circulation in that particular r^ion, 
no body politic can really survive in the 
proper form. I speak of the region that 
lies immediately south of the district of 
Allahabad, which extends to more than 
300 miles southwards and over 200 miles 
eastwards. It will be obvious that in this 
region, apart from one or two arterial roads, 
there is no means of communication avail¬ 
able. 1 fee! that whenever attention is given 
to further expansion of the railway facilities 
this region should, as far as possible, be 
given the importance that it deserves. 

Though the whole region now looks 
blank in the railway map it is nut devoid of 
possibility. I am told that this very region 
has probably got the greatest deposit of lime 
stone. Though it is primarily for the people 
who now usually travel by bus that we need 
the railway line at the moment, that railway 
line will not be only a passenger facility ; 
there is a geat possibility of it being used 
for transporting the lime stone which is 
available in plenty in that area. 

Secondly, I wish to draw the attention 
of the House to a railway line that has been 
under-construction for the last ten years, 
a railway line that connects the coalfields of 
Morwa to the junction of Katni. We in 
that region have been looking hopefully to 
the completion of that project since the work 
first started but our hope has remained 
static. I wish there is expeditious comple¬ 
tion of that particular railway line so that 
that region would be benefited. 


Finally, I would like to draw attention 
of the hon. Minister to one factor whUh, 
to my mind, has been rather neglected and 
which should get greater attenticn profitably 
and that is the concessional rate of railv'ay 
travel that is available to groups. As a 
fanner 1 know that there are regions in this 
country which will never see green revolution 
come to them in the very near future. 
Either due to dimatic conditions or different 
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[Shri Rana Bahadur] 

topc^raphy, there ate some regions where 
green revolution is yet to come. If it is 
possible for the railways to provide facilities 
for groups of farmers to travel together at a 
concessional rate, especially from those 
regions which have not yet seen green 
revolution, we can bieak the barrier of the 
age-old orthodox agriculture and in that way 
the ushering in of gr^n revolution could be 
expedited in those regions in the days to 
come. 

SHRI P. R. SHENOY (Udipi) : Mr. 
Chairman, I represent a coastal constituency 
of Mysore Stale, that is, Udipi, where there 
is no railway line. If wc look at the coastal 
map of India wc find railway lines practically 
along the entire coastal lino of India 
excepting the region between Mangalore and 
Bombay. If wc are to go from Mangalore 
to New Delhi or Bombay or any State in 
North India, we have first to go towards 
the South, that is, to Kerala State, from 
Kerala State to Tamil Nadu and then by 
using broken Tamil language we have to 
change the train and then come to the north. 
Therefore, we have to perform Dravia 
pranayam^ To solve this difficulty and 
develop the region between Mangalore 
and Bombay and also in the interest of 
national defence wc will have to put up a 
railway line between Mangalore and Bombay 
viz Udipi, North Kanara and Goa.

It is also necessary to link Bhadravati. 
where there is a steel plant, and Mangalore, 
where a major harbour is coming up, by 
means of a railway line. There is a proposal 
to put up a railway line between Mangalore 
and Hasan but the proposal is to put up a 
metre gauge line. It is in the interest of 
the people and of the country to have a 
broad gauge line between Mangalore and 
Hasan instead of a metre gauge line. 

It is also necessary to convert the metre 
gauge between Bangalore and Poona and 
also between Bangalore and Guntakal into 
broad gat^. 

The raihMiy line between Mangalore and 
Bombay is being surveyed but the survey 


that is being taken now is taking place very 
slowly. At this rate we could have a railway 
line between Mangalore and Bombay only 
after 15 or 20 years but it is an urgrnt 

necessity to have a railway line between 
Mang^ore and Bombay. It is, therefore, 
necessary to survey the line speedily and to 
implement the scheme on top priority 
basis.

GENERAL BUDGET, 1971-72 

THE MINISTER OF FINANCE (SHRI 
YASHWANT RAO CHAVAN) : Sir, I 
rise to present the interim Budget for the 
year 1971-72. The people of India through 
their representatives in this Honourable 
House have reposed their overwhelming 
confidence m the Government led by Shn- 
roati Indira Gandhi. Those of us who aie 
privileged to belong to this Government and 
the Party it represents know well that wc 
shall vindicate the verdict of the people only 
to the extent that we redeem our prom se 
to promote the well-being of the poor and 
the unemployed in this land. 

Introductory 

2 Fconomic policies in the countrj 
have already been given a new and bold 
orientation towards growth with social justii-c 
in the recent past. Our task now is to 
reassess the entire range of our policies so 
as to give them a sharp focus of effectiveness, 
to translate these policies into concrete 
programmes of action and to implement 
these programmes with speed and determina¬ 
tion. Only so can we accelerate the process 
of growth, reduce disparities in income, 
wealth and economic power, generate emplm- 
ment on a massive scale and avoid pressures 
on ptices or balance of payments of the kind 
which generate mteinsl tensions and increase 
our dependence on cxfernal credits. 

3. The Budget of the Central Govern¬ 
ment IS a powerful instrument for achiesmg 
oui basic objectives Within the few days 
that the new Government has been m 
power. It has obviously not been possible to 
subject our budgetary position and policies 
to a searching and comprehensive review 
We propose, therefore, to present the Budget 
proper foi 1971-72 in the next session of 

the Pailiament so that Government and th« 

Honourable Members have adequate time to 
review and assess the full implications of 
what is required at this crucial juncture to 
our economic history.

4. My fwrpose today is a limited one, 
viz., to propose a vote on account which 
can’be passed before the Slst March so that 
Government can carry on its business during 
the early months of tl» next financial year. 
The Finance Bill 1 shall introduce later to* 
day contains no new tax proposals. 

5. On the expenditure side, we have 
taken care to provide for Defence, normal 
administration, assistance to the States and 
the Central Plan on a scale which would 
permit alt necessary and worthwhile activi¬ 
ties to go forward duiing the initial period 
of the vote on account. Even at this stage 
we propose to provide for some new and 
significant initiatives such as a country-wide 
programme of employment-oriented produc¬ 
tive works so that their implementation can 
begin in right earnest. Before the presen¬ 
tation of the Budget proper next May, we 
shall review the entire position, including 
the scope for additional mobilisation of 
resources, with a view to p.'ovide for a 
si/eahlc incrcasp in out lays on development 
and .soci.il welfare. The estimates of Plan 
expenditure, which 1 shall be presenting to 
d.i>, arc tentative ; and' it will be our 
cndcasour to ensure that the momentum of 
planned development is accelerated signifi- 
tanily from year to year. 

Economic conditions 

6. Economic conditions in the country 
liave been, on the whole, favouiable during 
the past 12 months. A detailed survey of 
the economic situation will be presented to 
the next session of the Parliament. Honour¬ 
able Members would, however, permit me to 
outline briefly the sticngth and the weak¬ 
nesses of the Indian economy during the 
past year. 

7. For the second year in succession, 
the over-all rate of growth of the economy 
>'i expected to measure up fully to the 
taigcls set in the Fourth Plan. National 
income in real terms which had increased 

y about 5.5 percent in 1969-2'0 is expected 
'0 register a further increase of a similar 
order in 1970-71, 

Agriculfwe 

growth has been an 

Portant ^contributory factor to the overall 


powth of the economy. The production of 
foodgrains whldi had Vecorded an incr«tse 
of 5.8 per cent to 99.5 million tonnes- in 
1969-70 is expected to increase by another 
5.5 per cent to 105 million tonnes in 1970-71. 
Despite progressive decline in imports, it has 
been possible to build up a sizeable stock of* 
foodgrains in the hands of the Government 
which at present amounts to more than 5| 
million tonnes as compared to less than 4 j 
million tonnes a year ago. The larger avail¬ 
ability of foodgrains has also been reflected 
in a reduction is foodgrains prices. 

9. With the exception of sugarcane, 
however, the production of commercial crops 
notably cotton and oilseeds, has been inade¬ 
quate ; and this has had adverse effect on 
industrial production and prices. We have 
attempted to restrain the resultant increase 
in prices of mtjor agricultural raw materials 
by rcstiaint on credit and speculative activity 
and by larger imports. Our agricultural 
scientists have achieved some success in 
evolving new programmes for raising the 
productivity per hectare of commercial crops. 
It is necessary to extend this process not 
only for price stability and reduction in the 
reliance on imports but also for improving 
living conditions for most of our poorer 
farmers in dry areas. I can assure Honour¬ 
able Members that oil promising programmes 
for increasing yields per hectare in respect 
of commercial crops will receive our maxi¬ 
mum support, both financial and other¬ 
wise. 

Industry 

10. During the year as a whole, 
industrial production is expected to increase 
by roughly 6 pjr cent. The improvement 
in performance has been shared not only by 
capital goods industries, particularly 
machinery and machine tools, but also by 
important intermediate goods industries such 
as aluminium, nitrogenou, fertilizers, 
petroleum products and heavy chemicals and 
by a wide range of consumer goods industries. 
The performance of new industries and 
the small-scale sector has also be n 
encouraging Nevertheless, the fact remains 
that the tempo of industrial productions 
in (be country needs to be substantially 
accelerated and to this cad the supply of 
both agricuLtural and industrial raw materials 
particularly steel needs to be rapidly increa- 
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aed. It is with this end in view that 
Government proposes to speed up the com¬ 
pletion of the Bokaro Steel plant, to improve 
the performance of existing steel plants 
* both in the public and the private sector 
and to set up three new steel plants in the 
southern Stales. Preparatory work on 
these new steel plants is proceeding satisfac¬ 
torily. Here again, we shall not allow 
their progress to falter as a result of 
financial constraints. 

11. New Industrial investment proposi¬ 
tions approved during 1970 have been much 
larger m magnitude than during the 
corresponding period in the preceding year. 
Production of capital goods within the 
country is increasing and so arc the applica¬ 
tions for the import of capital goods. We 
shall endeavour to accelerate this process of 
industrial investment so that more employ¬ 
ment opportunities are created and there is 
no shortage in the coming years of key 
commodities. 

12. Honourable Members are awaie 
that during the last year v/e have taken a 
number of impoitant policy decisions regar¬ 
ding industrial licensing, control of 
monopolies and greater emphasis in the 
policies of the public financial institutions 
towards assisting the backward regions and 
the newer entrepreneurs and towaids 
participation in the management and the 
profitability of the larger units they might 
assist in the national interest. The vast 
potential for further industrial growth which 
has been created by our efforts over the past 
two decades cannot be exploited fully with¬ 
out bringing in a larger number of smaller 
people within the net-work of initiative and 
enterprise. When large new investments or 
expansion of existing large units become 
necessary in the over all interests of the 
economy, it shall be our endeavour to recon¬ 
cile growth and efficiency with reduction in 
the concentration of economic power by an 
imaginative and flexible use of the concept 
of the joint sector and by the expansion of 
the public sector. 

PriMS 

13. In the latter part of 1970, the price 
•itUBtioo in the country became a matter of 


concern as the wholesale price index from 
week to week remained higher by as much 
as 7 per cent or mote when compared to 
the corresponding week in the preceding 
year. During recent weeks the geneio! 
price index has shown an inciease of 4 per 
cent or less as compared to the corres¬ 
ponding weeks in 1970. Even so, the price 
situation warrants continued vigilance and 
we propose to take vigorous measures to 
ensure a reasonable degree of stability in the 
prices of essential goods which enter into 
mass consumption. 

14. The phenomenon of rising piias 
has been a matter of concern all over the 
world and thcic is hardly any countiy which 
has been able to avoid atlcasl a moderate , 
increase m prices of 3 to 4 per cent ixi ' 
annum in lecent years. We cannot, how- ' 
evet, ignoic the implicattons of an unaKued 
price increase, particularly its effects on the 
standard of living of the fixed income groups 
and the weaker sections. It is now gcncially 
recognised evcrywhcic that without an actne 
policy of restraint on wages and prices and, 
therefore, on incomes, we cannot avoid 

a price spiral which moves contmiialiy 
upwaids from one industiy to the othci 
In our circumstances, the shortage of sunu 
key new raw materials which wc can relieve 
only to a limited extent by laigcr impoiu 
has also been a major contributory facioi 
Efforts to increase production in key aieav 
is thus an essential part of any price polk> 
Any attempt to accentuate unavoidable 
shortages in the short run by spccukitivc 
activity will also have to be rcKisled 
firmly. 

15. The overall giowth in money 
supply has also been larger than what » 
warranted by the growth in production. Ih* 
budgetary deficit at the Centre has been 
the same order as set in the last Budget 
However, commercial banks* borrowing lio® 
the Reserve Bank remained at unusually 
high levels for most part of the current yea' 

It was agakist this background that ih° 
Reserve Bank raised the Bank Rate lif” 

5 to 6 per cent early in January and toolc 
simultaneously a number of measuies w 
encourage savings and assist deposit inobil>' 
sation and to discourage bimk boirov'* 
ing from the Reserve Bank except 
priority purposes. These measuies 
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with the tightening of $dectlvo controls on 
advances against commodities in short 
supply have already had a salutary 
effect. 

Financial Instllutions 

16. Honourable Members would be 
happy to know that an impressive beginning 
has been made with the achievement of the 
objectives that we had in mind when we took 
the eventful step of nationalising fourteen 
major banks in the country. For example, 
in the hrst seventeen or eighteen months of 
nationalisation, i.e., between July 19, 1969 
and end of December 1970, the public sector 
[unks, i c., the fourteen nationalised banks 
and the Slate Bank of India and its seven 
subsidiaries, opened, on an average, as many 
as 145 new branches pet month as against 
80 jici month during the first six months of 
l%9 and 47 per month during 1968. 
Roufilily 70 per cent of these new branches 
have been located in centres which had no 
hanking iacilitic§ at all so far, the bulk of 
tlieni being in the rural areas. The Lead 
Bank .Scheme for the intensive development 
ol banking in over 330 districts of the 
lountiy i.s making satisfactory progress. 
Siir\e> reports on about 80 districts have 
a'leady been prepared and many more arc 
Dulling completion. The icsults of the 
suiscys arc being pooled and centres for new 
h(anchc$ aie being allotted continuously to 
the commercial banks. The record of the 
new blanches opened in mobilising local 
deposits and in utilising them for productive 
piiiposes in the same areas has been 
paiticularly commendable. 

17. 'I he shift in emphasis in the matter 
of giving credit in favour of relatively weaker 
sections of the society which had hitherto 
been neglected by the banking system has 
been equally pronounced. Between June 1969 
and November 1970, the aggregate number of 
b'irrowal accounts in respect of previously 
neglected sectors such as agriculture, small- 
scale industries, road transport operators, 
small traders and self-employed persons and 
piofessionals increased from a little less than 
3 lakhs to more than 11 lakhs and the total 
assistance given to these sectors almost 
doubled. This process will gather further 
momentum with the formation of the Credit 
guarantee Corporation of India Ltd. early 
hts year. Small borrowers are also likely to 


beneBt once the scheme of differential lend¬ 
ing rates, the details of which are currently 
being worked out by a Committee, is 
Introduced. 

18. Honourable Members would appre 
ciate that the ability of the public sector 
banks to fulfil their obligations to the weaker 
sections of the community without neglecting 
the genuine requirements of all productive 
establishments would depend ultimately on 
the success in mobilisation of deposits and 
on the ability to scrutinise the end-use of 
ctedit so as to eliminate all wasteful and un¬ 
productive borrowings. While the nationa¬ 
lised banks have made a good beginning in 
regard to both these objectives, I am deeply 
conscious of the fact that much remains to 
be done in tliis regard as also in respect of 
improvement of service to customers. We 
propose to increase greatly the faciliiies for 
meaningful training of employees and so to 
shape personnel policies as to bring about a 
greater sense of dedication and harmony 
among management and staff at all levels. 
The bank employees have been among the 
staunchest supporters of bank nationalisation 
for many years and wc, on our part, have 
not been slow in responding to their legiti¬ 
mate dcniands for improvement in emolu¬ 
ments and working conditions. 1 hope and 
trust that individually as well as collectively 
bank employees will play their part in the 
vital task of economic regeneration of the 
country. 

19. The long-term financial institutions 
including the Industrial Development Bank 
of India, Industrial Credit and Investment 
Corporation of India, Indiistiial Finance 
Corporation, the Life Insurance Corporation 
and the Unit Trust of India have had another 
successful year. Honourable Members aic 
perhaps aware that a new Industrial Recons¬ 
truction Corporation with headquarters at 
Calcutta is being set up. This Corporation is 
expected to play a significant part particu¬ 
larly in the Eastern region in and around 
Calcutta. Wherever possible, the Corporation 
will endeavour to rehabilitate industrial 
units which have recently closed down or 
are facing the risk of closing down by recon¬ 
struction of the share capital, strengthening 
of management, diversification of products, 
improvement in technology and labour 

' relations and provision of finance on suitable 
soft terras. 1 have no doubt thgt with the 
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active cooperation and participation of all 
concerned, this Corporation will play a useful 
rote in reducing unemployment as well ds 
economic and social tensions in a vital area 
of the economy. 

Balance of Payments 

20. Honourable Members would be happy 
to know that by the end of the current Gscal 
year, we would have repaid ail the outstand* 
ing drawings on the International Monetary 
Fund that wc had to make during the critical 
years of 1966 and 1967. In addition, wc 
have fuIGIled our obligations in relation to 
an inucase in our International Monetaiy 
Fund quota from 750 million to 940 million 
dollars. Wc have also been an important 
beneficiary of the scheme for the creation of 
Special Drawing Rights. 

21. While the overall improvement in 
our foreign exchange position during the past 
two or three years has been unmistak¬ 
able, 1 cannot help emphasising that thcie is 
no room for complacency whatsoever in re¬ 
gard to our balance of payments. During the 
current fiscal year, for example, the improve¬ 
ment in our position ri\-a vis the Inter¬ 
national Monetary Fund will be matched by 
a corresponding decline in our own reserves 
including Special Drawing Rights so that, on 
balance, our total reserves position will show 
little or no improvement. There has also 
been a substantial increase in import licences 
issued for the maintenance of the economy 
the full impact of which is yet to be felt. 
Much greater and continuing effort on a wide 
front would also be necessary if the target 
of a 7 per cent per annum increase in export 
earnings set in the Fourth Plan is to be 
realised from year to year. The outlook 
regarding the net inflow of foreign aid remains 
uncertain. This is particularly so in respect 
of readily useable aid such as non-project 
assistance and refinancing of our heavy debt 
repayments. 

22. Against this background, it would be 
prudent on our part to seize every wortltwl;iiie 
opportunity for export promotion as well as 
import substitution and to exercise the 
maximum restraint on the imports and con- 
sumpticMt of less essential items. This under- 
lines once more the need for keeping a firm 


rein over costs and prices, and for the 
deployment of fiscal instruments to regulate 
consumption. The priorities in investment 
also have to be guided by the exigencies of; 
the balance of payments. Let us not forget 
that our objective is to combine growth not 
only with social justice but also with self- 
reliance, We have a long way to go bcfoie 
we can rest content with our achievement on 
any one of these fronts. 

Employment 

23. By far the most urgent problem that 
needs our whole-hearted attention is (he 
problem of unemployment It is this mure 
than anything else which poses a threat to 
the stability of our young democracy. Tlicic 
are indications that the employment situation 
in the country has improved somewhat in 
response to the revival of agiicultural ind 
industrial production over the past two years 
But the fact remains that notwithstanding (he 
rapid economic strides vc have taken o\cr 
the past two decades, the twin pioblems of 
mass poverty and unemployment remain as 
acute as ever. In large pockets, there has 
perhaps been a worsening of condilic/ns 
There can be no question that poverty .ind 
unemployment cannot be eiadicatcd witliout 
a sustained proce s of growth. But there 
are several ways of achieving growth ; and 
we have to seek out those which make the 
maximum impact on unemployment and 
mass poverty. 

24. It was with this end in view that the 
Government took a decision some time back 
that new employment-oriented schemes should 
be taken up in each district in the countiy 
with a view to provide employment to at 
least one person in every family. Instructions 
have already gone to the State Governments 
to prepare schemes, which apart from deal¬ 
ing additional employment opportunities 
would also add to the productive potential m 
each district, in the Budget for 1971-72 a 
provision of Rs 50 crores is being made to 
support this country-wide programme of 
creating more employment opportunities with 
a productive bias. 

25. Tlic Committee which was set up 
by the Reserve Bank of India to review the 
special credit schemes of the commercial 
banks has offered a number of valuable 
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siigpcsdons for promoting and encouraging 
seif-employin®"*' The rc^mmendations 
made by the Commit’ee are rcwivlng urgent 
attention and decisions thereon will be taken 
evpeditioudy. 

Budgetary Out-turn, 1970 71 

I 26 The Budget introduced last year by 
' the Piimc Minister provided for a substantial 
jncicase in Plan outlay at the Centie, 
massive assistance to the States for a similar 
mcicase in Plan outlay at the State level and 
a senes of new initiatives in order to combine 
giowlli with a greater icgurd for the welfare 
of the most needy sections of society. During 
the year, wc have honoured our commitments 
10 the Slates and have indeed given sub-^tan- 
tial assistance in addition to what was pro¬ 
vided in the Budget for urgently felt needs 
such as tlinse for the improvement of living 
(onditinns in the Calcutta Metropoiilan 
Aiua and foi lulief in the flood and famine- 
sliickcn aicas in other States. The minimum 
pension as also family pension for Central 
fjoveinment cmployeer has already been in- 
cicascd A similar scheme for family pension 
. 1 ' wdl as lump sum payment in the event of 
death has already been introduced in respect 
ot Industrial woikcrs who are liable to pay 
comiibution to the Employees Provident 
I iind at the rate of 6^ per cent of their pay 
as well as for workers covered by the Coal 
Mines Provident Fund and Bonus Scheme 
Act, 1948. The newly set up Housing and 
Urban Development Finance Corporation 
has made a beginning with its activities and 
It sliall be our endeavour to ensure that 
tiitsc activities gather rapid momentum so 
tliat there is visible improvement in some of 
0111 largest uiban. conglomerations. The 
nutiiiiunal programmes for children in tiibal 
blocks and slum areas, extension of drinking 
"dier and special schemes for small farmers, 
oiarginal fanners and dry farming areas have 
I’-ien taken in hand. While the expenditure 
on selective rural works programmes in chro¬ 
nically drought aflbeted areas fs likely to fall 
dinrt of the taiget of Rs. 25. crores because 
the time taken in preparing and finalising 
"orihwhile schemes, lionourable Members 
''fuld note that outside this provision a sum 
™ Rs. 100 crores has been provided for 
•’ntui'd calamities relief as against the Budget 
Wovision of Rs. 50 crores only. Provision is 
•’’g made in the Budget for the coming 


year for the continuation of these special 
schemes. 

27. There is every reason to believe that 
the step-up in Plan outlay envisaged at the 
State level during the current year wUt be 
achieved and in fact in several States Plan 
outlay will exceed the initial provision. The 
provision for special assistance to the States 
in a weaker financial position has been 
increased from Rs. 175 crores provided in 
the Budget to Rs. 195 crores which is being 
provided in the Revised Estimates. ,lt is, 
however, a matter of some concern that 
dsspite the enlarged provision for special 
accommodation, a number of State Govern¬ 
ments have continued to incur large over¬ 
drafts with the Reserve Bank of India, thus 
adding to inflationary pressures in the 
economy. Considering the fact that funds 
to be earmarked for special accommodation 
arc going to be smaller in the coming years 
as per the agreed pattern, it is vitally 
important that State Governments, no less 
than the Centre, observe the strictest fiscal 
discipline and adopt all possible measures to 
raise and conserve resources. 

28. As far as the Centic’s Plan 
outlay is concerned, indications are 
that the actual expenditure in 1970-71 would 
sitow a substantial increase of the order of 
Rs. 180 crores over the actual expenditure 
in 1969-70. It is a matter of great disappoint¬ 
ment, however, that the actual outlay in 
both the years is likely to show a significant 
shortfall in relation to the original Budget 
piovisions. Many of the industrial projects 
in the Central sector, notably Bokaro Steel 
Plant, the feitilirer plants and pctro-chcmical 
projects have not been able to get into stride 
as rapidly as was expected. Clearly, we need 
to examine critically our present procedures 
for the scrutiny and sanctioning of major 
Plan schemes and to pul greater speed in 
implementation. We propose to review the 
progress of major schemes included in the 
Central Plan so that the provision made 
for them in the coming year is as 
realistic as possible. Additional schemes 
particularly those which can be taken up 
quickly and which can yield quick returns 
and make an impression at the same time 
on the well-being of the poorer sections of 
the community will also be kept ready to 
make up for shortfalis which bewme inevit- 
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able. I would like to make it absolutely clear 
to Honourable Members that while some 
readjustment of Plan priorities and re-arrange¬ 
ment of Plan programmes are obviously 
called for, theic is no question whatsoever 
of reducing the size of the Plan. Quite the 
contrary is our intention. 

29, In the Revised Estimates for the 
current financial year, tax revenues—parti¬ 
cularly revenues under Income and Corporate 
Tax—aic expected to show some impiovement 
over tlic Budget Estimate for 1970-71. The 
Revised Estimates for the current year thus 
show a tax revenue of Rs. 3,198 crores 
against the Budget Estimates of Rs. 3,134 
ciores. There is likely to be a similar increase 
in non-tax revenue as well. This improve¬ 
ment undei revenue receipts, however, will be 
offset by a reduction of about Rs. 26 croies 
under maiket loans and of nearly Rs. 50 
crores under external assistance. 1 have 
already referred, briefly, to the position 
regarding expenditure in the current yeat on 
the Plan and by way of assistance to the 
States. On non-Plan cxpendituie, a major 
item of variation has been the incidence of 
the interim award of the Pay Commission 
which was accepted in toto by the Govern¬ 
ment. On the whole, and in part as a result 
of the incidence of the Pay Commission’s 
interim award, the contribution of Public 
Sector enterprises to the Budget is expected 
to be of a lower order. Loans to some of 
these enterprises for meeting their cash loss 
and working expenses would also be some 
Rs. 30 crores larger than what was provided 
in the Budget. On balance, the budgetary 
deficit at the Centre in the Revised Estimates 
for the current year is now estimated at 
Rs 230 crores, i e, roughly of the same 
order as the Budget Estimate of Rs. 227 
crores.

30. At existing rates of taxation, total 
tax revenue next year is estimated at Rs. 
3,403 crores, of which the share of the States 
will be Rs. 850 crores. Non-tax revenue 
excluding food aid and PL 480 revenue grants 
is exijected to increase from Rs. 908 crores 
this year to Rs. 966 crores next year. While 
receipts under market loans and snull savings 
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will show an increase, receipts under externa] i 
assistance are expected to show a significant j 
decline from Rs. il8 crores this year to Rs. 
421 ctotes in 1971-72. The major part of i 
this decline Is accounted for by receipts undei | 
PL 480. Net receipts from non-project 
and project assistance also are likely to 
decline from Rs. 355 crores in the Revised 
Estimates this year to Rs. 324 crores next 
year. 

31. On the expenditure side, normal 
administrative expenditure will show an 
increase of Rs. 15 crores over the current 
year’s level An additional provision of 
Rs. 65 crores is being made for cxpendituie 
on Defence both revenue and capital as 
compared to the Budget provision in the 
current year. The provision of Rs 50 
croicsfor employment oiiented schemes to 
which I have lefcrred earlier, is for the time 
being treated as outside the Plan. Excluding 
this, the provision m the Central Budget 
for the Plan for 1971-72 will be Rs. 1980 
crores representing an increase of Rs 74 
crores over the Budget Estimates foi llic 
current yeai. This entire increase Is by Ma\ 
of Plan assistance to the State Goveininent 
and the Union Territories, the provision for 
which is being increased from Rs. 711 crores 
in the cuirent year to Rs. 785 crores in the 
coming year. This is in accordance wiili 
the discussions held between the Plaiiniiif 
Commission and the State Oovernmenls 
regarding their Plans for 1971-72, 1 li.ise 
chosen to make full provision for Plan I 
assistance to the States even at this staec 
so that State Governments can proceed uilh 
tlieir Annual Plans for 1971-72 without 
having to wait for the Central Budget pi opt r 
to be introduced next May. 

32, Tlie provision of Rs. 1195 croies for 
the Central Plan proper next year is at the 
same level as m the Budget for the current 
year although in relation to the likely 
expenditure, the interim provision now Ixiing 
made would represent a significant incicase 
I have already made it e'ear that we hate 
every intention of augmenting the provision 
for the Centre’s Plan in the Bud^t to I* 
presented in May. We shall also endeavour 
to make sure that the outlays provided fof 
difibrent programmes in the Central Plu'' 
proper are so scrutinised and re-arran8r<l 
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ts to avoid the kind of shortfaUa which have 
a disturbing feature of the past two 
irears. At the same time, the search for 
dentifying areas for securing economies in 
lon-Plan expenditure will be vigorously 

pursued. 

33 . The revenue account next year on 
present indications is expected to show a 
surplus of Rs. 114 crores. The fact that we 
can look forward to a revenue surplus next 
year without any additional taxation is 
an indication that the attempt to enlarge the 
tax base in the last y^r’s Budget has met 
with significant success. And yet. this is 
jnly one part of the story. The capital 
account is expected to show a deficit of Rs. 
354 crores, so that the overall deficit in the 
interim Budget is estimated to be Rs. 240 
crores, or roughly of the same magnitude as 
in the Revised Estimates for the current year. 
Since a sizeable increase in Plan outlay would 
have to be provided for in the Budget to be 
presented in May,'and since it would not 
be prudent to enlarge the quantum of the 
budgetary deficit, the task of widening and 
deepening the resource base will have to 
continue. If the momentum of growth is to 
Hl improved and sustained, this is an 
obligation from which we can scarcely 
renege. 

34. Sir, the brief outline of the interim 
Budget that I have just given is only a token 
of our determination to accelerate the 
momentum of growth and to provide for the 
needs of the weaker sections of the com¬ 
munity. If it has not been possible in this 
Budget to give a more positive indica'ion 
of our intention to increase Plan outlays and 
to enlarge the resources required for this 
purpose in a manner which serves at the 
same time our larger social objectives. 
Honourable Members would appreciate that 
the Budget 1 have presented could not take 
into account the mainstay of all Finance 
Ministers, namely, the power to raise more 
jevenues and redistribute incomes and wealth 
’y suitable changes in the fiscal system. I 
'°Pe to receive constructive suggestions 
^ring the coming weeks from all Honourable 
Members and from the people at large. 


35. The vitality of the political freedom 
we won and of the democratic institutions 
we gave ourselves has been dononstrated in 
recent w«ks as never before. We are now 
engaged in a new struggle against poverty 
and injustice. I have no doubt that the 
people of India will once again prevail and 
we shall witness soon a new dawn of social 
and economic freedom in this great and 
ancient country. 

Sir, with these words, I have the honour 
to commend this interim Budget to the 
House.

The repotted shortage of small coins in 
the country. 

IHL MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF FINANCE (SHRI VIDYA 
niARAN SHUKLA): Mr. Speaker Sir, 
some complaints of shortage of coins in a 
lew centres of the country are being received 
ffoin lime to time. Government are aware 
that uich complaints have increased of late. 
However, t le Reserve Bank of India have 
making additional supplies to their 
'mall coin depots in centres from which 
complaints ate being receive!. They have 
also been issuing large quwitities of small 
^iiis through their counters. Government 
'ave also taken steps to increase production 
coins. For this purpose, the Mints at 
Hvderbad and Alipore are working for 60 
. hourg a week, as against 48 hours earlier, 

1 HJth October and 9th November, 1970 
pectively. The Bombay Mint has been 
‘t to two shift working of nine hours each, 
an incentive scheme for the workmen 
hm the middle of January, 1971. Steps 


2 . 

are being taken to introduce two shift 
working, with an incentive scheme, in the 
Alipore Mint also. As a result of the 
measures already taken, the average daily 
production in the Mint has increased from 
about 12 lakh pieces, when they were 
working for 48 hours a week to about 35 
lakh pieces. It is expected that the pro* 
duction of coins in the Mints is likely to 
rise from 5,500 lakh pieces in 1970-71 
to about 18,500 lakh pieces in the next 
year. 

Hon'ble Members will appreciate that 
with this increased production, the supply 
position of coins will improve considerably 
and the temporary shortage, felt in certain 
.ocalitics, will case gradually. 

SHRI S. M. KRISHNA : The shortage 
of coins in the country lias added a new 
dimension to the current inflation and the 
statement that has been placed before the 
House is the least encouraging in the sense 
that the hon. Minister has not been able to 
appreciate the magnitude of the problem. 
Every housewife in this country has been 
undergoing the torture or the agonising 
experience of being told by the shop-keepers 
that they will have to come with the correct 
change in order to buy a particular material. 

I am sure that even Mrs. Shukla if she finds 
time to go shopping would certainly be 
confronted with this frustrating and agoni¬ 
sing experience. Wc have got reports to 
this effect from many parts of the country. 
In Bombay the Foodgrains Dealers’ Associa¬ 
tion have given out a warning that all those 
ration-card holders who come to buy rations 
will have to bring the coircct change in 
order to get their daily supply of rations. 
In Modinagar the shop-keepers have created 
their own floating currency. They issue 
paper coupons and instead of changes these 
paper coupons are being utilized. In the 
DTU Delhi we hear that even girls are being 
asked by the conductors to go to Scindia 
House to collect their change. Just imagine 
the position They pay one rupee in the 
bi» )n or^tec to ooUe^ the chan^ie of 8;!

paise they will have to go all the way to 
Sdndla House. 

Now I would like to pose three pointers 
to the hon. Minister. Is it not a fact that 
in April. 1970 the Reserve Bank of India 
with^ew about Rs 20 crores worth of 
snmll coins because they wore all worn out 
coins ? Secondly, is it not a fact that the 
Bombay Mint has takei up foreign orders 
from Thailand and Greece ? When we were 
not able to fulfil our internal requirements, 
I wonder at the farsightedness of the 
Reserve Bank of India in taking up these 
foreign orders just because they provided 
Rs. 33 lakhs worth of foreign exchange, j 
also leam that there are many mote orders 
being placed with the Bombay Mint; parti* 
cularly. there are requests from Ethiopia, 
Brazil and Ceylon. 

Thirdly, there has been some sort of 
black-marketing going on in these small 
coins. You find a big queue in the Reserve 
Bank of India here in Delhi where if one 
gives 85 paise worth of coins he gets one 
rupee. Seemingly poot people have been 
queuing up at the counters of the Reserve 
Bank of India here. They collect 83 paise in 
coins and go to the nearest dealer who is a 
middleman and some sort of a profiteer. He 
melts all those coins because recently the 
Government raised the price of nickel and 
copper. So, I would like to know from the 
hon. Minister as to how many cases have 
been registered against these anti-social 
elements who are indulging in such black¬ 
marketing and profiteering Has Govern¬ 
ment made any efforts to bring them to 
book 7 ' 

SHRI VIDYA CHARAN SHUKLA • 
The complaint voiced by the hon. Member 
is substantially conect. I am not trying to 
reduce the magnitude of the problem; I have 
only given the history of how thir problem 
arose. I would give a little bit more of 
detail so that hon. Members can appreciate 
how this difiicult situation has arisen. 

In 1968^ file demand that the Reserve 
Bank made on the mints was 10,268 lakh 
pieces. Against this demand the mints 
supplied them 14,246 lakh pieces. When 
the coin programme for 1969-70 was being 
drawn up the demand by the Reserve Bank 
was drastically Qsdtmed from 10,268 lakh 
to 4^700 Igkh piaoes. tiioraf^ 


production in the various mints had to be 
drastically cut down. There was spare 
capaci^ but because the demand by the 
Reserve Bank and the coin programme as 
drawn up by the Reserve Bank was reduced, 
production in the various mints bad to be 
reduced. 

After that, when through the State 
Trading Corporation certain foreign orders 
were received from Greece and Thailand, 
they were accepted, not at the sacrifice of 
production for local needs but when this 
production bad to be cut down. They were 
accepted for being minted at the Bombay 
Mint. 

After that the complaint about the com 
shortage started coming in. Therefore, as I 
have said in my original statement, we 
started a crash programme of minting in the 
various mints, particularly in Bombay and 
Alipore. In the Hyderabad Mmt the 
machinery is very old and it cannot be used 
to its optimum capacity. We have now put 
the mint in Bombay to two shifts, as I 
said, and in Alipore it will be put to two 
shifts with the incentive scheme very soon. 
Therefore, the situation has started easing 
up. 

The two other factors pointed out by the 
hon. Member are also substantially true, that 
IS. regarding the metallic content of the 
small denomination coins like 2 paise, 5 
paise and 10 paise coins. As a result of the 
alloy that was being used particularly 
because of the devaluation of the rupee in 
early 1966, the face value of these coins 
became less than the metallic value. Thcie- 
fore, there was a tendency amongst the 
people to not only hoard these coins but 
also melt them and take the alloy out of 
it and use it for their purposes. This 
shortage became a little more acute. But 
now we have taken measures, as I stated 
earlm in the last Parliament, to change the 
alloy composition of these small coins 
and make th^m from cupro-nickle to 
aluminium magnesium coins so that the face 
value will always remain more than the 
metallic value of the coins. With the 
crash programme that .has been launched, 
I hope, the shortage will be soon over¬ 
come. 

One point that he particularly wanted to 
ask from me waa whether the Reserve Bank 
has withdraw^ Rs, 20 worth of small

coins. The small coins are normally with* 
drawn from circulation. But the receipts at 
the Reserve Bank have not been very satis¬ 
factory. We have received only about 2 
per cent of the total coins that were issued 
or in certain cases, probably, of 5 p. 
coins, only 20 per cent of the coins 
issued have been received back. That was 
only done to see that they were not melted 
or misused. There were also coins which 
had become by circulation unusable. There¬ 
fore, they had to be witharawn. I do not 
know the exact figure of the coins with¬ 
drawn. This is regularly done by the 
Reserve Bank in order to see that only 
iisuable coins remain in circulation. 

As I staled before, foreign orders were 
accepted only when there was surplus capa¬ 
city available in our mints. In order to give 
ova time and working facilities to our 
workers, we accepted these foreign orders 
and. in addition, that gave us some benefit 
of the foreign* exchange earnings. 1 can 
assure the hon. Member that we shall not 
accept any foreign orders from anywhere 
unless we are able to meet our internal 
demand first. Only after we have met our 
internal demand, only then the question 
of accepting further foreign orders will 
aiise. 

As far as the cases registered for misuse 
of corns are concerned, we got the legal 
position examined. Unfortunately, there is 
no law under which such people who hoard 
the coins or who melt the coins can be 
prosecuted. Therefore, the only way that 
we can do is to make suflRcicnt and proper 
supply of small coins in the country so that 
the hoarding becomes unnecessary or 
becomes unprofitable. 

Also, another thing4hat I pointed out 
is that the metallic composition should be 
made in such a way that the face value of 
the coins always remains more than the 
value of the alloy in the coins. 

With these things that I have stated, 

I hope, we will overcome the'acute difficulty 
that is being felt at present. 

DR. KARNI SINGH (Bikaner) : The 
shortage of coins in the Indian market has 
been there for nearly a year now. It is a 
latter of very great r^et that the Govern¬ 
ment has not even been able to anticipate 
he shortage and take adequate steps to help 
he people. I am not ag^st our country 


minting coins for othw countries like 
Greece, Thailand, etc. But the first and 
the foremost responsibility of this Govern¬ 
ment is to take care of our own people. 

Now, one of the questions that I want 
to ask many of which he has already 
answered, is this. Have you taken any 
steps to carry out raids to collect these 
coins that are being hoarded ? I know no 
law exists, as you very rightly said. But I 
want to know whether the Home Mim’stry 
has carried out raids to collect these coins. 
1 want to know what is the difference bet¬ 
ween the intrinsic value of the coins and 
their face value. You have only broadly 
hinted at it. But you have not told us 
what is the difference between the intrinsic 
value and the face value of the coins. 

Another point that I wish to ask is this. 
You said that this shortage will be eased 
gntdually. But the country is anxious to 
know the definite date by which it will ease. 
Now that you have such a big majority and 
arc in a positition to carry out your pro¬ 
gramme, could you not give a definite date 
by which this problem will be solved once 
and lor all ? 

SHRI VIDYA CHARAN SHUKLA: 
As to the questions asked by the hon. 
Member, firstly, about the raids, unless we 
have the legal powers, we cannot carry out 
the raids and seize the coins. Unless we 
make out an offence to hoard coins 
beyond a certain limit, beyond a certain 
number, we cannot raid the premises 
of any particular individual or dtizon and 
say that he is committing an offence of 
hoarding these coins. So, the question of 
raids does not arise unless we change the 
l^al situation. 

The difference in the face value of the 
coins is almost double. That is to say, if a 
five paise coin is melted they would get a 
return of ten paise and if a two paise coin 
is melted they would get four paise out of 
it. Roughly, I am stating the position. So, 
the metallic composition of the coins has to 
be changed and, as I said earlier, this has 
happened particularly after the Devaluation; 
as most of these alloys are imported, the 
difference between the face value and the 
intrinsic value of the coins has become a little 
more. 

He has asked about the definite date by 
which 1 expect the coins shortage to be 
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eased. I think it would be veiy early, but 
I would not hazard a guess. We are trying 
to see that in a few months and as early as 
possible we do it. I cannot give the date 
because it depends upon many factors, but 
1 am sure it will not be too late It will 
be earlier than later

SHRI BEDABRATA BARUA (Kalia- 
bor); The hoarders and those who melt 
the metal have been doing this type of thing 
Several times in the history of our country, 
and they have dose it once or twice even 


after Indepeadence. Why should Govern¬ 
ment not settle this issue once and for all by 
saying that the metallic confent will always 
be lower than the face value to such an 
extent that it will not at all be of any use 
to melt the coins ? May I know whether 
Government will once and for all think m 
terms of devaluing the coins further ? 1 
am told that the Security Paper Mills at 
Hoshangabad is producing enough security 
paper. May I know whether Government 
think in terms of producing some smaller 
denomination currency notes ? They arc 
already in use in the form of stamps, bus 
tickets, and so on. Why should Govern¬ 
ment not regularise the whole thing by pro¬ 
ducing some sort of smaller denominational 
currency notes for 50 paise and so on ? 1 
am only making a suggestion. Only Mem¬ 
bers of Parliament may be able or may 
afford to pay more for every item, but it is 
not everybody who can afford to do so, all 
the time. 

I would also like to know whether our 
mints are really overworked. I think we 
have four mints. If they are really over¬ 
worked, then it is quite proper to export the 
coins. We arc all the time saying 'Export 
or perish’, and, therefore, certainly, we 
should export coins, and it will be quite 
good, and Government sould do it. But in 
that case, have Government really assessed 
the coin requirements in the countiy once 
for all ? After all, paper currency has been 
printed and it is in sion now, and we have 
today much more paper currency going about 
in the country than at any time in the past. 
So, it is necessary that Government will have 
to assess the coin requirements of the 
country. 

In view of this, may I know whether 
Government have considered the question 
of setting up another mint, so that not only 
do we export our coins, but we also produce 
enough for meeting the local requirements 
so that the present type of discomfiture and 
difficulties do not arise for the public in the 
future ? 

SHRI VIDYA CHARAN SHUKLA: 
The hon. Member has made quite an 
interesting suggestion regarding papa: coins. 
I do not think that, that suggestion is at all 
welcome, because in fact, it will worsen the 
situation, as I can prove it. 
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As I have said, tito only ^y to meet 
the difficulty is to produce coins in such a 
way that they would always be in abun* 
dance and not in short supply and that is 
the only efiFective answer to the pr«ent prob¬ 
lem. As I have said, our mints are not 
overworked, but in some, as for instance, in 
the Bombay mint, there are two shifts, and 
some incentive schemes are also there which 
the mint workers could take advantage of. 
If necessary, we can have more mints. At 
present, we have three mints, not four, and 
they arc able to meet the requirements at 
present. If we need more mints, we shall 
set up more, but the need for such a step 
has not been felt at present. 

As far as the assessment is concerned, it 
is made quarterly and annually by the 
Reserve Bank of India in advance, and they 
frame the coin programme and give it to us 
and according to the coin programme giVen 
by the Reserve Bank, we mint the coins. 
That assessment procedure or process goes 
on regularly.

SHRI N. SREEKANTAN NAIR 
(Quilon): Mr. Speaker, there is very littie 
time ; so, I am reading excluidvely the cut 
motitms standing in my name. My cut 
motion No. I is: Abolition of the Railway 
Board and the introduction of a umform 
staff pattern for all Zon«; and, No. 2 is: 
Necessity of enforcing e^ht-hour working 
day for all employees. These are the two 
majm' issues on which 1 would request the 
hon. Mtnhtjcr to devote some attentitm. 

jSo ftr as the mal adntinistratioa of the 


Railway Board is concerned, with his vast 
experience—he has been Chairman of the 
Administrative Reforms Commission—he 
can do somethini; to see that the railways 
are put in proper shape. There is no work 
at the so-called Railway Board and it should 
be abolished. They behave as if they are 
supa-human beings and are high and 
mighty. They are not prqiared to hear 
even the legitimate demands and grievances 
of the ordinary people. I have recently 
had the experience of talking to a man 
there who, 1 was told, comes from my State 
and who may know my lai^age. They 
behave as if the poor people's business was 
not their concern. These people should be 
kicked out and there must be somebody who 
IS responsible. Next to the Minister there 
must be somebody and below him theie 
must be a hierarchy which goes down instead 
of everybody being high and mighty. 

Regarding some of the local demands of 
my State, as you know, Kerala has got only 
three route miles per one lakh of population 
whereas the all India average is nine-and- 
odd. So, Kerala must be given special 
consideration from the railways. Along 
with Kerala, the entire western coast must 
get It. There was a West Coast railway line 
scheme sponsored by your predecessor. He 
used to hold every month meetings with 
M.Ps. from that area and used to discuss 
the progress of investipitions. 

I am reading my cut motions so that 
you may get an idea. My cut motion No. 
29 is : Need for starting work on the Tri- 
vandrum-Cape line. Cape Comorin has its 
importance both geographically and emotion¬ 
ally, and there is no rail link with the Cape. 
The other cut motions are : Need for com¬ 
pleting the survey of the West-Coast nilway 
line connecting Bombay and Cochin ; and, 
Need for converting the Trivandrum-Cochm 
line to broad gauge. That is very impoftant 
for the future development of 'the State. 
Another cut motion is: Necessity of a 
coastal line ^ connecting Kayamkulanii 
Allcppey and Cochin. Allqupey has bbbOBle 
so povoty stricken that it is not even worfft 
the name of a town. Unless it is connected 
with Cochin by railway there u no hope 
All the industries have died down and the 
port also dying down. 

MR. SPEAKER :Shri A. >. Shanna. 
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SHRI MOHSIN pharwar Soath): Sir, 
no Mysore Menrixr has spoken. I may be 
given a chance. 

SHRI P. K. DEO (Kalahandi): No 
Member firom Orissa also has spoken nor 
has one spoken from the Swatantra Party. 

MR. SPEAKER; The time left is 
entirely of the Congress Party’s but out of 
that time 4 or 5 minuta may be given to 
the Swatantra Party on compassionate 
grounds though it is no more even a group. 

SHRI A. P. SHARMA (Buxar) : Sir, I 
rise to support the Volc-on-account Budget 
presented by the Railway Minister to this 
honourable House. But, at the same time, 

I cannot but express my unhappiness at the 
deficit budget presented by him. This 
deficit in the railways, which is a monopoly 
service iiaving no competitor in the field, is 
a very surprising thing. A few days back 
this question of deficit in the railways was 
raised by the hon. Railway Minister himself 
and it became a subject matter of criticism 
and controversy. At that time we suggested 
that deficit or loss in such a public sector 
undertaking like Railways is a very serious 
matlCT and that it should be inquired into 
as to why Railways are running at a loss 
and, further, that after the inquiry, if it is 
found out that there are some reasons for 
that, those reasons should be put right. I 
am sorry instead of appreciating that kind 
of criticism, it is not bei.ig taken in the 
proper spirit by the Railways. 

I am happy to note that the hon. 
Minister in his speech mentioned about 
some new financial arrangements to be 
examined by the Convention Committee. 
He has recognised the necessity of it for this 
purpose. I am sure either the Convention 
Committee or any other Committee that 
the Railway Ministry thinks proper may go 
inio the causes of loss or deficit in the 
working of the Railways. I am quite sure 
that on the examination done,by that Com- 
•Pittce, this can be put right. 

Sir, since this is a Vote on Account 
1 do not want to go in detailed 
witicism or appreciation. But I would like 
0 draw the attention of the present Railway 
Mmister to two or three outstanding deroan* 

the people of my State. 

f!nti)r,th«r«iuiibMii4«ty^tt94<) for 
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the people of Bihar and partly for the 
people of U. P. that the Railway S^ce 
Commission should be located at Daoapur 
in Eastern Railway for the benefit of the 
people of that area. It should be known 
to the Railway Minister that a major 
portion of the Eastern Railway, South' 
Eastern Railway and Korth>Eastan Railway 
run through Bihar. All the four Service 
Commissions are located at Calcutta, 
Allahabad, Madras and Bombay. There is 
no facility provided for the people of the 
backward State like Bihar where the people 
are feeling lot of difficulty in sending their 
children for recruitment purposes to Calcutta 
and other places. Therefore, I request the 
present Railway Minister to look into this 
matter. It is not a very difficult problem. 
It does not involve big financial implica* 
tions. It should be possible for him to do 
something. 1 had been assured by the 
previous Railway Minister that this would 
be done. But this has not been done. 1 
hope, this will be done by the present 
Railway Minister. 

There is another crying need of the 
people of Bihar and that is the location of 
a Divisional Headquarters at Sonepur. I 
do not know by what measurement or yard¬ 
stick of the working of the Railways, it has 
not been possible for the Railway Adminis¬ 
tration to concede this demand. Most of 
the Members from Bihar belonging to 
diflerent parties had made a unanimous 
demand that this should be done. The 
former Railway Minister considered this 
problem seriously and indicated that it 
would be possible to do so. But this has 
not been done. 

Another thing that I would like to point 
out is that there is only one Deluxe sm^ice 
between Delhi and Calcutta via Patna. 
That service runs once in a week. That is 
a very useful service specially for the people 
of Bihar and Patna. We have made a 
demand that there should be one more 
such service in a week. In these days of 
uncertainty, when for so many days plane 
services are stopped, it is very difi^lt for 
us to go to Bihar and come back. There¬ 
fore, I again request the new Railway 
Minister to examine this. It should not 
be difficult to do it. In view of the intro¬ 
duction of the Rajdhani Express, it should 
be posrible to £v<st one of the Deluxe 
service! wh PgtiMi.

They 
always try to introduce politics not only in 
trade unions but also in the working of the 
Railways. I would like to take this oppor¬ 
tunity to remind ray friends ..{Interruptiom)— 
You have no Union. Why are you talking ? 
These friends have all along been pleading 
for one Union in one industry and now 
because they have got no unions-.. 

AN HON. MEMBER : By secret ballot. 

SHRI A. P. SHARMA : They have got 
no Federations. There is nothing like secret 
ballot. Why not you come out in the 
open 7 These friends, since they have got 
no recognized trade unions on the Railways 
belonging to their political parties and 
owing allegiance to their Parties, they are 
out to disrupt the trade union movement 
by constituting mushroom unions in the 
name of categorical unions and breaking the 
solidarity of the workers and at the same 
time, talking about benefit to workers. This 
has been the agreed policy of the Govern¬ 
ment of India in regard to labour and 
management that the multiplicity of trade 
unions should be reduced. One union-one 
industry is much better, but, so long as we 
cannot achieve that, we should not en¬ 
courage multiplicity of trade unions...

SHRI A. P. SHARMA : I an talk- 
ing about CPM, but trade unions. Some of 
the friends on the Opposition perhaps fed 
that the capacity and the strtagth of a 
Union to deliver goods is judged by ckusing 
sporadic strikes. We are not opposed to 
strikes. We do strike but the question 
of a strike comes only when all posdble, 
reasonable and constitutional means to settle 
grievances of the workm fidl. Whmi the 
question of strike comes up, that strike 
should not be a strike fot the benefit on any 
political party. That strike' should be a 
strike which must settle the demands. Other¬ 
wise, the strike should continue indefinitely. 
That is the strike in which we believe, not 
that every now and then we should go on 
strike. Sir, the Indian Rmlways have be¬ 
come a target of political attacks. Railway 
properties are destroyed. Railway employees 
arc beaten. I am glad that ^e Railway 
Minister has taken notice of that. I would 
like to appeal to the Railway Minister and 
the Government of India that in such a 
situation wherever politically motivated 
things are done to damage national property 
of this country, serious action should be 
taken not only against those who indulge 
in this kind of activities but also those who 
encourage such kinds of activities. (Inter- 
ruptiom.) I will take one minute and then 
finish. 

I would like to request the Railway 
Minister to direct his attention towards 
some constructive activities also. There is a 
great dearth of housing accommodation on 
the Indian Railwys. Perhaps only 45% of 
the employees are boosed so far as Indian 
Railways are concerned.

SHRl P, K. DEO (Kalahandi): Sir, 
the Railways are one of our biggest public 
sector undertakings. But it has become a 
matter oi deep concern that in this mterim 
budget there is an anticipated deficit of 
Rs. 33 crores. 

T his IS the result of the impact of series 
of deficit budgets since the last so many 
years and this deplorable state of affairs has 
happened this year also. We have conti¬ 
nuously been giving the caution for financial 
discipline from these Benches ever since 
1966-67 v/hen these downward drifts started. 
But all these cautions fell on deaf ears and 
even tne Development Fund from the sur¬ 
plus of the Reserves has been sharply de¬ 
pleted and this Fund has started borrowing 
from the actual Revenues and even the 
Revenue Reserve Fund which stood at 63 
crores in 1965-66 has also been completely 
depleted. Now, the total liability to the 
General Revenues at the end of this year, 
1971-72 stands at the staggering figure of 
Rs. 153.60 crores. 

Sir, this is the indebtedness of the 
Railways today, which is due to the bad 
financing which the Railways had under¬ 
taken in this period of 6 years. The problems 
of Railway Finance cannot be tackled by 
any trick or magic ; there should be a 
pragmatic appioach to it. There is enor¬ 
mous need for increasing the efficiency and 
the productivity at ail levels. 

Sir, in this year the performance of the 
Railways—both physical and financial—is far 
from satisfactory. The plea given was this. 
Because of the law and order situation 
in the Easiem Sector, which was bad, the 
Railways had to incur heavy losses. But, 
in this regard I would like to point out that 
since the imposition of the President’s rule 
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la West Bengal, the law and order situation 
bu further deteriorated and if anybody has 
to be blamed, it is the Government of India. 
The Railway Ministry simply cannot pass 
on the buck to somebody dse and say that 
all this happened because of the law and 
order situation and so the Railways had to 
lacure the loss. 

Can we fotg;et the unfortunate death of 
Pandit Deen Dayal Upadhvaya in the Mar* 
shalling Yard of Moghulsarai station ? We 
have been demanding that the culprit should 
be apprehended ^and that there should be 
Anther probe about this mysterious death. 
But nothing has been done so far. 

Sir, regarding, ticketless travel, it has 
become a fashionable thing of the day. 
Theft and pilferage of railway goods have 
now multiplied to a great extent. A large 
numba of bogus claims have been made and 
such claims have increased. This is one 
side of the picture. 

Another side of the picture is this. The 
Railways have completely neglected the 
needs of the staff. The service conditions 
of 38,000 commercial clerks still remain the 
same as they were at the time of indepen¬ 
dence. Nothing has been done to improve 
their lot. 

Regarding the casual lobourers working 
in the Railways, even though they have 
been working like this since the last 20 years 
or so, they have not been made permanent. 
It is a sorrj state of affairs. It is no use 
accusing the trade unions because they take 
up the cause of these down-trodden 
people. 

1 will be failing m my duty if 1 do not 
mmtion the most neglected and vital sector 
in this country, that is, the Cuttack-Paradeep- 
Bimlnagar-Talcher sector. It will connect the 
deepest sea port of this country with the 
iron and manganese belt. Paradeep port 
has got a draught of forty feet. Uptill now. 
it is surprising that this major port has not 
been connected by railway line. The con¬ 
struction work of the Cuttack-Paradeep 
railwagr line has been much behind the 
schedule. Various pleas are being given. 
They say that the cost of construction of the 
shHttg to the Daitari mines has to be shared 
by the Orissa Mining Corporation and the 
Ridiways. This te a lame excuse. ThCTe has 
tieen let of dday which has taken place. 


All these arguments which they give are not 
convincing. 

Lastly, Sir, the techno-economic survey 
of the Talcher-Bimlagar-Koira valley line 
has been conmleted. It has been proved 
that it IS economically viable. 1 request the 
Government to expedite the construction of 
this railway line. By the construction of 
this railway line, iron and manganese ores 
from the minra, along with pig iron and 
steel products from the steel factories will 
get an outlet through the Paradeep port and 
this will get us our much needed foreign 
exchange. Thank you. 

SHRI BIREN DUTTA (Tripura West) • 
My cut motion No. 60 relates to the need 
for the laying of a railway line from 
Dharmanagar to Agartala. 

Tripura is surrounded on three sid« by 
Pakistan. Wc have only one road link to 
Assam. After Independence, we have al¬ 
ways urged the Railway Ministry to connect 
Tripura with Assam by railway system. But 
unfortunately, during all this period, nothing 
has been done in this regard. The situation 
at present is that because of the dislocation 
of air transport, whenever air traffic gets 
disrupted, the people of Tripura do not get 
their newspapers and mails, and they do not 
get any of the essential commodities, and the 
result is that there is price rise, and the 
people are made to suffer very much. I 
would like to draw the attention of the 
Government to the press report that has 
been received that on this issue there was a 
walk-out in the Tripura Assembly. 

All sections of the people in Tripuia 
have formed a committee in Tripura for 
realising this demand for the installation of 
a railway line. There was also a conven¬ 
tion held by different parties. 1 would like 
to draw the attention of the hon. Minister 
to the fact that on April 15, there will be a 
declaration by yarious organisations to 
launch a satyagraha movement for realising 
this demand for a railway line. It is not 
as if Tripura is trying to put pressure or to 
launch an agitation for this railway line. 
But as you arc aware, Tripura was a State 
with five lakhs tribal people. But it had to 
accommodate IS lakhs refugees from East 
Pakistan. It had lost all the road connee* 
tions with India, which passed through 
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Pakistan, and thus it was cut>off from the 
rest of the country and yet. it bad tried its 
best to rehabilitate the refugees with great 
patience, without giving any trouble to the 
Oovemment of India. But without a pro¬ 
per nulway system, bow could industry grow 
there 7 Tho’e is no industry there at pre¬ 
sent. Even agriculture is very backward 
there, because it is a hilly area. Our whole 
development programme depends upon the 
starting of the railway system. A survey has 
already been made in this regard. I do not 
know whether the hon. Minister is aware 
of this. I would urge him to go through 
the report and allot some sura in this budget 
at least for extending the line from Dharma- 
nagar to Agartala. which is the subject of 
my cut motion. The absence of the railway 
line is really a great problem for us, and 
without this railway line we cannot rea lly 
go ahead for any long period. I would, 
therefore, request the hon. Minister to do 
the needful in'this regard. Otherwise, there 
will be a satyagraha movement there in 
April. 

MR. SPEAKER: I have received a 
number of chits from hon. Members who 
wish to speak. Of course, the time allotted 
is already over. I shall try to accommo¬ 
date some of them, for instance, from the 
Telangana Praia Samiti, Prof. Shibban Lai 
Saksena etc. at the time of the Appropria¬ 
tion Bill, where also the discussion is going 
to be on the very same subject. 

SHRI MOHSIN (Dharwar South) : 
While supporting these demands, I would 
say that it is really gratifying to note that 
Mysore has had the distinction of supply¬ 
ing three Railway Ministers within the last 
5-6 years. The late Shri Dasappa was the 
first, then came Shri C, M. Poonacha and 
now we have Shri Hanumanthaiya. Though 
this is a matter on which Mysoreans are in 
one way happy, it is most disapp minting to 
see that no development of railways has 
Inken place in Mysore State.* 

M regards development, it is not the 
Ministers who hold the power and control 
operations, but the Railway Board which 
^ms to be more powerful. The Railway 
®oard seems to overlook all the demands 
niade by the public. It is has got an 
aversion to pt^pular demands because of its 
onreaucratic attitude. The Ministers are 
imply helpless befpre the Boat4i 


why in spite of there hating been three 
Ministers of Railways from Mysore, no 
development of a noteworthy nature has 
taken place in the south. The Railway 
Board seems to be more concerned with the 
north than the south, and in the south, 
Mysore State is more neglected than any 
other State. 

As regards conversion of metre gauge to 
broad gauge, it is there only from Poona 
to Miraj, only up to the Maharashtra border 
and not further. Again cemversion of 
metre gauge to broad gauge is there from 
Guntakal to Hospet to carry iron and 
manganese ore to the Madras port, but not 
to Karwar. There is no such con¬ 
version from Hospet to Goa or from 
Hospet to Hubli, no conversion from 
Mira) to Bangalore. I do not know 
whether surveys have been made. Every 
time we ask, they say 'survey is being 
conducted’. We have been getting this 
reply since ten years ; there is no further 
action except survey. 1 do not know when 
that time phase will come. We pin our 
hopes on the present Railway Minister who 
had been a very effective Chief Minister. I 
expect he would continue to be equally 
effective and will not be merely guided by 
the Railway Board, who may misguide him. 

I urge upon the continuation of the 
conversion of the broad gauge from Miraj 
to Bangalore further on, which is most 
essential, which is the main railway from 
Poona to Bangalore. Surveys must already 
have been made and now is the time for 
implementation. 

From Hospet, it should be carried 
further to Hubli and then to Goa also so 
that iron ore may be transhipped through 
the port of Goa or even Karwar, whicn 
would be much cheaper than if they were 
to be transported through Madras and 
other places. 

I would also urge the laying of a new 
railway line from Hubli to Karwar which 
would facilitate the transhipment of iron 
and manganese ore from Karwar. This is 
a long-staiding demand. It covers the 
Malnad area. There is no railway in the 
whole North Kanara district. We can have 
this line from Hubli to Karwar or from 
Haveri to Karwar via Sirsi. 

A new zone has been created called the 
South Central Zone, but the Mysore Divi¬ 
sion is ii) t|)0 ^Utb^ and the HitUi 
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DivM&n is in the South Cmtral Zone. 
Moth the divisions could have been put 
either in the Southern Zone or the South 
Central Zone. This is so even among 
tectiO IS. The Hubli«Harihar section which 
begins from Hubli station is included in 
the Mysore Division, whereas the Guntakkal- 
Dronachalam section, except for Guntakkal, 
is included in the Hubli Division. This is 
so strange. Harihar comes in my consti¬ 
tuency, and for very small thing we have 
to run to Mysore ; for any facility or for 
any proposals, we have to go to the Mysore 
Division and not Hubli Division. That 
must be remedied. At least Hubli-Harihar 
section should be included in the Hubli 
Division. 

We are v^ glad to see that the Rajdhani 
Expresses are running, but it is only from 
Delhi to Calcutta now. The Express from 
Delhi to Bombay may begin, but what 
about such Expresses to the South, from 
Delhi to Bangalore, Delhi to Hyderabad oi 
Delhi to Madras ? There are no such 
Expresses now. They must be thought of 
early, and they should be run to each State 
Capital in the country. 

Speaking about the primary necessities 
of passengers,—am not speaking about 
air-conditioned coaches and all these things— 
water supply is not regular m so many 
stations. Waiting rooms are not provided 
in each and evay railway station. In many 
cases electric lights are not provided, and it 
is a sorrowful scene to see the passengers 
running in the dark to catch the trams 

There are no platforms at many stations. 
Sometimes, even at important stations there 
is only one platform. At Belgaum, Devarayi, 
Ranibennur and Haven, where crossing of 
trains take place, there is no second plat¬ 
form, and it is difficult for the old people 
to cross the railway hue and climb on to 
the platform. That must be looked into. 

There are no fast trains between 
Secunderabad and Hubli which is a so- 
called headquarters. We have to change 
trains at Guntakkal. There should be fast 
and continuous trams from Secunderabad 
to Hubli and Sholapur to Hubli. 

Lastly, there is need for a West Coast 
railway line from Bombay to Mangalore 
which would connect the entire Malnad 
area which hi most undeveloped. For the 
^fhfhtopnuQt of this atm, a railway line if 


quite essential. I hope the MlnlStd* will 
look into it. 

MR. SPEAKER : The Minister will 
reply now. The cut motions are taken as 
moved, and will be put at the end. At the 
time of the Appropriation Bill, the remain¬ 
ing Members can be accommodated. 

THE MINISTER OF RAILWAYS 
(SHRl HANUMANTHAIYA) : Thirty-three 
Members have participated in the debate. 
One distinguishing feature of this debate is 
that the speeches have been short and to 
the point. Oratorical demonstrations have 
been avoided. They have concentrated 
their attention on the real needs of the 
people, whether generally or in their locali¬ 
ties. I am much beholden to this kind of 
approach to the Budget proposals. 

The first Member who participated in 
the debate belonged to the C.P M. Party, 
and he put before the House what he con¬ 
sidered to be the point of view of labour 
Government is very particular that a new 
era of relationship should start in the field 
of labour and management. The President 
has, therefore, suggested consultation with 
leaders of trade unions and managements m 
order to evolve sound industrial relations 
and to secure increased productivity consis¬ 
tent with a fair deal for labour. He has 
rightly pointed out that improvement 
in industrial lelationship is as vital as 
capital and technology for increasing the 
output. All of us have to bear in mind 
that the ultimate increase that we have to 
envisage is not only in our individual or 
group salaries, emoluments and wages but 
also, what is more important, increase in 
the output as a whole of the undertaking 
concerned Sectarian interests have to be 
subordinated and harmonised to this overall 
national purpose. Members of Parliament 
represent the sovereignty of the people and 
they are virtually the masters of the Govern¬ 
ment. A one-£ded view, championing e 
particular section or cause is inconsistent 
with the overall mastery they have to 
exercise. Labour has its rights as wdl m 
Its responsibilities. One-sided emphasis on 
rights or responsibilities leads to imbalances 
I hope It IS not the intention of any Member 
to drive the country to a pmttion of such 
imbalance.

There is also the experience-* 
sometimes happy and somAimeB unhappy- 
available to us in this behalf. Much of 
our labour maaagetnent relations laws and 
practices are out ’of tut>e with the times and 
are not in harmony with the kind of 
socialist society we have undertaken to 
build. The agitational practices of labour 
which arose as a reaction to the exiMoit* 
ing tendencies of ownership and manage* 
ment of the 19th century have to be re- 
ortented in an economy in which public 
ownership has a dominant position rooting 
out private exploitation. If joint manage* 
ment is envisaged, strikes and agitations 
automatically have to wither away ; we 
cannot have it both ways. 

I am happy to note that several Mem¬ 
bers have taken interest in the ARC report 
on Railway Administration. The study 
team on Railway Administration was headed 
by Dr H. "N. Konsiii and the members were 
of exceptional calibre. The Commission 
examined the recommendations of the study 
team and also examined flirther witnesses 
and materials and had made 49 recommenda¬ 
tions of far reaching consequence. The Com¬ 
mission has said that the Railways should be 
enabled to function on sound commercial 
principles. One of my hon. friends put the 
question whetho* it is a public utility 
service or a commercial service. Since Ihe 
Railways are owned by the people and are 
being run for the people, there is no ques¬ 
tion of exploitation by anyone. Therefore 
the business and commercial principles 
herein envisaged merely mean erwuring the 
highest standard of efficiency and economy 
and that losses and delicits have to be 
eliminated. Of the 49 recommendations of 
the Commission, six have been accepted and 
•he others are still tmder examination. 
Personally I think the recommendatiems of 

Commission deserve to be implemented. 
They have to be accepted by the Cabinet. 

hope the new Cabinet will find time to 
**ainine the recommendations of the 'Com¬ 
mission not only in regard to the ^Railways 
h'lt also in regard to the various branches 

Administration, whh ’which the Com¬ 
mission have dealt in their twenty reports, 
am happy to note that Members of this 


the administration so tefbnxftid as to attain 
the highest standard of efficiency vnd 
ponrivmss. Mayl in aH humiHty appeal 
to them to take continuous interest in tMs 
behalf. 

1 would like to remove one miseoncep- 
tion about railway finance. There seems to 
be an impression in some quarters that 
railways are not cootributiag anything to 
the plan finance nor giving any retuna oa 
the huge investment. When I referred in 
my speech to the shortfiril of Ra. 23,49 
orores hi the revised estimates of the current 
year and Rs. 33.12 crores m the budiget 
estimate of the next year., it was whh 
reference to the payment cd* dividend to 
general revenues of Rs. 165.81 crores in the 
current year and Rs. 173.77 crores in the 
next year. In other words, after meeting 
the full deprwiation chmges of Rs. 100 
crores this year and -Rs. 105 crores m the 
next year and other liabilities, the nulways 
this year would have earned a sum of 
Rs. 142.12 crores on capital at charge of 
Rs. 3,321 crores and Rs. 140.65 crores on a 
capital at charge of Rs. 3,472 crores. This 
point is clearly broi^tit out in the budget 
documents circulated along with my speech. 

Apart from this, the railways will be 
contributing a sum of Rs. 525 crores to the 
depreciation fund to the revised railway 
plan of Rs. 1,275 crores. In addition, 
way of expenditure on open line works 
revenue, interests or fund balances and 
other items, the railways will be contribut¬ 
ing about Rs. 116 crores to the Plan. 

I agree with the observations made by 
some of the hon. Members in the matter of 
claims. The pending claims amount to a 
very large sum. Even as a private Member, 
1 was very particular and I was saying the 
same thing that many hon. Members have 
been pleased to say. I feel myself very 
unhappy that claims should remain unsettled 
for any length of time. We Should certainly, 
as suggested, devise means and mmures to 
expedite the settlement of claims, i would 
go a'stbp further and it is ho-e that the 
reaponsibility of the trade unions arises in a 
grater measure than that of management. 
Cases 'that give rise to claims must them¬ 
selves Ibe minimised. The stdff and pmonsel 
coimected with the transportation'must be 
more vigilant so that thefts and -damages 
doinot'take place 'on ‘the present scale. I 
do ttot %dOW vliotber the lUttire >relationship 

that 
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attvisaging to shape will include liability of 
the staff concern^ in regard to damages ami 
th^. 

Members have brought to the notice of 
the House their local requirements, and I 
entirely agree that each dema id that has 
been put forward is genuine. I know the 
hon. Members represent the needs of their 
localities. To that extent it is genuine and 
sound : some want new railway stations ; 
some want over and underbridges ; some 
others want new lines and doubling of tracks 
and a few are interested in stoppE^es of 
trains also, and running through bagtes, and 
some want express trains and carri^es in 
order to satisfy local requirements. I am 
convinced that there is substance in their 
demands. It is only a question of finance 
being made available to the railway adminis¬ 
tration for purposes of meeting these 
demands. I will examine all these demands 
and I will try my utmost to meet them 
consistent with the availability of resources. 
The resources needed to meet ail the demands 
that the 30 odd Members have been pleased 
to make are of a very high ordw. It requires 
more than Rs. 800 crores over the budget 
provisions. But here I speak as one of you. 
1 am not afraid of money. I am a very 
unorthodox man so far as these governmental 
measures are concerned. We speak of 
unemployment. 

If in one railway sector you undertake 
to build all the over-bridges and under¬ 
bridges and the new lines, statiois and staff 
quarters, the unemployment problem in India 
would be solved completely, because we 
want so many engineers, labourers and other 
workers to handle these projects. But we 
arc accustomed to the routine method of 
talking of every project in terms of money. 
We are not accustomed to talking in terms 
of bringing the resources and the man-power 
into juxtapo«tion to attain results. The 
capitalistic system envisages that everything 
has to be done through money. The sodal- 
istic pattern envisages that what really 
required is bringing together man-power and 
resources in order to fulfil the needs of the 
peoi^e. Therefore, the very mental approach 
hu to change if we are to comply with the 
demands and bring about a sodalistic society. 
It is here that the intellectual giants in the 
opposition should apply thtir mind and see 
that a new otieotation in our v«y thinking 
ITiwa^of IQjr AigndsiBtbq 


opposition, tds whom I have affection and 
respect, pool not their criticism but their 
QMmtal resources with all of us, we can help 
this country really to overcome proverty 
and the other problems. 

My hon. friend from Mysore was pleased 
to say that there were three Railway 
Ministers firom Mysore and they were not 
able to do anything for Mysore. In a way 
it is a compliment to Mysore people that 
they have never been parochial. I do not 
want to make an annotmcement today; it 
would not be in good taste either. I would 
examine the various requests he has made 
In fact, if he takes up the previous proceed¬ 
ings, he will find that I have said much 
more in regard to Mysore. But now my 
responsibility is not merely to Mysore but to 
the whole of India. Unless every Minister 
and Member of Parliament takes an Indian 
view and not a parochial or local view, this 
country cannot be managed satisfactorily 
and our national integration would be at 
jeopardy. Therefore, any proposal that 
comes from Mysore will be examined by the 
Minister conedmed, who has ceased to take 
a parochial view, as he has taken the oath 
that be will serve the people of the whole 
of India without ill will or favour. If the 
Railway Board and myself find something 
has to be done for Mysore in the light of 
the availability of resources and on the 
merits of the case, we will certainly do it. 

Some Members have referred to the 
conversion of all gauges into broad gauge in 
India. That is a very big question. That 
is the vision we have to place before us 
while immplementing our plans. Some how 
the incongruity of three gauges continues 
to exist and it is a vicious circle which has 
to be broken at sometime or other. Let us 
hope that this House during its tenure will 
not only be able to cut the vicious cirde but 
also start a new era of one gauge, i.e. broad 
^ugc, for the whole of India. 

I accept the proposal of my frioids from 
Kerala that they need more railways. 1 
readily concede it. 

AN HON. MEMBER: What about 
Telengana ? 

SHRI A. P. SHARMA : You have to 
come to Bihar also. 

^ HANVMAKimiyA : Svw 
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for our religious purposes we ituwriably say 
from Kanyakumari to Himalaya. That is 
the true picture of Indian unity, integration, 
nationalism <x whatever you may odl it. 
With your blessing, if I continue to be the 
Minister of Railways I want to end up by 
saying that there will be broad>«auge railway 
communication from Kanyakumari to 
Himalayas. 

SHRIR. S. PANDEY (Rajanadgaon) : 
Sir on a point of information. The hon. 
Minister has kindly promised more railurays 
to Kerala. 1 am not at all jealous if he is 
in a position to give more railway lines to 
Kerala and Mysore. But 1 want to draw 
the attention of the hon. Minister to the 
terribly neglected condition of the railways 
in Madhya Pradesh. Though it is a very 
big State it has only very few railway lines. 
There was one railway line which was sanc¬ 
tioned long ago from Bailadilla to Rajhara. 
Raihara has got large deposits of iron ore 
which is needed by Bhilai and this railway 
line will facilitate the transport of iron ore. 
Another line which is proposed and which 
has been surveyed is from Rajnandgaon to 
Rajnandgaon junction. There has to be a 
survey of a contemplated railway line from 
Khairaghat viz. Churi Kheda. Gandai, Seiati, 
Sahaspur Lohare, Kabaraa and Mandla to 
Jubbulpur. This is a commercial and forest 
area and this new railway line, besides giving 
more revenues to the railways, will help the 
development of that area. If the hon. 
Minister is not in a position to give an 
answer just now, he may do so after a com¬ 
plete and comprehensive survey of that line 
is convicted. 

SHRI HANUMANTHAIYA : What 
®y hon. friend has mentioned deserves 
eumination, I will not only examine it but 
will give him the true position either in this 
House or privatdy. 

SHRI C. CHITTIBABU (Chingleput): 

hon. Minister has not mentioned evai 
one word about Tamilnadu. It is true that 

hon. Ministw has referred to connecting 
Kanyakumari with Himalayas. But I have 
®nde many other humble submissions. 

SHRI HANUMANTHAIYA : My hon.

THE MINISTER OF RAILWAYS 
(SHRI HANUMANTHAIYA) : I beg to 
move for leave to introduce a Bill to pro¬ 
vide for the withdrawal of certain suras 
from and out of the Consolidated Fund of 
India for the services of a part of the 
Financial year 1971-72 for the purposes of 
Railways.

SHRI S. L. SAKSENA (Mahanuganj) : 
Sir, I am deeply pointed to leant Vhat our 
public projects like Hindustan Steeh and 
others arc suffering colossal losses. They 
argue that they have teething troubles, but 
what shall I say, Sir, about our Railways ? 
Here loo we find they have suffered a loss 
of R$. 33 crores and if we take into account 
the fact that the reserves and the deprecia¬ 
tion fund of the Railways have also been 
eaten up, the amount of loss woulif exceed 
Rs. 103 crores. What is the explanation 
of the Railways for the loss ? They cannot 
argue that they have teething troubles. 
They are over 100 years old. If nationa¬ 
lised projects like Railways suffered such 
huge losses in Russia, I think the Prime 
Minister and the Railway Minister then 
would have been guillotined. But what 
would be the fate of these Ministers here— 
I do not know. But T think they must 
know that if such losses continue the people 
who have put them into power will revolt 
against them. They will want that the 
Railways and other public projects do not 
suffer losses. Sometime back. Sir Padampat 
Singhania, who was a member of this 
House, told me during a railway budget 
discussion that if he was given charge of the 
Railways as a private enterprise, be would be 
showing at least 25"^ profits on that capital, 
but, here we are having continuous losses 
which is nbt proper. 

I have moved several cut motions. I 
want to read them. Cut motion No. 54 
is : ‘Failure of the Railway Board to extend 
the life of the Co-operative Society of 
Railway vendors at Ghaziabad railway 
station to the normal period of three 
years without any reason whatsoever ? Sir, 
I think two Railway Ministers have gone 
into the working of this Society and both 
of them gave a trial period of six months 
during their r^ime and there was no com¬ 
plaints in these 12 months. This Co¬ 
operative Society is 20 years old and yet 
the Railway Board has not extended its life 
to the ntumal term of three years. I hope 
the h(«. Minister will personally )ook into 
thjg matter, 
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My Cut Mdtidn No. 56 states about 
‘Failure of the aduiMstrafion to pay strike 
period pay to about 3000 workers of the 
Irntnater Workshop on N.E. Railway when 
otha employees have been paid.* This is 
No. 56, in list No. IV. Till this day, they 
have not been paid thdr strike period 
although they have been reinstated. They 
should be paid their sMke p^ied pay 
immediately. 

My Cut Motion No. 64 is about ‘Need 
for Construction of a new railway line from 
Gorakhpur to Maharaj Gab) Nichlaul— 
Thilat{t»ri—Nantanwa.' My Cut Motion 
No. 65 states about ‘Need for construction 
of a new Railway line from Siswa Bazar— 
Maharajgahi—Pharenda— Dhani—Mehdawal 
to fChalilabad.* My Cut Motion No. 66 is 
atbOtft the need for construction -of a new 
railway line from Gorakhpur to Bansgaon— 
Barhalgaitj—^Azamgarh.’ My Cut Motion 
No. 67 is about the ‘need for the conversion 
of the metre gsiuge line from Barabanki to 
Gorakhpur into Broad gauge line. 

These areas, Gorakhpur—Basti—Deoria, 
are in the tarai belt on the border with 
Nepal. There are hostile elements like 
China and Nepal across the border. Chinese 
forces can come right up to Khatmandu by 
road. But we cannot send our forces there, 
because there are no railway lines and 
roads along the bords on our side. 

I hope the hon. Minister will consider 
all these points which I have mentioned in 
my Cut Motions. If these lines are 
constructed it will be of great help to the 
defence of the Country.

SHRI MALLIKARJUN (Medak): Mr. 
Chairman and hon. Members, Jai Telen* 
gana ! 

The hon. Minister of Railways has 
mentioned that Rs. 800 crores will solve the 
unemployment problem in the country. I 
would like to bring to the notice of the 
House the fact that the hon. Minister has 
already introduced a Bill worth Rs. 550 
crorcs. 

A sum of Rs. 95 crorcs has been provi¬ 
ded for repairs and maintenance in this Bill. 
So far as maintenance is concerned, there is 
a practical difficulty. The public works 
inspector has been given a vast distance to 
cover. For example, the inspector in my 
area, namely the Secunderabad division has 
look after the area from Secunderabad to 
Wadi. Since this is a vast area, he is not 
in a proper position to pay adequate atten¬ 
tion to proper repairs and maintenance. The 
Union Government have been spending a 
huge amount in the name of repairs and 
maintenance, but satisfactory work has not 
so far been 'reported. The result is thUt 
every year, during the rainy season, we hear 
reports about breaches and sometimes the 
collapse of bridges. 

So far as miscellaneous expenditure is 
concerned, a sum of Rs. 15 crores has been 
mentioned. But I do not know what admi¬ 
nistrative Und technical factors afb inVolVed- 
Anyway, my humble request is that what. 
ev9r bWt^t may be ptissed, Ibt «U t|ie 
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Members of the Opposition and the rulling 
party put their heads' together for the 
removal of poverty, ignorance and unem¬ 
ployment. Especially, in the present 
circumstances, vrhen a stable government 
has been forced with ^1 the mesmerism of 
Shrimati Indira Gandhi and her charismatic 
affect, the people outside, who constitute 
about 36 crores expect much from this 
Union Government. Let all hon. Members 
work in a spirit of co-operation and under¬ 
standing for the progress and prosperity of 
the country so that our national economy, 
about which we have been worrying for 
past few decades can be improved, and the 
natural resources may be exploited in a 
proper way for staWishing the national 
economy.

SHRl DASARATHA DEB (Tripura 
East) : Mr. Chairman, it is very imfortu* 
nate that this House has to discuss the 
Manipur Budget for 1970o71 and the supple¬ 
mentary demands. This has happened 
because of the failure of this Government 
to reconstitute the Manipur Assembly. 
They are deliberately denying the rights of 
the Manipur people who wanted that their 
Assembly should be constituted as early as 
possible. Elections to the Assembly in 
Manipur could have been held simul¬ 
taneously with parliamentary elections. If 
that was done this House need not have 
taken the responsibility to pass this budget. 
The reason is simple. It is because this 
Government if afraid that it will not have 
a mijority in that Assembly they are 
denying the people of Manipur to choose an 
Assembly. It is time that Government 
came forward with their proposal to have 
elections to the Manipur Assembly. People 
should not be left under bureaucratic rule 
for such a long time. 

Last year the Prime Minister made an 
announcement in this House that she and 
her Government agreed in principle that 
Manipur and Tripura should be given full 
state-hood ; she also said that they wcie 
examining the details in that respect. But 
after that for more than one year the 
Government kept silent on this matter. It 
is time that they took a dchnitc decision in 
this matter. 

It is about a year now when the 
Assembly in Manipur had been dissolved 
and Manipur is under bureaucratic rule. A 
series of repr^sion is taking place and the 
people, particularly youths and students are 
put behind prison bars in many areas and 
some persons were transferred even to 
Tripura jails without giving them any 
facilities. No charge-sheets are given 
against those who are arrested. These are 
border States and they had always been 
neglected and their democratic rights were 
always denied. This is the type of demo¬ 
cracy that our Government is practicising 
in Manipur. During the President*8 rule, 
the Administration has brought into force 


the Orissa Preventive Detention Order of 
1969 in this Union Territory. The Central 
Government itself did not keep this 
Preventive Detention Act in the whole of 
the State, but this bureaucratic rule of 
Manipur needed this Preventive Detention 
Act. Particularly they have borrowed it 
from Orissa just to suppress the democratic 
movement in that particular State. 1 demand 
that this thing must be withdrawn immedi¬ 
ately from Manipur State. The same thing 
can be said also about my State of Tripura. 
The Tripura Government has the same 
Orissa Preventive Detention Ordinance 
of 1969. It has introduced it in our Sta,te 
also just to suppress the movement there, 
the democratic movement. 

Secondly, the parent Act, namely, the 
West Bengal Security Act of 1950 which was 
non-existent in West Bengal itself was 
introduced in Manipur a' well in our State 
of Tripura. Why is it necessary ? The 
reason is very simple. Everyone can under¬ 
stand that only just to suppress the demo¬ 
cratic movement,—the working class, the 
peasantry, and other people- the (lovcin- 
ment needed that Bill to put the people 
inside the prison bar witheut giving any 
chance for them to appear in court. That 
IS the thing which is going on. 

My friends over there arc boosting of 
having a majority in this Parliament and 
say that they arc building a finer type of 
democracy in India. Is it a finci type of 
democracy in India ? Everybody m those 
public places talk in terms of election ; 
where they came to know that at least 
they can realise that the ruling party would 
be returned in a majority they held the 
elections. But if they are afraid of some 
slightest doubt in a place where the msjority 
will not be theirs, they do not talk of any 
Assembly election in Manipur ; and in my 
State also. They ask other people. For 
instance, the Mysore Assembly. It is not 
yet dissolved. But the ruling party is now 
trying to hold elections there. But here hi 
Manipur already the President’s iiile exists. 
There is no question of reconstitulmg any 
existing Assembly. A new Assembly should 
be formed. Why are they taking time and 
why these people are not thinking in terms 
of having an election there in my Tripura 
State also ? You are talking about Orissa. 
In my State of Tripura, the Congress lost all 
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the seats. In my State of Tripura, we got a 
majority. Why should you not a.sk 
Sachindralal's Singh's ministry to resign and 
ha\e a r.cw election and get a new mandate 
from the people ? As many as 20 seats out 
of 30 Assembly scats in Tripura are ours ; 
we have got a najerity. Had tie 
Tripura Assembly been dissolved and the 
Assembly elections held along with the 
Parliamentary elections, then a new Go\cin- 
ment would have been there. The result 
would be otherwise. That is why I say 
that in those parts at least, the Parliament, 
the Government, should con e and see that 
these people get their proper democratic 
rights and they are given more powers to 
manage themselves. 

The demand for Statehood is there. It 
is very popular in those parts. We are 
discussing the demands for grants for them 
here. J do nt)t dispute the rights and 
proprieties of this House. Pailiamcnt is tiie 
sovereign bod>. But is it physically possible 
to examine every item of working of the 
Government there and to give suggestions 
for them ? It is impossible. If the Manipur 
Assembly had been there, it would be 
proper. They aio local people ; they know' 
the nooks and corners of their own Slate. 
They would be in a bettei ptisition to 
examine all the clauses and see how the 
money is to be spent. 

The other day the budget was placed 
before us. 1 have gone through the budget; 
and what is the position rcguiding certain 
allocation of funds for Tripura m the matter 
of education, particularly, tribal education ? 
tven the report was not icccivcd The 
Finance Minister could not do anything 
or say how this money has been spent 
because the report is not coming from tlierc. 
But the tendency and philosophy of this 
Government is not to give more power to 
the Stale or to give Jiatchcod to Manipur, 
Tripura and other Union T erritories. They 
want to contiol them from the centre. But 
this tendency should be curbed and this 
philosophy should be ebanggd. Otherwise, 
you would be doing some injustice to these 
people. Tliat is why I say more power 
should be given to the Stale. If the Centic 
is allowed to interfere even in small affairs, 
the State cannot have any enthusiasm to 
undertake any developmental work in full 
swing. 

1 once again repeat these demands. All 


the prisoners especially youths and student^ 
should be unconditionally tdeased. Even 
at present many more people are being 
arrested there. All of them should be 
released. More n cut y should be given to 
the Manipur people to develop their back* 
ward State. There arc some backward 
tnba's thete. Special safeguards should be 
given to those tribals who are handicapped, 
so that they can lift themselves to a level 
equal to the other people. Thirdly, im¬ 
mediately Assembly elections should be held 
in Manipur. All the repressive Acts like 
the Orissa Preventive Detention Ordinance, 
West Bengal Security Act etc. should be 
immediately withdrawn from that Slate and 
a proper atmosphere to develop democracy 
should be encouraged there. 

MR. CHAIRMAN ; There arc two cut 
motions. Are you moving them ? 

SHRl DASARATHA DEB ; Yes, Sir. 
1 beg to ir.ove : 

“T hat tlie demand for a supplemen¬ 
tary Grant of a sum not exceeding 
Rs. 9,64,.100 in respect of General Ad- 
miulstiaiion be reduced by Rs. 100.” 

[Failure of the Centre to hold Assembly 
Election in Manipur along with the recently 
held Parliamentary Election (1)].

I Repressive measures against the demo¬ 
cratic people of Manipur (2)]. 

MR. CHAIRMAN • The cut motions 
arc also before the House. 

SHRl N. TOMBI SINGH (Inner Mani¬ 
pur) : Sir, this is my maiden speech as a 
member of this House. I would like to say 
s few words in support of the Manipur 
budget. There arc a number of units in 
the country which are small in area and 
population and also backward in economi- 
ta’iv, but such units have defied the normal 
yardsticks while deciding their political indi¬ 
viduality and status. Manipur and Tripura 
a.id .also Meghalaya are some of such units 
which 1 happen to know more or less 
closely. Our country being very big and 
variegated in culture and in linguistic groups, 
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I am afraid, tnany of us could be compared 
with the pro\erbial blind mm trying to see 
the whole of the elephant. Each one of us 
sees his own areas and tries to impose bis 
own reason and comprehension upon the 
rest of his fellowmen. Perhaps it is inevi« 
table because of the big size of our country, 
too many cultures and languages. Small 
units like Manipur, Tripura and Meghalaya 
have been struggling to attain their political 
individuality although there has been oppo¬ 
sition from the other angles on the ground 
of economic non-viability. 

Now that the Government of India had 
accepted in principle the demand by the 
small units for full-fledged statehood 1 think 
the position is different. After conferring 
on these small units the status of statehood, 
the Government of India and also the 
people would still be feeling that these 
units are financially weak. Steps have to 
be taken to remove this feeling. We are 
very happy that the Government of India 
are considering this issue of statehood on a 
priority basis, the Bills are being prepared 
and they will come before us very soon. 
But after the conferment of the status of 
statehood to these small areas, specially to 
my unit which 1 happen to know more 
closely, steps will have to be taken to 
improve the financial and other economic 
resources of those units so that they will 
become self-sufficient, because this is the 
only way to keep them useful to our 
country. 

Now I would like to make an emphatic 
reference to the development of that unit in 
the agricultural sphere. In our part of the 
country, because of tlie climatic conditions 
and topography, draught and monsoon 
follow one another in quick succession. This 
valley is at an altitude of 2,600 ft. and dur¬ 
ing the monsoon, which covers six months 
of the year, water comes in such big torrents 
and floods occur very often during those six 
months. After the monsoon, after the 
flood season, the entire valley which is the 
main area of agriculture, which is the most 
fertile area, remains dry and, therefore, 
that fertile land cannot be utilized for agri¬ 
culture for want of water. So, in order to 
improve the agricultural productivity of this 
area we have to see that special measures 
of irrigation are planned and implemented 
earnestly. 


Coming to eduction, a large number of 
schools and colleges have come up after 
independence. In the sphere of post¬ 
graduate education the people have been 
crying hoarse for a university centre as a 
b^inning towards a fullflaged university as 
was done in Simla. After so many years 
in 1969 the University Grants Commission 
accepted the demand for this but nothing 
has been indicated in the Budget. The 
Budget has been presented in a routine 
fashion and no special provision has been 
made in this and many other important 
respects. 

The future of this region is very much 
associated with the development of its 
culture and its preservation and, for the 
matter of that with, the development of the 
local language, Manipuri, which was the 
language of the court, the official language, 
before Manipur merged in the Indian Union 
in 1949. Very little provision has been 
made for further development of this 
language and to include it in the Eighth 
Schedule. It is imperative that in order to 
consolidate the existence and rapid growth 
of this region'the local language has got to 
be developed and it should be given a place 
in the Eighth Schedule of the Constitution 
along with the other languages. I hope, the 
Government of India will give special con¬ 
sideration to this. 

Regarding the election to the Union 
t^ritory Assembly, which my hon. friend 
from Tripura mentioned, 1 am afraid, 1 
have to look at this point from a slightly 
different angle. It was not, so for as we 
understand, the Government of India which 
delayed the election to the Union territory 
Assembly. The House will remember that 
since 1969 the people of Manipur with all 
the political parties combined were strugg¬ 
ling for statehood and at one stage it was 
d&;ided that all parties refrain from any 
type of elections held under the present 
regime, that is, as a Union territory. When 
the Lok Sabha election came, there was a 
very heated debate in the then existing all 
parties co-ordinating body as to whether we 
should demand elections to the Union terri¬ 
tory Assembly too. Except in the case of 
one local party, all the national parties 
agreed that the Union tm-itory elections 
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should not be held until we have statehood 
conferred on Manipur. In the context of 
the Government of India’s acceptance in 
principle of our demand, it was felt that we 
should not move for an electin under the 
Union territory Act, because the Union 
territory Assembly was full of limitations 
and it was a democracy only apparently. We 
had tried it. Therefore, we did not find it 
necessary and all the parties agreed that we 
should not have it any further. That is 
how, so far as we understand, the Assembly 
election was not held. There was no 
political climate for such an election in 

Manipur. 

With these few words I would like to 
conclude my speech.

THt MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF FINANCE (SHRT VIDYA 
CHARAN SHUKLA) : 1 am grateful to 
the hon. Members who have taken part in 
this small debate and only some general 
questions have been raised. 

The first question that was raised by 
Shri Deb and also, I think, by Shri Torabi 
Singh, was about the slatehwd for Manipur 
In the last Lok Sabha which was dissolved 
it was announced on behalf of the Govern¬ 
ment that we have accepted the demand of 
the people of Manipur and Tripura to give 
them statehood and we would work out the 
details of the new status. Having had some 
experience in the Home Ministry about the 
administration and the problems of these 
Union Territories, I know what a formidable 
job it is to lauitch them into statehood. Shri 
Tombi Singh and Shri Deb would realise 
the complexity of the problems that face 
the Union Territories. Apart from the 
local political problems and the other pro¬ 
blems of security and other matters that 
crop up in these two territories, the political 
situation has also not been very stable as has 
been seen in the last few years and durin|; 
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the elections and even after the elections to 
the Union Territories were held. Shri Tombi 
will bear me out that there has been a 
consistent demand in Manipur that no elec¬ 
tions should be held in Manipur under the 
existing set up. 

The demand of the people is that the 
election should be held in Manipur only 
after the new set up has come into being, 
after it becomes a fullfledged State. They 
want that then only the election should be 
held. That is the reason why the election 
to the Manipur Assembly was not held 
along with the election for the Lok 
Sabha. 

15.00 hrs. 

We are committed to the policy of 
granting Statehood to these two Union 
Territories. There are various problems like 
ftnancial viability, the administrative system, 
national security, internal stability and so on 
and we are going into all these points very 
carefully and we shall bring forward a suit- 
ble legislation before this Honourable House 
so that these long-cherished demands of the 
peop'e of these two Union Territories can be 
fulfilled as quickly as possible. 

Sir, the other point made was about re¬ 
pression ; 1 do not think theie is any re¬ 
pression. The hon. Member would know 
that at least in Manipur there have been 
tremendous amount of upsurge, because of 
the Naga underground movement in the ad¬ 
joining Nagaland. The border of Manipur 
is also inhabited by some tribes of Nagas 
and there have been many problems in this 
regard. Also, Manipur as such is geographi¬ 
cally divided in‘o two parts, the valley and 
the hilly pirts. There have been certain 
difficulties-sociological as well as political— 
in this division and these have got to be 
properly adjusted in the new set up that 
we are devising for these Union Terri¬ 
tories. 

Therefore, if certain security measure 
had to be taken, that should not be regard¬ 
ed as repressive measures. That is neces¬ 
sary for maintaining internal secu''ity in the 
area to see that proper law and order is 
maintained and the development activities 
that are takini^ place there are not ham¬ 
pered. 

About the irrigation facilities mentioned 
by the hon. Member, the Loktak Irrigation 


System, at a cost of about Rs. 2 lakhs has 
been taken up in the current yeftr 1971-72. 
In addition to. that we have allotted Rs. 7 
lakhs for minor irrigation schemes in this 
Budget that we have presented before the 
House. 

About the other points mentioned by the 
hon. Member, we are sending a study team 
from Nehru University to Imphal and we 
have taken up these problems in right ear¬ 
nest and I hope we shall be able to do some¬ 
thing in this direction, after we get the re¬ 
port of the Study Team, 

Shri Jharkhande Rai, while talking about 
Statehood, brought in several otha: points 
and one point that he made was about for¬ 
mation of Regional States like Bundelkhand, 
Maha Vidarbha and many other demands 
like that. I would like him to study the 
regional papers because probably the national 
Pi ess has not brought out these matters so 
prominently. I do not refer here to Tclen- 
gana. I am mentioinng with regard to 
demands like Maha Kosbal, Bundelkhand, 
Maha Malaw and others. The candidates 
were ail defeated. They did not get any 
proper support whatsoever. Telengana is 
a separate question altogether. He did not 
specifically mention Telengana. I am not 
touching upon that question now. 

So far as Te'engana is concerned, that 
is a separate question. But in Madhya 
Pradesh or Uttar Pradesh or in Rajasthan 
or even in Maharashtra, wherever 
separatist demands were made, as 
for instance, by the Maha Vidarbha .Samiti 
or the Chattisgarh Samiti and so on, all the 
candidates who had stood for such demands 
had lost their security deposits, and they did 
not get even a semblance of support from 
the people. Theicfoie, this demand for the 
setting up ol a noA States Re-organisation 
Commission seems completely out of place 
and completely uncalleJ fur, and 1 do not 
think that there is any necessity for any such 
cxerc/sc in this direction. 

As we have proved already, this House 
is capable of taking cognizance of strong 
feelings and demands of the people by con¬ 
stitutional and regular legal methods. We 
can grant Statehood to territories wherever 
it is feasible or necessary or warranted, as 
we have done in the case of Himachal 
Pradesh, where unanimously the action of 
the Government was welcomed by all 
sections of the House, and the Announcf- 
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ment of the proposal for grant of Statdiood 
to Tripura and Manipur was' also generally 
welcomed in the House. Therefcae, it is 
dear that we are encouraged to examine 
these questions and we want to settle these 
questions as expeditiously as we can ; when* 
ever there is any such need, and we feel 
and the Parliament of India feels that any 
question regarding any particular territory or 
area should be taken into consideration, that 
can be taken into consido’ation, and Parlia¬ 
ment can take a suitable decision on that, 
and no Commission as such seems to be 
necessary. 

With these words, I hope that the 
Demands will be granted by the House. 

MR. CHAIRMAN : I shall now put 
the Dennands for Grants on Account relating 
to Manipur to vote.

My fieet .poihit t$ this. High-flown 
Words httve UM here tegardli^ the 
temoval of unenipMyMnnt and fighting 
pnvhrty, but neither in the Supplementary 
Builset nor in the Budget speech of the 
Finance Minister yesterday did I find any 
Words regarding the re-starting of the closed 
factories. 

All over India there are so many textile 
mills dosed fm more than one year. So 
many other mills both in West Bengal and 
other areas have been dosed. Engineering 
factories have been dosed for long periods, 
but no step has yet been taken to re-open 
these factories. There is President’s Rule 
in West Bengal even now and still thae are 
13 textile mills, m which more than 16.000 
workers were working, have been closed and 
they are now unemployed. 1 hope that the 
Minister will, at Ijast while rd^lyibg, try to 
satisfy us as to how they are taking steps 
to re-<^jen these dosed factories. 

I find that in the Supp'ementary Budget 
a sum of Rs. 70 lakhs has been given as 
loan to the Braithwaite Co., of Calcutta, 
but may 1 know from the Minister why this 
Kaithwaite factory in Calcutta was dosed ? 
iTheir demand for steel was about 50,000 
tonnes knd for the whole year they were 
allotted only 8,000 tonnes. Why this dis¬ 
parity ? I know it for certain that steel 
is allotted from the CenU'e to certam parts 
where no steel is required and in places 
where steel is necessary requisite quantity is 
not given. This is the thing that is going 
dn in rPspeot of supply of the other raw 
materials for which the factories have to 
depend' mainly on the Cmtre. 

Then regarding textile mills I know that 
in the regime of the United Frmit Govern¬ 
ment in West Bengal a guarantee of Rs. 28 
lakhs was given for the re-opemng of the 
BangalakshiiM Cotton Mills, bot I do not 
know why the factory Ims not stitl Bom re¬ 
opened. Even now, when the MtMistwr is 
coming forward for a certain amount for 
extra expenditare, for winch he tasking 
the sanction of ParMurmt, there are so 
many factories which are still dosed. 
Oovenunent is saying that it will t^e 
effectiva measures to remove uaeropiopment, 
'Ibiit ia my Constituency 11,000 wwlem ate 




unemployed because of the closure of 
factories. May I know from the Minister 
whether be can take any positive step to re¬ 
open these factories ? 

The factories have not been closed be¬ 
cause bf labour ti’ouble. The dosure every¬ 
where is because of the financial difficulties 
which is the result of 24 years of Congress 
tale. Is it anybody’s case that the people 
do not require any doth ? Then, why are 
cotton mills dos^ ? I know the Minister 
has no answer because they are not touch¬ 
ing the basic problem which is faced by our 
country, without which no progress can be 
achieved in any respect. 

Then, 1 come to the next point regard¬ 
ing the aftermath of floods. Floods are 
also created by this Government. They have 
constructed the DVC as a result of which 
every three of four years there is flood in 
our area. In the districts of Hooghli, 
Howrah and Burdwan you will find floods 
causing loss both to the properties and crops 
of thousanus of peasants, but no elTeclive 
stq) has been taken to prevent this. I have 
heard that some scheme is there to solve the 
problem of the lower Damodar region. 

1 do not know when the actual imple¬ 
mentation of the programme will start. They 
have asked for some money for the D.V.C. 
also. I request him to reply to this question 
atleast. Will the Lower Damodar regimi’s 
problem be solved within a reasonable 
period of time? 

I shall now refer to the attrocities that 
went on in West Bengal, Kerala and in other 
parts of the country during the last one 
year. Sir, if you come to our part, it will 
appear as if we have been occupied by the 
Cmtral Government C.R.P. forces and the 
military. Go to any part of West Bengal, 
you will fiid truck loads of C.R.P. men 
and military people moving here and there. 
What is the result that you have achieved ? 
Have you bech «ble to tackle the problm 
law and order ? I have a tdegram here 
with ane. A worker Narain Ray, of Hindu¬ 
stan Motors Limited Uttarpara, who was 
going back to his home which was far away 
from the factoiy was kiHed by some anti¬ 
social deasents, the so-called Ni^he ele- 
mnts at ShMcaphuty. I Iokiw the assai¬ 
lants have got ooimectian <wHh the Geogress 
elmnmts of that localify. That is not the 
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only murda. Thia is the third murder 
within a month. Just cm the eve of the 
eieottoB a government employee was hrataHy 
murdered in the same place in broad day 
light but nothing was done, A respectable 
teacher of that area was stabbed and be 
would have expired if he had not been re¬ 
moved to a big hospital In Calcutta for 
treatment. What st^ are the Gove mm egt 
taking ? It is not the United Front Govern¬ 
ment. It is the President’s rule, the rule 
of Mrs. Indira Gandhi in West Bengal. 230 
young men of our party bad been killed 
within this one year. By whom 7 By gang¬ 
sters, by the henchmen ^ the Cong^, by 
the goondas who call themselves Naxalites 
...{Interruptions.) I stand here to establish 
it. I challenge anybodb' to oomt over to 
West Bengal and face the people. The 
people have given their verdict in the last 
elections. They have not returned the Con¬ 
gress (R) in West Bengal in the last election. 
You might have won in other places. The 
three Congresses, Congress (R), Congress (O) 
and Bangla Congress together could not 
compete with the Communist Party 
(Marxist). We are the majority party there 
including our allied parties. 1 know there 
is a conspiracy whicii is being hatched in 
Delhi to install Mr. Ajoy Mukherjee as 
Chief Minister. He has got only five mem¬ 
bers. This IS the way you are funetioiung 
democracy. The ruling party must remem¬ 
ber what happened in ; the same thing 
will take place again. The same ruling 
party in a conspiratorial method installed 
Dr. P.C. Ghosh as Chief Minister in 1968. 
The people of West Beigal gave a proper 
reply to the said conspiracy by throwing out 
Dr. Ghosh from power. Still there is time. 

If the ruling party have got any respect for 
democracy, they should realise which is 
the largest party in the Assembly..-(/NKr- 
ruptions). 

How can they claim a majority ? StUl 
they are installing a party which has no 
backing. The people of West Bengal have 
thrown them out; have rejected them. So, 
while talking of democracy, w4iiie talking of 
fighting poverty, while talking of removing 
uaemployment, it may sound big and nice. 
You may befool the people for sometime. 
But m no time the people will rise up 
and gave a befitting reply to your high- 
sounding words.

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE (Kanpur); Sir, 
I would like to coniine my remarks to the 
various Demands, especially Demands Nos. 
46, 48 and 111. Most of the demands relate 
to the payment of interim relief to Central 
Government employees. When this interim 
relief of Rs. 15 for those getting the lowest 
salary of Rs. 84 and of Rs. 45 for those 
getting up to Rs. 1250 was announced, there 
was heart-burning among Central Govern¬ 
ment employees and they exhibited their 
anger throi^h various demonstrations.

[Mr. Speaker in the Chair \ 

I would request the minister to convey 
the feelings of the employees to the Pay 
Commission, so that when they give their 
final report, they may keep in mind the 
feelings of the employees who expected at 
least Rs. 70 as interim relief. When I say 
Rs. 70, it is not based on mere assumptions 
but on definite calculations, taking into con¬ 
sideration the recent awards of various wage 
boards in the case of engineering workers, 
steel workers and other workers in HAL, 
etc. There the minimum salary is Rs. 195 
in certain cases and Rs. 210 in some other 
cases. But in the case of the Central Govern¬ 
ment ranployees, it is only Rs. 147 and 
after this relief of Rs. 15 it has risen to 
about Rs. 162. So, I sUll feel that there is 
much to be made up and the Pay Commis¬ 
sion should be asked to consider 'his with 
reference to the need-based minimum wage, 
which has been the demand of the Central 
Government employees and for which they 
have laid down their lives in the 19th 
September strike. So, I would requ^t the 
hon. Minister to. tell us when the Pay 
Cpmmusitm is liltely to Saalue its report. 


I would also suggest that he sliould ask the 
Pay.iCommission to finalise its report because 
it has received all the data needed, whatever 
was available with us and whatever was 
available with the government, and there is 
no need or necessity for delaying it any 
furthtt*. 

Then I come to unemployment. \ was 
happy to hear that in the recent budget 
Rs. 50 crm'es have be«i sanctioned for the 
rural areas for meeting the unemployment. 
I do not know whether in this country a sum 
of Rs. 50 crores would be sufficient to meet 
the race between unemployment and starva¬ 
tion. Wc feel that there should be some 
unemployment dole to the educated 
unemployed. 

What is the number of educated unem¬ 
ployed today ? According to the figures 
available with the employment exchanges 
nearly 87,000 engineers qualified in IIT and 
various engneering callages arc today unem¬ 
ployed. Then there are the ITI boys, 
young boys having passed their intermediate 
science, or even B. Sc. ^ith training ranging 
from 9 months to l| years in ITI and their 
number is 2,64,000. They are qualified 
engineers and technicians and even they are 
without job today. Before we give our 
consent to this amount 1 would like the 
Minister to throw some light on what is 
going to be the fate of these people and 
whether any unemployment dole is likely to 
be given to them. 

Then I come to Demand No. 48, privy 
purse. Even the President’s Address did not 
make it clear as to what is going to happen 
to the privy purse. Are we going to succumb 
to the Supreme Court ? That was the main 
issue put before the people of this country— 
whether the Supreme Court should be the 
highest court in this country or the Lok 
Sabha should be the highest court in this 
country—and it has been proved beyond 
doubt that the Lok Sabha is the highest 
court in the country and not the Supreme 
Court with 12 judges sitting in judgment. 
Now It is high time that the Constitution 
is amended. Here I must remember our 
late lamented friend, Shri Nath Pai, and the 
Bill which he presented to this House. The 
time has come when the Constitution has to 
be amended to suit the requirements of the 
common people and the privy purse has got 
to be abolished once and for all. Even today 
we find that in Demand No. 48 a sum of 
Rs. 24.<X)0 has been sanefioned for the family 
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members of the ex-rulers. The ex-nders 
are there because of the judgment of the 
Supreme Court. I want a clear assurance 
firom the hon. Minister that this privy purse 
is going to be abolished again, and if Rajya 
Sabha is coming in the way, let us abolish 
Rajya Sabha. Because, the number of the 
reactionary forces has been reduced 4o zero 
and they cannot become a hurdle to the 
abolition of the privy purse in this country 
after the mid-term elections. I feel that it 
should be done and the Bill should be 
brought before the House immediately and 
the Constitution should be amended. 

Coming to Demand No. 46 regarding 
police, 4 am indebted to the Prime Minister 
and the Home Minister for giving amnesty 
to the Delhi policemen who were on strike 
who were on agitation. But there are some 
policemen who have not been taken back on 
job yet. Also, their services have not been 
continuous; there is bredk in service. 1 
would \irge upon the hon. Minister to 
implement the Khosla Commission recom¬ 
mendation and see that those policemen who 
have been granted amnesty are taken back 
without any sense of vengeance and without 
any sense of vindictiveness. 

Then I come to Demand No. Ill relating 
to pensions. 1 have received several repre¬ 
sentations from the All India Pensioners' 
Organisation. 

The pricra arc rising every day. Even 
the hon. Finance Mioistsr, when he presented 
the Budget yesterday, agreed that prices are 
rising and that the Govo-nmoit was unable 
to check them. He wants to find out a 
machinery for that. But the machinery of 
blackmarketing is much mwe effective than 
the Governmoit machinery is to control 
prices. Unless we improve our maciuncu'y, 
it is v«y difficult to control prices and to 
reduce them to a reasonable level. 

The pensioners also want some increase 
in their pension. A question was asked in 
the Fourth Lok Sabha through which we 
asked as to why this question of pensioners 
should not also be referred to the Pay 
Conunission. The hon. Shri Sethi, who 
was the Minister of Finance then, said that 
the Government had kept its mind open. 
Sometimes an open mind means a vacant 
mind. I want to Imow whether the Govem- 
fP^t^ mind b mlly open still and* if it is 


so, this matter should also bo csdeiMd to the 
Pay Comnussion. 

With these words I support the Supple¬ 
mentary Grants but I would request the hon. 
Minister to give me cat^orical replies about 
the Pay Commission and the privy purses, 
whether they are going to abolish privy 
purses or not or whethw they are goiag to 
succumb to the Supreme Court whose vwdict 
has been defeated by the people of this 
country.

SHRI B. R. SHUKLA (Bahraich); Mr. 
Speaker, Sir, a commitmoit to social, politi¬ 
cal and economic justice was made as euly 
as when our Constitution was adopted.. But, 

I r^et that these principles were obs^ved 
more in their breach than in their applica¬ 
tion, 1 am glad, Sir, that the new Budget 
which was presented yesterday has given a 
new direction, a new sense of purpose and 
a new outlook to this country. The split 
in the Indian National Congress was 
responsible for this revolutionary change in 
our economic and social outlook. 

This split was brought about by clash 
of personalities, but it has developed into 
social transformation. The people by their 
massive verdict at the polls have amply 
demonstrated their faith in democratic« 
socialism. They had steered clear of the 
twin dangers of right reaction and left 
adventurism. In this connection we have 
got the history and the practice of West 
Bengal where the cult of violence, the cult 
of the bomb was reigning, with the result 
that there was industrial deadlock resulting 
in consequent unemployment, about which 
my hon. Marxist friends have complained. 

We have to remember that industrial 
peace and industrial progress c^n be achieved 
only on the basis of stability and continuity 
of purpose. It cannot be brought about by 
strikes or lockouts ; it cannot be brought 
about by murders and arson ; it cannot be 
brought about by a policy of chaos. The 
reactionaries have been routed and the 
money bags have been spumed by the people. 
The relics of feudalism have been beaten in 
their own dens. 

The very fact that we have been returned 
in such massive magority shows the maturity 
and wisdoni of our people who are still 
backward economically. So many empires 
have come and gone in this country. So 
many rulers have come and gone.. But 
still the continuity of our ancient culture has 
been kept alive by the masses of this 
country, who are unsophisticated people. 

Now, what we have to do is this!), ffe 
have 9 ven a new orientation to_our economic 
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oplicy, and this budget provides extotisive 
facilities for credit to the poorer and the 
weaker sections of the community. 

At this st^e I t^ish to state one point. 

1 may sound this note of warning, because 
the vast volume of money to be put into 
circulation may give rise to inflaticmary 
tendencies. While implementing policy of 
social transformation and extending facilities 
to the poorer sections of soci^y, etc. we 
should sec to it that cash credit is not given 
directly to in the hands of people who apply 
for loans. These facilities should be given 
as against purchases, of productive instru¬ 
ments such as tractors, agricultural 
machinery, tools, cars, rickshaws, etc. 
Because, if money is directly given to them, 
it is likely, they may squander away the 
money on other unproductive purposes. We 
should see that this money is not put again 
into circulation, because that will create 
inflation. What we see is this. A person 
gets money for purchase of bullocks or 
tractors, but he spends the money for 
purposes like marriages in the family, etc. 
For such unproductive purposes, money 
should not be allowed to be misused. There 
is the danger coming from bureaucratic 
practices. We want to build a socialist India, 
but I am afraid, we should not allow this 
objective to be diverted towards the building 
up of a bureaucratic empire. We have 
abolished intermediaries from our midst. 
We have abolished zamidaris. But we have 
also introduced another vested class. I am 
not meaning any disrespect to this class 
when I say this. We have developed this 
vested class of politicians. We have deve¬ 
loped this vested class of bureaucrats who 
have got their own interests to serve. When 
the money is advanced to loans, they take 
share out of that money ; they oblige only 
those persons who are their owm stooges, 
they make some percentage out of it. 
Whenever any tractor is to bJ purchased 
or any machina-y or tools have to he 
purchased, they prescribe a particular firm 
or a particular shop from which alone those 
things could be purchased,* and only then 
loan is advanced.

So, a certain type of monopoly and a 
certain type of economic concentration is 
being created. While we all avowedly want 
to curb these monopolistic t^dencics by 


appo'ntment of comtniwion, tot by practioes 
we are creating another class in the shape 
of bureaucrats, middlemen, and the neo- 
rich class. So, we have to avoid this 
danger. 

This socialist transformation can be 
brought about only by a dedicated caihe of 
gvivcrnment officials. We have to utilise 
their talents. I do not say that all those 
persons who are in government service are 
reactionary or selfish or are not patriotic. 
Wc have to appeal to the patriotic sense of 
those young boys who come fresh from the 
universities and colleges, that it is a national 
task, it is the national war on poverty, 
squalor and ignorance and the talents and 
resources of every section of the community, 
irrespective of the label and the party badge 
have to be utilised. Talent in the private 
sector should not be scared away by mere 
slogans. The persons in private sector 
are as much patriotic as those who believe 
in socialism. Ours is a Constitution which 
takes note of mixed economy. There is the 
private sector and there is also the public 
sector. The private sector has as much 
scope in this countiy to develop as the 
public sector. It has often been said that 
the public sector creates difficulties due to 
inefficiency and mismanagement. We have 
to guard against this. 

rime IS the essence of the situation. It 
brooks of no delay. In legal matters it has 
been said that justice delayed is justice 
denied. That is not confined only to the 
affairs in law courts. Social justice or 
political justice delayed is also justice denied. 
It was said that Rome was not built in a 
day. But wc lia\e to see that India is made 
within the short span of these next five 
years, because if we do not succeed in 
bringing about the necessary revolutionary 
social changes within this penod, who knows 
what will happen and the people who have 
demonstrated their failli in such a democracy 
would they not lose their faith altogether in 
it ? Such a failuie would be the failure not 
only of a particular party but of sacial 
democracy in this country. 

We cannot have an oasis of plenty in 
the vast desert of poverty. The cult of the 
bomb was resorted to in Bengal because 
there was frustration and there was wide¬ 
spread poverty. There were intellectuals 
who had resorted to this desperate path. 
As our Prime Minister has sud so often. 
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these are problems which canoot be solved 
only on a law and order level. These have 
to be tackled on an economic basis by a 
change of outlook. Those who are plated 
fortunately in a better position economically 
and politically should spurn their luxury and 
they should try to walk hand in glove with 
those who are down-trodden and suppressed. 

There is one more point to which 1 
would like to draw your attention. Doubts 
were raised, and decisions were also given, 
r^arding the competence and supremacy of 
this Parliament. I am of the view, and I 
can support it by interpreting the provisions 
of the Indian Constitution, that though 
federal in form apparently, ours is a parlia¬ 
mentary form of democracy. In a parlia¬ 
mentary democracy. Parliament is always 
supreme. R^arding the British House of 
Commons, it is said that it can do anything 
except to make a man a woman and a 
woman a man. 1 am of the view that the 
same is applicable to the Indian Parliament 
also.

[Shri R. D. Bhandare in the Chair \ 

The Indian Parliament is Supreme in 
every respect. It can impeach and remove 
the President. It can impeach and remove 
even the judges of the Supreme Court and 
the High Court. 

Therefore, in essence, in its exercise 
of power. It is supreme. The decisions 
given by the Supreme Court have to be 
obeyed. But a direct reference was made 
in the Congress Election Manifesto to 
Parliament's competence to make the neces¬ 
sary alterations or amendments to the 
Constitution. Since we have been returned 
with the requisite two-third majority, I think 
this Parliament should be uti ised to make 
suitable amendments to the Constitution so 
that all doubts raised by decisions given by 
the Supreme Court might be set at rest and 
this controversy will no longer be open in 
the country that Parliament is dependent on 
the sweet will of the decisions of Supreme 
Court Judges howsoever highly placed they 
may be. After all, in no country in the 
world people belonging to the services, bow- 
aoever hi^ th^ may be placed, can nullify 
or ignore the wishes of the people who have 
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returned their representatives in such large 
numbers. Soverdgnty always resides in the 
people and if people have exercised it by 
electing us to this august House in such 
overwhelming numbers, their will cannot be 
nullified or ignored by a decision of High 
Court or Supreme Court Judges. It is 
our duty to bring forward a Bill within 
a few months in this august House for 
amending the Constitution declaring in un¬ 
mistakable terms that this Parliament has 
the necessary competence to bring about 
constitutional changes so as to mete out 
social justice and bring forward social 
measures to radicate poverty and un¬ 
employment. These measures cannot be 
n^atived in the ivory tower of the Judges’ 
court room. After ail, the Judges are, I 
should say, drawn from all walks of life. 
Conflict between Parliament and the judiciary 
is not new in modern times. There have 
been such conflicts in the USA between the 
President and the Chief Justice of the 
Supreme Court. One President said : ‘Well, 
Justice Marshall has passed a decree ; let 
him execute it if he can’. 

So such confiicts are inevitable in a 
federal Constitution. It is up to us to 
rectify those provisions which stand in t he 
way of our progress. Conflicts have to be 
resolved by resort to lawful means. Ours 
is 1 democratic socialism ; we do not believe 
in the cult of violencd ; we do not believe 
in dictatorship. We have adopted a path 
different from both. We want to usher in 
socialism by democratic mea ns, something 
which has never been done in t he whole of 
the world. Russia has become a socialist 
state by resorting the violence ; China was 
socially transformed by resort to buHets, 
there personal liberty has been put in cold 
storage. But wedded as we are to Oandhian 
socialism and Gandhian ideology and demo¬ 
cratic socialism, we have to see that poverty 
is eradicated and unemployment abolished 
not by shooting down the rich man, nor by 
killing business' magnates ; we have to bring 
about changes by democratic means. 

I have taken more time than I should. 
This is my first speech, though I should not 
call it a maiden speech, as that would not 
be an appropriate word to use. I thank 
you for the time given to me. 

MR. CHAIRMAN : We are discussing 
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Sopploneatary Demands. Members will 
kindly confine themselves to what is con* 
tained In them and not enter Into a general 
discussion. 

SHRI D. N. BHATTACHARYYA; 
How much time is left ? 

MR. CHAIRMAN: As long as Members 
want and the Speaker has permitted. 

•SHRI J. M. QOWDER (Nilgiris) ; Mr. 
Chairman, Sir, before I start speaking in 
support of the supplementary demands, I 
would I'ke to introduce myself to the House. 
My name is J. Matha Gowder elected from 
Nilgiris, which is popularly known as Queen 
of Hills. I have been elected to this house 
for the fist time and I would like to express 
my views on the Supplementary Demands. 

Mr. Chairman, Sir, it has become 
the practice every year that the General 
Demands arc followed by Supplementary 
Demands. A member who participated in 
the discussion on the General Demands has 
perforce to take part in the discussion on 
Supplementary Demands What we have 
mentioned in the Supplementary Demands 
is that we would banish poverty and un¬ 
employment prevalent widely throughout 
the country. But you never say how this 
laudable aim would be achieved. 

From the days of Avadi Congress the 
ruling party has been proclaiming from the 
house-top that socialism would be ushered 
in the country, but so far they have not 
formulated any concrete proposal towards 
that end. Even in the recent elections, we 
sought the mandate of the people giving 
them the assurance that poverty will be 
banished from the country and whatsoever 
retrograde laws are there, they would be 
repealed, if necessary even by amending the 
Constitution The people, in their fond 
hope that the ruling party would adopt 
progressive measures enabling them to fulfil 
their aspirations, reposed their faith and 
returned the ruling party to the Lok Sabha 
with a massive m^ority.

Mr. Chairman, Sir, 1 would like to 
appeal to the Hon’ble Minister to stop pay¬ 
ing lip sympathy and vigorous!/ start the 
implementation of socialistic policies. Then 
only the existing economic imbalances can be

diminated. I would like to sound here a 
note of warning that the people of this 
country will not allow th^nselves to be 
deceived for ever. Only with the removal 
of unemployment, proverty can be eradi¬ 
cated. If you want to solve the problem of 
unemployment once and for all, you should 
not allow concentration oi wealth in a few 
hands. Unless the concentration of wealth 
is put an md to and the wealth Is widely 
dispersed among the people, if necessary even 
the State taking over the monopoli4», the 
problem of unemployment can never be 
solved. 

In order to arrest the tendency of 
concentration of wealth in a few hands, the 
Government passed the Privy Purses Aboli¬ 
tion Bill in this House. But, it was not 
approved by the Rajya Sabha. Then the 
President issued an Order abolishing the 
Privy Purses. But the Supreme Court set 
aside this Ordo- on the plea that the Consti¬ 
tution did not permit issuance of such an 
Order. If this is the position, then the 
question arises whether such a Constitution 
should exist in its present form. If we go 
on treating the Consitution, which pioves 
to be a stumbling block for any progressive 
measures, as sacrosanct and it should be in 
force without being amended, then it is time 
for all of us to ponder over whether we will 
at all be able to implement any progressive 
measure. I also would like to state that the 
people are not going to brook any delay. 
We cannot afford to postpone the step of 
amending the Constitution for any length of 
time. 

When the Banks were nationalised, the 
Supreme Court held that the nationalisation 
law was ultra vires of the Constitution. 
Similarly, the Supreme Court struck down 
the Presidential Order abolishing the Privy 
Purses. If the Supreme Court is unable to 
uphold such progressive measures -as 
constitutional, then the time has come to 
amend the Constitution itself. I would 
suggest that the Constitution should be 
amended even before the next Budget Session. 

Even those who value greatly the indivi¬ 
dual liberty do talk of socialism. All the 
people in the country talk day in and day 
out that socialism should be ushered in the 
country, but so far nothing concrete has 
been done to achieve this objective. I would

warn the Government that they cannot go on 
deceiving the people for long, merely paying 
lip sympathy to socialism. The gulf between 
prof^on and practice should be bridged 
qoi^ly. 

l.et us examine the steps taken by the 
Government for preserving foreign exchange. 
We have been importing heavily and we have 
not brought in any significant change in the 
import policy. We don’t seem to have 
formulated any concrete proposals for aug¬ 
menting the exports and for reducing the 
imports. 

Mr. Chairman, Su", we have not so far 
given enough incentives for exports. Fake, 
for example, tea which is grown in ray 
constituency in abundance. All of us know 
that tea is a stable export commodity and 
a good foreign exchange earner. What have 
we done for increasing the export of tea ? 
The answer is in the negative. If it is left to 
the resources of the producers of tea to hnd 
foreign markets, without encouraging them 
in their production and without offering 
them incentives for exports, how are we 
going to improve our foreign exchange posi¬ 
tion ? 

I regret to point out that the Government 
have not so far formulated any worthwhile 
schemes for encouraging our exports. This 
is not the position in the case of an isolated 
export commodity only, but it is universal. 
Instead of thinking on the line of giving 
export incentives, the Government seem to be 
determined in creating all sorts of bottlenecks 
for the producers of export commodities. All 
kinds of excise duties arc levied indiscrimi¬ 
nately. Perhaps, we may have the occasion 
to see the same sorry stale of affairs being 
repeated in the budget that will be presented 
in May. 

I request that the Government should 
bear in mind the important role played by 
the exports in the economic development of 
the country. Export commodities should 
be given exemption from Central Excise and 
such other duties. The exporters should be 
encouraged to produce more by offering them 
adequate incentives. They should also be 
assisted appropriately in their export 
schedules. 

Talking about my consUtumqr, Nilgiris, 
whidi is a tea producing centre, I would ilke 
to state that it is a backward grea. Though 


it is known as the Quemi of HUls, it has not 
got proper Rail link. I could not get an 
opportunity to refer to this in the course of 
the discussion on the Railway Budget. 

When 1 see the train facility available to 
go to Simla, I feel very strongly that Nilgiris 
has been discrimi sated. No publicity is 
given regarding Nilgiris for attracting the 
Indian and foreign tourists. No adequate 
train facilities are available to this area. The 
bogim in the train are very old and belong 
to the British days. If this is the position, 
how can a tourist be attracted to this area ? 

In 1967, when the Prime Minister had an 
occasion to come to Nilgiris, she had to 
travel by a Halicopter form Coimbatore 
because of the absence of an aerodrome at 
Ootacamund. I, therefore, request the 
Government to construct an aerodrome at 
Nilgiris. 

I would like to refer to these matters in 
greater detail at the time of discussion on 
the General Budget. I would now appeal 
to the Government that the Budget to be 
presented in May must pave the way for 
greater production and for complete elimina¬ 
tion of unemployment. 

Expressing my gratitude to the Chair for 
having given me an opportunity to partici¬ 
pate in this discussion, I conclude 
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THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF FINANCE (SHRI VIDYA 
CHARAN SHUKLA): Sir, according to 
the rules of procedure, only such matters 
which are raised in the supplementary 
demands can be mentioned during the dis¬ 
cussion on the supplementary demands. 
Thwefore, with your permission, I shall not 
take the time of the House in replying to the 
points not covered by the supplementary 
demands. 

Mr. Bhattacharyya who opend the debate 
mentioned a few matters about West Bengal. 
He made certain wild and baseless charges. 1 
think he and his party realise that their old 
sins are visiting them now and they are 
recoiling under the impact of the things that 
have come out of the action that they them¬ 
selves initiated in West Bengal to begin with. 
The politics of hate, violence and coercion 
ushered into West Bengal after 1967 is no 
secret to this House. We have had occasions 
to discuss this matter whenever elected 
representatives of the people were stopped 
from functioning in the legislature. Because 
of circumstances beyond our control, the 
Assembly there had to be suspended and 
dissolved. After the 1967 general elections, 
two times the people of West Bengal had to 
go to the polls. Every time we had the 
experience that free and unfettered right of 
voting was not allowed to the people of 
West Bengal. This time we had to make 
very very strong arrangements to see that the 
people of West Bengal had the chance of 
voting according to their desire. Even now 
you know h6w efforts were made to coerce 
them and what kind of threats were held out 
to the people who wanted to exercise their 
democratic right of voting. If anybody is 
to be blamed for it, it is not the Central 
Oovonment or any otho: party but it is the 
CPM who are to be blam^ for this atmos- 
pi^ere 9f hgtOf violpace and coercion 
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prevails at present in West Bengal. Thne 
people want to turn the attention of the 
people Ipy saying that West Bengal seems to 
be under the occupation of the Central 
Government. This sounds very funny, 
because the gentleman who spoke like this 
assumes as if West Bengal is not part of 
India. If it is part of India, it caimot be 
under the occupation of the Central Govern¬ 
ment. It is being ruled according to the 
Constitution and the laws of the land. It is 
wrong to use that expression. Either he 
does not know how to use that expression 
or he has deliberately said things which are 
not true and 1 emphatically repudiate them. 

He also mentioned certain things which 
*' are contrary to facts like majority for the 
CPM. We all know that CPM has not 
I been able to get the majority and it is only 
the largest single party ; that is all. With 
I all the coercion and all the malpractices that 
they have indulged in, they have been able 
to achieve only that {interruption^). 1 did 
not interrupt the hon. Member when he 
spoke. As an old member of this House he 
should know that when members speak they 
do not intwupt each other. Even though 
he fwls hurt, 1 would request him that he 
should not gel up and interrupt like this. 

MR. CHAIRMAN : The hon. Minister 
may reply without provoking him. 

SHRl VIDYA CHARAN SHUKLA : It 
is my duty to put facts as they are and if the 
facts provoke the hon. Member, I cannot 
help it. 

Ref^ence was made to tiie development 
of West Bengal, closure of textile mills and 
the labour situation. 1 would again lay the 
responsibility for all these situations squarely 
on the shoulders of the party which Shri 
Bhattachaxyya represents in this House. We 
know that when the hrst United Front 
Government was formed in West Bengal 
and when the second United Front Govern¬ 
ment was formed in West JBengal the 
labour situation and the industrial situation 
in the Sute started to worsen and it started 
worsening in such a manner that there was 
an upsurge in that State and the Central 
Govemmoit had to take over the responsi¬ 
bility of the administration there. If there 
is unemployment, if the industries are shift¬ 
ing Cfom West Bengal, if industries are not 
functi oning properly in West Bengal, they 


must search their own heart and mind and 
see whether they are responsible tot this or 
the Central Government is responsible fiv 
this. They cannot deceive and fool the 
people of West Bengal for all times. If they 
think they can continue to fool the peopie 
they are only deceiving themselves. Th^’ 
cannot fool the people of West Bengal for 
ever by accusing the Central Government; 

] think they ate only footing themselves and 
not anybody else. The charges that Shri 
Bhattacharyya has levelled have no basis in 
fact. 

Before I refer to the point raised by Shri 
Reddy about regional imbalances, 1 would 
like to say that only yesterday the Finance 
Minister was pleased to announce the forma¬ 
tion of the Industrial Reconstruction 
Corporation, which will go into this question 
of industrial units which are suffering because 
of lack of finance or managerial talent, 
labour situation or other factors. If these 
are genuine factors because of which the 
mills have been closed, and not factors w'hkh 
have been promoted by political reasoning or 
political movement, then of course we shall 
be able to help them to set things right. 
But if these things are not the product of 
normal circumstances, then, in spite our 
best effort to bring back normalcy to the 
troubled Stale of West Benga' it will be 
very difficult for us to help them. 

Now 1 come to the question of r^ional 
imbalance. Of course, it forms part of the 
election manifesto on the basis of which our 
party has been returned to power in the 
Centre. We have pledged to the people that 
we shall endeavour to remove tnc regional 
imbalances and the difficulties that are in the 
way of economic development and also the 
difficu'ties that are brought forward in the 
economic life of >our country because of 
certain areas being comparatively more deve¬ 
loped as compared to other areas which are 
undeveloped, in order to develop the 
under-developed areas several schemes have 
been initiated by the Ministry of Food and 
Agriculture and other Ministries. It is our 
policy to emphasize on regional balance and 
regional development so that in the country, 
apart from the imbalance that is seen in the 
cconcmic growth of the country, we should 
not have this kind of regional imbalance 
also. These regional imbalances have to be 
removed in the interest of proper develop¬ 
ment of our country. 
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Shri S. M. Baneijee mentioned the 
important point regarding the pay Comtnis- 
aion’s work. Shri Banenee has been taking 
interest in this matter ever since he came to 
this House and, I think, even before that 
and he knows that the Second Pay Commis¬ 
sion, which was appointed a few years 
earlier, had taken a little more than two 
years to hnalise its recommendations and to 
give them to us. The Thiid Pay Commis¬ 
sion that is at present working and is trying 
to formulate its recommendations for the 
Central Government has got much wider 
terms of reference. It is also considering 
matters regarding the armed forces of the 
Union, the employees of the Union Terri¬ 
tories and many other things which the 
Second Pay Commission was not called upon 
to consider. Shri fianerjee also kno%vs that 
this Pay Commission has had voluminous 
representations to examine. A tremendous 
amount of material has been put forwaid 
before this Pay Commission to examine and I 
am quite sure the Pay Commission, which is 
very competently consituted —very competent 
people are serving on the Pay Commission 
—^realises the urgency of the problem that 
they are tackling and they will not take a 
day more than necessary in formulating their 
recommendations. As soon as their recom¬ 
mendations are available to us, we shall do 
our best to arrive at a conclusion as quickly 
as possible so that this extremely important 
question is given due attention and is solved 
to the satisfaction of these people who arc 
serving the country as Central Government 
employees. 

Shri Kachwai a'so mentioned this ques¬ 
tion about the Central Government em¬ 
ployees. He also moitioned the matter 
r^arding the State Government employees. 
As is well known, the various State Govern¬ 
ments have given interim relief according to 
their fiscal rcsouces and their owp financial 
conditions. If the State Governments come 
forward to take loans from us for subsidising 
or helping their employees, we would probab¬ 
ly have been happy to do that, but our own 
financial condition docs not permit us to do 
things like that. So, we have told all the 
State Governments that they have to take 
care of their own employees and that the 
Central Government would not be in a 
positiem to come to their aid as far as this 
particular position Is concerned. Every 


State Government, whether it is in Punjab 
or in Tamil Nadu or in Madhya Pradesh 
or in any part of the country, will have to 
find out resources to help its own employees. 
It is not possible for the Central Govern¬ 
ment to accept any responsibility in this 
behalf. 

Another point raised by Shri Banerjee 
was regarding the privy purses. This matter 
has been mentioned in the President’s 
Address. The Government of India, through 
the President, has reiterated its position and 
resolves to abolish privy purses and princely 
privileges. We will do so without fa’I. We 
shall do this as quickly as we can. But 
there are certain aspects ol this question 
which will liave to be carefully gone into 
to see that those people who are opposed to 
this abolition do not again have a chance of 
nullifying the will of the people of this 
country. 

It is well known that one of the main 
Items that were before the people of India 
was regarding the abolition of privy purses.' 
When the people have given such a massive 
mandate in favour of abolition of privy 
purses and princely privileges, it is but 
natural that the Government will take 
action to abolish privy purses and privi¬ 
leges as expeditiously as possible by 
appropriate constitutional means. So, 
the hon. Member should not harbour any 
doubts about the seriousness and the will of ' 
Government to abolish these princely privi¬ 
leges and privy purses. 

Regarding Delhi Police, a settlement has 
been arrived at and that settlement is being 
implemented. I do not know whether any 
departure from that settlement that has been 
arrived at can be made at this juncture. 

Shri Ram Naram Sharma mentioned 
about the problem of mechanisation and 
automation as far as it relates to the 
question of employment. 

SHRI Sf. M. BANERJEE : What about 
the pensioners, about referring their case to 
the Pay Commission ? 

SHRI VIDYA CHARAN SHUKLA : 

I made it clear in the Fourth Lok Sabha 
when a discussion was raised by Shri 
Banerjee that although it has not been 
specifically included in the terms of reference 
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of the Pay Conunission, we expect that as 
the Second Pay Commission made some 
recommNidations regarding the pensioner 
this Pay Commission also will give their 
consideration to this question and make 
some recommendations so that we can give 
our attention to this problem also. 

Regarding mechanisation and automap 
tion, we will have to carefully balance the 
needs of mechanisation and automation to 
the efficiency, the cost of production as well 
as to the question of employment. This 
balance will have to be struck by us while 
we embark upon the great task of economic 
regeneration in our country. 

The last point that was mentioned relat¬ 
ing to the Supplementary Demands for 
Grants before us was regarding the amend¬ 
ment of the Constitution raised by my hon. 
friend Shri B. R. Shukla. It has been 
mentioned that this House is supreme and 
this is also the stand of the Government 
that the sovereign will of the people of India 
as expressed through this House is supreme 
and it is possible for this House to amend 
the Constitution in accordance with the 
wishes of people. No other power can 
steep this supreme will of the people. There¬ 
fore, any hurdless that come m the way of 
taking away this right or any hurdles that 
come in the way of exercising the will of 
the people through this House will have to 
be removed. This is the resolve of the 
Government and this is the policy of the 
Government. So, I would say that the 
hon. Member should not worry about this 
particular aspect. If a Bill on the lines of 
the Bill tliat was introduced by late Shri 
Nath Pai is necessary, that kind of Bill can 
also be thought of. But this matter will 
have to be carefully examined before the 
Government can decide what action has to 
be taken in the matter. 

Sir, having replied to the main points 
raised by the hon. Members, I wish to thank 
them for taking part in the debate and 
making valuable contribution. I would 
request the House to vote for the Supple¬ 
mentary Demands that I have put before the 
House.

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SHRI SAROJ MUKERJEE (Katwa) : 
At the very outset, on behalf of the Com¬ 
munist Party of India (Marxist) I oppose, 
the basic policies from which ^ Budget 
provision and various items of the budget 
placed here emanate, because the basic 
policy of the Government of India today 
as expressed in the Budget is to develop a 
capitalist economy, and a capitalist economy 
is a crisis-ridden economy. The leaders of 
the Congress Party including Mrs. Gandhi 
profess day and n^ht that they arc building 
socialism in India, but there is not a single 
dement of socialism in the Budget. The 
main principle of the Budget is to see that 
the rich become richer and the poor become 
poorer. This is the main policy on which 
everything emanates. This is why the 
Indian economy is on the verge of ruina¬ 
tion today, and on this crisis-ridden economy 
the hon. Finance Minister expects the 
development of various aspects of the 
country’s economy and he is exploring the 
possibility of a growing economy. He has 
painted a rosy picture of the last one year. 
He has said that they G. O. I. have done 
many things and that they will do many 
more things in future, but actually the 
picture is quite contrary. We have seen 
that at least for the last one year unemploy¬ 
ment has grown, factories have been closed 
and deficit Budget is continuing. 

He has put before us an over-all deficit 
of Rs. 240 crores in this interim Budget. 
This is not all. He has said that there will 
be increased Reserve Bank credit, but we 
know that without adequate resources if the 
bank credit is increased, there will be further 
deficit. 

Therefore the real deficit will be much 
more than Rs 240 crores which means more 
inflation and soaring prices. The price of 
essential commodities, barring one or two, 
is soaring up every day. People through! 
out India are suffering because of the rise in 
prices. The Finance Minister said that they 
have not taxed the people this time but they 
have In mind to take into ^account the 
mainstay, i.e., the power to raise more 
resources. That means that in the Budget 
which will be presented in May there will be 
taxation proposals. People will be taxed. You 
cannot get resources outside the plan. Only 
by taxation you will have to raise the 
resources. We have seen that during the 
ii)st 23 years have been taxing the poor 


and not the rich. Whatever taxes haw been 
put on the rich have sometisie becQ 
evaded, and at other times they had beea 
exempted. That seems to be thfsir main 
policy. 

He has rebuked the State Governments 
and blamed them for thrir increasing over, 
drafts on the Reserve Bank. He has put 
the responsibility on them. We say that ttw 
State Governments are not responsible for 
this. It is the fiscal policy of the Central 
Government which puts the State Govern¬ 
ments in this plight. The price policy and 
the fiscal policy of the Central Government 
compel the State Governments to run into 
deficit and their economic position also 
deteriorates. This way, the economic posi¬ 
tion of India is fast deteriorating. That is 
why our party has demanded, we demand— 
even now in the Lok Sabha and outside also 
that the States must have more power, that 
they must have 75 per cent of the revenues 
collected by the Centre in that State. I 
mean 75 per cent of the Central taxes such 
as the Corporation Tax, Income Tax etc. 
which 'are collected in that State and the 
balance of 25 per cent will reqiain with the 
Centre. The Constitution should be amended 
to give effect this proposal. If the Central 
Government is keen on the development of 
the State they can do this because they have 
got two thirds majority and they can change 
Constitution so that the States can be placed 
in a better financial position. 25 per cent 
of the Central revenues are enough for the 
Central Governm^t to discharge their 
responsibility regarding defence, foreign 
affairs, communications etc. 

No new policy has been enunciated in 
the Budget. The old policy continues. He 
has painted a rosy picture, the real position 
has not been stated by him. Take for 
example unemployment. Wc have got a 
back log of 78 million unemployed. Annu¬ 
ally 50 lakhs of persons are added to this 
number. The hon. Minister said that their 
aim v/as to provide employment to atleast 
one person per family and that they have 
already sanctioned Rs. 50 crores for this 
purpose. This a fantastic proposal. There 
ate .1 crores of families in India and if you 
give employment to one man per family, 
how long it will take to cover all the unem¬ 
ployed ? Moreover factories arc closed ; 
number of retrenched works wd employees 
are increasing day by day. For example, 
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In West Bengal, there were 200 factories 
dosed during the UF regime. The UF 
tdtJme helped to open 39 factories. But 
during the one year’s President’s rule, 
the total numbo: of dosed mills and 
factories has risen to 400. Similarly in 
Andhra, Kerala, Puiyab, Delhi, Bombay, 
everywhere, the fhctmies are getting 
closed. What has been the result ? The 
result has been that millions of workers 
arc without jobs ; their families are on the 
v«ge of ruin faced with stuvation and 
hunger. To remedy this, nothing is being 
done. 

It was said that we are getting towards 
developing economy. No. That is not the 
the sign of a developing economy. It is a 
retr(^ade economy. The workers are on 
the verge of ruin. The unemployed are not 
getting jobs. Millions of people are getting 
unemployed day by day. Their policy is 
uttvances of sweet words, nice talks and so 
on, on the one hand. And on the other of 
i^iressing the people. Sweet words, very 
nice words, are uttered by our Prime Minis¬ 
ter. 

AN HON. MEMBER : Vote-catching. 

SHRI SAROJ MUKERJEE : Not vote- 
catching. They want to bluff the people. 
Our Chavanji, Shrimati Indiraji—they are 
all uttering sweet words, very nice words, 
but when the people fight for their employ¬ 
ment, when the people fight for their rights 
they repress them. You will then see her 
“l^hasi Murti”, as we see in Bengal. The 
Prime Minister is playing there the role of a 
demoness ; the military, the CRP and the 
BSF are there. Do they think that Bengal 
is a colony of the Government of India 
Military rule is there. Why ? For nearly 
two months, military rule is there. Still, 
they are not able to maintain law and 
orda. Vice-Chancellors and other respected 
leaders are being killed, but no enquiry is 
being made. The Local people say ‘’we 
have seen who are the killers but for fear 
of life we cannot telll their nam«.” 
Because higher police officers and others 
are in league with goondas, murderers and 
There is a big 'high-level conspi¬ 
racy ; high-level plottws arc there. They 
are doing this, the killing of comrades. It 
is with a heavy heart that we have come 
bere. have lost 230 comrades of our

party during the President’s rule. The 
other parties members, youths and general 
people, are also being killed ; this number 
is nearly a hundred. All this is killing 
designed by high-level conspirators who are 
league with the Govemmoit of India. 

Therefore, we say that during the Presi¬ 
dent’s rule law and ord» has very much 
deteriorated. It is not being maintained 
anywhere. The people are always panicky; 
always living in fear of being assassinated 
and all that. On the one hand, th^ are 
uttering sweet words and, on the other, 
when the people fight for their rights, they 
give them bullets. They are killing them. 
Terrible repression is there. That is why 
we demand that when you pass the budget, 
you must assure us that military is with¬ 
drawn immediately ; that the CRP is with¬ 
drawn from West Bengal immediately. Why 
Bengal only ? Kerala, Andhra,—every¬ 
where—they would not tolerate this. Even 
after the election in Miryalguden, in the 
Telengana area of Andhra Pradesh, where* 
our representative has been elected, the 
zamindars have killed two or three kisans 
there. 40 persons in Kerala have been 
killed by the armed forces. Therefore, we 
say that the writtmg on the wall must be 
read. The Government of India, the present 
leaders, should read it. 

With the military for 16 years. East 
Pakistan was being ruled but the people 
threw out the military rule and stood on 
their own legs. By the strength of the 
military, the British regime could not curb 
or suppress us. The Congress regime some¬ 
times could not suppress us. But Shrimati 
Indira Gandhi’s Government, Chavaiyi’s, 
Government, now wants to do the same and 
through military and the CRP they want to 
suppress the democratic movement. Really, 
they are suppressing democracy. 

Where the people are fightmg for their 
democratic rights, they are sending the 
military. Wfiy ? Why are they afraid of the 
people ? You see they are not functioning 
even the Parliamentary Democracy. There, in 
West Bengal, through an election the ULF 
has got a m^ority. 123 members belong tn 
the ULF. The normal procedure should 
have been that the iead«' of that front, Shri 
Jyoti Basu, should have been called. Had 
be failed to form g Oovernmeat, Shri B^oy 
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Singh Nahar, of the second big^t party 
should )iave been called. People should see 
^hat parliamentary democrapy is functioning. 
But instead, of doing that, th^ are ccmepi* 
ring with Muslim League and others, acting 
from behind the scenes and pulling strings 
and all that. Now, they are combining all 
sorts of forces—the CPI, other erstwhile 
leftists, the Muslim League apd po on ,—90 
that the real representatives of the people 
who are really in a majority cannot come to 
power. 

In other States, this is not done. When 
there is h(^e or expectation that the ruling 
Congress may rule, th^ call their men even 
if they are in a minority, as we have sem 
in Bihar and Orissa. This is not the real 
functioning of parliamentary democracy. 

Our demand will be, open factories knd 
give credit to small and middle factory- 
owners. That is not being done. Mr. 
Chavan said in the budget speech that credit 
supply is increasing and many new branches 
have been opened for issuing credit. But he 
has not mentioned to whom credit is paid, 
whether it is paid to millionaires or to poor 
peasants and poor and middle factory- 
owters. So far as we know, not a single 
poor factory-owner or small and middle 
factory-owner or poor peasant has got any 
credit facilities after bank nationalisation. 
We supported bank nationalisation because 
it was a progressive measure. But after 
that, they ought to have taken some 
measures. But they have not done it. 
During the past seven months, they have not 
done anything. This is why 1 say only 
nationalisation of banks will not do. 
Credit should be given to the smaller and 
middle factory-owners, poor and middle 
peasants and to cottage industries. As you 
know, four million families depend on the 
handloom industry, but throughout India, 
the handloom industry is on the brink of 
disaster. No small-scale handloom factory 
has got any credit from the nationalised 
banks. 

Another progressive measures is the 
abolitioil of privjr purses. I do know 
Why Chavaiyi and Indiriyi njsver say, 
“We would not pay any comensation. 
We have got a huge n^ority. We vill 
change the Constitution ted delete the 
provision for payihcht of compensdtioh.”

iThen, why should there be an inim^ise 
of Rs. 65 crores in the defence budget ? 
India has got a glorious anti-imperialist 
tradition. We do not know who is going to 
wage a war against us. What is the use of 
increasing defence expenditure >? In the 
Economic Times of 27th or 28th February, 
we saw a small news item that from the 
State-owned fertiliser factory in K^ala, 
Government of India has sent fertilisers to 
South Vietnam for a fcvi thousand dollars. 
India has got a glorious anti-imperialist 
tradition. Why should we help South 
Vietnam against North Vietnam by sending 
them fertilisers for just a few thousand 
dollars ? We must condemn this. If this is 
not a fact, our leaders must say that this 19 
not a fact. But the news has appeared in 
the Economic Times, We do not know wliy 
defence expendituro should be increased. 
We do not know why we should help 
South Vietnam, when we hive no trading 
with North Vietnam. India has got a 
glorious artti-imperialist tradition. You an 
besmearing our glorious past by doing these 
things. We think that with all these 
policies, you cannot improve our economy. 
The whole thing should be changed basically. 
We tell our Government that unless and 
until the basic policy is changed, nothing 
can be done and our economy cannot be im¬ 
proved. 

SHRI M. B. RANA (Broach) : Sir, I 
rise to support the budget presented by the 
hon. Finance Minister. To quote his own 
words : 

“Our task now is to reassess the en¬ 
tire range of our pblicies so as to give 
them a sharp focus of effectiveness, 
to translate these policies into concrete 
programmes of action and to implement 
these programmes with speed and 
determination. Only so can we acce'.e- 
tM the ptpeeis of ^owth, ledupe dis- 
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parties in income, wealth and economic 
power, generate employment on a mas¬ 
sive scale and avoid pressures on inioes 
or balance of payments of the kind 
which generate intomal tensions and in* 
crease our dependence on external 
credits/' 

I hope and pray that our next budget 
also will be of the same type in May and 
there will be no tax proposals for anyone of 
us. 

The main problem before us is employ¬ 
ment. Quoting his own speech : 

“By far the most urgent problem 
that needs our whole-hearted attention 
is the problem of unemployment There 
can be no qu^tion that poverty and un¬ 
employment cannot be eradicated with¬ 
out a sustained process of growth. But 
there are several ways of achieving 
growth ; and we )iave to seek out these 
which make the maximum impact on un¬ 
employment and mass poverty." 

Most probably it is the mental attitude 
of the people of India which is responsible 
to some extent for unemployment here. 
Usually in India there is one bread-earner 
in the house and there are five or six de¬ 
pendents of that bread-earner. In UK and 
oth^ advanced countries everyone who is 
above the age of eighteen tries to make a 
living. If we change our attitude on that 
basis I am sure we shall get much rame 
eiiq)l<^mient. 

Oovonment are doing their best to remove 
or at least reduce unemployment. Public 
Sector Undertaking is an institution which is 
created mostly to get rid of unemployment. 
They employ a large number af people even 
at the cost of making losses, as mentioned 
by our colleague, Shri Tiwari. Even though 
they incur losses, they help to a large extent 
in solving the problem of unemployment. 
While I was the Chairman of the Committee 
on Public Undertakings I suggested to the 
public undertakings that they should give 
greater emphasis to this aspect and that they 
should provide the people with land and 
know-how so that we can rediKX unranploy- 
ment. 

Cqming to the elections^ there was a 
Qiltid Alliance of the the Jan 


Sangh and the Swatantia Party. The Grand 
Alliance thought they had a very glorious 
fbture before them but they ended in shame 
at the end of the polls. Feeble thought 
that this Grand Alliance should not be given 
any support. Here I am renunded of the 
Pmtugucse people. As stated by Mr. Otto 
Rothfeld in his book, the Portuguese wanted 
to contest with the Britsh Empire where the 
sun never sets for the supremacy in India. 
But they went down as a nation of cooks 
and musicians. This is the position of the 
Grand Alliance in Gqjarat now. They start¬ 
ed with the hope of capturing all the 24 
seats in Gqjarat. They have been able to 
secure only 11, losing 13. So the Grand 
Alliaiice has failed, as far as the poll in 
Gqjarat is concerned. 

They hoped to return in a vast m^ority 
in this House. They have returned only 
11 from Gqjarat aid five from the rest of 
India. That is their strength. Their posi¬ 
tion is somewhere in that comer, fifth or^ 
sixth. They promised everything but they' 
will not be able to do anything in this 
House in spite senior people like Shn 
Mishra coming to this House. 

SHRI ATAL BIHARI VAJPAYEE : Is 
he speaking on the Budget or on the grand 
alliance ? 

MR. CHAIRMAN ; That is part of the 
Budget discussion. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA 
(Begusarai): Your corpus itself is an 
alliance. 

SHRI M. B. RANA : The Budget has 
put stress on the abolition of poverty and 
the programme for tackling the problem of 
unemployment and irrigation. 1 am glad 
that the problem of irrigation is tackled. 
In Gujarat we have a very big problem of 
Narmada Pstctject which is ^e lifeline for the 
whole of Gqjarat, out only of Gqjarat but 
of Kutch and South Rajasthan. This 
Narmada Project has to be taken into con¬ 
sideration. I am glad to know that the 
Madhya Pradesh attitude is now gradually 
changing towards a compromise. It is our 
own Government of Gqjaiat which is refus- 
iqp to cofXfo to an^ tpem fhe Madhya 
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Pradesh Government. If they come to 
some settlement, I am sure that problem can 
be solved in no time. 

Thca, there is the drinking water pro* 
blem which has to be tackled in our parts. 
There are tanks in all the villages which 
require to be deepened. There are small 
rivers which require to be bunded. If these 
things are done, I am sure, the problem 
of drinking water would be solved in no 
time. 

Besides the Narmada Project there is the 
flood and earthquake problem in Broach 
District to which 1 belong. We had floods 
in 1968, earthquake in 1969 and another 
flood in 1970 with the result that the whole 
district is now shaken up. Out of 12,000 
houses in Broach nearly 9,000 are cracked 
up ; they are not worth living in. These 
problems have to be solved sooner or 
later. 

The flood problem can be solved by 
small dams and by breaking the rivers. 
Broach was one of the biggest ports not 
only in India but in Asia. In the days of the 
Egyptian PHARAOHS the Dacca mulmul 
which covered the Egyptian mummies was 
sent through the port of Broach by inter¬ 
national boats. But now it has silted up so 
much that not even small boats can come 
in the Broach Port. The whole coastline of 
Gujarat which is nearly 1,000 miles long has 
several possibilities of bringing up good 
ports. Broach and Dahej are two ports 
that can be developed to a great extent. If 
we develop these and other ports, I am sure, 
we shall be able to do a good deal of work 
for Gujarat. 

There are many things which have to be 
tackled in time. Unemployment, irrigation 
and many other problems of India are there. 
I am sure, with the help of Government 
and with the help of the Opposition which, 
I hope, will change its attitude and not 
adopt a negative attitude which they used to 
adopt in the Fourth Lok Sabha—they have 
also made some promises to the electorate 
and they have to fulfil thdir promises ; by 
this amative attitude which they adopt to¬ 
wards this Government, they will not be 
able to fulfil their own promises—we shall 
be able to tackle all the problems of India 
very soon. 

SHRI SURENDRA MOHANTY 
(Kendrapara); Mr. Chairman, at the outset 


I should like to praCsce my remarks on the 
Budget by congratulating the Finance Minis¬ 
ter for the massive majority which his party 
has obtained in the last general electloDS 
under the leadership of Shzjmati Indira 
Gandhi. But I would only humbly submit 
that the Government should not gloat over 
this Htuation day in and day out. In the 
President’s Address we had told that the 
Congress Party had attained a majority. In 
the Budget it Iw been repeated. I would 
only submit that this victory is an occasion 
for self-introspection, for quiet thinking and 
for a pledge to implemoit the gorib/ hatao 
programme which the Congress Party bad 
given out to the masses. 

Having said so, I had expected that in 
this Budget there would not be generalised 
features and vague intentions. It was expected 
that the Finance Minister will spell out some 
concrete programmes as to how he is gning 
to implement the various assurances. 

In that context, I would like to invite the 
attention of the House to the aspect of 
onployment. The hon. Finance Minister 
has repeated an old scheme of providing 
Rs. 50 crores for giving employment to each 
wage earner in a family. The hon. Finance 
Minister is intelligent enough to note that 
Rs. SO crores is a mere pittance, a drop in 
the ocean. We thought it to be a political 
gimmick when this employment programme 
had been spelt out about six months ago. 
This is no new programme that has been 
spelt out in the Budget Speech of the hon. 
Finance Minister. I think, long before this 
election, this programme had been spelt out 
as an immediate measure, as an urgent 
measure, to tackle the unemployment 
problem. 

Now, this Rs. SO crores programme is 
going to spread over 4000 blocks with the 
target of providing Rs. 100 per month to 
ev^ wage earner in a family. We had 
expected that the Government of India 
should have in the meantime identified 
the districts, identified the blocks, in 
which the programme is going to be imple¬ 
mented. But what I undmtand from the 
Budget Speech of the hon. Finance Minister 
is that the State Government have 
been asked to formulate the schemes. 
Now this vill go on between the 
Government of India and the State Govern¬ 
ments. If I am not pessimistic enough, it 
is going to be in the doldnims. Even out of 
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tb» amount of Ra. SO crons, according to 
my nckoniog, at least 000*11100 go 
towards the a^ninistrative cost, tf Rs. 16 
orores arc earmuked for the administrative 
cost alone, the only persons who will bmefit 
under this employment scheme is dther a 
Secretary or a Deputy Secretary and hordes 
of other administration staff, and not the 
poor rural people for whom this programme 
it ostensibly' meant. 

We were tptd that there were special 
development schemes for 46 districts. This 
was another the schemes which had been 
spelt out by the Oovernment of India to 
urgently tackle the development problem in 
the rural areas. These development agencies 
which will address themselves to the aspect of 
agriculture, irrigation, etc. a'e nothing new. 
'they were there in the Plans and it was for 
the Finance Minister to have made an honest 
assessment of the situation and to have iold 
us how these development agencies or, as a 
matter of fact, for that this Rs. 50 crorcs 
schemes is going to mitigate the hardships in 
the rural sector. 

I would like to invite the attentipn of 
this House to ar^other aspect of the matter. 
It is not the unemployment problem in the 
rural sector that is so much facing us. But 
what is staring at us today is the problem of 
unemployment in tlie urban sector. It has 
been fashioi^ie of late to say that unemp* 
ioyment is not confined to urban sector 
alone. There is a refusal to recognise the 
agonies of the educated unemployed. With 
all humility, I would submit that uneducated 
poreon is never unemployed. 

Suppose a man runs a tea shop or a 
pan shop. He engages five other persons 
and a cultivator who is uneducated nuun- 
tains a whole family. But that is not the 
case in the case of the educated unemployed. 

According to published figures, till 
October 1970 we hid educated unemployed 
in tbi^ country to the order of about 4 
million. It % sutprisiqg that a responsible 
Government begM in' Mir. Cbgvaa and a 
socialist lihe Shrimati Indir* Gandhi should 
have cepiained sitemt over the probiwn of 
educated t^nonplayed, Whh all emphasis 
at my coi^pand^ I wmdA like to shbrnit 
that upemployineiKi of a growing population 
ii the greatest, diiiiit to. a eoefaliii demo¬ 


cracy that we profess to Iwing about through 
the ballot box. 

Sir, there is anotha aspect to which I 
would like to invite the attention of this 
House. The Finance Minister has sought 
to assure us that the price situation in the 
country is registering downward trend. If 
I remember correctly, according to him, 
though the price index has registered an up¬ 
ward trend in the case of manufacture 
articles and the cost of living ia(k!x has gone 
up, the food priCK have gone down to the 
order of 6 to 7 per cent. While it may be 
true of wheat, 1 should inform the Finance 
Minister that the case is exactly the opposite 
in the case of rice. Sir, I come from a 
rice-growing and rice-eating area and 1 tell 
you that the rice price has gone up fantasti¬ 
cally high in spite of the green Revolution 
about which the Government is boasting so 
much. Having said so, 1 would urge upon 
the Government to build up enough buffer 
rice stocks so that the rice-eating population 
is not left to the mercy of the corrupt hoar¬ 
ders. And in that context, I would like to 
know as to what has happened to slate- 
trading in foodgrains of which so much had 
been said in the Bombay session of the All 
India Congress Committee and which forms 
so important a part and so important a plan 
of the socialistic programme of the Congress 
headed by Shrimati Indiia Gandhi. I hope. 
Sir, Government owe an answer to this 
House on this very vital point because, in 
spite of the increased foodgrains production, 
the prices ate also increasnjg and they are 
running a most on parallel lines which are 
going to meet nowhere. 

Sir, the time being very short, I would 
like to dwell on another impottant aspect, 
which, according to me, is the only aspect 
of the Central Budget today and that is the 
devolution of finances to the States. I 
would request the hon. Finance Minister 
that he would be kind enough to furnish us 
with a statement of indices regarding Central 
investment in various States in the different 
sectors of our economy. The figures are 
jumbled up in the Demands for Grants in 
this Budget and unless one is adept enough, 
one cannot immediately find the various 
kinds of State Grants and Special Grants, 
etc., which are being given to the difforent 
States. My grievance is that as we proceed 
in our planning, we are proceeding not to- 
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inequality and political inquity. Socialism 
does not only mean removal of disparity 
t^ween a, citizen and a citizen ; between a 
clas^ of men apd a class of men but also 
between States and States. There are under- 
developed States. There are ueveloped 
States. Tb(^ are some States for whom it 
is a perpetual and eternal problem as to how 
their non-Plan expenditure is to be met or 
even how to meet their administrative costs 
and there are States which generate suffi¬ 
cient surpluses for implementing their 
Flans. Therefore, Sir, in this context, any res¬ 
ponsible Finance Minister has to review and 
examine this Central Budget, the central 
problem of which is, according to me, the 
devolution of Central Finances to the 
States. 

When our Constitution Assembly was 
seized of this question, the issue was very 
limited. 

The issue was devolution of Central 
Finances to the States according to Art. 280 
of the Constitution, which had contemplated 
that there would be a Finance Commission 
a quinquuinial affairs, which would make 
awards i^rom time to time to State Govern¬ 
ments to meet their temporary liabilities. 

When tire Constituent Assembly had 
framed Art. 280 of the Constitution, the con¬ 
cept of the Plan had not come into existence. 
But, in the givot context of today, it is the 
Plan and the Plan alone, which has trans¬ 
cended all the limited horizons of Art. 280. 
And, today, when we are confronted with a 
situation in with there are some States which 
have to depend upon the Central Loan for 
meeting their administrative expenditure, it 
will be for the Finance Minister, to tell us 
as to how those States are going to tackle 
with their problems of planned development 
and growth. And, if, in those States, ano- 
mosities grow, bitterness increase ; and pose 
a challenge to our nation, then, certainly, the 
responsibility squarely will rest on the 
shoulders of the Finance Minister.

Sir, in this context, I would like to 
remind you of one point. When Shri Vidya 
Charan Shukla was replying to the Debate 
on the Supplementary Demands he said that 
such States w(hich want to give increased 
Dearness Allowance can look to the Centre 
for loans. I was almost tempted to 
ask him : How th^ loans are going, to be

serviced by toe Sta^ Govecqymegts ? There 
are States like Ori^ which have reedyed 
huge loans from the Government of In^. 
ha servicing those loans, aU tlie 
the Special Grants which they have 
receivii^, are being consumed. Therefore, 
the issue today is, as to what naffical 
measures the Govomment of India can 
evolve, for the devolution of toe finances to 
States like Orissa for the planned process. 

In this context, I find that the Special 
Grants which the Government of India had 
been giving are roistering today diminishing 
return. We find that the non-plan Grants 
are on the dwindle and we would like to 
know from the hon. Finance Minister as to 
what it is that has necesssitated this 
situation. 

For instance, in the Revised Budget, the 
noD-Pian Grants were of the order of 
Rs. 141,83 crores. In 1971-72, it has been 
reduced to Rs. 136.87 crores. Whereas this 
reduction may not mean anything to richa* 
and more resourceful States, certainly, it is 
going to mean a great hardship for States 
like Orissa, Madhya Pradesh, Ri^astban and 
Assam. There is another aspect. In toe 
scheme of Central assistance to (he States, 
70 per cent component of this is loan apd 
30 per cent is grant. Variations are made 
in case of certain States like Assam, 
Nagaland, Jammu and Kashpur. etc., where 
the position IS exactly reversed. The ratio 
or the component of loan there is 10 per cent 
wbweas the grant is 90 per cent. If a 
rational classification is made, I do not see 
why any difference should be made in case of 
States like Orissa. If Assam can get 10 per 
cent loan and 90 per cent grant, certainly it 
is for the Government of India to give an 
answer as to why similarly placed, and 
underdeveloped States, in Similar situations, 
should not get that same consideration. 
I do not wish tr> join issue with toe 
Governni^it of India at this moment olf 
this point, because the subject requires 
more detailed examination. But at this 
stage, I would only make a humble plea, to 
the hon Finance Minister that he should see 
that more redicaJ measures are evolved so 
that under-developed States do not sufl ^ 
from any handicap and do not recede to the 
backwaters of stagni^on. 

With these words, I oonunend the budg^ 
for the consido'ation, of the House,

SHRl PILOO MODI (Godhra) : Appa¬ 
rently, the entire mischief in Chhoti Khatu 
occured because the Baoris who belong to 
the Scheduled Castes had the temerity to 
vote according to their choice for Mr. 
Somani of the Swatantra party. 1 can 
imagine that it must have been particularly 
galling to Members of the ruling party 
who have styled themselves as the cha¬ 
mpions of the downtrodden. It must also 
have been upsetting to Mr. Sukhadia, the 
Chief Minister of Rajasthan, Mrs. Gandhi's 
valiant knight in shiuing armour, in her 
fight against poverty. It must have appa¬ 
lled Mr. Mathuradas Mathur, the Finance 
Minister of Rajasthan, to find that simple 
folk of Scheduled Castes would prefer the 
Swatantra party to that led by Mr. Jagjtvan 
Ram yesterday, Mr. Sanjivayya today and 
God knows who tomorrow. But it must 
have been totally unnerving to Mr. Chama 
Ram, the villain of that area, the Pradhan 
of Deedwana pancbayat, the paragon of 
virtues who has dozens of esses pending 
against him. Not one case being pursued to 
its logical conclusion, because of Mr.Chaina 
Ram's intimate connection with the Finance 
Minister, Mr. Mathur. The Rajasthan 
Government having shirked the Adjourn¬ 
ment Motion in the Vidhan Sahha and 
having turned d)wn a request to entrust 
the investigation to the CBl, Mr. Sukhadia 
the Chief Minister, gallantly agreed to 
visit the area in the company of Mr. 
^jhtthuradas Mathur, the Finance Minister 


and Mr. Devpura, the State Minister for 
Home Affairs, along with the Opposition 
members. 


It is interesting to note what Mr. 
T. N. Kaul of the Times of India has to 
say in its issue of March 24. He says 
that if the purpose of Mr Sukhadia's visit 
was to restore confidence amongst the 
terror-sticken people, the trip was apparen¬ 
tly a failure as Mr Chaina Ram formed 
part of the Chief Minister’s party. 


He was seen by some people being 
patronised in the Chief Minister's party. 
It is further reported in the Times of 
India of March the 25th, that the Chief 
Minister on having completed bis inves¬ 
tigation, proceeded to Deedwana to have 
lunch with the veiy same Mr Chaina Ram, 
who is reported to have descended on 
Chhoti Khatu village with 50 to 60 per¬ 
sons of his own kind on Match, the 9th, 
to beat up women, take away their orna¬ 
ments and cash on the trumped up chaige 
of a stolen buffalo and again came back on 
March 12ih, to deniulish a number of 
houses belonging to these Haiijan farai- 
lies. 


I have here photographs of the dam¬ 
age that has been done to the houses of the 
Harjians in this village. With your per¬ 
mission, I would like to lay them on the 
Table. 


SHRl I>. K. DEO (Kalahandi): He 
should be allowed to lay it on the Table. 


SHRl,PILOO MODY; I had written to you 
in this conniv^tion and I have not heard 
from you. Apparently, you are not interes¬ 
ted that the House and the country should 
see the conditions of the people there. 1 
have also* here a tape-recording of the 
evidence given by the women who were 
so severely and brutally beaten up. With 
your permission, I would like to play it. 
If 1 do not have your permissioQ, i 
would not play it. The level of

violence in Nageur constituency during 
the election was Quite unbelievable. 
20 jeeps belonging to the Swatantra 
candidate Mr. Soinani, were damaged or 
buFnt. About 40 workers are still hospi¬ 
talised. They were even refused registra¬ 
tion in Government hospitals and they had 
to be taken to private nursing homes. 
Mr. Soraani wrote to the Chief Election 
Commissioner as early as January ISth, 
Warning him against the reign of tarror 
and the open incitement to violence 
advocated by his opponents, in addition to 
lodging SO complaints with the police, 
witn the Collector, with the oilicials of 
the State Government, with Chief Minister 
and other ministers, with the State 
Election Commission, with the Chief 
Election Commissioner and the Prime 
Minister herself. None of these brought 
forward even a reply except mere 
cyclostyled acknowledgments. 

In view of all that has been said and 
published regarding the incident, which 
without any shadow of doubt is intimatly 
connected with the election and even 
otherwise, I would like to know whether 
the Government of India will accept the 
responsibility of investigating the mattei 
and conduct a full enQuiry in to the causes 
of incidents which have led to this ciinn- 
nal episode and this reign of tcrroi. 

I would also like to know from Gover¬ 
nment what machinery it will employ to 
investigate this matter, in view of the fact 
that Mr. Chaina Ram enjoys the patronage 
of the Finance Minister, Mr Mathur, who 
enjoys the patronage of the Chief Minister, 
Ml Sukhadia, who enjoys the patronage 
of Mrs Indira Gandhi, who we are told 
has only recently received a massive ver¬ 
dict from the people. 

SHRI K.C. PANT; My hon. friend has 
made certain insinuations against persons 
who are not here to defend themselves. 
1 can only go by the facts before me, 
which show that when this matter came up 
before the legislative Assembly on tbe 
22ad March, the (?hief Minlszer and Mr 
Mathur, both of whom were mentioned by 


Mr Mody, showed their concern from this 
particular problem and this incident by 
visiting the village on tbe 3rd. 

SHRI PILUO MODY: In the com¬ 
pany of? 

SHRI K. C. PANT: In the company of 
the leader of the Jan Sangh... 

SHRI PILOO MODY : And Mr. 
Chaina Ram. 

SHRI K. C. PANT : ... and SSP and 
CPI, three parlies. 

SHRI PILOO MODY ; In addition 
to Mr Chaina Rain..., {interruptions) 

MR SPEAKER : Please do not 
interrupt him when he is replying. 

SHRI K. C. PANT .’ 1 was merely 

mentioning the fact that the Chief Minis. 
tei responded very Quickly when the matter 
wus brought to his notice in the Assembly 
and both he and Shri Mathur, along with 
the opposition loaders, visited the village 
the \cry next day. This shows quick 
reponstt to the siiuaiionand not any indiff¬ 
erence to it. That is all that I wish to 
point out. 

Then there was a reference to a 
Lunch given by a gentleman, which was 
raised elsewhere also. The Chief Minis¬ 
ter has clarified that the lunch was given 
by Shri Mathur. 

SHRI PILOO MODY : Where? 

SHRI K. C. PANT ; This particular 
lunch you are referring to was given by 
Shri Mathura. 

SHRI PILOO MODY : Where. 

SHRI K. C. PANT : That, you ask 
tbe Chief Minister. 
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SHRl PILOO MOUY : We sre asking 
you Questions 

SHRl K. C. PANT . You have asked 
your Questions and no\v I am replying. 
Then he mentioned the fact that 20 
jeeps of Shri Soman i were destroyed. We 
on this side of the House cannot 
imagine 20 jeeps being engaged by a candi* 
date. 


SHRl PILOO MODY ; I expect a 
standard level of reply and not cheap 
libes from the Minister. 

MR SPEAKER t I exiect it (rom 
both sides. 


SHRl K. C. PAN! • Then he leler- 
red to the fact that ceitain complaints 
were made to the Prime Minister, among 
othei s. I cannot say what was done to 
the complaints receded by the State 
Government but we hav e received complai¬ 
nts from various pai ts of the country with 
legard to intimidation of votei«-. I may 
say that if you look at it from puiely 
party point of view, in this matter we are 
more sinned against than sinning. We 
have had to take measures in various 
States to prevent intimidation of the poo¬ 
rer sections of the society, hut if you go 
by facts they are more with us than with 
you. 

SHRl PILOO MODY : Nagaut is a 
shining example. 


SHRl K. C. PANT : All the compla¬ 
ints that we have received, we have 
forwarded to the State Government for 
going into them. I should imagine that 
along with others this too was received 
and forwarded to the State Government. 
As to the investigation of this particular 
incident, 1 have already said that the State 
Government is investigating into it. If 
they need our assistance, we shall certainly 
see what we can do about it. 


DR. KARNl SINGH (Bikaner) '• Sir. 
we in the opposition are not interested in 
a post-election post mortem of what has 
happened m the poll. We are sportsmen 
and we bow to the people's verdict. But 
in our mind somewhere there are some 
doubts raised, paiticularly after seeing 
the ballot papers yesterday, and these are 
not only in our minds, but these are 
shared by the nation at large, and 1 hope 
the government will have the courage to 
clarify the position before the people. 

1 have fought hve elections and I 
come from Rajasthan from the same area 
as the one under discussion today. 1 
have seen elections fought in Rajasthan 
in Nehru's time, in the time of the late 
Pantji, the father of the hon. Ministei, 
and 1 realise that there is a great change 
that is taking place all over. The post- 
election scene is no longer the same as 
It was since 1952, 19S7 oi 1962. Today 
revenge has come into play. What you 
see in Cbhoti Khatu is just one such indi¬ 
cation of how the government sits back 
and allows the poor citirens who voted 
according to their own wishes to be victi¬ 
mised. 1 have seen this victimisation not 
only in Cbhoti Khatu, 1 have seen it in 
my own constituency. The day my results 
were declared the people belonging to the 
Congress Party there immediately started 
their witch-hunt. Mr. Speaker, I am not 
given to making false statements and you 
know me for the last twenty years. I will 
Say that if this witch-hunt is not stopped. 
It ts going to be the end of democracy, 
it is not enough to be returned to this 
House in a very large majority ; it is also 
important that this government, which 
have been given by the people this im¬ 
mense verdict in their favour must come 
and protect the poorer citizens, the poorei 
barijans who have been victimised by the 
govercmei),tal machinery. 

In my constituency, 1 know that peo¬ 
ple who are suppoi^d to have voted foi 
me have been told that cases will be 
opened against them. I know that in 
certain cases where we had our public 
meetings, a few miscreants were asked to 
throw stones. The Collector and the 
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Police officers who stood nearby did not 
even nise a flnsure to protect the citizens 
until the citizens took the law into their 
own hands and dispersed the miscreants. 
In Jodhpur, the jeeps of Mrs. Krishna 
Kumari, a sitting Member of this House, 
were burnt. 


MR. SPEAKER : May I request you 
to be relevant to the Call Attention ? 

DR. KARNl SINGH : No civilised 
society and the Government can allow 
such reign of terror to happen as has 
happened in Chhoti Khatu. There is one 
thing that Is becoming very evident. If 
the Government fails to protect the citi* 
/ens, the time will come when the citizens 
must take the law into their own hands. 
I have seen that when the Government 
has failed to protect the citizens, the citi¬ 
zens have kept quite because they arc 
law-abiding. But how long can you except 
them to sit back and watch these alroci' 
ties taking place, women beaten up, their 
houses destroyed, all m the name of 
democracy. I am afraid this kind of idea 
is not going to help 


We also know that Mr. Sukhadia with 
tus partisan attitude having been returned 
to power through the back-door, not b: 
the verdict of the people as Mrs. Indira 
Gandhi has been lelurned, and those 
people are interested in then chans and 
that they aic incapable of giving people 
the protection following the elections 
I would, therefore, like to know from the 
l.on. Minister whether the Centr.il Govern- 
inant is prepaied to step in any State 
where the Guve^nm^nt in power has started 
which-hunting against the people. Secon- 
oly, 1 would like to know what compen¬ 
sation do they propose to pay to these 
poor Harijans whose homes have been 
destroyed, whose women have be^n beaten 
up and whose children have been killed. 
Thirdly, I want to know what protection 
does the Goternment of India propose to 
give to the citirens who voted against 
the Congress Party, An ex-Army soldier, 
Mr. Ajit Singh, was the only man who 
save protection to the poor Harijans and 


he gave it because he was a soldier and 
be had the guts to atand up against the 
atrocities of the Government. May I 
know whether this Government will take 
steps to see that Mr. Ajit Singh’s family is 
also given protection and that no barm 
is done to them, 


I hope these questions will be answe¬ 
red in the way in which the bon. Minister’s 
father would have given so that they can 
satisfy this House and the people at 
large. 

SHRI K. C, PANT ; My hon. friend 
referred to the general question of intimi¬ 
dation of voters. So far as the general 
question goes, it has received the attention 
of the Chief Election Commissioner even 
earlier and after the mid-term poll, he has 
made certain suggestions. He bad propo¬ 
sed certain legisl.ntive measures also and 
these legislative measures which were to 
base been further considered by a com¬ 
mittee of the leaders of the Opposition 
parties. But after this committee was 
constituted, the lok Sabha was dissolved 
and this committee could not consider the 
mattei further. Ilut is where this matter 
Stands. 1 believe, in yesteidry's meeting ol 
the leaders of the oppisition parties with 
the Pi into M’uisttM this matter also 
came up. 


The o'hci two specific lueasures which 
were taken during these elections to guard 
against the possibility of intimidation 
wcie, firstly, that the number of polling 
booths was increased particularly in areas 
inh.nbi.ed b> Harijans, etc where intimida¬ 
tion could be apprehended and, secondly, 
the method of counting was changed this 
time. As all hon. Members know, this 
time, the counting took place on a con- 
stituencywisc basis. This was to avoid the 
possibility of voting trends in any parti- 
cular„booth being known. Therefore, if you 
look at the problem objectively, after these 
measures, no one reallv can get an idea of 
the trend of voting in a particular booth. 
Voting is secret and individual voting, 
of course, it is difficult to know otherwise,

to bnow. I would not be very asser* 
tive in saying that sucb and such a village 
Or such and sucb a locality did vote for 
so and so under these circumstances. It 
is not. 

DR, KARNI SINGH ; Then how did 
you come to the conclusion that the 
Scheduled Castes voted for you ? 

SHRl K. C. PANT : Lit is not an is¬ 
olated belief, it is a fact in the whole 
country. 

SHRIMATI GAYATRl DEVI (Jaipui): 
Tbe bon. Minister does not know. 
Rerorts from that area say that when 
the women came back, they were asked :

That is why he did not get that report. 

SHRI K. C. PANT : I do not expect 
these women to tell Her Highness that 
they have not \oted for her...(Infern/p~ 
tions:) 

It is not unknown. Sir, that people in 
her position of life were told one thing 
and the voters cast votes the other way. 

SHRIMATI GAYATRl DEVI : I am 
very sorry. Sir, 1 cannot take it from the 
hon. Minister. If this is the behaviour 
of the Government of India—this is not 
what is expected of them—from the way 
we saw the voting went {Interruptions) 
And as far as the women are concerned, 
they are in the hospital in Jaipur. They 
were going to come here to-day. I w ish 
1 bad brought them but I did not expect 
this sort 0 ^ behaviour from the bon. 
Minister. Otherwise, these women could 
have come here and when be comes out, 
they would have told him which way they 
voted, 


SHRI R. K. SINHA (Faizibad) ; Do 
you recognize Her Highness and Rajmatas 
inside the Lok Sabha ? This is what I want 
to know. 

MR. SPEAKER : They are not hon. 
Members. Then, what is the barm if he 
says, *Her Highness, the hon. Member ?”* 
{Interruptions) 

SHRI K. C. PANT ; Sir, 1 had no 
intention of hurting her feelings. I would 
not have been called upon to give tbe 
reply if she had 091 intervened. I was 
replying to another hon. Member. 

As far as the complaints received, my 
bon. friend asked me, *WilI tbe Govern¬ 
ment sit back and do nothing when 
complaints are received, from the State 
Governments ?’ Complaints are received 
from the State Governments where the 
Congress Party is in power and where 
other Parties are also in power. We have 
to be even-handed in our approach to all 
these Governments. We cannot be parti¬ 
san in these matters and we treat all com¬ 
plaints alike and that is what we are doing 
even now. 

T am glad Dr. Kami Singh mentioned 
the need to protect puoi Harij.sns. This 
is what we are trying to do in all the 
areas to the extent possible. In Western 
DP, in Bihar, Madhya Piadesh and 
other areas where we leceived prior 
intimation of possible intimidation, 
we did take whaicver steps that lay in our 
power. We are certainly interested that 
voting is free and fair and that is the 
basis for demoriatic functioning. In 
West Bengal, as the House knows, we 
took vaious stqs. I uink the adminr 
strative machinery of this country can be 
congratulated for the manner in which 
these elections weie held, peacefully and 
in an orderly manner and, by and large, 
in such an operation except for a few 
complaints here and there, the elections 
passed off, I think, very smoothly. 

My hon. friend asked me about giving 
protection to those who voted against 
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tbe Congress. Our experience is that, by 
and large, those who voted against Cong¬ 
ress in these elections are capable of tak* 
mg care of themselves. It is those who 
voted with us, who are the poorest 
sections of the community, who need 
protection. 


DR. KARNI SINGH : Does he mean 
that the citizens should be encouraged to 
take up arms ? What a ridiculous state¬ 
ment ? 


SHRI PILOO MODY : The Minister 
is beginning to over-reach himself. 

DR. KARNI SINGH : 1 think this is 
an extra'ordinary statement that is being 
ni.ide. 

SHRIMATI GAYATRl DEVI rote. 


SHRI K. C. PANT : Sir, 1 am not 

Molding. (Interruptions) This runing 

commentary is not necessary because I am 
going to explain that every citizen is 
entitled to the protection of law..,(/n/cr- 
riiptions). That is why I am telling you. 
A'l citizens are entitled to the protection 
ui law. 1 think my hon. fiiend and Mr. 
Vaipayee before him, emphasized that the 
V eaker sections of the community deserve 

particular protection. (Intel ruptions). 

That is all I say. In regard to the 
last Question regarding protection to the 
citizen. It is a State subiect—Law and 
(>rder is a State subject. It is for them 
to provide protection. So far as we are 
concerned, when we come into the picture, 
; s we did in West Bengal, we do our level 
I'cst to provide every protection to the 
citizens that we can. 


SHRI P, K. DEO t It IS, a matter of 
concern that the Stalin era has dawned 
this country in order to liQuidate all sorts 
of opposition. As early as 8th February 
the Swatantra party in Rajasthan brought 
to notice of the Election Commission and 


the Government of India that a reign of 
terror has been let loose in that part of 
our country and th^ wanted the CStP to 
be deployed there so that there could be 
free and fair election, but no steps were 
taken in that regard. On the 16th February, 
when the Maharaja of Kishangarh was 
shot at and killed, the Prime Minister 
Suo motu came with a statement for a 
CBI investigation and it was welcome by 
the Chief Minister. But 3 days afterwards 
the I. G- of Police ar.d the Home Minister 
of Rajasthan Government came with a 
statement that there was no political 
motivation and the culprit has been appre* 
bended, thereby to prejudice any CBI 
probe which was contemplated by tt« 
Prime Minister. 


Now, coming to the post-election 
period, it is a matter of concern that 
victimisation of this sort is allowed to 
continue. I would like to know cate* 
goiically from the Home Minister if Mr. 
Cband Ram who accused No. 1 in this 
case accompanied the Home Minister and 
the Chief Minister to entertain them in 
that particular village. And, secondly 
I would like to know this, it is not a 
fact that even though more than 100 
cases are pending against Mr. Chand Ram 
and in this case it has been blatantly pro* 
ved that he is at the root cause of ell 
the troubles, be is being given the mantle 
of protection by no less a person than the 
Finance Minister and the local MLA, Mr. 
Mathuradas Malhur who once happened to 
be my collegue in this House ? Taking 
into consideration all these facts the 
House cannot abdicate its responsibility 
to look aftei the welfate of the harijans 
especially under Act 338 of the Constitu¬ 
tion. I would like to make a demand on be 
half of the Swatantra party and all of us 
fiom this side that a categorical assurance 
should come fiom the Government that 
there will be a judicial probe into this 
entire state of affairs to be presided over 
by no less a person than a judge of the 
Supreme (ourt and that all hies and 
papers should be handed over. 1 would 
like to have the reaction of the Govern¬ 
ment to my suggestions. 
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SHRI s. M. BANERJEE (Kaopar) : 
And alto What happened in Morena. 
Villages have been burnt by the Rajmata 
of Gwalior. 

SHRI P. K. DEO ; Have an enquiry 
a judical enquiry. 

SHRI PILOO MODY; Not a godnda 
eQuiry but a judicial enquiry. 

SHRI K. t. PANT : My hon. friend 
has again repeated what he has said ear¬ 
lier. Certain complaints were referred to 
the Government of India and 1 have al* 
ready stated they were dealt with. The 
second point he made was whether a 
particular gentleman accompanied the 
Chief Minister. According to press 
reports, he did. But so far as 1 am con* 
cerned, I have no official information from 
the Rajasthan Government on the point. 
So far as the question of entertaining the 
Chief Minister is concerned, 1 have alicady 
said that Mr. Mathur entertained him. 

SHRI PILOO MODY : Did he get that 
information also from the Rajasthan 
Government oi from the press report 

SHRI K. t . P\Nr . 1 have alicady 
answertd the last question. 

SHRI P. K. DEO : What was the ans¬ 
wer to the last question regarding judicial 
I robe ? 

SHRI K. C. PANT : I have already 
answered it. Sbri Atal Bihari Vajpayee 
had asked that question already. 

So far as the root cause of the trouble 
IS concerned, as I have said, there are two 
versions of the incident and two versions 
of what the root cause was. Until the 
investigations are complete, I cannot say 
which of them is correct. 


SHRI P. K. DEO ; It is not a question 


of law and order. It is a Question of Hari* 
jans who have been affected here, and it 
is our responsibility and the responsibility 
of this house. Why are Ooves'ncaeot 
abdicating their responsibility to probe 
into the matter on behalf of the Oovertt- 
ment of India and why are they leaving 
It to the Rajasthan Government who are 
a party to it ? 


MR. SPEAKER: The bon. Member 
may please resume his seat. Now, Sbri

SHRl C, C. DESAl (Sabarkantba); Mr. 
Speaker, Sir, we congratulate tbe Prime 
Minister on her outstanding victory and 
she bas now got tbe opportunity of putting 
all tbe promises made in tbe manifesto as 
well as the promises made in tbe President’s 
Address into effect. We give this credit 
to her ungrudgingly on behalf of the par- 
ent Congress which though badly beaten 
and completely emasculated, has taken up 
the challenge bravely. We recognise 
the prominent position of the Congress 
led by the Prime Minister variously known 
as Congress (N), then becoming Congress 

(R) . For a short time it became Con- 
gress(j) and now it has become Congress 

(S) . The Prime Minister is now in a posi¬ 
tion to put everybody in his i^o^r place 
whether it is Babuji or Chatrapathiji, whe¬ 
ther it is the young turks or old women , 
in the party or whether they are her Com¬ 
munist friends or D.M.K.. partners, 

THE MINISTER OF FINANCE (SHRl 
YASHWANTRAO CHAV AN) ; She has 
put you in proper place. 

SHRl C. C. DESAl : 1 am in my place 
all right; I know my place; you have to 
know your place now. 

However, 1 wish to say this that we 
shall extend to the Government our ful¬ 
lest cooperation in the fulfilment of the 
policies designed to eradicate poverty, to 
develope and buildup industries, to ittevent 
wastage of national resources and find a 
solution to the problem of the unemployed 
both educated and uneducated, rural as 
well as urban. 

These are the policies which the Con- 
greu party inherited really from undivi¬ 
ded Conpress taking inlo consideration 
the 10-point programme of the AlCC in 
Bangalore in 1969. WeaheM coopenrte «her 
ev« we can, with forf^tlng out righ 
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to opfO«e wb««V4ir «« muit, in tbt iatts. 
Mt tbt Mtkm» in tbn inumstt of the 
people and in larfet, interests of the 
wei^ seetioos of the comnsunity. 

It is neeessery to remind the Prime 
Mtnitter of the old adage»Power corrupts 
and absolute power corrupts absolutely. 
We should not forget the foul «and wide* 
spread corruption which existed in this 
country, which was witnessed on the eve 
of the elections, maybe for whatever por* 
pose these might have been practised. 
But we must warn the Government that we 
shall not any longer tolerate the absolute 
corruption which may arise from absoute 
power. 

Wo welcome the decision of the 
Government to go about the abolition of 
the privy purses in a constitutional manner. 
If only they had done this last year all 
this unseemly controversy which arose 
between the Government and the Supreme 
Court would have been avoided. 

1 believe I am correct in saying the 
then Law Minister was properly advised 
by the Law Ministry and even by the 
Hqme Ministry that it was unconstitutional 
to go about the derecognition order in 
the way in which they did. However, he 
thought ot no end his own legal acumen, 
and he set aside the advice given bj the 
Law Ministry and even the Auorney- 
Qeneral and advised the Government in 
favour of the derecognition wnh the result 
that we all know. We hope that the now 
Law Minister who is an eminent retired oi 
former High Court judge will give due 
weight to the advice of his Ministry and 
will not project his own political opinions 
and views either in the interpretation of 
law or in the enunciation or administration 
of justice. 

There is one more point which I would 
like to emphasise in this connection, and 
that is the desirability of consulting as 
often as possible the Attorney>General in 
matters relating to law. 1 know case after 
case in which committed advice may have 
1>M0 given by the Law Ministry to suit 
the whims and whimsicalities of the Minis* 
tor in charge, but when the party has poin* 
tod out to Government that m a case like 


this it would be bettor elao to coninlt the 
AttoToey*Qeneral, they heve felt thet they 
should not do so because. thiQr have feH 
that the opinion given by the AtUumey* 
General may be adverse eititer to the 
views of the Minister or to the opinions 
of the Ministry. This is putieularly so ui 
matters relating to taxation and the pro* 
visions of the commercial laws'such as the 
Monopolies and Restrictive Trade Freetices 
Act, because the equation is uneven between 
the private party and the Government. 
Government have the legal opinion and 
the legal counsel free, whereas the 'poor 
private party has to spend from his own 
pocket to vindicate and obtain justice in law 
courts. Therefore, Government should be 
more careful and infact, government would 
be well advised to consult the Attorney* 
General wherever there is any violent 
difference of opinion between the Ministry 
and the private party concerned. 

SHRI R, D. BHANDARE (Bombay 
Central): Now, my hon. friend belongs to 
Congress (O) and not to the Swatantra 
Party, 

SHRI C. C. DESAl ; For the infor* 
mation of the hon. Member, 1 may say 
that I am speaking now as a representative 
of Congress (0). He still seems to think 
and live in 1968 when I represented the 
Swatantra Party. He does seem to have 
changed with the times. 

SHRI R. D. BHANDARE: I am 
only reminding him. 

SHRI C C. T)LS\I 1 am fully aware 
of what 1 am doing I am not one of 
those who Ho not know what they talk. 

In the matter of foreign policy, 
while wc support the principle of non- 
alignment we must w.srn Government that 
non-alignment must be real and true non- 
alignment and not the Non-alignment that 
we have witnessed during the last few 
years, that IS, aprensing the so-called fri- 
ends in the Aiab world or in the African 
countries. 

1 have had the benefit of visiting both 
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Sooth Africa and the Itost African coun- 
tricx. -i hnov? the condition of the 
people there, pwticularly the people of 
Indian origin now resident as citizens in 
those countries, end I have no hesitation 
in saying that although countries like 
Kenya, Uganda and Tanzania are friends 
of India, the condition of the people of 
Indian origin in those, countries is no 
better than that of the people of Indian 
origin resident as citizens of South Africa. 
In one country we call it apartheid, while 
in the other countries, we do not call it 
apartheid, but it is just as bad; this apar- 
tbeid is undeclared, yet, in practice, it is 
just as bad as in South Africa. Our Foreign 
Office, howevr is partial to and almost afraid 
of those countries for reasons best known 
to themselves, sod the same thing obtains 
in the matter of Arab countries. I am 
not taking up the question of Israel in this 
context. But the te’t of friendship of 
Arab countries is where we have any con. 
frontation, even a minor confrontation, 
with our next-door neighbours Pakistan 
and Ch ina. 

Take the case of the recent hijacking 
of the Indian airliner which was taken 
there and blown up. It was said the other 
day by the radio of Betar Kendra of Bangla 
Dssh that Mr. Bhutto had a hand in this 
particular atrocity. 

None of these Arab countries has said 
a word against Pakistan. If any such 
thing had happened in India, they would 
have been the most vocal and vociferous 
in condemning India and such incident. 
This is what I would call discrimination 
as between India and Pakistan in their 
approach. All these Arab countries are 
the same; whether it is UAR, Saudi 
Arabia, Syria, Jordone or Lebanon, they 
are all alike. We should take due not of 
of this tendency 00 on the part of 
the Arab countries and should not 
adopt apolicy of apppeasement which we 
present in are doing at present in the Arab 
countries. 

Take, for iastance, the Arab League. 
What justifica^ has it to have im> office 


in this country? What is the justtficattoo, 
forgiviag diplomatic rewgait^. to' the 
Arab League? Where else does this 
pen? Whi^ other country has done so^ 
a thing? But in this country, we believe 
subservience to Arab interests in preference 
to our own. I lu^ that Ooyernmeot, 
strong as it is now, will be cured of this, 
particular disease. 

Now there is one other matter on which 
I would like to speak ; this concerns what 
is happening in Pakistan today. Before 
long, may be In a day or two, East Pakis¬ 
tan or rather I would call it Bangla Desh, 
may well bs an independent, sovereign 
country. We must do everything possible 
to assure the people of Bangla Desh that 
this country will never entertain the 
slightest feeling of animosity, hostility or 
unfriendliness towards the people and the 
problems of that country. They have 
nothing to fear from this country. We 
have a Deputy High Commission itv 
Dacca. It should immediately be raised to 
the status of a full Embassy. Although 
continuing to be a Deputy High Commis¬ 
sion, !i senior officer of the rank, grade 
and status of ambassador should be 
posted in Dacca forthwith. The office 
should bs strengthened because very soon 
we will have far more relationship with 
Dacca, particularly in the matter of libera¬ 
lisation of issue of visas and resumption 
of trade between the two countries. There 
must be imaginative thinking on the 
part of our foreign office. They must look 
ahead and see what is happening in Bangla 
Desh. They must prepare themselves 
from now so that they may be up to the 
task which they will be called upon to 
discharge in the next few days. 


Even in West Pakistan, a similar situa¬ 
tion is likely to arise because with separa¬ 
tion for all ‘practical purposes-l do not 
say that Pakistan will be completely 
broken up, but it is as good as broken up- 
West PakUtao also will not retain its 
unity or integrity. There will be Punjab, 
there will be Sind, there will be Froutrer 
os Pidchtouistan and there will be Baluchis, 
tan. 
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1 tpetA «8 one who spent the lest four 
yean of bis service in Pakistan. I know 
the people there very well. I know Mau> 
lana Bbashani, Sheikh Mujibur Rahman 
and others. I can assure you, this House 
and the people of the country that they 
have nothing but the friendliest feelings 
towards us. It is up to us to see that 
the same feelings are reciprocated when 
that country becomes independent. The 
relationship that will subsist between 
India and Bangla Desh will be what sub¬ 
sists between the US and Canada. 

Now, what is harpeniog in East 
Pakistan should have a lesson for us. It 
should be realised and recognised by 
Government that whatever may be the 
: geographical and political conditions, no 
people can rule over another section of 
the community without its willing consent. 
1 refer to the case of Jammu and Kashmir. 
Where was the necessary of banning the 
Plebiscite Front just on the eve of the 
elections except to prevent these people 
from contesting the election and showing 
where the interest or the opinions of the 
people of Jammu and Kashmir lay ? 
Wh.st would have happened ? Heavens 
would not have fallen if the Plebiscite 
Front was allowed to contest the 
elections. 

There would have been one of two 
Jesuits. Either people like ShetKh A’-tdiii- 
la and Mirza Afzal Beg would have 
fought the elections and lost them, in 
which case they would have been pul in 
their pioper place and we would have 
known that they do not enjoy the confi¬ 
dence of the peopie of Jammu .nnd 
Kashmir, or, if they had won-which, I 
think, they would have done - they v ould 
have had to come before this veiy House 
and to take the oath of allegiance to the 
Coastitution whereby any question of 
challengiag the inviolability or testing of 
accession would have gone by the hnaid. 

Oace they have taken the oath of alle¬ 
giance to the ConetituUon of India ns it is 
t<xhty, them is no question of a plebliscites 
there b no quostion of doubting or dis¬ 
puting the fact of accession. We should 


have tested that. All this tqUe would have 
gone by the board. It would have lodced 
democratic, that we were not gfiaid of an 
opposition party coming to power in any 
part of the country, and we would have 
killed this bogey of doubtful or disputed 
accession once and for all. But why did 
the Government do ‘ that ? They had a 
purpose. They wanted to prop up that 
unpopular regime in Jammu and Kashmir 
known as the Sadiq Government. 

This is where we object. This is where 
the party in power takes the law into its 
own hands, interferes with the normal 
events, interferes with even normal elect- 
ions. Many examples of this have been 
seen latterly which will, I hope, come 
before the Hou.se in some form or other 
sooner or later. It must be realised that 
this country will not be in a position to 
maintain its rule in Jammu and Kashmir 
without the willing consent of its people, 
and it is up to us to obtain it, and it is 
possible to obtain the willing consent 
of thg people of Jammu and Kashmir, 
even though they may belong to a different 
faith from the majority community in 
this country; but we must follow the 
correct principle, the correct practice. We 
must give those people a fair opportunity 
for free, fair and unfettered elections, of 
coming to power and forming the Govern¬ 
ment if they are in a majority. So long 
as we do not do that, discontent will 
spread. The suppressed feelings will fester 
and we shall have a problem like what 
President Yahyn Kh.in is facing today in 
Bangla Desh. 

SHRl MADHC J^ANDAVATE 
(Rajapur) ; The Kashmii Constituent 
A'.''’mb1y long ago look a decision, 

SHRl C. DESAI I know that, but 
these people seem to think that by allow¬ 
ing Sheikh Abdulla or otheis to come to 
power the) would either be doing some 
damage or disservice to their own stooge, 
the Sadiq Government, or that they 
would be raising afresh the question of 
accession. Neither of these things is 
valid, and neither should be allowed tq 
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eome in the way of the correct attitude of 
the Ooversmeot, which should be to 
obtain the free and willing consent of the 
people of Jammu and Kashmir. It should 
not be a matter of any botheration with 
this Government as to which party 
comes to power whether in Mysore, Kerala 
or Jammu and Kashmir. They must 
realise that honesty is the best policy, and 
that truth would survive all falsehoods 
and misdeeds. 

There is an order of ban on Sheikh 
Abdulla. There is no justification to 
continue it now that the elections are 
over, now that you have got your own 
candidates elected except one who repre- 
sents the constituency of Srinagar. At 
least now I hope the Government would 
not extend the period of the ban on 
Sheikh Abdulla and Mirza Afzal Beg and 
would allow complete freedom of 
expression within the country and within 
the four corners of the law. 

While talking about Kashmir, 1 am 
reminded of the case of our Ambassador 
in the . Soviet Union. That gentleman 
hails from Kashmir, and to the best of 
my knowledge—and I would like Govern¬ 
ment to verify it — during the last one 
year, he has spent far more time in 
Kashmir that in the Soviet Union. He has 
drawn all the salaries and allowances 
pertaining to the Ambassadorship in the 
Soviet Union. How does he spend all 
his time in India, and bow does he enjoy 
all the privileges end benefits pertaining 
to the post of an Ambassador ? Simply 
because he belongs to a particular com¬ 
munity, he should not be exempt from 
rules of discipline and decorum or service 
conditions. All this requires an isvestiga. 
tion, and 1 hope that the External 
Affairs Ministry will take due note of 
this comment made by* me that during 
the last 12 months this partieulu gentle- 
mah'bas spent more time in India, has 
not foregone any of bis salaries or 
allowances, and in addition has been 
dabbling in the election polities of the 
SWte, 


Coming to constructive injects, I am 
most concerned about the Narbada 
ptoject. A good friend of mine sitting 
there referred to it yesterday ; be is even 
more concerned with that because he 
comes from the area affected by that river. 
But not only we in Gujarat but also the 
people of the whole country are interested 
in the Narbada project. 1 was horrified 
to hear the other day from the Chief 
Engineer attending the Tribunal proceed¬ 
ings that they would take about five years 
to complete its work and I hear that the 
M.P. State Government is to pay some¬ 
thing likeRs. 8,000 per day to the Counsel. 
Imagine the cost of litigation in it has 
to continue for five years. Three judges 
are sitting on the tribunal; they will take 
another few years to write their judgment. 
The execution of the project will take 
not less than ten years. It is such a project 
that from the food grains that would be 
produced when the project is completed, 
we can feed the whole country and also 
export some foodgrains and we need not 
go round with a begging bowl to the 
Soviet Union or the United States tindet 
PL 480; we can also raise as many cash 
crops 8$ we like such a.'i cotton, oil.seed-^ ' 
or tobacco. The World Bank is prepared | 
to finance the execution of this project > 
hut there i<i no settlement in this country. 
Now that the Government has got .t | 
massive majority and the Prime Minister'<. 
word is practically the law, 1 hope the 
case will be taken out of the hands of the 
tribunal. I say this as a Member of Parlia¬ 
ment from Gujarat, not necessarily with 
the consent of the Government of 
Gujarat. I say, as a re.sponsible Member 
of Parliament from Gujarat, even at this 
late stage I hope the Prime Minister will 
take courage in her hands and withdraw 
the case from the Tribunal and give a 
decision quickly, whatever height it may 
be, wbativer areas it may submerge. We 
in Gujarat will accept that and I have 
no doubt that the people of M.P. will 
accept that. Rajasthan and Mdiarashtra 
have only marginal interest in the project. 
This action would ensure that the scheme 
is implemented quickly and the waters 
of the Narbada which now flow into the 
ocean will be conserved and utilised fo<^ 
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irrigation and generation of power bene- 
fttlng the country ai a whole. It does 
not matter if the dam is a few feet higher 
or lower so long as the schenae is sanct¬ 
ioned and it is taken up as one of the 
highest prioriy under the Prime Minister's 
own care and attention. I have every 
reason to believe that 1 can persuade my 
friends in Gujarat to take whatever deci¬ 
sion is given by the Prime Minister as the 
best in the circumstances. 

Once more we say that we recognise the 
massive majority of the splinter party ; 
we congratulate the Prime Minister ; 
we admire her and we salute her. I say on 
behalf of my colleagues in our party that 
we shall give her and her Government 
full co-operation and support that we can 
possibly give so long as we are not called 
upon to sacrifice any of the vital interests 
of the country. 

••SHRI M.S. SIVASAMY (Tiiucliendur) ; 
Mr. Speaker, Sir, 1 wish to introduce my¬ 
self to the House My name is M. S. 
Sivasamy, elected from Tiruchendur 
Constituency of Tamil Nadu as a Dravida 
Munnetra Kazhagam Member. Sir, I wish 
to speak in my mother tongue, Tamil. 

Mr. Speaker, Sir, the succc»s in the 
Fifth General Elections cannot 
be considered as the victory of any nidi- 
vidual political leader, however eminent 
he may be, or of any political party. The 
success in this General Election is that of 
the people who have voted for the progres- 
sive forces. 

In the Fourth Lok Sabha, after the split 
in the Congress Party, the ruling party 
was reduced to minority in this HouftC. At 
that time, as the Ministers sitting opposite 
are well aware, being a progressive politi¬ 
cal party, the Dravida Munnetra Karha- 
gam, unhssitatiogly and unreservedly 
supported ail the progressive measureii 
brought before the House by the Govern¬ 
ment, For instance, the Privy Purses 
Abolition Bill as also the Bank Nationali¬ 
sation Bill received the solid support of 


my Party. 1 am happy to state here that 
today, after the nationalisation of 14 big 
banks which were ond<» the naonopoly 
control of 75 families, the rikshaw-pnllers, 
taxi-drivers, retail shop-keepers, small 
business people and artisans are able to 
avail of credit facilities at reduced rate 
of interest. We should not end our 
efforts here. I wish to suggest that 
insurance companies, all scheduled banks, 
and major industries must be nation- 
allied. 


Mr. Speaker, Sir, the Bank Nation¬ 
alisation Act as also the President’s Order 
abolishing the Privy Purses were declared 
ultra vires of the Constitution l^the 
Supreme Court of India. The Constitu¬ 
tion could not be amended in order to 
implement such progressive measures 
because the ruling party did not have two- 
thirds majority in this House. Now the 
ruling party has not only been returned to 
power with a massive majoiity but also 
^ith the requisite two-thirds majority for 
getting through any amendment of the 
Constitution. The Government cannot 
now take shelter under the plea they are 
unable to adopt progressive measure, if 
necessary even by amending the Constitu¬ 
tion, because thay have got the necessary 
two-thirds majority in this House to amend 
the Constitution wherever it is felt neces¬ 
sary. All the right reactionary forces 
have been completely routed in this 
Geneial Election and the Prime Minister 
should take courage in her hands to amend 
the Constitution with a view to bringing 
upliftmeot to the poor and backward sec¬ 
tions of our society 


As 1 pointed out earlier, this Oeaeral 
Election has proved beyond doubt that 
the people have voted for profressive 
policies. The D.M.K. Party, which is the 
major partner in the Progressive Front 
of Tamil Nadu, has been returned to power 
with unprecedented majority. The D.M.R, 
is a State party and the party has reflected 
the hopes and aspirations of the poorer 
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saetiooa of ihe society io its meoifesto. 
The D.M.K. Party has gives many assu¬ 
rances in its manifesto for the welfare of 
the downtrodden and baclcward sections 
of the society. Similarly, other State 
Parties in power have their own program¬ 
mes and they have their own separate 
identity. All the revenue raising resources 
are concentrated in the hands of the 
Centnl Government The financial insti- 
tutions like the Industrial Credit and 
Development Corporation, the Industrial 
Finance Corporation, the Industrial 
Development Bank of India and such 
other credit institutions are under the 
control of the Central Government. If 
the State Parties like the D.M.K, are to 
implement the assurances given to the 
.people, they must have adequate finances. 

1 would like to suggest that when the 
Government come forward with a propo¬ 
sal to amend the Constitution, they must 
bear in mind the predicament to which 
the State parties are placed without ade¬ 
quate financial resources. 

Mr. Speaker, *Sir, the power to issue 
industrial licences is in the hands of ths 
Central Government. But, after the 
licences are given, the State Government 
have to provide land, water, elecincity, 
State's Shaie of finances, etc. to the 
industrial establishments. When the State 
Government have to face this heavy 
burden, the Corporation Tax from such 
industrial establishments goes to the 
Centre. 1 would like to suggest that the 
power to issue industrial licsnoss should 
vest with the Slate Governments. The 
State Governments should also get the full 
financial benefit from the Corporation 
Tax. 

Sir, the Planning Commission as also 
the National Development Council are 
headed by the Prime Minister. Even the 
Finance Commission is made to function 
under the Minister. These national bodies 
function now as ministerial services. T 
wonld like to suggest that they should be 
converted into autonomous institutions 
which will enable them to function 
imptitialiy. I would also recommend that. 


if necessary, the Coastitutlofi may be 
amended to constitute a State Planniia 
Board, which should be autonomeos in 
character. 

Currency Priming, Foreign Aid and 
Foteign Loans, P.L. 480 Aid—alt these are 
concentrated in the hands of Central 
Government. The State Government have 
to depend entirely on Uie Central Govern¬ 
ment for implementing any worthwhile 
programmes. 1 ieel strongly that the 
Constitution should be even amended, 
enabling the State Governments to funct¬ 
ion independently and to stand on their 
own legs with financial autonomy. 

The interim Budget for the year 1971-72 
shows a deficit of Rs, 240.30 crores. The 
hon. Finance Minister has not shown 
his cards as to how this huge deficit is 
going to be bridged. One may naturally 
surmise that there will be further taxation 
in the General Budget to be presented in 
May. I would appeal to the hon. Finance 
Minister that he should'so formulate hts 
taxation proposals as not to affect the 
poor, middleclass and small merchants. 


Mr. .Speaker, Sir, onion is expor¬ 
ted fiom oui country to Ceylon, Singapore, 
Persian Gulf and to even European coun* 
tries like France From Tamil Nadu 
Ceylon gets 95% of us requiremant of 
onion. Even here, the export of onion 
to Ceylon is to be routed through Natio¬ 
nal Agricultural Federation—its Export 
Division—with the result the onion 
exporters of Tamil Nadu are affected, 
while onion is exported to other countries 
by exporters. I am unable to appreciate 
this kind of discrimination. The small 
farmers cultivating onion in Tamil Nadu 
are not able to derive the advanthge from 
such exports^ I would suggest that the 
Central Oovernmeot may either take over 
the entire exports of the Country or the 
export of small commodities like onion 
may be left to the resources of the peopta 
involved in their production. 

Btfore I conclude, I will reiterate that 
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the Gtk'veraoMflt with their two^thirds majo* 
rity in this Aduse, sboald not be hesHant 
in amendint the Constitution of India if 
they think it very essential to implement 
progressive measures for the welfare and 
upliftment of the poor and backward sec* 
tions of our society.

Re. DEVELOPMENTS IN EAST BENGAL ; 

SHRl SAMAR GUHA (Contai) Sir 
1 want to draw your attention to a very 
uigont matter. It is also a very important 
matter. Just now we have heard the radio 
news that civil war has slatted in Bangla 
Desh. After landing 60,000 troops from 
West Pakistan the army has taken position 
in almost all the big cities and in all key 
positions, 

Yahya Khan declared the Martial 
Law. His Government have promulgated 
curfew in Dacca and in all other big 
cities. They have taken possession of the 
Dacca Betar Kendra. They have issued 
orders to shoot at sight all Bengali people 
there. Not only so. The East Pakistan 
Ride is in the midst of a grim battle with 
the Pakistani Army there. 

My report is that hundreds of people 
ate being butchered and killed! An order 
^ been issued to shoot at sight anybody 
in the Strettt. There is another report 
that at <thb iQBfttcbi airport, hundreds and 
thousands Of Itohgali people have aaaemb- 
Jedto lafvb pettciB to East thfcfsian, 
These Uao WindrMi of people havelwen 
killed. 


I want to draw the attention of the 
Government ttiat there is an apprehension 
that either Mujibut Rahman and other 
big leaders will be shot or they will be 
immediately arrested and flown to West 
Pakistan by using Colombo airport. There< 
fore, my immediate submission to you and, 
through you to the Prime Minister, is that 
the Government of India should write to 
the Government of Cevlon that no passage 
should be given either to the Pakistani 
Air Force plane or to Pakistani civilian 
plane to carry any military personnel 
from West Pakistan to East Bengal via 
Ceylon. 

There is also another thing. The 
Dacca Bclar Kendra has been forcibly 
closed. The AU*lndia Radio is the only 
source of information from the people of 
Bengal. The Al]>lndia Radio should broa¬ 
dcast the news. (Interruption) Let me 

floish. This is the first tine that the San- 
gram Parishad of Bangla Desh h.as issued 
an appeal to India and to Ceylon to 
immediatey mobilise international opinion 
in favour of the Liberation Movement. 
I would request the Government to raise 
this matter in the UNO in combination 
with other Asian countries. 

1 would also request the Government 
to give facilities for the movement of the 
Bengalis who have assembled at (be Kara¬ 
chi airport. 

Lastly, 1 have already given a Call 
Attention Notice on the subject and I have 
also given notice of a short duration dis¬ 
cussion on It The matter is very vital and 
urgent.1 have said many times in this House 
that the Key to the solution of Indo-Pok 
problems lies in the succes of the Liberation 
Movement of Bangla Desh. This is a very 
vital bsue; this is a very crucial issue. We 
cannot iu quiet. Our Government should 
take serious note of it and do something 
in the matter. 

SHRl S. M. BANERJEE (Kanpur) : Sir, 
not only the Martial law has been promu-' 
Igated but orders have been hsned to ifhoot 
peoplb at sight. Even IbB fness cOBresptm- 
dents who wanted to know somgtfaihg 
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about it have been asked by the Army Col¬ 
onels and Generals not to come out of the 
hotel and that they will be shot at if they 
come out. This reign of terror is going 
on and this conspiracy has been hatched 
up by all those who are agents of imperia¬ 
list forces who never wanted Mujibur Rah¬ 
man to thrive in East Pidcistan. The 
victory of the common people in East 
Pakistan who defeated the communal for¬ 
ces and other reactionary forces is not to 
their liking. 

The suggestion is this. Democracy is 
being murdered in East Pakistan by fascists. 
Let us pledge our suppoit and say that we 
shall defend the right of the people to 
other countries also. We also believe in 
human tights. 1 would request you and 
through you the Prime Minister to uphold 
the banner of democracy and to give more 
Support to Mujibur Rahman. It Mujibur 
Rahman is dead, naturally, again, Yahya 
Khan regime, fascist regime, will come 
into being. We are opposed to this. Let 
the people of Pakistan know that India 
stands solidly behind Mujibur Rahman and 
that we condemn any action of the Yahya 
Khan. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BASU (Diamond 
Harbour): This is a matter involving 
the people who are the same flesh and 
blood. It was the conspiracy of the im¬ 
perialists that the country was devided. 
On that pretext, we cannot shut our eyes 
and adopt an ostrich like policy What 
is happening today in East Pakistan? Al¬ 
though we have repeatedly tried to get a 
statement from this Government about 
their altitude and policy in regard to that, 
we have failed in that. Neither the 
Chair has come forward to get this House 
this information to-day. After all that 
has been said on the radio and by different 
speakers in the House, will you be so good 
as to direct the Government immediately 
to make a statement forth with on the fk>or 
of the House giving fuller details through 
tbgir own sources of information and also 
wtIM they are going to do with regard to 
this merciless killing of people of Bangle 
O^h ?

There is provision in the Budget for 
setting up a new industrial Corporation in 
Calcutta, for that Calcutta where the indus¬ 
try is withering away, wherefrom the 
capital is flying to Haryana and Punjab, 
for that part of the country, there is a'bold 
provision of an Industrial Corporation. 
I welcome this step, and I support the 
Finance Minister and the Government of 
India on this step. I am sure that this step 
will stay the flight of capital and check 
the outflow of money from the State of 
Bengal which has been reduced to an 
utter state of dejection and depression 
where there is economic depression be- 
cause of regionalism and parochialism 
and a kind of ideology that cuts am'oss 
the barriers and where some anti-national 
element draw inspiration from a country 
where even the telephone calls are answe¬ 
red in Chinese with the reply '*Power 
flows out of the barrel of a gun" 1 have 
studied a few books in the Chinese 
language and literature and I know what 
sort of people they are. I know certain 
anti-national elements derive inspirations 
from them and following them, there are 
cries of 

Amar Desk, Tomar Desk, Bmgla 
Desk* 

—’not Bharat Desh, but Bangla' Desb- 
*Armr Noam, Tomar Naam, Viet 
Nam' 
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This ifl highly deplorable. I am grate¬ 
ful to the Oovernment for having made 
some provision for setting up the Indust¬ 
rial Corporation there so that Bengal 
does not wither away, so that the Bengal of 
Subhas Bose does not wither away and the 
Bengal of C. R. Das does not die out and 
this Bengal comes into its own and stands 
on its own legs in the economic sphere. 

Then, there is the problem of deficit 
financing. 1 am aware that deficit financing 
is going to be of the order of Rs. 240 
crores and it is a realised fact that a 
country on the verge of economic develop¬ 
ment can absorb a dose of deficit financing 
because of the green revolution that is 
taking place in the country and because 
of the increased input in the industrial 
sphere. Therefore, deficit financing is not 
something which is to be abhorred, 
criticised and condemned. Rather, it is a 
step which should be welcomed. 

Then, I come to bank nationalisation, 
from the figures available from the Finance 
Minister’s speech, we find that during the 
period following July, 1969 when the 
banks were nationalised, 145 new branches 
per month base been opened in the rural 
aieas, whereas the figure was 47 in 1968 
and about 80 in the first six months of 
This shows that bank nationalisation 
h'is laised hopes for the vast millions 
who are living in the villages; where there 
: ic no roads, no post offices and no railway 
connections, the people are having bank¬ 
ing I acilities. This is a direct outcome of 
bank nationalisation which was intiod'iced 
by the Prime Mini.stci of India, Shrimati 
Indira Gandhi, 1 hail this step, and 1 am 
Mire that the benefits will accnie in the 
years to come, and will lead to legislative 
and other measures which would bring 
richness and bettor ways of life end some 
new hope for the people in those areas 
where there is darkness, for the* cottages 
i where there is no light and for the areas 
! which are Inaccessible now to the common 
, rnan. 

Sir, I am more concerned with my 
[ own State. Coming as I do from Himachal 
Pradesh which borders China, T wotjld 
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like to highlight some serious problems 
which we are facing. I represent the 
Hamirpur constituency here and it has a 
voting population of 4.22 lafchs. But not 
even a single metre of railway track is 
there. There is the famous temple of 
Jwalamukhi of old and the rood^n temple 
of Bhakra Nangai dam. But the reilway 
line just stops short of the Bhakia dam. 

I wish it could be brought to 'Una by 
extending it by just a few miles into 
Himachal Pradesh so that the people could 
be saved from the heavy octroi duties that 
they are obliged to pay when the tracks 
are unloaded near the railway station in 
Punjab and then the goods are brought 
into Himachal Pradesh. 


There is also the famous place of 
Buddhist note, namely Reivalsar where 
Padmasambhava did his penance and 
wherefrom he carried the message of the 
Buddha, the Light of Asia to other 
countries. Lakhs of people from all over 
India come to visit that place, but there 
are no proper railway connections. Even 
in regard to the temple of the fire-eating 
Goddess Durga, Jwalamukhi; the railway 
station is actually 12 miles from the 
temple on the Kangra Valley railway. T 
hope the Railway Minister would take 
note of this and connect the Jwalamukhi 
temple with the Jwalamukhi Road railway 
station. Though the names are somewhat 
confusing, yet they are 12 miles apart. 
If this convenience could be given, 
people from Madhya Pradesh, Vindhya 
Pradesh, Bengal, U. P., Maharashtra etc. 
could visit that temple in comfort every 
year. 

1 am sure that as soon as the impor¬ 
tance of Mahayana is accepted—Bodh 
Gaya will have its own importance— 
Riwalsar will have an e<lua1 importance 
for Europeans and Americans. 1 am awate 
that some missionaries are working there. 

1 have visited some cave temples where 
Padma Sambhav prayed. People from 
Ladakh, Kinnaur, Lahaul, Spiti and other 
areas bordering China come there for pray¬ 
ing and worshipping. I wish there are 
some facilities for them, 
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Tbe most importaflt problem there in 
the Himachal Pradesh is tbe acute scar¬ 
city of drinking water. It is an irony of 
fate that Himachal Pradesh which is a 
land of perennial snow and gushing rivers, 
which are responsible for tbe green revo¬ 
lution in Punjab, Maryana and Rajasthan, 
should have within its fold many areas 
where people have to walk for miles for 
their drinking water. Ladies have to 
walk on naked foot for miles for bringing 
pitcher of drinking water. In Tehsil 
Hamirpur, which is my Native Tehsil, there 
are Milages wheie water has to be stored 
during two months of tbe rainy season 
and with this supply they have to make 
do for the whole of the year. There is 
no water available anywhere else. 

1 request the Central Government to 
take this problem m their own bands, 
realising the gravity of tbe situation and 
take urgent steps and solve it, because the 
acute Shortage of drinking water has re¬ 
duced our life to one of misery and 
penury. People go to the border to shed 
their blood fighting the Pakistani and 
other elements. They go to the Wagah 
border where the Dogras rise, tbe Paharis- 
weave and the senas go. They shed their 
blood in the border lands, in NbFA and 
Other places. But their wives, sisters and 
daughters have to walk for miles for a 
drop of drinking water. They shed their 
blood for the defence of the country, but 
there is no provision for this elementary 
need. I have visited these areas For 
miles and mites there is not a single well 
or a fountain or a river or brooklet. There 
should be some provision for these people 
whose men are dghting in our forces, 
who are on the battle front for montha 
and years toother. Their wives, mothers, 
sons and daughters should at least have 
this relief. 

Tbe problem is so huge, tbe expendi¬ 
ture involved so large that the State 
Oovernment, with its limited resources, is 
unable to tackle it. I would call upon 
the Central Government to take this in 
hand. The armed forces, end men who 


in arms, require help not only on the 
frtHit and in the barracks and id the can¬ 
tonments, but th^r families have also 
to be helped *, their wives, sons, daughters 
and mothers and helpless widows have also 
need our help. 1 wish some serious 
thought is given to this problem. 

Then there is the problem of school- 
going children. They have to walk for 
miles carrying bottles of water, sometimes 
5-6 or 7-8 miles There is no jeep, rail¬ 
way or bus which they can use. If the 
boy drops the bottle on the way, he do;S'. 
not reach the school. If he reaches home, 
he is cursed by the parents. So he just 
loiters on his way and there gets tbe kind 
of education which we can call the edu¬ 
cation of nature, of which Wordsworth 
was so fond. But we do want of our 
children to have the proper type of educa¬ 
tion in order to enable them to take thei 
place in society at the proper time. So 
immediate attention has to be paid to this 
acute problem of drinking water for which 
something has to be done immediately. 

There are some other problems in oin 
aiea which have to be taken up by us 
Our area is an area from where people me 
going out. The brain-drain is the m.sM 
mum in Himachal Pradesh. As soon as i 
boy does his matriculation, he goes out m 
another school or college in Punjab oi 
somewhere else and then hankers aftei a 
}Ob. I wish some sort of industries .»< 
set up there. Hamirpur is a place where 
we have enough of resin, pine and othei 
resources. Paper mills can be set iP 
there ; cement l^actories can be estahlishid 
I wish the Central Oovernment in the next 
budget makes some provision for diinkmt 
witer, for extension of railway connecticni 
and for the establtshmsni of some indus¬ 
tries ui Himachal Pradesh. 


SHRI VIRENDRA AGARWAL (Mora- 
dabad) : At the outset, 1 congratulate du 
Finance Minister for displaying a xensa 
of realism and pragmatism to the problemi 
facing tbe country. The Finance Mimstej 
has reiterated the Government's resoh 
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fot eradieaUt«tnan poverty ud unemploy, 
mist Hie whole Bwiget speech is pun- 
ctnaled with emphasis on effectiveness, 
determlnttion and speed. The common 
roan is so much fed up with pledges and 
promises made during the last 23 years 
that he is no longer interested merely in 
reiteration of the Qovernment’s policies. 
He is now interested to judge evesy 
action by the performance in terms of 
exactly how it helps in raising bis living 
standard. Therefore, the whole Budget is 
10 be viewed from the common man’s 
view point which remains to be the corner 
stone of any democratic functioning. 

Mass poverty is directly linked up 
with the question of price stability. The 
Finance Minister has rightly laid greater 
emphasis on the economic policies 
having bold re.orientation towards growth 
with .'ocial justice. But to the common 
mao social justice essentially implies 
price stability. As soon as Mr. Y. B. 
t;havan had assumed the charge of the 
Union Ministry oi Finance, he had decla¬ 
red that he would give the top most 
priority to the stabilisation of prices. It 
Its rather unfortunate that be has now 
)earat easy ways of explaining away the 
phenomenon with expert advice from his 
Senior officers. As be has already conced- 
ed, that the prices are constantly rising 
though he has found consolation when 
lie described it as a world phenomenon, 
/hat we need today is a definite policy 
pr holding the price line. It is widely 
Recognised that if we are genuinely inter- 
listed to bold the price line, then there 
oust be in evidence a significant improve- 
nent all round in production. Who cm 
jifford to disagree t^t higher production 
the only solution to the problem of 
piralling prices ? Monetary and fiscal 
Jlicies can have only a marginal impact 
pn prices. It is a matter of gratification 
bat our revered President has also 
^needed in his Presidental Address that 

1 11 such obstacles placed for cuiJ>iog the 
reduction should be removed in both 
ubiic and private sectors. What we need 
F>day is a reassessment of policies and 
sfstems with a view to introducing select- 
lie controls gimed at stimulating develop¬ 


ment rather than acting as *driU sergeants’ 
of the economy. Sp Ipng we do pot 
succeed in reviving the industrial invest¬ 
ment activity we cannot ensure either 
price stability or social justice. It is a 
matter of satisfaction that the Finance 
Minister has conceded that the overall 
growth in money supply has also been larger 
than what is warranted by the growth in 
production. Deficit financing within certain 
limits, if employed for productive purposes, 
can also help in uigmenting our resources. 

The Finance Minister may be required 
to impose additional taxation when he 
presents his regular Budget in May. But 
1 would like to assure him that any rise in 
tax rates will only help in raising prices. 
Certain Tax relief to the productive 
apparatus seems to be absolutely essential 
if the Government is genuinely interested 
to hold the price line. To neutralise the 
ill effects of rising prices on fixed and 
salaried income groups. I would suggest 
that the recommendation of Bhoothalin- 
gam Committee needs to be accepted for 
exempting the tax limit upto Rs. 7,500 so 
that the lowest incofne group could have a 
little sigh of relief and may appreciate 
that really a new era of socialism has 
commenced. 

The Finance Minister has rightly emp< 
hasised that the problem of unemployment 
is too serious to be ignored or treated 
lightly. He has shown a greater realism 
when be made it clear that the twin pro¬ 
blems of mass poverty and unemployment 
today remain as acute as ever. In large 
pockets, there has perhaps been a worsen¬ 
ing of conditions. He has commended 
the fifty crores schemes for creating more 
employment opportunities with a productive 
bias. It is rather naive to assume that Emp¬ 
loyment is created by allocating funds in a 
Budget. Provision of dolls to unemployeds 
will simply create a nation of beggars. The 
crucial question today is how to create 
large jobs which can absorb 2a million-un- 
employed persons at the end of the Fifth 
plan. There are already 15 to 16 million 
people who are unemployed in the country. 
The only way to Increase employment is to 
increase the si2e of the cake so that mom 
can partake of the slice. The amployntent

man aim at ioenasing the production of 
goods and service of the maximum rate. 

It is estimated that mote than 23 
million will be added to the existing 
labour force of 190 million during the 
FonrtiiPlan period. The Fourth Plan is 
eq>ected to generate 18,5 to 19 million 
new job, unenployment will increase by 
a further six to seven million. Adding to 
the present backlog of 10 million, it will 
make a total unemployed force of about 
16 to 17 millions. Another esUmate is 
that the present backlog of 13 million 
will exceed 27'4 million by the end of 
1971>72. According to the figures of regis¬ 
tration with the employment exchanges 
there were 18.75 lacs matriculates, 186 
lacs Graduates and 53,118 Engineers last 
year. When the Growth rate of produc¬ 
tive employment falls far behind the 
national output, the process of planning 
is not only distrubed but becomes worsend 
for execution. It is a wrong assumption 
that a target out lay for meeting finai^cial 
requirements of the Fourth Plan meant 
for expansion of basic industry in the 
public sector can either accelerate the 
growth cate or generate employment 
opportunities. There is no demoratic 
Government in the world which can take 
upon itself the task of creating employ¬ 
ment opportunities for the total unemp¬ 
loyeds, It is always the concept of self- 
employment which helps in solving this 
gigantic problem. Modern technology if 
applied to smaller units of production 
can convert every house into a workshop, 
but it needs close and effective coordina¬ 
tion between the big and small sectors 
of industry. Japan Offers an inspiring 
example of a country surmounting every 
type of obstacle to industrial growth aud 
having provided the right planning tech- 
nique to suit one's own conditions. The 
situation has already become so explosive 
that if it is not tackled soon then the 
whole process of PatliameotBry demo' 
cracy may get endangered. The economie 
policies have alrerdy proved so faulty that 
it can never provide jobs for all the un- 
enaployed nor it allows the people to 


engage themselves in gainful employment. 
This nation wid&Rs. SO crores programme 
can pay rich dividends if it is linked up 
with certain nation building activities as 
rural works, road construction etc. Public 
sector may expand but it is doubtful if 
it can ever absorb 48,000 frustrated, angry, 
unemployed engineers in the country. 

The Fourth Plan had emphasised the 
need for a 9 percent rate of growth in 
industry. But during the year as a whole 
the industrial production is expected to 
increase by roughly 6 percent. Let the 
Finance Minister ask why it is that des¬ 
pite this heavy investment and consider¬ 
able industrial growth the problems of the 
common man have remained unsolved 
1$ the direction of our investment 
in tune with the needs of the Indian 
economy? U is often not realised that 
the nature of investment i|self often 
serves the cause of growth and social 
justice. Uniless the question of misdirected 
investment is tackled boldly, both the 
Government and the people will continue 
to witness economic stagnation leading 
to an atmosphere charged with social ten¬ 
sion and violence. 

Let us clearly understand that threats ^ 
and name calling neither produce goods 
not social justice. Every additional curb 
either on starting or expanding aa indust¬ 
rial unit has direct repurcussions on prices 
and employment. You are following 
exactly a contradictory policy but ex¬ 
pect prices to be stabilised and employ¬ 
ment potential to be increased. We base 
created so many hurdls to exports that the 
target of 7% which alone can sustain the 
Fourth Plan of the size already proposed, 
can never be achieved. If you increase 
the size of the plan then the gap in export 
earnings will widen futher leading inevita¬ 
bly to another devaluation of the rupee 
The public sector enterprises have claimed 
Rs. 30 CTorea more to rover their losses 
than the Budget provision. They have st> 
awefully failed because they are not worir I 
ing according to their installed capacity | 
and because of managerial inefficiency wti^ ' 
tbe result the resources expected to 
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generated are going down and will have 
to be taade up by deficit financing. 
It is obvious that our economic poli¬ 
cies can never succeed in stabilising the 
prices if you allow the nation's hard*earned 
resources to be squendered on such bottom¬ 
less pits. 

The Finance Minister has commended 
the functioning of the nationalised banks, 
that it has opened on an average as many 
as 115 new branches per month as against 
80 per month during the first six months 
of 1969 and 46 per month during 1968. is 
it not a fact that it has further added to the 
cost of administration while the record 
of the new branches opened in mobilising 
local deposits and utilising them for 
productive purposes has not yet shown 
satisfactory results ? The aims of bank 
nationalisation such as to improve the 
living standards of the masses and to 
accelerate the country's economic growth 
by providing credit to the priority sectors 
such as agriculture, small industries, 
exports and self-employed people are 
laudable enough. But the crucial question 
today is whether the nationalised banks 
have been able to fulfil the expectation 
of their customers and whether they have 
succeeded in improving their services to 
them. The most essential thing to ponder 
over is how far bank credits have gone to 
finance productive schemes and have help¬ 
ed to augment production in both forms 
and factories. I understand that the 
nationalised banks are only accumulating 
had debts. Let the Finance Minister take 
the House into confidence on the extent of 
the rise in the proportion of bad debts 
since nationalisation. 


The interim Union Budget at the 
moment is simply an accounting formality. 
The Overall deficit of Rs. 230 crores in the 
current year inspite of the additional 
taxation last year, and the substantial 
shortfall in plan expenditure shows that in 
fiscal discipline, profession and practice 
are still far apart. The Finance Minister 
has not yet indicated whether the deficit 
is to be covered by additional taxation or 
deficit fltuuciag. It is widely known that 


there is a point beyond which 
"Deepening of the resource base" become* 
a counter productive in term sof taxatioe* 
Our tax rates have reached a saturation 
point when they have begun paying dimini* 
shing return. Tax Rates are producing 
inhibiting effect on the investment and 
growth. High rates of tax with high rates 
of evasion ultimately result in a diversion 
of legitimate savings to speculation and 
consumption in a parallel blackmarket 
economy. What we need today is certain 
tax relief in the form of excise duties M , 
well as on personal income so that the 
common man could have certain reserves 
for investing in industrial activity. Broad* 
based democratisation of industrial structure 
is absolutely essential if we are keen to 
accelerate the growth rate. 

PieSenting the Budget for 1970-71, the 
Piime Minister had raised the tax exemption 
limit on div idend incomes upto Rs. ISOO 
but this limit needs to be further raised to 
Rs. 3000 so that the lower middle class 
could participate rather effectively in the 
industrial activity of the country. This 
sense of belonging can go a long way in 
broadening the entire industrial structure. 

MR. CHAIRMAN : Since it is his 
maiden speech, I did not want to ring the 
bell, Bui the hon. Member must remem¬ 
ber that he has taken IS minutes. Please 
conclude. 

SHRI VIRENDRA AGARWAL : I 
shall conclude within a minute. Political 
stability and economic equality reison- 
ably demand decentralisation of economic 
and political power in the state and a 
guarantee of national minimum by 1975-76. 
Democratic socialism will have little 
meaning if the consumption rate of the 
common man does not constantly rise. It 
is no use building false hopes that there 
would be better performance in the future. 
When we exhort the people for social 
justice and economic equality, it becomes 
our responsibility to see that they are 
not leQuired to shoulder heavy burden in 
the form of punitive taxation structure and 
soaring prices.. Otherwise the people will 
have no other oboise but to btiiive tbat 
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Mrtdicatiiig roveriy and unenfloynieot is 
merely • full proof slogan for befooling 
them. It is a challenge to the present 
Leadership, and the earlier they shots 
definite results tiie better it is for tbetr 
own future. 

SHRl K.Q. OESHMUKH (Amravati) : 
Sir, the budget presented by the hoo. 
Finance Minister, though interim, gives 
us a clear indication of the ptogressive 
and socialistic policies of our Govern’ 
meat. For instance, he said, there will be 
employment’oriented schemes, schemes for 
giving credit to telatvely weaker sections 
of the community and special schemes 
for the benefit of small fatmersand farmers 
in dry farming areas. It is a matter of great 
satisfaction that our Government has taken 
a decision to implement new employment 
oriented schemes with a view to provide 
eoqiloyment to at least one member in 
each family. I am thankful to the Govern¬ 
ment for this scheme, but I have seen that 
in many families, two or three members 
are employed while in other families, even 
though there are girls and women who are 
educated and who have the potentiality of 
service, they are not able to get employment 
because there are some recruitment rules 
and systems which do nut permit them to 
be given service. I would request the 
Finance Minister to make the rules in such 
a way that at least one member from each 
family would be given employment and 
families whc^e more than two or three mem- 
bersare employed are discouraged fiom 
getting more employment. Care should be 
taken to give employment to people in ru¬ 
ral areas where unemployment Is prevalant 
on a large scale. 1 am very thankful to 
the rr^ister because they have asked the 
State Oovernments to chalk out a scheme 
ia gacb district end I am hopeful that 
witUpafew months, this type of scheme 
wiJU be chalked put and employment 
provided to such families. 

Another notable feature of the budget 
.is about the nationalisation of banks, 
erhich has brought about a greato: change 
.ja oar hanklag credit ayatesn. The ag. 


gregate number of borrowers has risen 
from 3 lakhs to II lakhs and tha assis¬ 
tance given is also double. But much 
remains to be done in this sphere also, 
We find that the structure of the liking 
system and the machinery is the same. I 
have received many com^aints that, agri¬ 
culturists are not getting credit and when 
they go to commercial banks for credit, 
they arc asked to give anoth'er security. 
When the agriculturist possesses land in 
his name, credit should be given on the 
land Itself. But in addition to mortgag¬ 
ing bis land, he is asked to furnish securi¬ 
ty also for the loan. This is an anomaly. 
In I he ease of business, loans are given on 
the security of the shares. There additional 
security is not asked for. This anomaly 
should be removed 

Thirdly, coming to cotton, it is saidin 
the budget speech by the Finance Mims- 
ter • 

"The production of commercial 
crops, notably cotton and oilseeds, 
has been inadequate and this had ad¬ 
verse effect on industrial produ¬ 
ction and prices.” 

In the case of cotton we are the sufferers 
for a long time. I have brought it to 
the notice of the Foreign Trade Minister 
many time and I have suggested the for¬ 
mation of the Cotton Corporation of 
India and the fixation of prices. I am 
thankful to him that two months back he 
has formed the Cotton Corporation of 
India. But except the formation of the 
Corporation nothing moie has been done. 
Even though the import and export has 
been taken over by the Colton Corpora¬ 
tion, nothing has been done about the 
price of internal cotton and the purchase 
of internal cotton. 

Though the target of cotton produ- 
tioa was fixed at 80 lakhs bales it is worth 
noting that instead of achieving the target 
we ate going down and down. In the 
year 196.^-66 we achieved the figure oi 
86.6 lakhs of bales. Since then we are 
going down. Last year we produced 6$ 
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IddM tabs <u)d this fw w« have gene 
down to 80 lakhs bales. So, we are short 
by 20 lakhs bales. That is why we are 
importing something like 15 lakhs to 
20 lakhs bales from America, Egypt and 
Uganda by paying exorbitant prices. The 
price which we are paying for the Ameri« 
can Cotton is tls. 2,200 per two bales and 
its staple length is 33/32. We are produc. 
ing the same variety of cotton in our 
country in Gujarat and parts of Maha¬ 
rashtra but for this our traders are paying 
only Rs. 800 to the growers. When this is 
the position, how can you expect our pro¬ 
ducers to produce more and achieve the 
target of 80 lakhs of bales. 

I will give one example to show how 
the cotton grower is harassed and exploi¬ 
ted by our traders. At the beginning 
of the cotton season the cotton price in 
the market was Rs. 320 per quintal. Dur¬ 
ing the busy season, when the season was 
in its full swing, the price began to dec¬ 
line. Now it is b^ing sail that in all the 
cotton markets of India they are receiving 
only Rs. 220 per quintal, that is, Rs. 100 
less per quintal. In such conditions how 
can you expect the farmers to grow more 
cotton ? 

This year there is scarcity of cotton be- 
esuse of excessive rains in the cotton zone. 
At such a time, instead of giving him 
more price, instead of giving him atleasl 
the cost of production we are giving him 
Ijss than what we paid him last year, 
which was a better year for cotton, when 
we were paying Rs. 290. Though comp- 
plaints have been made to the Minister of 
Foreign Trade many a time nothing has 
been been done in this direction. So, I 
would take this opportunity to request 
the Minister of Foreign Trade through 
the Finance Minister to Jook into this 
matter. 

The Finance Minister is also res¬ 
ponsible, to some extent, for the decline 
in prices. The traders are saying that the 
credit which was given to the cotton pur¬ 
chasers has been reduced from 60 to 25 
per cent, If that is so, if the reduction 


is to such a great extent, then it will also 
result in decline in prices. 1 woottf re¬ 
quest the Finance Minister to took into 
the matter. 

Today there is a deadlodc in the 
cotton market. When the cotton ^wen 
are going to the market there is nobody 
to purchase cotton. There are severad 
complaints from the cotton merobants, co¬ 
operative societies and ginning factories 
that they have so much cotton and 
body IS lifting them. At the same time, 
the mills are short of cotton and they are 
threatening to close the mills. The mitis 
are also importing cotton from Ugande 
and other countries at high prices. 

Something like S-6 lakh bales of cotton 
have been imported during the last three 
to four months. This is an anomaly. So, 
I would request our Finance Minister and, 
through him, the Foreign Trade Minis¬ 
ter to look into the matter and to do 
some justice to the cotton growers. Only 
by saying that he should grow more cotton 
will not solve the problem. This has 
brought in demoralisation and this has 
doomed the cotton grower this year and, 
next year, he will be thinkiog.of growing 
other commercial crops rather than 
C'litoi. So, this will lead to serious 
conflict next year in the textile industry. 
So, 1 would request you to look into the 
matter and do justice to the cotton 
growers. 

SHRl MADHU DANDAVATE (Raj- 
pur) Mr. Chairman, Sir, I Quite realise 
that it IS too early to assess the econo¬ 
mic policies of the Government before « 
fullfledged Budget has been presented 'to 
the House. But even then I feel that 
the interim Budget also reflects the eco¬ 
nomic thinking of the Oovernment and 
the party in power. 

« 

For sometime the cardinal prjmeiple 
of our economic development has hew 
“growth with stability'* and now it has 
been stressed that the guiding principle 
of our development will be "growth with 
social justice.” *tn broader connotation, 
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it titaaot moan anything else but growth 
wlUi a radical social change or a social 
transformation. If this is to be the pars, 
peotive, the iininediate by-product of this 
perspective will have to be the eradica' 
tion of poverty and also the liberation of 
our economy from the strangle-hold of 
monopoly. If these twin objectives are to 
be fnlfilled, U should be absolutely clear 
that within the framework of the present 
structure, it will not be possible for us to 
aAieve these objectives at all. These 
objectives ate Quite laudable. In order 
to accomplish them through necessary 
fflsisures, fiscal and others, it should be 
necessary to get rid of all the hurdles in 
our Constitation which might come tn the 
way of implementation of progressiva 
policies and programmes It is with this 
eonUruetive approach that I am myself 
seeking leave of the House to introduce 
the Constitution Amendment Bill and, I 
hope, the ruling party will consider all it 
aspects in order to speed up the economic 
programme, and enable this House to bring 
about necessary changes in the Constitu¬ 
tion. 

One of the most important aspects of 
development should be to socialise the 
commanding heights of our economy. If 
that is to be done, a radical approach to 
our economic planning will be re ] iirad 
The most urgent problem before our coun* 
try is inadeQuacy of capital. It has been 
clearly established that private savings 
have not been able to provide the necess. 
ary capital. iVe will, therefore, hive to 
rely more and more on institutional sav- 
inp- Thus, the credit institutions, their 
pattern and their control pose problems of 
a very significant order. 

We no doubt have the nationalisatioo 
of Bakes. But mere nationalisation of 
banknig will not be adequate. There are 
credit institutions like the general insuio 
ance Which also will have to be socialised 
Let me make it explicitly cleart bat socia- 
does not mean mere statisation of 
ttmil klititutioos. We must see to it that 
'llMla institutions are brought in rublie 
‘jiddimr and the popular image of the pub- 
08 factor is improved. The opponents of 


the philosophy of the public sector have 
made up their mind to undermine the 
prestige and popularity of the public 
sector in the eyes of the people. If the 
image of the public sector is destroyed, 
then, probably, people Wi 1 psrsuads them- 
solves to bslieve that in the interest of 
efficiency, we cannot have expansion of 
the public sector and that it is better to 
go back to the private sector. Therefore, 
in those fields and Industries, where so¬ 
cialisation has been introduced, the ex¬ 
periment of socialisation must be made a 
success. 

I would concretely point out to the 
nationalisation of the fouiteen banks I 
am not one of those who feel that the 
imp)rtince of nationalisation of banking 
baoo Ties less because only louricen banks 
were nationalised In fact, the basic 
premise of nationalising only fourteen 
banks is that those banks were capital 
tends to accumulate to a very great extent, 
should be taken ovei first 1 think that 
IS the correct approach 

1$ hrs. 

Agnin we have to convince the countis 
that the nationalised hmks are run on a 
faiily sound basts and with a greater dig- 
ree of efficiency and that the employees 
having a sense of participation in the 
management The backward sections of 
our country mist have the feeling that 
the norms of creditworthiness are being 
radically changed and the iindetprivillegcd 
sections will be able to get better benefit 
in terms of loans. Sir. T am constrainled 
to remark that such situation has not been 
still created. 

Again, reverting back to the problem 
of creating a better and popular image of 
the public sector, I feel that there should 
be an expansion of the public sector 
Specially in the field like consumer goods 
industries. If the public sector functions 
veiy effectively and efficiently siwcially 
in the consumer goods industries. I think 
the popular image of the public secioi 
industries will improve. It is in this con¬ 
nection that I would like to refer to one 
significant expect of industrUl development, 
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One of th« most cnioitl points and 
ctdcitl problams of industrialisation is the 
undcriltUiiiOil enpacity of our industries, 
both in private and public sectors and one 
of the reasons for this phenomena is that 
there is no proper system of distribution 
of the mw materials to these industries. 
Therefore, I suggest that an autonomous 
corporation should be effectively built up 
which should take up the responsibility 
of procuring, stocking and also equitably 
distributing the raw materials. For ins¬ 
tance, I would refer to the problem that 
was recently created in the textile indus¬ 
try. I may refer to the crisis that was 
created in the textile industry. To a 
ceitain extent, the crisis was artihcial. Not 
that it was fully artificial, but, to a very 
gnat extent, it was so. The textile mag¬ 
nates thought that they should pressurise 
the Oovernment, to have more import 
of cotton, and thereby see to it that tb^ 
have wider margins of profits. To some 
rxtent they have already succeeded. There 
are problems of cotton»growers. There 
are also problems of the consumers who 
have to purchase cloth at very high prices. 
Obviously, these problems will have to be 
tackled. Fof instance, I would suggest 
that we should try to overhaul the entire 
apparatus of the National Cotton Corpo¬ 
ration. We should widen its power, autho- 
rity and scope and it should be possible 
for the Corporation to see that seeds are 
provided to the agriculturists, yarn is 
manufactured and a equitable distribution 
. of the yarn is ensured. Then, on one 
I side, there will be justice to the cotton- 
j growers and on the other, we will be able 
to do justice to the consumers who are 
actually purchasing cloth at high prices. 

Then, there is an urgent problem that 
IS linked up with the price policy. That is 
the problem of socialisation of wholesale 
trade io foodgratns and other essential 
commodities. Sir, 1 am constrained to 
observe that this very Oovarnment which 
set up a number of years ago—of course, 
when I say, 'This Oovernment*, there is 
the continuity of Oovernment, in that 
Sense I am Mying—they bed adopted a 
Particular policy and they appointed under 
the chairmansbip of Mr. Asoka Mehta a 
iFoodgrains Ipquir;^ Committee. That 


Committee went into the problem. TheF 
took evidence of experts and they hav^ 
come forward with their valuable repnrt. 
The Asoka Mehta Committee bad recom¬ 
mended that in order to ensure that on 
the one side, Uie problems of the {tfodu- 
cers and on the other, the probl^ of 
the consumers are tackled, it is better 
that we socialise the wholesale tra^ in 
foodgrains and other essential commodi¬ 
ties. Sir, T am sorry to say that even 
after these recommendations were made 
by the Asoka Mehta Committee, they 
were not implemented, at all. Very often 
that happens in regard to the reports and 
recommendations of various Commissions. 

The Asoka Mehta Foodgrains Enquiry 
Committee recommended the socialisation 
of wholesale trade in foodgrains and essen* 
tial commodities. It was not implemented. 
The tragic paradox of the situation is 
that Shri Asoka Mehta who pleaded for 
the socialisation of foodgrains and 
essential commodities has now joined 
the political lobby which is totally oppo¬ 
sed to the socialisation. Probably if his 
recommendations were implemented in 
time, it would have prevented Shri Asoka 
Mehta from joining this lobby, which 
is putting forward a retrograde point of 
view. 

Then 1 come to the problem of regi¬ 
onal imbalances. This problem of 
regional imbalances has to be tackled at 
various levels. This imbalance arises out 
of the imbalance which exists in the 
infra-structure in various regions. To 
give a concrete illustration, I would 
say, it is necessary that (he backward 
regions have to be developed with proper 
means of communications. We have to 
develop agro-industrial base in the back¬ 
ward regions. 1 represent a constitu¬ 
ency from Konkan. Lot of agitation is 
going on there for the development of 
Konkan. Jt is a backward region. There 
is no agro-industrial base in this region 
of Konkan. Nobody wants to start 
industry in Konkah because the basic 
difficulty is that there are no proper means 
of communications like Railways, ft is 
very difficult to bring about the neces¬ 
sary compaunicatioD wjth other parts of 
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the couDtry for exports in the absence 
of proper comtmioieation faeilities. 

For this reason, capital is shy in 
Konken region. If this attitude of shyness 
is to go, it 18 necessary for the Govern' 
ment to provide necessary communication 
facilities like Railways. Fortunately, due 
to pressure from various sections, the 
Government decided to have a survey of 
the Borobay-Mangalore Railway line. 
Unfortunately this scheme for Konkan 
railway line is not pursued effectively. 
In the Konkan region there are a number 
of villages where you see bullock carts 
During the election campaign out 
Ministers went there in helicopters. 
Villagers in Konkan found a transition 
from “bullock cart age” to “helicopter 
age”. The missing link is the Railways. 
This missing link should be introduced. 
It is said that Evolutionists know every- 
thing about the missing link except the 
fact that it is missing. That seems to be 
the position in Konkan also. 

This particulai aspect of extending 
the Railway line to Konkan has to be 
taken up speedily. Unless this is done, 
It IS difhcuU to remove the economic 
imbalance of this region 

1 now come to the question of equality. 
The keynote of a socialist policy is that 
there should be stress on equality. It is 
surprising that not a word of ‘socialism’ 
IS mentioned in the speech oi the Finance 
Minister. Of course, 1 don’t go very 
much by external form ; so long as the 
substance is there. But substance too is 
missing. To put socialist content in the 
economic development there must be 
greater equality. 

Unless we are able to have measures 
like capital levy, wealth tax etc. we can* 
not remove the eiiisting inequalities. 
Unless we take such steps we cannot 
lemove the tapering peaks of property 
from out midst. Therefore, I would 
suggest that measures like capital levy and 


wealth tax be firmly formulated and 
implemented. 

Let me now make a referance to the po¬ 
licy regarding automation. I am a modeta- 
ist and I am a socialist, and therefore, I 
would never totally oppose automation aft 
all. In modern development and in ration¬ 
alisation of industries at a certain stage, 
automation is inevitable. But, since our 
Planning Commission had accepted the 
approach that in a country like ours at 
the present stage of development, our 
entire technique of production should 
be labour-intensive and not capital- 
intensive, automation should not be 
introduced in those fields and industries 
where on a very large scale, the employees 
will be thrown out, without any prospecte 
of alternative employment, and that too 
at the present level of wages. This should 
be the attitude in this regard. 

I shall now refer very briefly to the 
policy regarding taxation. I am not one 
of those who feel that if socialists are in 
power, there will be no taxation at all 
Only a quixotic attitude can lead to such 
thinking. I feel that taxation is bound 
to be there, no matter whoever be in 
power, whether Congress (R) or Congress 
(b) or Jan Sangh or PSP or SSP or 
communists of any variety. But the 
socialist approach to taxation is that the 
policy of taxation must be such that taxa¬ 
tion must be according to the capacity of 
the people to bear the taxes, and, there¬ 
fore, the higher echelons of society must 
be made to pay more taxes; and to that 
extent, the burden of taxation on the 
poor must be less. This type of socialist 
orientation must be there. I feel that if 
capital levy, wealth tax and such othei 
measures are implemented effectively 
there will'be no difiicolty in narrowing 
down inequalities. 

I shall now briefly refer to agriculture 
I do not want to spell out my views od 
this matter In detail because I do not have 
enough time at my dispoul. But one of 
the key-notes of our entire development 
wiirbe our attitude to agriooltore, oiir 
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attiUide to fcobfama of land r«fonn etc. 
But X am afnid tbat in spite of such a 
massive mandate received by the Congress 
(R), or Congress (N) whatever you may 
call it, there seem to be internal eontradic* 
tions in the Congress (R) itself. 1 was 
very ban>y to read some announcement 
by the Finance Minister of course, 1 read 
it through the papers, and, it may be 
wrong also. He is reported to have said 
tbat after the elections are over the 
richer sections of the peasantry will 
have to be attended to and we will have 
to do something to curb them. But in 
my own State of Maharashtra, quick 
came the comment from the Chief 
Minister of the State that all this slogan 
mongering must be ended and the rich 
peasent should not be frightened at all. 
Probably, there might be the dialectical 
approach to socialism. If intei nal con. 
tradictions develop. there might be 
progress, and hence there internal 
contradictions ! I hope that a proper 
approach will be adopted and our entire 
policy will be so oriented, and our schemes 
of development will be so overhauled 
that it will not be the richer echelons in 
the field of agriculture and industry 
whose interests will be catered to but 
those of the underprivileged will be 
attended to. It is not the affluence of the 
rich, but really the needs and requirements 
of the poorer sections and backward 
sections which must be taken note of. If 
this is done, and socialist.oriented 
attitude is adopted, I, and my collegues 
will always support tbat attitude on the 
floor of this House. Even if some people 
from among the ruling party fumble to 
support the socialist measures—if there 
are any socialist measures—the PSP and 
other socialists will continue to support 
them. But if we find any lacuna in the 
socialist measures, we shall vigorously 
raise Our voice of opposition and ffght 
for putting socialist content in the 
policies and programmes to be pursued 
by the 'Government. 

SHRl C.M. STEPHEN (Muvattupuzha): 
1 thank you for giving me an on>ortunity 
lo participate in this general discuasion. 
At the outlet, 1 would like to complement 


the hon. Finance Minister for the speech 
that be has made, which is as every budget 
speech should be, a political document 
which has spelt out the policies and the 
and the ultimate objectives guiding the 
Government and the party which is running 
the Governmeni and is behind the Govern* 
ment. 

He has faithfully spell out the main 
line of approach of the party on this side 
and the objectives we have in view. In 
the introductory part of his speech, he has 
pointed out what exactly are the main 
economic policies, growth with social 
justice and so cn. He has also spelt 
out the ultimate objectives, namely, 
reduction of disputitics in income, wealth 
and economic power, creation of mass 
employment, holding of the price line, 
keeping a safe balance of payments so 
that we depend less on foerign credit. 
These certainly are objectives which not 
only the party on this side but most of the 
parties opposite have also accepted. 


But basically, the approaches and 
policies were not without controversy 
before the elections. Certain combinations 
on the other side calling themselves 
grandiloquently as the ‘grand alliance’ had 
materially differed from the policies we 
had accepted. But I suppose after the 
elections, after the massive mandate we 
have obtained, this is now beyond contro* 
versy and my friends opposite will not 
raise this issue any further. 

But political policies and ultimate 
objective are not the main criteria, though 
they are, of course, deciding guidelines. 
The material thing is: what exectly are 
the programmes and how exactly can we 
implement them. Of course, these 
programmes will be spelt out only in May 
when the final Budget is before us. We 
are thankful to finance Minister for the 
forthright announcement he has made 
that whatever might have been the attitude 
and whatever might have been the 
experience in the past such programmes 
as are accepted will be inplemented 
expeditiously and forthri^tly. 
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According to me, this diicussioo will 
*ervo only one purpose, that is, to give 
sofgestioos to Oovernmeot which may 
urve as guidelines for them when framing 
their ultimate programmes when preparing 
the coming budget. 

At this point, I want to mention one 
thing. As my hon. friend who preceded 
me mentioned, 1 was also disappointed to 
see that in the President's Address 
and in the budget speech, the word 
'socialism* has been left out May be 
unintentionally, but it has been left out 
Labels may not be important, but I do 
believe they have a significance, they have 
a psychological value. 

DR. V. K R. VARADURAJA RAO 
In elections. 

SHRI C M. STEPHEN Not only in 
elections, but afterwards too 

Economic growth with social justice 
is not the connotation of socialism 
Socialism is something much more than 
that. It IS a way of life. It is a comp* 
lete transformation of the existing infra* 
structure, economic, social, political, 
everything 

Therefore, I would request tbe I inance 
Minister to see that this is not left aside 
in our pronouncements hereafter. When 
we passed a resolution in Avadi, we set 
for ourselves the goal ot a socialist pattern 
of society. In Bhubneshwar, we moved 
forward in our march in that direction. 
We had a lot of controversy in the 
Congress itself for changing the preamble 
of the organisation itself and spell 
out socialism Let us not shy away from 
that word. That word has beedhle a bye- 
word for the masses of tbe couditfy, tt has 
become very dear to them. It is on that 
word that the masses have been eothnaed 
and enamoured to give a massive vaidict 
to the party on tUa side. Therefore, it 
baa got to find a i^aoe in our eoonotalions 


and psn^ihtases. It has become a symbol 
which pips a word which pips the 
imagination of the people of this coudtiy, 
a word which means so much for the 
millions of this counter in the lakhs of 
villages from Himalayas to Kanyakumari. 
So It must find a place in our pronounce¬ 
ments This is only in passing. 

Iheicareune or two things which 
have not been stated sutficieotly clearly to 
which I would like tu make a reference. 
There can be programmes. Any intell¬ 
ectual can frame a programme. Attempts 
will cetiainly be made to enforce the 
programme. But ate conditions such as 
to give us satisfaction and confidence that 
these programmes will be effectively 
implemented ’’ Tbe party on this side is 
certainly committed to that , tbe Govern¬ 
ment, by which I mean, the Ministry, is 
certainly pledged to that . tbe leadership 
on this side is certainly bound by it and 
Parliament as a whole is certainly a part 
to It 


But there we can only spell out the 
policies, tel! the nation what should be 
done Theie is another apparatus whu) 
has to implement the whole thing 

i ouking back, we had our plans and 
tbe plans were marked by shortfalls in 
implementation. Even last year, after 
the Prime Minister made her Budget speech 
our targets were not fulfilled. We now 
find that in material terms, there have been 
considerable shortfalls. How do these 
take place It has got to be investi* 
gated. 

Creating the transiormation of this 
country is a huge and tremendous exet* 
cise About 60 crores of people through* 
out this v(fst country changing their way 
of life and producing things in such a 
manner as to have plenty on an equal 
basis, is not a mean task. It is a major 
tatk. This major task can be accomp* 
lisbed ID only two ways, by the dena^cratic 
iBotbod or by the tohilttatiao method. The 
dheetoiete has diacordad the totalitanso 
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mstitod, aad so it has to be achieved by 
the detoocratic method. It is absolutely 
necessary that every sector of life, every 
fragment of life, every section which is 
connected with it must be informed by 
this yearning for democratic transform 
mation on a socialist basis, 

Here I have to make a special refer* 
rence to our services. 1 am certainly 
prepared to pay a compliment to them to the 
extent that they have served, but let me 
tell the services through the House that 
there is an impression throughout the 
country that the services have not shared 
yearning for socialist transformation. 
There are pin-itficks and obstacles placed. 
The Government machinery is functioning 
not for facilitating this transformation, 
but for creating impediments and slowing 
down the whole thing. It is absolutely 
necessary that the services should also 
step up the pace. Otherwise, our efforts 
will be nullified. I do not know what 
exactly should be done. They have 
got protection under the Constitution, 
but targe sections of the people 
have started thinking whether that pro¬ 
tection must remain there in view of 
the indiscipline that we are finding, in view 
of the obstructions that we are meeting 
with and in view of the short falls in our 
targets. Therefore, if this socialist 
transformation is to take place, the services 
also most be attuned to the national will 
and that is a matter to which the Govern¬ 
ment will have to address themselves. 
Whatever steps are necessary must be 
taken. What matters is .the ultimate 
objective and the achievement of that 
objective. The Government has been 
given a mandate to take whatever steps 
may be found necessary. It is only the 
ultinate objective that has to be achieved. 
For the non-aohievement of this objective 
no excuse wilt be accepted by the people 
because the people have done what they 
were atAted to do. We bavft been given 
a mandate and it has to be implemented, 
and any step which is absolutely necessary, 
whether it be with reference to the ser¬ 
vices or the judiciary, whether it be with 
respect of anybody, has got to be taken 
firmly and strongly, because the public of 


this country has given this party and this 
Government a mandate for bringing about 
social transformation. I wanted to bring 
this to the notice of the finance Minister. 

There are certain parties on the other 
side which decry the public sector, imply¬ 
ing thereby that it will not be a success. 
That is a challenge to the workman 
engaged in the public sector, I am my¬ 
self a trade unionist. The workers are 
being blamed, but would the story end 
there ? That has to be examined. The 
parties on the other side, the trade unions 
and everybody will have to address them¬ 
selves to this. According to my expert- 
ence, it is not really the workers who have 
to be blamed. I have seen how the manage¬ 
rial cadre, how the supervisory cadre of 
the public sector functions, and 1 have 
asked the managers of the public sector 
when they are confronted with the Ques¬ 
tion of the non-cooperation of the workers 
whether they want the job to be done. 
Mostly they are only concerned with 
their salary and not with the job to be 
done. There was a proposal at one lime 
that an administrative cadre should be 
built up for the public sector. I do not 
know what has happened to it. Even now 
civil sertice officers are being inducted 
into public sector. 

I do not know how far it will serve 
tlie purpose. With security of tenure 
completely established they can take 
things easy, and the public sector comes 
to ridicule. Unless we completely streme* 
line the working of the public sector and 
make it a success, this experiment of 
socialism through democracy will stand 
self condemned even in the begining. On 
the industrial side there must be a public 
sector; even on the agricultural side 
there will be a public sector pattern, it 
may be a co-operative or a collective form. 
We may have to proceed to the public 
sector pattern even in respect of small 
scale industries. Who knows ? If the 
public sector does not get infused with the 
spirit of socialism and the spirit of service 
to the people on the basis of socialism, 
then the experiment cannot succeed. 
Therefore, if the public sector induatries 
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are to succeed, from ray experience as a 
trade unionist 1 can say that it is not 
merely the workers who have to address 
themselves to the task; but also the 
entire managerial and supervisory cadres 
have to got to address themselves to 
this task. Everyone of them must be 
given the task of redeeming it. Their 
duty must be to see that the public Sector 
succeeds. If they fail it must be their 
funeral, they must get out. Secmity of 
tenure should not come in there. If they 
are entrusted with some task they should 
do it. 


The question of regional imbalance 
has been mentioned in passing in the 
Budget speech. Coming as I do from the 
southernmost part of India where there 
is a cry that Kerala is being neglected. 
I must bring it to the notice of the 
hon. Finance Ministei that this matter 
should be given supreme importance. 
India IS a vast country. Delhi is situated 
here and we are situated at the farthest 
end, two thousand miles away and it takes 
a long time befoie the cries of Kerala 
could be heard here. Our problems are 
not being attended to. That is the feel, 
ing in our State. It was said that there 
was political instability. I want to claim 
credit for myself and for my party 
collegues in the State that the state of 
instability has gone and the people of 
Kerala have done their duty They have 
restored democracy there ; they restored 
stability there, and whoever stood against 
democracy had been given the place they 
deserve. Today they have sent a body 
of people here who have given a commit¬ 
ment to the people of Kerala about their 
belief in democracy and socialism and 
we should see that their grievances are 
redressed. 

We ate a small State and including 
the CPlM) members we are only 19. 
Elsewhere there are huge chunks of 
States. Our political pull is little. It 
will be difficult for us to make ourselves 
beard. This is a matter which has got to 


be taken care of if regional imbalances 
are to be removed. Weaker sections 
should be looked after inspite of political 
pulls and there must be a sense of justice 
in our dealings. We have many schemes. 
There is a proposal for establishing ship 
building industry about which we have 
been hearing for the last ten years. Only 
some roads and buildings are coming 
up. It seems the Government of India 
have not made up their mind about this, 
or the persons who are charged with it 
are not able to implement the policies 
of the Government of India. Anyway it 
has become a laughing stock for the people 
of Kerala. There was also a proposal for a 
petro-chemical complex. One suspects that 
It has migrated to some other area where 
there was greater political pull. You 

must realise that Kerala is faced with a 
major problem, the problem of 

educated unemployed. Is it our 

fault that we send our boys 

to the schools ? Is it our fault that our 
younger generation is sent to study in 
colleges ? Is it our fault that we have got 
in our heads some grey matter and there¬ 
fore we are able to study and come out 
of the colleges ? But the people are 
without their jobs. No industry is coming 
up. And there is a material matter: even 
those traditional industries which we bad 
are dying We have got the cashew 
industry. One and a half lakh people are 
employed in that industry. Now, the 
Government of India has introduced 
canalisation here in the importing of raw 
nuts. We wanted it for a social purpose. 
The social purpose was that the taw nuts 
must be allotted to the factories concerned, 
for the workers concerned, so that those 
workers may get jobs; not that the 
employers may take them anywhere and 
anybody may get jobs. That was not our 
purpose. But canalisation was introduced, 
and what is now happening ? Their 
demand was not attended to. The reason 
is that the officers cannot see tite social 
side of the whole thing. The importv 
were effected, and handed over to the 
employers; they migrate to some otbei 
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place. 1t»y the industty where Uie 
wages are lower. We have got the mini- 
mum wage law. At some other place 
they are prepend to work without the 
minimum wage, where the wages are 
lower. Migratioo is taking place. Is 
it the socialist policy of the Government 
that the workers roust be denied the mini¬ 
mum wages, that the workers must be 
denied their wages; or that the workers 
must be denied their jobs ? T am telling 
you that for the last seven months, about 
a lakh and a quarter workers have been 
on the streets without their jobs, without 
iheir wages. 5,000 salaried employees are 
without jobs. 1 am saying this in order 
that the Government may attend to it. It 
IS not enough that you canalise this. Cana¬ 
lisation must be done with a social 
purpose. When these employees challenge, 
the Government will have to come in, and 
take over and start running it. 

Now, there is a Corporation, which is 
miming six factories. The Corporation 
gave a profit. But they could not expand 
because they do not have enough finances. 
Rs. 50 crores are now reserved for this 
purpose. I would submit that substantial 
benefit must be given.’ 

There is one thing mere.

STATEMENT RE ACCIDENT AT 
DELHI AIRPORT 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU (Diamond 
Harbour); Sir, when Calling Attention 
motions are pending on this subject, a 
itaiement is made now Suo motu.

questions, because, on any suo motu

Formerly, the House has bad the privilege 
of getting the facts through Calling 
Attention motions, so that the members 
would get a chance of asking questions. 
Now, the Government are concealing the 
facts from us. This is a discourtesy to 
the House. 

MR. CHAIRMAN ; I will convey 
your feelings to the Speaker. 

THE MINISTER OF TOURISM AND 
CIVIL AVIATION (DR. KARAN SINGH) ; 
U is with deep regret that I have to inform 
the House of a tiagic accident that occured 
yesterday morning at Delhi airport when 
a spare tyre of a Boeing 737 aircraft be¬ 
longing to Indian Airlines burst while 
being inflated near hangar No. 4. Shri 
H. E. Btaganra, Chief Engineer Indian 
Airlines, who was standing oeaiby was 
killed instantaneously while Shri Gupta, 
a Technical OITicer, was pronounced dead 
on arrival at Willingdon Hospital. A 
chowkidar Shit Budhi Singh is in a pre¬ 
carious condition and a labourer received 
minor injuries. The Airport Health 
Officer and the Indian Airlines Medical 
officei rushed to the spot, and the injured 
persons were imntcdiatly taken to the Wil- 
jingdon Hospital. 

The incident is being investigated by 
the C’ontroller of Aeronoutical Inspec¬ 
tion in the Civil Aviation Department, 
as well as by the Aiilines. The service 
rules of Indian Aiilines provide for pay¬ 
ment of 36 months’ salary last drawn to 
the families of each of the deceased, pay¬ 
ment orders for which have been issued. 
Suitable payments will also be made to 
the injured. 

The Mouse, 1 am sure, will join me 
conveying to the famiUes of the bereaved 
our deep sympathy.

RESOLUTION RE : WITHDRAWAL 
OF CENTRAL HORCES FROM 
WEST BENGAL 


SHRI JYOTIRMOY BASU (Diamond 
Harbour) : I beg to move : 


"This House, keeping in view the fact 
that in West Bengal the CRP and other 
Central Forces have been unlawfully 
acting beyond their jurisdiction causing 
serious resentment amongst the people 
there, demands immediate withdrawal of 
such forces from West Bengal.” 


Ml Chairman, tnis is a very important 
issue involving S crores of people of West 
Bengal groaning under severe oppression 
and torture. You personally have been 
very much interested in the affairs of 
West Bengal after spending a good part of 
your life there. I shall expect you to do 
lustice to the people of West Bengal. 


This Mrs. Indira Gandhi Government 
IS making a desperate bid to re-establish the 
Congress in West Bengal and then serve 
the jotedars and industrialists and as an 
outcome of this, law and order crisis and 
misery have bMn created. I will read 
out an extract from the Times of India's 
yesterday’s issue. It is no paper of the 
CPM. On the contrary, it is in the 
iaithest corner from CPM. It says ; 


"It makes for an ungainly sight to 
watch teeny-weeny parties and men, 
rejected by the voters, struck back on the 
centre of the stage just because the 
Congress is desperately anxious to restore 
Itself to power in West Bengal.*' 


That IS the reason and the outcome 
is there. Since President’s rule, West 
Bengal has been treated as an occupied 
territory. I will Quote from another paper 
run by people more close to the CoBgreS|^ 
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vig.p ^ Hindustan Standard of Cal* 
cutis, is which oui-frieod, Mr. Ranjit.Roy, 
an emioent {onrnalist, has said : 

'‘Never before the country has seen 
such mobilisation of troops and para- 
latlitary forces to maintain law and 
order during election. The rural areas 
of the State will also see lots of them, 
i It is during elections that the policies 
of a democratic country like ours find 
> expression in the most impressive form. 
Troops employed in West Bengal will 
surely learn a lesson in politics from 
this election;'* 

This President's Rule, imposed under 
the ix'eteKt of maintenance of law and 
order and suppression of Naxalites, is no¬ 
thing but untruth. They assumed enor- 
mous powers, summary powers, they hood 
winked this House and through the back 
door assumed powers like Prevention of 
Violent Activities .Act and so many other 
powers. 

They refuse an enquiry on police 
firings which even the foreign rulers 
thought was a justifiable one. When I 
psked the Prime Minister to tell me 
categorically whether it was done with the 
consent of the Prime Minister and the 
^ome Minister she did not hesitate to 
ivrite me something which is an unmixed 
mtrulh, I am sorry to say. She bad 
(atcd something which had no relation 
0 the truth. 

The Commissioner in Calcutta have 
Ken repeatedly bettering and saying “PD 
'ct or no PD Act, we shall shoot at 
•ipln". Police is still continuing is that at 
ipht. It is unparallelied repression on 
olitical opponents like CPM on the 
>rctexl of suppression of Naxalites. 

The situation has much worsened 
ftcr the imposition of President’s Rule 
Dd tne ultimate object, the main aim, 
i to suppress the peasants aad workers’ 
tovement^-rga ^d led by the CPM. As 
result, my i^rty, the CPM, has lost over 
W members pf its cadre who have been 


murdered mostly by plaiaeU>iUMid police- 
men. This is part of Operation Hoogfaly 
which is a part of the eoiii|>iraey wbith 
was batched by Shri Ajoy Mukerjee end 
Shri Y. B. Chavan in 1967 aft« the first 
UF regime fell. After election they have 
arrested no less than 1,000 people, lo 
spite of all that, we have gone through 
the workers’ and peasants’ struggles, waged 
the jute strike successfully and forced the 
owners to part with a part of the huge 
profits they make out of the sweat and 
tears of the workers. In spite of the 
fact that CRP was sent there to help the 
jotedars, the land could not be taken back 
from the burgedars because we have be¬ 
come Quite conscious of our rights. 

The forces of law are turning blind eyes 
on criminals when they are attacking us. 
But when we do fight back in self-defence, 
they appear on the scene to shoot us. 
Even the right of self-defence has been 
denied to us. The expenditure on Central 
Reserve Police of your Socialist Govern¬ 
ment has increased by Rs. 9.3 ctores 
making a total of Rs. 76.5 crores, about 
fifteen times more than what it was 15 
years ago. This is the growth of socialism 
you are bestowing on us. Now you have 
enough money in the Budget to raise 
three more CRP battalions and another 
Rs. 1.45 crores for the Industrial Security 
Force and Rs. 58 crores more ior defence 
services. On top of all this, there are 
64,000 West Bengal policemen, a part of 
which is struggling for your benefit. 

I will now give a few examples of the 
atrocities committed by the CRP. In 
Malda a fourteen years old girl was raped. 
In ( handitala the same thing was repeated. 
Then, in Basanti six women were raped in 
a launch. 

SHRI C.M. STEPHEN (Muvattiipuzha): 
Does he know that Shri A. K. Gopalan is 
always carrying a policeman with him ? 

SHRI J\onRMOY BASU : In ,* 
-Basanti six gitls who were uod^r arrept 
were raped by the CRP meu.. in Durga- 
pur during the last strike soma woragn 
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were ODliesteil. »ad iD»ult«d. In Cnleutta 
» fliM ym old girl was taped by nine 
persons belonging to tbc CRP. 

This is what you are doing. You are 
artificially creating a law and order 
situation for re-entry into West Bengal 
politics. What is happening in other 
States ? In Madhya Pradesh in three 
years there have been 1,300 dacoities and 
6^ murders and it is on the increase 
every day. Let us see what the Governor, 
Mr. Dhavan, sent from the Centre says,.. 

SHRl B. K. DASCHOWDHURY 
(Cooch Bihar) . On a point of order, Sir. 
The retolution speaks about the C.R.P. in 
West Bengal and their withdmwal. Is he 
entitled to speak about what happened in 
Kerala, Madhya Pradesh and all that ’’ Is 
it relevant ct irrelevant ? 

MR. CHAIRMAN : There is no point 
of order. 

SHRl JYOTIR dOY BASU : What does 
Mr. Dhavan say about Calcutta ? He 
says that the city of Calcutta is safer than 
Delhi. Then, of course under pressure, 
Mr. Dhavan was made to make amends 
lie is, after all, a paid servant of the 
C entre and he is supposed to please them. 

In West Bengal, in many phees, the 
local police refused and the ( .R.P. had to 
be used. In Bihala, 1400 houses were 
ransacked under the guise of searching the 
houses. What a pity and what a shame ' 
And they talk of democracy. The C.P.M. 
workers were shot dead while putting 
posters on the wall in Bihala. 

The police bad shot them because the 
ultimate object was to stop the C.P.M. 
from coming to power. 

In Naktala, in Tollygunj, the C.R,P.

In Jedhavpui Uhiverslty, io AikguR, 
1970, wJhtt did they do ?

\mrita bazar Potrika, i quote; 

“About 150 students, teachers and 
employees of ladhavpur University web 
injured, some of them seriously, whm 
police made a series of lathi cherges in. 
side the University campus.” 

“.started beating out employees, 

students and teachers mercilessly in which 
100 students and 60 office staff were in. 

jured. The police action was absolute* 

ly unprovoked.” 

And the Home Secretary said that they 
had given no instructions to the police 
for taking such action or firing a single 
shot. The C,R.P. acted on its own. 
This is not a Central Reserve Police. 
This is a Criminal Reserve Police. It is 
a congregation of outlaws, jf you gsk 
me. You will understand better because 
one day you will realise what the character 
of this Government is. 

In Jadavpur University, agein on Isi 
March, what did they do ’ I quote ; 

“About 30 students of Jadavpur were 
injured eight of whom were admitted 
to the Police Case Hospital when police 
made a lathLcharge on borders in two 
hostels of the University during a 
search of the two hostels in the Jadsv- 
pur ihana area...” 

".boarders of the hostel in the 

university pmmises had held atleast 
on Saturday evening. They had gone 
to sleep at about 10.30 p.m. At about 
3 a, ffl. about 500 Central Reserve 
Police, he alleged in his statement, 
entered the hostel after bwakiofopen 
the ga^.'* 

.the police boke into students' 
rooms threatened them with revolvers 

and bayonets and foraed the jfflDStei, 
who had been sleepini td eome oni 
of their rooms. They wlso beat up

aod r«fOORi belongings. He said that 
about 70 inmates of the hostel had 
bean detained in the thana.** 

This is svbat you are doing. This is 
what you are saocUoDing money for, for 
the C.RJP., and in the name of civilisation 
aod demooraoy. 

In Krishnagar, in Durgapur, in Slliguii, 
in Alipore Duar and other places, they 
have given beatings to Oovernment emp¬ 
loyees. Mr. Nanda had given a categori- 
cal assurance that against those who had 
gone on strike no action will be taken. 
The railway officials and the police have 
comi^etely thrown that piece of assurance 
into the waste paper basket. 1 feel sorry 
for Mr. Nanda. He is not in this House. 
Now, these gangsters went end chased out 
every employee in their bouses at mid¬ 
night. The Sub-Divisional Police Officer 
came to the colony in a drunken state ut 
2 A.M. molested the women, kicked the 
children, trespassed into the house and 
did what know civilised person could 
ever do. This is what you are doing with 
the CRP and near Diamond Harbour in 
Basuldanga they had arrested in one stroke, 
to help a Jotedar, 22 of them. They were 
given such a merciless beating that each 
and evnybody of that group had to be 
admitted into the hospital.

report. That even, she wgs not willing to 
give. They appointed a Judge to Jnijitiire 
into the matter but he was stabbed by 
the Police agents and persuaded pot to 
hold the inquiry. So, the whole thing has 
been dropped. 

There have been numerous murders 
and huudreds and thousands have bean 
murdered by the Police, by plain-clothed 
police men and the Government is sitting 
tight. .T want to know what has happened 
to the Beliaghata CPI murder where 
Mr. Krishna Menon and other nine 
members of Parliament belonging to most 
of the Opposition Parties had gone and 
seen and beard themselves the atrocities 
of the police. The Deputy Commissionei 
of Police was shot dead with his own 
rifle. Four young boys were shot dead 
at 4 O* clock in the morning and one of 
the boys was a National Talent Scbolar- 
shipholder, Asbofc Bose, who was getting 
a scholarship of Rs. 100 per month and 
be was shot and killed.

SHRl JYOTIRMOY BOSU : lathis 
Beliaghata murder of 17th February, four 
young boys were shot in broad dafUlffit 
under the very nose of hundreds of pooplf 
aod those who were naaiby wore told to 
shut their doors and wiudt^ws oo Use 
point of revolver. But .soma pepplf^saw 
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ftii'd the next day there whs a big demoss- 
tlktion which went to the Writers Bnild- 
iof which included many ladies among 
then}. Add among the signatories' you 
will find two are even Congress MLAs. 
There is Mr. Ardendu Nasfcar a leader 
of the Congress and sitting MLA of the 
ruling Congress Smt. Ila Mitra of CPI and 
many other eminent people. Four young 
men shot dead in Calcutta and in broad 
daylight under the very nose of the people 
by the Police, under instructions of 
whom ? Mrs. Indira Gandhi. Because 
that is the way she has chosen to rehabi¬ 
litate herself and her Party in West 
Bengal. But nothing will happen and she 
will not be able to get in there. 


Another method—this is a negative 
method of murder—in Dam Dum they 
derived the election benefit by murdering 
our candidate. Lastly, about our revered 
Leader, Mr. Hemaota Kumar Basu-May 
his soul rest in peace—I will quote the 
ECONOMIC TIMES. What does it say 
about Mr. Basil’s murder ? It says; 

“The CPM, however, has long deman¬ 
ded fresh elections to the Assembly and 
it is strange that it should now want 
to endanger the holding of the poll 
so close to the event. The murder 
of so respected a person as Hemanta- 
da, as he was popularly known in the 
Sute, cannot but have a traumatic 
effect on the electorate. The chances 
'that voters would recoil in horror 
and disgust from a crime of this 
magnitude are too real not to be tidcen 
into the calculations of a political 
party seriously aiming to capture 
power in the State, unless of course 
thereh as been some CPM rethinking..."

You 
have seen- Dr. Profulla .Ghoid}. .taking 
lessons from what had happened. 


Six Muslim boys were murdered and 
their dead bodies were found near Diamond 
Harbour. I rushed to the spot. Later on 
1 found this; I was informed by very 
knowledgeable people about .this, then a 
police officer told me that the murderer 
is absconding, a man called Surya Ghosh. 
He has not been apprehended. And, I 
further learnt, he was brought to Delhi 
so that he is not apprehended. This Surya 
Ghosh happens to be a ruling Congress 
worker of Joynagar. 1 am saying it on 
the floor of the House on my own res. 
ponsibility. There have been attempts of 
murder on the Mayor of Calcutta and 
another councillor, Rothin Dev, end 
Jyoti Basu. There have been three attempts 
starting from Patna station, twice neat 
Calcutta. What has happened to tht 
Police ? Why is it that they are not find¬ 
ing out the culprits ? Because they feel 
if they go into it, something might eonx 
out. That is why they cannot, have an 
enquiry. 

Regarding the repression that tbe 
CRP is conducting, I will quote from 
Mr. Bhupesh Gupta’s speech to sho» 
what the CRP had done, because Mi 
Bhupesh Gupta is a friend'of the Congress 
we have seen him functioning befoR 
the election. So -bis utterance wilf 
perhaps be more acceptable to, you m 
more acceptable to all of us. Tbi>^ 
what happened in South Jambad coll»; 
Mr. Bhupesh Gupta said in Rajya Sabij 
and I quote t 

“These workers, about 250 of tbd 
were demonstrating against the ootK 
of lay-off by the employers. Tbtf 
was absolute peace prevailing 
.The CRP appeared on the scene

If yon Mk me, 1 will say, ‘Yes, that is 
so.’ 

Then he says ;

"...and use the CRP to supptess the 
workers in this manner as has been 
done in the case of the workers of the 
Jambad collieries.” 

And then he says : 

"In the name of suppressing or dealing 
with the Naxalites, the whole State 
today has been given over to the CRP 
for CRP rule, tlie like of which was 
scarcely known even in the days of 
the British. I would ask the Govern¬ 
ment to remember that the people of 
West Bengal, young men and women, 
peasants and workers, cannot be 
silenced in this mannei by violence 
and brutality.” 

So many things he has said. He iias 
utterly condemned the CRP. How is this 
grand alliance of Mrs. Indira Gandhi, the 
agent prot acateur» and promotors, funct¬ 
ioning ? The most corrupt force in this 
country is the Indian Police Force. Can 
we forget Mr. Mulla's judgement ? Mr. 
Anand Narain Mulla said it is nothing else 
but organised gangsterism. A man who 
had been drawing Rs. 400 salary gets 
another 3,000 at the end of the month. 
There were misuses of powers which were 
indulged in and, sadistic pleasure in ful- 
fllment of that. Now, the United Front 
Government of Jyoti Basu applied the 
brake. Jyoti Basu said, we must put the 
police on the right lines. This Central 
Government after the fall of the UF 
Government there, and before that also, 
told those policemen : If the CPM again 
comes to power, there would be trouble 
for ifou. .Tea^tations of rewards were 
• granted, Liketal cash awards were given.

The police today are making extractions 
from the parents of boys who are taken to 
police stations on the pretext of their 
alleged involvement in Naxalite activities. 
I know of a case personally where the 
'^ab-inspector had demanded a sum of one 
thousand rupees from a mother, saying 'if 
you give Rs. 1000, your son will be spared 
from being beaten up.’ And what sort of 
beating was it ? Shri K. C. Pant knows it. 
1 have already referred to it once in this 
House. Samir Bnattacharyya, a boy of 17, 
was taken to Shyampukur police station 
without any charge, without any warrant 
and without any reason, and he was given 
a beating-iip by two jamadars in the 
presene of a sub-inspector and he died. 
There was haemorrhage from his mouth 
and through his rectum. The body was 
sent for post-mortem, and on post¬ 
mortem it was found that all his internal 
organs had ruptured, his spleen, lungs, 
liver and everything else had ruptured. 
This was what happened to a boy of 17. 
That is the socialism that my hon. friend 
opposite are trying to sell to this country 
and they want to hoodwink all of us. I 
hope they would not do this. 


A section of the buicaucrats and the 
police are completely involved in this. 
Criminals are given the option’Ssrs e or 
get punished', and they were given the 
respectable gaib of Naxalites. Shri B. M. 
Birla, who is not a friend of ours, but who 
is a great subscriber to the Congress 
election fund sold on the 24tb December, 
and he has said that repeatedly, that in 
Calciiltii today, if >011 can spend Rs. 200 
you can get a street urchin to come and 
throw a bomb. Hardend criminals are 
getting salary of Rs. 500 to Rs. 1000 per 
month for this purpose He said that if 
Government wanted to restore peace, 
they could do it in three days. It was all 
the doing of Shrimait Indira Gandhi ; 
sne was cieating all this havoc in West 
Bengal, and the people of Bengal and 
the people of India will judge it one day 
and will pay it back in her own coins. 
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A|ufl. 60 constables ware murdered. 
Why ? Just to coafuae tbe iMOple that 
Naialites were ktlliag eoastablea, this 
was dune. But we know that these cons¬ 
table had been involved in union acti¬ 
vities during our regime, because we 
allowed them to practice trade union, 
rights. So, they wtfe sorted out and were 
murdered and are being murdered today 
one by one. 

Only tbe other day, at the Barasat 
police station, a sub-inspector told one 
criminal ‘if you go and kill tbe CPM 
candidate for this election, 1 shall let you 
go and set you free*. We have also infor¬ 
mation regarding the flow of arms and 
ammuoUions and explosives and protective 
equipment. 1 warn the Prime Minister 
that these policemen and officials will 
not go unpunished as soon as the people 
can instal their own elected representa¬ 
tives to power : these criminals of police 
and civil servants who have been invol¬ 
ved in these misdeeds and murders and 
tortures will be taught a lesson for life. 
We have carefully noted down their names 
and particulars. But how nice stories 
they cook up. They said that Sushital Ray 
Chaudhary died in a nursing home, and 
his wife came to see him the other day. 
But the police did not know. We knew 
that the police had brought him to tbe 
nursing home ahd kept him there. This 
is what they are doing in regard to many 
others also, because unless they can main* 
tain this Naxalite bogey...

SHRl B. K. DASCHOWDHARV 
(Cooch'Behar) : My boo. f(iend Sfan 
Jyottrmoy Bssu has moved thia resolution 
and in the oourse of bis opening speech, 
he has dished out flgotes about hpv masy 
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murders had been committed. He bad the 
good fortune to refer to only some of the 
cases and say that these were the murders 
committed by the CRP, but in most of the 
cases he could not make such a statement. 
The reoson behind this was that most of 
the murders had been committed by the 
CPM people and their partymen. That was 
why he could not deal with them so very 
bravely. 

He also referred in the course of his 
speech to the unfortunate and untimely 
death of the respected leader Shii Hcmant 
Kumar Basu and he said that had been 
committed in order to malign the CPM 
and to ctcate hatted among the people for 
■ he CPM. But he had forgotten one 
thing, namely that at the Shaheed Minnr, 
itiniosi all the jcople of Calcutta, and all 
the rolilical parties, axceit the ( PM had 
assembled to pass a resolution condemning 
ihc acti\ ilics of the < PM and indiicctly 
and directly putting the responsibility on 
the '•boulders of the CPM for that atro- 
c (iii^ !iiuidci of the rcs’ccicd leader Shri 
lien .■ It Kumar Basu, Thai is a fact, and 
'he world knows it by this time. So, what 
aas the force behind his argiiinenl in this 
legard, which he lead out from his sciipt ? 
lie has pleaded in his resolution that the 
t’KP force should be withdrawn. If we 
me to analyse this lesoUition and speak 
for or against it, then I think we must go 
into the very depth of the law and order 
rioMem or situation of West Bengal.

Is it not a fact that it was the CPM had 
Marted all this game an4 all this process 


of terror tactics mid the taetiea teirori* 
sation and creating some areas at least as 
tome *‘Free Zones" where they could have 
a sort of people’s court of their own ? 
Innumerable such instances are there. I had 
cited several instances in this House 
during the last session In this regard. 


In several places in West Bengal, they 
had these people's courts known as 'Jana 
adalat' as if there was no law and order, 
as if there was no administration, and as 
if the police authorities had failed to 
control the situation in those particular 
rones. They had their own people as 
judges and they had their own prosecutors 
or prosecuting agents. What about this ? 
My hon. friend Shri Jyotirmoy Basu had 
failed to say anything about this. 

In order to have a proper picture 
about the state of affairs in West Benpl 
about which we should all have known by 
this time, 1 would like to mention some of 
the instances. I would quote from The 
Indian Express of 5 March, 1971 in 
which a veraten journalist, V. B. Kulkarni, 
wrote in an article. ‘Why Blame the 
Police Today’ as follows ;— 


"Many of these public utterances of 
Mr. Jyoti Basu as Deputy Chief 
Minister in the UF Government of 
West Bengal were little short of an 
Incitement to v iolence and disorder”. 

So it IS quite clear who preached 
violence and incited disorder. This is 
what has brought about the siluation in 
West Bengal today posing a danger to 
law and order. 

Then speaking on December 3, 1969, 
the Chief Minister of the State minced 
no words in accusing his deputy of being 
instrumental in creating lawlessness con> 
ditions in West Bengal. He accused him 
of shouldering the Home portfolio, with 
which he was entrusted, with utter incom¬ 
petence and failure. The then Chief 
Minister observed that-r 
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“Today the administration ha« failed 
and has' proved to be a failure. Today 
h should be asked whether there is 
any civilised Government in West 
Bengal”, 

All of us know who are responsible 
for creating this lawlessness, who are 
the persons to be blamed for creating 
this state of affairs. 

Very rightly, my colleague, Dr. Ranen 
Sen. said that it was the UF Government 
which in 1969 invited the police from 
the Centic. He referred only to the 
liastcrii frontier Rifles. 1 can cite other 
cxainplts. The UP Armed Constabulary 
was also invited by the then Home Minis¬ 
ter of West Bengal, Shri .lyoti Basil, a 
CPI (M) leader. 

What about the CRP ? f he then Home 
Minister at the Centre, Shu Y.B. Cnavan 
said that 'it was the IG, of West Bengal 
who sought the help of the CRP fiom the 
Centre. Then the (RP vas derloyed. 
This was specifically stated on the floor 
ol this Hou.c on 2f)ih Mmch 1%9 in these 
terms ; 

"Ihc jiosuion o ili.it the C RP bat¬ 
talions or compaiiie', wcic sent to West 
Bengal aftei tl e I(i ol West Bengal 
reQiiisilioned ccitain lutees fiom us”. 

Thus the CRP foices weie 'ent as 
also the UP Armed Cor'’ab«l.iry compa¬ 
nies. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU ; What a 
(li.scovery ! 

SHRI B. K. DASCHOWDHURY ; 
“immediately after that, the Deputy 
Chief Minister suggested that the CRP 
be withdrawn. That amounted to 
saying that the State Government did 
not want the CRP for their work. But 
initially they wanted it from us. 
Icnmediately, we ordered the CRP to 
withdraw and to give assistance only 
When the State Goverameot needed*',

SHRI B. K. DASCHOWDHURY ; 
What is the State of affairs now 7 Every¬ 
where you find lawlessness rampant. As 
soon as you open the morning paper, you 
read : ‘7 killed in West Bengal*, ‘12 killed 
in West Bengal’, 8 'killed in West Bengal' 
and so on. There is no respect for life 
and liberty in the State. The whole State 
seems to have been passing since the last 
four years through a state of emergency. 

What is the legal position 7 Shri 
Jyotirmoy Basu did not have the courage 
to explain it. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : 1 have no 
courage to be a turncoat.

SHRI B. K. DASCHOWDHURY ; Ut 
himat least see Aiticle 3SS of the Constitu¬ 
tion of India. 

1 must say that under Article 3SS of 
the Constitution the Centre has got the 
responsibility and the duty too to send the 
CRP and other forces at least to keep 
control and give relief to the local people 
in case of interna! disturbances. In the 
State of West Bengal lawlessness is there. 
•If not an emergency, at least an undeclared 
emergency is there. Even during the 
election time, just before and even after 
the elections, there were so many murders. 
Who were the persons responsible for Iba 
attack on the Deputy Mayor of the 
Calcutta Corporation 7 Who was res¬ 
ponsible for creating a serious of ioddents 
in Burdwan ? The CPM was very f^ud 
of it. How can it now cry UukI i^iirls are 
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rap 0 d so4 wotmn are assaulted? They 
«rai» tbs {Arsobs ^ho started these things 
and wanted this state of affairs in West 
Bsnpl 

In Coocb BShar alone on the llth 
March* the day after the elections were 
over in West Bengal, two persons were 
assaulted and one was murdered. His 
name was Anil Bhattacharya. His only 
fault was that be did not comply with the 
wishes of the CPM workers and he worked 
for the Congress. On the 17th March I 
got a report from my District that another 
person named Sashadhar Modak, an old 
man of 62 years, a medical man by pro¬ 
fession was killed, and it was done by 
the CPM. 

During the days of the Home Miniter- 
ship of Mr. Jyoti BaSu of the CPM, he not 
only reorganised the whole police admini¬ 
stration, but also change d it in such a 
way that •the entire police force would serve 
only their parly. CPM workers threatened 
local police officers that unless their orders 
were carried out, they would be trans- 
ierred and penalised. They said, *'You do 
this or we have got oui man at the top to 
teach you a good lesston.” This is what 
they said, and this is how the entire police 
administration had been changed. 

As a matter of fact what happened in 
Cooch Behar District is that whan the 
murder of Anil Bhattacharya was reported 
at the local police station, the officei 
there, I think his name is Ajit Chatterjee, 
did not care to arrest the culprit because 
he was a CPM man. The police officer 
was probably thinking that the CPM 
would come to power. 

On the llth I telephoned Shri Dbavan, 
the Oovaroor of West Bengal from Cooch 
Behar and gave him this information, but 
so far nobody has been artestml. In the 
matter of the murder of Shri Sashadhar 
Modak also the local police are not taking 
uy action fttbinst the Cm people. 

The people of West Bengal are feeling 
absolutely hebMeis end in their heart of 


hearts and everyone in West Bengal axcept 
the CPM people, febls thirt there should be 
some force at least to give protection in case 
of disturbances, and disturteoce is there 
everywhere. They are not free to mpvjs, 
to go to the mmket. Even the hoys and 
girls are not free to attend schools. Eveiy* 
where they have started njiniatute bomb 
manufacturing factories and even In 
Cooch Behat, a small mofussU town. Only 
the other day I saw in the newspapers 
that in the CPM office itself there were 
bomb bursts because there were some 
bombs stored there. 

It was published in the papers. You 
should enquire. We should like to know 
about it. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSIJ : Bombers 
aic Iwmbbiiists ■> 

SHRI B. K. DASCHOWDHORY : 
Whatever you like to have. Take it as 
you like ; the choice is yours. I shall 
give you some more figures. These are all 
facts established beyond doubt’ 1 do not 
want to say more because they are undec- 
Inal prisoners, in Cooch Behar distrirt 
one C.R.P. Commandent was murdered. 
Unioithately one of the district leaders of 
the CPM group Shiben Choudnury and 
another leader or deputy leader Gopal 
Saha, both of whom were candidates in the 
Assembly elections are under-trial prison¬ 
ers. I do not want to comment on that 
now. The case will be committed to the 
session veiy soon'. Who is killing whom ’ 
It will be proved very soon further. 

So. as 1 said earlier, it is necessary to 
have some of the C.R.P. forces from the 
Centre atleast to give some relief to the 
people of West Bengal who were not free 
to move to do their daily work. 

Mr. Jyotirmoy Basu said that it had 
been proved in the recent elections, parti¬ 
cularly Assembly elections, that the CPM 
people have come in laiie numbers. My 
short reply is that it was only because 
they have started the ^me of terrorising 
people either to vote in their favour or 
not to vote at all* it is only by this (vooass 
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that they have come in larger numben 
When peace is restored and normalcy is 
allowed to prevail, when the effect of the 
terrorisatjon settles down, definitely the 
people of West Bengal will see that the 
CPM has no place m West Bengal, as 
they have no place in Kerala It is going 
to be very soon , perhaps in the course 
of another twelve months you will see 
that if not eailier 

In connection with the Question posed 
in this resolution by Mr. Jyotirmoy Basu 
and others about the posting of the CRP 
in Bengal, I would earnestly appeal to the 
Government of India to see that the CRP 
is retained there as long as normalcy is 
not restored m that part of the country 
and also to see that it is not made subse¬ 
ts lent to the local police administration 
Some of the local police officials are still 
working ui der guidance and mandate and 
behest of the CPM leaders. If the CRP 
are simply to assist local police adminis¬ 
tration It will not do In some places 
they are not arresting the CPM people 
(ertain special measuies and special 
(oweis should be given to them. At the 
same time the CRP should be told not to 
indulge 111 any unjust -ictivines so that 
the people of West Bengal m ly not form 
an adverse opinion about them With 
these words 1 strongh oppose this reso 
lution and I request this House to oppose 
It with all Its might loi the sake of the 
people of West Bengal

SHRl SAMAR GUHA (COQtai) : Sir, I 
thick everybody in this House having any 
faith in democracy will agree that calling 
of a paramilitary body like the CRP in 
difenoe of the democratic rights of the 
people or for the protection of the civil 
rllpits of the people or for restoration of 


law and order in any part of the country 
is a matter of disgrace. 1 hope soon after 
the installation of the new Govemmcatit in 
West Bengal the CRP would not be conti* 
nued there more than it is required. 1 
know that whenever any paramilitary body 
like CRP is employed, such a body is 
bound to create excesses. I know many 
instances where CRP really indulged in 
serious excesses. Many innocent people 
were beaten up whenever there was curfew 
and unnecessary harassment was cauSed, 
particularly in Jadavpur University, where 
a hell of terror. was created by the CRP 
inside the campus and many students and 
teachers were manhandled. Such excesses 
occurred as a result of lack of coordination 
between the control of CRP by the cent¬ 
ral agency and the West Bengal Govern¬ 
ment. In many eases, there was no co¬ 
ordination and that resulted in lack of 
discipline and lack of control. Therefore, 
the ('RP could not be employed in the 
way it should have been employed, i.e., as 
a disciplined force. It was employed 
where there was the lest necessity for 
their interference. 

But, and this is a very big “ but”, 1 
want to ask one question of Shri Jyotir- 
moy Basu. What is the political compul¬ 
sion that created the situation which forc¬ 
ed the Hand of the West Bengal Govern¬ 
ment for bringing the CRP for the resto¬ 
ration of an atmosphere of normality in 
the State of West Bengal ? What is the 
compulsion, 1 want to know from Sbrl 
Jyotirmoy Basu, the leader of his party, 
Shri Jyotirmoy Basu, other leaders, mem¬ 
bers of Parliament and members of the 
legislature are now taking protection, not 
only of the CRP but of other security 
forces also in the circumstances which 
have been created by whom ? 

AN HON. MEMBER : American 
Lobby. , 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA : It has been 
created by whom 1 Shri Jyotirmoy Basu 
should adtwer that question. The fitu- 
ation that they have created, the psychosis 
of horror and violeoee that they have eo- 
geitdcied in the minds of their cialers, 
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that is ttov as a boomuang on 

thoffl aatl, ai a msuU, thay thanMalves 
bav« to for proteetioa by CRP for the 
withtteMsal of whom they are now advocat. 
ing in this House ...(interruption). You 
are here because Of the left-handed comp- 
lement or co-operation of Shrimati Indira 
Oandhi. Otherwise, your number might 
have been reduced to 3, 4 or S. You are 
elected by getting a minority of votes. 

MR, SPEAKER : I would request the 
hon. Member to Address me. When he 
starts addressing them, they reply. That is 
the difficulty. 

SHRl SAMAR GUHA : Now, what u 
the picture in West Bjogal ? Bonbs are 
beini showered like rains, fire-arms are be¬ 
ing manufactured everywhere, pistols can 
be had of in any part of Calcutta or even 
the whole of West Bengal. Sten guns and 
bren guns aid explosives can be found in 
the dens of many politicai parties. Could 
one imagine that during the thirteen 
months’ regime of UF Government, not 
one or two or hundred but more than 
5,000 lives were Iwsi ? They included 
political cadres, politicil leaders, teachers, 
siiidents, women, childien, parents and 
government employees who have nothing 
to tlo with politics. Even during President’s 
Rul.:, of which one year is now cemple- 
‘ed, according to ray calculation nearly 
3 0 additional lives have become the 
victims of horror and violence in West 
Hengal. Today there Is a press report that 
yesterday was a comparatively quiet but 
djy four people were killed. When four 
innocent lives are taken by force of 
\ lolence that is considered as something 
more or less normal. Before the iostalta- 
tion of the U.F. Government in West 
hengal, could one imagine, such a thing 
can happen ? Lives have become so cheap 
that during road day-light murder, arson, 
loot and killing are going on imehecked; 
bombs are still thrown at petfple, bases 
buint and trains stopped. (Jould anyone 
imagine elected representatives of the 
people, Members of Parliament and 
members of the legislature beiug given 
protection? All elected Members of 
Parliament and memb^us of the State 


legislature have been told by PoUce We 
oannot assure the security of your lives; 
therefore, yur are requested to tiRe police 
security foi the protection of your life". 
Democratic freedom of our eohntry has 
deguerated to such a level, to such a 
level to such a dimension of degradation 
that even the elected representatives of 
the people have not the freedom to move 
about freely. 

Mr. Hemant Kumar Bose, one of the 
greatest patriots of Bengal, a close asso* 
ctate of Netaji, who devoted more than 60 
years of his life to the service of the 
country continuously, was murdered in 
broad day-light. In what manner ? We 
could not believe that he had any enemy. 
It was known that he was an atatshatru. 
In political life, he was known as aiat- 
shatru. He never used any word of 
.anger at any moment. When some 7 or 8 
young men pounced upon him with an 
open sword, he raised his hand and said, 
“Why are you killing me ? What will 
you benefit by killing me ? When be 
said that, fingers of his two hands were 
chopped off. Then, his neck was half 
disconnected and he fell down. Then, 
one Of them cut bis throat and another 
person pierced a pipe gun and shot him 
dead, 

1 have a friend who came to me with 
tears rolling down his eyes. He had the 
only son, a student of Class X. His fault 
wa'. that somstimes he used to mix up 
with C.P.M. friends. When he decided 
not to mix up with any political paity, 
suddenly, in broad day-light, some people 
cnteied the school and held the boy in 
in the presence of his teacher and cut his 
throat. Then, a pipe gun was piercd into 
It and he was shot. 

I can cite innumeiable instances of 
hrulality, ssvageiy, which cannot be com¬ 
pared even with the savisgeiy of the beasts 
living in jungle. 

There is one pertinent questiou, We 
are committing these ghastly sins ? Are 
they habitual offenders ? Are they known 
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CfttnloalsAre ihey hooligans ’ Are 
Ibey goondes ’ These hundreds of people 
ere being killed in li brutal manner, in 
a $avage manner, \Nbich surpass, the ima 
gination of any human comprehension 
Those people who are indulging ‘hi, this 
killing, murders, etc, m this brutality, 
are doing it with political puipose, as a 
matter of political tactics 

1 want to impress upon you that this 
psychosis that has developed in West 
Bengal, the politics of violence, has 
dcgcneiated the finest delicate mind ol the 
youngmen in West Bengal to such a level 
that this savagery, this biutality, is being 
equated with politual tactics Ihetefore 
the problem is rol only of killing, murders, 
loot 01 aison But this is a pioblcm of 
indoctrination of the politics of violence, 
into the mind ot the youngmen of West 
Be'igil Here lies the problem and also, 
if that politic-, can be tackkd adequately 
and piopetlv there lies the solution of 
the present ills of West Bengal today

SHRT SAMAR OUHA ; may remind you 
that I made the Ruling Congress candidate 
forfeit his deposit.., (Interruptions). I 
was suggesting that it was their Party 
which has set up a Pdschim Bengal Police 
Karmachari Sangh in the regime of the 
United Front Government. Sir, the forty, 
years old West Bengal Police Association 
was disbanded. Party Taluledar was 
elected as a CPM MLA. Me formed the 
Paschim Bengal Police Karmachari Sangh 
and that Sangh was given recognition after 
disbanding the forty-year old Police 
\ssotiation. Sir, it is they who tried to 
inliuate in|o Police administration. Do 
they believe in democracy ? Who believes 
IP constitutional forms of Government ? 
no they try to infiltrate into the Police 
l')ice ? Do they try to make the Police a 
partisan ? Do they try to bring the Police 
into the fold of a political party ? 

The Police and the Government 
cmpioyeei are the in.struments for the 
implementation of the measures of the 
Government, whatever Government may 
be in power with the will of the i>eople.

SHKl C, S. BHATTACHAKYYA 
(Oiridiii) : Normally, I would not bavp 
liked at this stage to intervene, in tlte 
debate on the resolution moved by IfOtbt^ 
moy Basu, but for a certain evasive stete- 
ment made by him as well as certain threats 
held oat. 

1 know from my own experience of not so 
long ago, just about a year m>d a half 140 , 
during the regime of the UF deys, how I 
found the body of a murdered person 
hanging from a tree on the toad between 
Nawadwip and Ktisbnagar, a distance of 
eight miles. I was told that the body had 
been hanging there from the previous 
night. Processions of men were going 
there to have a look at that body. I was 
on my way to the Krishnagar court at 10 
a.m., and when I returned at about 4 p.m. 
I found that the body was still there hang¬ 
ing from the tree and processions of men 
were still going to see that body. At the 
Ganges front, there was one sub-inspector 
of police, and I asked him 'what is the 
matter with the police administration here? 
A dead body has been hanging from a tree 
I am told that the person bad been mur¬ 
dered more than about 12 hours ago. 
Why is it that the body had not been 
brought down ?’. The sub-inspector of 
police said, ‘Yes’ 1 also heard there was 
a dead body hanging somewhere. 

E^en he asked me my name and cross- 
examined about my antecedents, and 
learning that I was going to Nabadwip, he 
said, ‘Since you are going to Nabadwip, 
you can make a report to the police officer 
in charge of the police station there*. 
The officer in charge was asleep, and it 
was just 4.30 p.m. When 1 got him out, 
rather than tdiing down my statements, be 
took a long time in getting particuian 
about my name, my parentage, the place 1 
bad come from end so on, and then casu¬ 
ally, he said, ‘Weir we would be on wire¬ 
less communication wtth Krishnagar aod 
we shall report*. That was the state of 
and order which 1 saw for myielf in» 
particular incident. 1 do not go there 
often. But this has bean so sharp in m? 
memory, and that spoke a volume by 
itself, 
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Ttw other story which T was toM was 
a pathetic ooe related by aa old priest 
owniag 5| acres of paddy land. He asked : 
'would you people kill us?* T asked: What 
is the matter 1 Why do you make this 
strange request?* He said : ‘I have 5^ acres 
of paddy land just bordering Nabadwtp. 
Iliat paddy has been looted. My subsistence 
is Rs. 20 which I get from Sanskrit teach¬ 
ing. I get just a little extra income by 
doing some poojas*. 

This happened in Nabadwip during the 
UF regime. This is a breakdown of all 
values that I know of. The question is : 
Is what is happening in Calcutta, in West 
Bengal, a fore-runner of a general break¬ 
down ? Must we wali sit silent and watch 
and hear double-talk ? We know it is 
part of revolutionary activity to combine 
parlUmentary activity wttb extra-parlia¬ 
mentary operations. There is one set 
of discussions and statements on the 
floor of the Lok Sabha and another sort of 
activity in the held. These have to be 
combined. This is, we are told, part of 
the process of double-think. The result is 
that this boomerangs, recoils. This is pre- 
I haly what has happened We have seen in 
history that 'Danton gets killed by Mira- 
I'can and Mirabeau always gets killed by 
i.obespierre in turn*. This is what is happen- 
ngin this so-called revolutionary move¬ 
ment. The more extremist section is trying 
to seize control. 1 hope the less extremist 
and more reasonable ones would give some 
food for thought to our friends, the CPI (M). 
After all from CPI to CPI (M) and from 
CPI (M) to CPI (M-L) is just a step. In 
i!’c process of the leap from pink to red, 
we will be seeing the ruination of a tract of 
land whose contribution in language, 
literature, art and in the struggle of India’s 
liberation has not been less than any 
other's. 

Must this area be the starting point of 
India’s disintegration ? Very recently, the 
•lectorate has given a thundering answer 
lo the point of view posed by Shri Jyotir- 
nioy Bosu. That answer is clear. The 
itruggla will be on. But for once could 
we not subordinate our political aims to 
the major aim of tlie •oonomie development 


aod succour to the undar-privilege 
sections of the people ?

SHRI S.M. BANERJEE t It is an Im***"® 
portant matter, it is a delicate matter, I 
know it. But a discussion should be allowed 
otherwise it becomes a one*way traffic. 
Government makes a statement and we 
simply bear it. So. I would request you 
mther to keep the Calling - Attention Hoticei 
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I WB have not been informed of 
tMr diiposal—or the Opposition Member 
triko who have tabled the Calling Attention 
Not^ should be allowed to say something 
m this. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA : I want to 
make this submission. The Prime Minister. 
I should say. showed wisdom in inviting 
the leaders of the oppositio i parties and we 
had an hour’s discussion in the morning. 
We ail agreed that the statement should be 
maite by the Minister of External Affairs. 
Even the leader of his party was there. This 
is a solemn occasion; it is an occasion for 
expression of our firm determination, sup* 
port and sympathy to the people who are 
suffering and it is in that light that we 
should accept this statement. 

MR. SPEAKER: According to the 
procedures laid down, ail of you are aware 
that when a Minister makes a statement it 
cannot be followed by questions. 

SHRI PILOO MODY (Godhra) :...But 
by a discussion. 

MR. SPEAKER ; You are going to have 
a general discussion on the President’s 
Addnss. Ample opportunities are available. 

SHRI S.M. BANERJEE : There is a 
blood bath going on; massacre is going on. 

MR. SPEAKER : I do not know how 
far it will be advisable. 

THE PRIME MINISTER, MINISTER

MR. SPEAKER : I quite appreciate the

THE MINISTER OF BXTBRNAI. 
AFFAIRS (SHRI SWARAN SINGH) : The 
Government of India cannot but be giaveiy 
concerned at the events taking place so close 
to our borders. We cui, therefore, under* 
stand the deep emotions which have been 
aroused in this House and in the entice 
country. 

Honourable Members are. I am siue, 
fully aware of political devidopmeats in 
Pdciatan since November 28, 1969 when the 
President of Pakistan announced his plan 
for evolving a democratic Constitution and 
for the transfer of power to the elected re¬ 
presentatives of the people. 

The Government and people of India 
have always entertained the friendliest of 
feelings for the people of Pakistan. We 
had. therefore, hoped that a democratic 
evolution in Pakistan would follow is natural 
course and that the elected representatives 
would evolve a Constitution reacting the 
urges of the vast majority of the people 
expressed through the elections held in 
December last year. 

However, events have taken a different 
and tragic turn. Instead of peaceful evolution 
there is now a bloody conflict. 

According to reports received, the 
Pakistan Army started taking action on the 
midnight of 2Sth and 26th March against 
units of the East Pakistan Rifles, the pro¬ 
vincial police and the people. The reports 
are that casualties have been heavy. On the 
morning of March 26th, the Radio Station 
at Dacca was seized by the Army. There¬ 
after the Radio Station made an announce¬ 
ment of 15 new Marshal Law Regulations 
banning, among other things, all political 
activities, processions, meetings, speedies 
and slogans. Complete censnorship of alt 
news. Radio and Television programme was 
imposed. 

« 

More than two regular Divisions of the 
Pakistan Army are deployed in suppressing 
the people of East Pakistan. Our hearts go 
out in sympathy to the people who are 
uttdergcing great suffering. 

W« naturally wish and hope thgt even at 
this late stage it would be possible to twume 
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dsmocntic itfooMvM leading to the fulfilment 
of the Mpimtiona of the vast majority of 
the people there. We cannot but take note 
of the feet that such a large segment of 
humutity is involved in a conflict and that 
piany people are suffering in the process. 

Recently, when natural disaster overtook 
East Pakistan, the Ooveroment and the 
people of India along with other members 
of the international community responded 
to bring relief to the sufferings of the people 
there. 

We are prepared to make our contri¬ 
bution once again, in concert with the 
members of the International Community or 
International humanitarian organisations, 
concerned with bringing relief to innocent 
victims of conflict. 

SHRI A. K. OOPALAN (Palghat): 
What is happening in Baogla Desh, East 
Pakistan^ is not a civil war in the real sense 
of a civil war. It is a war between military 
dictatorshfp on the one side and the demo¬ 
cratic wishes and aspirations of the people 
of Bangla Desh on the other. In the 
election, the people of Bangla Desh voted 
for the Awami League and its leader. 
Sheikh Mujibur Rahman, and they fought 
the election on the basis of fuil autonomy, 
leaving one or two subjects—foreign affairs 
and defence—in charge of the Centre. 
Instead of acxepting the result of the 
election and the wishes of the people, what 
Mr. Yahya Khan did was to suppress even 
the civil liberties of the people, and from 
the statement we understand that even the 
shouting of slogans is banned, and hundreds 
of people are shot dead. 

They have also said that Sheikh- 
Mujibur Rahman has declared the indepen¬ 
dence of Bangla Desh and called the 
people to fight the occupation forces from 
West Pakistan. 

There is another problem also which 
•nay face our country. That is, people may 
come from Bangla Desh-Last Pakistan-and 
whether they are Hindue or Muslims, to 
give shelter to them is also a problem that 
will face us, and 1 hope an organisation has 
to be formed to see that all help is given to 
them. 


We condemn the brutal onstanght and 
military massacre on the part of West 
Pakistan's military forces and wholeheartedly 
support this ttruggto of the people of 
Bangla Desh uid call upMt the people of 
India and the Indian Government to (ntead 
all support that should be rendered to tbe 
people of Bangla Desh. 

Sheikh Mujibur Rahman has sought the 
help of Asio-African countries, in their 
struggle for independence, and if this 
continues, in course of time, we will have 
even to think whether we will have to sup¬ 
port the independence of Bangla Desh and 
try to see that whatever help is possible it 
given. 

SHRI H.N. MUKERJEE (Calcutta-North 
East) : Mr. Speaker, Sir, this is. as you 
said, an exceptional occasion when you will 
perhaps permit tbe expression of the emotion 
of our people in regard to something 
which has happened which goes against the 
grain of all human decency. 

Bangla Desh, to which so many of us 
liere in this House also belong, is bleeding 
in a thoDsand wounds because the people of 
East Bengal have risen in a kind of revolu¬ 
tion almost without precedent in history and 
are now being sought to be punished by 
those who do not know anything but the 
law of the jungle. 

Sir, in East Bengal, what had happened 
was of a great deal more significance than 
what the Government’s statement seensi to 
make out. In spite of the natural inhibition 
which must be in whatever Government is 
functioning in this country. 1 cannotuoderstand 
why the wording of the statement is so life¬ 
less and how even the evaluation of what has 
happened in East Bengal was so much 
against the true state of facts. What happen¬ 
ed in East Bengal is something almost un¬ 
precedented in history. It was a revolution 
by consent. It was as a result of the ballot 
that a preponderant, overwhelming section 
of tbe pnpulation, in a measure which has 
never taken place in tbe history of elections, 
expressed themselves in favour of tbe 
autonomous rights of that i»ovinoe. Thore 
took place spectacles which at least a 
country wbkdi sweats by tbe name of 
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Oim^i tlioutd salute in the manner that is 
: caifedl for at the present moment of time. 

You know how when the hartal took 
in Drcca and the rest of East Bengal 
from the Chief Justice down to the Oovern- 
nor’s cook, everybody stopped work. The 
person who was appointed Military Adminis¬ 
trator or in some such comparable position 
was not given his oath of office, because 
the Chief Justice refused. We have never 
seen in history an example of a united 
people functioning in this manner, determi¬ 
ned to go ahead in a peaceful and truly 
democratic spirit in older to bring about a 
change in their condition, the condition 
which they say is one of servitude to West 
Pakistan. 

I am not entering into the merits of the 
matter, but we should ail listen to the 
cri de coeur the cry from the heart which 
comes from East Bengal, the cry of agony. 
It is not the sort of agony which is weak 
and humiliating. Sheikh Mujibhur Rahman 
said, Bengalis know how to die like human 
beings. And, that is why they are fighting 
back. 70,000 troops are now engaged in the 
task of crushing the resistance of the people 
of East Bengal. In this posture of things, 
when in East Bengal a new precedent has 
taken place in the history of constitutional 
progres'<-Yoa and the Deputy Speaker 
were talking about new parliamentary per¬ 
spectives--! hope you and 1 learn a lesson 
from East Bengal, where a revolution by 
consent is sought to be brought about and 
that revolution by consent is thwarted by 
interests who are now at the beck and call 
of people whom we know very well. This 
sort of thing is happening. They want to 
make our country another battling ground 
for interests which want to fish in troubled 
waters. Here is East Bengal which wants 
autonomy. Here is East Bengal which 
wants an end to the oppression which has 
been exercised on it by Mrtain interests in 
West Pakistan. Here is East Bengal which 
wanted autonomy for itself. It is be¬ 
ing crushed. 70 million people are being 
saught to be crushed and we are here only 
talking about the emburassment which 
miig^ take place on account of something 
haRfi^ing in a neighbouring country. There 
lUk « ^rd in the Oovernmeat statement 
stf fOMiae feeihig ks leaard to people who 


are our own peoptn I spelfk j^ satoe^ 
language as the langtidge>whidi is’spt^Enh 
in East Bengal, not me alone, hut ao imint 
of iH here. And. we are a^med that'tiie 
Government of this country makes a etata- 
ment which makes no reference to the ’ 
blood relationship which exists betweni our 
two countries. At this rate, this Oovernmeat 
would go ahead in such a manner that ia 
the north-eastern parts of otff couiitry-4 
include in it the area where Dr, Swefl is 
resident-things might happen which might 
create a different sort of history than what 
is being looked forward to by certain people 
on the other side, 

I wish, therefore. Government takes a 
more understanding view of the situation. I 
wish Government says, this kind of genoci¬ 
de against 70 million people will not be 
permitted, i wish Government to announce 
here that they would go to the United 
Nations or whatever other forum their 
Constitution might provide. Let them,tell us 
that they are going to those forums in order to 
put up the case of the people of East Bengal, 
and we shall do so because they and we are 
one. We are o.ie people. Mnjibur Rahatan 
has said so many grand things about the 
normalisation of relations and restoration of 
friendship between India and Pakistan. He did 
not want the demoralisation of Pakistan; 
he wanted only the trade and other friendly 
relations between our two countries should 
be resumed. The blackgaurds in that part 
of the country, the perfidious people who 
conduct negotiations in Daexa and then form 
the safety of Karachi declare martial law, 
those perfidious people are now going to do 
something which, as I said earlier, gom 
against the grain of all human decency. 

I was not prepared th^ so soon after 
the election, which has given them so much 
of exuberance and exhilaration, they would 
forget even to express in a kind of humane 
manner, in a kind of reasonable democratic 
manner, the sympathy of this country for 
•he people of East Bengal. 1 am very 
disappointed with the statement. 1 have 
no hesitation in saying I am very disappoin¬ 
ted with the statement. If what Shri Swaran 
Singh has said is the last word on this 
subject this GoWnment is making a terrible 
mistake. 1 hope the Prime Miaistn chooe^ 
—1 do not know her chposiag»--I hope iito 
cboowi at the end of vriuitfiver disonaiaa m 
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tew ted w fttf. to aay something lupplement 
tte ststemest terdar Swamn Singh, and 
aay something mote concrete, say something 
about whit India it doing or not doing in 
the intermtioaal fonun about the genocide 
and the bloody blackguardery which has 
bem practised by the ruling junta in order 
to demolish democracy and everything that 
is human and decent in our country and in 
our sub-continent. 

SHRI CHINTAMANI PANIGRAHI 
(Bhubaneswar): Sir, this is the most serious 
moment in the history of India and Pakistan 
and in fact the whole of South Eastern 
region. From what has been reported in 
the newspapers and from the statement of 
the Foreign Minister we know the immense 
suffering of the people of Bangla Desh and 
we have to express the deep anguish in our 
hearts, in the heart of our Prime Minister, 
our government, all parties here and the 
whole people of this country. I think the 
Prime Minister should give a little expression 
to her anguish when she makes a statement 
to supplement what the Foreign Mmtstre 
has stated so that the brave fighters of 
Bai^la Desh, who are fighting against colo¬ 
nial domination, who are waging one of 
the biggest battles in Asia's history for 
upholding human rights and liberty would 
find a little solace from the anguished heart 
of our Prime Minister. 

1 would like to know from the Minister 
of External Affairs whether there has been 
any appeal from Mujibur Rahman and the br. 
ave ghters of Bengla Desh for any help from 
Asian countries, whether any such call has 
come to our government and whether their 
emissaries have reached our government. 
Secondly, is it not a fact that the Mujibur 
Rahman is exercising a moderating influence 
in Bangla Desh and if he is not helped in 
some way the extremist elements will take 
ova, which would not be in the interests of 
India? I hope tte bon. Minister will give 
a little clarification. Thisdiy, will the 
Govemmeiu see that no further arms go by 
Indian Ocean and tte Indian Navy will take 
charge of it as our government have done 
in tte case of over-fiigfats of arms and 
ammunitions to Bangla Desh. Government 
should make their position clear on this. 
The people of India would like to know 


whether in this moment bf eritii the brave 
fighters of Bangla Desh have sought aay 
asfist ano* and whether this goverameoi b 
going to help them, at least by expressing 
our sympathy, so that they could carry on 
Uus unequal fight against the dteatorship of 
West Pidcistan. 

DR. V.K.R. VARADARAJA RAO (Bel- 
lary): Sir, as a member of tte ruling party, 

1 rise to express my sense of great grief at 
tte suppression of democracy which is going 
on in East Bengal today. Almost for tte 
first time in Indian history, or the history of 
this sub-continent, a non-violent movement 
has succeeded beyond all expectations. I 
would even go to the length of saying it has 
succeeded beyond what it has in our own 
beloved country of India, The leader of 
that non-violent movement was carrying on 
peaceful ni^otiations; he was not demanding 
independence; he was demanding autonomy 
and the redress/of long-standing grievances. 
That such a demand should have been met 
by the use of brutal force against an unarmed 
and wholly non-violent people is unimagin¬ 
able. I do not think history has ever seen 
the Chief Justice of a part of a State refusing 
to administer the oath of allegiance to tte 
martial law administrator. I do not think 
any radio station, of its own accord, has 
ever been taken charge of noa-violen<ly by 
the leaders of the people as in East Bengal. 
Such things did not happen in our own 
country during the height of the Gandhian 
movecaeot. That such a wholly non-violent 
movement for the establishment of democra¬ 
tic rights of the people of East Bengal 
should have been suppressed by tanks and 
armed forces brought in within a period of 
seven days when negotiations were supposed 
to be going on is something which cannot 
be imagined.

Whether it is our neighbour or not is not 
the point. East Bengal is a part of tte 
world and we have proclaimed, as the 
President was himself pleased to say, that 
India's voice shall be raised wherever there 
is injustice, wherever there is oppression.’ 
I think, there egn be no more outstanding 
example of injustice and oppresshm and 
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like me of viotonce than what we have seen 
taking place in East Bengal. 

I w>uld like to remind the hon, leader 
of my party that m 1947, when we had not 
yet formed a Government of this country 
and when her distinguished father was the 
leader of the so-called interim Government 
of India, he called an Asian People’s 
Conference. 1 happened to be at that time. 
One of the 48 Members of the Indian 
delegation. That Asian People’s Conference 
was called in order that the voice of India 
might be raised on behalf of those people of 
the world fighting against oppression and 
tyranny. There can be no better example 
of such a fight against oppression and 
tyranny than what is taking place across 
our frontiers of West Bengal. 1 know the 
leader of my party and the Prime Minister 
of India has got at least as much courage, 
if not more, as that of her father. 

1 must say, in this connection, that I 
am very much disappointed at the state¬ 
ment of my hon. ex-colleague, the Minister 
of External Affairs, in attempting to club 
India’s offer of relief for cyclone victims 
With the relief for the people who are 
suffering in East Bengal from the armed 
attacks of tanks, etc. To give relief to 
whom ? To the dead people in East 
Pakistan ? I do not know. 1 would like to 
request the hon. leader of my party to take 
a leaf from her father’s book and to con¬ 
vene an Asian People's Conference in 
order that the last vestiges of colonialism 
might be removed from the Asian conli- 
aent and the people be permitted to live 
free and sel^respectiiig lives and also 
be free to frame their future according to 
their own democratic rights. 

SHRI KRISHNA MENON (Trivandrum): 
Mr. Speaker, Sir, what we say in this 
House has a much vaster audience than I 
see in the House and the whole of the 
country. There should be no doubt in the 
minds of the people that we recognise what 
has happened in East Pakistan is a national 
revolution a national movement against, 
colonial regime which has been going on 
for some years. 

I do not want to take the little time 
diat you will allow me in description. I 


want to submit to the Government that we 
should make it very clear that we 
exercise our utmost obligation to provide 
the right of asylum to the oppressed 'peivie 
of East Bengal, whether you call theta 
refugees or whatever it is. We diould not 
be merely content with the denial of our 
air space arising from the skyjadcing and 
the normal reprisal that foUow. I hope, the 
Government will take immediate steps to 
invoke the Geneva Convention. This country 
will be responsible, in a large measure, in 
formulating a convention in view of things 
happening there. 

So long as our diplomatic representa¬ 
tives remain in Islamabad, we should obtain 
correct information on whica we will be 
able to argue the case in the United 
Nations. 

It will be a great mistake at this time 
to be cynical and say, ‘We can do nothing 
in the United Nations and Parliaments.' 
We have to use every forum of the world. 
When certainly a large volume of public 
opinion in this country is exercised about 
the repression and oppression that goes on 
in Mozambique and Angola or in other 
parts of Africa, when most of us are sup¬ 
porting the struggle of the Vietnamese people 
against imperialism or of the Arab people 
against another kind of imperialism, how 
can we remain unconcerned about the people 
who are next door to us ? I am not for a 
moment suggesting that we should in any 
way violate international laws so long as 
they exist and we should not promote this 
revolution, We should not follow the bad 
example of Pakistan and do what they are 
doing in Kashmir. This is a spontaneous 
movement on the part of the people sancti¬ 
fied by the result of the elections permitted 
by the ruling parly itself. Therefore, while 
it is a revolution by consent in the classical 
sense, it is a revolution which has been 
sanctified by the vote of the people and 
there can be no two ways about this. And 
I do hope that the Prime Minister will find 
her way to enable oi^anizations like the 
Indian Red Cross to move out, and if the 
authorities concerned refuse, then other 
steps should be taken. 

Afro-Asian opinion which is exercised 
by colonial rule persisted in proidoting 
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the movenu»aU in^e international spheres 
to draw atieotloa to the situation wheie H 
not the oppwtunity to govern, it is not the 
desife {in' teform like separation of executive 
from judiciaiy but it is a revolution of the 
people, a revolution demanding indepen¬ 
dence. 1 hope the time wili not be far off 
when this Oovemraent will recognise the 
new Government set up by the people and 
not midee the mistake as in regard to North 
Vietnam and East Germany. (Interruptions) 
because delay in these matters makes it 
difficult. Whoi a government is established, 
reasonably established, commands habitual 
obedience of the people and is able to per¬ 
form its obligations, even under the 
Anwrican law, it ought to he recognized 
immediately. So, if an application or a 
request is made by the new Government 
of East Bengal—I do now call it Bangia 
Desh because there is another Bengal— 
whatever it is called, we shou d not tinker 
about it and take the risk ol recognizing 
that Government. 

Finalfy, I want to say, sir. Speaker, 
that we should do everything i > our power 
to prevent imperialist interven ion in these 
troubled waters. The British Government 
which quit from this part t the world, 
first from India and afterwards 'rom Ceylon 
is providing a base for obsei 'ation if the 
news is correct. Other Great J awer of the 
world are doing the same. Im erialism has 
got a habit of fishing in troubk I waters and 
our timely intervention and pr test goes a 
long way, because interventio so close to 
our borders spells noting but d .ater. 

I thank you, Mr. Speaker, )r giving me 
an opportunity to say a few wr ds. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA : S , to-day I 
am one of the happiest men in this sub¬ 
continent because I had the privilege to 
work with Mujibur Rnhman for Ive year in 
East Bengal and 1 was dubbed i mad man 
for, as far back as 19S2,1 wrot«, a book in 
which 1 said that independent £ ist Bengal is 
bound to come due to the inter al contradi- 
tions of the two wings of Pakis in. There¬ 
after, 1 wrote several articles an books and 
every time I was dubbed as m hing but a 
mad man. But, Sir, the dret n of a mad 
man to-day is being fulfilled and that is why 
1 feel very much b^tpy to-day. 


The declaration of independence by 
Bangia Desh is the greatest event aftw 
Partition of the Indian sub-continent. Per¬ 
haps it will give us a momentous occasion, 
a historic opportunity to undo the misery — 
I don’t mean Partition, but, undo the 
misery of the Partition. Sir, it is an 
example of a total revolution by the total 
people of Bangia Desh against the colonial 
rule of West Pakistan over 75 million of 
that country. 

Mujibur Rehman has shown one of the 
wonderf^ui revolutionary leaderships the 
world has ever witnessed. We all know 
when Mr. Bhashani was the leader of the 
National Awami League he was creating all 
kinds of troubles with the help of the 
Chinese. But now all the parties ; the 
National Awami League, the Convention 
Muslim League, the National League of 
Pakistan, the Council Muslim League and 
the Jamiat-ui-Ulema, all the parties and 
organisations are completely unified under 
the leadership of Mujibur Rehman. 

It is a matter of great gratification that 
now the total civil administration of East 
Bengal is under the total control of the 
Awami League and their Sangram Parishad. 
Only in the cantonment areas and in some 
other urban areas the 80,000 people of the 
army of Pakistan have same linuted control. 
May be, with the help of the tanks, with 
the help of places and machine guns they 
may cause butchery, they may cause mas¬ 
sacre of thousands of those revolutionaries 
in East Bengal. But ultimately they will 
have to bow down and surrender to them. 
Because, these 80,000 people of the army 
will be squeezed by 7^ crores the people. 

Those who have any elementary idea of 
the geographical situation of Bangia Desh 
know this. There are many rivers there. 
It is impossible even for logistic reasons to 
suppress the total revolution of the total 
population there. 

I would remind the Prime Minister that 
such movements in the life of a na* ion, in the 
history of a nation, do not come always. 
It is a decisive time. It is time for decisive 
action by the leader of the Indian Govewn- 
ment. 1 said on many occasions that real solu¬ 
tion of Indo-Pakistao problems does not lie in 
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lUahmir but in the revoiutionaiy movement 
in East Bengal and in its concept of 
‘Swadhin Bangla/ If the revolutionary 
movement in East Bengal succeeds, which 
it is bound to, then there wiii be revolutio* 
nary change and political correlation in the 
entire sub-continent, and in the entire re¬ 
lations between India and Pakistan also. 

I do say that immediately the Oovem- 
ment should give recognition to the inde¬ 
pendence Republic of Bangia Desh. We 
have to see what are the conditions that 
a nation and a people must fulfil to exercise 
their complete sovereignty and to proclaim 
their sovereignty. It is to be seen that the 
Awami League secured 162 Membership, 
more that the total majority of the member¬ 
ship that represents the Pakistan National 
Assembly. 

Therefore, if the internationally accepted 
democratic principles have any meaning, 
tboiw people of Bangia Desh have every 
right to declare and proclaim themselves as 
an independent and sovereign Slate. 

They are in physical control of the land 
of Bangia Desh completely. They are In 
physical control of civil administration hav¬ 
ing total loyalty of the total population 
there. They have their own government and 
own flag. AH the conditions fulfilling 
sovereignty are all present there. Therefore 
they have every right in the real democratic 
tense to declare themselves an independent 
country and India has hI&o a tight, accord¬ 
ing to the International principles to accept 
and accord recognition to that Independent 
State of Bangia Desh. 

This is a delicate matter. I don’t say 
India should jump on East Bengal with 
her military. Short of military intervention, 
short of going against international code 
and diplomatic relations, India should go 
all out to give all possible help to the 
people mf East Bengal and the revolution¬ 
aries there. 

i would suggest a few things. India 
should immrdiaiely mobilise world opinion. 

I would remind the Prime Minister 
about this. This is the first time the leaders 


of Bangia Desh have requested India, 
Ceylon and other Asiatic and world 
countries to extend to them all kind of help. 
They have declared it openly. Therefore 
this IS not something against the will of the 
people of Bangia Desh. ITte sovereignty of 
the Independent Govt, of Bangia Desh has 
got to be recognised, 

I would also request the bon. Prhno 
Minister to take the matter of the genocide 
of the civilian people and the massacre of 
thousands of innocent freedom-lovers of 
East Bengal to the UN Human Rights 
Commission immediately and without any 
further delay. 

I would also request the hon. Prime 
Minister to request the Government of 
Ceylon as also the Government of Britain 
not to allow the Colombo port and the 
Maldivc islands to ferry arms and ammuni- 
tion and the Military personnel of West 
Pakistan into Cast Pakistan. I would request 
Government to invuc the attention of the 
other Government to the fact that the 
Pakistan Navy may not be allowed to 
operate in the Bay of Bengal and in the 
Indian Ocean to carry the murderers, the 
killers and the butchers from west Pakistan 
to East Bengal. 

I would also make one other request. 
I know that thousands of Bengalis of 
B^gla Desh are terrorised, and those 
terrorised Bengalis have taken shelter near 
the Karachi airport. They do not know what 
will happen to them. They are also being 
butchered. Therefore, I would request 
Government to permit them a safe passage 
through India over-route either by tr ain 
or otherwise and by giving them'all sorts of 
facilities for going back to their homeland. 

In conclusion, I would say that this is a 
momentous occassion. Let us not fail in 
this historic moment. Lot the Prime Minister 
act as a courageous daughter of Mother 
India, raise the banner of defending revolu¬ 
tion in Bengla Desh and act up to the dawn 
of a future India. 

My salute to Bangia Desh ? Jai Bangia: 
Jai Hindi ? Mujibur Rahman 
Netaji zindabeldl Netaji is the inspiratioa of 
Mujibur Rahman. 1 personally know that.

SHRI AJC. SEN (Calcutta North West); 
This is not merely a grave moment but a 
vety proud moment, and we are all happy 
to see, though very very anguished, that an 
entire nation has risen in revolution, and 
merely teyolt, against the oppressors who 
have been exploiting them for yearn and 
decades. Many of the areas which are 
now crimson md with human blood are 
known to us personally. There wcie scenes 
in them in our struggle .for freedom, where 
thousands of martyrs had shed their blood 
under the British bullets. Happily again, 
those are the scenes again where the bullets 
of West Pakistan have come to now down 
millions of innocent people who only want 
to li''e like decent citizens and want to 
cherish the great rights to which they arc 
entitled. What have they done? They have 
merely voted their leader to power. They 
have voluntarily given all the authority to 
that leader. He did not wrest authority 
by military force like Ayub Khan or Yahya 
Khau. People gave all authority to him 
voluntarijy, and the consent of the people 
was writ large every wnerc. When these 
great leaders of the military were there in 
East Pakisan, they saw with their own eyes 
the flag of Bengla Oct i flying aloft every 
house and every building, vxcept the Govern¬ 
ment House and the mi >tary headquarters, 
and as a punishment, he military have 
unleashed the engines of i/ar on an entirely 
innocent people who • umber about 70 
million. Millions of wo> len have come out 
into the streets, and \ s are all proud of 
them. They are the f ssh of our flesh 
and the blood of our bIo< i. They are people 
who still speak one of < ir languages. The 
songs that they have b< m singing on the 
radio have inspired our p ople fur ages. And 
there are the people to ay who arc going 
butchered by these brigar Is brought across 
the seas and armed wi h foreign arms for 
the purpose of killing tl se innocent indivi¬ 
duals , men, women and bildren. 


1 recall those days when our Prime 
Minister’s great father c lied the conscience 
of the world to unite aga ist the Dutch who 
ferried across the seat their soldiers to 
suppress the freedom mo emet in Indonesia. 
That moment has again arrived. 1 would 
appeal to our Prime M nisler to take the 
sanie teadenbip. 


But this is not the voice of Bangia l>esh 
alone. This is not tiie voice of West Bengal 
alone. It is not our individual voices, but the 
voice of Asia, the voice of the colonial world 
which is speaking out to the whole humanity 
for succour and help in (heir hour of dis¬ 
tress and in their hour of enslavement. 

• 

Therefore the Prime Minister will be 
giving that leadership, which she has given 
to the country, to the whole of Asia if she 
takes courage in her hands and calls for a 
total human endeavour againts this oppres¬ 
sion and this conspiracy to enslave an entire 
people. 

This is not a moment for India alone 
it is moment for the entire free world, 
and if we rise, then we shall always 
be remembered as a people who merely 
not siiouted our help to the oppressed 
but have actually shown how that 
sentiment can be translated into action. 
Therefore, the time for action has come, not 
merely extending our sympathy to those rela¬ 
ted millions across our borders. They are 
closely related to us, they are friendly to us,. 
they need our hclp,and if we deny that help 
to them today, we will not be forgotten by 
these free people in the Aiture, 

Let us organise ourselves and give all 
the help we can unofficially. I.at Government 
as on institution rise up and stop ail flow 
of arms into East Pakistan, blockade, if 
necessary, those ports and seize those ships 
which carry lethal weapons for the purpose 
of butchering an innocent people. That Is a 
duty we owe by reason of our allegiance to 
the Charter of the UN, by virtue of our 
protestation in the past and by our being a 
signatory to the Genocide Convention. That 
enjoins on us to put a stop io genocide In 
any part of the world, panicularly when it 
is practised on a people who are so near 
and dear to us. 

The words of the External Affairs 
Minister, though very encouraging, though 
full of sympathy, liave frankly disappointed 
many of us. 1 share the sentiments of prof. 
Mukerjee when he said that a much stronger 
language is needed, a much more deoesivo 
voice was expected to meet a situation 
whitdi is unparalleled in the history of the 
World. 
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I remember when the French Revolution 
itarted and the shouts of the paris mobs 
reaped Varsailies the king asked : ‘Are the 
people in revolt V His Minister said. 'No. 
sir, it is a revolution !' Prof. Mukerjee will 
remember that. 

Therefore, this is not merely a groan 
and anguish of a people who have been 
exploited for years.this is the voice of revo¬ 
lution of an entire people which cries out for 
not mer:ly succour and sympathetic words 
but positive action so that the conscince of 
the world awokes and frowns upon and 
destroys those very people who, armed with 
froeign arms have descended themselves 
upon innocent people to butcher them. 

SHRI K. MANOHARAN (Madras 
North): The statement of the Minister of 
External affairs is not only not convincing 
but, 1 am *orry to say, terribly dis- 
appointing. The concern and feeling of 
the House have already been manifested 
by so many speakers who have preceded me. 
S^i A. K. Sen who spoke just before me 
has said that strong language is required to 
be used. So far as I am concerned, what is 
required is not strong language, but strong 
action to be taken, whether it is visible or 
invisible. 

The ballot which has given status, recog¬ 
nition, position and independence to the 
people of East Bengal has been snatched 
away and killed by the bullets that have 
been poured ceaselessly by Islamabad, 
what is going on in East Bengal is not 
just a fight between some people in East 
Bengal and the military regime, the entire 
people of East Bengal in a full, complete, 
total effort are waging a war against certain 
military goondas enginerred by the Presi¬ 
dent of Pakistan, Yahya Khan. 

In this context, what action could the 
Government of India contemplate? This is 
the qiMstion which must receive the attention 
of the maprity of members here. I want 
to stress one point very clearly. Already 
the Government of India has been accused 
of instigating the people of East Pakistan 
By means of an open declaration that we 
are for the people of East Pakistan, I am 
sure we are spoiling and ruining the cause 
of the people of East Pakistan. But secretly 
w otherwise what action the Government 


could think of taking, we must katm it to 
the Government of India. Let os not 
embarrass the Government in that parttoubr 
position. 

So far as political parties hi this sub¬ 
continent are conom'ned, 1 think public 
opinion can be created against the genocide 
that is being unleashed in East Pakistan, 
for which each political party can cemtribute 
a lot. Ail party conventions or ali-party 
meetings can be held and through them we 
can mobl ise public opinion. We can focuss 
the attention of the entire sub-continent 
people, and we can show our moral sympathy 
with the people of East Pakistan'. As to 
whether something more than mere moral 
sympathy can be given, that has to be left 
to some secret agencies or international 
agencies. 

That docs not mean that the Govern¬ 
ment c.in keep quiet It can diplomatically 
move the issue Goveoment can raise the 
issue in the United Nations in the Human 
Rights Commission or any other forum 
which is suitable for focussing attention on 
what is going on in East Pakistan. 

We had a meeting in the morning with 
the Prime Minister. The Prime Minister is 
much concerned about it, and the External 
Affiirs Minister is equally worried about 
It, but in spite of this, the statement has 
disappointed us terribly. So, I request the 
Government of India to pay some more 
consideration, and convey the sentiments 
expressed by the people and the Members 
of this entire august body to responsible 
bodies, especially the Asian-African coun¬ 
tries and mobilise world opinion. 

While I say this I am not asking the Go¬ 
vernment to interfere in tbd internal affairs 
of any country. Now it has ceased to be an 
internal affair of Pakistan because lakhs and 
lakhs of People are being machinegunned, 
children heve been massacred and ladies are 
being butchered and molested. We can take 
it up from the angle of human rights, and 
on tl<at basisi. I think the Government can do 
a lot for the peop le of East Pakistan. Let us 
creai: goodwill and thereby let us establish 
your contacts with East Pakistan and Show 
ours sympihy to the People of East Pdds* 
tan. 

$HRI SAMAR GUHA : No looitf 
East Pakistan, but Bangla Deali.

DR. HARl PRASAD SHARMA (Alwar) ! 
The response or this House has bwn little 
more acute, we had been a little more 
emotionally involved then some cold-seas¬ 
oned diplomats in distant countries. I do not 
think we need a lot of explaining it. Our 
response has been so acute because of the 
attack on our fundamental values. Some 
of the basic things which we hold in 
esteem are being attacked. It is not only an 
attack by the Pakistan military junta against 
the other Part of the country but the values 
which we hold basic are also under attack. 
We have all along championed the cause of 
the freedom of people all over the world, 
we have also chosen one definite path of 
independenee which we hold clar and still 
continue to cheriah. The people of East 
Pakistan have been waging a non-violent 
disciplined struggle against the oppression 
by the other part of the country and I think 
the response which this country ought to 
bold to our neighbour should a litde 
more on the positive side. 

* 

lliere will be other problems coming 
op very soon. Events will te ovnr-taking us 
if we do not make decuions at the right 
movement and if we postpone things. May 1 
commend to the attention of the Ooveni' 
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Owa( the proverb that justice delayed is 
justice denied ; delay will be denying justice 
to the people of East Bengal and to their 
aspirations. 

There would be another problem which 
would be coming up very soon~the 
question of the recognition of the de facto 
Government of East Bengal. 1 think the 
Government should be prepared. We do 
not want to go into the theoretical discus¬ 
sions on recognition and the requirment that 
a nation needs for recognition. It can 
easily be recognised that the four basic 
norms which are to be fulfilled for recogni¬ 
tion are there. The people of East Pakistan 
have a territory; theic IS a definite popula¬ 
tion there; they have a definite ethnic 
identity and there is the de facto control by 
the Government, if I may say so of Mujibhur 
Rehman. Because of normal restraints on 
Governments if they feel that they should 
not say too much it is understandable 
but T should point out that if we do not 
take steps at the proper time, we shall bo 
betraying not only the interests of our 
neighbour but we shall also be betraying 
our own basic, cherished precepts. This is 
not the first instance. When similar develop¬ 
ments took place in Indonesia, we did take 
positive action. Wo did not have to send, 
nor did wo in fact send, any armed forces. 
There is always another line of action. 
There was a conference of tho international 
community which was convened in New 
Delhi. 1 think the ieisl we can do is to lake 
some steps in that direction. 1 should only 
suggest that whatever the Government docs 
should be done recognising fully the feelings 
of the entire population of this country and 
should be such tint we might not be 
ashamed of in years to come. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA 
(Begusarai) : Mr. Speaker, Sir, 1 have no 
hesitation in saying that the statement made 
by the Government is pale and anaemic. I 
would even say that it is lifeless and it is 
particularly amazing that it should be so 
from a Government which with ail its talk 
of massive' strength behind it. 

1 would also like to preface my remarics 
by a few words because here we have been 
erred lightly on the side of caution. We 
have never spoken ill of Pakistan. Even

today, if we offer any remarks it ii only wii^ 
a view to getting it out of the trot^Ie lin 
which it has delitferately landed itself. But, 
at the same time, we cannot behave like tjie 
French noblemen who, when he was infeurmed 
that a revolution had broken out. said that 
he bad decided to ignore it., We, cannot 
shut our eyes, as it has been v^y emphati¬ 
cally pointed out by other bon. Members, to 
the genocide going on our borders, to the 
ruthless suppression of human liberties and 
democratic urges and aspirations of the 
people who were till the other day our kith 
and kin, the very members of our families. 

We cannot also shut our eyes to 
the clear attempts do undo the 
democratic elections which had been 
held recently in (hat area and particu- 
lary to the serious developments into to 
which may have many dimensions on our 
borders. I do hope that the Government 
would be keeping a watchful eye not only on 
our eastern borders but also on our western 
borders, because it is not a moment only to 
think about certain developments that are 
taking place in a particular area but they 
have a tendency to proliferate and to spread 
in some other areas in other ramification. 

1 would also like to hope that the 
Government would take steps that the out¬ 
side powers like the GENTO or the SEATO 
do not intervene in this matter in any way 
and create an excuse for being on the neigh¬ 
bouring soil to the menace of all of us 
That is another thing'which the Government 
will huve to keep in mind. 

Now. ever we might say either on this 
side of the house or on the other side of 
the house must be in such a way that they j 
are not construed to be in anyway pronoun¬ 
cement of a nature which might help the 
enemies of some of the healthy trends that 
are under way in Pakistan before the people 
because we are always painted as a perpetual 
enemy of Pakistan. And if such things are 
said here which might be construed both to 
their advantage, that is, the advantage of 
the enemies of those healthy trends, then 
we would not be able to do a distioot 
service to those democratic urges a"*! 
aspirations which are uafolditlg themseivo* 
in Pakistan. 

Lastety, oiy party would feels satifiotf' 
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even though the statement made by the 
Oovernmeat is not satisfactory in any 
manner-and we will satisfied if we have an 
inkling of the fact that the Oovernment has 
a real understanding of the situation in 
Bengla Desh and it is in close touch with 
the fast developing situation there, because 
with their real understanding and very real 
alertness on the part of the Government we 
hope everything else would follow. We would 
not aslc the Government to say more on 
this occasion. 

Finally, we also cannot relent in our 
duty to project the fact before the internatio> 
nal community that there is now a total 
ruthless suppression of human liberties and 
the appropriate manner in which it can be 
projected before them must be taken recourse 
to as soon as possible. The Government, 

1 have no doubt, will not despair of the 
diplomatic moves that may be set in motion 
on this account, so that the situation there 
is brought under control and the democratic 
rights and aspirations of the people are 
brought to a consumation, as they were 
trying to do, through the results of the 
election, without much loss of human life. 
Let me convey on behalf of my party—now 
I find there is total solidarity in this House, 
not only this House but in the country out¬ 
side too—that the people are suffering there 
for having waged a courageous, self-reliant 
and powerful movement for the expression 
of the sovereignty of the people. The move¬ 
ment seems to be so powerful and self- 
rclieant that the Government of Pakistan can 
never have the excuse of saying that it is 
being backed by outeide powers. Rather I 
am afraid the Government of Pakistan may 
arm itself with the support of the outside 
power to suppress them. The movement is 
bound to be self-propelling and seif-relieants 
and ultimately it is my hope that the move¬ 
ment will succeed because of the moral 
strength that has been built in the people. 

SHRl S. A. SHAMIM (Srinagar) : Mr. 
Speaker, my heart bleeds for my brethren 
in East Pakistan and I share the agony and 
anxiety of this House with regard to the 
happenings in East Pakistan. But 1 must 

that 1 am not carried away by emotion, 
hi this great hour of crisis facing the millions 

people in East Pakistan, we must not 
lose our head; we must not be carried away 


by emotion. Ev«y word uttered in this 
House should help to promote the freedom 
struggle of East Pakistanis. lafbv than five 
a handle to men like Zulfiquar Ali Bhutto, 
that destroyer of our Fokket Priaodship. 
that destroyer of Indo-Pak relationship and 
that destroyer of Pakistan ultimately, to 
label Mujibhur Rahman as an Indian agoilr. I 
was a witness to the revolution in Pakistan in 
1969 when only one charge was levelled agai¬ 
nst Mujibhur Rahman in the Agartala coasi- 
piracy case that he is a spy, an agent of 
India. Our remarks here should not streng¬ 
then the bands of Bhutto. (Interruption^’ 
Let us not lose sight of the harsh realities. 
Let us not lose sight of the existing condi¬ 
tions in Pakistan. So far we have got only 
a port of the report; we have not got 
the fullest report you to what is happening 
in Bart Pakistan, whether that great free¬ 
dom fighter Mujib is alive or not, whether 
he is in the hands of Pakistanies or not. 
Let us not rush with suggestions that we 
should recognise East Pakistan. I am giving 

expression to my views in this case. 

(interruptions) 

SHRT SAMAR GUHA : Yours is an 
isolated voice. 

SHRI S. A. SHAMIM : It may be a 
minority voice. Still, let it be registered. 1 
have my democratic right to convey my 
voice of dissent. In the same way as you 
express your views, I have my basic right to 
express my view. 

Suggestions have been made that the 
case should be referred to the United 
Nations. I, as a Kashmiri, know what the 
United Nations does in situations like this. 
They make a mess of the whole thing. 
What have they done in Kashmir ? You 
went to the United Nations and you ex¬ 
pected a solution in eight days. Now 24 
years have passed and still you have not 
found any solution. 

The people of East Pakistan are fac ing 
aggression. They are facing the imperialtst 
intrigues. This is not the way to ru^ with 
suggestions “let us accept’* or “let us not 
accept”. At this stage our agony and anger 
should find restrained expression. I am in 
full agreement with the government and I 
appreciate the stand taken by the goveitunent 
I would like to say to the Foreign Minister 
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that the nstrained tone of the statemeat is 
the need of the time. 

Mujibur Rahman, who has started the 
movement, needs the sympathy of all of us. 
He never started the movement on the 
understanding that Indian Parliament, 
Indian Government or the Indian people 
will rush to his aid with arms. He is a 
brave individual. From whatever little I 
know of him, he is brave enough to fight 
against Pakistani imperialism, to fight 
against Pakistani army. Our expression 
of sympathy is there and it is placed on 
record. I am sure he will draw sustenance 
from this that the Indian Parliament, the 
representatives of India have expressed 
their sympathy and their agony on what is 
happening in Eatt Pakistan. 

In this hour of crises let us not forget 
that vre have situations in this country 
wiiich can be exploited by those whom we 
are accusing today, in Bengal and in other 
parts of the country. Are you not aware 
of the implications of supporting the right 
of secession to one part of the country or 
the other ? 1 do not support secession and 

I do not agree that it should be done. 

{Interruptions). 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA : Seven and a 
half crore of people are declaring their 
independence. You have no , right to say 
what you have said. {Interruptions). 

SHRI S. A. SHAMIM : This Govern¬ 
ment has recognised the Yahya Government. 
This Government has not withdrawn its 
recognition of Yahya Government up to 
this day. I am speaking consciously and 
1 am speaking with a full sense of responsi¬ 
bility. I for one would not support the 
right of secession. We have to study 
the implications, legal and political, of 
what you are saying. My heart goes to 
the people of Bengal and 1 am grieved by 
what is happening in East Pakistan. But 
our expression should be a dignified 
expression, our expression should be a 
restrained expression. I convey on my 
behalf that in this battle against Pakistan 
army, in this battle against Pakistani 
imperialism, the Indian people, the people 
of Kashmir in particular are with Mujibur 


Rahman, that gteat hero, that great freedom 
fighter, 

SOME HON. MEMBERS rose— 

MR. SPEAKER : This cannot go on 
indefinitely. 

SHRI P. K. DEO : I would like to 
place before the House the views of my 
party. 

MR. SPEAKER : He forgets that 1 
have allowed all the major parties and also 
a few important members. 

SHRI P. K. DEO : Ours is a national 
party and we would like our views to be 
recorded here. 

MR. SPEAKER : I will give two 
minutes to Dr. Melkote and Shri Deo. 
After that the Prime Minister will be called. 

DR. MELKOTE (Hyderabad) ; Wc , 
have to understand in the proper perspec¬ 
tive what is occuring in East Pakistan. 
When we consider the developments in 
East Pakistan we have to remember our 
own past, when we were under colonial 
rule and the British dominated us and 
used such force against us as they deemed 
fit. At that time we expected the govern¬ 
ments all over the world to come to our 
support and whenever we read in (he 
papers that such support was fortba>ming 
from some foreign governments in our 
travail in 1930 and 1942 we felt most happy. 
At this juncture we shall be failing in our 
duty if we do not express our feeling of 
sympathy and support to their cause. They 
have democratically shown that they have 
got a majority and they are fighting a 
battle in a non-violent manner. It will he 
a sorry day in India, to whom the whole 
world looks for guidance, falls to giva 
encouragement and support to the people 
who are waging a non-violent struggk 
against a military dictatorship. That n 
the point that 1 would like to make before 
you. li is the duty of the people of India 
and the Government of India to help the 
oppressed peopb of East Bengal where the 
battle is going on. The Government hat 
failed to express our sentiments adequaietf 
This is an occasion when the suppott'* 
every possible manner has got to be 
tended quickly to the people of But 
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who are ndiiiog a fwttia for independence 
In a very dignffied and aon*violent manner. 

T support all the Members who have 
spoken of this. But 1 must say (hat the 
statement made by the External Affairs 
Minister is both insufficient and inadequate. 

MR. SPEAKER : I have just received 
the news from the P.T.I., I think, it is 
coming from our own teleprinter. It says 
that the East Bengal leader Mujibur 
Rahman has been arrested, Radio Pakistan 
announced today.. .{Interruptions ). 

SOME HON. MEMBERS : Shame, 
Shame ! 

MR. SPEAKER ; The arrest was made 
after mid-night last night. Shri P. K. Deo. 

SHRI P. K. DEO : Mr. Speaker, Sir, 
on behalf of the Swal antra Party, I associate 
myself with 'the spontaneou.s and popular 
upsurge of 75 million people of Bangla 
Desh and support their aspirations for 
autonomy for which they got a clear 
mandate in elections of December, 1970. 

When 1 speak of Bangla Desh, I remem¬ 
ber Pakistan which is a geographical 
absurdity and the partition of the country 
on the basis of religion which might have 
been accepted by the Congress to step into 
the slioes of the Government. But we who 
surrendered everything, whatever our fore¬ 
fathers built, at the feet of the mother-land 
for the integration of the country cannot 
reconcile ourselves to that situation. 

In this grave moment, 1 remind the 
' Government of India to take a lesson from 
I the follies they have made on the illegal 
occupation of Tibet by China or on the 
rape of Hungry or on the aggression of 
Czechoslovakia, and not to toe the wrongful 
line that they have taken in the past. They 
should rise to the occasion and they should 
fully support the aspirations of the people 
of Bangla Desh. 

At this moment, 1 request the Oovemme- 
ut on dehalf of the Swatantra Party to take 
the earliest opportunity to raise this question 
ui (he Commission on Human Rights at the 
United Nations and in the Afro-Asian 


Conference and in all other international 
forums, and at the same time to send 
sorts of relief and medical aid to the peopln 
there. 

Lastly, 1 salute those brave martyrs who 
are laying their lives for their motherland. 
1 have full sympathy with them. 

THE PRIME MINISTER, MINISTER OP 
ATOMIC ENERGY, MINISTER OF HOME 
AFFAIRS, MINISTER OF INFORMATION 
AND BROADCASTING (SlIRIMATI 
INDIRA GANDHI): Mr. Speaker, Sir, first 
of all if. I may say so, you have the 
House, some news we have received. 

MR. SPEAKER: 1 thought the office had 
sent it to me to announce it. I do not 
know. 

SHRIMATI INDIRA GANDHI: The 
point is that this news has come through 
Radio Pakistan and, therefore. I cannot say 
whether it is true or not. We should not 
automatically take It as true because it could 
be just propaganda. 

Sir, strength does not lie in words. If 
my colleauge Sardar Sahib has not spoken 
with passion, it is not due to lack of feeling 
either on his part or on the part of the 
Government but beacause of the fact that 
we arc deeply conscious of the historic 
importance of this movement and the seriou¬ 
sness of the situation. 

Something new had happened in East 
Bengal—a democratic action where an entire 
people had spoken with almost one voice. 
We had welcomed this, not because we 
wanted to interfere in another country’s 
affairs, but, because those were the values, 
as one of my hon friends pointed out, for 
which we have always stood and for which 
we have always spoken out. And we bad 
hoped that this action wculJ lead to a new 
situation in our neighbouring country which 
would help us to get closer, which would 
help us to serve our own people better and 
create an entirely new situation in this sub¬ 
continent. As our statement has said, this 
did not happen and a wonderfi^l opportunity 
for even the strengthening of Pakistan has 
been lost and has been lost in a mantMir 
which is tragic, which is agonising and about 
which we cannot find strong, enough words 
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to speak. This again is a new situation but 
in a differnt way. It is not merely the 
suppression of a movement, but it is meeting 
an unarmed people with tanks. We are in 
close touch, as close touch with the events 
as is possible in such a situation. 

1 am sure hon Members will understand 
that it is not possible for the Government to 
say very much more on this occasion. I 
would like to assure the hon Members who 
asked whether decisions would be taken on 
time, that obviously that is the most impor¬ 
tant thing to do. There is no point in 
taking a decision when the time for it is 
over. We are fully alive to the situation 
and we shall keep constantly in touch with 
what is happening and what we need to do. 
I agree with him also that wc must not take 
mmly a theoretical view. At the same 
time we have to follow proper international 
norms. Various other suggestions have been 
made about genocide and so on, about which 
we are fully conscious and which wc have 
also discussed with the leaders of the 
Opposition. At this moment I can only 
say that we do fully share the agony, the 
emotions of the House and their deep 
concern over these developments. We have 
always believed that freedom is indivisible. 
We have always i.iiscd our voice foi those 
who have sulTcred. but, in a serious situation 
like this, the less we, as a Government say, 
1 think the better it is at this moment. T 
can assure the House that we shall keep in 
close touch with the situation and also we 
shall keep in close touch with the leaders of 
the Opposition so that they can continue to 
give us their suggestions and wc can also 
give them whatever knowledge we are able 
to.

STATOMENT RE. MISSING AIRCRAFT 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF TOURISM AND CIVIL 
AVIATION (DR. SAROJINI MAHISHI) : 
Sir, It is with deep sorrow that I have to 
inform the House that a Jamair Dakota, VT- 
ATT on a flight from Gaughati to Calcutta 
on 26 March 1971, has been missing since 
about 8 P.M. last evening. The aircraft left 
Gauhati for Calcuta at 7.52 P. M. and was 
in contact with the ground till 8 P. M. 
The aircraft was carrying 11 passengers and 
4 crew members. It had sufficient fuel for 
five hours. The flight time from Gaughti 
to Qikutta for this aircraft would be 
approximately three hours. 

An lAF aircraft and helicopter took off 
at 7 O’clock this morning to search for 
the missing plane. The aircraft returned 
after 1^ hours due to bad weather and the 
helicopter after ten minutes. The missing 
aircraft has not yet been located. Efforts 
to locate the missing plane are being contin¬ 
ued. 

1 shall inform the House when further 
information is available. 

SHRl SURENDRA MOHANTY 
(Kendrapara) : 1 would like to know how 
this private airlines plane was carrying 
passengers. 

SHRI S.M. BANERJEE (Kanpur) : The 
issue of the strike in the I A has become 
more and more important after such acci¬ 
dents. I pray to God that the passengers 
and crew wili survive. But it is generally 
presumed that the missing plane has wrecked 
somewhere. Is becomes all the more essen¬ 
tial now to settle the Indian Airlines strike. 
How long are we to depend on Jamair to 
carry our passengers ? It is for the Minister 
to see that the strike is settled expeditiously. 

SHRl JYOTIRMOY BOSU (Diamond 
Harbour): I want to say a few words, we 
cannot be shut out. The entire air trans¬ 
port in the country has come to a stop due 
to the wrong policy adopted by the I A 
management and Goverement. The whole 
country has the facilities of air travel shut 


out to it. Now they have allownd some 
private companies to use substandanl 
tocariy passengers resulting m death of 
people. How is it we are etpected to keep 
quiet over this issue 7 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : He is not 
keeping quiet. There was a discussion about 
it in the House. 

SHRl S.M. BANERJEE : No. We had 
tabled a call attention motion. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : Do not link 
the two. She has only given information 
in regard to a missing plane. 

SHRl JYOTIRMOY BOSU ; We resent 
these happenings. They are the out¬ 
come of the wrong policy of Government 
who are taking the whole country to a crash. 
What is happening ? We had given notice of 
a call attention on the I A lockout. Yester¬ 
day the Minister made a statemnt about the 
loss of two precious lives due to the bursting 
of a tyre of a Boeing. These people had 
been working round the clock. They were 
suffering from exhaustion and could not 
read the meter, with the result that the tyre 
was overinflated and it burst, killing these 
two precious lives. Today she comes forward 
on behalf of Government to tell us that II 
passengers and 4 crew are in a missing 
plane. It is a shameful thing. The entire 
responsibility has to be owned by Govern¬ 
ment which is at the root of all these trou¬ 
bles in this country. 

DR. SAROJINI MAHISHI :I would 
like to clarify that this accident and the I A 
lockout are unconnected with each other. 

SHRl JYOTIRMOY BOSU : Of course, 
they are. 

DR. SAROJINI MAHSIHI: The Jamair 
company has been flying planes on behalf 
of lA since 1966. 

SHRl JYOTIRMOY B<WU : Why do 
you allow a private airline » fly substandard 
planes? 

SHRl S. M. BANERJEE : It is a wrong 
statement the Minister has made. There 
is no regular flight from QvilVWi,

For that the stage has got to be set, 
and the stage has got to be set with a full 
surcharge of psychological implications. 
The common Indian today is aware of his 
rights. He is no more in a mood of a 
supplicant asking for accommodation. He 
is in the mood of a person who is cons¬ 
cious of his rights, demanding his rights, 
not to be accommodated but to be provided 
his complete rights. He will not be tole¬ 
rant to a situation in which persons who 
are not working, who do not deserve, are 
treated as a privileged people and are 
enjoying rights and privileges and conditions 
of living which are far above his reach. 
Therefore, Government has to address 
itself to this question also. Ostentatious 
spending has got to be curbed. Everybody 
must have the right to possess and enjoy 
what is absolutely necessary for normal 
living and, if 1 may say so, even for plentiful 
living, but anything more than that nobody 
is entitled to have as a matter of right. 
Anything more than that they may be 
allowed to possess for the time being as a 
matter of a concession, but not as a matter 
of right. 

The question of resources also comes 
here. Of course, three will be mobilisation 
of resomces when the regular Bud^t ooores. 
The day after the Budget apeech the papers 
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reflecting the views on the other side came 
OtU with undisguised glee that after ail the 
Qovemment was going to bo caught, be¬ 
cause they would be anouncing certain 
.proposals for mobilising resources. Let 
there be no mistake as far as this is concern¬ 
ed, let there be no illusion. The resources 
will not come like manna for Israel from 
the high skies They will have to be 
mopped up mercilessly from wherever they 
are available, from wherever there is more 
than plenty Otherwise, this huge venture 
will not go on. 

I read a statement by the President of 
FICCl saying that the resources might be 
mopped up, but it should not be done so 
as to curb the galvanising of savings. 1 do 
not know what exectly he means by 
savings Savings need not be by big 
magnites atone ; they may also be by the 
millions of people in the country and also 
by the Government by mopping up re¬ 
sources which they can utilise for this great 
venture Therefore, there need be no 
compunction about raising resources from 
whichever quarters they could be raised. 

The Hon. Minister has announced a 
crash ptogramme for solving unemployment 
at the national level Could we not think 
of having such a crash programme at the 
regional level where the problem of un¬ 
educated unemployed is extremely acute 
and implement it in Lertiin areas as an 
experiment 1 am making this suggestion 
with reference to my State Government 
should think of an intensive crash pro¬ 
gramme for such areas so that they can 
demonstrate to the rest of the nation the 
results that could be achieved. 

SHRI DASARATHA DEB (TVipura 
East): in the course of his reply to the 
debate on supplementary demands for 
Manipur for 1970-71 Mr. Shukla stated 
that the Government was preparing a Bill 
to give Statehood to Manipur and Tripura. 
1 welcome that statement and I hope that 
this commitment will be implemented m 
the next Budget session itself. 

Regarding the autonomous region in the 
tribel belt of Tripura, the Administrative 
Reforms Commission has stated that the 
pattern of administrative set up of Tripura 


may be, mutatis mutandis, based"op the 
pattern recommended for Manipur. The 
ARC headed by Mr. Hanumanthaiya recom¬ 
mended that the hill areas of Manipur may 
be constituted into two autonomous dis¬ 
tricts for the Cookis and the Nagas tribals 
and if necessary autonomous regions can be 
created for smaller tribal groups and 
necessary statutory provision might be made 
for this purpose in the Union Territories 
Act of 1960 

The recommendation of the ARC so 
far as it relates to the tribal belts of Tnpura 
should be implemented without further 
delay and suitable legislation should be 
brought forwaid. I shall now put forth 
certain information to show how the people 
of oui S ate aic being politically victimised 
by this Government The worst type of 
MLtimisdtion has taken place a^amst 
workers, peasants, students etc. thioughout 
Tnpuia an Political grounds. Theie is a 
tea garden namely Oulokpur and during the 
election period on 9th February our paity 
convened on election meeting which was to 
be addressed by Comrade Promode Das 
Gupta and myself The manager of the 
tea garden tried to prevent the workers 
fiom attending thIt meeting Defying his 
oral order the workers in an organised way 
attended that meeting and when they went 
home after the meeting, they found that 
some small huts were set on fire On the 
plea that the CRP were posted m that tea 
garden area and on the llth February the 
managemen* declared a lockout of that tea 
garden U just to tenonse and oppress 
the soters not to support the candidates 
who do not subscribe to the ideology of the 
ruling parly This is how democratic 
sense IS being bestowed in our State to the 
workers by the ruling party. But we are 
talking here of developing democracy. What 
IS this type of democracy our people arc 
receiving ’f 

Secondly, I want to stress one thing 
Just after the elecMon in my constituency 
one of our supporters by name Sunil 
Chowdhury who was a small shopkeeper 
suffered much. Some goonda elements who 
are openly known as the workers of the 
Congress did participate during the election 
period m the Congress election campaign 
These people raided his shop and damaged 
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all the pr<q>erties there, and two persons 
received serious injuries, but then no one 
was arrested. On the other hand, our 
people were arrested and put inside the 
prison bar. 

On the 27th February, when I was 
addressing an election meeting at Udaipur, 
some elements threw a bomb and some 
crackers which caused injury to 14 people 
and two people were seriously injured ; 
some others suffered from serious wounds 
also there. 1 was addressing a meeting, 
and a bomb came from a corner where the 
police station is situated. Just at that 
moment, the light was put off and these 
crackers came and caused injury to 14 
persons there. This is how things arc going 
on there in our parts. 

Just after the election. 1 saw another 
thing. A notorious thief. 

MR. DfePUTY-SPEAKliR : What have 
these things to do with the budget ? We 
aic talking of the budget now. 

SHRl DASARATHA OEB : I am coming 
to that. This is the way democracy is 
being developed, because this is indiscrimi¬ 
nate arrest of our people is taking place. 

Another thing I want to stress is this. 
When the legislation for giving statehood to 
Tripura and Manipur is brought forward. I 
want the Government to see that regional 
autonomy for the tribal belt also finds a 
place in that legislation itself. 

There is another point which I want to 
stress here. In our parts, there is a certain 
scheduled area for tribal people, but it was 
very badly done. Redemarcation of the 
scheduled areas should bo made, because 
there are certain areas where the tribal 
people exist in very small nuihbers ; that 
area is kept within the scheduled area, and 
the vast areas where there* is a preponder¬ 
ance of tribal population is not included in 
the tribal belt. The trouble is this. Re¬ 
garding the transfer of land, so many non- 
tribal people are also suffering. Our 
su^stion is that the demarcation should 
be made of the areas which an not prepon¬ 


derant with tribal people and even if tb^ 
are included in the scheduled areas they 
should be released, and areas where the 
tribal people are preponderant, even 
though they are not within the scheduled 
tribal area, should be included in the 
scheduled tribal area now. 

1 want to mention another thing. You 
know our State is a deficit State, and it is 
full of displaced persons. Now, things are 
taking place in East Pakistan, and many 
more refugees are expected, and lakhs of 
people may come. The Tripura Govern¬ 
ment cannot take the responsibility of 
feeding those people. 1 want the Centre to 
take full responsibility for giving shelter and 
make rehabilitation arrangements for those 
people if they come there. Therefore, when 
th next general budget is placed, 1 demand 
that more money for the rehabilitation 
of displaced persons must be allocated, so 
that these unfortunate people may not suffer. 

SHRI C. K. BHATTACHARYYA 
(Giridih) : Sir, the massive mandate given 
to Shrinati Indira Gandhi, our leader and 
Prime Minister, by the millions of our 
countrymen has underlined rhe need, as a 
corollary, of an equally massive effort by 
our Government planners, administraters, 
people’s representatives and above all by 
the people themselves to ensure a peaceful 
change and to alter the picture of poverty, 
and to ensure growth with justice, which 
the Finance Minister has spoken of. In 
concrete terms the Finance Minister has 
spelt out an estimate of 6 per cent growth 
of Industry. 5 S per cent growth 

in agriculture, with, of course, an increase 
is of 3 to 4 per cent in price level 

in the year ahead. lie has [proposed 

one job per family, which should come to 
no million jobs. Making allowance for 

the jobs hold by the members of some of 
the families, the objective cannot be less 
than 40 to SO million jobs. It is a stag¬ 
gering figure by any reckoning. On the 
basis of past performance of <mr economy 
during the sca>nd and third plans, on the 
basis of so many imponderables interven¬ 
ing, on the basis of uncertainties which the 
interlude of Indo-Pakistan war and partial 
famine brought about, distorting the 
pictuqe, it will require a major effort on 
any shewing by different sections of the 
people. 
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Hm easiest way out during tbese situa- 
Uons had been excise duties, which inevit* 
aUy tended to become regressive in nature 
and in the impact and incidence and the 
poorer sections of the people had to foot 
the Fill. Now I have to draw attention to 
the pndox of the present situation an up¬ 
surge in agricultural production, combined 
with high prices, as also slowing down of 
industry and inflationary pressure. It is a 
ptuadox. How do we get out of it ? We 
have done a lot of macro-planning. I 
come from a r^ion where 20 years of 
planning have passed by without touching 
the fringe of the Problem or without be¬ 
coming a part of the economic life of the 
region. On the other hand, after 20 
years of macroplanning, 5000 of the exist¬ 
ing jobs in Oiridih Collieries are finished 
and people have been retrenched. One of 
the most labour-intensive industries the 
mica industry has been harassed and 
hamed, inter alia because of the imposition 
of export duty during the post-devaluation 
days. The result has been smuggling of 
mica on a large scale via Nepal and loss of 
revenue to the goveinment on one hand 
and the concentration and monopolisation of 
the mica export industry by a handful of 
people on the other, who could indulge in 
and successfully do this sort of tricks. 

The Finance Minister has kindly 
spoken about districtwise development. 
May I submit in ail respect that the districts 
do not have the necessary data to launch 
that sort of development ? It can only be 
on an hoc basis. I come from Bihar 
and the data available seem to stop in 
1966. We have no district-wise data of 
development after that year. Ail we have 
is NK figures, National Sample Survey 
figures, which cover round by round 48 
families per district. That is a very thin 
ice to skate upon. So, 1 would humbly 
suggest to the Finance Minister that before 
we meet again energetic steps be taken to 
have a data bank so that we know in which 
way we are really going. 

Unless we do that, 1 am afraid the so- 
called crash programme might intensify the 
regional imbalance, as the last twenty 
years of planning has done. Not only the 
rich have become richer and the poor 
poorer but the richer regions of India have 


developed much faster than the poorer re¬ 
gions of which the eastern r^km forms 
part. 

It is clear from the magnitude of 
tasks that under the canopy of macro 
planning we have to seriously tackle 
district-wise the issues of micro¬ 
planning. In Hazaribag district we could 
do a.lot with citrus plwtatioos, citrus firuits 
and jack fruits. The soil is absolutly suited 
for that. We could also have soyabean 
cultivation which would help our export. 

But I come from one-crop area and it 
13 definitely a very poor area. The problem 
has been further complicated by this retren¬ 
chment by owners of coal mines, by the 
troubles which the mica industry has been 
facing. The mica industry was giving employ¬ 
ment to more than two lakhs of people. 
Even small people were doing this job. 
When the question of generating employment 
IS our concern, we should have concrete 
schemes for self-employment for these peo¬ 
ple. Previously, small mica merchants used 
to have seli-employment with a small 
capital of Rs. SOO to 1,000. They have been 
hit and most of them have been eliminated 
as a result of the operation of the monopo¬ 
listic tendencies generated by the issues 1 
have already placed before you. The small 
mica mining industry has been eliminated 
by the Mineral Concession Rules and the 
utterly impossible conditions of safety which 
the Mining Department is demanding. 

In mica mines, for instance, for di g g ing 
a well of 45 ft., you just employ some men 
and a well is dug. For a small mica man, 
if he wants to dig mica mine pit of 45 ft, 
he has to make a monthly expenditure of 
Rs 1200. All sorts of men have to be 
employed before a well of 45 ft. can be dug. 
Because of the stracture of the soil, no 
extra problem of safety is involved. So. 
these issues have to be tackled and looked 
into at different levels if we have to give a 
chance to small men and help the people to 
employ themselevs.* 

SHRI PILOO MODY; Mr. Deputy- 
Speaker, Sir, to begin with, I vrotiM like 
to congratulate the Honm Ministw for 
having produced a Budget. I do not know 
how be did it. 
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SHRI PILOO MODY:Tiie Home 
Minister, I said. 

I 

1 should also congratulate Mr. CSiavan 
for having made a Swatantra speech in 
presenting his Budget and I welcome its 
tone, temper and content. But for a few 
brags and boasu which he has introduced 
in bis Budget Speech for which i suspect 
political motives it shows reasonable consi¬ 
deration of the issues on band. 

I give you an example. He says : 

“The economic policies of the coun¬ 
try in the recent past have already 
been given a new and bold orientation 
towards growth with social Justice.*’ 

It is a fine accumulation of words. 1 
would like him to give me one example of 
this boldness. 1 do not expect that he will 
throw the nationalisation of banks at me. 

He also mentions about giving a “sharp 
focus of effectiveness’’, “concrete programmes 
of action” and “implementation with speed 
and determination*’. When 1 read through 
the Budget estimates, 1 found that there were 
fields in which the Government had fallen 
flat on its face. There is a budgetary 
expenditure allotted under various projects. 
For instance, on various investment in 
various Government companies the budgeted 
expenditure could not be realised. When 
they cannot realise a budgeted expenditure, 
they call it a “saving”. 

So you can say that in the last year, 
the Government “saved” Rs. 50 crores in 
various Government companies, about Rs. 
31 crores on Bokaro, Rs. 6 crores on the 
second stage expansion of Bokaro. Rs. 8 
crores on fertilisers, Rs 7 crores on Hindu¬ 
stan Copper Ltd., Rs. 5 crores on Bharat 
Aluminium Ltd. and, amongst.other “savers” 
were the Petroleum Chemical Corporation, 
the National Miieral Development Corp- 
ration and even the Food Corporation of 
India. 

1 welcome for the first time the inten¬ 
tion c/t the Qovenunratt to tackle the unem- 


ploymeat protflmi. We of the Svratantra 
Party in the last IZ years have been crying 
hoarse Uuit Oovwometit thinks of piamuag 
but does not think of people. Unless you 
tackle the problem of onempIoyaeBt, ffrate 
is no chance of tackiirg my other problem. 
With a great deal of difficulty in the last 
Budget, they made a miswable allocatlen 
of Rs. 25 crores. 1 regret to mention that 
out of Rs 25 crores to provide employmeot 
particularly through rur^ works, they maiur 
ged to spend only Rs. 6 crores, “saving** 
as it were Rs 19 crorra for the Government 
of India. This year, he has been extrava- 
gnt and bold. He has provided Rs. SO 
crores. 1 do not think your Rs SO crons 
are going to solve the problem of unemploy¬ 
ment. Neither is it going to make a dent 
into it nor am I completely satisfied about 
your capacity to spend it. 

The Finance Minister take about “a 
countrywide programme of employment- 
oriented productive works’’ and nfers to 
them as some new and significant initiative. 
No figures have been given about the 
number of jobs created in the last Budget 
nor have any figures been given about the 
number of jobs he expects to create as a 
result of the Budget. But, then of course, 
he has told us that he is thinking about 
all this very seriously and that by May be 
will have an answer. 

The Government is patting its own back 
the national income has increased by 5. 5% 
last year and is predicting a similar increase 
for 1970-71. I think in all fairness the 
Government should share the credit with 
God had a emtsiderabie amount to do with 
the good rains and the monsoons and the 
good crops that He has given us in these 
last two years. 

It is significant to note that Mr Cbavan 
has not dared to give figures pertaining to 
the average rate of growth of the economy 
or figures concerning the increase in the per 
capital income and I hope, Sir, he will be 
prepared by May to give us these figures as 
well. 

The Finance Minister is naturally 
worried about the production of commercial 
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cn^s, espociatly cotloa and oil seeds. I 
Wetcoioe it when be says and promises 
il^poct—“financial and otherwise—“for 
tile production of these commodities, f do 
not know how he is going to translate this 
support into actual fact. 

I remember, Sir, last year in order to 
make up for the cotton shortage, the 
Government promised that they would 
import Rs. 90 crores worth of cotton. At 
that time, we suggested in the House and 
later I went and suggested to the Prime 
Minister that out of this Rs. 90 crores, why 
does not the Government set aside only Rs. 
10 crores and instead of wasting precious 
foreign exchange, let them pick up a few 
selected, really backward, tribal districts and 
give the necessary inputs to those poor 
people in those districts and within a year 
will not only have recovered their Rs. 10 
crores but also they would heve got to the 
necessary quantity of cotton. Sir, 1 happen 
to be a cotton-grower and I happen to know 
something about cotton. Therefore, I took 
this initiative in informing the Prime 
Minister that this wouid be a good way not 
only of saving foreign exchange but also 
helping the weaker sections of society and 
at the same time, getting the necessary 
produce that we required. But, unfortun¬ 
ately, the Prime Minister was busy with 
other things. 

A six per sent increase in industrial 
production has been spoken about in the 
Budget speach. ( think this is just not 
enough. In the last 25 years we had several 
years in which we have done considerably 
better and I think it should be possible to 
increase the industrial development and 
production by at least double that amount. 
The industrial production in this country 
should be growing at a steady rate of some¬ 
thing like 12 to IS per cent. 

The Finance Minister has bragged that 
more licences had been issued in 1970 than 
in the previous year. I think even he is 
embarrassed with the statement because we 
all know the reason why there licences were 
hurriedly issued all of a sudden at the end 
of last year so that the elections could be 
■oflN what happier for a good many 
people. 


I would like to take you to a statement 
that has been made in Mr. C%avan’s speech 
which says, “The vast potential for further 
industrial growb which has been created by 
our efforts over the past two decades can¬ 
not be exploited fully.** Sir. 1 would like 
to suggest a slight amendment to this 
sentence. It should read, ‘The vast poten¬ 
tial for further industrial growth which has 
been created in spite of our best efforts 
over the past two decades cannot be exploited 
fully without bringing in a larger number of 
smaller people within the network of initia¬ 
tive and enterprise.’’ It is a very laudable 
sentence. It is garbed with so many other 
things, because it mixes economic realism, 
with what is socially desirable. Take the 
next sentence, It says : 

“When larger new investments or 
expansion of existing large units be¬ 
come necessary in the overall interest 
of the economy, it shall be obr 
endeavour to reconcile growth with 
efficiency. 

Sir, this is leaving in the hands of Govern¬ 
ment certain discretionary power which is 
very discriminatory, which is likely to be 
used to increase the areas of corruption. 
What we want is a policy. If anybody ad¬ 
heres to the policy, he can be given that 
licence ; if he does not adhere to the policy, 
he may not be given the licence. But we 
do not want these vast discriminatory 
powers to be put in the hands of the Govarn- 
ment. 

I would like to make an axiomatic state¬ 
ment, and 1 am prepared to read it at 
dictating speed, so that Mr. Chavan might 
consider it and realise how these economic 
problems might be tackled. 

“Production is the key to the eradication 
of poverty and providing employment is the 
best method of distributing wealth”. 
If only Mr. Chavan could realise the eternal 
verity this,* we could make wonderful 
progress in this country. 

In paragraphs 14 and 15 he displays a 
certain modicum of understanding of fiscal 
matters. Rut he does not give any indica¬ 
tion of the methods to be employed to 
control prices. It requites some bold 
decisions, not only fiscal, moodary and 
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ecoQOinic, ‘but also political. You have to 
cotnpletd do away with dificit fiaaaciag. 
This is first. Then you have to over-import 
raw materials* which are in very great shor¬ 
tage, Aid ti^eu you have to restrict your 
greed oa excise duties and other duties. 

* < 

The problem of mobilisation of resou¬ 
rces still remains. Here again the Finance 
Minister has demonstrated that ho is a 
better Hc^me Minister than perhaps a better 
Finance Minister, Every third paragraph 
of his speech contains a threat to wield the 
danda, instead of nosing round the areas 
where the resources can really be collected. 

Unfortunately the social objectives of 
the Government and of the party in power 
are irrconceilable with its economic thinking. 
This has been so far the last 25 yeaes. In 
the past 25 years Mrs. Gandhi and her 
predecessors have been insisting that their 
methods are right. After 25 years of ruling 
over this country, they say, they have to 
remove poverty—this is a blatant admission 
of their failure. 

Mrs. Gandhi may find it difficiilt to 
believe that we of the Swatanira parly fully 
sh.ire her social objectives. We arc keen 
if not keener to remove poverty, to provide 
employment, and to bring down prices. 
But it is necessary to remember that they have 
tried certain methods ? They have failed. 
So. wc say : Why don't you try our methods? 
Poverty cannot bo removed by proclaiming 
slogans, nor does it pay to buckle under 
the pronouncements of half-baked, half- 
educated Turks, young or old. Their 
theories are outmoded, out-dated theories. 

Mr. Chavan will have to find a solution 
to India’s problems in the economic field ; 
he cannot find them in a book. In his head 
or m his heart he may find them. 

It is important that resources have to be 
mobilised. There are vast areas where these 
resources could be mobilised. Unproductive 
Government expenditure and unrestrained 
increase in bureaucracy are two vast fields 
which have got to be tackled. Non¬ 
productive and sometimes counter-productive 
departments, commissions and corporations 
which you set up at the drop of a hat can 
Very well be abolished and ^re is an area 


where can mabitise resources. Take the 
public sector. On a conservative estimate, 
it should be yielding him anywhere from 
R$. 500 crores to Rs. 800 crores a yegr 
which he can plough back into the 
economy. Here is where he can ooliect 
resources. Then, in regard to collectjon 
of taues, I would say that it is so woefully 
inadequate that he is losing hundreds of 
crorea every year. There are large areas 
in which there are no taxes; there are latRe 
areas of industry, trade and commerce wluch 
entirely escape the banking sy stem, ^fors 
any significant reform can be introduced. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : The hon. 
Member is starling a new point now. He 
should conclude now. 

SHRI PILOO MODY : You had given 
me two minutes, and those two minutes are 
not over yet. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : I had given 
him only one minute. 

SHRI PILOO MODY ; you can 
from this sheet that I am concluding. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : That is long. 
Now, let us have his concluding sentence. 

SHRI PILOO MODY : Show me a law 
in this country which protects an honest 
man. Find me a law that Government has 
made which punishes the guilty one. The 
entire tax structure is a penalty on the 
honest and a sanction for the di&hone.st, the 
corrupt, the tax evader and the blackmar- 
keteer. Jawahariai Nehru once promised 
that he would hang blackmarketeer from 
the nearest street pole. Have Government 
ever hanged a single one so far ? Instead of 
that, they are dining with them, and they 
have wined with them and lived on their 
charity. Till the time they eliminate 
political corruption in this country, they 
will never eradicate poverty or unemploy¬ 
ment, or bring about any change in the price 
structure. 

I on(» told the Prime Minister, and I 
am telling the Finance Minister now. you 
cannot cry about the poor, you have to work 
for them, and if you want to work for them 
you have to know what to do ; i submit 
that you do not. 
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neaie tell me how many minutes were 
permitted to me ? 

* MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : There is no 
time fixed; he has taken enough time 
einady. 

SHRI PILOO MODY : If there is no 
time fixed, then there has to be some 
discretion. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : Order, 
please. 

SHRI PILOO MODY : Order of what 
sort 7 Why do you not maintain some order 
when I am speaking 7 Will you tell me how 
many minutes I am permitted 7 I cannot 
come here prepared to speak for an unlimited 
amount of time. I am just asking this by 
way of clarification. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : The hon. 
Member has taken about 17 minutes whereas 
many bigger parties have taken only 10 
minutes each. 

SHRI PILOO MODY : If you tell me 
how many minutes I am entitled to, then 
I could come prepared to speak for that 
much tims But 1 find that you go on 
ringing the bell, as if it is a toy in some¬ 
body’s hands.

SHRI S. A. SHAMIM (Srinagar) : My 
State of Jammu and Kashmir is charged 
wi'h two accusations generally, one that It 
is getting liberal aid and subsidy from the 
Centre and another that it enjoys a special 
sl.uus. 1 plead guilty to both the charges, 
blit I would like to ask the Finance Minister 
in particular whether he has any idea of 
what is happening to the money which is 
being given to the State of Jammu and 
Kashmir. If you get the figures of aid, 
loans and subsidies which the State has been 
getting tmd then see the performance of 
the Governments in that State so far, the 
hon. Finance Minister and the Members 
of this august House will be convinced that 
most of khis money is going down the drain. 

One piece of evidence which I can place 
before the House is that when a Commission 
of Inquiry was appointed against one of the 
former Prime Ministers of the State, it held 
that this particular Prime Minister had made 
tons of money out of the money which 
was got from the Centre as aid loan. 

1 would not like to name him here, Mr. 
Chavan knows him very well. This is exactly 
what is happening to the money. This has 
happened after the end before that. 

You will get an idea of what is happen¬ 
ing there from the fact that all the industrial 
estates which we had constructed there are 
being occupied now by the Central Reserve 
Police. By no stretch of the imaginatioo 
can the Central Reserve Police be called an 
industry. The Prime Minister two years 
ago launched a very intensive campaign of 
industrialisatimi of Kashmir, but upto this 
day there is not even one employment 
oriented Central project that you on talk 
of in the State. 
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Another charge against the State is that 
It enjoying a special status. It is enjoying 
a special status in the sense that the State 
has had no free elections during the last 24 
years. Another special status is that the 
Slate Government has been empowered to 
pass Preventive Detention Acts and other 
Security Acts where by they can detain 
people for two years without any enquiry, 
without giving them grounds. Thirdly, 
when a Cktmmission of inquiry declares a 
particular gentleman to be accused, to be 
charged with having misused funds, that 
particular gentleman becomes the cong¬ 
ress candidate for that puticular 
constituency. It is interesting to know 
that the former Chief Minister who is dis¬ 
qualified for standing to the Assembly 
election is qualified for standing for Parlia¬ 
mentary election and representing the Parlia¬ 
mentary constituency. I am one of those who 
supports special status for Kashmir, but 
not this special status which the Central 
Government has given. 

I would request two probes to be made. 
First is about what has happened to the 
money which has been pumped into Kashmir 
even at the cost of the tax-payer m the 
rest of the country, whether this money 
has been properly utilised and whether 
it is not going to certain corpo¬ 
rations. In Great Britain they have got 
the BBC—British Broadcasting Corporation. 
In our part of the country we have also a 
BBC—Bakshi Brothers Corporation. Let 
us see that, when this corporation has 
already misused so much of money, more 
money is not in any way given to another 
corporation, whether it is the Sadtq or the 
Kasim Corporation. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : The hon. 
Member may confine himself to the 
Budget. 

SHRI S. A. SHAMIM : This is directly 
connected with the Budget because money 
is being provided in this Budget also. My 
apprehensions are that we will either create 
a BBC or create such services which 
ultimately hijack a plane to Pakistan. It 
ia interesting to know that the persons who 
hijacked the plane to P^istan was a 
rngular employee of the Border Security 
Force. Thaefore, this has to be looked 


into as to what exactly we vseie dohis in 
Kashmir. If we treat the BSF and the 
CRP as an industry, at least us ration* 
alise this industry. So, my request will be: 
special status, yes, but special status whidi 
can bring benefits to Kashmir, It should not 
be specialised by a few individuals who am 
darlings of some one or other. 

The probtem of edocated unemployed 
in Kashmir is assuming dangerous propor* 
tions. The valiy is isolated from the rest 
of the country. The result is that the 
educated youth do not find ways and means 
of getting out of the valley and the atmos¬ 
phere in the country is not sufficiently 
conductive to encourage them to come out. 
Something has to be done. Some Central 
projects which are employment orimted 
should be started in Kashmir. We are 
starting television and other projects. Some¬ 
thing which would give employment to the 
educated youth, to our technicians, to our 
engineers has to be started, but no such 
thing is being done. I would make a 
special request to the hon. Finance Minister 
that he looks into the matter. He should 
rise above patty party or political consi¬ 
deration. He should give Kashmir a 
decent life, a clean administration and a 
cleaner political set-up.

SHRI C. CHITTIBABU (Chiogleput) : 
Sir, within the five or six minutes at 
my disposal I cannot make a full speech 
on the 1971-72 Interim Budget. So, within 
the limited time 1 would like to ask some 
questions and seek some clarifications so 
that the Finance Minister may categorically 
reply to these points. 

The Finance Minister has satted in his 
budget speech that during this year there 
will be scarcity in cotton and oilseeds. 1 
want to know what steps he proposes to take 
to meet thi^ difficulty. 

Secondly, he has stated that all the 
money should not be accumulated with one 
person. In this connection, I would like 
to ask him one question. Just before the 
election the Central Government issued a 
lot of licences to so many existing private 
compaines. Will it not have the effect of 
concentration of money in a few hands ? I 
hope he will clarify the position. 

Every year, our Finance Minister says 
that he will reduce the price. For the last 
four years, 1 have heard the same thing 
from Finance Ministers. Now also the 
same thing has been told by the present 
Finance Minister. I wish to know that kind 
of attitude he is having to safeguard the 
prices from rising. 

I wish to give one example. If we 
produce more, automatically, the price 
will not go up. For that reason, we must 
help the farmers by giving them SO percent 
rebate on fertilisers, 50 percent rebate on 
electricity, which they use for farming pur¬ 
poses, Tliis kind of help should be given 
to the farmers to proudee more. If the 
Finance Minister is interested he can do 
it within his period of Finance Minister¬ 
ship. 


I wish to know one thing from the bon. 
Finance Minister. He has said that there is 
a deficit to4he tune of Rs. 230 crores in the 
interim vote on Account Budget. If that is 
so, in may, when he will present a fiiU- 
fledged Budget, there will be nearly Rs. 900 
crores deficit. I would like to know whether 
he is going to mint the money from the 
Nasik printing press or whether he is going 
to put burden of taxes on the common 
people, I put this questions to the hon. 
Finance Minister and I want him to reply 
to that. 

In some statement, 1 have seen that 
about Rs. 400 crores of income-tax has been 
evaded. I want to know what kind of 
action the Finance Ministry has taken to 
stop this evasion and collect the money. 

I wish to give another example. If we 
have local committees, consisting of local 
citizens in different regions, then they can 
help the Income-tax officers in telling that 
these people have looted money and that 
these people are corrupt. If the Finance 
Minister is very much interested in wiping 
out the deficit, he can have the zonal commi¬ 
ttees with ordinary citizens of the local area 
to find out who have become newly rich and 
the Income-Tax Officers can collect the 
money, the tax evaded by these rich men. 

I wish to ask another thing from the 
Finance Minister. He has said that the 
State Government should not ask for 
overdrafts from the Resreve Bank. 1 wish 
to inform the Finance Minister that when 
the States are getting money from the 
Centre at the end of March, in the middle 
of the year they are unable to cope up with 
the estimated things. Due to that reason, 
they are asking the Reserve Bank to give 
overdrafts. If the Finance Minister is 
keen on that, he must distribute the amount 
due to them every three months. Then 
it will be easy for the State Governments 
and they will not go to the Reserve Bank 
seeking overdrafts from them. 

I wish to inform the Finance Minister 
of another thing. We have nationalised the 
Banks. But who are the Custodians in the 
banks ? The Custodians are anti-social ele¬ 
ments. 1 know the Custodians are not help¬ 
ing the poor. They say "you bring some 
signature from such and such people or 
bring them here." They are not helping poor. 
For that reason, I would request the-Finance 
Minister to conuder immediately to clear 
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vmKf dio Custodians from the Banks and 
have soma genuine parsons to help the poor 
ptopit, like farmers and the ommon people. 

I say that the Centre-State relations 
should be like that of partners marching 
hand inband. For that reason, the accumu¬ 
lated power in the Centre should be distri¬ 
buted to the States. I request the hon. 
Finance Minister to give, first as an exam¬ 
ple. the Central Sales Tex to the State 
Government. Sir, in the railways we are 
levying a travelling cess. That should be 
given to the State. Like that, if our Finance 
Minister is willing to help the States and 
removes the regional imbalances, he must 
come forward to allot the abovesaid texes 
to the States to imporve their finances. 

Finally, I wish our Finance Minister 
should continue in that office for some 
more years and he should bring a very good 
budget for the people in the monfi of May 
as we have told in the just ended F.lections 
that the D M K and the Indira Gandhi 
Congress would join together ani said on 
the platforms in Tamil Nadu that we would 
do this and that. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU (Diamond 
Harbour) : What a mistake you have made. 

SHRI C. CHITTIBABU : Certiinly. we 
will help the Central Government even thouith 
they enjoy two-thirds majority in this 
House. TTiey must come forward firmly 
with a Bill to amend the Constitution o 
remove obstructions that stand in the w.iy 
of improving the lot of our poor pi opie. 

Thank you, Sir. 

SHRI P. K. GHOSH (Ranchi) : While 
I put forward my comment on the F inauce 
Minister’s speech and on the Budget, I want 
to put b^ore you the national picture that 
has emerged after 24 years of IndependenvC. 
Sir, It is not enough to say that the nch 
have become richer and the poor have be¬ 
come poorer. I must say that the rich have 
grown enormously rich and the poor, pooler 
and the middle class people, the cream of 
the society and the intelligentsia have become 
destitute. Sir, this is the picture which has 
emerged after 24 years of freedom. 

Why has it been so ? How did the rich 
grow enormously rich within this short

period 7 Our taxation ratre ate vwy high. 
Ooe cannot get enormously rich after paying 
the taxes if he pays them honestly. It is 
because they have evaded taxes, Not only 
they have evaded income tax, they have sto¬ 
len sales tax which is not their property but 
the property of the Government. They have 
stolen excise duty whkh is payable to the 
Government. They collect iton behalf of the 
Government but steal it. That is how the 
black mon^ has grown and now, 1 &id, of 
course, there is a good intention in the 
President’s speech as well as in the speedi of 
the Finance Minister that we are going to 
eradicate unemployment and we are going to 
eradicate poverty and economic disparities 
between the poor and the rich. But we have 
to ake very radical steps and sew that these 
richer people who are much more cunning 
are not allowed to have their own way. 
They corrupt the officials. 1 am forced to 
say a few words unfortunately about our 
offt;ials. These ICS officers were trained by 
the British. The Britishers trained them to 
serNe their own interests. They were told, 
‘You arc not to care for your own country!. 
Thi y were trained in that manner. That is 
wh f we find they have taken bribe from 
the se capitalists. The capitalists could pur¬ 
chase them. Thi y do not have any national 
spii it. If they h td any national spirit, the 
capitalists could rot have purchased them 
anc grown richer lay by day. Sir, I am 
glad that the inte ilion of the Government 
is good, but we h ve to find out proper offi¬ 
cial >. We should try to entrust the resp on- 
sibility of collectii n of taxes and implement- 
aticn of the prog ammes to those officials 
who really believt in socialism. 1 can tell 
you that most of t cse officers are Swantrites. 
You can see for y< urselves that after retire¬ 
ment many of th< se officers go and join the 
Switantra Party ind other capitalist Par¬ 
ties. 

How can wr expect these people to 
establish socialism in this country 7 We 
should not depem upon officeres for im¬ 
plementing ourV il. We should try to find 
other people. ' will have to put a check 
on their activities 

Some more taxes are coming forth in 
your May Budget. I request the Minister : 
You should not impose any further indirect 
taxes which will hit the common man. If 
at all R is to be increased, it should be on 
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the hi^er inoome (roop. on the luxury com* 
modities; not on the commodities which 
are consumed by the common man. 

The minimum taxable limit on income 
should be raised to Rs. 7S00 as has already 
been suggested by one of the experts 2 years 
back. Money value has come down ; a man 
getting Rs. 3S0 or 400 who was considered 
to be well to do some years ago, is in such 
a situation that we have to treat him as a 
poor man today, and he can’t any longer be 
considered a well to do man. Therefore, the 
minimum taxable limit should be raised to 
Rs. 7500. 

We should not give incentive for the ordi¬ 
nary people, for the professionals, for the 
small businessmen, to evade these taxes. 
Even a panwala earns Rs. 350 per month, 
you cannot tax him. It is very difficult for 
these people-small petty shopkeepers like 
panwaiahs to keep these accounts. It is use¬ 
less to set this fimit at Rs. 5000 per annum; 
this minimum taxable limit should be raised 
to Rs. 7500 per annum. 1 don't think the 
revenue will fall if we do this. 

The fixed income group are the worst 
sulicrers because they cannot hide their in¬ 
come. To be just and fair to them, this 
limit should be raised to Rs. 7500 per 
annum. 

The high taxation limit of 93 per cent 
should also be lowered. This high rate of 
taxation kills the incentive. It is better 
thdt you lower the tax, but you should en¬ 
sure proper collection. You try to stop tax 
evasion with lower rate of income-tax. By 
this 1 can say, your collection can be doub¬ 
led. 

1 would suggest that the Estate Duty 
sirould be very high. We should make it in 
such a way that after the death of a person 

heir should not get more than 5 |akhs or 
so. A’oove Rs. 5 lakhs, 99 per cent should 
*0 to the State. We can do that without 
^y difficulty under our existing laws. To 
safeguard the properti^ being transferred be 
fore the death of a person, we should put 
Proper checks on gifts. Wo should have 
on gifts. 

We can have pknty of resources by 


nationalising foreign trade. Import liceaoe- 
holders are big zamindars ; they are mint¬ 
ing money. Why can not the Oovemraent 
take that money ? I do not believe in con¬ 
trols. because you will find that imported 
items are sold ultimately in blackrmaricet. 
The Government may in^iort those things 
and sell them at 400 per cent ‘of 500 per 
cent profit as private importers are doing. 

I am sure that at least Rs. 1000 crotes 
could be earned by Government if they 
nationalise foreign trade and if the STC and 
the Government ^encies which deal with 
the imported articles function in a business¬ 
like manner. 

We should also try to unearth black 
money. We should not allow those people 
who have cheated the nation for so many 
years to get away with their booty. The 
hon. Minister of Finance is intelligent 
enough and 1 am sure he can easily find out 
ways and means to unearth this black money. 
With this black money we find that people 
have built big palatial buildings in cities 
like Calcutta, Bombay aad Delhi. I am 
glad that in his Address, the President has 
referred to the proposal for putting a ceiling 
on urban property. But wherefrom will the 
compensation come ? We shall have to pay 
hundreds of crores as compensation to these 
people. 1 would suggest that we should 
amend the Constitution in such a manner as 
to enable the Government to take over the 
urban property valued above Rs. S lakhs 
without paying any compensauon whac-so- 
ever. The people concerned have had their 
good time with this huge property and they 
have been on joying it without doing any 
work. If we take over these properties 
without paying any compensation, then 
we shall be able to deal with the pro. 
blem of back money which should not go to 
them legitimately. We find that the sons of 
the rich people do not put forth any work 
and they do not have to work at all, and 
without working they live like lords or zamin- 
dars or princes, while wc find on the other 
hand that our educated young men who 
want to woik and who want to «tra a 
modest living by putting forth hard i^sical 
or mental work are denied of jobs. Hie 
country is not prepared to tolerate these 
things any longer. Therefore, we have to 
see the writing on the wall and we have to' 
take steps to see that the resourees ate 
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mobliised and that the black money u 
taken out of these people and is utilised for 
eradicating poverty, for creating jobs for the 
educated unemployed and the middle class 
people. I am glad that Government have 
proposed to take up employment-oriented 
schemes. 

I would suggest that if at all we want to 
give any tax concessions, we can give tax 
concessions for starting industries which are 
joborientcd I would ateo suggest some 
reduction in taxes such as income-tax, sales 
tax, exceise duty etc for persons who start 
industries in backward areas and hilly areas 
where at present no industries exist.

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SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN : 
Mr. Deputy-Speaker, we have had for 
the last S-6 hours very useful and construc¬ 
tive speeches made on the budget speech 1 
delivered here. Even from the unexpected 
corner of the Congress (0), their leader, Shri 
C. C. Desai, spoke not merely in a construc¬ 
tive language, but, 1 must say, in very 
admirable language, and very humble 
language paying tributes to the leader of our 
party, Shrimati Indira Gandhi, That only 
shows that some sort of realism has dawned 
on all political parties after the elections. It 
is a good thing. Even the spokes¬ 
man of the CPI (M), though calling it a 
capitalist budget, did actually concede some 
of the points made in it, though he did 
criticise some other aspects of it. The 
Swatantra member called it a swatantra 
budget and went on criticising as if it was 
a communist budget. So, it only showed 
that the approach indicates certain new com¬ 
mitments. As it is a vote on account, it 
continues practically the same provisions 
except for the arrangements that we have 
made for the Slues. For th: next year we 
have added the Central assistance to the 
State Governments on the basis of the discu¬ 
ssions that we had with them. Except that 
practically it is on the same basis and mostly 
the taxes are on the same basis. In the 
light of the new and fresh mandate of the 
people I have said in the Budget speech 
that we would like to reorient our approa¬ 
ches in certain directions, re-assess the situa¬ 
tion and reformulate policies in certain res¬ 
pects. This is the basic thing, and in the 
light of this, the commitments and the 
mandate, we have given some sort of a 
review of the economic situation as it exists 
today. We have indicated the strength of 
the economy and also the weaknesses of the 
economy. We have not tried to conceal the 
weaknesses. Our efforts in the years to come 
will be to further strengthen the strong 
points and to remove the weaknesses in 
the economy Therefore, we have mentioned 
problems of . agriculture and industry 
particularly the problem of prices, the 
policies of the financial institutions etc. 


You will see that we have indicated certain 
weaknesses also. We have not said thiU 
everything is well. 

Particularly when discussing the question 
of agriculture, we have said that our basic 
weakness today is in the area of the comp 
mercial crops, particularly cotton and oil¬ 
seeds. Some Member did ask nw die 
question as to what exactly we propon to 
do about it. What we can do in this 
matter is to apply the results of the scientific 
research made in the agricultural research 
centres and introduce new varieties of cotton 
seeds and oilseeds. That is the most impor¬ 
tant thing that will have to be done. I can 
assure the hon. House that in order to 
make these new efforts in the scientific field 
and apply these scientific methods for 
increasing the productivity of cotton and 
oilseeds, no financial difficulty will be 
pleaded. I have no doubt in this matter 
because it is in the agricultural field that we 
have to achieve the most important break¬ 
through. 

Discussing the question of prices, Shri 
Viiendra Agarwal, who is a known writer 
on economic problems, said that I }ust 
tried to hide myself behind the explanation 
that the world prices were also rising. 1 did 
make mention about the trend of world 
prices, but it was not to defend the rise in 
prices in India. I merely indicated the fact 
of the inflationary trends that are asserting 
themselves in the world economy, and 
naturally those trends are affecting us also, 
we being a part of the world economy. 

In order to stabilise the price, what has 
to be done 7 You cannot merely do one 
thing and say that you will stabilise the 
prices. We will have to make an effort 
on both the fronts of demand and 
supply. In order to make the effort on the 
front of supply, wherever there are shortages 
of important raw materials needed for 
industrial production, we have tried to 
increase imports, as for example in cotton. 

In the case of cotton there were two 
reasons. One was that there was a short¬ 
fall in production, and because of the 
diortfall in production there was a very 
unprecedented rise in prices. One of the 
bon. Meofiwrs from my ow« State. Shri 
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OMbmukh, made a reference to the decline 
in cotton prices. But there was'uprecedented 
riae in December, 1970, so much so that 
tliBte was such a scare in the industry. 
We had to take certain steps, beacuse an 
artiffcial scare was created that there was 
going to be a severe shortage of raw cotton 
and there was fear of closure of mills 
and so on. So there was rise in cotton 
prices and naturally Government had to 
step in with their fiscal and monetary 
to step up powers to see that the prices 
were controlled. What I am sugges¬ 
ting is that in dealing with the price front 
the efforts have to be manifold. We have 
to make efforts in the field of prodwtion. 
Unless we intensify efforts at production of 
commercial raw materials, I do not think 
we are going to find an answer to this 
question. At the same time we have to 
follow certain fiscal policies very 
vigilantly. There was larger credit 
supply during last one year and the 
Reserve Bank raised the rate of interest 
from S to 6 per cent. Some persons referred 
to it as a political move. Later on it was 
found that it was having a healthy effect on 
the prices. We can see what effect produc¬ 
tion has on the level of prices. Take the 
typical examp'e of foodgrains. There has 
been a rise in the production of what in the 
ixiuntry. Some people say that there was 
n revolution in the production of wheat 
Borne people refer to it as a green revolution; 
do not use that word ; there has not yet 
been a green levolutton ; we are yet to have 
a breakthrot%h in many sectors of agricul¬ 
ture. In the case of wheat I concede that 
there has been some sort of a revolution 
and it has bad its effect on the price level. 
I do not want to burden the House with the 
figures that I have. There is a general 
trend of fall in the price of wheat. The 
general index of overall food cereals has 
gone down as a result of the fail in the price 
of wheat. 

Some Members raised the question of 
rice. In some States the price of rice is 
somewhat high but compared to last year it 
is not biidt. In some States it is lower than 
last year. 

1 agree that in certain States they are 
not lower than what they were last year. 
Bvett then rice is available in the market. 
(U Mjigne if tbm is shortage of rice in the 


market in the coming months it will tiawt to 
be supplemented imports. Certainly it 
can be done. My main point is that if we 
want to attack the prices, the attack hai to 
be many pronged. 

I referred to this question in the last 
Lok Sabba and people may wonder whether 
it IS not a hackneyed argument. I must say 
that we are taking necessary steps in this 
field and I have no doubt that these will have 
healthy impact on prices, so that if at all 
prices rise, they will be within accepted 
limits, that is, two or three per cent. Really 
speaking, you cannot say that there will be 
no rise in prices in a developing economy ; 
prices cannot be frozen. It would mean 
that the economy also would remain frozen. 

I was trying to sec things in their per¬ 
spective. What IS the perspective ? Some 
Members like Piloo Mody say : you are 
talking in terms of abolishing poverty ; 
what were you doing dating the last 24 
years ? It is a very common place argu¬ 
ment heard many tunes in the last general 
elections also. Really speaking, we were 
preparing for this war against poverty. 

You cannot start a war against poveri / 
without the necessary weamns for it. The 
necessary weapon for fighting the poverty is 
to create the necessaiy infra-structure in the 
country. That is exacilv what we have done 
m thelast 23 years Our policy has not 
failed. Our policies h ive lelped us to craaie 
the necessary infra-structure.

Now. It is a fashion for some Members 
to go on criticising the public sector. There 
are certainly some weaknesses and limita¬ 
tions in the public sector. We own them. 
But I would like to say that we are going to 
be more active to see that these defects 
are removed, and removed very firmly and 
quickly But tKere is no doubt that one of the 
new sources of strength in our economy 
is the very weii-Iaid-out >as6 for the public 
sector in the country. W tether they involve 
losses or profits to the country is diffe¬ 
rent matter. There are a numb^ of public 
sector enterprises which are earning profits. 

1 admit there are certain important public 
sector units which are losing. But, at the 
same time, as far as foreign exchange earn- 
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ing it Boocetmi, it it ifcreB^og from year 
to y«ar tbot«h thwo may be certain 
lossM. ‘Htit is oos of the most important 
weapons • 1 would call it a weapon-in the 
hands of the country, in the hands of the- 
masses, io the hands of the common man, 
to fight the war against poverty. This is the 
most impoitant thing that we have achieved. 
We have diversified the industries. We have 
cieated a new class of technicians io the 
country. The wider and deeper base of educa¬ 
tion ; and the technical education, for exam¬ 
ple, has given a new strength. We have 
built up a new base of agriculture io the 
countiy. A country like India has had 
agriculture as the sheet anchor of its eco¬ 
nomy from mmemorial times, but it is 
only within the last 25 years that we can say 
that we have built a modern base for the 
growth of industrial economy in this 
country. 

These are three important weapons in 
ihe hands of any country which wants so 
faght the war against poverty. Now, with 
icadiness, with three weapons, with the base 
of modem agriculture, with the base of 
public sector and a well-trained, technically 
oiiented personnel, i think we are now 
leady, we are poised to fight the waragainst 
poverty. 

I was answering the question of Shri 
Piloo Mody. He has come at the end of 
It. He was asking me what exactly we have 
Uoae in the last 2i years. 1 say we have 
been preparing ouracives to fight the war 
against poverty. I have no doubt that we 
will succeed in this cask. 1 do not take a 
cynical view that he task ; he thinks every¬ 
thing is bad : everyooJy is bad ; everything 
IS going wrong. 

SHRI S. M. KRISHANA (Mandya) 
Except himself : 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN; Yes 
except himself ; I am glad you have said it. 
That is the difficulty with some ' of these 
good people. They are good people, but 
th^ just do not see what exactly is wrong 
With them. 

This is the perspective 1 am putting 
before the hon. House. Thsiy say we have 


to emphasise the growth ot the economy. 
Certaiaely we do stand for the growth of 
the economy. Who says we do not stand 
for the growth of the economy ? Tne growth 
of economy, does not come out of prayer 
merely in order to have growth in the eco. 
noray, we have to raise resources. You 
cannot say that you go on merely pnqilm 
for the growth and "there will be growth.** 
There was God who said *‘Let there be 
water," and there was water. I do not 
think there is any God to whom Shri Piloo 
Mody can pray, "Let there be growth" and 
who will see that there will be growth. 

In order to have growth, we have to 
create resources, and certainly resources can 
be found ou' in different ways. Now, our 
problem certainly is that not only we want to 
have economic growth, we want to have 
growth so oreinted that it can help us to 
atiack the problem of unemployment which 
tis our most important problem. 

1 quite agree that Government cannot 
give jobs to everybody. Government must 
create a dynamic economy so that jobs are 
created for the young, educated people. 
These are not controversial things. But for 
that matter, certain efforts will have to 
be made ; certain priorities will have to 
be fixed ; certain new approaches will have 
to be adopted. This is exactly what we 
propose to do. 

Some non Members chose to anack the 
quantum of provision that we have indicated 
in my budget speech, viz. Rs. SO crores for 
solving the problem of unemployment. R 
is not our claim that only by an investment 
of Rs. SO crores we are going to remove 
unempbyment. It will be very naive to 
say so. It is merely a beginning, some 
sort of a pilot scheme or experiment. We 
are trying to approach the problem by 
creating productive rural development work 
in some of the poverty pockets in different 
parts of the country and we are trying to 
see that we succeed in it. We will gain 
much experience out of ii. Some Member 
said you are going to make a charity to 
somebody. No ; It is not charity. Certai¬ 
nly those poverty pocket areas are untouched 
by developmental infrastructures that are 
necessary, now we will provide those 
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infrastnictures there. For that certainly 
■onto educated people will be reiiuired. 

Some bon. member said, we have tried 
to underplay the question of rural 
unemployment. It is quite the contrary. 
When we speak of the question of unemplo¬ 
yment, really speaking in the major sector 
of our society, it is the young uneducated 
man who is before our eyes. This party is 
particularly grateful to the younger generation 
of this nation, because it is only with their 
support that we are here in this House in 
such numbers, and we shall not foiget their 
problems. We shall always keep them in 
Many efforts will have to be made and 
mind we have already made a beginning. Wo 
have introduced a certain new approach in 
that direction. Employment-oriented schemes 
have been introduced in certain educational 
iustitutions. Some engineers have been so 
trained that they can get immediate employ¬ 
ment. Of course, we will have to re-examine 
the whole thing again after some time. 
Indeed, I was expecting certain 
specific suggestions in this regard. As far 
as the approach is concerned, we have a 
common approach, but 1 wanted certain 
specific suggestions. 1 would welcome such 
suggestions even now. Mr Mody has cert¬ 
ainly got some experience. I have nothing 
to do with his politics. His politics is 
defeated polities and 1 am not worried 
about it. But 1 do care for his experience 
in industry. He has got very good experience 
in farming also. 1 am glad he chose to 
enter politics, as a result of which he has 
come into contact with farming and be has 
tome good experiments. 1 want 
certain useful suggestions from him. 

SHRI S.M. BANERJEB (Kanpur) ; He 
has harvested his own party. 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN : I 
think you are right, Really speaking, we 
can look at the problem in a very construc¬ 
tive manner. 

The question was raised about regional 
imbalances. It is a very important question. 
This has been recognied not only now, X 
think during the last two or three years, tne 
Mme Minister herself has taken deep inte¬ 


rest in this matter. The Planning Commh* 
siem also has tried to look at the queitton 
and in the plan itself this question has been 
dealt with. As a result of that, a new 
roach has been adopted in this matter. W** 
have now critain criteria to decide which 
are the backward areas. Certain districts 
from each State have been selected and 
named as backward areas and special efforts 
have been made as far as industrialisation 
is concerned. Certain incentives have been 
indicated. 

SHRI PILOO MODY : It is not working 
properly. 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN ; 
That is going into the details. For that, 
we will have to seek the cooperation of the 
State Governments. I am talking about 
the new approach that has been adopted. In 
the case of certain financially needy States, 
some special airangements have been made. 
1 have mentioned certain figures in my 
speech. Nearly Rs 175 crores were provided. 
Actually more than that was spent as a 
result of floods, scarcity conditions, etc. 
We have continued a tapering provision for 
the next year also. It is not that backward 
States are forgotten. 

I will mention another aspect of regional 
imtuilances The financial institutions them¬ 
selves have taken a new attitude in this matter 
They have decided that in the case of 
backward areas they will give certain 
inceatives to those who want to go and 
establish industries in those areas. So, 
there is a new appro ich to the question of 
regional imbalance. 

At the same time, the States concerned 
must also take care of those regions which 
are backward. For instance, there seems to 
be a misunderstanding. The hon. Lady 
Member said that I come from a rich 
State. In, our State there is a ridi city 
called Bombay but the State itself is not 
rich. There are large pockets of backward 
areas which are steeped in poverty. So 
the States concerned also have to look into 
this problem. I have no doubt Uud with 
this this new approatdi the question of 
regional imbataqoe will naturally be solved. 
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Bat I do oot sax that it can bo solved in a 
day or two. Some coordinated, contiAuous, 
intensive efforts will have to be made for a 
decade or so, so that we can say that we have 
made some impact. 

SHRI PILOO MODY: What abont 
minor irrigation ? 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN : I 
have no detailed figures. 1 can say from 
my personal experience that in recent years, 
in the last two or three years, greater empha¬ 
sis has been laid on minor irrigation, 
because, major irrigation schemes take 
longer years for completion and they also 
get involved in tribunals. Shri C. C. Desai 
referred to the Narmada project. He made 
a grievance of having referred the dispute 
to the tribunal. Really speaking, for a 
decade or so the Government of India pur¬ 
sued a policy of not referring the matter to 
the tribunal for two reasons ; firstly, it is 
time-consuming and, secondly, it is not 
right that States should try to litigate 
against each other before a judicial forum. 
We certainly waited for a long time for the 
Slates themselves to come to an understand¬ 
ing. When that failed, we ultimately resor¬ 
ted to the tribunal so that we could at least 
get a solution. Shri Desai suggested that 
the issue should be withdrawn from the tri¬ 
bunal. t do appreciate and share his 
anxiety, the anxiety of Gujarat and also the 
anxiety of Madhya Pradesh. 

AN HON. MEMBER : And also Maha¬ 
rashtra. 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN ; 
Maharashtra has only a margiuel interest. 
I wish this dispute is settled as quickly as 
possible. But having referred the matter 
to a tribunal, it is not so simple a matter 
to withdraw the dispute from the tribunal ; 
unless the States concerned themselves come 
to a concrete understanding and then make 
an appeal to the tribunal or the government. 
Then the position would be different. My 
only point is that major irrigation schemes 
sometimes do create problems. Therefore, 
the State Governments, the Central Govern¬ 
ment and the Planning Commission have 
Consistently laid emphasis on medium and 
minor inflation sdtemes, more particularly 
minor irrigation schemes. 


Pumping statioiM and tube-weils aw 
some of the illustrations of minor irrigation. 
Huge amoubts are invested on this parti* 
cular programme in practically all the Statw. 
So, it is not correct to say that minor irri¬ 
gation is neglected. At last, that is not the 
approach of the Central Goveramont or the 
Planning Commission. If the hon. Member 
feels or faces any difficulty in any part of 
his constituency, he may let us know about 
it. 

My hon. friend, Shri Stephen made a 
grievance about the fact that the word 
“socialism” was not mentioned in the 
budget. I can assure him that even though 
the word “socialism” was not there the 
content of socialism was there. 

SHRI PlLOp MODY : You may tell 
him that you are using some modem 
language. 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN: 
He is a valued colleague of mine and when 
he makes a point I should make a reference 
to it in my reply. 1 could see bis point. The 
enl ire thrust of the budget speech is an attack 
on unemployment, attack on disparities in 
the society and prevention of concentration 
of economic wealth. 1 think that is socialism. 
Is it not ? What matters is not the word 
‘socialism’ but the content. Certainly, if 
it is necessary, we can use It two dozen 
times but what is really more important is 
the content of socialism and as I was 
covering the entire economic field I did not 
use that word. There was no other inten¬ 
tion or motive behind it. Labels are no 
doubt important because some of these are 
symbolic words which characterise our appro¬ 
ach to the problem. Therefore. 1 do not 
oot underestimate the importance of what he 
says I merely tried to explain what 1 had in 
my mind when the speech was made. I 
have tried to make a reference to some of 
the general problems that were mentioned. 

Some hon. Member, perhaps, Mr. Ste¬ 
phen, made a reference to the Cochin ship¬ 
yard. I have got certain facts. If he wants 1 
can give details of it. But I do not want to 
take the time of the House. According to the 
persent schedule of time, the contract which 
has beec entered into with some firm will be 
completed within five years ft-om December, 
1970 onwards. 1 think, the prognmme is 
going according to schedule. So far, about 
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Rs. 2 crores have been spent. Certain preli' 
.minary woiic has been done. He feels that 
QQthibg is being done. Certain things are 
essential to do the work. For example, you 
have to have the network of roads 
and for that you have to acquire land. You 
know how much time is taken in the land 
acquisition proceedings and all that. Those 
things ate being done. I am glad he made 
a mention of it so that the Ministiy concer* 
ned, the officers concerned, will be up on 
their toes to see that there is no relaxation 
in the work. 

Some hon. Members mentioned specific 
problems about their States and some of the 
political aspects. I do rot think 1 should 
take note of those political aspects. I can 
only assure the hon. Members that our com* 
mitments to the people are there and our 
determination to stand by our commitments 
IS there. 1 know that the problems are com* 
plex and the solutions are not easy. But the 
only thing that we can say is that this 
Government will not spare any efforts to 
achieve those objectives. That is all I can 
say. 

SHRl MADHU DANDAVATE (Rajapur) f 
1 had made a suggestion for widening the 
scopeof the Cotton Corporation. What 
about that ? 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAV AN : I will 
explain it in a minute. As 1 said, there are 
many specific measures and one of them is 
the Cotton Corporation. The Cotton Cor* 
poration was established In the middle of 
1970. It has already started its work. It 
has undertaken to import cotton. It has, at 
the same time, undertaken to purchase cot* 
ton for certain private enterprises also, about 
half a dozen of them. I think, it is essenti* 
al that they get certain experience and deve* 
lop confidence in this field. Then, as ex¬ 
perience grows, the scope of it will grow. It 
has taken birth and it has now started 
growing well. Let it grow well and its scope 
wii Iget widened. 

SHRI K.G. DBSHMUKH (Amravati) : 
About the Cotton Corporation, may 1 know 
whether it is possible for the Cotton Cor¬ 
poration to purchase indigenous cotton from 
next year 7 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN : If 


you ask me «diether it can or it would or it 
should, it is a question at administrative as¬ 
sessment and judgment. I cannot say 
categorically about it. If it is nacessary and 
if it is decided to do that, certainly, it can. 

MR. DEPUTY SPEAKER ; 1 put all the 
cut motions moved by Shri Ram Avtar 
Shastri to the vote of the House.

Sir, I do not want to take a longer time

Sir, this Finance Bill iS'die refleetkm ct tte 
economic policy at the Oovemmeitt as tide 
Budget is the reflection Of the economic 
policy of the Government. The Finance 
Minister has claimed that a new mdantation 
has been brought about towards socialist 
direction by the new Budget. He told that 
though the very word ‘socialism* is not there, 
the content, is socialism. But, here, the 
real content of the Budget, if you see and 
analyse it, is 100% capitalist Budget and 
there is not an iota of socialism in it. Now* 
a-days everybody claims to be a socialist. 
Even big monopolists are claiming themsel¬ 
ves to be socialists. This signifies that to¬ 
day when the crisis of capitalism accentuating 
when it is being exposed and discredited 
and rejected by the people, it cannot stand 
on its own name. That is why it is taking 
the cover of socialism.

So, the name of socialism used by the 
Finance Minister as the content of this 
Budget is a cover to defend and develop 
capitalism in India. Sir, the world over 
capitalism is facing a deepening crisis and 
one country after another is coming out of 
capitalism and are passing into a new system 
of socialism. Already the superiority of socia¬ 
lism has become established on an intern- 
national scale. So, socialism has become the 
main attraction Is to the common masses. 
This talk of socialism by Congress leaders 
is done to hoodwink the masses, to keep 
the influence of the ruling party and the 
ruling class over the masses who are define- 
teiy swinging towards socialism. So these 
kaders themselves are posing now as social- 
lists. 

The basic policy which is behind this 
budget is not changed ; it is the old policy 
which is still beii^ pursued. 

I am citing some of the ver;^ vital points 
that are mentioned in the Budget speech. 
Though 1 am speaking on the Finance Bill, 
because this Budf^ speech forms the

''But the fact remains that notwith¬ 
standing the rapid economic strides 
we have taken over the past two 
decades, the twin problems of mass 
poverty and unemployment remain as 
acute as ever. ** 

Rapid strides of economy continues for two 
decades Result ? Mass poverty mass unem¬ 
ployment. And. what is the solution sunes- 
ted in this Budget speech ? The next line 
suggests the solution : It says : 

''There can be no question that pover¬ 
ty and unemployment cannot be 
eradicated without a sustained process 
of growth.” 

This growth has been continuing for two 
decades. The result is : 

'Mass poverty and unemployment 
remain as acute as ever.' 

Again the suggeution comes of the same 
type of continuous growth of economy. 
Then, this sort of continuous growth of 
economy means further increase in poverty, 
further increase in unemployment. This is 
bound to happen because the system which 
is run by the ruling classes in India for the 
last 24 years is inherited from the British 
Imperialists. In compromise with them and 
in collaboration with British as well as 
American imperialists they are developing 
Indian capitalism, also in compromise with 
feudal forces. That is why mass unemploy, 
ment is bound to grow and bound to 
develop. It will furthw grow and further 
develop and time will come when these 
unemployed will rise in revolt. There » no 
other alternative for them but overthrowing 
this very system and establishing a new 
social system which will be socialism. 

Sodalism means fhndamestally and 
basically, the social ownership of the entire 
means of production and distribution. It 
means the end of Capitalism. 

But here, for the last 24 yean wfam has 
happened ? Many Oongren MPs have 
sF^eo on this very floor today that during 


Congress regime the poor have become 
poorer and the rich have become richer. 

From public platforms the Congress 
leaden are raising the slogaa-Oaribi 
Hatao. They say, they are for abolishing 
poverty. They say. they are fighting 
against disparity. But what is it that they 
have developed for tlw last 24 yean? 
Nothing but greater and greater disparity. 
This is the very logic of a Capitalist eco¬ 
nomy. 

On the one hand there is concentration 
of wealth. On the ether hand there is 
concentration of poverty. And, this econo¬ 
mic polarisation is bound to have its reflec¬ 
tion in the political polarisation. The 
toiling masses, when they become aware 
and conscious of the nature of this system 
and the nature of this exploitation, they will 
get oi^nised ane they will wage struggles. 
They do this through strikes, demonstrations 
and through mobilisations and then through 
revolt. See Bangia Desh. See what is 
happening in East Bengal. Hon. Members 
had spoken this morning about Bast Eei^l 
This is the logic of history. No forces can 
prevent that l<^ic of history. TTiat is why 
a serious re-thinking is essential and a 
reorientation is necessary and that requires 
a fundamental change in the basic economic 
policy and the entire outlotdc of the ruling 
Congress. But we know that no such 
chaige is possible by those who have served 
the capitalists, the Tatas and the Birlas and 
the big businessmen for the last twenty- 
four years and have helped them to grow 
into monopolists. On the contrary, we find 
that there ate millions and millions of 
our people who die of starvation and who 
are being thrown out of jobs. This Oovem- 
meat cannot bring about socialism in this 
country. That is why I submit that any 
talk of socialism by them Is only to 
hoodwink the masses. This exposure is 
essential to get the masses out of the 
influence of the bourgeoisie and itt fdiiloso- 
phy. This very budget saya tbm there 
has been no change in the policies. 

We find from the buflget Itgrif th*t 
decades of sustained and cqptiotious growth 
of economy have resulted in miws poverty 
and unemployment. Stil|» ,iw IM th>t 
Oovernmon -ace pumuint the mty »a» 
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policy. So, there is not an iota of socialism 
in this. It Is pure and simple and hundred 
per cent capitalism in collal)oration with 
foreign imperialism and in compromise with 
feudal forces. Unless these basic things 
are changed, unless feudalism is completely 
eliminated and the handless and the pooor 
peasantry are given land, there is no ques¬ 
tion of India becoming free from the food 
crisis. 

The grip of monopoly over food trade 
is so powerful that Government are pleading 
helplessness before them. When there is 
price rise, they fail to check it and they 
are pleading their helplessness. What are 
the devices to check prices, which have been 
suggested here? Nothing substantial has been 
done to check prices. You have to think in 
terms of developing the forces of produc¬ 
tion in agriculture. But that requires 
first and foremost a change in the relations 
of production in agriculture. 

The peasantry, ground down by the 
oppression ofthe feudal forces, jotdars and 
big landlords arc being thrown out of their 
land and ejected thus creating an armv of 
unemployed. Millions and millions of poor 
people have become distiiutes and are 
roaming about in the villages. There is 
nobody to look after them. On the other 
hand, the production from land is passing 
into the hands of the hoarders because they 
have links with the entire Government 
departments. That is why they are able to 
create artificial wants. Just now, the 
Fmince Minister told us that such artificial 
want had been created. Who had created 
this artificial want in cotton and other raw 
m iterial? It is these big monopoly traders 
who have created it and this Congress 
Goveinment by their very policy have en¬ 
couraged these monopoly-holders, because 
they themselves represent those very classes 
and are now in the position of administra¬ 
tors. Some hon. Members have said that 
officers have become corrupt. Yes, not only 
officers, but the entire administration from 
top to bottom has become corrdpt. Even 
tniny political persons who ate public 
figures are are also not free from corruption. 
Why has the entire society been turned 
into a currupt society? Is it an isolated 
incident? No, it is a lexical result of the 
system which has been developed and murtu- 

by the Congress, svhich is a system 
based on exploitatioQ an4 oppression. 


Birlas are closihg down their factorin. 
What is the argument ? “We have |to teduce 
the cost of production because government 
policy is to encourage exports, and for that 
our prices have to be competitive in the 
world market.” So cost is an important 
factor, but all the same, the big monopolists 
must maintain their profit undiminishcd ; So 
the burden of reducing the cost of production 
falls on the workers. That is why the number 
of workers is being reduced and the workload 
on the remaining workers increased. 


Not only that. Factories are closed on 
the plea of yield of insufficient profit. A 
society based on profit canot develop all¬ 
round economic growth particularly for the 
common misses, for the workers, for the 
unemployed and the poor. 

Our Constitution gives a fundamental 
guarantee to Birlas and Tatas and other big 
business houses. They have the right to 
close down their factories, throwing thousands 
of workers out of job, rendering them unem¬ 
ployed and leading them to sure death as 
they have no provision to maintain them¬ 
selves. But whenever we demand that 
factories should be nationalised, there is 
provision in the Constitution for payment 
of full compensation to the owners. There 
is no protection in the Constitution for the 
workers thrown out of jobs ; there is no 
provision for the protection of the peasants 
throw.i out of lands. The Constitution is 
the defender of capitalists and vested inter¬ 
ests. 

We talk of parliamentary democracy. 
Friends say that it is the highest form of 
demojracy in the world. But wherever 
there is Parliamentary democracy, capitalism 
has developed. In no country in the svofld 
under parliamentary democracy has there 
been socialism. In England, it is British 
imparialism. When we were under British 
domination, it was British parliamentary 
democracy operating. Under parliamentary 
democracy, Ametican imperialism is now 
waging an aggressive war in Vietnam. It 
has developed the new form of t^gressive 
imperialism. 

S»RI B.K. DASCHOWDHURY (Cooch 
Behar): What about Chinese imperialism ? 
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SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE: In 
Chhui, h is not imperialism, but people's 
(lomocracy. You have no knowledge of 
eOcialism and no knowledge about China. 

So if any orientation is to be introduced, 
basic changes must be made after thinking 
anew. In order to combat poverty and 
unemployment, the first essential is to give 
back to the poor peasants and landless 
labourers their land. There must be complete 
elimination of feudalism. Second, all 
fordign industries, banks, mines etc. should 
be natipnaiised. Without this, the state 
cannot play a dominating role in the 
economy. Leaving the main industries 
and Banks in the hands of mono- 
plists, the State cannot intervene. There 
cannot be any planned economy when 
monopoly groups are left at liberty to ex> 
ploit the people. So nationalisation is very 
essential if we are to fight poverty and 
unemployment. 

The next thing is effective democratic 
control. Here the report the Finance Minis> 
ter has stated that in the public sector things 
are not going well. That is because the 
whole management is in the hands of bure¬ 
aucrats and officers. If the public sector 
industries and concerns are to run in an 
dSfective manner, there should be democratic 
control and the employees should be asso¬ 
ciated with the management. The scales 
of wages of the workers and employees 
should be substantially improved so that they 
can feel that they are participating in those 
concerns and industries, and that they are 
working for the whole country. Otherwise, 
they fee] that they arc working not for the 
country. 

Vigorous measures must be taken to 
raise the wages and improve the living and 
srorkiog conditions of agricultural labourers, 
artisans and other sections of the rural 
population. There must be a special provi¬ 
sion for that. Merely by allotting Rs. SO 
crores not even the fringe of the unemploy¬ 
ment problem can be toudhed. Your 
figures show that each year unempioy- 
meat is rising very high, and so Rs. 50 crores 
cannot compete with the rate of growth of 
unemployment. 

A total reversal of the procurement and 


price policies is necessary in such a my as 
to benefit the poor and middie peasants on 
the one hand and the common consumers on 
the other. 

There has been no change in the policy 
of taxation. Even in the memorandum on 
the Finance Bill it is stated that the existing 
tax structure for the coming financial year 
remains the same with only slight modifica¬ 
tions. The policy of taxation has to be over¬ 
hauled with a view to make the burden on 
the rich heavier while giving substantial re¬ 
lief to the poor. But all this requires a basic 
change in the Constitution which is very 
important, but I am not dilating on that 
now. 

The States must be provided with a 
major portion of the central taxes because 
the States are burdened with the responsibi¬ 
lity of solving the problem of unemploy¬ 
ment and poverty, and more powers to the 
States is very essential. Otherwise, there 
cannot be growth of the economy in a heal¬ 
thy way. 

For immediate resources I have some 
suggestions, though 1 know that the Govern¬ 
ment is not likely to implement them. You 
must improve relations with China and the 
neighbouring countries and reduce defence 
expenditure. Defence expenditure is rising 
very high and it is telling upon the economy 
seriously. That is why good neighbourly 
relations are essential. China is a socialist 
country and has no territorial ambition. 
About that you must be fully conscious, 
because a socialist country can have no 
territorial ambition. 

There is a laige amount of black money 
by evading taxes. According to the report 
of Professor Kaldor, nearly Rs. 4,000 crores 
of black money is there. You must close ■ 
all the loopholes and take serious measures 
to get tlfit money. Utat will develop your 
resources within a very short time. 

The high monopoly concerns have big 
reserve funds. You must pass legislation lo 
take ovea* those reserve funds as oompnisen' 
loans and develop your resources. 7*hoss 
measures the Oovernment can ttrite 
diateiyi f 
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Another suggestion is tha^ you must 
defer repayment of foreign lo in for several 
years. The Congreu Governme it during the 
last 24 years has vortually mor gaged India 
to foreign imperialists. / Iready our 
foreign loan has risen to ro >Fe than 7000 
croros of rupees and the repayment of the 
debts amounts to nearly R< 450 crores a 
year. It is a colossal figure. For repay¬ 
ment of these debts further loans have 
become necessary. Gradually our country 
i.s being completely mortgaged to American 
imperialism. There must be a complete 
break from this. You should stop repay¬ 
ment for several years; by that you will get 
large amount of resources. 

AN HON. MEMBER ; Why not 
uioratorium ? 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE : Yes, 
but there is not that courage in this Congress 
CioNernment. 

You must impose heas'y taxation on 
big monopolists. 1 think this Budget and 
the Finance Bill do not reflect really any 
change. There have been tali talks about 
reorientation, bold initiative, firm determi¬ 
nation, etc. We are hearing this from the 
days of Jawahar Lai Nehru. From 1955 he 
started talking about Avadi socialist 
pattern and democratic socialism. Mere 
talk of socialism does not bring in socialism. 
You should remember that Hitler established 
Fascism under cover of national socialism. 
Real socialism comes only when the State 
power comes into the hands of the proleta¬ 
riat and not under the leadership of the 
bourgeoisie. In no country has socialism 
come under bourgeoisie leadership. In India 
socialism will come, not undo- your leader¬ 
ship, but under the leadership of the prolet- 
ariat; That day is sure to come.

SHRl YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN ,' 1 
have heard two very interesting speeches 
during the consideration stage of the Finance 
Bill. One was a very interesting discourse 
on Marxism which I have heard very care¬ 
fully. The main object of this Bill is to 
continue that existing tax pattern with cer¬ 
tain modifications in ino>me-tax. 

The only point that needs to be answered 
is the question that was raised by Shri 
S. M. Banerjee v/r. large arrears of income 
tax. That question is certainly engaging 
our attention. 1 have myself looked into 
the subject. A major part of it 
is uniccoverable. A stage has been reached 
where it is not possible to recover anything 
from them. It is only in such cases that 
arrears have accumulated in the course of 
the last many years. 1 can certainly assure 
the House that 1 will go into this questjon 
again thoroughly and if any drastic 
steps are called for they will be taken with¬ 
out hesitation. 

The other issues, raised by Shri S. M. 
Banerjee are also relevant. 1 need not repeat 
what I have said while replying to the bud¬ 
get debate. Questions of unemployment 
and poverty are real questions and we wiO 
have to go into specific solutions for them. 
It is not enough to talk in general terms. 
We will have to think in terms of concrete 
programmes and that is exactly what we 
have been called upon to do in the course of 
the coming five years. I think we have 
already made a beginning in this matter 
and we will continue this process with 
determination. 

Unfortunately, I cannot agree with the 
other hon. Member there. He gave a picture 
of despair. He thinks thme is no hope for 
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India unless w« tiy to go the way he wants 
ns to go. 1 also claim to be a humble 
student of Marxism. i think theories he 
is advocating have somewhat become, 
oat of date in the modern economic and 
political conditions of the world today. 
Basically, some of the things may be good. 
But really speaking, the present world is 
diffeient, the present economic conditions are 
different and the present social forces are 
different. Some of the theories which he 
wants to apply mechanically to Indian 
conditions have become quite out of date. 
This is my humble submission. I know I 
will not be able to convince him about it. 
ilnterrvptiorii 1 know that. We are trying 
to remove some of the deficiencies in our 
approach. It is not something new that he has 
told us. It is on that basis we want to the 
people and got the mandate. We are very 
clear about it; we are very frank about it. 
For that matter, you will have to very 
carefully study the history of India and not 
of China. You have to understand what 
politically has happened in India for the 
last 25 years. The problem of poverty m 
India is a chronic problem not only for the 
last 25 years but for the last many centuries. 

This is new approach and this 

is for the first time in India that 

we have given the slogan of war against 
poverty. I am sure we will succeed in that. 

1 have no doubt about it I know the problem 
is not easy. But the prublem is not amenable 
to mechanical solutions and by merely apply 
ing certain theories this problem con not be 
solved. The problem is a many faced problem 
and we will have to tackle it. 

Sir, I do not want to go into further 
details of it. As far as the Bill is concerned, 

I lecommend it for the acceptance of the 
House. 

MR. SPEAKER : The speech of the 
Finance Minister has been very brief and we 
have finished it before time. 

Now, the question is : 

“That the Bill to continue for the 
financial year 197N72 the existing 
rates of income-tax with certain 
modificatioiK and to provide for the 


continuance of the provftioas rdlat- 
ing to special and regulatory dMies of 
customs and excise and of certain 
commitments under the Oeaenl 
Agreement on Tariffs and Trade mid 
the discontinuance of the duty on 
salt for the said year, be taken into 
consideratioa" 

The motion twir adopted, 

MR. SPEAKER : We will now take up 
the claue-by-clause consideration of the Bill. 
There are some hon. Members who are 
anxious to speak. They may speak at the 
third reading of the Bill. 

There arc no amendments to clauses at 
all. So, I put all of them together. 

The question is: 

“That clauses 2. 3, 4, 5, 6. 7 and 8 
siand part of the Bill.” 

The motion uci adopted 

Clauses 2 , 3, 4, 5, 6, 7 and 8 

were added to the Bill, 

MR. SPEAKER : The question is : 

"That clause 1, the Enacting Formula 
and the Title stand part of the Bill." 

The motion vwry adopted 

Clause I, the Enacting Formula and 

the Tide were added to the Bill. 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN 
Sir. 1 move : 

“That the Bill be passed. 

MR. SPEAKER : Motion moved : 
“That the Bill be passed.” 

7|^r. Shukla. do you want to speak? 

SHRIB. R. SHUKLA (Bahraich): 
Yes, Sir, 

MR. SPEAKER; We have fixed 5 45 
for passing Finance Bill. If the House 
agrees, we can do it earlier. 

Dr. Melkote. 
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DR. MELKOTB (Hyderabad): ^ir, 

I have heard with rapt attentioa the speech 
made by the Pinaace Minister. 1 felt that 
in a v(ttc>on>account Budget like this, it 
would be really very difficult for any govern¬ 
ment to spell out the details; but even so; one 
expected an indication to the removal of 
poverty, unemployment etc. that it made in 
the election manifest. But I failed to target 
those sufficiently indicated. 

Thera is also another point I would like 
to make. Just on the eve of the presenta¬ 
tion of the Budget, we are faced with the 
lock-out of the workers in the I A C by the 
Government. Is this the Urst reward that 
the working classes get from this Govern¬ 
ment for returning them in sufficient 
majority to this House ? The three points 
which 1 wish to emphasiite are, one is the 
quantum of allowance, quantum of money 
that the workers of the I. A. C. are demand¬ 
ing and should get. Secondly, the quantum 
of time, the hours of work that they have 
been asked to^ut in. And the third is the 
productivity. Sir, to club all these things 
into a package deal is a thing wc Iiave not 
been able to sufficiently appreciate and 
understand for the simple reason that these 
take long time to negotiate. One could 
understand some kind of an interim arrange¬ 
ment with regard to the pay scales. But, 
with regard to the time, the hours of work 
that one has got to put in or with regard to 
the quantum of production tha* one has got to 
give, the Governinant is trying to force the 
workers to accept a particular deal which 
we hive not seen anywhere. The working 
Cl.iss has got to have a say in the m itter and 
dccisionsare taken after prolonged ncgoiia- 
tions take place because various matters 
come into consideration and it is only 
(hen that these thint,^ get settled. If 
Government expect to froce the workers 
to accept their deal just because the Govern¬ 
ment is strong enough to deal with them 
powerfully, I personally feel that this is 
not the occasion for the Government to do 
that. They can certainly come to some 
kind of an understanding for the present as 
an interim measure. 

Sir, it is not merely the I A C workers 
that are involved in this. Whatever happens 
to them possibly will have serious effect on 
other workers in other helds of industrial 
ttndertaklngs. We are anxiously waiting 


for the Government to negotiate in such a 
manner that this lock out is lifted and at 
the same time, give the working class timp 
to deal with the whole problem in a satisfac¬ 
tory manner. 1 hope Government would 
appreciate what I am placing before them 
and deal with the question of quantum and 
hours of work separately and not link it up 
with the pay scales. 


The other point that I would like to bring 
before you is this. A good deal has been 
said both in the President’s Address as trail 
as in the Finance Minister’s speech regarding 
ending of poverty. Sir, poverty by itself 
cannot be ended merely because the Govern¬ 
ment say so. Poverty, employment and 
education, all go together and in all these 
things, whether it is the Ziia Parishad or 
the Panchayat Samiti or various other non- 
official agencies, they have-< got to have a 
good deal to do in dealing with matter. 
The President sometime back said ‘Jobs for 
the millions’, I do not know what attentioa 
has been paid towards that. But, merely 
putting up slogans by the Government in 
this particular manner will not end this 
problem. 

We are very happy that for the first time 
after 19S2 when with each election the stren¬ 
gth of the Treasurjt Beaches was going down, 
this year again they ^have come |back with 
more than two-thirds majority in the House. 
That is because they raised a slogan which 
had an impact on the masses for inproving 
their economic condition. We are happy 
that the Government is in a strong position 
to implement good mearures. We feel that 
time has come when whatever they have 
said in their Election manifesto should be 
implemented. But all (his cannot be done 
by merely the Government stating these 
things ? There are various voluntary orga¬ 
nisations which have got to come into be¬ 
ing with a missionary zeal to take up the 
work and help (he government. In this, if 
I bring in the views of Mahatma Gandhi, 
one may consider this as out-dated or out¬ 
moded. Employment has got to be given in 
sufficient measure if poverty has to be era¬ 
dicated by giving employment to a large nu¬ 
mber at least the primary necessities of life 
get fulfilled. All this can be done if only 
work for the production of the primary 
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•uA a> foo4. clothing and housit^ ia taken 
end attended to adequately by using minimum 
but efTideot technical knowledge. 

When I speak of this, I am remin* 
ded of whm the Deputy Chairman of the 
Planning Commission said sometime ago 
He said : 

“Technology has gone wrong in asses¬ 
sing the situation.*' 

Technology has gone wrong. In key indus¬ 
tries, in industries for providing the basic 
necesssities of life, employment of the iaigest 
numbers is a thing which is necessary. The 
Khadi industries and other which were dying 
out must get revived in such a manner that 
large and large numbers of people get 
employed in our village industries. 

Educated unemployed are the greatest 
revolutionaries. We have first to tackle the 
probtem of the educated unemployed. For 
this, education has got to be given a new 
reorientation. 


1 would like to mention to the Finance 
Minister that while some good suggestions 
have been mentioned in his speech they have 
not been spelt out adequately. I hope he would 
go into the details with regard to these matters 
in the next budget. Hence 1 do not want 
to say anything more now. Thank you. 

SHRI B.R. SHUKLA : Before 1 
otfer my comments about the Finance 
Bill and the general features of the Budget. 

1 deem it my duty and privilege to offer my 
thanks to the hon. Finance Minister for 
bringing out a Budget which is , 1 should 
say, bold, radical and realistic. 

This is a Budget which is designed to 
eradicate poverty and unemployment from 
this mt land. 


Our Marxist friends sitting opposite have 
demonstrated their complete lack of faith in 
the policiM and formulations of this Budget 
for the eradication of poverty and unemploy- 
aest. 


According to their thinking, poverty 
and unemployment can be eradicated only 
on the lines adopted by China. They may 
be right according lo their own light and 
reasons, but we have been returned in 
majority not on the basis of their manifesto, 
but we have been returned to power on the 
basis of our mainfesto, which is the mani¬ 
festo of Democratic Socialism. 

The Swatantra party criticised the Buthtet 
in their own way. They say, it is socialist; 
my C P M friends say, it is capitalist. It 
is, say, Ineither capitalist nor socialist; but 
it is designed to us her in Democratic So¬ 
cialism. 

This is not a Marxists budget. If it 
had been a Marxist Budget, there would 
have been no opportunity for any body to 
criticise it. What has happened in China 
in the cultural revolution ? Newspapers are 
not allowed to speak out their minds. May 
1 remind what Pandit Nehru said about 
marxism ? Pandit Jawaharlal Nehru said 
that Marxism is out of date. 

Even orthodox communism is undergoing 
change; our Marxist friends say that they 
are not prepared to accept Russia on the 
some fooling as they accept China. That t$ 
the position with regard to orthodox 
communism today. They say, Russia is a 
rivisionist country. They say, Austria is a 
revisionist country. Ail this show that 
various technological and economic forces 
are at work which make necessary to recon¬ 
cile socialism and social justice with the 
concept of liberty. 

We in India under the inspired leader¬ 
ship of Mahatma Gandhi, who was designa¬ 
ted as a reactionary m the Encyclopaedia of 
Russia, have adopted certain principles. We 
think that the concept of liberty has to be 
kept alive along with social justice, and that 
concept has been given a concrete shape 
under the'leadership of Pandit Jawaharlal 
Nehru. It has been left to us who have now 
bwn returned in i massive majority by 'he 
electorate, to era ica c poverty, squalor iJ 
ignocance from tus •*uuntry. Now, how I'e 
we to effect this There has been a lot of 
talk based on theoreiical considerations, but 
we have to take a realistic view of things. 
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To my mind, th^ ate pertain hurdles in 
the eradicaUQQ of poverty and squalor. 
Some of them are a negative character. 
Some are of a positive character in the sense 
that some concrete steps have to be taken. 

A negative aspect is that wealth is concen¬ 
trated in a few hands and in a few business 
houses in this country. That monopoly 
has to be embed. Except in the case of a 
few educated persons who hold the intellec¬ 
tual monrply or who hold monopoly of 
character, all other types of monopoly 
whether in the shape of wealth or in the 
shape of political power are to be destroyed. 
In the earlier part of the day, it was said 
that the monopoly of Speaker and Deputy- 
Speaker had been maintained. I hope 1 
shall not be misunderstood when I say that 
remark was rightly made. The concentra¬ 
tion of economic and political power in any 
sections of the community in this 
country has got to be disturbed 
and destroyed. Even in the interest of 
private enterprise, it is necessary that the 
monopoly in ^he economic sector should be 
desiioyed, because if the licences are widely 
spread out, then there would be competition 
and even for the growth of private enterprise 
It IS necessary that there should be competi¬ 
tion. 

So, my first point is that economic 
monopoly and economic concentration of 
power has to be destroyed. Secondly, the 
productive resources of the State should be 
so distributed that eveiy one who is prepared 
to work and who wants to be happy and 
prosperous would get an opportunity to 
chalk out his own line of action. 

So far as the distribution of land resour¬ 
ces of the State is concerned, we 1 ave 
imposed ceilings in many States. It has 
been suggested by some hon. Members that 
the limit of the ceiling on agiiculturai 
holdings should be further lowered. I am 
of the view that the ceiling on land-holding 
is not required to be further lowered, if we 
are to keep in view the interests of>the culti¬ 
vators themselves, because that would take 
away the incentives from the cultivators. 
Many cultivators have invested money and 
Ptirtliased tractors. They have invested money 
also for the improvement of agriculture, if 
we suddenly lower the ceiling, then it will sh¬ 
ake their faith in the continuity of legislative 


action. Therefore. Aey should be told that 
their holdings will not be disturbed by the 
sporadic and periodic onslaught of the Legisl¬ 
ators who indulge in sudi onslaughts in ord¬ 
er to get the support of certain sections of 
the society sometimes. One party, for instan¬ 
ce, is keen to lower the ceiling to 6^ acres. 
The Communist Party in UP says that it 
should be reduced to three acres. The Congr- 
ress Party says that it should be 60 beghas or 
about 12 acres I would submit that there 
should not be a race in matters of socialistic 
measures. 

It is true that the law should be dynamic. 
But it should nut be so dynamic as to shake 
the very confidence of the people in legislative 
action. What 1 have been able to realise as a 
Member from UP is this that the fault lies 
not so much in the limit of the ceiling which 
has been imposed on landholdings but in the 
manner of the implementation of the ceiling 
policy. We have to plug the loopholes 

The officials, and I should say with due 
respect to (hem, politicians and members of 
legislatures, have all combined to thwart 
and defeat the provisions of the ceiling. 
Many big persons who have got their minor 
sons and daughters have designated them as 
landlesss persons and have got leases in the 
names of their own dependents, sons and 
daughters, although they themselves are big 
holders in the revenue records. Government 
officials have got lands from out of the 
surplus after the imposition of ceiling. So 
long as these officials are not curbed, so 
long as we do not rise to the real patriotic 
level, so long as we do not believe in 
practical socialism, it is very difficult to 
implement the provisions of any socialist 
policy, howsoever loudly we may indulge in 
protestations here or outside. 

The second thing is how to produce 
consumer and other goods necessary for 
eradication of poverty. So far there has 
been lopsided developmen.. Those who 
are vociferous, who have resources, 
who have approaches to the powers 
that we have got the lion’s^ share out 
of the industrial investment, where as 
those who have not got good advocates to 
support their demands do no get even m 
iota of a share of this iavretment. 
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Take, for instance, my district of 
Bahrairh. It borders Nepal. We share 
the characteristics of the economic 
backwardness of that neighbouring State. 
There is not even a single industrial unit in 
the public sector in that district. There is 
only one small sick sugar mill situation the 
southern extreme of the district which 
caters for the needs of Bahraich, Gonda, 
and Bara Bank!. We have vast resources. 
We have ferule land, greenforests. There 
are a number of rivers. But these resoures 
still remain untapped. A paper mill was 
allocated to our district. Unfortunately, 
because of political pressure, that too has 
gone to a neighbouiing district. I do not 
grudge my neighbouring district getting it. 
But my district should also have a paper 
mill. We have got a bund on the river 
Oaghra. On one side, there is the bund ; 
the fields are all under flood ; and no crop 
except sugarcane can be grown on the land 
falling between the bund and the main 
current of Gaghra. But there is no sugar 
mill in that area to utilise the cane My 
submission is that m eveiy district there 
should at least be one or two factories, 
preferably in the public sector, but if it is 
necessary, in the private sector, to utilise 
the produce of that area. In the formative 
stage of our industrial development, we 
cannot aford to ignore the private sector. 

The third thing that needs mention is 
that vast area of land still remains unirriga- 
ted. In the First und Second Five Year 
Plans, some tubewells were sunk. One 
could see a board displayed on every road 
saying that under the First Plan so many 
tubewells were sunk. Since then a good-bye 
has deed given to this Plan with the result 
that three-fourth of the cultivated area of 
my district remains without any source of 
irrigation. 

The Sarjoo canal scheme was launched 
as early as 1960, but after a good deal of 
research it has been shifted to Lakhimpur. 
The headworks are established in my district 
and the river which falls within the limit 
of my district has to feed the canal. 
But the waters have to go to the neighbour¬ 
ing districts. Such is the case. So, we 
are without any canal, without any industry. 
Under these ciruemstances how can you ex¬ 
pect that Bahr^cb should become prosperous. 
Babraidi cannot be piosperious and Gonda 


cannot be prosperous if they are so ne^loefed. 
1 should not be accuied of a feeling of 
regionalism when 1 ask fdr certain things. 
I ask for these facilities merely because 
poverty is indivisible. If there is poverty 
in one part of the country it will have its 
own repercusion even on the prosperiQt of 
another part of the country. Justice is 
indivisible, liberty is indivisible and simil¬ 
arly poverty is a'so indivisible. If I am poor, 
your prosperity and your riches are in 
peril. 

One thing which has not been emphasis¬ 
ed by anybody is this, that there should be 
intensive propaganda about family planuing 
unless f imily planning is implemented m 
all Its aspects, economic growth would be 
negclived. 

I conrgalulate Mr Bannerjee for his very 
sobre speech taking the brighter side of the 
Budget proposals and also voicing his own 
sentiments about the shoitfalls. We should 
duly take note of them and try to build 
India on socialist lines consistent with the 
concept of liberty. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU (Diamond 
Harbour);- Just a few minutes to 
magnify the hoodwmkmg process that they 
launched today. The Finance Bill is only 
an outcome of that. 

How have you dev ilued the Indian rupee 
which his failed the Indian people miset- 
ably! Today it is not more than ten per cent 
of Its face value You devalued it oace 
and agiin you are mder pressure That is 
why we presume ihat Qcn. Westmoreland 
the Vietnam butcher, has been your guest, 
visiting India at our cost. 

Who devalued the rupee? The Primi 
Minister surely was then there. You am 
blaming Morarji Desai and Ashok Mehta 
1 agree they were there to be blamed. But 
the piinaipal blame has to go the Print# 
Minister who was a party to effecting deva¬ 
luation m this country. You are walkinJ 
into that trap once again. 

Then I come to the growth of monopo¬ 
lists, both foreign and Indian. Today, ’B®' 
23 years of golden Congress rule, you af* 
talking about socialiam. Today the average 
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Indian’s expenditure is 36 paise per day. 
You orQht to hang your head in shame. 
You falk about socialism. 

Let us see the irowtii of monopolists. 
Foreign patents in drugs in India are near 
about 90 per cent while in America it is 
barely 13 psr cent. A medicine that you 
can buy in the Giotinent for Rs. 2S0 a kilo* 
gram—through the USAID they are easily 
saleable to the stooges who profess them* 
selves to be socialists —you are buying at Rs. 
11,000 a kilogram. A medicine which 
costs eight annas to produce you thrust on 
the poor man to buy at Rs, 10.50. And 
you dare to talk about socialism. 

Look at the price and profit. During 
August, under the pretext of control of drug 
prices, in 18 days you allowed the monopo¬ 
lists to reap a harvest of Rs. 8 crores. No¬ 
doubt they made a fat contribution to your 
election fund for bringing socialism to the 
dying humanity of this country. 

What about sugar? A kilo of sugar 
which costs tea annas to produce at the fac¬ 
tory gate you have been allowing monopo¬ 
lists to sell at rupee two. For one year you 
had forced it on the consumer at tupees 
five to rupees six. And for partial de-atn- 
trol of sugar we know how much you got 
from the sugar magnates as you did in the 
case of cement from CACO. 

You want to bring in socialism with 
monopolist money. That sort of story you 
can sell to innocent people, not to all. 
What about foreign loans ? You are paving 
about 45 per cent of your total export earn¬ 
ings as servicing and interest charges, and 
(he days is not far off, if 1 am to quote 
your friend that famous man in the World 
Bank today, when it would be 100 per cent 
Mr. Chavan, doctor ot socialism treat 
thyself. 

The growth of monopolies 'has been 
fabulous in this country. The Imperial 
Tobacco Company has assumed a new name. 
'Indian Tabooco Company’ It is as Indian 
Congress of today is practising socialism. 
They have a licence to produce 18 thousand 
million ciggarettm per year. Instead they 
^va been prodiKing between 25 and 30 
thousand tnillions. Why bavie you kept 


your eyes shpt and not prosecuted them? Be¬ 
cause, 1 learnt reliably that they have made 
a very fat contribution to your election fund 
for selling socialism to the country. A 
brand of cigarettes India King, sells at. Rs. 
3.70 for 20. It almost works out to 18 
paise per cigarette. If you take away the 
excise duty of 9 paise the company gets 9 
paise per cigarette. Out of this the farmer 
gets by way of tobacco value less than 1 
paise. The balance goes ^to your socialist 
friends in Britain. They had a total turn¬ 
over of over Rs, 170 crores in one financial 
year; and they made a grosss profit of Rs. 30 
crores. The socialist Mr. Chavan should 
take care of this. 

In Bengal we instituted a jute enquiry 
commission. The poor farmer who produces 
jute for over hundred years, especially during 
the last 23 years, has giving you his 
pound of flesh every year because by 
resorting to trickery and croockery for Rs, 
35 or 45 be has been made to part with jute 
worth Rs. 60. In foreign market (hat jute 
is worth Rs. 200/-. We had appointed a 
jute enquiry commission to look into these 
matters. After the imposition of the 
socialist President’s rule, controlled by Mrs. 
Indira Gandhi, (he gteat supersocialist the 
enquiry has been torpedoed and sabotaged 
because the Marwati jute magnates in 
Calcutta threatened that if this enquiry con¬ 
tinue they would not give enough subscrip¬ 
tion for the Congress election fund to bring 
in socialism. 

What about demonetisation? We want 
you to demonetise. You cannot, because if 
you do so all these election money and the 
flow of wealth of Rs. 50*60 crores, as much 
money as you required to buy ballot papers 
and win the elections would never have 
come. Nobody will part with his white 
money to bring you back to power, How 
socialist are you. 

Your defence expenditure has in the 
course of the last few years risen from Rs. 500 
to 900 crores and from Rs, 900 crores to Rs. 
1000 crores and then to Rs. 1.165 crores and 
this year it has again recorded an increase. 
The Police that you require for bringing in 
socialism and the fhiee battalions of CRP, 
the criminal reserve force, will cost you auo- 
ther Rs. 9.5 crores for having a parrallel net- 
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work of policing in West Bengal and other 
doubtful areas you must have a network of 
C^sntral Intelligence service. Therefore you 
require money. That is the type of socialism 
that you propose to bring. 

I shall now refrer to the unemployment 
figures which stand at 78 millions at the end 
of the Forth Plan. That is your creation. You 
want to undo it by you cannot. The moment 
you undo it you will be thrown out of power. 
We have gone indust ry-wise and have found 
in every major industry. Jute, Tea, Oil engi¬ 
neering textile, coal etc. The output has in¬ 
creased and the money earned has increased 
but employment has gone down. 1 can give 
the figures to Mr. Chavan if he wants. We 
had tabled a resolution in this House in 
August, 1970. It was finalised actually in 
November, 1969. The Govrenment came for¬ 
ward with an assurance that they would form 
conunittee. We know how serious they are 
are about the problem and how kind they 
are to the unemployed if I tell you that they 
took a good 13 months to constitute this 
committee after 1 had written a good 20 
latters to the Prime Minister. What is the 
value one should attach to their assurances 
on the floor of the House ? I leave it at that. 
What I am saying is, are they keen to do 
any of these things ? If you ask me, not at 
all; these are all vote-catching stunts. 

MR, SPEAKER : The hon. Member’s 
time is up. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU ; I shall fin¬ 
ish in just one minute, about minor irrigation 
rural electrification, what do you perpose to 
do about them especially in those areas 
where minor irrigation and rural.electrifica- 
tUm are scantly, In those areas of Assam and 
Orissa and West Bei^al, where you have the 
most backward regions 7 What do you per- 
pose to do ? Without that, you can never 
have a gennation of basic wealth, Mr. Finan¬ 
ce Minister. Please understand it—generation 
of basic wealth. If you do not do it, you can 
never do any thing, you do not propose to 
do because these things do not get into your 
head, especially because all your programmes 
and plans are drawn high powered salek- 
enian of foreign of Indian monopolists. That 
is what I am saying. 

, Xastly what have you done to the Indian 


railways 7 It is the biggest publkl sector 
Institution with a teal value of Rs. 4000 ero- 
res, and under the pressim .tom 
foreign and Indian monopolists, you 
have gone into high ovei>aq)itatisatioo 
on the Indian railways. Make a note of it. 
Under the present set-up, it can never make 
a profit, because you have burnt your boats 
there. You have gone for dieseiization because 
Mr. Patil, once a railway Minister,had cons¬ 
pired with the Americans deisel manufact¬ 
urers and diesel engine manufacturers. A big 
hole has been dug on the wall of the econo¬ 
my of the Indian railways, and that will be 
a drain on the Indian people's money. Either 
you pay by an enhanced rate of tickets 
or you pay through indirect taxation. There 
is no escape from it, It is the Congress Gov¬ 
ernment in collaboration, for their own exis¬ 
tence, during the last 23 years that have 
ruind the economy of the country and 
wrecked the future of the country. 

SHRI YESIIWANTRAO CHAVAN : 
Sir, I do not khow whether 1 should 
reply at length to the debate on the third re¬ 
garding. But I must thank Shri Jyotirrooy 
Bosu. He has raised certainly some poniis, 
Though not very relevant, some of his points 
need clarification. 1 certainly take note of 
what Dr. Maikote said about certain aspects. 
My other friend, Shri Shukla, made a very 
good spe ech. He has endorsed politically 
whatever 1 have said. Of course, whatever 
he said about land ceiling, possibly 
I have got my own differences with him. 

1 must say for the sake of the r«:ord that the 
party and the manifesto which we have- 
acepted are somewhat different from what 
he has said' It is much better if he reads 
them again. 

As far as Shri Jyotirmoy Bosu is concer¬ 
ned.

It is 
there demand that there should be socialism 
and therefore we are talking of scctalism. 

He mentioned about increase in defence 
expenditure. These are some of their typical 
arguments ; Only beeause we are providing 
for our defence properly, therefore, we are 
not true to socialism ! Do they want us to 
remain defenceless and become a victim of 
some of the aggressive powers ? 1 do not 
want to make a mention of any power as 
such. But any country which wants to be 
peaceful and friendly with any neighbouring 
country has to be strong in its own 
defence. Therefore,* this country will have 
to look after ils defence. But it appears 
these people want this country to be 
weak on the point of defence. This 
gives an inkling to what they are thinking 
about India's defence. We are going 
according to a certain rolling defence plan. 
If the expenditure is about Rs. 66 crores 
more, it is a very normal natural growth as 
years pa.ss. This criticism is politically 
biased. Any hona fide criticism from the 
the Indian point of view is certainly welcome. 
But I am afraid most of his criticism is not 
based on the concept of Indian politics 
or tbet of Indian sovereignty or Indian 
independence. There is something hetero¬ 
genous involved in it. That is why I totally 
reject all the allegations he has made.

THE WEST BENGAL BUDGET 1971-72 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF FINANCE (SHRI VIDYA 
CHARAN SHUKLA): Sir, 1 beg to present 
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• Btatament of the estimated receipts and 
expenditure of the West Bengal for the 
year 1971—72. 

There is a brief statement that I have 
to make to explain the budgetary provisions. 
If you permit me, 1 will lay it on the 
Table. 

MR. SPEAKER : Yes. 

SHRI VIDYA CHARAN SHUKLA : I 
lay it on the Table. 

Statement on the Budget of the 

State or West Bengal for 1971-72 
* 

Sir, 

Tlie House is aware that after the recent 
elections in West Bengal, it has not yet been 
possible for a Ministry to be formed 
there It is, however, a matter agreat satis¬ 
faction that, by and large, elections were held 
peacefully throughout the State of west Ben¬ 
gal and the people were able to exercise 
their franchise. I am hopeful that very soon 
it would be possible for an elected Ministry 
to assume office in West Bengal Meanwhile, 
the President’s rule continues and it is there¬ 
fore, necessary that the Slate’s Budget should 
be presented here and at least a vote-on- 
account obtained. The now Government and 
the West Bengal Assembly would, I am sure, 
be in position to consider in due conrse the 
fintl Budget for the state. 

2, At the outset, it may be mentioned 
that the Budget Estimates now being presen¬ 
ted to the Parliament contain certain assum¬ 
ptions which arc not fully in accordance with 
the decisions arrived at in discussions held 
in the Planning Commission. Since time 
was short, and as only a vote on-account is 
being obtained no charges in these estimates 
have been made at this time. 1 have no 
doubt that (he State Government and the 
State Assembly will undertake a fuller rev¬ 
iew and will make a closer examination of 
these estimates when they consider the final 
Budget later in the year. 

3. Uon’ble Members will recall that 
when the Budf^ Estimates were presented to 
the Parliament on 14th August, 1970, an 


overall gaps ofRs. II,OS crores was antici¬ 
pated. Part of this gap, to the extent of Rs. 
1.66 crores was to be covered by the open¬ 
ing balance of (his year. In the revised Esti¬ 
mates for 1970-71 included in tlM Budget 
now, although the expenditure on several 
heads like payment of arrears to non-govern¬ 
mental educational institutions,of Police etc. 
has increasd, the overall gaps in the current 
year is estimated to be of the order of Rs 
10.60 crores which after adjustment of the 
opening balance of Rs. 1.66 crorers, would 
leave and uncovered gap of Rs. 8.94 crores. 

4. The cut rent year’s plan outlay stands 
at Rs. 51 36 crores for which the Central 
assistano: will be Rs. 40.07 crores. A provi¬ 
sion of Rs 7 44 crorers has been made in 
the currents year far Centrally sponsored 
schemes which ate fully financed by <hc 
Central Government. 

5- Hon'ble Members are aware that a 
statiitoiy aiithorily known as the Culcutta 
Metropolitan Dcvolopment Authourity has 
been established to implement speedily the 
developmen'dl schemes in the Culcutta Met¬ 
ropolitan Aiea. Work under the guidan.c 
and supervision of this Authority is prece¬ 
ding with good speed and earnestness. About 
Rs. 20 cFkires are likely to be spent in the 
current year on (he developmental and imp¬ 
rovement schemes already undertaken. Iliis 
IS inclusive of an expenditurue of Rs 13 
crores on Bustec Impiovement measures 
for which purpose a grant has been given by 
the Central Government. 

6 . An Act has b»n passed to levy tar 
on notified goods entering Calcutta Metro¬ 
politan Area for use or sale therein. This 
Act came nto force in the middle of Novem¬ 
ber last. Fifty per cent of the net proceeds 
from this tax will be made over to the Cal 
cutta Corporation and the other local bodies 
witiiin the metropolitan area to augment 
their revenue resources and the remaining 
half will,be utilized by the Calcutta Metro¬ 
politan Development Authority for develop¬ 
mental work within the metropolitan ares 
as also to enable it to service its debt obit* 
gat ions. 

7. The State was visited by very seven 
floods in she months of August-September< 
1970. Rescue and relief operations wen 
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immodUtely imdertikoa to alleviate the dto- 
tress. Bleed <m the progress of expenditure, 
an amount of Rs. 18.40 eron-s has been 
released by the Central Government as as¬ 
sistance towards this expenditure. 

8 , Steps have also been tal en to facili- 
tate the revival of closed industi 'es in that 
region. As Honourable Mem lers would 
already be aware, the man.tgem mt of two 
closed indu.strial units, Messrs Braithwaite 
and Co. (India) Ltd., and Mjss s Gresham 
and Craven of India (Private) L' 1. is being 
taken over. A new Industrial Re x)nstruction 
Corporation, with headqusrie s at Cal¬ 
cutta, is also being set up Th s Corpora* 
tion is expected to play a significant part 
particularly in the Eastern Zone in and 
around Calcutta. Wherever possible, it will 
be the endeavour of this Corpoiation to re¬ 
habilitate industrial units which have recent¬ 
ly closed down or are facing the risk of 
closing down The rural employment pro¬ 
grammes initiated through the Central Bud¬ 
get of 197(^71 have also been taken 
up for implementation in the Stale. In the 
next year, new employment-oriented sche¬ 
mes, fully financed by the Centre, will be 
taken up in each district which, apart from 
creating additional employment opportuni¬ 
ties, would also add to the productive poten¬ 
tial of the districts. 1 am quite sanguine 
that with the cooperation and participation 
of all concerned, these steps will go a long 
way in reducing unemployment as well as 
economic and social tensions in the State. 

9, The picture for 1971-72 is somewhat 
as follows. The estimated revenue receipts 
amount to Rs. 299 8S crores against an esti¬ 
mated revenue expenditure of Rs. 320 crores. 
Provision for capital expenditure is Rs. 36.49 
crores as compared to Rs. 27.33 crores in 
the Revised Estimates for 1970-71. 

10, The development schemes in the 
metropolitan area are to be continued with 
added vigour. The State Plan provides for 
this an amount of Rs. 9.S4 crores. This 
provision will be supplemented by receipts 
from octroi income, market borrowings, 
loans from Central Government or Central 
Institutions and grants for Bustee improve¬ 
ment. The actual size and other details of 
this programme will shortly be iliuJised iq 
discussions with the Slate Government. 


11. As indicated earlier, the totl* 
Calcutta Metropolitan Development 
Authority programme for 1971-72 wiU, as 
it should, be larger than that for the 
curient year. The budget also provides 
for a Plan outlay of Rs. 65.13 crores for 
the next year. This is substantially higlMr 
than the outlay recommended by the 
Platming Commission and hence the State 
Government will have to consider urgently 
measures for mobilisation of additional 
resoJrces to finance the larger outlay. The 
Budget also provides an amount of Rs. 8.93 
:ror:s as expenditure on Centrally sponsored 
schemes which are fully assisted by the 
Central Government, 

12. In the net, next year’s Budget 
shows an overall deficit of Rs. 28.60 crores. 
As mentioned earlier, the financial position 
will need to be very carefully reviewed at 
the time of the consideration of the final 
Budget.

Statements on the Budget of the 
State of Orissa For 1971-72 

Sir, 

Honourable Members are aware of the 
circumstances leading to the Presidential 
Proclamation under Article 336 of the 
Constitution of India taking over the 
administration of the State of Orissa.Elections 
to the State Assembly were held on the 5tb 
of March, 1971. Although the results have 
been declared, it has not so far been possible 
to form a Popular ministry. Under the 
circumstances, it has become necessary to 
obtain a *Vote on Account* for the State 
from Parliament for the first four months 
of the financial year to enable the State 
administration to incur essential expenditure. 
In the event of Ministry being formed in 
in the near future, the final Budget would 
be presented to the State Legislature for 
obtaining the vote for the full year. 

2. The revenue receipts in the Revised 
Estimates show an increase of Rs. 5.95 crores 
mainly due to better revenue collection and 
more interest receipts. The revenue expendi¬ 
ture in the Revised Estimates is placed at Rs. 
144.79 crores i.e., Rs. 1 33 crores more than 
provided in the original Budget due mainly to 
more expenditure on elections and payment 
of dearness allowance to employees. The 
Central Government granted special 
accommodation of Rs- 26.38 crores to the 
Government of Orissa during the year to 
meet its deficit which was estimated at 
Rs 30 86 crores in the original Budget. As 
a result and as the State opened the year 
with a cash balance of Rs. 2.82 crores, the 
year will now close with a small surplus 
balance. 

I 

3. Next year’s revenue receipts are 
placed at Rs. 146.48 crores, reflecting an 
improvement of Rs. 8.15 crores over the 
Revised Estimate for the oirrent year. The 
Revenue expenditure is placed at Rs. 154.08 
crores resulting in Revenue deficit of Rs.7.60 
crores. Apart from grants from Centre, the 
revenue receipts consist of estimates at 
current levels of taxation with normal trend 


increase rad additional resoorce mobilisatioa 
at the existing rates for finanoing nan 
schemes. The total revenue expentHiwe 
of Rs.lS4.08 crores includes Rs. 13.37 crores 
for State Plan schemes and Rs. 9.36 crores 
for Centrally sponsored sdiemes. The 
Estimates include provision for additional 
dearness allowance sanctioned by the State, 
Government including grants to Local Bodies 
and aided educational institutions for tlUf 
purpose. Under Capital Account, the Budget 
Estimate of Rs. 32.43. croress includes the 
provision of Rs. 29. 32 crores towards State 
Plan Schemes and Rs.0.83crores for Centrally 
sponsored schemes. According to the Esti¬ 
mates, the year 1971-72 will dose with an 
overall surplus of Rs. 33 lakhs. 

4. The outlay for the State’s annual 
Plan 1971-72 has Imn fixed at Rs. 48.33 
crores of which Central assistance will be 
Rs.32 crores. 

5. The outlay for the Fourth Five Year plan 
has been fixed at Rs. 222.6 crores wich in¬ 
cludes Rs. 160 crores as Central assistance 
and Rs. 62.60 crores as States’ own re¬ 
sources. In view of the trends in resource 
mobilisation by the State, the State may 
well exceed the target set in this regard. 
This would enable it to have the size of the 
state Plan increased correspondingly. 

6. The output of foodgrains production 
which was about 32 lakh tonnes in 1969-70, 
is expected to increase to 56 lakh tonnes 
during 1970-71 and reach a level of 60 lakh 
tonnes during the coming year. During 
the current year, an additional area of about 
1,50,000 acres has been brought under 
irrigation. A similar addition is planned 
for 1971-72, Construction work on a number 
of new medium projects is planned to 
commence during 1971-72. In the field of 
power generation, the State has already set 
up a capacity of 560 MW. It is expected 
to go upto 920 MW by the end of the 
Fourth Plan. The number of villages 
electrified upto the end of the current year 
is expected to reach a figure of 1130. 'Die 
target for the next year is to electrify 1000 
more villages. In the field of industry, tiie 
current year has been one of consolidation. 
We hope that during 1971-72, it WtU be 
possible to start work on a number of new 
laige scale industries, letters of intent for 
some of whidi have been issued In fitvowr 
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[Shrl Vidya Charan Shukl#] 
oftha Industrial Devefopmeat Corporation 
of Orissa. 

7. Six special schemes have been 
Initiated during 1970-71 in a few selected 
districts with 100 per cent Central assistance 
These schemes ate designed to benefit the 
Marginal Farmers, Small Farmers and 
landless laborers and also create employ¬ 
ment potential ra areas which are susceptible 
to recurrent spells of drought The labour 
intensive schema taken up under these 
programmes, are expected to generate 
additional employ nent opportunities for 
more then three lakhs of persons during the 
remaining period of the Fourth Five Year 
Plan An amount Rs 10 SO crores will be 
available as Central assistance for the 
implementation of these schemes besides 
about Rs 30 crores to be raised from 
institutional sources Fight districts m the 
State have been selected by the Government 
of India where the Central financial institu 
tions Will extend loan assistance at 
concessional rates of interest with a view to 
attracting Small and Medium Industries in 
the private sector In addition, in two 
selected districts, cash subsidy will be 
available from the Oovemmenl of India for 
setting up new units, 

8 I do hope that these and similar 
steps which the future State Government 
will no doubt take will accelerate the pace 
of development and the State will march 
to progress m step with the rest of the 
country

Sir, 

I beg to preseat, the ‘Vote* on Account' 
Budget of the State of Mysore for 1971—72. 
Sir, the House is aware that a Proclamation 
under Article 356 of the Constitution has 
been issued by the President of India today 
in respect of the State of Mysore. By virtue 
of this Prodamation, the powers of the 
Legislatute of the State are now exercisable 
by or under the authority of the Parliament. 
Accordingly, the Budget of the State of 
Mysore for the year 1971—72 which v/as 
laid before the State Legislature, but was 
not passed by until the issu>* of Proclamation 
IS now being laid before Parliament. For 
the presnt, a Vote on Account for the period 
from April to July. 1971, only is being 
sougbt in order to carry on the 
administration! 

2. The Budget for the current year 
envisaged a deficit of Rs. 15. 48 crores on 
revenue account. The Revised Estimj> cs 
show a imminal surplus of Rs. 1. 79 cror:s. 
The revenue receipts in the current year 
now stand at Rs. 254.66 crores as against 
the Budget Estimate of Rs. 2.33.47 crores. 
This is largely due to improvement in tax 
collections, and in other receipts. Expendi¬ 
ture met from revenue is now estimated at 
Rs. 252.87 crores as against Rs. 248.95 
10 the Budget Estimates. The Capital 
expenditure is estimated at Rs. 46.61 crores 
as against the Budget Estimates of Rs. 42.43 
crores. 

3. For the year 1971-72, the total 
revenue receipts are estimated at Rs. 273.05 
crores as against Rs. 254.66 crores as per 
Resvised Estimates for the current year. 
The increase of Rs. 18.39 crorer is accounted 
iur mainly under Sales Tax, share of Centra] 
Taxes, other Taxes and Duties and Orants- 
•n-aid from Central Government. Next 
year’s expenditure met from revenue is 
placed at Rs. 275.94 crores as against Rs. 
257 87 crores according to the Revised 
^Uinates for the current year. The increase 
® expenditure on revenue account is mainly 
en account of increased provision for Social 
^4 Deveiopitaental Services and Public 

: ^orks. The provision for Captigl expendi¬ 


ture is Rs. 38.79 crores as against Rs. 46.61 
crores in the Revised Estimates for the 
current year. The next year's Budget shows 
an overall deficit of Bs. 14.46 m>res. 

4. The Budget for 1971-72 provides 
for a Plan Outlay of Rs. 79.67 crores. The 
Outlay approved by the Planning Commission 
was Rs. 70 crores. The State Government 
will have to consider measures for mobiliziog 
resources for financing the higher outlay. 
Apart from the State Plan, th«re will he an 
outlay of Rs. 12.50 orores on Centrally 
Sponsored Schemes. About Rs. 8 crores 
will also be provided by the Centre under 
special programmes for Small Farmers, 
Marginal Farmers and Agricultural Labour, 
as well as special schemes to relive rural 
unemployment.

SHRr SWARAN SINGH : With regard 
to the establishment or the presence of any 
base by Britain or by any other country >n 
the Indian ocean, we have stated our position 
quite clearly and this was what was unam* 
mously adopted at Lusaka. We are totally 
oppos^ to the establishment of any foreign 
base in the Indian ocean. That poliov 
continues. The supply of arms to South 
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Africa is even nK>re objectionable from our 
point of view. Not only does it strengthen 
the presence or the n^ulous presence of 
Britain in the Indian ocean but it also helps 
to strengthen politically and militarily a 
icgtme which is practising the shameful 
policy of apartheid; and the Government 
which has strenthened the racist regime of 
Rhodesia is also lending support to Portu- 
guese colonialism in the southern part of 
Afnca. For all these reasons we have been 
totally opposed to British supply of arms to 
South Africa. 

I would like to say that the British 
(.iovctnnient have categorically denied that 
they are affording any facilities to Pakistan 
tn the Isles of Maladivc. That they have 
catcgoiicdlly denied. We have no information 
to the central y. 

On the question of quitting the Common- 
wealth on this,issue we do not feci that at 
•lie present moment it will be in our interest 
oi in tlic interest of the Afro-Asian and 
(.aiiihcun members of the Commonwealth 
tJiat we take a decision to this effect, with¬ 
out lurther consultation with them. 

SHRI BHAGWAT JHA AZAD : After 
going the withdrawal notice from the study 
g'uup lias there been any request made to 
InilM to join the Group ? Do the Govern- 
tnent propose to stick to this—not only stick 
to this, but ask other Members of the study 
gioup to withdraw from this Committee ? 

SHRI SWARAN SINGH : No request 
has been made directly to us that we should 
reconsider our decision with regard to our 
paiticipation in the Study Group.

Statement 

It IS presumed, the Mon’bie Member is 
referring to Andhra Pradesh, Orissa, South¬ 
eastern part of Madhya Pradesh, Southern 
part of Bihar, South-western part of West 
Bengal, while mentioning South-Eastern 
region of the country. 

The Geological Survey of India has 
conducted systematic geological mapping and 
mineral investigations in these areas during 
the last three years. As a result of these 
investigations, reserves of about 10.6 million 
tonnes of nicke lore in Sukinda area ; 4.74 
million tonnes of lead-zinc ore at Sargipalii 
in Orissa; 64 million tonnes of copper ore 
in Rakha mines—Roam-Sidhesbwar belt in 
Singhbhum district, Bihar and S million 
tonnes in Nalakunda and Dukunda blocks in 
Agnigundala belt, Andhra Pradesh, have 
been established. Sizeable deposits of 
bauxite, limestone, dolomite, iron ore, coal 
in Madhya Pradesh ; clays and coal in West 
Bengal; Graphite, kyanite and coal in 
Bihar; lead ore, manganese ore and chromite 
in Orissa and coal, limestone, legd-ahic in 
Andhra Pradesh have also been located. 

In addition, airborne geophysical surt^eya 
over selected areas of Andfua Piradeab and 
Bihar were also carried out As a nivIR of 
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the ground evaluation carried out so far, a 
zone of copper mineralisation in Baharagora 
area in Singhbhum district of Bihar and 
mineralised section of lead and zinc in 
Venkatayapalem area of Andhra Pradesh 
have also come to light.

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : When this 
question was given notice of, the 
situation in Bangla Desh was diflerent from 
what It is now. Now new developments have 
changed the complexion of East Pakistan. 
So the question has also changed. 1 hope you 
will allow us to put supplementaries wUcK 
do not exactly arise out of it, because the 
queidion is w.iether Government received any 
request from Pakistan for permission at fiiM 
any assistance for the transit of thdr troops 
by air or over Umd across onr teiw4<«Bws. 
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MR. SPEAKER : You mean whether 
Pakistan is trying to circumvent this, t am 
making it relevant. 

SHRI SWARAN SINGH : It is true 
that Pakistan is attempting to move military 
equipment and also their pei sonnet avoiding 
Indian territory, and in that connection 
they are reported to have used the sea route 
via Ceylon. Sometimes they do not land in 
Ceylon. They have been sending supplies and 
military personnel to East Pakistan via the 
sea route by ships, and also by air. 

DR. RANEN SEN : Will the Govern¬ 
ment of India request the Ceylon Govern¬ 
ment and the Burmese Government.--. 

MR. SPEAKER : You are going too 
far now. 

Shifting of a part of Directorate-General of 

Ordnance Factories from Calcutta to 
Kanpur 

*9. SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : Will 
the MINISTER OF DEFENCE be pleased 
to state : 

(a) whether shifting of a part of Diiec- 
torate-Gcneral of Ordnance Factories known 
to bo 0,E.F. Group from Calcutta to Kanpur 
has proved neither economical nor useful ; 

(b) whether Audit authorities have raised 
serious objection ; and 

(c) if so, whether Government would 
reconsider the entire issue ? 

THE MINISTER OF SIATE 
DEFENCE PRODUCTION IN THE 
MINISTRY OF DEFENCE (SHRI P.C. 
SETHI): (a) The mowment of O.E.F. 
Headquarters from Calcutta to Kanpur is 
yet to be completed. Therefore, the question 
as to whcthei such shining has proved 
neither economical nor useful does not 
arne. 

(b) No, Sir. The Audit have, however, 
raised the point if the expenditure incurred 
over hiring at accommodation for O.E.F. 
OtoapHQn. at Kanpur should be considered 


infructuous in view of the fact that O.E.F. 
Group continues to occupy office accom¬ 
modation at Calcutta also ; and 

(c) No, Sii. 

SHRI S.M. BANERJEE : At present this 
particular office of the Director General of 
Ordnance Factories is paying Rs. 44,000 per 
month as rent in Calcutta alone They arc 
also paying Rs. 6.000 per month in Kanpur 
for one part of the office. I would like to 
know from the hon. Minister what purpose 
it serves. The main purpose of this was to see 
that more work was procured for the clothing 
factory. After the bifurcation, the workload 
has gone down, and the Minister has made a 
statement that they are trying to increase the 
work. 1 ivould like to know whetlicr it is a 
fact that no employee from Calcutta is ready 
to go to Kanpur. They have already asked 
for volunteers, but nobody is willingly 
coming forward. Is it not extravagant to pay 
rent botli in Calcutta and Kanpur, and may 
I know what steps Government arc taking 
in this regard ? 

SHRI P. C. SETHI : The Director 
General of Ordnance Factories exeiciscs 
control over all factories. So, it was decided 
that in order to have grcatei cilicicncy, the 
five leather and clothing factories, out of 
which two arc situated m Kanpur, should be 
grouped together. This paiticular group of 
industries ha< been separated, and that part 
of the ordnance factories has been put 
under the control of the Additional Director 
General, whose office is to be situated at 
Kanpur. The office at Calcutta has a staff 
of about 1,220, while only 170 out of them 
have to be shifted. Thirty people have 
already volunteered. Ihe remaining number 
of staff will be found by deputing persons 
from ordnance factories who wUl be given 
1S% of pay as deputation allowance Therefoic, 
in the interests of work and greater efficiency, 
this was necessary. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : This was done 
at a time when there were no Regional 
Diiectors. Today the ordnance factories 
are divided into various regions, and in 
Kanpur itself there is a Regional Director, 
who controls the factories in this particulai 
region, including the two factories is Kanpur 
and one in Shajapur. In vww of this what 
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is the use of having another Additional 
Director ? Will it not be duplication, and 
may I know what steps the Government 
contemplate to take to avoid this duplication 
in the larger interests of the economy and 
the country ? 

SHRI P. C. SETHI : The Regional 
Director has been appointed in order to 
decentraiise the work of the DGOF as such, 
but in this particular group of industries 
which comprise leather and clothing factories, 
the nature of work is quite different, and 
therefore it has been decided that it should 
be under an Additional Director General, 
because a lot of diversification is required 
there.

THE MINISTER OF STATE 
(DEFENCE PRODUCTION) IN THE 
ministry OF DEFENCE (SHRI P. C. 
srTIlI) : (a) and (b). The proicct is 

pliavjd over 1970-76. Acquisition of land 
lias been sanctioned. Sanction has also 
heen accorded for collection ol material, site 
tiearance and provision of accommodation 
for construction staff. The layout, c|c. are 
being finalised by the Military Engineering 
hervice, who has been entrusted with the 
rwcution of the project. 


SHRI CHINTAMANI PANIGRAHI: 
I am grateful to the hon. Minister for saying 
thor already the prqjcct is under way. But 
i ^^ou]d lite to know from the hon. Minister 
thing. There are two villages which 


come un^r the land acquisition proceedings 
in this regard, and so, will tbe hoo. Ministn 
take into consideration the fact that these 
two villages are going to be alfeciied and the 
villages are going to be displaced from thdr 
places and therefore, may 1 know whether 
suitable accommodation and compensation 
will be given to them and land and every¬ 
thing that they are going to lose will be 
provided for them so that they will not 
suffer on account of this ? 

SHRI P. C. SCTHI: As far as land 
is concerned, we have already sanctioned the 
acquisition of the land, but now there are 
iv/o difficulties. One is, the State Govern¬ 
ment has proposed a change in the valuation 
of the land, raising it from Rs 5 iakhs to 
Rs. 15 lakhs. Secondly, there is a slight 
alteration in the requirement of the military, 
and that has raised the cost of the land 
further. As far as the villages are 
concerned, it they are taken over, then 
certainly the villagers would be given proper 
compensation and wc will sec to it, with the 
Slate Government, that they are properly 
iclubilitatcd. 

SHRI CHINTAMANI PANIGRAHI: 
May I know fiom the hon. Minister whether 
it is not a fact that the project was to have 
started last year, but that there were some 
difiiculties ? May I therefore know from 
(he hon. Minister whether really the actual 
woik will start from this season ? 

MR, SPEAKER : The Stale Govern¬ 
ment has demanded more. 

SHRI P. C. SETHI ; As I have already 
said, the State Government has previously 
put tiie cost of (he land at Rs. 5 iakhs. 
Now they have put it at Rs. 15 lakhs. We 
are also having some slight land alterations. 
Therefore, the cost may go up further to 
Rs. 24 lakhs. That is the total cost and 
the work would start very soon. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BASU : Is the 
hon. Minister aware of the fact that due to 
lack of care Chilka is being heavily silted up 
and unless you do proper dredgii^ imme¬ 
diately this naval base or naval training yard 
cannot be used ? If so, what steps are being 
taken to improve the position ? 
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MR. SPEAKER. The question is 
about Naval Training Institute. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BASU; Since 
Chilka IS being siUed up so heavily its depth 
will not be enough for ships unless they do 
proper dredging. 

MR. SPEAKER: This question is 
about the Institute. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BASU : How can 
the naval crafts go to Chiika unless it is 
sufficiently deep ? It is a pertinent 
point. 

MR. SPEAKER : I am sorry, it is not 
relevant. 

Trade with East Pakistan 

♦14. SHRI JYOTIRMOY BASU; 
Will the Minister of EXTERNAL AFFAIRS 
be pleased to state : 

(a) whether Oo^rnment are contem* 
plating to take steps to normalise trade 
relations with East Pakistan , and 

(b) if so, the details thereof ? 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THF 
MINISTRY OF EXTERNAL AFFAIRS 
(SHRI SURENDRA PAL SINGH) : (a) 
and (b). It is the policy of the Government 
of India to continue making efforts to 
normalise relations with Pakistan, including 
the resumption of trade lelations How¬ 
ever, the response of the Government of 
Pakistan to our initiatives has not so far been 
positive. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BASU : In \iew 
of the dhanged circumstances, will the 
government tell us that for ensunng fiee 
travel, trade and cultural relations they will 
extend recognition and materia) help to the 
Provisional Government of Bangla Desh ? 
If not, what are the reasons thercfoi ? 

THE MINISTER OF EXTERNAL 
AFFAIRS (SHRI SWARAN SINGH) : I 
am sorry, it does not arise out of this. This 
question relates to trade. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BASU; It is a 
buraing hsue. Sardar Swaran Singh is a 


very powerful man. He can express his 
views boldly. He can teU us the poH^ of 
the government. 

SHRI SWARAN SINGH: I would 
request the hon. Member not to ask this 
question at this stage. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BASU: Why 
have they allowed partial trade with fian^a 
Desh and Meghalaya ? For four days a 
week crafts ate visiting Meghalaya to carry 
limestone. So, why do they not approve 
normal trade relations with other borders of 
Bangla Dc&h and India ? 

SHRI SWARAN SINGH : I would 
like to clarify the posUion Our stand 
throughout has been that we are ali for 
having trade with Pakistan, including East 
Pakistan and it is the Government of 
Pakistan which has been very sloutly 
resisting our efforts to normalise trade. So, 
1 do not know what is the relevance of the 
question that is put by the lion Member. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BASU * Trading 
IS taking place at the Meghalaya border 
between India and Bangla Desh Crafts are 
plying four days a week to carry lime stone 
fiom Indian territory. How is it that you 
aic allowing this to happen at one end of the 
country and not at another end ? 

MR SPEAKIR • He has answered the 
question 

SHRI SWARAN SINGH : I would 
allow it anywhere. The hon Member, I am 
sure, IS iamiiiar with the problem across 
Meghalaya If, for instance, we can sell 
some limestone at Meghalaya or at any other 
place, we will be happy Co do that. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BASU : Why not 
cement ? 

SHRI SWARAN SINGH; We aic 
prepared to sell anything. We are not 
coming in the way. So, he cannot say. 
“If you are permitting it at one point, w-hv 
are you not permitting it at another point 
I am not coming in tlie way. It is at th« 
receiving end that difficulties are there. 
should appeciaie it in the prop**' 
perspective. 
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SHRI JYOTIRMOY BASU : 1 am 
sorry, you have to coavinn us. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE; I am so 
happy that the hon. Minister is trying to 
normalise trade relations ^ith Pakistan. 
Now a different situation lias taken place. 
I would like to know whether the same trade 
relations will continue with the newly formed 
government there or whether they will await 
General Yahya Khan’s orcters. According 
to the newspapers-1 do not know how far 
it is correct; the hon. Minister knows more 
than I do —there is a provisional government 
there. So, I would like to know as to what 
will be our trade relations with Bangla 
Desh : whether they will be at the instance 
of General Yahya Khan or at the instance 
of the new Military Administrator or at the 
instance of the head of the piovisional 
government in East Pakistan. 

SHRI 'SWARAN SINGH : I would 
like to reiterate that we have never come 
in tlic way of trade at Government level or 
lit piivate level, at any level. Therefore, if 
at any time, there is any opening for 
resuming trade, we will welcome that, 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : Sir, 1 seek 
your protection. I know, it is an awkward 
question. 

MR. SPEAKER ; I think, this question 
was very embarrassing. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : There is a 
government formed by Sheikh Mujibur 
Rahman and the people of East Pakistan in 
Bangla Desh under Major Jia Khan I want 
to know whether the same trade relations 
will continue and they will toe the line of 
imperialists headed by General Yahya Khan. 
That is exactly what I want to know. We 
want our trade relations to be lyirmalised 
with Bangla Desh. 

MR. SPEAKER : Your question refers 
lo the Government of Pakistan, I wonder 
how any other question is relevant. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BASU; The 
question was dated 16th March. 


Ban OB Over^igUs of PakbtMil Civil and 
Mlittary Planes 

*15. DR. KARNI SINGH : WUl tlie 
Minister of EXTERNAL AFFAIRS be 
pleased to state ; 

(a) whether the handing over of the 
two skyjackers, who recently skyjacked an 
Indian Airlines plane to Lahore and later 
destroyed it, was made an express condition 
by Government for lifting the ban on the 
overflights of Pakistani civil and military 
planes ; 

(b) whether India has now agreed to 
Pakistan's holding an inquiry into the matter 
and is no more pressing for the return of the 
two skyjackers ; and 

(c) if the replies to parts (a) and (b) 
be in the affirmative, the reasons fot this 
vital change in the Government's stand over 
the matter ? 

THE MINISTER OF EXTERNAL 
AFFAIRS (SHRI SWARAN SINGH); 

(a) In view of the rejection by Pakistan of 
our protest against and destruction of our 
aircraft, and of our demands, the suspension 
of over*flights by Pakistani civil and 
military planes continues. The position can 
be reconsidered if Pakistan pays compen* 
sation for the loss and damage caused to 
India, takes suitable action against the two 
hijackers and give assurances for the 
future. 

(b) Pakistan has not asked for our 
agreement for holding the inquiry, and no 
question of our agreement therefore arises. 
We continue to press for action against the 
hijackers. 

(c) Does not arise. 

DR. KARNI SINGH : I would like to 
know if Government will give a cat^oricai 
assurance to this House that no flights of 
Pakistan planes will be allowed over India 
until such time as compensation is paid and 
the hijackers arc returned to India and that 
our stand will be so strong that we will not 
falter one way or the other as a result of 
this trouble that is taking place in Bangla 
Desh. 
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SHRl SWARA-N SINGH : I have said 
that already. The trouble that is now taking 
place in East Pakistan really places even 
greater responsibility on us to Weigh carefully 
any alteration in the decision that we have 
already taken. We adhere to the decision 
that had already been taken and we have 
no intention to alter that decision. 

DR. KARNl SINGH : I would like to 
know whether, as a result of this hijacking 
and the steps that the Government has 
taken to prevent any such recurrence, some 
of the steps taken by the Ministry of Civil 
Aviation have reached a stage of harassment 
of the people of our country who arc travel¬ 
ling on airlines. Reports have been brought 
to my attention that citizens of India 
travelling by airlines arc sometimes asked to 
explain where they bought their watches or 
cameras. Do Government have any propo- 
' sals to prevent such type of harassment and, 
at the same time, to ensure that hijacking 
does not take place again ? 

SHRI SWARAN SINGH ; Maybe, some 
passen^rs may have been inconvenienced. 
But 1 do not say anybody has been harassed. 
I would appeal to the travelling public that 
they should cooperate with the security 
measures that are being taken to ensure not 
only th«r personal safety but also the 
security of the planes in which they are 
travelling. 

DR. KARNl SINGH : The personal 
belongings of the persons do not come into 
question within the country as at regular 
customs barriers. 

SHRI SWARAN SINGH : There is no 
question of customs barriers for internal 
travelling. The security check means that 
the passengers travelling have to be checked 
if anybody has got any arms or any other 
objectionable material. 

DR. KARNl SINGH : I am talking 
about cameras and wrist watches which a 
PCTMn ordinarily carries. 

SHRI SWARAN SINGH : It is a 
matter of ttetaila. The Minister of Civil 
Aviation m^t be able to give more- 
^btails. 


SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MlSHRA ; 
Since this incident took place has there been 
any attempt at mediation by any foreign 
country in this matter ? 

SHRI SWARAN SINGH ; There was 
not any attempt at mediation. But feelers 
were thrown by several Governments to the 
eflect that their good offices would be 
available. We have made our position' quite 
clear that we will like to deal with this 
matter bilaterally, 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MlSHRA : 
Would you kindly give the names of those 
counlric.s who offered their good offices ? 

SHRI SWARAN SINGH : At present 
I have not got the names. 

SHRI K. NARAYANA RAO : May I 
know from the hon. Minister whether theic 
is an International Convention prohibiting 
hijacking and, if so, whether Pakistan is a 
party to it and may I also know whether 
the Government have tried to get remedy 
under that Convention ? 

SHRI SWARAN SINGH : There was 
an Agiccmcnt signed by the international 
community for taking steps to prevent hijac¬ 
king. 1 think, Pakistan also has signed 
that Convention. In this particular ca^e, 
it is not necessary for us to approach any 
international authority in this respect. We 
can deal with it more effectively in a bilateral 
manner.

Statement 

(a) According to the information furni¬ 
shed by the Oovernnmnt of Maharashtra, 


the problem of air pollution being caused by 
the Plant of the Fertilizer Corporation of 
India which is located in the northern part 
of the city of Bombay was studied by the 
Central Public Health Engineering Research 
Institute, Nagpur and the authorities of the 
Plant are taking necessary steps to mitigate 
the nuisance as per recommendations of the 
Institute. The Bombay Municipal Ck)rpora- 
tion has also asked the Institute to study 
the air pollution problem of Greater Bombay 
and to suggest remedial measures so that 
action could be taken against the factories 
causing such nuisance. 

The Government of India has also set 
up an fcxport Committee to study the 
gcncial problem of air pollution in the 
countiy and to suggest ways and means, 
including a draft legislation, to control the 
same. The Lkmimlttec is expected to submit 
the draft legislation to the Government 
shoilly. 

(b) As a result of the increased indus¬ 
trial activity and rapid urbanisation, toxic 
and injurious gases and other pollutants are 
discharged through industrial emissions and 
certain human activities connected with 
traffic, heating, eic, which disturb the 
wholesomencss of air. 

SHRI RAJA KULKARNl ; The sup¬ 
plementary that arises out of the answer is 
that the Government have not taken ade¬ 
quate steps for appointing some kind of a 
permanent agency to prevent these dangers 
as air pollution in all oui industrial cities. 
The question is: in Bombay recently on the 
16th there was air pollution. Will the 
Minister tell us as to what steps, cither by 
appointing an investigating committee or 
by appointing a permanent agency, he is 
going to take for prevention of air pollution 7 
If such agencies are existing in other countries 
which are industrially advanced. 

May 1 know whether this Government 
is also thinking about such steps 7 

SHRI A. K. KiSKU : Th« Government 
is abeady aware of air pollution not only in 
Bombay but also in other big industrial cities 
of India. The Government have already 
appointed a Committee to look into tlw 
matter and to report. 
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SHRI RAJA KULKARNI The answer 
of the hon Minister is still not satisfactory 
because we are st II in that danger One 
does not know on what day it will come due 
to either the dust smoke, offensive smell or

SIIRI SWARAN SINGH ; I would 
like to broadly answer this question. Sir, 
the encouragement and assistance given by 
the Pakistan Government for (he hijacking 
and blowing up of the Indian plane is borne 
out by the following facts :— 

1. The Government of Pakistan gave 
asylum to the self-confessed 
criminals. This was done on 31:1 
January, while the two hijackers 
were still occupying the plane, and 
could only have had the effect of 
encouraging them. 

2. The Government of Pakistan 
publicly expressed their sympathy 
and solidarity for these criminals 
and their associates. They allowed 
the two hijackers to telephone and to 
meet their accomplices in Pakistan, 
provided them food and other 
amenities and permitted them to 
move and act freely, in* spite of 
adequate forces being available to 
apprehend them. 

3. They did not take any steps to 
disarm the hijackers and lake them 
into custody despite the fact that 
Martial Law prevailed and they 
could have easily done so. 


4. They failed to take adequate 
measures to protect the aircraft 
which was blown up in fuU vtow of 
tlie airport authorities. The fact 
that Lahore TV 'm.% in readiness to 
televise the destruction of the aircraft 
(obviously with foreknowledge), that 
the destruction took place in full 
view of the airport authorittes, 
troops and police and that the hre 
brigade did not put out the hre until 
the aircraft liad been almost totally 
destroyed on the excuse that 
the hijackers prevented it from doing 
so, clearly indicates the complicity 
of the Pakistan Government. 

5. Subsequently the two hijackers 
were permitted by the Pakistan 
Government to be lionised at 
Lahore. Processions organised by 
several of the West Pakistan 
political parties were taken out to 
acclaim the hijackers and they 
themselves were paraded in Lahore. 
Similar processions were also taken 
out in Karachi. With the prevalence 
of Martial Law, it would have been 
a simple matter for the Pakistan 
authorities to have banned such 
processions. 

It is clear from these circumstances that 
the hijacking had their encouragement, 
instigation and connivance and appears to 
have been officially supported by the 
Government of Pakistan. We have made 
this position quite clear not only to Pakistan, 
but to other Members of the International 
Community. 

SHRI ATAL BIHARl VAJPAYEE : 
What about the second pan of my question, 
regarding taking up this question with 
appropriate international forums ? 

SHRI SWARAN SINGH : Pakistan is 
trying to invoke international authority but 
we are of the view that it should be better if 
this is dealt with bilaterally between India 
and Pakistan.

Group would consider the proposed sale of 
arms to South Afiica and its impact on the 
Commonwealth as a whole. It was our hope 
that circumstances would nut arise which 
would make the work of the Study Group 
infiuctuous. We made it clear that should 
circumstances change or new considerations 
arise, to make the Study Group infructuous, 
we would have to reconsider our attitude. In 
our view, Biitain’s announcement of the 
decision to sell arms to South Africa has 
rendered the Study Group infructuous and 
we have, therefore, withdrawn from it. 

2. To concert further action we are in 
touch with other conulries of the 
Commonwealth, especially of Africa.

Central Services are filled up by a special 
Competitive examination held by the UPSC 
exclusively for the EC/SSCOs. They have 
only to appear in three papers namely, 
Essay, ‘General English’ and ’General 
Kno^edge’. The age limits in their 'caae 
have been relaxed and the pr^Kn^ihed nge 
limit i.e. 24 years is taken as on 1st Aupu 
of the year of joining the pre-commisshMitiig 
training. 
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2. State Governments have also agreed to 
reserve certain percentages of vacancies in 
their Class I and Class II (Non*technica!) 
posts for released ECOs. 

3. Relaxation in educational qualifi¬ 
cations has been allowed to the ECOs/SSCOs 
whose studies were interrupted due to their 
having joined the Army with the consequence 
that they could not acquire the requisite 
minimum educational qualification of a 
Degree for appointment to the civil sei vices. 

4. For released ECOs/SSCOs holding 
Engineering Degrees, 32% of vacancies in 
Class t & Class TI Services had been 
reserved. This has since been reduced to 
27%, due to raising the reservation for 
SC/ST. Selection of candidates is made on 
the basis of technical interview by the UPSC 
instead of thcii having to sit for a written 
examination. 

5. ECOs who have risen from the ranks 
and have not been found fit for grant of 
Permanent Commission arc considered for 
reversion, at least to JCO’s rank, on a purely 
voluntary basis, and each case of such 
reversion is examined on merits. 

6. The State Governments have been 
requested to extend all facilities including 
finance, technical know-how, raw materials, 
etc. to released emergency commissioned 
ofiicers in their clforls to organise co¬ 
operatives in the industiui sector. 

7. Guidance for set ing up Small Indus¬ 
tries as a measuic ot self-employment of 
ioleased ECOs, in industiial estates, in agri¬ 
culture etc., is being given to them by an 
officer specially appointed for this purpose 
under the Directorate General of Resettle¬ 
ment of this Ministry. 

8. To help the ECOs. a number of re¬ 
orientation courses in the field of Business, 
Industrial and Personnel Management have 
been arranged 219 ECOs have so far under¬ 
gone such courses. 

9. Efibrtt are being made to persuade the 
Public Sector Undertakii^ under the various 
Central Government Departments to absorb 
the rdeased ECOs. Such efforts are also being 
made with the Private Sector Undertakiiiss 
by ofikers on Special Duty at DeiM, 


Calcutta and Bombay, under the Directorate 
General of Resettlement in this Ministry. 

10. State Bank of India has reserved

for the released ECOs. The Ministry of 
Finance have been requested to advise the 
Managements of the other nationalised 
banks to set apart 25% vacancies in the 
Junior officers' cadre, exclusively for the 
released ECOs as has been done by the 
State Bank.

Shortage of Doctors in Rural Areas

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THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF HEALTH AND FAMILY 
PLANNING (SHRl A.K. KISKU): (a) 
There is an overall shortage of doctors in the 
country, which is more acute ia rural areas 
than in urban areas. 

(b) Suitable remedial measures arc being 
taken to encourage doctors to serve in rural 
hospitals and dispensaries. Increased 
emoluments by way of special allowance, 
better facilities of living and working 
accommodation with adequate drinking w'atcr, 
sanitary arrangments and all-weather approach 
roads to Primary Health Centres or Sub- 
Centres are contemplated. 

A pilot Scheme for Mobile Training-cum- 
Service Hospitals has already been taken in 
hand. Under the scheme specialist teachers 
with interns and final year students from 
medical colleges will camp in rural areas and 
render voluntary service at selected Primary 
Health Centres. 50 Hospital beds will be 
attached to each mobile unit. At the selected 
District Hospitals it is proposed to recruit 
additional specialists and these specialists 
would man the District Mobile Hospitals 
which would render medical aid in rural 
areas.

A few 
examples of decreases and increases in the 
retail prices of popular drugs as a result of 
the issue of the Drugs (Prices Control) Order, 
1970, are given in the pamphlet “Drugs 
Prices Control—Aims and Achievements” 
placed in the library of the Parliament. The 
retail prices as approved by Government are 
uniform tliroughout the country. Consumers 
have however to pay local taxes which vary 
from slate to state.

CALLING ATTENTION TO MATTER OF 
URGENT PUBLIC IMPORTANCE 

BALIOT PAPIRS FOX’ND AT CHANDIGARH 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BO.SU (Diamond 
Harbour): I call the attention of the 
Minister of Law and Justice to the 
following matter of urgent public 
importance and I request that he may make 
a statement thereon :— 

“The outcome of Deputy Chief Election 
Commissioner’s enquiry in Chandigarh 
about finding of suiplus ballot papers”. 

THE MINISTER OF LAW AND 
JUSTICE (SHRI H.R. GOKHALC) : The 
calling-attention is with regard to the outcome 
of the inquiry conducted by the Deputy Chief 
Election Commissioner at Chandigarh and 
the question in regard to the inquiry arose 
because of the question being raised a few 
days back in this House that certain ballot 
papers were found at Chandigarh and that the 
hallo (papers printed at Chandigaih were in 
excess of those required for the purposes of 
ihe elections in parliamentary constituencies 
in Puqjab, Haryana and in Chandigarh Union 
territory. 

When a number of Members of 
Parliament approached the Chief Election 
Commissioner, a senior officer of the Election 
Commission, namely Mr. P.I. Jacob, Deputy 
Chief Election Commissioner was appointed 
In proceed with the inquiry at Chandigarh, 
ii^'hich he did from the 26tb March, 1971. 


I believe a full and elaborate statement has 
already been given to the Members of the 
House.... 

SOME HON. MEMBERS ; No, no. 

SHRI H. R. GOKHALE : If it has not 
been given, 1 shall deal with it elaborately. I 
thought tiial it had been given. I have 
prepared an elaborate statement, because I 
thought that the suspicion which was cast on 
the conduct of elections in Punjab and 
Haryana and in Chandigarh affected the 
purity and the fairness of elections, and the 
purity and fairness pf elections being a matter 
which was very dear and near to the hearts 
of all of us. any suspicion arising out of 
this must be cleared forthwith. Therefore, I 
ha\c attempted to make a rather elaborate 
statement with regard to this calling-attcntion- 
noifee. On the 25lh March, 1971.... 

SHRI ATAL BIHARI VAJPAYEE 
(Gwalior) : I do not want to interrupt 
the lion Minister, because he is making a 
maiden reply. But I would submit that the 
copies should iiavc been circulated to us 
catlier. 

SHRI H.R. GOKHALE ; Since copies 
have not been given, I am not reading out 
the statement now, but 1 think that bon. 
Members will be interested in hearing what 
the coned position Is To save time, I was 
tiying to cut it short-... 

SOME IION, MEMBERS: He may 
read out the slatement now. 

SHRI H. R. GOKHALE : Mr. Speaker, 
Sir, on the evening of 25th March, 1971, a 
deputation consisting of Shri S. N. Misra, 
M. P., Shri Digvijay Narain, M. P., Shri 
M. S. Gurupadaswamy, M. P., Shri L. K. 
Advani, M. P. and Shii Ravindcr Varma, 
ex-M.P. met the Chief Flection Commissioner 
at his residence and produced a bunch of 
ballot papers of .x-Tarn larn Parliamentary 
Constituency in Punjab. All these ballot 
papers were in good condition and were 
serially numbered. They alleged that 
thousands of ballot papers of the various 
Parliamentary Constituencies in Punjab, 
Haryana and Ciiandigarh similar to ttose 
produced by them were recovered from a 
godown in Chandigarh and that as a result 
of the printing of ballot papers very much 
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in excess of the actual requirement, the poll 
in most of the constituencies was vitiated. 
As the matter required enquiry on the spot, 
the Chief Election Commissioner directed 
Shii P. I, Jacob, Deputy Election Commission* 
er to proceed to Chandigarh as early as 
possible and conduct a thorough investigation 
into the matter. He reached the Govern¬ 
ment Press, Chandigarh, at about 10 a m. on 
26 3 71. The Chief Electoral Oflicer and 
Additional Chief Electoral Officer, Chandi¬ 
garh, the Controller of Printing, Chandigarh, 
the Joint Chief Electoral Officer, Punjab, the 
Chief Electoral Officer and Deputy Chief 
Electoral Officer, Hai yana and the Controller 
of Printing, Haryana, were present for the 
enquiry. 

The ballot papers for the 13 Parliamen¬ 
tary constituencies in Punjab, 9 in Haryana 
and one in Chandigarh, /. e, 23 Parliamentary 
constituencies in all, were printed in the 
Government Printing Piess at Chandigarh 
under the Chandigarh Administration. In 
the formes used for the printing. 2, 3 and 
sometimes even 4 consitituencies were com¬ 
bined in a single forme. Some of the 
combinations were as follows —

Wlien a sin^ forme is used for printing 
the ballot papers of more than one consti¬ 
tuency ns above, the number of copies taken 
will be for the highest number required 
fbr any of these constituencies. Thus in the 


first forme above, for each of the constituency 
5,33,700 ballot papers were printed, though 
Am^la constituency required only 4,92,000 
and Hissar 5,14,500 only. In this procedure, 
which is followed in every State for the 
expeditious printing of the ballot papers, the 
pioduction of a certain surplus number of 
ballot papers for most of the cons’ituencies 
is inevitable. 

The total number of ballot papers requi¬ 
red to be printed for all the 23 constituencies 
together was 1,18 61,800 while the actual 
number of ballot papers printed was 1,21,14- 
431. There was thus a surplus of 2,52,631 
ballot papers foi ail the constituencies put 
together which worked out to 2% in excess 
of the actual number icquired. Usually 
the wastage allowed in the printing of ballot 
papers IS 5°o, whereas in the case under 
consideration, the actual wastage was 
only 2%. 

The Contioller of Printing, Chandigarh, 
had issued a written direction on 15 2 71 that 
after the completion of the punting of ballot 
papers, waste papers should be destroyed in 
the presence of the Assistant Controller of 
Printing. Unfortunately this direction was 
not carried out. Some of the surplus ballot 
papers, which weic treated as waste, were 
cut into small pieces and deposited in the 
waste paper shed attaciied to the piess 
Some otlier brllot papers were stored m tlv 
waste paper shed witboni being cut into 
pieces, that is, in good condition On 15 3 71 
and 17 3 71, about 6,000 kilograms of waste 
paper were removed fiom the waste papei 
shed by the contractor. Along with the 
waste paper so removed, some tallot papcis 
in good condition w'cre also included The 
contractor took the waste paper to his godown 
in Chandigarh On 24.3 71 m the absence 
of the contractor, some perssons enteicd the 
godown, filled a gunny big with about 10 
kilograms of ballot papers Le. about 10,000 
to 12,000 ballot papers in good condition and 
removed'it in spite of the protests of Che stall 
of the contractor. These papers weie distributed 
freely in Chandigarh and other places and the 
bunch of ballot papers produced befoie 
Parliament and before the Chief Election 
Commissioner obviously belonged to this 
consignment. 

It is clear from the above that about 
2.5 iakhs of surplus ballot papers were printed 
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for the 23 parliamentatV constituencies in 
Punjab, Chandigarh and Haryana in accor¬ 
dance with the usual procedure adopted in 
the States for the printing of ballot papers, 
that some of the surplus ballot papers which 
were treated as waste were allowed to be 
removed by the waste paper contractor 
after 15.3.71 when the voting in the Fifth 
General Election, the counting of the votes 
and the declaration of the results were over 
and that these surplus ballot papers did not 
in any way affect or influence the poll. 

Towards the end of Mr. Jacob’s inquiry, 
Shri Balraj Madhok, ex-M.P. and Shri Sii 
Chand Goyal, ex-M.P. met him in the 
Government Press, Chandigarh. He showed 
them the formes in which constituencies 
requiring varying number of b.allot papers 
were combined in a single forme and explain¬ 
ed to them that on account of this 
proceduje, the printing of surplus ballot 
papers for almost all the constituencies w'as 
inevitable and should be accepted as noimal. 
After seeing the formes, they seemed to be 
satisfied that the printing of surplus ballot 
papers was not in any way abnorntal. He 
also arranged in their presence for sorting 
all the ballot papers .still remaining in the 
Press and in the godown, constitucncy-wisc 
and for preserving them in tact. 

Before a ballot paper is issued to a voter 
at a polling station, a distinguishing mark 
which is dirTcrent and separate for each 
polling station is affixed on it. The ballot 
paper has also to be signed in full with the 
signature of the Presiding Officer of the 
polling station. Conseqiicn iy even if a blank 
ballot paper reaches the hand of any person 
before the poll, it would be quite useless to 
him as it will not be possible for him to 
affix the distinguishing matk and to get the 
signatures of the Presiding Officer on it. 
The blank paper would be like a blatik 
cheque without signatures. 

After the poll is over, the ballot box is 
sealed by the Presiding Officer who affixes 
his own signature on the seal and the signa¬ 
tures of such of the agents of the candidates 
as wish to affix them. Thereafter the ballot 
box is put inside a cloth cover which is 
also sealed both at the opening and at the 
seams. The signatures of the polling agents 
■•e taken on the seals on the doth cover 


also. The cloth covers and the seals are 
opened only at tlie counting place in the 
presence of the counting agents of the 
candidates. It would be quite impossible to 
put any matter into the ballot box after it is 
sealed at the polling station. 

All this would show that even if a few 
blank papers are obtained surreptitiously, 
they would be of no use to anybody.

SHRI H. R. GOKHALE: The hon. 
member is referring to some ballot papers 
having gone by rail. This docs not seem 
to ba correct because the only thing that was 
brought to the notice of the officer inquiring 
at Ciiartdigarh was that a wagon containing 
some waste matciial had been sent. It did 
not refer to ballot papers. An inquiry into 
what the waste material carried was is being 
conducted by the Chief Election Officer. 

SHRI JYOriRMOY BOSU : It is not 
for the Government to tell us that this has 
just happened. This is not the first time 
that this is happening. In 1967, in Agartala, 
another Union Territory, the Government 
Press had secretly and illegally printed 2 lakh 
ballot papers. The Chief Commissioner 
could not produce any evidence before the 
Judicial Commissioner to prove or contradict 
the allegation. Then in the Judicial 
Commissioner’s Court, the election of the 
Congress candidate was declared void. 

Again in 1967, in Kashmir, 110 nomi¬ 
nation papers of Congress-opposing candi¬ 
dates .were summarily rejected and the 
Congress got 21 out of 75 seats uncontested. 
Shri Shamin has thi.s time produced ballot 
papers with signature and seal. 

The Chandigarh Press is a Govp mm e p t 
of India Press, One coidd understand a 
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few excess ballot papers of Punjab, Haryana 
and Chandigarh ballot papers printed. But 
here 4,000 perfectly printed ballot papers 
with serial numbers have been exhibited. 

The strict rules are that all the unused 
ballot papers should be burnt in the presence 
of Chief Electoral Officer ; even the ashes 
thereof could not be handed ovsr to anybody 
else. Here wagon loads containing ballot 
papers have been despatched to a paper 
mill. 

The election in Chandigarh took place 
on S March. But these are sent on 22nd 
and 23rd March. Shri Bhanot, the chief 
electoral officer, is wholly responsible for 
this. He is in the dock. 

SHRI H. R. GOKHALE: He is 
making a speech ; he is reading from a 
statement. It is difficult to follow all that 
he says. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : Do not 
try to shield him. Shri Bhanot is making 
statements absolving himself even before the 
inquiring officer has come out with the 
details. 

The party in power has to satisfy 
everybody that there was no fiaud, and 
from any that was committed, they did not 
derive any dividend 

SHRI H. R GOKHALF • As I said, 
he is reading a statement. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : Aie 
Government piepared to institute an inquiry 
by a committee composed of MPs from all 
parties ? 

SHRI H. R. GOKHALE : The hon. 
member was reading a speech and not 
asking questions in clarification on the 
statement I made in reply to the call 
attention notice. Anyhow, it is impossible 
to go through the various dates. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : The 
hon. Minister will show the courtesy of 
listening to me cardtilly. 

SHRI H. R. GOKHALE : I heard you 
patiently. 


SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : You did 
not hear me patiently. 

SHRI H. R. GOKHALE; What he 
has said does not pertain to the present 
election, but what happened after the last 
elections, but assuming for a momjnt that 
all the statements made by the hon. Member 
are correct, there is a material difference in 
what the hon. Member says happened at that 
time and what has happened now. 

The first thing that he said was that 
there was illegal and surreptitious printing of 
ballot papers in 1967. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU ; This 
time also. 

SHRI H R. GOKHALE : Here there 
is no question of illegal or surreptitious 
printing 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : That is 
what you say. 

SHRI H. R GOKHALE : If he has 
cared to listen to me patiently, I have made 
it very clear in my original statement that 
a cet tain number of ballot papers in excess 
of the exact number required have always 
got to be punted The permissible limit is 
five per cent. It is required for purposes of 
waste Aitiially in the instance in question. 
It did not exceed two per cent. It is 
inevitable both for purposes of expedition 
and for put poses of saving of unnecessary 
Goveiiimcnl revenue expenditure, and this 
has been the practice pevailing everywhere. 
In addition, all the ballot papers are printed, 
without exception, everywhere in the country 
in the Government piess. Proper instruc¬ 
tions were issued well in time by the Election 
Commissioner to see that these papers were 
no: partej] with without being tom into 
pieces and burnt. But, as the statement has 
very frankly said, this happened only in 
Chandigarh, but it has not at all affected 
the election, because the removal of the 
ballot papers by the contractor and the 
forcible seizing of the papers by a number 
of people who came to remove them even 
though the staff protested etc,, took pln^e 
after the 15th, by which date even the results 
of the election had been announced. 
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SHR! JYOTIRMOY BOSU ; Hie hon. 
Minister has tried to evade my point that 
according to the election rules,' the surplus 
ballot papers should have been burnt in the 
presence of the Chief Electoral Ofiker. 
Why has that not been done, and what steps 
he want to take against him ? Polling had 
taken {dace on 5th March. What were you 
doing till the 22nd with these ballot 
papers V 

SHRl H. R. GOKUALE : I think that 
here the hon. Member’s question is relevant, 
because I am in a position to say that to the 
extent the slight irregularity occuircd whetc 
the ballot papers were not burnt, the Chief 
Election Commission is seized of the matter 
and is making an appropriate enquiry. 1 
have no doubt that as an independent body, 
appropriate action will be taken by it. 

SHRl JYOTIRMOY BOSU : The cat 
is out of Jhe bag 

SHRl S. M. KRISHNA (Mandya) ; 
The crushing defeat that has been inflicted 
hy the people of India on certain champions 

of reaction in this country. {Inier- 

ruptiom) 

I know where the shoe pinches. {Inter¬ 
ruptions) 

.has totally blurred the vision of 

some of the opposition groups in this House. 
1 fail to understand how it lies in the mouth 
of Mr. Jyotirmoy Basu, who has been 
elected to this House along with a large 
contingent of his comrades, to question the 
fairness of the elections, when the whole 
country, may the whole world, has hailed this 
gigantic experiment. 

SHRl ATAL BIHARI VAJPAYEE : 
We have won in spite of them. {Inter¬ 
ruptions). 

MR. SPEAKER : Order pfease. Let 
there be no interruption. 

SHRl S. M. KRISHNA ; Sometime 
hack I was also sitting there and I am so 
much used to these alibis. Two stalwarts 
the South Irnve qiu»tioned the fairness 
of the eleettons. One is Shri Rgjagopalachari 
and the other is NU&Ungappa. It Is strange 
That R^agopalachari questioned the fairness

of the elections for the simple reason that 
in 183 constituencies in Tamil Nadu the 
DMK has won by slender margins. His coun* 
terpart in Mysore Nijalingappa questions 
the fairness of elections. 

MR. SPEAKER ; This is not a general 
discussion on elections. Kindly be relevant. 

SHRl JYOTIRMOY BOSU : New 
turncoats will be more eloquent. 

SHRl S. M. KRISHNA : It is a serious 
matter. Shri NUaliogappa in Mysore questions 
the fairness of the elections because all his 
candidates in Mysore have been defeated by 
a big margin. I should like to know what is 
the margin which is needed to see whether 
the election is fair or not ? Is it Shri S. N. 
Mishra’s margin ? Is that the margin which 
should decide the fairness of the elections. 
Then there is the mystery of chemically 
coated ballot papers. (Interrputions), 

SHRI ATAL BIHARI VAJPAYEE: 
We arc prepared for a thorough discussion 
on this matter. Is this such a discussion ? 
Or does it relate to this call attention 7 

MR. SPEAKER : May I ask Mr, 
Krishna to resume his scat. He is not 
relevant. The question is about the enquiry 
by the Election Commission in Chandigarh ? 
He is going too far and I cannot tolerate it. 

SHRI M. R KRISHNA : I should 
like to know from the Minister whether he 
has obtained the opinion of leading 
scientists in this country on the question 
whether chemically tainted ballot papers 
which could either efface the markings or 
produce some other markings is scientifically 
possible ? 

MR. SPEAKER : Ii is not relevant. 

{Interruptions). 

SHRI PILOO MODY (Godhra): As 
far as I can read, 1 find nothing in the 
question which accuses this Government or 
anybody else about chemically treated 
papers. 

MR. SPEAKER : He is bringing h 
unnecessarily. 

SHRf PILOO MODY : If Mr. Krishna’s 
consdence is biting him on that ptunt be 
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may be allowed to make a statement indepen¬ 
dent of the call attention notice. 

MR. SPEAKER ; 1 am not allowing it. 

SHRI H. R. GOKHALE : 1 confined my¬ 
self to the subject of the question and 1 
have made it clear in the statement. 1 also 
explained orally. 1 do not believe any more 
clarification is necessary. But you will permit 
me to say that before an attack is made on 
the election me hods, everyone whether 
belonging to this party or that party should 
take care that the fair name of democracy in 
this country is not tarnished. 

SHRIMATI GAYATRI DPVI (Jaipur) : 
I would like to know from the hon. Minister 
whether it is true or nut that on the 13lh 
March, 1971, railway bogie No. 37840 con¬ 
taining about 140 bundles of ballot-papers 
left Chandigarh foi Sehore station near 
Bhopal, and again on the 21st Match, bogie 
No. 37994 containing an equal number of 
bundles of ballot-papers also went to the 
same destination ? The hon. Minister nas 
admitted that the Election Commission had 
failed in its duty to bum. 

SHRI H. R. GOKHALE : 1 have not 

admitted it. 

SHRJMAII GAYATRI DEVI; You 
said that the extra ballot-papers had not 
been burnt. It is an admission by the 
Election Commission officials. {Interruption) 
You told us. It is in the statement. You have 
also said it yourself. .So, I would like to 
know whether or not these officials of the 
Election Commission will be taken to task 
for this very, very serious omission. 

Another thing is that the hon. Minister 
said that in every polling station the candi¬ 
date's polling agents were there to see that 
the ballot-boxes were properly sealed, but I 
suppose that the hon. Minister is aware that 
as far as the Opposition is concerned, in 
very many places, the polling agents are not 
allowed inside the polling booth. {Interrup¬ 
tion). It has happened in my own case, 
where they have said, "Is this the signature 
of Gayatri Devi’s election agent ? We do not 
bdieve that it is his signature”. At 4 30 in 
the afternoon, when I went to that polling 
booth my agent was still outside. I can give 
the fileetton Commissioa the names of about 


a 100 polling stations in Rajasthan where 
this has happened. I am sure the other hon. 
Members on this side of the House will bear 
me oul. This has happened. 

I do not want to make any allegations or 
say anything until facts are proved, but I 
must ask you to ask the hon. Minister to 
have a thorough enquiry into all these 
allegations made aga'nst the Election Com¬ 
mission. 

AN HON. MEMBER : A judicial 
enquiry. 

SHRIMATI GAYATRI DtVI : Yes ; 
judicial enquiry. Because it is not right that 
so many people in India feci that these 
elections had been liggcd. {Intirruption) 

I w'ould also request you to be fair ; 
that is when you allow a member on the 
side of the Tieasuiy Benches to speak ; 
they aic allowed to make speeches, instead 
of asking concrete, pointed quc.>ttons. As far 
as the hon. Member on that uthci side of the 
House IS concened, who said that it was the 
ovciwhelming maionly that the Congress got, 
is conceined, that annoys the Opposition, 
and thcrcfoic they aic asking these questions. 
I would like to point out his utter ignorance. 
Do you realise that your party, despite its 
vast numbeis sitting hete on the Treasury 
Benches, polled less than 44 per cent of the 
voles in the countiy ? 

Do you know that ? That is a fact, and 
that is why the public in India are concerned, 
and these things should be enquired into 
{Interruption) Ihere should be a judicial 
enquiry into this very serious omission on 
the part of the Election Commission. 

SHRI H. R. GOKHALE : There are 
three oi four points which the hon. Member 
has raised. I think one of these points has 
altcady been dealt with earlier, and that is 
with regaisl to the allied carrying of ballot- 
papers m railway wagons on the 13th and 
later on the 21st. I have already told the hon. 
Member that there is nothing to show that 
the wagons which went contained ballot 
papers. 

With regard to the waste papers which 
were supposed to have been seat by the 
wagons an inquiry bis been made, Com* 
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•nunications have also been addressed to the 
• Railway Board to intercept the wagons, 
j since they are not likely to have not reached 
ihcir destination, to find out the contents of 
; the wagons. So, the present assumption that 
; wagons contain ballot papeis is so far 
i without foundation. 

The second question is about the allega* 
tiun with regard to the failure of the 
lleition Commission. I have never said 
this As 1 have said earlier, the printing of 
the ballot papers at Chandigarh was in the 
govcinment picss under the control of the 
I'hamligaih Administration. No doubt, the 
llcition Commission is in overall control of 
thu conduct of the elections and appropriate 
insti actions were issued by the Election 
(oniniission well in advance to all the 
picsM's, including the Chandigarh Press, as 
to what should be done with regard to the 
.sill plus ballot papers which were treated as 
Waste. In spilwof these very elaborate Instru¬ 
ctions. .1 slight irrcgulaiiiy which has not 
iillinialcly cITcctcd the result has taken place. 
11k Election Commission is taking appro- 
p.iati. steps to conduct an inquiry as to how 
tin. lapse has taken place and, being a high 
level authority under the Constitution, I 
Iiavc no doubt that the Election Commission 
will take appropriate steps if anyone is 
found guilty. 

1 he third question is with regard to 
pv>lling agents. The hon. Member says that 
pulling agents were not allowed. No such 
lo.nplaint has been received by me so far. 
If any such complaints are received by the 
Licclion Commission, since they fall within 
the sphere and scope of the Commission, 
I am quite sure that the Election Commission 
"ill go info them. 

Then a question was asked whether it 
IS not necessary to make a ttiorough inquiry. 
Pennit me to say that the Election Commis¬ 
sion. as the hon. Member knows wcB, is not 
an ordinary body. It is a body constituted 
undci the Constitution with safeguards which 
aie almost equal to the safeguards which are 
8 ivcn to the Judge.s of the Supreme Court. 
If that body is seized of this matter, I am 
sure that body will institute a fair impartial 
inquiry which will be to the satisfaction of 
*11 concerned. 


Lastly, the hon. Member said that cv^y- 
body here feels that the elections were rigged. 

1 am sorry, I must disagree. On the contrary, 
the only voice that has been raised is ^ 
those hon. Members who have suffered an 
inglorious defeat in the elections. 

SHRl SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA 
(Begusarai) : Sir, on a point of order. You 
must have observed that my name was 
inentioned in the statement made by the 
hon. Minister. While doing so, he has done 
less than justice to the views that I had 
expressed to the Election Commission. Is it 
not very unfair to an hon. Member that his 
name should be mentioned without doing 
justice to his view ? lam entitled to place 
before the House my views. 

MR. SPEAKER : I have to go by the 
I ulcs of procedure. 

SHRI PILOO MODY : It is a personal 
explanation. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA : 
When would I get an opportunity ? My view 
has been misrepresented ? Is the House not 
entitled to know what views were expressed 
by me to the Election Commission on the 
basis of which the Election Commission was 
pleased to institute an inquiry ? Unless the 
House is in possession of full facts it would 
not be able to judge il properly. Would I get 
an opportunity ? 

MR. SPEAKER ; Please sit down. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA : It 
is patently unfair. 

MR. SPEAKER : He has mentioned the 
names of so many. It is not possible to 
allow everyone to explain his point of view. 

SHRI S. A. SHAMIM (Srinagar) : Sir, 
on a point of order. 1 had shown 12 votes 
with signatures. That has not been looked 
into. 

MR. SPEAKER : I would request bim 
to resume his scat. 

SHRIMATl GAYATRl DEVI : The 
Minister has said something which has to 
be answered properly. The Minister said

I think the House will not meet again 
till the end of May.

Before the curtain 
falls on these events, let the people of Bangla 
DcsJi at least know that Parliament of India 
do unanimously agree on one thing—that 
wc express wholeheartedly our support and 
solidarity to their struggle. I think there 
should be no difficulty. 

Secondly, 1 would submit that keeping a 
very close watch on the development of 
e/ents dining the next 3-4 days, if it is 
ticccsiary, on llic 2nd, before this House 
adjourns, you would be kind enough to give 
us another opportunity to have a discu.ssion 
because in the next 3-4 dav.s something may 
take pKu'c which will be quite different from 
what It is to day.

SHRI P. K. DFO (Kalahandi) : There 
are very few speakers here Those MPs 
from Oiissa may be given some more 
time. 

MR. SPEAKER : Let us sec ; fiist 
you take the time which is entitled for your 
party. 

SHRI P. K. Dl-O : I want some more 
time. Sir. 

The re.sult of 1970-71 cleitions to the 
Orissa Legislative Assembly expressed in 
clear terms that no single party has an 
absolute majority to form the Government 
in the House of 140. Sir, the only alter¬ 
native is a coalition Ciovernment on an 
agreed programme as no mandate was given 
to any single parly to form a Government. 
After the elections, the new Congress had a 
strength of 50, Swatantra .17, Utkal Congress 
31, and Jhaikhand party 4 and the othei 
parties got smaller numbers. Or. Mahatab 
was elected as leader of the New Congress, 
and he claimed a majority of the House and 
he claimed to form a government. But the 
bubble of his tall claim has been pricked by 
the Governor’s report of the 22nd March. 
1 would like to quote from the Governor’s 
report, which says as follows : 


"Dr. Mahtab stated that if a government 
is formed he was sure of obtaining 
majority support. He said that two 
independents and one Congress (O) 
member have joined his party and 
twenty others, some from IJtakai 
Congress and some from Swatantra, are 
expected to support his leadership, in 
addition to the fifty-one members of the 
Congress (R) who have been icturned 
to the Assembly.” 

The Governor has further stated ; 

“I then asked Dr. Mahtab the names of 
•he supporters fiom Utkal Congress and 
Swatantra to satisfy myself about their 
support and he said he would send me 
the list of those twenty names on his 
iclurn fiom Raj Bhavan. Till now, 
however (22nd March 11.00 hrs) i 
have not received any list of any further 
communication from Dr. Mahtab.” 

Thus, we find that Dr. Mahatab was 
banking on the support of those Members 
who he expected would defect and wanted to 
have recourse to the usual dubious method 
of offering loaves and fishes of office and the 
use of threat, persuation and blackmail in 
which he has been pastmaster. 

I am surprised how the Congrc.ss High 
Command gave clearance to him, threw all 
the norms of democratic practice to the 
winds and gave the green signal to Dr. 
Mahatab to form a government there. 

I would like to draw your attention to 
a few lines from the Report of the Com¬ 
mittee on Defections which was constituted 
by this House on the 8th December, 1968. 
That committee lias made various recommen¬ 
dations such as making defections a penal 
offence, giving the right of recall and so on 
All these vaiious recommendations have been 
thrown to the winds. When this Committee 
on Defections was constituted, there was 
gtavc concern in this House over the 
defections which were taking place. The 
preamble of the report of the committee 
indicates that the Indian political scene was 
characterised by numerous instances of 
change of party allegiance of legislators in 
various States ; compared to roughly 542 
cases in (he entire period from the 1st to the 
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4th general elections, at least 430 defections 
had occurred in those 12 months. It has 
become a matter of concern that crossing 
of the floor and defections have become the 
order of the day and it is a matter of 
concern why the formation of a popular 
government in the State of Oiissa has been 
delayed for so long. Is it not that deli¬ 
berately lime is being given to the ruling 
party here to create conditions for defec¬ 
tions ? It would be a sad day fur parlia¬ 
mentary democracy if such dubious methods 
are used and no chance is given to give 
amcrete shape to the verdict of the people 
m the formation of the Ministry. 

In the meantime, a United Front of 
Swatantra, Utkal Congress and Jharkand 
combination has come into being on an 
agreed programme, and they have elected 
a veteran leader of the State, namely Mr. 
Bishwanath Das, their leader and they 
command an absolute majority of 73 in a 
House of 1.36, there being four vacancies. 
In this context, is it not high time to revoke 
the President's Proclamation and lestorc a 
iKipular Ministry there ? Is it not the duty 
t>l the Home Ministry to advise the President 
to give concrete shape to the verdict of the 
people ? If the intention is to perpetuate 
President's rule in the State of Orissa, it 
could only be compared to General Yahya 
Khan’s imposition of President’s rule in the 
State of East Bengal.

While discussing the vole on account, I 
lake the opportunity of pointing out some of 
the lapses that have become very conspicuous 
during the short term of President’s rule in 
the State of Orissa. 

Some time back, when certain charges 
'vere made by the Leader of the Qpposition 
Jgarnst some of the Ministers and the former 
Chief Minister, the then Chief Minister 
v-icated a healthy precedent by referring all 
iIkss matters to a retired Justice of the 
''upreine Court, Justice MudhoflMir, to find 
out if a frima facie case existed so far as 
the various allegations were concerned. 
Justice Mudholkar, while exonerating alt the 
Ministers, has established charges of cor- 
■'uption and misuse of power against Dr. 


Mahatab. I would like to read from 
Justice Mudholkar’s Report.

DISCUSSION, DEMANDS FOR

1971-72 AND DEMANDS FOR 
SUPPLEMENTARY GRANTS 
(ORISSA), 1910-7l~CoiUd. 

SHRl P. K. DEO: Mr. Deputy- 
Speaker, Sir, I was quoting earlier from 
Justice Mudhulkar's report on page 141 
where he has said that : 

*‘Prima facie, there was little justifi¬ 
cation for granting remission of dues 
to lessees from Government, that serious 
allegations made against Dr. Mahatab 
in respect of this need to be tlioioughly 
enquired into. 

Then, he has said that : 

“the grant of a chromite mine to Md. 
Serajuddin even after receipt of a tele¬ 
gram from the Government of India 
withdrawing permission to the grant of 
lease does not priina facie seem to be 
justified and the transaction needs to be 
enquired into including the responsibility 
of Dr. Mahatab in this regard.” 

Further, he said : 

“That there is prima facie evidence 
justifying a piobe into the question

relating to rapid acquisition of wealth 
within four years by Dr. Mahatab." 

In the concluding paragraph, Justice 
Mudholkar has recommended : 

“f may reiterate that not only in the 
public interest but also in the interest 
of Dr. Mahatab himself, an enquiry 
into these matters be caused to be made 
by a Commission of Inquiry, appointed 
under the Commissions of Inquiry 
Act.” 

It is most surprising that a nun of 
Dr. Mahatab's stature, instead of welcoming 
a Commission ot Inquiry, tried to put all 
sorts of impediments so that the report may 
not sec the light of the day. lie went to 
the high court to file a writ but that was 
disallowed and as the last act, the previous 
government appointed Justice Sarjoo Prasad, 
a letired Chief Justice of the Assam Mtgh 
Court and of the Rajasthan Higli Court, 
under the Commissions of Inquiry Act, to 
further probe into the matter. This Sarjoo 
Prasad Commission nev’cr functioned since 
the President’s rule came into being. The 
Governor acted in a partisan way and never 
allowed this Commission of Inquiry to 
proceed in the usual fashion. Si^i, I charge 
the Governor foi his dcicliction of duty for 
his acting in a partisan manner, and on 
behalf of the people of Ori.>sa, I demand 
that the Governor should be iccallcd. 

Sir, this institution of the Commission 
of Inquiry of Sarjoo Piasad acted as the 
last straw on the camel's back oi the 
coalition ministry ; as this found a place m 
the agenda papers of the Cabinet, the 
partners of the coalition ministry ran away 
from their responsibility. So, the coalition 
government collapsed. Before going, they 
wanted to tarnish the image of the Swatantia 
party there by all sorts of false allegations 
like fake charges of kendu leaves remission. 
But the Chief Minister has made a gesture 
there by appointing the complainant as a 
judge, Shri Pavitra Mohan Pradhan, as 
Chairman of the Committee to probe into 
it. But Shri Pradhan ran away from his 
responsibility and this is how it came to 
an end. 


Prior to that, Shrimati Nandini Satpathy, 
a Minister of State in the Government of 
India, had parleys with Dr. Mahatab. and at 
last the Mahatab-Nandini clique succeeded 
and the popular government in the State of 
Orissa came to an end. 

Going through the statement of the 
budget made by the Finance Minister here, 1 
would like to mention the last paragraph. 
He said : “I do hope that these and similar 
steps which the future State Government 
will no doubt lake will accelerate the pace 
of development and the State will march to 
progress in step with the rest of the 
country.” 1 would like to highlight the words 
“these and similar steps.” “These and 
similar steps” were taken by the previous 
goveinment, and this is a sort of certificate 
given by the Government of India to tha 
various actions taken by the previous 
government. 

In this icgard 1 would like to point out 
that when the previous government took 
charge of the administration of Orissa there 
was an overdraft of Rs. 22 crorcs. After 
resorting to financial discipline and raising 
additional financial resources it brought the 
finances of Orissa on a sound footing and 
today they have a surplus budget for the 
State of Orissa. 

But 1 am very sorry in this budget thcic 
is no mention about creation of employment 
op}X)i tunitics. Even though so many licences 
have been picnding with the Government ui 
India for the establishment of industries, no 
decision has been taken on them. Even in 
the case of the second steel plant no decision 
has been taken even though the resources 
arc there, the feasibility study report is 
there and there is the assurance by the Prime 
Ministci in the last Lok Sabha that she will 
take early steps to go into the matter. So, 
It is a great disappvuntmcnt to all of us 
here. 

Secondly, vatious development works, 
particularly river valley projects, which 
should have been taken up do not find a 
niace beie and adequate funds have not been 
provided for the implementation of such 
projects in the budget. Take the case ol 
Indravathi project. Because of the tussle 
between the four riparian States ot 
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Maharastra, Andhra Pradesh, Orissa and 
Mysore regarding the allocation of water 
of the Krishna and the Godavari the matter 
has been pending before the tribunal and 
this budget has given no indication 
legarding the implementation of the multi¬ 
purpose Indravathi project, which will not 
only generate 600 MW of electricity at the 
cheapest rate but will irrigate about four 
lakhs acres of chronically drought-affected 
areas of the State. 

So, taking into consideration all these 
fuclQis I find that this budget is disappoint¬ 
ing. But, at the same time, it is too much to 
expect the Government of India to go into 
ihe realities, understand the necessities of the 
people of Orissa and frame the budget ac¬ 
cordingly. That is why I say that the sooner 
the President’s rule comes to an end and 
populai government is installed the lietter it 
wjII be for the people of Orissa because then 
the niiscries^of the people will come to an 
cud. 

With these words, I thank you for giving 
me an opportunity to participate in this 
debate. 

SHRl CHINTAMONI PANIGRAHl 
(Bhubaneswar) : Sir, in the recent mandate 
given by the masses of our country the right 
leaclion has been given a death blow so that 
we can u her in an era of peace, haimony 
and progress and India's skyline has been 
made very clear. But in Orissa in the election 
to the State Assembly although the fortress 
><nd bastion of feudal reaction has been very 
decisively battered and routed and the 
Congress has emerged as the single largest 
party, Orissa's skyline still remains to be 
fully cleared. The people of Orissa have 
made it amply clear that they do not want 
the feudal reaction and monopoly capital to 
"omc to power any more in Orissa after 
their bitter experienee during the last four 
years. But sometimes adversity makes 
strange bed-fellows. Those very people who 
both inside this House and outside were 
V rying hoarse day in and day out for the 
setting up of a commission against Shri Biju 
Patnaik and institute criminal cases against 
him, those very people arc now trying to 
utilize him to come to power through the 
backdoor. 


We have seen such instances many 
years back. {Interruption) 

SHRI P. K. DEO ; There were a 
series of charges against Dr. Hare Krushna 
Mahatab, who has been elected leader of 
the Congress Parly there. 

SHRI CHINTAMANI PANIGRAHl : 
People have rejected you and have given 
you the answer, You are a feudal reactionary. 
What respect has this gentleman got for 
democratic traditions and values ? He was 
talking so big here now. 

They could not even agree among them¬ 
selves to elect anybody, who has been 
elected to the Assembly by the people, as the 
leader of their party. That is why they are 
seeking someone from outside to lead them. 
They did not find any leader from among 
themselves. They are so much di.sliked by 
the people of Orissa because of (heir dark 
actions during the last four years. They 
could not go to the people of Orissa under 
the old name ; they are coming under a new 
name. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : Why not 
conic to the Budget proposals ? 

SHRI CHINTAMANI PANIGRAHl : 
He took 20 minutes over that. I am taking 
only five minutes. I am being more practical 
than he. Usually I do not take so much 
time. 

1 have no doubt that the young and 
progressive friends of the Ulkal Congress 
would understand this game of their arch 
enemies, the Swatantra Party, and will 
never try to come in coalition with them 
because it is they who drove their leader 
from pillar to post and it is they who have 
put them to shame. I hope, the young and 
progressive friends of the Utkal Congress 
will understand the meaning of this 
mischievous game and will take care of 
themselves. 

After the recent elections to the State 
Assembly the Centre has a limited role. 
The Centre presenting a Vote-on-account 
Budget for Orissa is understandable. The 
Centre has special responsibility towards 
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Orihsa as its progress, modernisation and 
rapid onward march on the path of socialist 
reconstructions has been deliberately halted 
during the last four years. All its public 
sector undertakings, cooperative ventures and 
small industrial units have been crippled for 
paving the way for the entrenchment of 
monopoly capital w^hich had been ousted 
from West Bengal and other places This 
process has resulted in acute and iarge*scalc 
unemployment in the State. Virtually all 
major development works except the Central 
projects are stopped. Everything stood still 
except corruption, inctticiency and nepotism 
which increased hundredfold. Thousands of 
employees were retrenched. Students were 
beaten and shot dead. Hundreds of cases 
have been instituted against students. I 
would request the hon. Minister that during 
President’s rule as an act of mercy they 
should at least undo all the wrong that the 
Swatantra Ministry had wrought upon the 
millions of poor people. 

SHRI P. K. Deo : Dr. Mahatab is the 
leader of the Congress Party. Me is your 
leader now. 

SHRI CHIN I'AMANI PANIGRAHI : 
I can understand this because the only 
persons he is afraid of are Di. Mahatab 
and Shrimati Nandini Satpathy as he knows 
that they know their game. Whatever 
attempt you make and whutevar blackmailing 
you can do against the Governor, 1 think, 
the Governor is doing the right thing. If 
anybody has the power to form ihc ministry 
in Orissa, it is the single largest party which 
has the suptwrt of all progressive sections in 
the Assembly. 1 hope, I can say from this 
platform that the Governor will be right and 
justified in calling the Congress Party leader 
to form the ministry. 

SHRI P. K. DU) : Asking for llie 
moon I 

SHRI C'HINTAMANI PANIGRAHI : 
I am asking for the moon which we can 
reach but you arc asking fci the Sun whidi 
will never conic. You arc most mortally 
afraid of the Privy Purses Bill which is 
coming very soon, nothing else. 


Therefore what I urge upon the hon. 
Minister is that some useful beginning should 
be made immediately during this short span 
of President’s rule jo far as the implemen¬ 
tation of mstjor development schemes is 
concerned. 

In this connection, I would like to draw 
the attention of the hon. Minister to the 
necessity for rapid expansion of rural 
electrification programmes. The rural works 
programme should be undertaken in a 
manner that it provides more and more 
employment in the rural sector of Orissa's 
economy. It wtiuld be loo much to hope 
that immediately Orissa can show sufficient 
capacity to raise adequate resources. 1 hope, 
Orissa’s share of Central taxes will increase 
very soon. Even during the .short President’s 
Rule, let N w Delhi get itself committed to 
certain vital objectives so fai as the 
rapid onward march of Orissa's economy is 
concerned. 

I would like to draw the attention of the 
hon. Minister to the speech of Shri B. R 
fihagat when the question of the second steel 
plant in Orissa was taken up. On 6.8.70, 
Shri B. R. Bhagat had assured the House 
—I quote : 

“For Orissa, siic selection will certainly 
be considered and that process wc will 
start in the Fourth Plan. This assurance 
I can give. Therefore, what is relevant 
in the context of this strong feeling in 
Orissa is that some more machinery and 
processing for site selection should be 
started.” 

1 hope, the hon. Minister will closely watch 
and follow the assurance that has been given 
to the House 1 know the Prime Minister is 
very sympathetic so far as the aspirations and 
the feelings of the people of Orissa for the 
second steel plant are concerned. 

Now, 1 would like to draw the attention 
of the hon. Minister to the Budgets and the 
plan outlays of various States. He will find 
that during the Third Plan, Andhra Pradesh 
had a plan outlay of Rs. 344.78 crores and in 
the Fourth Plan, it was increased to Rs. 360.5S 
crores The Central Assistance in the Third 
Plan for Andhra Pradesh was Rs. 220 crores 
and in the Fourth Plan, it went upto Rs. 240 
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crores. As regards Tamil Nadu, in the Third 
plan, the outlay was Ri 342.33 crores and it 
increased to Rs. 502 crores in the Fourth plan. 
1 he Central Assistance for Tamil Nadu in the 
riiird Plan was to the tune of Rs. 186 80 
croics which increased to Rs 202 crores in the 
fourth Plan. Coming to West Bengal, the 
Third Plan outlay was Rs 300 48 crores an6 
it increased to Rs. 320.57 crores in the Four ih 
plan. The Central Assistance also for West 
Bengal during the Third Plan was Rs. 155.10 
ciorts and it increased to Rs. 221 crores. But 
in the case of Orissa, it has gone upto only 
Rs. 160 crores. This is a \cry small amount. 
Tlicicforc, 1 plead before the hon. Minister 
that the Central assistance and the Central 
icsponsibiiity .so far as Orissa is concerned 
h.is to be recast as the situation has 
c'implotcl> changed. The Gosernment of 
India is thinking of recasting the Fourth Plan. 
Ihe Government should recast the Plan outlay 
jnd the Central assistance to Orissi in a way 
ti) give resptrnsc to the rising aspirations ol 
the people of Orissa. The Government 
dii'uld responrf to the mandate given by the 
people lecently. The people of Orissa have 
iKo L'iven their mandate. I hope, Orissa’s 
..t.e will be strongly considered by the 
(unernment. 

Then, I come to rural electrification, 
ttii'sa has about 46,000 villages. You will be 
sjipiiscd to know that so far only 1100 
Milages have been electrified. At this rale. I 
have calculated that it will take 200 years to 
cct all the villages electrified. Therefore, I 
i»gc upon the hon. Minister to do 
something in this regard. In the Fourth 
plan, you have decided to electrify abut 4000 
'iliages, by 1973-74. But I am sorry to say that 
those who arc manning the electricity afTairs 
in ilie Boards -I am not using any names— 
have perhaps little imagination. How can 
voii electrify 4000 villages by 1973-74 unless 
\"u electrify 1200 villages per year from now 
onwards. So far, perhaps about 30 to 40 
'illaiics per year are being electrified. At this 
^nail's pace, this cannot be done. Thefefore, 
the State Electricity Boards should be asked 
l*rc and now to gear up the machinery and 
administration and to create more employment 
“PPortunities to the people so that they can 
take up the vast programme of rural 
electrification. At least 1200 villages per 
'e&t should be electrized so that we can 
'®'er 4000 villages by 1973-74 and another 
1 ^110 to 6000 villages in the Fifth Han which 


will come to at least two-thirds of the villages 
of Orissa that will get electricity. 

I bad requested the South-Eastern Railway 
authorities to come to the help of the Orissa 
State Electricity Board. 1 was surprised to 
know that the Railway authorities pursued the 
State Eltctricily Board and told them to 
atieast give electricity to 20 stations by which 
at least 50 villages will be benefited. But 
they wanted them to charge so heavily that 
they said, “Wc cannot purchase electricity 
from you." 

I hope the Government would consider 
this point and the Railways would come 
forward to help them and the State Electricity 
Board should akso come forward to help a 
little so that at least wc could give a little 
concession so that this pioccss can be worked 
in a speedy manner. 

Then 1 wish to .say a word about lift 
irrigation. Orissa has immense potential of 
water directly from the rivers and also the 
potential of utilisation of groundwater 
resources is excellent and I find near Gania 
in the Puri District the Mahanadi is flowing 
and the rivers are full of water but there is 
drought every year. This is the tragedy 
which has not been remedied by the Swatan- 
Ira Government and which at least should 
now be remedied during the short spell of 
President’s rule and when the popular govern¬ 
ment comes, it should take it up in right 
earnest and remedy the situation. 

Sir, some special provision has been 
made for some areas. I think some discri¬ 
mination has been donj. If you read the 
budget speech of Mr. Shiikia, this will be 
evident Perhaps, Mr. Shukla has not been 
briefed well. This should be looked into. 
All the 13 districts of Orissa need special 
attention, it is not only tnesc six districts 
that need special attention where some pro¬ 
grammes are undertaken. It is not only in 
tius region but in other icgions as well there 
is discrimination between district and district. 
Therefore, >‘his wrong should be rectified. 

1 suggest also that it is time that we 
should have a programme for energising at 
least 20,000 pumping .sets and if we could 
do that, it will require another additional 
Rs. 36 crores. Orissa has been provided Rs. 
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160 crorcs of Central assistance during the 
Fourth Plan period. If you could increase 
it to Rs. 300 crores and out of that, if you 
could car-mark Rs. 30 crores for rural elec¬ 
trification and for energising pumping sets, 
you will get wonderful results and it will 
provide employment to thousands of rural 
people in our State and the farmers will get 
benefit out of it. 

Sir, I do not wish to take much of 
your time. One thing I wish to say... 

SHRI P. K. DFO ; Speak something 
on Mudholkar. 

.SHRI CHINTAMAIN PANIGRAHI : 
You won’t gel credit for Mudholkar. Miidhol- 
knr credit is ours. Another Commission 
needs be set up and all tho.se who have been 
exonerated by Mudholkar will also come in 
and 1 hope your man will also come in. I 
know you are against him. So he will also 
come, that is, the Swatantra leader whom 
you have chosen. 

A word about electricity because I attach 
moic importance to rural electrification and 
lift iirigation system. 1 hope during this 
short span of the President’s rule, this will 
get priority from the Government. The 
present spending of the State Electricity 
Board is Rs. I crore and to make up the 
leeway, they have to spend at least Rs. JO 
crores in the coming years. 1 hope this 
direction will be given during the short span 
of Presidential rule so that something is done 
to Orissa and the injustice done to that 
Slate removed. Sir, Oiissa has been 
neglected long. It has got the lowest per 
capita income. Its per capita consumption 
of cement, iron, etc, is very low. But, we 
have a tremendous surplus of electricity ~ 
560 megawatts. l hope the Government of 
India will give sympathetic consideration to 
all our demands and the new rising aspira¬ 
tions of the people of Orissa arc going to be 
fulfilled very soon. Orissa sky is going to 
be cleared very soon and we will get the 
benefit of a popular government very soon 
and the Congress will lead the people of 
Orissa from victory to victory. 

SHRI JAGADISH BHATTACHARYYA 
(Ghatal); Sir, It is very unfortunate and 


extremely regrettable that we have to con¬ 
sider the budget proposal of Orissa for 
1971-72 in this House when the Assembly 
election in that S ate has already taken place 
along with the Lok Sabha election. It would 
have been proper if the people of Orissa had 
the opportunity to have their budget passed 
by the representatives elected by them. 

When we came to attend this session of 
the I.ok Sabha we were given to understand 
that wc would have to pass only the Manipiii 
budget as the assembly election was not held 
there. 

But, in a very quick procession came 
the cases of West Bengal, Orissa and 
Mysore. 

We do not know how many more are 
in the waiting list. Thanks to the polilu .il 
monoooving and horsetrnding of the ruling 
party it has alicady succeeded in bringing 1 
States under President’s rule and wc base 
reasons to believe that some more will \cr\ 
soon follow suit. 

According to press reports the fate of 
Bihar and Uttai Pradesh and perhaps Gujar.it 
is hanging in the balance and the ruling 
party is at the root of all this politiuil 
instability. 

The budget for Oiissa as presented in 
this House is not a departure from those ol 
preceding years. It is only the old wine in 
new bottle and with perhaps a fie^ii 
label. 

I would only point out a few major 
heads in tliks budget. 

The budgeted amount for education i' 
highiv deplorable and it is less than 10"., ''I 
the total budget. India lias one world rccou* 
to be proud of and that is her illiteracy. 
the 70 crores of illiterate people in the whole 
world India has the proud privilege of owning 
50°o of them. Orissa being a part of Indi‘>> 
it lias got its proper share. 

For the expansion of education, tiic 
Teachers’ Associations all over the counti> 
had made a very modest demand and it "a' 
10?(, of the Central Budget and 20% of the 
Slate budget. 
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Even this modest demand could not 
find a place in the budget. 

Similarly very disappointing is the 
allocation of money for public health conside¬ 
ring the fact that Orissa is known to be a 
happy home for smallpox, leprosy and filaria. 
Orissa is rich in natural resources. But the 
budget docs not dearly show how the natural 
•csourccs like minerals and wood arc going 
to be used for the benefit of the State. 

Nothing has been said in the Budget 
about the various demands that wctc loudly 
\oiccd in that Slate very lecently. 

In the field of agrarian reform a lot has 
)et to be done A backward State like Orissa 
icquiies much more attention but 1 am sorry 
lo say that it has not been reflecled in the 
budget. A greater attention and a much 
larger amount in the budget arc icquired 
(oi the wcifjtrc of the tribal people of Orissa. 
1 hese people arc proverbially poor and live 
in conditions which any civilized person 
I light to be ashamed of. 

So, the budget contains no ‘newness’, no 
sincere attempt for bettering the conditions 
of die toiling poor masses. 

It is futile to expect it not to be so, for, 
the same old cooks are running the kitchen 
.ind we cannot expect a diffcicnt dish. 

SHRI J. B. PATNAIK (Cuttack) : I 
thank you very much, Mr. Deputy-Speaker, 
for giving me this opportunity to speak on 
the Budget of Orissa. The circumstances 
leading to the imposition of President’s rule 
in Orissa ate quite well known. After the 
cla-lions the mandate for the Lok S.ibha 
was quitc clear : 15 out of 20 seats were 
won by the Congress party. But so far as 
die mandate for the Stale Legislature was 
concerned, it was more clearly in favour of 
I lie Congress Party, though it was not so 
vicar as in the case of the Lok Sabha, Vet 
file Congress Party tried to form the Govern¬ 
ment because it had won 51 scats, and it 
w'as the single largest party in the Assembly. 
T he other parties in the Assembly were the 
Swatantra which commanded a strength of 

and not 37 as mentioned by my hon. 
Iricnd from the Swatantra Party. 


SHRI P. K. DEO : 37. 

SHRI J. B. PATNAIK : ...and then the 
other principal party was the Utkal Congress 
with a strength of 32. So, it was the moral 
responsibility of the Congress Parly which 
won 51 seals to form the Government. 

SHRI P. K. DEO : Dr. Mahatab had 
been elected fiom two scats, and so the 
strength was only 50. 

SHRI J. B. PATNAIK : Then, the 
Sw'alantra Party had only 35 and not 37 
scats, because he has reduced the strength 
of the Congress Party by one and added 
it to his own parly’s strength. Probably, 
he wanted to reduce the strength of the 
Congress Parly by the requisite number to 
make his parly the majority party in the 
Assembly, but that addition would not hold 
good. 

As a result of this, there was no alterna¬ 
tive left but to impose President's rule. At 
present, the Hfkal Congress and the Swa- 
tantra Party have combined together and 
they claim to command a majority in the 
legislature. In the beginning, the Utkal 
Congiess considered the Swatantra Party 
to be an untouchable party, but in course 
of time, they discovered some socialist 
qualities in the Swatantra Party, and now 
they have combined and they claim the 
support of the Jharkhand party also, but 
except the leader of the Jharkhand party, 
the other members of that party have not 
subscribed to this claim. 5»o, the claim of 
this so-called United Legislative Party in the 
Orissa I cgislaturc still requires to be sup¬ 
ported by facts. I would submit that this 
United I cgislative Pdity which does not have 
a common programme and which is more 
or less an opportunist combination for 
remaining in power should not be allowed 
to form the Government (here, because such 
combinations elsewhere have failed, where 
the minority party combinations have formed 
the government for a short while and have 
just conbined with the scic object of making 
money. So, that would not be a good 
precedent for the successful functioning of 
democracy. 

SHRI P. K. DEO : Like the Congress- 
CPl-Muslim League combination. 
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SHRl J. B. PATNAIK : So, 1 submit 
that in Orissa, President’s rule should con¬ 
tinue and there should be another mid-term 
election for securing a clear verdict of the 
people of the State. 

Regarding the Vote on Account, as my 
hon. friend Shri Chintamoni Panigiahi has 
submitted, Otissa is one of the backwaid 
regions of the country. If socialism has 
:my true meaning, it should not only mean 
the elimination of inequalities among indi¬ 
viduals, but il should al^o mean elimination 
of inequalities due to regional imbalances. 
Orissa is one of the regions which arc extre¬ 
mely backward... 

SHRl P. K. DEO : It is the legacy of 
the Congress Government. 

SHRl J. B, PATNAIK : In order to 
remove this imbalance, there should be an 
ambitious plan prepared by the Centre for 
the elimination of poverty and for bringing 
Orissa on a par with the rest of India. 

Reports are not lacking, and there have 
been various economic surveys by expert 
bodies, and economists had been at work 
who have submitted leports and who 
ha\e pointed out that certain steps 
had to be taken for biinging Orissa on a 
par with the rest of the country. According 
to this report, which has been thoroughly 
studied by all the former Governments in 
that State, and which is already there in 
the archives of the State Government, a 
plan ofRs. 1200 crores is necessary within 
five years, if Orissa is to be brought on a 
par with the rest of the country. Whereas 
this ambitious plan is considered necessary 
by the ectmomic experts ol the countrj' and 
of Orissa, we find that the I ourth I ivc 
Year Plan for Orissa provides for Rs, 222 
crores only which means just one-fifth of 
the plan requiicd to bring Orissa on a par 
with the rest of the cc'iintry. 

I submit the Centre should take due note 
of this fact that unless Orissa is brought on 
par with the rest of the country, there is 
no meaning in the slogan of socialism. 
Socialism should mean removal of regional 
imbalances and bringing all parts of the 


country on the same level of economic 
development. 

Going back to the point of rural electri¬ 
fication referred to by my hon. friend, 
Orissa is probably on the lowest rung of 
the ladder in this matter in the country. 
States like Haryana have electrified all their 
villages. Other States like Madras and 
Kerala have achieved a very high degree of 
progress in this direction. But of its 47,000 
villages, Orissa has been able to electrify 
only 1,100 so far. The target for the Fourth 
Plan is absolutely on the low side, and at 
the rate on progress envisaged, Orissa’s 
economic progress will be much less than 
what is anticipated. 

I would remind the hon. Minister that 
modernisation of a country on socialistic 
basis depends on electrification. Here 1 
would quote a well known saying of Lenin 
‘.Socialism is elect! icity plus soviet power’. 
To build up socialism in this country, we 
require electrification at the maximum speed. 
But so far as my State is concerned, the 
pace at which is proceeding is a snail’s 
pace, which cannot be called any speed at 
alt. Therefore, a truly ambitious plan foi 
electrification should be drawn up for Orissa 
in the l-ourth Plan and implemented so 
that at least 50 per cent, or 25,000 villages, 
in the State are electrified. 

There are many other projects requit¬ 
ing attention. There are vast drought-affected 
areas in the State. Irrigation is the prime 
need there. Multi-purpose projects take 
their own lime to yield results ; small scale 
irrigation projects, particularly lift irrigation 
projects, have to be taken up, and those 
areas which are unirrigated now brought 
under this scheme, particularly of lilt 
il ligation. 

My constituency is Cuttack which mean', 
‘city’ It is the only city in Orissa. It is 
one of the ancient cities of India. But 
unfortunately, the city has got its own 
problems which have remained unattended 
The sewerage and drainage systems are not 
worth their name. Besides these, the cits 
is full of mosquitoes ; it is now one of the 
unhealthic'-t sports in the State. This requiic'- 
application of redical remedies. The ciiv 
has got an improvement trust which hto 
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been functioning for many years. It 
has also go' ambitious plans. But there is 
no money to execute them in the Stale, nor 
money or sympathy forthcoming from the 
Centre to help execute these plans. There¬ 
fore, I request the hon. Minister to allot 
some funds for paying special attention to 
Cuttack, as is being done for Calcutta. 


I consider Orissa the sick child of 
Mother India. All her children require the 
love of mother India, So Orissa requires 
the special attention of the Central Govern¬ 
ment. At present they have allotted certain 
Niiccial funds for the development of certain 
areas, and in Orissa only eight districts have 
been taken into consideration, on what 
basis 1 do not know. All the 13 districts 
of Oii.ssa should have been taken into con- 
Mdciation for 100 per cent aid for theii 
all lound development. Therefore, I submit 
that more ambitious plan should be taken 
up for Orissa, and the Central Government 
should come forward with at least Rs. 500 
aoics aid to the State, if the meaning of 
the word socialism is to be realistic and 
liuitful for that State. 


In countries like the United States which 
have developed on capitalist lines, certain 
legions are more developed than othcis. 
The western areas of America, for example, 
v^cre fast developed as a result of which 
there ate many poverly-stiicken areas in 
ilic State. But in the case of a socialist 
Stale like the U.S.S.R. all the regions arc 
given special attention and all the regions are 
developed on an equal basis. Similarly, if 
this country’s development is to be on socia¬ 
list lines, these areas that have been neglected 
by reason of history should be given spatial 
attention. They do not lack natural re¬ 

sources. Orissa has got a lot of natural 
resources. If special attention is given, 

Orissa will be like the Ukraine of the Soviet 
Union. It will be an asset to th'is country 
and not a liability. For that purpo.se, I 
appeal to the Government that special atten¬ 
tion .should be given to the State of Orissa 
in all respects.

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SHRl JAGANATH RAO (Chafrapiir) : 
Mr. Deputy-Speaker, Sir, the brief statement 
on the budget of the State of Orissa for the 
year 1971-72 docs not give a very happy 
reading. The budget that is presented is 
pedestrian in outlook. A ray of hope, 
however, is created by a sentence in the 
statement which says : 


‘‘In view of the trends in icsourcc 
mobilisation by the State, the State may 
well exceed the target set in this regard.” 

I want to know what ate the new sources 
of revenue that the State Government has 
in mind by which they can augment the 
resources, so that the development work in 
the Stale should go at a greater speed. 

I am sorry to say that the former 
government of the State of Orissa abolished 
land revenue on all lands. I would have 
well appreciated if the State Government had 


abolished the land revenue from uneconomic 
holdings as is done in other States, but land 
revenue on large sections of land owned by 
rich people, the privileged classes, to which 
my friend Shri Deo belongs, has been 
abolished. The result is we have lost 
Rs. S crores to Rs. 6 crores a year. If that 
land revenue is available to us, that would 
have gone into the lesourccs for the Plan, 
and the Centre would have given an equal 
extent as a matching grant. That wrong 
has to be righted. Having abolished the 
land revenue, the State Government has 
tried to increa.re the land cess ; by another 
subterfuge, they wanted to increase the 
revenue which they lost by the abolition ot 
land revenue. But we are not able to 
succeed to any extent.

Orissa is a land of rivers with vast 
potentialities of irrigation. But 1 am very 
sorry to find from the statement that only 
a small portion has been brought under 
irrigation. It is a well-known fact that the 
benefits of all major irrigation schemes go 
to the people in the plains, in the delta areas 
But what about the people w'ho reside in the 
hinterland ? Unless a storage reservoir is 
constructed at the source of the water, or at 
some intermediate course of the river, thev 
cannot get the benefits of the scheme. Now 
the Adibasis, the Hanjans and the pooi 
people who reside in the hinterland do not 
get the benefit of these schemes ; the benefits 
go to the people in the plains. So, 
whenever any nr-w irrigation project is 
thought of, it should be the duty of the State 
Government to sec that the people who 
reside in the hinterland also simultaneously 
get some irrig<ition facilities cither by lilt 
irrigation or excavation of tanks. 


In Ganjam district, which was formerly 
in Madrhs State, an irrigation system was 
devised about eighty years ago. The 
reservoir that has been constructed eighty 
years ago has been silted up and the watei 
storage now is very small, not even one TMC 
In another ten years it will fall into disuse 
Now more than half of that district iji beim; 
irrigated by that system which will come 
into disuse very soon. As an alternative, 
Jorbarbangi scheme was thought of somv’ 
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years ago by the State Government and the 
CWPC wanted some points to be investi¬ 
gated. 1 am sorry to find that no provision 
has been made in the budget for the investi¬ 
gation of this project, as required by the 
CWPC. It is absolutely necessary to 
implement that scheme. Unless that scheme 
is taken care of, the existing irrigation 
system which irrigates about four lakhs 
acres of land in that district will go out 
of use. 

We are all speaking of the green re¬ 
volution. I am happy that as a result of the 
green revolution our food production has 
gone up to 100 million tonnes. But this 
green revolution is confined to delta arcus 
and areas covered by major irrigation 
projects. What about the marginal and 
small farmers vvhose lands arc situated in the 
interior and hinterland where no irrigation 
fucilities arc available at all ? So, simul¬ 
taneously with the major irrigation projects, 
tlic interests of the people in the interior 
iiUM* also to be looked into. 

Orissa is a land of minerals. It is 
called the Ruhr land of India. We have got 
plenty of deposits. Only toda.' morning 
there was a question about our deposit of 
ores. Wc have got deposits of lead, nickel 
and high grade iron ore. It is the duty 
of the State Government to exploit all the 
tcsourccs. By exploiting all the mineral 
resouices they should develop the State. 
But the former State Government leased out 
these areas to private entrepreneurs from 
other States, which is a wrong policy. The 
basic minerals, the basic tools of production, 
instruments of production should be exploited 
by the State, either Central or State. Either 
the State Government should themselves do 
it or they should ask the Orissa Mining 
Corpoiation to develop these minerals so 
that the revenue thereby obtained could be 
utilized for the development t)f the 
•State. 

My hon. friends who preceded me have 
insisted on an ambitious plan for the deve¬ 
lopment of Orissa. How can we have an 
ambitious plan unless we have the resources ? 
it is only when the State itself is in a 
position to raise its resources that it can 
lequest the Central Government for 


assistance. Our resources are meagre. We 
cannot expect much from the Central 
Government. Therefore, it is the duty of 
the State Government to see that the mineral 
resources are developed to the fullest extent 
by the State Mining Corporation or by the 
State Government itself. If it is not comr’ 
petent to do it by itself, it may if|.^int 
collaboration with the Central GojifAment 
to do it. It should never thipjlr tll^asing it 
out to private individuals. 

About one-fifth of the population of 
Orissa consist.*! of Adivasis and Harijans. Of 
the 140 Assembly seals of the Orissa 
Assembly, .sj or 55 are reserved seals. That 
shows, the population being backward 
comprising of Adivasis and liaiijans, their 
lot has to be taken care of. We had the 
rehabilitation schemes, the Dandakaranya 
Sclieinc in Koraput District and in other 
districts, ALso. wc have got the Tibetan 
refugee-, selllcd in Ganjam District at a 
place called Chandragiri. 1 am happy that 
these displaced persons have been rehabili¬ 
tated in Orissa. But while rehabilitating 
these people we iiave displaced the Adivasis 
who were cultivating these lands. They were 
not given alternative land. They were evicted 
and no compensation wtis paid to them. 
They were told that bccau.se they did not 
have the title deed to these lands, they were 
not entitled to compensation. The entire 
area is an unsurveyed area. For generations 
they Iiave been cultivating these lands. 
Literally and truly perhaps they had no 
title to it but they had the possession of the 
land in the hills and the jungles. Should 
they not be given alternative land ? You 
creat a heaven for the displaced persons but 
these people arc rotting in hell. You are 
creating discrimination. It is the duty of the 
State to see that the Adivasis who are 
displaced are given alternative land and are 
also given equal facilities to enable them to 
cultivate the land and to put up small huts. 
They should be provided with minor 
irrigation facilities. Small tanks should 
excavated; some rivers may be bunded at 
low cost. Tlie unfortunate part of the thing 
is that the State Government did not pay 
any attention in spite of my repeated 
requests to the former Chief Minister of 
Orissa. 

SHRI P. K. DEO : He should go to 
the Assembly. He can implement it there. 
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SHRI JAGANATH RAO : We are 
talking of socialism and of banishing poverty 
from the country. It is a necessity ; we have 
to do it. But the Central Government should 
see that the State Governments follow a 
policy in keeping with the policy of the 
l^sntral Government. They should be made 
to'^SI'T that land is given to the landless, 
that tV'’^ch>l<l''cn of poor people, up to the 
age of 14‘, law 8'vcn free and compulsoiy 
education. Other facilities have to be given 
to the poor. Unless Stati Governments also 
cooperate with the Central Government, we 
cannot expect any progress at all from the 
State Governments, because all these fields 
of activity come within the State List. 
Unless the State Governments take it to 
their heart and with sincerity implement 
the policies of the Central Government, I 
would go to the extent of saying, the Ccnlie 
should not give any asMStance to the State 
Governments. 

About rural electrification something has 
been done in Orissa. I know, the State 
Electricity Board last year borrowed a loan 
of Rs. 10 crores or Rs. 12 crores from the 
Rural Electricity Corporation. They have got 
big schemes but one snag about it is that if 
a farmer wants a lift irrigation point to be 
located at a particular place, he is asked to 
deposit Rs. 4,000. If the exploitation is 
successful and water could be struck, he 
will be refunded Rs. 2,000 and Rs. 2,000 
will be appropriated by the Stale Govern¬ 
ment. Hov could a poor farmer pay Rs. 
4,000 ? My suggestion to the Government 
is ; Let the Go\ernmcnt do it themselves. 
If it is successful, the fanner would gladly 
pay Rs. 2,000. This has to be looked into. 

Another unfortunate thing in Orissa is 
that the water rate that is being collected is 
very low, whereas in other States the water 
rate is very high. With this low water rate 
how is it possible for the State Government 
to take up any irrigation scheme ? The State 
Government should boldly increase the water 
rate. The farmers are willing to pay the 
water rate provided they arc provided with 
water. I know, farmers in the Ganjam 
District arc anxious to pay any amount 
that is demanded of them provided they arc 
given water. Therefore, this should be 
a good source of revenue for the State 
Government. 


Then, there is the Balimela electricity 
project, a Joint venture between Andhra 
Pradesh and Orissa Government. This 
has been coming in for the last six or eight 
years. I am told, it will take another 
half a dozen years to complete. When the 
gestation period of these major projects is 
long, we cannot get the results. It will be 
a loss to the exchequer. Therefore, that 
project should be expedited. 1 am told, 
woik is being staggered for want of 
resources. If that is so, it is a matter to be 
looked into and both the State Governments 
and the Planning Commission should revise 
the plan and see that this work is expedited. 

One thing more and I have done 
There is a minor port sanctioned at 
Gopalpur-on-sea. It was sanctioned bv 
the Central Government and the Planning 
Commission. It was told two months ago 
that a sum of Rs. 40 lakhs has been 
sanctioned and cicaied by the Planning 
Commission to be spent during the Fourth 
Plan for preliminary works. I do not find 
any specific provision of that made in the 
Budget. 1 do not know if under any other 
item this woik will be taken up. This is a 
matter which the Government should take 
up expeditiously. 

SHRI SURENDRA MOHANT^ 
(Kendrapara) ; Mr. Deputy-Speaker, Sir 
personally, I feel that this Vote on Account 
Budget should have been placed before the 
Orissa Assembly without being discussed 
here to which wc cannot even do scant 
justice. 

Speaking on the General Budget of 
1971-72, I cannot help referring to the 
clumsy political background obtaining at 
the moment in Orissa which I am afraid is 
becoming daily clumsier. By keeping the 
Assemb'y under animated suspension for an 
indciinitc period, 1 am afraid the Govern¬ 
ment is doing something which it ought not 
to and to* which the Government of India 
should not give its seal of approval. 

Much ha.s been said about the massive 
majoiity which I am glad the ruling party 
has obtained from the electorate in the 
country. But I wojid only submit that there 
should be nobility in victory and higher 
values of politics should not be sacrificed 
for partisan ends. 
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Cuming to the political background 
obtaining in the State, I do not wish to 
jcpeat all that has been said in this House 
ic^arding “constitutional vacuum'’ that had 
bc.n inflicted on the State of Orissa in a 
lit of unmindfuiness on the part of the 
(.jovernment of India. 

It may be recalled that the Chief 
Minister of Orissa had resigned from his 
oflice on 9lh January, 1971. When the 
(kisernor asked him to continue in oflice 
dll alternative arrangements had been made, 
ihc Chief Minister had laid down certain 
conditions which were not possible on the 
part of the Governor to accept In that 
event, the President’s Rule should have 
ton impo.^cd foilhw'ith on the 9th January 
itxclf without wailing for the llth January 
when Ihc President's Rule came into 
Ixiiig 

1 would like to make a reference to the 
tjovcinoi's vfiieless message which had been 
l.iid on the Table of this House only the 
oilici day. In this context, 1 would make a 
N'lbniission through you, Sii to the Govetn- 
ii.m that such wiielcss messages should not 
i\ laid on Ihc Tabic of the House as 
iie^ehave no constitutional sanctions nor 
nave any sanction of the procedures of the 
House. A wireless message has no place in 
oui Constitution. Ailicle 356 says that the 
I’lesidcnt has to receive a icport from the 
tiovernor regaiding break-down of consti- 
luiiunal machinery in the State. Heie, what 
'VC have got is a wiielcss message. As a 
Ilia tci of fact, it may be a telephonic 
message. It may be just a scrap of paper. 

I am surprised how the Government of 
India in their wisdom aic taking note of 
such wireless messages, even telephonic 
messages, in matters which are as important 
as breaking down of the constitutional 
machinery in the State. 

This is what the Governor virites in 
'hat wireless message : 

"However, the Chief Minister insisted 
on certain conditions being made before 
lie could agtee to continue, such as. 
dissolution of the Assembly, commit¬ 
ment to mid-term poll and non-imposi¬ 
tion of President’s Rule, etc. which 
could not be accepted by me. 


However, since the usual constitutional 
request of the Chief Minister to 
continue in office was duly met, no 
constitutional vacuum has been created 
in the matter." 

I am sure the Governor of Orissa knows 
the language which lie uses, well. Merely 
because an offer was made to the Chief 
Minister which he had declined to accept, he 
concluded that no constitutional vacuum 
had been created. In all humility,! have 
to ask the Government to reply whether it 
is a part of our Constitution and whether 
there is a provision anywhere in our Consti¬ 
tution where the Governor has to lay down 
certain conditions for a chief Minister. I am 
sure from the little that I know of the 
Constitution, that nowhere it has been 
stipulated that the Governor will ask the 
Chief Minister to fulfil certain conditions. 
His invitation to a person who commands 
majurity is unconditional and is based on 
the strength he commands in the legislature 
and it is not hedged by any condition and 
assuming that certain conditions have been 
laid down, I would only like to submit that 
every offer is contractual in nature. Merely 
offering a person to accept Chief Minister- 
ship, unless it is accepted by the person 
concerned, is no offer. I am sure the 
House will agree with me that a consti¬ 
tutional vacuum had been inflicted on the 
S'atc of Orissa. This is how the Go/ernmcnl 
of India with its steamroller majority arc 
frying to trifle with (he piovisions of the 
Constitution and. Sir, it will be an evil day 
unless this House ciies a halt to it. 

The Presidential rule in Orissa had been 
imposed in three instalments. In the first 
instalment, the Picsidents rule which was 
imposed on 11-1-71 was revoked on 23-1-7 . 
In this first instalment, the President's rule 
continued for 13 days, in the second 
instalment, the Picsident's rule was imposed 
on 23-1-71 and in continued till 23-3-71 and 
existed for two months. In the third 
instalment, the President's lulc was imposed 
on 23-3-71 and God knows when it will be 
1 evoked. In this context, I would beg of this 
House to consider that in this way the 
President'^ rule has been in vogue in Orissa 
for more than 2 months. Cl. 3 of Art 356 
of our Constitution says that the President’s 
rule, if it is imposed in a State, has to be 
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approved and ratified by the Parliament 
within two months of its imposition. In this 
particular instance, the President's rule has 
been in force in that State for more than 
two months without its being approved by 
the House. It can be said, technically tliat 
the first instalment of President’s rule was 
only for 13 days and in the second instal¬ 
ment it was just for two months and that 
the third instalment will end soon. While 
apparently it may be correct—w Inch I 
dispute- such pleas can be taken by the 
Government of India to inflict Picsident 
rule in any part of the country without its 
approval by the Parliament. This would be 
a very sad day indeed for democracy and 
for the constitutional norms which we aic 
so eager to uphold if by such kind of 
insidious backdoor methods, we ate going 
to n^ative the will of the people established 
through elections. 

After the elections a new situation had 
arisen. 1 would like to know why the 
Government of India have taken unusually 
long time in instiucting tlic Governor to 
summon the Orissa Assembly and ask the 
leader of the majority Parly to foim a 
government. In this context I would recall 
that the telephonic message, -again another 
telephonic message,—whicli had been laid 
on the Table of the House only the other 
day, gives the chronology of events. 


with this list. This is in spite of repeated 
requests from the Governor to the leader of 
the ruling Congress party. They could not 
furnish the list. 

But then a threat was given out that 
unless the members of the opposition joined 
with Dr. Mahatab in forming a Mini.stry, 
there would be a mid-term poll and a similar 
tin cat has also been repeated on the floor of 
the House. In the meantime three parties 
have coalcsed together on a common pro¬ 
gramme and the leader of that party wrote 
to the Governor on the 24th of this month 
and is waiting to be called upon to form 
the Ministry. 

In all humility I would like to know and 
the House would like to know why the 
Governor is engaging himself in this kind of 
political hone-trading, why he is dragging 
his office into partisan politics and why he 
is not calling upon the United Front leader 
to form the Ministry, and why he is not 
summoning the Assembly, where 'his Vote- 
on Account Budget could have been 
discussed, whcic proper attention could 
ha\c been bestowed to the various aspects 
of the piobiem of this State. 

1 would like to s|Knd some time to 
invite your attention to the important aspects 
ol the Budget which has been presented to 
us. 


As has been said by the ptcvious speaker 
earlier, the ruling Congie.s.s in the State had 
a strength of ^1. Dr. Mahatab i, a personal 
friend of mine and I have very high logaid 
for him. But I feel, he should have been 
kept in the reserve for Icadciship of the 
ruling Congress till he had been cleared 
from charges of corruption.

Sir, much has been said about removal 
ot regional disparities. 

The other day, the lion. Finance

about the Government’s decision and he 
said It is Government’s desire to remove 
regional disparities. 

The real test of the genuineness of the 
Government's intention to remove regional 
disparities was the Orissa budget.

Members of this House not to call Orissa a 
backward State or its people backward. 
Uackwardncss is a relative term. The whole 
of India is a backward countiy and the 
whole people of India are backward in a 
particular context. Orissa is not backward 
but it is only the powers that be that wanted 
to keep it backward, under-developed. 
The Central contribution to this backward— 
allegedly backward—State in 1971-72 was of 
the order of Rs. 32'36 crores. 

Orissa has a population of two crores. 
Hut do you know what the contribution of 
the Government of India for its annual plan 
IS in relation to the Union territory of Delhi 
which has a population of about 50 lakhs ?

The Central contribution 
i« West Bengal with a population of about 
seven crores is Rs. 40 crores for 1971-72, 
whereas the Government of India’s contri¬ 
bution 10 the Union territory of Delhi for 
!‘'‘’l-72 is of the order of Rs. 32 croics in 
‘ddition of Rs. 5 c.''orcs which have been 
tiiither promised by the Planning 
< ommission. 

1 come fiom a constituency where there 
.lie no irrigation facilities whcic the lands 
'lie parched and people aic thirsty and 
whcie drought is almost an annual feature 
t oming to Delhi, I find more money is being 
spent on water-fountains in Delhi than is 
lequircd for the parched fields of Orissa 
hum which I come. I find also that more 
electricity is being consumed in Delhi in 
lighting the makbaras or graveyards than 
what is being spent on rural clectrifi- 
vdtion programmes foi lighting the houses 
in the villages where the people live. 

% 

If therefore, any test was required to 
prove the hollowness of the Governmen’s 
vlaim for removal of regional disparity, we 
have it here in this Orissa budget. I take 
'erv strong exception to the fa-:t that under¬ 
developed States are going to be given 
such raw deals. If this continues, I am 
‘ifraid a time may come when perhaps the 
discontent will transcend all barriers and 


that will be a very bad day for the whole 
country. 

SHRI BANAMALI PATNAIK (Puri) : 
I would not have participated in the debate 
but for the fact that my hon. friend Shri 
Surendia Mohanty had made certain 
references to the action of the Governor. 
Perhaps, my hon. friend is not aware of the 
fact that the Governor could not have acted 
otherwise. The Govcinor was justified in 
imposing President’s rule in the first 
instalment for 13 days and then in the 
next instalment for two months, because 
Parliament had been dissolved. It is a well 
known fact that any action of the Governor 
in promulgating the Presidents’ rule has to 
be approved by Parliament when in session 
but Parliament could not have been in 
session, as we were going to the polls. 

After the elections, no parly has come 
in with an absolute majoiity, and it is the 
Congress Paily which has a relatively large 
majoiiiy. That is the present position. 

Regal ding the Governor's action, my 
hon. friend knows that Pailiament had been 
dissolved, and, therefore, the action of the 
President could not have been ratified by 
Parliament. 

SHRI SURINDRA MOHANTY : 
But the Rajya Sabha was in existence. 

SHRI BANAMAII PATNAIK ; Hut 
Rajya Sabha is not Parliament. Pailiament 
means both Houses of Parliament. 

SHRI SURBNDRA MOHANTY : It 
should have been ratified by Rajya Sabha. 
Let him read at tide .356 of the Constitution. 

SHRI BANAMALI PATNAIK : There 
ate two opinions. Some say that it should 
be ratified by both the Houses, while some 
say that it should be latificd by one House 
and therefore the doubt. 

Then, my hon. friend has said that the 
then Chief Minister did not carry on the 
responsibility of running the Government 
because the Governor had imposed certain 
conditions. It is not a fact that the Governor 
imposed certain conditions. 
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The then Chief Minister insisted on certain 
conditions to carry on the government, which 
was impossible for the Governor to accept. 
Therefore, there was a vacuum created. TJie 
vacuum cannot remain for long Therefore. 
President’s rule was imposed. 

After the recent election, no single party 
emerged as absolute majority party. The 
Congress Party emerging as the largest party 
has a relative majority. The Uikal Congress 
which Shri Mohanty represents had never 
thought of coalesing with the Swatantra 
Party. They fought the election against the 
Swatantra Party. They said they would oust 
the Mahartu as and would have no truck 
with the Swatantra Parly. They were waiting 
for a clearance from the Congress High 
Commission withdrawing the disciplinary 
action taken against their leaders. Tt was not 
possible for the Congress High Command to 
rescind the disciplinary action. The lUkal 
Congress which was negotiating for merger 
or coalition with the Congress had gone back 
on their decision. Coalition was never 
possible with that parly because it was not 
pledged to the Congress election manifesto. 
They did not agree to merger on the condi¬ 
tions set by the Congiess High Command. 
So in order to maintain th<‘ir identity, their 
next step of joining with the .Swatantra 
party was natural. 

It is true the Governor took time to 
recommend President’s lulc. It is a fact that 
a large section of the Uikal Congress was in 
favour of joining the C’ongrcss. They pledged 
their support to the leader of the Congress 
legislature party if he formed a government. 

SHRI P. K. DEO • By defections. 

SHRI BANAMALI PATNAIK : No. 
They did not want to side with the Swatantra 
party. They said *Wc are Congressmen. Wc 
do not like this leadership’. Some of them 
were confined in houses and they have been 
forced to ally themselves with the Swatantra 
Party. 

SHRI SURENDRA MOHANTY : 
Question, Nobody has been fotccd. 

SHRI BANAMALI PATNAIK : There 
is no point in questioning it.

SHRI SURENDRA MOHANTY : Yes 

SHRI BANAMALI PATNAIK : Have 
they agreed to nationalisation of banks ? Hus 
the Swatantra party agreed to the abolition 
of privy purses ? Has that party agreed to 
land reforms and various other piogrammcs 
to which the Utkal Congress is committed ? 
Perhaps not. It is just a marriage of con¬ 
venience. I do not know how long tlii-> 
marriage pill last. 

Currentiv, the Governor is considcrint 
whether to allow this party to form the 
government. They may. The Congress has 
never said that it will always form the 
Government ; it has already said that it i.v 
prepared to sit in the Opposition. I know 
for certain that the Government which is 
proposed to be formed cannot last for long 
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I iierefore, a clear mandate from the people 
IS necessary as to which party should rule. 

Much has been said about the Budget. 

I do not like to go into the details. But one 
thing is clear to me, that icgional imbalance 
has to be rcraoced. The Centre has the 
juihority and responsibility of planning The 
CVntre must take ne.essary steps to remove 
icgional imbalance.

II It is not implemented, whatever good 
money has been invested will go to waste. 
We have already invested Rs. 10 lo Rs. 15 
ctoic's OI even more, and we are unable to 
tcalisc even the interest on what has been 
invested. If we spend more money, it must 
he so used that paiticular areas which are 
half-linked must be completed and irrigation 
Ijcilities should be provided to them, so that 
"c get some return at least in the form of 
»ligation and other facilities. 

My hon. fri-md Sliri P. K. Deo referred 
c;uite frequently to the Mudholkar Commis- 
Mon's Report. Perhaps he forgets ^hat Dr. 
^^aliatab himself welcomed the report. Did 
he shiik facing the Commission ? 

SHRI P. K. DEO : He filed a writ 
petition in the High Court. 

SHRIBANAMALI PATNAIK: What 
fot ? The purpose was different. I served 
‘n the Orissa Cabinet then. I was a member 
of the Jana Congress then. We requested the 


then Chief Minister to constitute a Commis¬ 
sion immediately. Why did he not do it 
then ? 

SHRI P K. DEO : You backed out. 

SHRI BANAMALI PATNAIK: No. 
He wanted to have this as a political weapon. 
When they saw (hat the Jana Congress was 
going to withdraw its support and a section 
of it wanted to merge with the Congress, 
they wanted to use this as a political weapon 
against Dr. Mahalab. Just after the with- 
diawal of the support they instituted a 
Commission of Inquiry. There is nothing 
wrong in it. He is facing the Commission. 
He will face it. Has he not filed his affidavit, 
his contention befoie the court 7 Mr. 
Mudholkar could have gone into the records 
of the Government. There was nothing 
personal. F.vcrything is contained in the 
papers of the Government. He could have 
verified, but he was not given the oppor¬ 
tunity. I do not like to go into the merits of 
the case. After all, even if he is a corrupt 
man, he has been elected from two consti¬ 
tuencies defeating Biju Patnaik, even though 
he did not visit the constituencies. Can Mr, 
Deo refute it ? People have given a verdict, 
and the parly has given a verdict, and if he 
is corrupt, he will be removed from the 
paity. Why hurt him like this, why say 
things in a back door manner ? 

Shri Deo is forgetting that bis Ministry 
led by Shri R. N. Singhdeo came to a fall 
because of the shady kendu leaf deal. For 
that another Commission of Inquiry is to be 
appointed by the next Government. Perhaps 
(hey are afraid of it. 

SHRI P. K. DEO : Did you not appoint 
Pabitra Pradhan as Chairman ? 

SHRI BANAMALI PATNAIK : There 
is no question of chairmanship. 

I would request the hon. Minister to 
request the Governor to see that this shady 
transaction which has brought a loss of Rs. 
18 lakhs to the revenue of the State is 
refunded and that the kendu leaf deal is 
nullified. Perhaps my hon. friend Shri Deo 
is anxious to rectify the wrong they have 
done and that is why they arc very anxious 
for the coalition. Is it not a fact that Shri 
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R. N. Singhdco, leader of the Swatantra 
Party, when elected said that they were not 
going to form a Government, that they 
would sit in the opposition, that the verdict 
of the country was in favour of the ruling 
party ? DiJ he not say it ? 

SHRI P. K. DEO : Never. You are 
wrong. 

SHRI BANAMALI PATNAIK : Yes, 
it has been published in the papcis, I can 
show you. So, what was wrong in the 
Governor not inviting them ? Therefore, the 
verdict is not in favour of any coalition 
Government in Orissa. The verdict is again 
for a mid-term poll.

THh MINISTFR or STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY Of FINANCE (SIIRI VID\ A 
CHARAN SIIUKIA) Mr Deputy-Speakei, 
Sii, 1 want to remind the hon Membeis that 
this IS not the regular budget of the S*atc 
Government of Oiissa It is only a vote on 
account v\hiih is being taken for the coming 
tour months to tide over the necessary 
constitutional requirements so that the 
expenditure of the Government of Oiissa can 
be defiaycd out of the consolidated fund of 
that State, and thcicfore to read too mans 
things out of this vote on account provision 
that has been picsented before this House 
will be not only misguiding themselves but 
also misguiding the House 

Here, only general trends of the economy 
of the State of Orissa have been indicated 
and I have in the statement that 1 have put 
before the House indicated those trends 
Scvctal things have been brought out by the 
hon Mtmbcis who participated in this 
debate, and I do not wish to go into the 
political matters, because they have been 
adequately leplicd to by the other Membets 
Here, 1 would only indicate the points 
regal ding some financial and developmental 
matlcis which certain hon. Members have 
raised 

I am thankful to Shn Jaganath Rao for 
having pointed out the kind of financial 
responsibility that we see often in various 
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States. As you might remember, sometime 
hack the entire land revenue of the State 
of Orissa was abolished. Now, wc have 
known that in scrveral States, land revenue 
on uneconomic holdings has been abolished, 
hut I do not know whether it is in the 
public interest, or it has shown any financial 
responsibility on the part of any Stale 
Govemment, to abolish the land revenue 
from economic holdings also; that is to say. 
100 or 500 acres, whatever the extent of 
land that a family is allowed to possess 
according to the land laws of the Slate. The 
abolition of land revenue on all lands means 
also loss of matching grant from the Planning 
Commission. So, they cannot blame anybody 
else for the lack of resources in their own 
State. 

I would like to point out that many 
ligutcs have been supplied which show that 
f)ri.ssa has been given special treatment but 
ilicy close their eyes to .such figures because 
ilii’v are not convenient to them. As far as 
per lapita plan assistance is concerned, 
Onssa stands first. No other State in the 
loiintiy has received so much of per capita 
assistance as the State of Orissa. In spite 
ol I his, if the government led by the party to 
v'iiich Shri P. K. Deo belongs has not been 
able to utilize and mobilise their own resour- 
v.ci, they cannot lay the blame on the doors 
ot the Government of India. They have to 
search within themselves and find out why 
Oiissa has not been able to make any tangible 
piogrcsi so far. 

Shri P. K. Deo has again tried to twist 
t.icts and present a di.stortcd picture regarding 
the appointment of the Sarjoo Prasad Com¬ 
mission. As the House knows, the 
Commission was appointed a day before the 
k.N. Singh Deo Ministry resigned.. iJnter- 
niptions) Shri P.K. Deo is a .senior member 
and I do not expect him to make a running 
i-ommentary. No responsible mcpiber will 
interrupt other members when they arc 
speaking. 1 did not interrupt him while he 
'^as speaking even though I knew that what 
be was saying was not correct. We have to 
maintain decorum in (his. House. Even 
though truth might be a little bit bitter to 
him he should be a little tolerant. If my 
tacts are wrong, he can say so when he gets 
an opportunity. 


He went on to say that under President’s 
Rule this Commission has not been allowed 
to function. 1 want to say that Shri P. K. 
Deo is completely untrue and he has not 
presented Jtis facts properly before the House. 
The Commission was appointed a day before 
the Ministry resigned. After that, the State 
Government under President’s rule issued a 
notification and Mr. Justice Sarjoo Prasad 
took cliaigc within fifteen days. On the 
14th January he indicated that he would 
require some staff and that was sanctioned 
on the 13th Februaty. He assumed his 
office on 17-2-71. After that he has asked 
for the supply of some rccords. They arc 
being supplied to him. Some rccords have 
already been supplied and others arc being 
supplied. These arc the facts. In spite of 
this, if a member like Shri P.K. Deo comes 
before the House and makes an allegation, 
which is patently untrue, that the State under 
President's Rule has not allowed Justice 
Sarjoo Prasad to function, I say that is the 
height of irre.sponsibility on the part of a 
senior member like him. 1 do not expect 
that members like him should treat the Lok 
Sabha in this mannci. 

Coming to the development of Orissa, a 
large part of ibc development that has taken 
place is due to Central assi.stance. It is our 
declared policy to remove regional imbalances 
in development and, therefore, not only the 
highest per capita assistance has been given 
to (he State of Orissa but in the other 
schemes that I have mentioned in my 
statement—there are seven of them—hundred 
per cent aid has been given by the Central 
Government and not a single paisa has been 
spent by the State Goxcrnmcnl. If the State 
Government do not utilize properly (he 
assistance given by the Centre and allow 
grass to grow under their feet, then they 
cannot blumu the Government of India for 
their Icpscs. They have to find out whether 
some nioic financial icsfionsibilify i.s needed 
before the State can be divcloped. 

Shri Chintamani Panigrahi tightly pointed 
out regarding the great need fur rural 
electrification. Ruial electrification is not 
needed only for lighting houses in villages but 
it has gieat use for increasing agricultural 
production, for diversifying Industry and for 
allowing the rural population to set up small- 
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IShri Vidya Charati Shuklaj 
scale industries and to improve Ihclr 
economic lot. He will be glad to know that 
up to last year 1,150 villages were electrified. 
We have now set up a target of electrifying 
1.000 villages in the next one year. Looking 
to the background of development so far, 
this is a very ambitious target that has been 
fixed and I hope that it will be possible for 
the Government that will be establi.shed 
there to fulfil this target with the help ol the 
Central Government, 

Very undignified and unnecessary and 
wrong chaiges were levelled against T5r. 
Ansari who is trying to manage a very 
difficult political situation in the State of 
Orissa. The normal convention of the House 
is that the heads of Stale, that is, the Pred- 
dent of India or the Goveinor of any State, 
arc not brought into any political controversy 
and no allegations arc made against them. 
Here, motives have been attributed and all 
kinds of things have been said against the 
Governor who is trying to handle a very 
difficult task. If any party had got a clear 
majority, the Governor's job would have been 
very easy. That party and the leader 
elected by the majority paity could have 
formed the government and taken over the 
reins of adminkstration. But when no party 
gains absolute majority, the task of the 
Governor becomes very dilTicult. He has to 
see that not only a stable govcinment is 
formed but he has also to see that the stabi: 
government that is lorincd is durable. When 
there is a mairiage of convenience between 
people who aic diamctiically opposed to each 
other in programmes, policies and election 
manifestoes, when theic is nothing common 
either in policy or in programme oi in 
economic thinking or in political functoning 
between those who ate just liying to come 
together to foiin the gov'crnmcnt, the entire 
picture becomes completely biuiiud. 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEL tllowrah): 
What about West Bengal ? 

SHRI VIDYA CHARAN SHUKI.A : 
Even in West Bengal the time that is being 
taken by the Governor in forming the 
ministry is because of this reason. If either 
the Congress or the CPM or any other party 
Ol front had attained absolute majority, 
. there would have been no difficulty for the 
Governor to call uppon the leader of the 


majority party to form the government. But 
when wc have got the background of horse¬ 
trading for the last four years in the country, 
when we had the era of defection that created 
all kinds of political difficulties in the country 
the Governors have to be very careful before 
they call upon any pai ty or leader to form 
the government there. Therefore, if Dr. 
Ansari is taking time to call upon any leader 
of the Orissa Legislature to form the govern¬ 
ment, I think, he is .being absolutely right 
and he must err on the side of caution 
rather than on the side of hurry. Therefore, 
1 do nut think any of the charges or criticism 
levelled against the Governor of Oris.sa is 
justified and 1 do not think any responsible 
Member could fling himself against the 
Governor in this manner in this honourable 
House. 

Things have been said about the second 
steel plant in Oiissa. From time to time, 
as you may remember, in the Fourth Lofc 
Sabha several statements were made by the 
Government in regard to this matter. I am 
glad to say that with the assistance of the 
Central Government very large iron ore 
deposits have been located which can sustain 
a second steel plant in Orissa. But I would 
say that the second steel plant in Orissa is 
not the concern of the people of Orissa 
alone but it is the concern of the entire 
country because steel, which is produced 
cither in Madhya Pradesh or in Orissa oi 
West Bengal or Bihai, would be utilised foi 
developmental put poses all over the country. 
It is a vital and basic raw material for 
all development purposes. Therefore, which¬ 
ever place is found to be the most suitable 
economically and from the feasibility point 
of view would be selected. I do not think 
claims of Orissa would be overlooked and 
I would say, in addition to that, Orissa has 
a claim because of regional imbalance and 
because it is an area which is largely inhabi¬ 
ted by Scheduled Caste and Scheduled Tribe 
population. This is another factor that is in 
its favour. All the factors will be taken into 
considriation before the location of the 
second steel plant is decided.

Mr. Jagannath Rao also mentioned about 
the development of the port at Gopalpur-on- 
sca. He will be glad to know that a token 
allotment of money has been made for 
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surveying and developing that port. That 
work is going to be takoi in hand. 

I think, I have coveied mobl of the 
important points raised by the hon. Members. 
The last point that I want to mention licre 
IS the point that Mr. Surendra Mohanty 
made when he compared the assistance of the 
I'nion Government to Union Territories 
viith that to the State of Orissa. A senior 
person in public life like Mr. Surendra 
Mohanty—I think, we both entered the 
House in 1957—should know that the Central 
Ciotcrnment has direct responsibility fur not 
onlv administration of Union Tcriitorics but 
also for their finances. All the Union Tcr- 
iitories depend on the Central Government 
for their finances. If certain territories arc 
Kept as Union Territories, it is mainly 
bei.iiise of the finaneial reasons. If fmanciully 
ilirv arc not viable, they are not kepi as 
Si ites.'1 here arc several reasons. That is 
ilso one of the reasons Therefore, it is 
jbsoliitelv unrealistic to compare the Union 
(lovcrnmcnt's aid to Union Territories with 
I <i' given to Slates which arc supposed to 
It oK after their own finances and resources 
f >uv State Government is supposed to 
I c bilise their ow'ii lesourccs, raise then own 
.-sources and sec to it that their re.soiirccs 
"H>w in such a manner that the State develops 
I" a proper and regulated manner. They 
..mnot depend or they cannot complain that 
lire Central Government has not been indul¬ 
gent to them. 

As 1 sta'cd earlier, the Central Govern¬ 
ment has been particularly indulgent to the 
Suite of Orissa, not because Orissa has any 
'I'Lcial features but because Orissa requires 
that kind of indulgence and that kind of 
assistance. Therefore, that kind of assistance 
has been given. But it is absolutely unrealistic 
-ml wrong to compare the Central assistance 

Union Territories with that given to 
'Jiious Slates of the country.

SHRI M. V. KRISHNAPPA (Hoskote) ; 
The Minister while introducing the budget 
said that it is a budget prepared by the 
Mysore Government which is no more in 
cxi.stcncc. It was a Government which could 
not stand on its legs ; it has fallen. It was 
prepaied by a Government which has lost 
its majority there. 1 want to support th's 
Budget since it has been brought by this 
Government hcie and I have just to vote for 
it, because, otherwise, the Government will 
stop functioning. 

Before coming to the financial side of 
it, I honestly feel, the people have given a 
verdict that this Congress led by .Shrimati 
Indira Gandhi is the real congress and they 
have set high hopes that this Government 
would be able to taekle the very important 
problems that arc facing this country, namely, 
the problems of unemployment, poverty etc. 

I feci, the Budgets hereafter should 
follow a new pattern. They should not be 
of usual conventional, traditional types. We 
should bring in a leap forward in our 
economy. I had the opportunity to go to 
China to study the leap-forward which they 
achieved in 1956. There were certain exag¬ 
gerations, in their claim of jumping forward 
in their economy. Still there were earnest 
attempts made to depart from the traditional 
ways in various fields of economy and they 
had really made a sincere beginning. 

So, I would make an appeal to the 
Minister. As wc arc thinking of re-casting 
the entire Fourth Plan, wc should see that 
proper adjustments are made to see that we 
make a good beginning in many fields of 
our economy, to provide employment to 
the poor. Once wc provide employment, 
proverty will naturally uisappcar. 

In respect of providing employment in 
this country, even today, the rural sector is 
the one sector that has to provide employ¬ 
ment to a greater population. In the rural 
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sector, as Stalin has said, electricity and 
steel constitute Russian socialism. But here 
in this country, electricity and irrigation 
would constitute Indira socialism in the 
rural areas. We must see that electricity is 
taken in a bigger way to the rural areas ; 
especially in the State of Mysore. 

Mysore was one of the earliest States in 
India which had taken a lead in producing 
electricity. As early as 1902. we had the 
Sivanasamudram hydro-clectric project. But 
even after 24 years of Independence, wc arc 
still living on past glory only, whereas the 
neighbouring Slates like Madras and 
Maharashtra have made tremendous progress 
in electrifying their villages. Wc have ample 
power in Mysore. Wc arc producing much 
more power than any other State, and wc 
have surplus power. But wc are not using 
it for the benefit of our rural population. 
A big attempt has to be made to sec that 
every village in Mysore gels power as early 
as possible. 

As the hon. Minister has pointed out 
already, power is needed in the rural areas 
not merely to light the houses but for irriga¬ 
tion purposes, for small-scale industries which 
alone can solve the problem of rural unemp¬ 
loyment, and the various agricultural proces¬ 
sing factories that arc to be started in this 
country on a large scale. So, in Mysore, 
there is a great need to have a big plan 
for electrifying the rural areas. 

Now, I come to the problems of the 
Bangalore area. 1 have the honour to repre¬ 
sent in this House a portion of the Bangalore 
city and the belt area around the Bangalore 
city. Compared to other cities, this bell area 
round about Bangalore is like a hell. It has 
neither the advantages of the villages nor 
the benefits of th • cities. Nearly three to 
four lakhs of people arc living in this belt 
area. But they do not get amenities like 
water supply, drainage, electricity, power, 
etc. They happen to be the real sufferers. 
The city corporation does not spend a single 
pie for them. The Government of India 
industries which arc situated round about 
Bangalore like the HAL, ITI, HMT, BEL 
etc. which employ more than three to four 
lakhs of people only pollute the sanitary 
conditions in that area but do not contribute 


a single pie’ to the coffers of the local muni¬ 
cipalities or the panchayats to attend to the 
needs of the people in the belt area. Out ol 
Rs. 2S0 crorcs which the Mysore Govern¬ 
ment gets, nearly Rs. 80 crores are derived 
from the Bangalore city alone. 1 learn that 
more than Rs. 30 crores is paid by Banga¬ 
lore in the form of sales tax and about Rs. 
25 to 30 crores in the form of incomc-tav, 
and other taxes like betting tax, vehicles tax 
are also derived from the Bangalore city. 
Because of the industrial complex round 
about Bangalore, the sanitary conditions aie 
deteriorating But the State Government 
is not giving any grant to this belt area 
except that they arc supplying some drinking 
watci from the Cauvery water supply scheme, 
which has also not yet materialised. So, 
in order to meet the urgent needs of f.ie 
people living around Bangalore, the Centre 
as well as the State Governments should 
come forward to make a bigger contribution 
every year to provide proper sanitation, 
proper water supply and for the eradication 
of the mosquito nuisance that exists in the 
belt area. I would appeal to the Ccntial 
Government that this is the time for them 
to help the Government of Mysore and the 
city of Bangalore, because they are having 
their industries round about Bangalore. 

This Mouse has always felt that vu 
should not have President’s rule in am 
State and we should as caiiy as possible 
have popular governments established m 
the States. I am sorry that in Mysore a 
situation has arisen where the Governors 
rule has had lo be impo.sed. Mysore is 
one of the Slates which had dcmocratK 
institutions even as eatly as 85 year ago. 
Mysoic has had its Assembly and Council 
since then, and the rulers there were ruling 
with the consent of the people. So, I would 
appeal to the Government and to the Prime 
Minister through the Finance Minister that 
they should establish as early as possible a 
popular government there. The ruling Con¬ 
gress is capable of forming a Ministry there 
and they have enough strength to form a 
Ministry. 90 per cent of the Mysore Ml’' 
have pleaded for the immediate cstablisli' 
ment of a popular Government there. Out 
of 27 Members, excepting three or four who 
for honest reasons differ, the others want 
immediate formation of a popular government 
there and then going to the polls after some 
time. So, I would appeal to the Prime 
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Minister to see that a popular government is 
established immediately in Mysore. 

I would also urge that two commissions 
should be set up in Mysore. One com¬ 
mission should be set up to inquire into the 
irregularities in appointments and promo¬ 
tions in government service since the last 
thirteen or fourteen years. There had been 
so much of irregular promotions and appoint¬ 
ments in Mysore Government ; a lot of 
nepotism was rampant ; caste-ism was 
pievjlent almost everywhere, and people got 
disappointed so much ; there was so mitch 
of heart-burning in the services, that when 
thc.se elections came, this was the time for 
them to show to the people how much 
discontent they had. If there was the 
Indira wave in other States, it was not a 
wave in Mysore but it was a cyclone. It was 
a c>cIoi)c which swept 27 members. Even 
il .some of, us had rc.sihtcd, the cyclone 
would have brought us here. That was 
the siienglh of the cyclone, that was tlie 
cMcnt of the discontent prevailing. 

1 feel a Commisson should be constilu- 
icd to go into irregularities in appointmenls, 
nepotism and promotions. There should be 
constituted another Commission to go into 
the Cauvery drinking water supply .scheme 
loi Bangalore city, 'fhe scheme was started 
.S-6 years ago. At that time, it was estima¬ 
ted to cost Rs. 10-15 crorcs. Then it was 
revised to Rs. 20 crores. Again it was 
revised to Rs. 30 crorcs. Today it has risen 
upto Rs. 50 crorcs. One of the senior 
engineer members of the Commission who 
resigned from that body has come out with 
a statement alleging fiauds, that they have 
accepted a tender costing Rs. 8 crores which 
would have cost only Rs. 3-4 croies if the 
tender of an Indian firm was accepted, 
rejecting the tender of the French firm. 1 
would request the Finance Minister to take 
immediate steps to constitute these two 
t'oramissions. 

*SHRI M. K. KRISHNAN (Ponnani) : 
Mr. Chairman, Sir, with your permission, 

1 would like to speak in Malayalam which 
'>* my mother tongue. 


Sir, before I start speaking about the 
Budget which is before the House I would 
like to say that as the Mysore Budget has 
been brought here for discussion, budgets 
of many other States have also been dis¬ 
cussed in this House. Only an hour before 
the Orissa Budget was discussed and passed 
by this House. Two days earlier the Budget 
of Manipur was considered by this House. 
It is likely that w’e may have to consider 
the budgets of Bihar and U.P. also. I doubt 
very much whether in the next two days, 
before w'c adjourn, the Government will 
present those budgets also—Bihar and U.P.— 
to this House. 

Why is this happening ? It is because 
of the policy pursued by (he ruling Party. 
What are they doing ? They are not allowing 
elected popular Mini.stries to function in 
those States wheie the Ministries belong 
to any other paity. Members elected to 
the Assemblies, il they belong to any opposi¬ 
tion paity, aic encouraged to defect and 
come ovci lo the tilling Party. The 
autonomy of the State is completely ignored. 
Also, the offices of the Governor have been 
used to further I lie interest of the ruling 
party. Corruption and utter oppoilunism 
have become .i general feature in this country. 
If this policy is allowed to continue, where 
the ruling party topples popular Minisliies 
in the States, we will have to go on discussing 
and passing budgets of dilfcrcnt States here 
in this Parliament. 

With a view to slopping this our party 
put forward u proposal before this Govern¬ 
ment. The suggestion was to make defec¬ 
tions legally difficult This can be done 
only if the defectors automatically lo.se their 
seats In the Assemblies of Parliament and 
have to face the electorate again. If such 
a fear is instilled in the mindr of the 
Members they will not think of defecting 
and the ruling party will n.ot be able lo topple 
popular Ministries. 1 am sorry to mention 
that the ruling party did not agree to the 
proposal put forward by us. 

Wh.it happened in Mysore ? Compared 
to other .Slates Mysore is placed in a 
peculiar position. Members and Ministers 


The original speech was delivered in Malayalam. 
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who till yesterday stood by parties other 
than the ruling Congress and were vehemently 
opposing it both inside the Assembly and 
outside changed their loyalty overnight and 
crossed over to the ruling Congress. It is 
strange that the ruling Party is so anxious 
to welcome these erstwhile rivals into its 
bosom. Until yesterday they were reaction¬ 
aries and they were blocking progress. But 
today suddenly they became progressives 
overnight. T am unable to understand this. 
When there are people in the ruling Pai ly to 
welcome them such defections will continue. 

It was in this way that the Mysore 
Government was thrown out and President’s 
rule imposed there. For imposing Presi¬ 
dent’s rule the proclamation has to be 
adopted by both the Houses of Parliament 
within two months. This is the provision 
in the Constitution. If at the time of the 
proclamation the Lok Sabha is not in session 
and the Rajya Sabha adopts it, it will have 
to be passed in Lok Sabha within one month. 
When we discussed the Orissa Budget, it 
was pointed out here that the proclamation 
imposing President’s rule was not passed by 
cither Lok Sabha or Rajya Sabha. That 
means the Government at present in Orissa 
is not according to the constitutional provi¬ 
sions. Why should such a tiovernment be 
there in Orissa and why should tbe ruling 
party agree to that ? 

In Mysore the State Government has 
been removed and the President’s rule 
imposed. I am not cnteiing into the details 
of the Budget. I only want to say rm this 
occasion that if the policy of toppling popular 
Ministries in Stalc.s and imposing President’s 
rule is continued we w'ill have to discuss 
here many more State Budgets and that will 
lead to authoritarianism. 

With these remarks. Sir, I conclude. 

DR. V. K. R. VARADARAJA RAO 
(Bellary) : There are two or three points 1 
want to make. 

SHRI M. V. K.RISHNAPPA : The time 
is very short. The previous speaker made 
some general observations on this Budget. 


SHRI C. CHITTIBABU (Chingicput); 
The previous speaker said that somebody 
from Madras defected from one paity to 
ai.othcr party. 

SHRI M. K. KRISHNAN ; It is Mysore. 

DR. V. K. R. VARADARAJA RAO : 

I have carefully gone through the President’s 
notiheation under which the hon. Minister 
has now introduced this Budget. From the 
Governor’s letter it appears that he found 
that it was not (lossible to form a stable 
ministry ; at the same time he has kept the 
legislature in suspension. The position is 
not clear to me. The Governor says ‘it 
.seems a controversy has arisen regarding 
the admission of the members of the Icgis- 
latuic wishing to join the Congress Parly 
and also regarding the question of the 
formation of an alternative ministry. I do 
not know how far the Governor, or for that 
matter the President should take notice 
officially of things that happen outside the 
legislature or parliament. In any case, I 
.should like to point out that after the wonder¬ 
ful victory which my parly had at the 
elections, cyclone as Mr. Krishnappa called 
it, in several States people who belonged to 
the ruling parties in those Stales stalled, 
defecting from those parties and want to 
cross over. This has lx:en happening in 
U.P. ; 1 think this is going to happen in 
Bihar. It has happened in My.sorc. I believe 
that clforts arc being made to form a ministry 
in U.P. with members who, before the elec¬ 
tions, belonged to the opposition parties, 
who fought against us in the elections, who 
after the election and Indira cyclon have 
now joined the ruling party. I believe 
very shortly a ministry will be announced 
in U P. A similar situation arises in Mysore 
also. I should like the Government to 
explain to this House whether there is any 
intention on the part of the Government 
to have a discrimonatory treatment between 
the foripation of popular Governments in 
one State and another. This is a question to 
which I should like to have a ca'cgorical 
answer. 

I am not in favour of the formation ot 
a ministry with defectors. 1 do not think 
that any person, who after the election 
crosses the floor of the House with the hope 
of becoming a Minister or a Deputy Ministci 
or something else should be given that

reward. But there should be no bar on a 
person joining a party without any benefits 
on joining a party. The suggestion 1 want 
to make is this. The Mysore Governor 
should be requested to find out fiom Mr. 
Siddaveerappa, the leader of the Congress 
ruling party whether he has a numerical 
majority without the defectors being rewarded 
with Ministership. In other words he may 
'end for him and find out from him 
whether he is in a position to have a numcri- 
t\tl majority, and whether he will confine his 
ministiy making only to those persons 
who vvere in the Congress party before the 
election took place. If so T suggest that 
(he Cioscrnor should go ahead and have the 
President's order revoked and enable the 
foimation of a ministij. If that docs not 
luppen it would be futile waste of time to 
tiy to form a miscellaneous conglomerations 
of parties and call that a ministry. We 
have had enough cxiwricncc of SVI) Minis- 
liies in tho country. In that case the 
Preadent’s rule should continue. I would 
■aiegest fuither that this particular clause 
I ceping Assembly in suspension should Ik? 
Kwoked and the Assembly should be dis- 
'tiKed ; the elections should be held in 
P)72. 1 know some fiicnds have made the 

suggestion that there should be an immediate 
election. As one who faught the elections 
leeently I should point out that the electoral 
lolls arc defective. In the house where I 
.stayed my biother-in-law’s name w'as not in 
the list ; for thirty years he has been in 
Uellary. The names of his wife and doughtcr 
were in the electoral toWs...{Interruptions) 
I am giving you only one example ; I can 
give you a number of other examples where 
the name of whole families were not found 
in the list. With full confidence in the 
strength and the ideology of my party I 
say that we should not go in for an 
immediate poll. The President’s rule should 
be continued and there should be regular 
vla’tions in 1972 unless Mr. Siddaveerappa 
■s able to form a Ministry from among 
those who were in the Congress (R) before 
the election with the support of those who 
ha\c not joined his party without seeking 
otTce. That is my first and major political 
point. 


I shall now' come to .some 
economic aspects of the Bcdgcl. The speech 
of the Finance Minister of Mysore .says that 


the report on Kudaramukh iron ore project 
has been sent to the Government. I should 
like the hon. Minister to give us some idea 
as to how soon the Government expects to 
deal with that report. There is the 
Mangalore harbour project with which I 
had to do something before. Originally it 
was intended that it would receive ships 
upto 60 thousand tonnes draft. It was 
revised upwaids to ICO thousand tonnes 
draft, with a view to cater to the export of 
Kudaramukh iron ore. From reliable, or 
unreliable, sources I understand that an 
attempt is being made to stop the progress 
of the port and keep it at 60 thousand 
tonnes. It appears that they will think of 
some method by which ore will be trans¬ 
ported to ships which will be anchored five 
or six miles away from the port. 1 should 
like to know the intention of the Government 
in legaid to the further development of 
Mangalore haihour, and also what they 
propose to do in regard to Kudaramukh 
iron oic project. 


We were all veiy happy in thi.s House 
when our leader announced in the last 
Parlianierit the establishment of three steel 
plants. One was to be in Vizag, the other 
was to be in Salem and the third in Hospet. 
I find that the foundation-stone for the 
Salem project was laid first, 1 also find that 
the foundation-stone for the Vi/ag project 
has been laid second. But nothing has been 
done so far regarding the steel plant in 
Hospet which concerns me because the site 
chosen is Tornagallu, which is about 20 
miles from Bcllary city and about 20 miles 

from Hospet. {Interruptions) Mr. 

Gupta can look after West Bengal ; I am 
talking about my State and of something 
which is of importance to the nation as a 
whole. 1 should like to know from the 
Minister when they propose to lay the 
foundation stone for this project, because 
there is great deal of anxiety among people 
there and throughout the election compaign 
I was bombarded with questions from my 
constituents when this foundation stone was 
going to be laid. They say : Is it because 
there is the DMK rule in Madras that the 
foundation stone had been laid at Salem ? 
Is it because there is Congress Government 
in Andhra that the foundation stone at 
Vizag has been laid ? Is it because there 
is the Congress (O) government in Mysore 
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that there is no foundation-stone in Hospct ? 
I had to answer those questions, as I am 
the elected representative of my people. 
So, 1 want to ask the Govcrnincnt, and I 
want them to let us know when they propose 
to lay the foundation-stone for the steel plant 
in Hospet, and what action they propose 
to take to expediate the construction of that 
plant. 

MR. CHAIRMAN : The time is very 
short. 

DR. V. K. R. VARADARAJA RAO : 
I shall finish in another three or four 
minutes. I will not take more time. Only 
one or two things more. I would like to 
draw your attention to the fact that in the 
speech made by the Finance Minister, Shri 
Ramakrishna Hcgde - I think it was a care¬ 
taker govcrnniint—not now under President’s 
rule-he said he would abolish octroi. I am 
much interested in it because in another 
capacity 1 made a very strong plea before 
the country for the abolition of octroi. The 
Finance Minister .said that he was abolishing 
octroi and then he had an alternative 
proposal to make up for the revenues. I 
would like to know from my hon. friend the 
Finance Minister here whether the octroi is 
going to stand abolished, and whether any 
alternative proposals are under consideration 
for augmenting the revenues which would 
be lost by the abolition of octroi which 
amounts to something like Rs. 6 crores. 

I would now like to say one or two 
things about my own district. I shall then 
finish my speech. 1 would like the Presi¬ 
dent’s government, since we arc now in 
power, to see that instructions arc issued 
to the .State Government and their officers 
that no harassment is given to the poor 
voters, I and my party have been returned 
to power by the votes of the poorest of the 
poor in the land ; .it least that is so as far 
as my S ate is concerned and iny district is 
concerned. They are all terrified and afraid 
of all sorts of oppression and all sorts of 
harassment. I would like to have a cate¬ 
gorical assurance, now that my State is under 
President's rule. I bad mentioned this to 
the Home Minister a few days ago, and he 
said, “firing me specific cases because it is 
the State Government.” Now it is under 


President's rule. 1 would like to have a 
categorical assurance which will then give a 
sense of security and safety to the people of 
Mysore State who, by an overwhelming 
majority, have voted us to power here in 
this House. I would like to have a cate¬ 
gorical assurance from the Minister that 
every attempt will be made by the Central 
Government to see that no harassment is 
made on the poor, innocent, helpless, back¬ 
ward sections of the community especially 
in rural areas and in urban slums who have 
voted for the Congress (R). 

Now, 1 shall mention a few things more. 
There is the need for a Government College 
in fiellary. I would not expatiate on it. 
Then there is the reed for dry-farming 
programmes in the western part of Bcllary 
district. 1 would not expand on it. There 
is akso the need for taking into account the 
desirability of a pelletisation plant for Hellary 
district, because the Donimalai iron ore 
project is going to be mechanically operated 
so that it will produce wastes and fines and 
they cannot be used unless there is a 
pelletisation plant, and I believe it is under 
the consideration of the Government. I 
would like to know from the Government 
whether any decision has been taken and 
when they propose to take action on this 
particular matter. 

There arc many other things which I 
would like to touch upon, but 1 shall not 
do so now. All that 1 would like to say 
is that on the whole 1 am satisfied with the 
budget that has been presented by the 
My.sorc Govci nment and I have gone through 
it, ( Inlenuption ) I am not concerned 
with political factions. I am concerned, 
as a developmental economist, with the 
economic aspects of the budget by pointing 
out that the budget presented by the Mysore 
Government is a good budget, and 1 would 
like to thank the Central Government on 
behalf of the people of Mysore for the special 
assistance fnat they have given to the Mysore 
State, the special accommodation that they 
have given both for non-PJan and Plan 
expenditure, and thereby enabling the State 
Gove.nment to fulfil tlieir schemes on Plan 
development. 

SHRI KALYANASUNDARAM (Tiru- 
chirapalli) : Sir, although I come from 
Tamilnadu, and not strictly connected with 
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Mysore State, and so not competent to 
express strong views on what is happening 
in Mysore, there are some problems which 
arc the common concern of both Tamilnadu 
and Mysore and I would like to bring them 
to the notice of this government. Up till 
now the Mysore administration was under 
the control of Congress (O) and that of 
Tamilnadu under DMK and there was some 
misunderstanding developing between these 
two States on the question of sharing the 
Cauveri waters. Tamilnadu is one of the 
States which has fully used the over-ground 
waters and Cauveri is the main source of 
irrigation for Tamilnadu. The people of 
familnadu, especially of the distiicts of 
Tiinjoic and Tiruchirapalli feel very anxious 
wlicn they learn that some of the tributaries 
of C’auveri in Mysoic area arc sought to be 
(li\crted to Mysore in spite of the protests 
made by the I’amilnadu govciiiment. The 
M\‘Oic Government did not pay heed to 
llic advkc of the Union Government either 
and I am toW they are busy construeting, or 
starling woik of construction, across these 
tributaries. Now that Mysore has come 
under President’s Rule it gives an opportunity 
'o the Union Government to initiate talks 
between Tamilnadu and Mysore to settle the 
dispute about the sharing of waters bi'lwcen 
these two States. 

1 do not want to press my claims in a 
paitisaii way. I am anxious that Mysoie 
ilso must get its due share. 1 am not against 
It. When we arc part of the same country 
should tiicre be so much of quarrel between 
these two States ? Can we not solve this 
dispute in an amicable way through direct 
negotiations ? Even w'hcn the British were 
ruling us they were able to reach some 
settlement. That basis is still there. So, it 
should be easy for the two Slates to reach 
an agreement to the mutual advantage of 
both the States. 

Cauveri is irrigating the plains of 
Tamilnadu. Without this water it is impos¬ 
sible for Tamilnadu to grow paddy and we 
will be forced to come to the Centre for 
'■ICC. So, I would request the government to 
intervene in this matter and to see that the 
dispute is settled in an amicable way. Tamil¬ 
nadu government is pressing for the reference 


of the dispute to the tribunal. If that becomes 
inevitable, I would support the demand of 
the Tamilnadu government so that we can 
find a solution as early as possible because 
to allow this dispute to drift will further 
worsen the situation. Therefore, immediate 
oction is called for to stop further construc¬ 
tion of the proposed dams in Mysore area, 
as a first step for making amicable solution. 

The hon Member who preceded me was 
jealous of the foundation stone laid for the 
sled pi.inl. 

DR. V K. R. VARADARAJA RAO : 
Not jealous ; don’t talk of jealousy ; talk of 
suppoit. 

SHRI KALYANASUNDARAM : Sulfi- 
cient funds must be allocated for the speedy 
execution of the plant. I want not only the 
.Salem plant but 1 would Mipport the demand 
for a plant at Uosptt also. 

*SHR1 T.V. CUANDRASHl KHARAPPA 
(Shimoga) ; Mr. Chairman, Sir, the Budget 
for the State of Mysore for 1971-72 has been 
placed before us. While commanding the 
Budget I have to give a few suggestions for 
the consideration of the Government. 

T would like to draw the attention of the 
Government to the utter neglect of the hilly 
regions in Shimoga district of Mysore Stale. 
During the last 15 years, many schemes have 
been drawn and the Malcnad Board was set 
up for the development of these regions. But, 
unfortunately the Boaid is inactive and no 
tangible rlcps have so far been taken by the 
Board for developing these areas This needs 
special attention. 

The second important thing is the 
setting up a medical college in Shimoga. I 
was all the while liotscfiil ihat tlic demand 
of the people of this aica would be met and 
that adequate provision v/ould be made in 
Budget for setting up a college. Unfortunately 
my hopes have been belied. 

The construction woiK of Bhadra Project 
is not proceeding according to schedule. This 
Project IS not given as much importance as 
the Tungabadra project. As a result the farmers 
are not enjoying any benefit and vast culti-

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vable areas remain un-irrigated. This should 
be given top priority so that farmers are able 
to reap full benefit from this project. 

There has b.*en a considerable depletion 
of forest wealth in the State and no proper 
aiTorcstation schemes have been drawn up 
to augment the forest wealth. 1 urge the 
State Government through the centre to taKC 
timely action in the matter for conserving 
and increasing the natural resources of the 
Slate 

In regard to industries, I have to state 
that during the late Sir Vishweshwarayya's time 
Mysore State had made good progress. 
Unfortunately during the last 15 years, due 
to some impediments the progress has slacke¬ 
ned. This year’s lludgcl does not include 
adequate provision for setting up more 
industries. We have a feeling that the centre 
is not giving adequate attention in this 
direction. This fear lurking in our mind 
should, therefore, be dispelled and the Centre 
should come forward with adequate 
assistance. 

Lastly, we have .seen that in spite of the 
President’s rule in West Bengal. law and 
order situation there has not improved. But 
the recent elections in the State went off 
peacefully due to the inspiration and able 
guidance of Smt. Indira Gandhi and the 
Congress (R) party came out in a large 
majority. I am sure that under her able 
stewardship, the State of Mysore will also 
have a stable Government. This is all the 
more necessary a.s the State has to 
give top priority to land reform measures and 
development schemes. The continuation of 
President’s rule is not therefore desirable and 
the popular Government should be set up 
expeditiously.

SHRI B. V. NAIK (Kanara) : In the 
(.ourse of today's debate, wc saw that there 
wcic a couple of points that were thrown 
out. They concern me all the more because 
I am a new Member in this Parliament. All 
of you are aware 1 was sworn in only 3 days 
back. 

The first issue is something to which I 
will make a passing reference. There has 
been considerable amount of controversy 
dt)out it in the morning. It keeps on raising 
Us head from time to time, for the purpose 
ol asserting itself; the assertion is totally 
'Mongand I will now state what it is. This 
i» a budget that has been prepared by the 
Government of Mysore that was in power, 
piior to the elections. Let us remember, the 
elections have been held right under the 
nose of the Government which was totally 
•ind completely opposed to the ruling 
t'ongress, which was contesting at that time, 
and fighting with its back to the wail. 


Under these circumstances, when wc 
have been told that the Members who have 
been sitting here in this Parliament today 
have got questionable antecedents, I don’t 
want to dwell at length. 1 know, I will be 
stopped immediately. Today in the morning 
1 saw some of my colleagues have been 
stopped. But 1 think, the Speaker, the 
Deputy Speaker, every Member of this 
Parliament, cannot allow this question to be 
answered by a Member of the Cabinet or a 
Minister We should go to the genesis of 
each one of us, whether he belongs to the 
opposition party oi the luling party. 

1 only wish my colleague Mr. Krishnan 
was not stopped so abruptly in the morning ; 

I don't think it is correct to question our 
vciy existence in this august House. It is an 
insult not only to the Indian people but to 
this House. Whether it is the ruling party 
or the opposition parly, every one who is 
sitting here, has raison de'tre scats in this 
House 1 don’t want to go further into this 
question. 

1 would like to dwell upon the measures 
in this Budget. A^k our fellow Members 
Irom Mysore. Mi. M. V. Krishnappa told 
that he supports it. Everyone of us know 
the hardship of getting popularly elected 
and the responsibility involved. (Interrup- 
lions). 1 am speaking for the first time 
after 23 years. Wc have waited far too long. 
Let me dwell upon it at a latci stage. 
{Interruption) 

Sir, 1 would suggest that the popular 
Government to run the State of Mysore 
bears the full sympathy of all of us duly 
elected. 1 would take a moral responsibility. 
We have to go stage bv stage. Somebody 
said, Mysore has creditable record of 
performance. But with what arc wc 
comparing ? Wc can't compare it with other 
States with ideal conditions for running on 
good lines. 

The only thing is that if the ideals of the 
people who run the State are much better, 1 
think it will be run on a still better basis. 
But this much is tiiic that the weaker sections 
in the State of Mysoic, the economically 
handicapped and the socially handicapped 
did not have, and let me lepeat, did not

have, a fair deal at the hands of the 
Government of Mysore. 

As far as the Mysore bloc is concerned, 
there is virtually no oppo ilion, and, there¬ 
fore. I would say this in regard to the 
Governor's rule. After all, politics is the 
art of the possible and it is not the art of 
the desirable. It is true that we want to 
have representative governments everywhere, 
every lime and every day. But then when 
thbsc representative governments had lost 
their representative chaiacter, what was to 
be dune ? If there was such a benign and 
good government ruling in Mysore, what is 
the reason why the people had voted the 
whole of the ruling Congress so totally back 
to power at the Centre ? 

MR. CHAIRMAN : Now, the lion. 
Minister. 

SHRI B. SHANKARANAND 
(Chikodi) ; May I have just one or two 
minutes ?... 

MR. CHAIRMAN : I am sorry. Now, 
there is no time left. 

SHRI M. V. KRISHNAPPA : Ihc 
Mysore budget is bigger than that of 
Orissa. Orissa was gi\en Ij hours. Why 
should Mysore be given less time ? 

THH MINISTLR OF STATF IN THE 
MINISTRY OF FINANCE (SHRI VIDVA 
CHARAN SHUKl.A) : Shri Shankara- 
nanad had given his viewpoint to me w'hcn 
he was sitting with me here a little while 
ago, and, therefore, 1 shall take that into 
account. 

1 would like to answer a few major 
questions on’y that have been raised in this 
d^te. For, it is only a vote on account 
which is being taken for the ne.\t four 
months, and it is not the tegular budget of 
the Sia c Government that is being passed 
by the Lok Sabha. We are only having a 
vote on account for the next four months, 
and we hope that in the meantime, there 
would be a popular government in Mysore 
which will bring forward a proper budget 
and have it passed by the elected represen¬ 
tatives in the Mysore Legislative Assembly. 


Dr. V. K. R. V. Rao had raised certain 
important points regarding certain political 
matters and some matters regarding his own 
constituency. First of all, he mentioned 
about the need for the formation of a 
popular government in Myiiore. He has been 
a member of the Central Cabinet and he is a 
senior and experienced politician. He knows 
that the Central Government's decision 
rests mostly on the report of the Governor, 
which we receive from him. If from a 
particular State, a report is received from the 
Governor that popular government can be 
formed and it will be stable, then the Central 
Cabinet sits down and takes a decision 
bu'cd on the report of the Governor. 

The leport of the Governor is the basis 
on which the Union Government takes a 
decision. So it is not proper to say that 
there could be any discrimination as between 
UP, Mysore, Orissa or V^'est Bengal. 1 would 
assure the House that as far as the Central 
Government arc concerned, we will take due 
note of whatever the Governor has to say 
in his report. If the Governor of Mysore 
says that a popular government can be 
formed in the State, we will take a decision 
to instal one in the State. Dr. Rao would 
know that the Central Government have 
always been anxious not to carry on 
President’s rule even for a day more than 
ncccssaiy. There is no question of continu¬ 
ing Picsident's rule for a day longer than 
necessary. 

Then he mentioned alxiut the steel plant. 
He will have noticed in the budget papers 
that a provision has been made in the 
budget. I can assure him that there will be 
no delay in proceeding with it, even though 
the foundation stone might not have been 
laid. The construction of the three steel 
plants will be proceeded with according to the 
local needs by the management and imple¬ 
mentation will be taken up. 

» 

As regards dry farming, a project has 
been taken up in Hadadaii taluk in Bcllaiy 
District, with the assistance of the Ministry 
of Food and Agriculture. 

DR. V. K. R. VARADARAJA RAO ■ 
Only one aluk. 

SHRI VIDYA CHARAN SHUKLA : 
The Ministry of Food and Agriculture arc 
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taking up selected districts from each state 
for this project; depending upon the recom> 
niendations of the local governments, these 
Ji:>tncts are selected carefully in con* 
■,ulta(iun with the Planning Commission 
and other bodies. The Finance Ministry 
also comes into the picture. I am glad to say 
that his district has been included in this 

plOJCCt. 

Shri Kaiyanasundaram mentioned about 
till. Cauvery waters dispute. The position of 
llie Central Government is that such matters 
should be settled by the concerned States 
b> bilateral negotiations in which we would 
assist them as far as possible so as to enable 
tlicm to come to a speedy settlement of such 
ijuestions which are of great importance. 

Another question raised concerned 
upening more medical colleges. We know 
ihiil the .State ,of Mysoie has already 8 
I'ledii.il colleges. The pioblem of unemploy- 
'iieni among the medical graduates is also 
luiMng Its head in Mysoie 1 do not know 
wholher it would be useful to divert the 
li'Mitnl funds available for developmental 
, '1 poses to opening medical colleges, 

. pcsially when there are moie useful 
pioiLcts to be taken up. It would naturally 
(ii'iwnd on consultations between the State 
and Central Governments, as to how these 
'(■souitcs can be best utilised. 

Anothei hon. member complained of 
iiow industrialisation in the State. I do not 
'liim such a complaint is tenable. It cannot 
he forgotten that there arc a number of 
umral undertakings like HAL, HMF, IFI 
<iiid BEL and several others established in 
the State after independence. 

During 1970, 30 new industrial licences 

issued for the State. The provision for 
"tdiisiries has been increased from Rs. 180 
Idkhs in 1970-71 to Rs. 350 lakhs in 1971-72, 
oiu of which Rs. 50 lakhs are for industrial 
c''t.ucs. So as far as industrial growth goes, 
•here is no slackening. 

Shri Krishnappa mentioned about 
clectiification. Ho was a Minister in Mysore 
*0' some time and made valuable contribu- 
hoiis to the development in the State. He 
•‘lows that almos‘ 80 per cent of the 


population has been covered by electrification 
in Mysore There arc many more villages 
which will be covered; 30,000 pumps are 
going to be encigised during the current 
financial year. A water supply scheme for 
Bangalore city has been drawn up costing 
Rs. 30— 32 crores. An outlay of Rs. 7 crores 
has alieady been made and I think Rs. I crore 
has already been sent on this scheme. Shri 
Krishnappa made a demand. 

SHRI M. V. KRISHNAPPA : I wanted 
a Commission of inquiry to go into the fraud 
of Rs. 4 crores committed in that. 

SHRI VIDYA CHARAN SHUKLA : 
Such things should wait for the installation 
of a popular Government in the State when 
they can look into it. 

Dr. Rao mentioned about octroi. 1 
looked into the speech of the State Finance 
Minister when he made this announcement. 
He said theicin ; 

“I am happy to announce that we have 
decided to abolish octroi. It will, however, 
be necessary to protect the revenue 
realised lioin it now by the local bodies. 
I shall, thciefoie, bring proposals before 
the House foi an altcinative measure to 
be introduced simultaneously with it® 
abolition”. 

This is the decision that the Slate 
Government has taken. As is well known, 
during President’s rule which is a temjsorary 
phase in any state's administration, we do 
not normally take decisions which conccin 
matters of policy. As a matter of fact, a 
decision has been taken by the Government 
of Mysore and we have nothing against that 
decision. We only want that the popular 
Government in Mysore, when formed, should 
work out the details of the decision and 
implement it in a proper manner. 

Another specific assurance that Dr. Rao 
wanted was rcgaiding the harassment of 
voters, particularly the weaker sections of 
voters in his constituency. I think it is the 
sacred and bounden duly i*l every civilised 
Government to sec that when the citizens of 
the country exccrcisc their franchise in the 
light of theii decision and discretion, there 
should be no harassment of any kind, and I 
can assure him that as long as the Central 
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[Shri Vidya Charan Shuklal 
Government is in charge of the ndministra* 
tion of the State of Mysore, we shall not 
allow any harassment to take place, and 1 
am sure that even after the popular Govern¬ 
ment is formed in Mysore, there will also 
not be any kind of harassment of any 
section of the population 

I think I ha»c covered most of the 
important points (hat were raised by hon. 
Members and 1 request the House to vote 
the demands and vote on account for the 
State of Mysore.

THE MlNlSn R OF STATE IN THE

AND TECHNOLOGY (SHRl K. C. 
PANT) : Sir, The Proclamation issued by 
the President in respect of West Bengal on 
March 19, 1970, would continue in force till 
the 3Ist March, 1971. Elections to the State 
Assembly were held eailier thi.s month and 
the prospects of the formation of a stable 
Ministry in that State arc still being explored. 
Since the formation of a Ministry may not 
be possible before the 31st of March, it is 
necessary that this Proclamition should 
continue in force beyond that date till such 
time that it becomes possible to restore a 
popular Government in that State. 
Although the cfiect of the approval of this 
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Resolution would, as provided in Article 357 
of the Constitution, be that the Proclamation 
may continue in force for a period of six 
months, the Proclamation can be revoked 
earlier if and when the Governor is satisfied 
that it would be possible to have a stable 
Ministry in that Slate. 

I would like to take this opportunity to 
mention that during this period of nearly 
one year when the Central Government 
became responsible for the administration of 
that State, a number of developmental 
schemes and schemes for promoting greater 
social justice were commenced and the 
general programme for development of the 
Stale was implemented with vigour. There 
were difiicult and complex problems in that 
Stale which had been further accentuated by 
difficult law and order conditions and po¬ 
litically instability in the past. 

In regard to law and order, the problem 
was tackled fiom various angles. Thus, 
whilst on the one hand the State Police was 
provided with belter equipment, transport 
and communications, they were also assisted 
in their task by Central forces. More legal 
powers were given to the State Government 
by two Presidential enactments, the West 
Bengal Pi-cvention of Violent Activities Act 
and the West Bengal Maintenance of Public 
Order Act, for dealing with the situation. 
It was as a result of these various steps taken 
that peaceful polling in that State became 
possible and the pciccntagc of voting reached 
nearly 60 per cent. This compares 
favourably with the all-India average of 
nearly 55 pci cent and that in most othci 
States. The people by exercising their basic 
democratic right of franchise have pronoun¬ 
ced their verdict against the extremist and 
subversive ideologies of violence. 

The House is aware of the priori!) 
attached by the Government to the problems 
of Calcutta. This task had been taken up 
by the Central Government in all serious¬ 
ness immediately after the issue of the 
Proclamation. Additional sources of revenue 
for financing a larger programme of develop¬ 
ment were found. The entry tax imposed 
few months back has proved to be a 
substantial .source of revenue. Besides more 
funds have been made available by borrowing 
from the market and loans received from the 
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Central Government and other financing 
institutions. The Calcutta Metropolitan 
Development Aulliority, having jurisdiction 
over the entire Metropolitan region, was set 
lip in order to coordinate and facilitate the 
planning, financing and implementation of 
tlie programme. In regard to the pro- 
j-idinmc for the current financial year, it is 
cxiiccled that Rs. 18.7 ciores tsould have 
been utilised for schemes of dcxelopmcnt of 
ciMc amenities in Calcutta. These include 
pioxiding more di inking water, impioving 
tlic drainage, scvxciagc and garbage disposal 
and other schemes of dcxclormcnl in the 
field of tiiffic and tiansportation, medical 
and educational facilities Consideting all 
llic ditficiilties and the magnitude of the 
pioblcm, 1 would like to thank and con¬ 
gratulate all those who have been associated 
wilh this work and ha\c made this achicse- 
iiiciil possible williin such a shoit time of the 
Ml mg up ol this piogiamiiic. Besides, the 
‘>ciiei.il Schemes of desclopmeni a special 
Clash piogiarfimc for amelioiating the living 
conditions of about a million people in the 
bii'-tccs of Calcutta was launched. During 
the till lent year, about Rs. 1 j crores would 
1 .Of been iilili/ed and it is hoped that by 
i!'c- end of the current working session i c. by 
.I'lcnii the month of June 1971, about

!MR. SpFAKEB in the Chair.] 

In the field of land reforms, two Presi¬ 
dential Acts of far-reaching importance 
vtcre passed. The lot of the share cropper 
has been mproved and his share laised to 
per cent. His right of cultivation has been 
I'l.ide more secure and hereditary. By the 
’•ccond legislation, the ceiling on agricultural 
land has been further lowered and* fixed 
with regard to the family as a unit, 
^iniultancoiisly with land reforms, Govern- 
ment attached importance also to the 
tniplemeniation of the land reform laws, 
during the year about 1.13 lakhs acres of 
land was vested in Government after its 
detection as having been held clandestinely, 
^bout 65,000 acres of land were settled 
'"'dh the licence. About 60,000 families who 
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did not own any homestead land benefited 
by the fiec gift by the Government of small 
homestead plots. The revenue organisation 
has also been strengthened and improved 
in Older to secure faster implementation in 
future. 

A number of steps have also been taken 
to improve the general industrial and 
economic conditions. The Government of 
India have decided to set up the Industrial 
Reconstruction Coipotation with its head- 
quarteis at Calcutta fur helping the sick and 
clo>-ed industiics in the castcin region and 
particularly in West Bengal. A 7onal com- 
mi'lec of the IDBI was set up in Calcutta 
fur financing small and medium industries. 
A Piesideniial Act, called the West Bengal 
Relief Undertakings (Special Provisions, Act, 
1971, has also been enacted recently to enable 
the Government to lake over sick or closed 
units in the interests of continuing the level 
of cinplov nicnt. All these steps have had a 
beneficial impact but the woik icquires to 
be continued and intensified. 

Government has also laid emphasis on 
tackling the problems of employment in the 
lural areas. A number of programmes for 
benefiting the small and the marginal farmers 
and tor helping agriculturi.sts by more and 
better inputs and technology have been 
sponsored by the Central Government. 

The good work thus commenced in West 
Bengal during the last one year will require 
to be continued and sustained with as much 
if not greater vigour in the future. I would 
earnestly hope that whilst the Central 
Government will continue to give all assis¬ 
tance and support it will also receive the 
cooperation of the people and all the political 
pai tics and groups in that State as also the 
leadership of the State Government for 
satisfactory mogress and completion of this 
programme. 

Sir, 1 have already taken a long time 
and before 1 conclude I would once again 
recommend to this House the adoption of 
this Resolution.

a government in the State ; on the contrary, 
the leader of a five-men partj, w hich has been 
rejected by the people of W'est Bengal, got 
that opportunity ftom the Governor a‘ well 
as the Prime Minister, of course unuflicially. 
The attitude of the ruling party at the Centre 
towards West Bengal has become clear by 
this dirty backdoor policy. They do not want 
a popular government in that State and 
what they want is a puppet ministry for 
preserving class interest of their own. 

As most of the foreign and monopoly 
capitalists have been working in West Bengal, 
the ruling party as champion of their cause 
could not keep quiet and twice they destroyed 
the United Front Government of West 
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Bengal and this time, that is, for the third 
time, they played the same game at the very 
beginning. 

What has been happening today in West 
Bengal ? Section 144, the Prevention of 
Violence Act and the imposition of curfew 
have become the order of the day. From 
every corner of the cities to the interioi 
villages, the roads are being paraded by the 
CRP and the military. Without any discri¬ 
mination they hase stalled mass tortuics in 
the name of combing opeialion. 

Sir, hcic are some telegrams from the 
district of Ilooghly under Baiagarh, Pandua, 
Chinsurah, Ultaipara, Chandilala and 
Sciampur polKc stations that people arc 
being bcaltn by the police and military, h^cn 
the old and incgnant women ha\c not been 
spaled. 

The other day, the Ministci conecintd 
got irritated while one of the hon. Members 
fiom this side laiscd these facts. Every now 
and then, propaganda goes like this that wc 
are responsible for giving indulgence to 
violence. This is absolutely untiue and 
ba.sclcss. I can show you from facts as to 
who are engaged in indulging in violence 
throughout the West Bengal. Since 17tli 
Match, 1970, 250 of our comrades have bem 
killed. Certainly, vse did not kill our owo 
men. Here are the pictures of those mattyi ■ 
Even the boys were not spared. They were 
also killed. Sir, you see what a tcriiblc 
matter it is.,Not only this. There are many 
cases of brutalities which took place in the 
villages too. 

Again, here is the photograph of Nedam 
Hansda's wife. She was sleeping with hei 
husband at the dead hour of the nigh*. 
'I he police and the jotedars entered hci 
cottage and beat her and then dragged 
Ncdaip with econtinous beating. Then, they 
killed Nedam and did not give his dead 
body to his wife even. This incident took 
place in Dadpur in the district of Ilooghly 
These photographs show that the Muslim 
ladies were beaten by the CRP and Conresgs 
jotedars in P S, Haripal. Here, the wife of 
Motiar Rahman named Fazila Bakshi was 
raped by the police. In Kansaripara village, 
in Dhaniakhali P. S., the wife of Rabi Mandi 
was dragged by the polic'c and was raped. 
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Tlien, here is a book written by Shri 
Kuldip Nayar. Once Mr. Nayar was in the 
Home Department of the Government of 
India and was an editor in the UNO. Let us 
examine what he says in this book “India— 
the Critical Years.” I quote : 

“The intelligence reports reaching 

Central Government indicate that the 

Congress (R) and the CPI are encourag¬ 
ing and harbouring the Naxalites." 

Congress friends should not be irritated. 
This remark of Mr Nayar can be corrobo- 
lalcd by facts. 

The riCLtion of Ukhra Assembly 
constituency was not held due to the murder 
of a candidate .Shri Dulta Mandal. Who 
comiiiittcd this minder ? Here is a cettified 
copy from the Sub-divisional Judicial 
Magistrate'of Durgapiir. One Sanat Kumar 
Miikherjce de|X).sed before the same Judicial 
Meeistratc under Section 164 Cr. P. C. that 
III- witnessed Mic murder, having been 
picsent on the .spot and named some 
peisons who arc the associates of the ruling 
C ongress. 

Sir, I want to mention one of the 
iVntral Minister is always in touch with 
tho.se persons for political purposes. Sir, the 
most interesting side of the matter is that 
those persons named by the eye-witnesses 
have not been arrested as yet. 

I'rom these facts, everybody will under¬ 
stand who are indulging in violence and who 
arc responsible for darkening the image of 
West Bcngal. foc ruling Party at the Centre 
and thei r allies like CPI and ^othcr so-called 
dSnoctatic P.ytics are Tprc ad’jng*"lics against 
tTC people of Wc^he ngaT" r a^ TTiem nt>t 
to epur venom ~eny~'m^re Yoti have to be 
aware of~the fact that while the ‘Bangla Desh’ 
across our border have been fighting gallantly 
to achieve their goal, the people of West 
Bengal will not remain silent to take lessons 
from this unprecedented historic struggle, 
and tells us this truth whether you like it 
or not. 

1 would like to mention two more points. 
The hon. Minister has stated in his statement 
that in August a sum of Rs. 18'40 crores 


was released by the Centre to immediately 
undertake rescue and relief operations to 
alleviate the distress caused by the floods. 
In this connection, I would draw the atten¬ 
tion of the Minister that the released money 
was not spent just after the flood took place, 
on the contrary, it was spent just one week 
before elections. 

Another point to be mentioned here is 
that the Minister had boasted of opening of 
two industrial units which had been closed 
for some time. Sir, in this connection, I 
would fell this House that ISO units were 
closed in West Bengal before the President’s 
rule came into existence. Now, it has risen 
upto 400. 1 he figure of two units which he 
says were ic opened is nothing but very 
insignificant compared to this. 

Another thing is about the .setting up of 
the Industrial Reconstruction (’orporation. 
W.' demanded it within .nnd oul.side the 
IcgUlaiiife and we suggestecl its formation 
immediately but it is a matter of regret that 
it has not >ct Ixrcn fully set up. I would 
suggest, tlieicfore, that this corporation 
should Immcdiutcly be set up fully in order 
to help small and medium factory owmers 
w'ho sutler from lack of funds and to build 
new industry. Otherwise frustration would be 
prevailing in tlic industrial centres in West 
Bengal and nobody but the masses of 
woikcrs w'ould have to suffer. 

SIlRl II. N. MUKCRJEK (Calcutta— 
North-Hast) : Mr. Speaker, Sir, it seems a 
pity that we arc discussing so many things 
together because I feel. Sir, that if at least 
the rcsoluiion which stood in the name of 
my friend, Mr. Pant, h.nd been moved 
separately and discussed, then this House 
would ha\c had a fair opportunity of making 
a review, to the extent that we could, from 
different points of view, of the President’s 
rule in West Bengal. 

Shri Pant has given a pat on the back to 
himself. He ba.s given a wonderful chit to 
President’s Rule. I do not understand how 
he could do .so. Though I dissociate myself 
entirely fiom certain very unfortunate seg¬ 
ments of the speech made by my friend, Mr. 
Hazra just now, because there is hardly any 
lime to go into any kind of a acrimonious 
debate, I would like to say that the Govern- 
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mcnt of India remains answerable for the 
many acts of omission and commission which 
have taken place during President's rule, 
that in recent months things have happened 
when no inquiry has taken place and no 
results of the inquiry have yet been announ¬ 
ced, of the murders of eight young people 
in Barasat, the minder of seven people in 
Diamond Harbour, the murder in broad day¬ 
light in a Calcutta street of Mr. Hcmanta 
Kumar Ba-su, the leader of the Forward Bloc 
and so many other incidents into which 
I cannot go now, but, not a word has been 
said by the Government of India to the 
public of this country in regard to what 
happened behind the scenes and wc have had 
the mortification of having to listen to Mr. 
Pant congratulating himself on the gicat 
benefits which the Government of India has 
conferred on West Bengal by condescending 
to extend its rule over that unhappy State. 

I am glad that Mr. lla/ra has refciied to 
what is happening in Bangla Desh, because 
if this Government goes on giving an im¬ 
pression to West Bengal that West Bengal 
also is in something like a quasi-colonial 
relationship in regard to Delhi, then, 
certainly, the condition of things in this 
country is not going to be happy. 

You have to conciliate the people of 
West Bengal, and you know how when the 
spirit of a people is roused it can produce 
most wonderful results, sometimes not so 
very much to your liking. It reminds me 
of something which the Government of India 
can do at once, not only to satisfy the 
people of West Bengal, but also to satisfy the 
conscience of the people of the whole of 
India by taking a step in relation to a 
particular person who, in the notorious 
Agartala Conspiracy Case took a step when 
Mujibur Rehman Khan was involved. 
There is a man called Brigadiar Ghulam 
Hussain Khan, who is military attache in 
the Pakistan High Commission, who was 
responsible for interrogating and torturing 
Mujibur Rehman. And that is why I want 
the Government of India to do something 
and declare this man pel Sana non grata 
as far as this country is concerned. He is 
flourishing in the Pakistan High Commission, 
and something should imroedia'ely be done 
about It. That would be doing something 
not only to Bengal, but in the interest of 
the whole country. 


Re. Proclamation 

We are discussing this Budget—not really 
a Budget proper, but a very tentative holding 
operation ; but what I would object to in it 
is, that the Central Government has been 
responsible for most of the ills from which 
Bengal is suffering. And, I say this because, 
the Centre has been running the State now 
intermittently from 1967 to 1969 and Horn 
the middle of 1970 till today and even earlier 
it was the ruling party which was in power 
from 1947 right up to 1967. 

And therefore, it is not for the Central 
Government just, so to speak, to pass on the 
buck to whatever State Government might 
come into the picture and merely say that it 
has done a very good job in the mean¬ 
time. 

The Central Government just cantiot 
escape responsibility for the present distress¬ 
ful condition of a State which was in the 
vanquard of economic progress but which is 
now in a process of decline. 

Sir. wc arc told, for instance, that the 
State Government will have to rai-e resources 
to cover the overall deficit of Rs. 28.60 
crores. What is needed however is a leg up 
to the economy of West Bengal. And 1 find 
no indications anywhere—not in the Centra! 
Budget, not in the West Bengal Budget, not 
in any of the pronouncements of Government 
so far,--as to how a new direction is to be 
given to the economy and how a stricken 
State like West Bengal can provide further 
resources in order to go ahead. 

Sir, you know the paradoxical nature of 
the economy of West Bengal. Its per 
capita income was the highest till 1947 and 
then it was bracketed with Bombay. Now, 
in 1966-67, in relation to per capita income. 
West Bengal is the sixth, behind Assam, 
Haryana, Maharashtra, Punjab and 
Tamil Nadu. At one time West Bengal 
was second only to Kerala in point of 
educational advance, but now the percentage 
of children in primary schools in 1967-68 was 
only 67 and West Bengal’s position is 10 in 
the all-India list. 

The number of tractors, electric pumps 
and oils engines In use In West Bengal is 
now the lowest of all the States in India. In 
the number of villages electrified, West

Bengal is among the lowest-placed in the 
whole of India. Something has got to be 
done about it. We are told by Shri K. C. 
Pant that rural electrification schemes arc 
going ahead and rural employment pro¬ 
grammes are being undertaken. Sir, West 
Bengal has had more than a ballyful of 
planning and it is about time that something 
■<, done to show concrete and tangible results. 
Ruial electrification is almost a dream and 
an illusion and rural employment pro¬ 
grammes, if they ate started at all would 
akc, God knows how long, for implemcn- 
utlion. 


As far as the Industrial Reconstruction 
Corporation is concerned, its function is 
limited, and its resources are even moic 
limited, and we do not know for sure us to 
what it can do about the position. 

In reghrd to the much-trumpeted Calcutta 
Metropolitan Development Authority, we arc 
'old that they have spent Rs. 20 crores 
.ilrcady and Rs. 1.5 crores have already been 
spent on bastis. But we live in Calcutta 
.ind we want to see some tangible results, and 
we want to find out in how many bastis 
actually water supply and drainage facilities 
and lighting and that kind of thing have been 
provided, and by what particular time we arc 
going to have these changes, If it is going 
to be a drop in the ocean, then Rs. 20 
ciores is not going to help us a great 
deal. 


Therefore, what is wan ed is a coordi¬ 
nation of effort, in order to tackle such 
problems as the problem of unemployment. 
Engineers’ unemployment is a problem, but 
we do not know what the Government of 
India is going to do about it. 

Farakka is at a standstill. I> refer to 
1 arakka because if the Farakka project goes 
ahead properly, then ancillary things can be 
done on the basis of the resources of West 
Bengal proper and employment of West 
Bengal engineers, technicians and other 
people also can take place on a very large 
!>calc. But we do not know what is taking 
place ; on the contrary, the Farakka barrage 
has been stalled. 
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Shri Nanda, when he was the Railway 
Minister, talked about an underground 
railway in Calcutta. The Soviet expert team 
came and gave a report which Shri Nanda 
accepted. But the present Railway Minister 
said not a word about it, not even about the 
circular or semi-circular railway in 
Calcutta. 

The result is that you do not coordinate 
your schemes of reconstruction. You do 
not open out new avenues for the employ¬ 
ment of cngineeis and technical people as 
well as non-technical people w'ho naturally 
would have to come into the picture. 

Those of us who know West Bengal, and 
so many of my hon. friends also know West 
Bengal very well, know that West Bengal is 
the one Stale in India where roads are the 
poorest, where for road-building purposes, 
you can employ any number of people on a 
really go-ahead basis, but nothing very much 
is being done about it. 

in regard to the Calcutta port, in order- 
to save it, so many things have to be done, 
which would mean accentuation of employ¬ 
ment possibilities for the whole State, but 
nothing very much is being done about it. 

I do not expect from a Vote on Account 
something of a wonder, but 1 do expect from 
Government when it comes to Parliament 
after having an election about which it is so 
very exhilarated, an election about which it 
says it has put them on the top of the tree 
or that they are on top of the world, if it has 
that kind of exhilaration, something mute 
concrete shouid follow. Why can they not 
go ahead and tell particularly a stricken 
people like the people of West Bengal that 
concrete economic and social measures arc 
being taken and implemented, and 
tangible things are being properly 
produced ? 

That is why 1 am nut at all happy and 
enthusiastic about these things. Whatever 
slogans or shibboleths arc pronouced fioin 
time to time, such as Guribi Hatao or 
whatever else, I am reminded of the French 
saying : 

'Plus ca change, plus c*est la memo 
chose’ 
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that is, ‘the more it changes, the more 
it is (he same tiling’, and the same thing 
goes on, the same miserable old processes of 
bureaucratic procrastination and proliferation 
of documentation goes on in the Government 
offices, and as far as the life of the people is 
concerned, it is not vitally and tangibly 
aHected by the activities of Government. 
That is why a budget of this sort never 
produces the slightest exhilaration, and that 
is why when Shri K. C. Pant gives himself 
and his Government a pat on the back, 1 
can only laugh, and I can only say that you 
can go ahead and have all the temporary 
exhilaration that you feel about your 
performance, but if you put your hand on 
your heart, you would realise (hat you have 
done nothing like what should have been 
done for a State like West Bengal, and if you 
go on in this fashion, then one day, sooner 
or later, you may have very well to pay the 
penalty for it.

SHRI B. K. DASCHOWDHIJRY 
(Cooch-Bchar): I’he hon. Minister stated 
while presenting this interim budget, the 
demands for vote on account and (he 
supplementary demands for grants that the 
final budget will be di.scusscd by the State 
Legi.slative Assembly very soon. He hoped 
so. Although this statement has given rise 
to some hope, it has at the same lime given 
a tone of despair. 

In the statement it has been mentioned, 
that to rejuvenate the economic structure of 
West Bengal certain actions have Ijccn taken. 
This has already been referred to by hon. 
members preceding me. The CM DA has 
been given some more funds to improve 
Calcutta and give a right turn to the socio¬ 
economic picture of Calcutta and areas 
around it. An Industrial Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation has been set up with 
headquarters in Calcutta to give some 
assistance and inccntiscs to closed mil's and 
factories in and around Calcutta to 
restart. 

Whenever the West Bengal budget is 
presented here, something has been said 
about the city of Calcutta and the South 
Bengal districts. But, unfortunately I have 
to bring to the notice of the House again— 
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I did so last year also—that no constructive 
programme and no budget allocations for 
schemes concerning North Bengal have found 
a place in the budget. I am sorry I have to 
bring in this House, the North-Bengal— 
South-Bengal issue. As far as Bengal is 
concerned, 1 have already said that it has 
given certain hopes for the rejuvenation of 
West Bengal's economic structure. But I 
must also say that West Bengal has not 
received its due consideration from the 
Centre for a very long time. If I have to speak 
out plainly, in the matter of plan allocations, 
West Bengal has been sanctioned only 
Rs. 320 crorcs in the Fourth Plan whereas 
Maharashtra has been given Rs. 898 crores, 
Tamil Nadu Rs. 526 crorcs, U.P, 
Rs. 965 crorcs and so on. At the same 
time, unfortunately, the Central Government 
has not considered what is the contribution 
of the State of West Bengal to the central 
pool of fund.s. Of alt the earnings from 
imports, Calcutta's contribution alone 
comes to 25 per cent ; of the piofits earned 
by the Government of India, West Bengal 
alone accounts for 37 per cent from exports. 
Yet. what is the share that is given to 
West Bengal for development ; to plough 
back to the State for development ? As 
minimum as possible has been given. 

At the same time, West Bengal has its 
problems. The first problem is that of law 
and order. But it is not enough to say this 
It has also to be seen what arc the root 
causes of this law and order problem ? Is 
it only the extiemists or terrorists or the 
Naxalitcs who have created it here and there 
in West Bengal ? It is not so. The youths 
of West Bengal today have no hopes, no 
aspirations, the young people in the State, 
are not able to find suitable opportunities to 
cxpicss themselves ; they are not getting 
employment opportunities either. What are 
the reasons V They are both economic and 
otherwise The economic reasons have 
brought about this malaise giving rise to 
social tensions and conflicts. To give relief 
to (he people of West Bengal, the Centre 
must give proper attention to the State. If 
(his economic malaise is tackled and appro¬ 
priate relief afforded, automatically it will 
have its effect in reducing the dimensions of 
the law and order problem, which can then 
be tackled satis facloiily. 

As 1 said earlier, as regards North 
Bengal, no programme has been drawn up 
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in West Bengal. An Industrial Reconstruc' 
tion Finance Corporation has been set up. 
We welcome this step the Government of 
India have taken. But was it not possible 
for the Government of India to see that at 
least regional imbalances as between 
districts in West Bengal are also removed ? 

In the last August session when wc 
discussed the West Bengal Budget 1 made 
some constructive proposals to the hon. 
Minister. I am quoting from Lok Sabha 
Debate of 25th August, 1970, and I 
said :— 

“We have been repeatedly asking this 
Government and the State Government 
to constitute two statutory bodies, a 
North Bengal Development Board and 
North Bengal Industrial Finance Coi- 
poration with a small capital of Rs. 50 
crores.’’ 

# 

And the reply given by the hon. Minister, 
Shri Vidya Charan Shukla was : “I will 
iiU'c to look into this matter.” It was 
expected that when he came before the House 
Mith the Budget again, he would give due 
consideration to these problems which he had 
piomised to look into. It was expected that 
he would not be presenting a Budget 
mechanically drafted by his officers, but 
would give his own due consideration. 
Unfortunately, it has not been so. 

I have also to mention one paiticular 
I'oint. In the West Bengal Budget papers 
under the head Public Accounts you will 
liiid a special fund known as ‘Cooch Bchar 
Development Fund’. This fund was crested 
out of the contiibution and donation made 
bv the then Maharaja of Cooch Bchar at the 
lime of its merger. In reply to my points 
and the problem that 1 set forth during the 
course of my speech in this House, the hon. 
Minister said : 

“I forgot to mention one point that 
Shri B. K. Daschou'dhuiy had raised 
about the general reserve fund for 
Cooch Behar. I do not think that he 
can have any complaint about this fund. 
This fund was created when Cooch Behar 
was merged, and at the time of its 
initial constitution, it consisted of 
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Rs. 105.89 lakhs. Then it has been used 
for several years. Its interest and other 
things were deposited in this fund and 
it has been used for several years. The 
investment yielded a return of probably 
Rs. 20 lakhs or .something like that. 
The balance of the fund at the end of 
1970-71 is likely to be abvvut Rs. 143.27 
lakhs. This fund has been used for the 
development of Cooch Bchar area 
and this will continue to be used for that 
purpose.” 

The same old mistake has been commitied 
in this year’s Budget. As I said, it has been 
mechanically drafted. This year also, as it 
was done in the earlier year, an amount of 
Rs. 54,000 has Ivcen drawn from this 
Cixvch Bchar Development fund and added 
to “Medical” under Grant No. 20. I have 
gone through all the papers and it has been 
done mechanically every year in the earlier 
three ycais also. I want to ask a question 
to the hon. Minister. What is the purpose 
of taking away this amount ? Why this 
amount was taken out from this fund in each 
and every year and added (o “Medical” ? Is 
it for t he purchase of medicines or is it for 
operating new health centres in the district 
of Cooch Behar ? Initially, as the hon. 
MiniUcr admitted, this fund w'as created for 
the benefit of the people of Cooch Behar. 
What is the benefit that has been given to 
them ? Is it not a special fund over which 
only the people of Cooch Bchar have certain 
claims ? It is not to be whittled down in 
this way in the hands of West Bengal officers 
or the Finance Minister of West Bengal. 
The hon. Minister should give a clear answer 
to this. Last year also 1 had demanded that 
there should be a supervisory Board for this 
particular fund to sec how it is being used 
from year to year, but notliing was done in 
this respect. 

For Calcutta, because of the closure of 
factories, an Industrial Re-construction 
F'inance Corporation iias been started. Even 
during election time, when the Prime Minister 
visited Cooch Bchar and .some other district 
headquarters like KaiganJ and Malda, 
everywhere she made a promise when the 
probiem was raised bcfoie her about the 
North Bengal Development Board and the 
North Bengal Finance Corporation, that it 
will be considered in due course. 
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(Shri B. K. Daschowdhry] 

I shall quote that the Prime Minister 
said from the Hindustan Standard of 7tli 
February 1971 ; The Piime Minister assured 
both the meetings at Cooch Bchar that she 
would look into the question of the develop¬ 
ment of North Bengal after the elections and 
that the formation of development council 
for North Bengal was already under consi¬ 
deration. After talking about all these things, 
was it not expected that the hon. Finance 
Minister and the State Government should 
come forward with a statement about 
schemes, when they are presenting this 
budget. 1 would again appeal to the Minister 
to set up the ‘North Bengal Devektpmcnt 
Board’ and also the ‘North Bengal Industrial 
Finance Corporation.’ These are the two 
measures which can give some relief to the 
back-ward region of West Bengal, / e.. 
North Bengal. 

I have this morning received a telegram 
saying: ’‘Shri Jajncswar Roy, cx-Congress 
MLA and renowned leader brutally murdered 
on the 27th evening by CPM people- 
immediate arrest of assassinators solicitcd- 
sender : Narayan Battacharya.” 'I'he .sender 
is also a Congress MLA. Thcie aie so many 
murders and these have been happening day 
and night. The administration has failed to 
control the situation and some police 
officials give shelter to the CPM muidcrcrj. 
1 am privileged to know the hon. Home 
Minister has also received a similar tcicgiam. 
I appeal to him to look into this problem 
and the law and order situation in West 
Bengal so that some steps could be taken 
effectively, 

Lastly, the problem of West Bengal is 
very much connected with its socio-economic 
conditions and financial reconstruction. It 
has certain relationship with what has been 
going on now in ‘Bangla Desh.’ Everyone 
knows by this time that we can have better 
relations with Bangla Desh and the pro¬ 
visional Government there ; we can have a 
better economic structure for the whole of 
eastern region of India. Prof. Hiicn 
Mukerjee also referred to and I reiterated 
that the Bangla Bandliu Sheikh Mujibhur 
Rchman was falsely iinphvated in the 
notorious Agartala conspiracy case by one 
Brigadier Ghulam Hussain Khan who. we 
are told, is a military attache’ in the 
Pakistani High Commission in Delhi. In 
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order to have better relationship with Bangla 
Desh for economic reconstruction of Eastern 
India, the Government of India should 
declare him a persona noit grata 
immediately. ♦ 

SHRI KRISHNA HALDAR (Ausgram) : 
I oppose the extension of the President’s 
rule in West Bengal. The statement made 
by the Minister and the promises mentioned 
by him arc only to rehebilitate the Ruling 
Congress in West Bengal. It will be soon 
proved that they are nothing but a hoax. 
After the people’s verdict was announced, 
llic largr’st parly in West Bengal and the 
front led by it was not called to form 
the Government ; it goes against aP parlia¬ 
mentary norms, and ignoring the verdict ol 
the people. On the other hand in Orissa 
they have seemed only 51 scats out of 140 ; 
still the ruling Congress leader was called by 
the Governor to form a Government but he 
failed. Different standards are adopted in 
different States to insial .stooge government 
of the C’cnirc. In this regard I would like to 
say that bv the verdict of the potplc of West 
Bengal the party which has reduced its 
strength from 33 to 5 is being made the 
leader bads and called to form a Government 
to suppress the democratic voice of the 
people of West Bengal. 

The Government are speaking in support 
of Bangla Desh ; it is very good. We fully 
support the just cause of Bangla Desh, but, 
at the .same time, wc cannot but note that 
the Congress Government suppressing the 
democratic movement of the people of West 
Bengal who arc fighting for land, food and 
democratic tights. 

Yi>u speak of democracy and socialism, 
but in West Bengal, at the time of President's 
rule, hundreds of peasants, workers, were 
killed by the police, and thousands of people 
were arrested and tortured in the police 
lock-up, _ and tortured by the CRP. Combing 
operations by the militaiy are going on to 
gag the democratic movement of the workers, 

the iieasant'* and the.middle-class 

employees. So. I demand that the Govern¬ 
ment should withdraw section 144, the curfew, 
the CRP and the military from West Bengal 
immediately, 

SHRI K C. PANT : Sir, 1 have listened 
carefully to the speeches that have been 
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made. Actually, there is nothing which I 
have to add to the statement that I made 
while moving the resolution. It referred to 
the steps 9^t ha\e been taken by the Central 
(jovernmeiK during the President’s rule in 
various directions, and whatever has been 
achieved in this period has to be viewed 
.igiiinst the situation that obtained at the 
lime when President's rule began in West 
Hengal. 


Sir, the House wiil recall that in West 
Benpal, the law and oidcr machinery had 
piactically broken down when the President's 
iiilc began. The administrative machinery 
\\,is in a bad shape. Industry was not in 
much better shape, and land refottn 
measures which had been passed during the 
ri Government dajs, instead of being 
implemented throtigh the legal constitutional 
nuchinci;., weie being attempted to bo 
iitloiccd thipugh other methods to benefit a 
l>.irticulai patty. This was the situation at 
lii.ii time, and I think it can be said that 
duiing this peiiod, the Central Government 
his succeeded in slowly gcaiing up the 
aviininistrative machinery and in rcstoiing 
l.o\ and order to a large extent. 

The House will remember that at one 
stage there was a threat to law and order in 
tile iiiral areas ; that was curbed. There was 
a thicat that examinations would not be 
held ; that was curbed ; and examinations 
>' ere held. But I think the greatest challenge 
was in the recent election. Some elements 
were determined that the elections would 
not be held peacefully and they held out 
ihesc threats quite openly, and it is in this 
context that I said that the holding of these 
elections did tax the administrative machinery 
and the law and order machinery to the full. 
I think they came out of this exercise with 
living colouts. Except for a few incidents on 
ilic day of polling, voting passed olT peace- 
hilly, and the people exercised their votes 
in very large numbers. I have already 
referred to the fact that the percentage of 
voting exceeded 60 per cent, whereas the 
•tll-India average was about 55 per cent. 


1 think this was the basic challenge that 
had to be met—either people can exercise 
their franchise freely and fairly or those 


who seek to obstruct the process of demo¬ 
cracy succeed. This, in fact, was the challenge 
that the people of West Bengal faced. Apart 
from the effort put in by the administration 
of West Bengal, it is ically the people of 
Wes Bengal who have to be congratulated 
for having faced up to their challenge and 
having come out in such large numbers to 
exercise thi’ir franchise. 

Shri Hazra referred to the fact that the 
ruling parly had destroyed the UF Govern¬ 
ment. I would tax his memory a little If he 
docs that he will realise that was the CPM 
which was responsible at that time 
for bringing down the UF Government. 
It is not so long ago and if Dr. 
Ranen Sen had spoken, or some CPI 
member liad spoken, or some other UF 
member had spoken, he would not have 
said tills. 1 quite realise that Shri llazra is 
a new member here. All these issues have 
been thrashed out hcic in tlic last Parliament 
and the House has already come to a 
judgment on that. Thcicfore, I would 
request him to tax his memoiy before making 
a riatement like this. 

SHRI MANORANJAN HAZRA : I 
was in the West Bengal Assembly for the 
test twenty years. 

SHRI K. C. PANT : 1 am very glad. 

1 am talking of Parliament. There is a 
diffeicnee between the two. 

He mentioned a fact- it is not a fact; 
it is a theory of his—that the CPM is not 
responsible for indulging in violence and he 
said “we do not kill our own men ; so many 
of our men were killed”. As far as 1 know, 
the war is carried on by liis ex-comrades. I 
think even he cannot deny that the Naxalitc 
movement grew out of CPM. It was a 

historic development. (Interruptions) 

Why challenge facts of history ? 

SHRI A. K. GOPALAN (Palghat) : I 
was once in the Congress and now I am a 
Marxist. Now could 1 say that I grew out of 
the Congress ? 

SHRI K. C. PANT : If you acknow- 
ledge your parentage, there is no harm. At 
a particular stage the Naxalites broke away 
and formed their own paity. 
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[Shri K. C. Pant] 

SHRl K. MANOHARAN (Madras 
North) : Shri A. K. Gopalan has disowned 
a child of his. 

SHRI K. C. PANT : It is true that 
there is lawlessness in that State. Police is 
taking action and combing operation is going 
on. Then he referred fo murders. Of course, 
the hun. Member said that the police is 
protecting CPM murderers. 

AN HON. MLMBER : Absolutely 
false. 

SHRI K. C. PANT: I say that the 
police is acting honestly. Perhaps, opinions 
on both sides are extreme opinions. 

There was a icfcrence to the fact that 
several inquiries have Ix'cn held. Mv hon 
friend, Shri Hiicn Mukcijcc also refcired to 
the fact that inquiries were held but the 
results were not known. 1 would like to refer 
briefly to the inquiries that have been made, 
because these allegations aie made on the 
floor of the House again and again. I would 
try to reply to them on the basis of facts I 
have in my possession. 

The total number of complaints against 
the CRP force from various agencies in West 
Bengal during the period from 22-3-70 to 
22-3-71 was 36. Of these 31 complaints 
were investigated and were found to be either 
false, baseless or not justified. Five comp¬ 
laints arc still pending inquiry. It has been 
our endeavour to cn*-urc that each and every 
allegation is immediately investigated at the 
appropriate level and wherever the foice 
personnel have been proved to be lemiss, 
suitable and stern di.sciplinary action is taken 
against the defaulter. 

1 would just like to say one word about 
the point made by Shri Haidar of the Centre 
adopting different standards in the case of 
Orissa and West Bengal. T did not quite 
understand what he meant. In the case of 
Orissa, as he himself later acknowledged, no 
government has been formed as yet. 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE 
(Howrah) : Or. Mahatab was invited to 
form the government. 


SHRI K. C. PANT: Everybody is 
invited for talks. No government is 
formed. 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE : Jyoti 
Basu was not invited to form the government. 
He was willing, if he was called for. He 
was willing to take the responsibility 

SHRI K. C. PANT : The proof of the 
pudding is in its eating. There is no 
Mahatab Government today. 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE : There 
is dual standard. 

SHRI B K. DASCHOWDHURY 
CPM had no majority. 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE : That 
will be proved in the I louse. 

SHRI K. C. PANT : But the Governor 
cannot be stopped from talking with people. 
There is no question of different standards. 
After all, he has to come to a decision, and 
given a situation in a State he has to devise 
his own methods and consult people as he 
likes. I le has to come to a decision. You 
and I cannot do it. He has to do it taking 
into consideration the conditions that prevail 
in the State. 

He said that w'C are trying to frus'tratc 
the democratic voice of Bengal. I am very 
sorry that he cannot form a government 
there, i cannot help it if he cannot get the 
votes and the scats. Why does he blame 
me for it ? If he had managed to secure 
the seats and still his government had not 
been formed, he would have been entitled 
to talk of frustration of the democratic voice 
of Bengal. 

AN HON. MEMBER : What are you 
doing in Mysore ? 

SHRI K. C. PANT: But then his 
understanding of democracy may be different 
from mine. That I can concede. 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE: You 
are applying dual standards. 

SHRI K. C. PANT : He seems to think 
that the CPM has done very well. May I 
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remind him that actually the CPM has 
secured lower votes per contestant in 1971 
than in 1969. In 1969 the votes polled per 
contestant by the CPM were 27,598 and in 
1971 it is 17,939. 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE : Please 
state your voles also. What was the average 
vote of each Congress candidate ? It was 
far less than the CPM’s average vote. 

SHRI K. C. PANT: Why arc you 
touched to the quick. 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE ; Abso¬ 
lutely untrue figures are placed here to 
mislead the Members. 

SHRI K. C. PANT: There is no 
denying fact*.. 1 am only quoting fads and 
Statistics Why are they gelling excited ? 

SHRI. SAMAR MUKHERJEE: You 
aie misleading the House by hiding the 
KMlity. 

SHRI K. C. PANT : May I, in 
Lonclusion, say that I sincerely hope that the 
v\oik that has been done dining the 
President's rule in the direction of amelio- 
lating the conditions of Bengal, of trying to 
ichabilitalc its industry, of trying to imple¬ 
ment the land reforms legislation, of tiying 

to tackle. (Interruption). Why are you 

so sensitive about your own figures ? 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE: You 
arc hiding the reality. 

SHRI K. C. PANT : Every new 
Member must imbibe the sense of democracy 
m the House. You have to listen to us. 
He should learn from Shri Gopalan also 
how he listens to speeches. 

SHRI A. K. GOPALAN •, He is 
provoking me to speak. When he quotes 
the figures of CPI(M), we have a right to 
quote the figures of the Congress. Why 
should lie quote the CPI(M) figures 
only ? 

MR SPEAKER : You will have a 
number of opportunities. You can rebut 
them later on. 


SHRI A. K. GOPALAN: Let the 
hon. Minister answer in such a way as not 
to provoke others. 

SHRI K. C, PANT: I have great 
respect for Mr. Gopalan. He has heard 
many speeches made here. They have been 
very provocative speeches, if 1 may say so. 

If he reads the records later on, he will see 
what all has been said from that side. I 
have not been saying all those things. But 
it is my duty to present the factual picture 
to you. 

SHRI K. MANOHARAN : While you 
were quoting figures of that particular party, 
what prevented you from quoting your 
figuics ? 

SHRI K. C. PANT : I have to give my 
speech He is entitled to give his speech. 
He may certainly do it. I do not object 
to it. 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE : You 
arc misleading the House. 

SHRI K. C. PANT : The running 
commcntaiy only shows that he is afraid of 
those figures. 

MR. SPEAKER : No interruptions 
please. Allow him to reply. l.ator on, 
there will be other opportunities when you 
can rebut all those things. 

SHRI K. C. PANT : Sir, I was con¬ 
cluding by saying that the work that has been 
stalled, I hope, will continue and, particu¬ 
larly, the w'ork of biistecs in Calcutta which 
has been undertaken by the Calcutta 
Metropolitan Development Authority. I 
hope, they will continue the work with vigour 
and full cooperation of all concerned, of all 
political parties here, and the people at large. 

I hope, the new Stale Government will be 
formed’ soon and that State Government will 
contribute to furthering the work that is 
being done. I can assure this House that 
the Government is sensitive to the problems 
of West Bengal and Calcutta. We shall, 
certainly, try to do our best to continue to 
assist in the solution of these problems in 
every possible way. 

IHE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINLSTRY OF FINANCE (SHRI VIDYA 
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CHARAN SHUKLA) ; Mr. Speaker, Sir, 
my work has been lightened a great deal by 
my hon. colleague’s reply which has covered 
almost ail the points that were raised during 
the debate. 

I would like to mention one specific point 
that was raised by my hon. friend, Shri 
Oaschowdhury, about Cooch-Behar Develop¬ 
ment Fund and many other matters to which 
he drew my attention. He also quoted my 
speech when 1 was the Minister in the 
Ministry of Home AiTairs and later on when 
1 had the opportunity of putting forth the 
West B^gal Budget before this House. 1 
would like to tell him that whatever 
assurances were given in the House were 
duly communicated. We have taken action 
on that. But as soon as a popular Govern¬ 
ment is formed in a particular State, then the 
authority to implement all those assurances 
and those things passes over to the popular 
Government that is formed in the State. 
He is quite right in saying that several things 
that we wanted to do could not probably be 
done. That is because we did not have the 
continuous tenure of our work in West 
Bengal. 1 can assure him that in regard to 
the points that he had raised, we shall take 
due note of them as long as we have the 
responsibility of conducting the administra- 
tkm of West Bengal and, if and when, the 
popular Government is formed in West 
Bengal, we shall duly communicate the 
feelings and the points that he had raised to 
the State Government so that they can take 
appropriate action on them. 

As regards the matters of a new Indus¬ 
trial Reconstruction Corporation, the rural 
employment programme that has been 
initiated and the development scheme for the 
metropolitan area of Calcutta, etc., all have 
been mentioned in the statement that I laid 
on the Table of the House when I presented 
the Budget the other day. 

Lastly, the only thing that 1 want to 
mention is about the dcGcit of Rs. 28.60 
croies. That is the overall deficit that we 
have in this Vote on Account. I think, 
when the final Budget is drawn up for Uie 
State of West Bengal, a very deep and serious 
attention will have to be given to cover up 
the deficit and sec that the West Bengal 
Budget reflects the healthy growth of economy 


there. The cure of all the ills of West 
Bengal lies in a quick and very fast develop¬ 
ment of economic activity in the metropolitan 
atea of Calcutta and the rest of .West 
Bengal. And as far as the Central Govern¬ 
ment is concerned, it is committed to this 
policy and whether it is the President’s rule 
or rule by popular Government, we shall do 
our best to see that the new development 
programmes and the dynamic direction that 
has been given to the economic activities in 
West Bengal is continued wi:h our special 
assistance from the Central Government so 
that wc can get rid of the traditional 
problems of unemployment and poverty in 
the State of West Bengal and particularly, 
in Calcutta where the.se problems are most 
acute. 

Having said this, I would request the 
House to pass the Demands that I have 
presented.

THE MINISTER OF RAILWAYS 
tSHRl K. HANUMANTHAIYA) : (a) and 
(bj According to the present schedule, the 
line is expected to be completed by the end 
of June, 1972. 

(c) Against an estimated cost of about 
Rs. 10.09 crores, an amount of Rs. 3.12 
crores (approximately) has been spent so far 
Oh this project. 
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SHRI CHINTAMANI PANIGRAHI : 
Out of a total estimated expenditure of 
Rs. 10 crores during the years 1968-70, only 
Rs. 3 crores has been spent. According to 
the original schedule this line was to have 
been completed by March, 1971, but it has 
now been extended to June, 1972. Is the 
hon. Minister satisfied that the present 
schedule of completing this railway line still 
continues or's there any proposal to defer 
the time of completion further ? 

SHRI K. HANUMANTHAIYA : I share 
the anxiety of mv hon. friend over the fact 
that there has been delay. What I have 
stated is that they have revised the schedule 
from time to time according to the circum¬ 
stances that have arisen. That is why I 
have caUed it the present schedule. 

In fact, it was not the fault of the rail¬ 
ways. Originally, the ore transportation 
was for purposes of trade with the Japanese. 
At one stage, they backed out and then 
Romania C'ame in, and now we arc proceed¬ 
ing with this. The Orissa Mining Corpora¬ 
tion has also backed out of its commitments 
in icgarJ to its contribution for the sidings 
etc. Therefore, several factors have arisen. 
I hope that the Railway Administration 
would now stick to the present schedule, 
namely the end of June, 1972. I myscif 
want to visit the place along with hon. 
Members and sec that the work is carried out 
expeditiously. 

SHRI CHINTAMANI PANIGRAHI : 

I am grateful to the hon. Minister for what 
he has said. Since the progress is very slow, 
I would request him to visit that area. I 
would be very happy if the hon. Minister 
would visit the area and see that the work 
is expedited. May 1 know why the proposed 
railway colony at Paradip which was also 
to 3 c constructed along with this was post¬ 
poned, and whether that would also be taken 
up along with the construction of this 
railway line ? 
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SHRI K. HANUMANTHAIYA : I 
require notice. When 1 go for the inspec¬ 
tion, 1 will look into this matter also. 

SHRI SURENDRA MOHANTY : Has 
the attention of Government been drawn to 
the fact that employment opportunities to 
the local people are denied in this railway 
project ? 

SHRI K. HANUMANTHAIYA : I my¬ 
self subscribe to the point of view of the 
bon. Member that local people must be 
given the first preference in employment 
because the unemployment problem has to 
be solved in the area itself. 

SHRI SURENDRA MOHANTY : That 
is an axiomatic truth. It is just an expres¬ 
sion of a pious wish. I am grateful to him 
for that. But 1 want to know what steps 
Government are proposing to see that the 
local people get adequate employment op¬ 
portunities in this project. 

MR. SPEAKER: This is about the 
construction of the line, whether it is ac¬ 
cording to schedule or not. 

SHRI SURENDRA MOHAN FY : It js 
ancillary to that. If he answers it, it will 
embolden us to pursue it further. 

SHRI P. G. DEB ; Do I take it that 
further extensions of time in construction 
will not take place hereafter ? 

SHRI K. HANUMANTHAIYA : I hope 
not. 

Railway Saloon Facility 

•17. SHRI R. P. YADAV : Will the 
Minister of RAILWAYS be pleased to state: 

(a) whether Government have any pro¬ 
posal under consideration to withdraw 
Railway Saloon facility ; and 

(b) whether any steps have been taken 
to stop its misuse ? 

THE MINISTER OF RAILWAYS 
(SHRI K. HANUMANTHAIYA) : (a) No, 
Sir.

MR. SPEAKER : How does it arise out 
of this ? Is the Minister in a position to 
clarify ? 

SHRI K. HANUMANTHAIYA : There 
is no proposal to convert these inspection 
carriages to passenger coaches. On the 
other hand, wherever there is an air-condi¬ 
tioned coach, if there are foreign or other 
tourists who arc prepared to pay for it, wc 
place it at their disposal. 

SHRIMATi SUSIIILA ROHATGI : In 
spite of llie fact that Government arc trying 
to enhance the facilities to the common man 
in regard to railway travel and the railway 
Budget deficit is shooting up every year and 
wc arc still not in a position to pro\ide 
adequate amenities to third class passengers, 
could wc not ask the people who can affoid 
to travel in these saloons to pay a percent¬ 
age, say 10 per cent, for the use of this 
facility—this includes M.Ps. also—which can 
be put in a fund which can be utilised for 
providing further facilities to the third class 
passengers ? 

MR. SPEAKER : Too long a question. 
Are there Saloons for M.Ps. also ? 

SHRIMATI SUSHILA ROHTAGI : It 
arises out of part (a) of the question. Even 
if they do not withdraw the facility, at least 
they can utilise a part of the proceeds from 
it for the interest of the common man. So 
it is directly connected. 

SHRI K. HANUMANTHAIYA : I want 
to place the true picture of these saloons 
before the House. I myself took the trouble 
to inspect such carriages yesterday so that I 
could answer about the actual position. I 
saw most of these inspection carriages are 
moving offices. The officers who travel 
fiom place to plaxx are expected to inspect 
track and dispose of various matto's arising 
during the course of administration. 

Therefore, it is not so much facility for 
eqjoyment as amenities provided for work 
relating to administration. Only those per- 
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taining to the President. Vice-President and 
Governors are saloons in the real sense. 
They are only four or five, and they are 
meant for dignitaries. Even if we abolish 
all these railway saloons, it will not result 
in any perceptible appreciation of our 
revenues to bring down our losses.

SHRI K. HANUMANTHAIYA : I have 
already answered the question, that these 
amenities are meant for officers to do work. 

It is not just to sleep the whole journey. 
Therefore, it is not possible to implement 
the suggestion that the hon. Member has 
made, 

SHRl ATAL BIHARI VAJPAYEE : 
What is the total number of saloons ? 
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SHRl K. HANUMANTHAIYA : There 
are different catagories ; Broad Gauge—8- 
whceler bogies—143 ; 6-wheeI«—1 ; 4- 

wheelers—541; Metre Gauge—8-wheeler 
bogies—164 ; 6-wheelers—42 ; 4-wheelers— 
285, Total : 8-wheelers—307 ; 6-wheelets— 
43 ; 4-wheelers—826. I want the hon. 
Members to know that this is meant for the 
whole country, for all the railways put to¬ 
gether. It is not for one place or one 
region. 

SHRl KALYANASUNDARAM : What 
is the basis on which the railway officers are 
allowed »o make use of these saloons, and. 
does the hon. Minister think that such a 
large number of saloons is necessary ? I 
can understand the necessity in the case of 
officers who have to maintain' the track, but 
what is the need for other officers to make 
use of such huge saloons ? These 8-whceIers 
are used only by high ofiicials. So, what 
is the basis on which th^ railway officers are 
allowed to make use of this facility ? 

SHRl K. HANUMANTHAIYA : As the 
hon. Member, who has got large experience 
regarding the railways, knows, there are 
rules on the subject. If there is any misuse 
by the officers, if those who are not entitled 
to them are using them, and if he brings 
such cases to my notice, I will examine that 
question. 

Pending applications for Industrial 
Licenses 

*19. DR. KARNl SINGH : Will the 
Minister of INDUSTRIAL DEVELOP¬ 
MENT be pleased to state : 

(a) the total number of applications 
under the industrial licensing system which 
were pending on the eve of the dissolution of 
Lok Sabha ; 

(b) the number of applications disposed 
of after the dissolution ; and 

(c) the number out of them which were 
pending for more than one year, two years 
and three years, separately ? 

THE MINISTER OF INDUSTRIAL 
DEVELOPMENT (SHRl MOINULHAQUE 
CHOUDHURY) ; (a) to (c), A st&temMit 
is placed on the Table of the House. 
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Statement 

(a) to (c). With the announcement of 
the new licensing policy in February, 1970, 
the number of industrial license applications 
increased very considerably during the year 
and a total number of 2226 applications 
were received during 1970 besides 807 appli¬ 
cations for COB licenses in respect of indus¬ 
tries which had been deliccnscd prior to 18th 
February, 1970, and which required a license 
after announcement of ‘he new policy. 
Together with some applications received up 
to end 1969 and which have remained pend¬ 
ing, the total number of pending applica¬ 
tions on the eve of the dissolution of the 
Lok Sabha came to 1937, excluding COB 
applications. As against this, the position 
of disposal during the period from 27th 
December, 1970 to 10th March, 1971, is as 
follows 

(a) Number of letters of intent 

issued 161 

(b) Number of proposals reject¬ 

ed or withdiawn 241 

Besides, 88 COB licences were also issued 
during this period, in respect of industries 
which had been dclicenscd prior to 18th 
February, 1970, and where the undertaking 
had either been established or ‘eflcctivc steps' 
taken for its establishment prior to this date. 
Of the letters of intent issued, 116 related to 
cases which were less than 1 year old, 42 in 
respect of applications which were between 
1 to 2 years old and 3 in respect of applica¬ 
tions which were between 2 to 3 years old. 
As regards rejections or withdrawals, 195 
related to cases which were below 1 year 
old, 43 to cases which were between 1 to 2 
years old and 3 to proposals which were 
between 2 to 3 years old. 

DR. KARNl SINGH : In the socialist 
pattern of society that we have been trying 
to build in our country it is no longer 
possible to fight an election on a socialiist 
system. You will recall that some years a 
man like Dr. Lohia fought an election on 
Rs. 5,000. 

MR. SPEAKER : May X request to 
come out with a straight question ? No 
introduction. 

DR. KARNl SINGH: The question 
that I wish to ask the hon. Minister is : 
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what was the number of licences two months 
prior to the e cction date, and what was the 
proportion of the licences compared to 
licences given in a similar two month period 
a year ago ? What was the yardstick applied 
for giving these licences ? Was it purely on 
merit ? 

SHRI MOINUL HAGUE CHOU- 
DHURY : During the period 27-12-1970 to 
10-3-1971, the letters of intent issued were 
161 ; licences issued numbered 53. Letters 
of intent rejected or withdrawn were 241. 
These were issued purely on the basis of 
merit. During the quarter April-June 1970, 
163 letters of intent were issued ; in July- 
September the number came down to 91 ; 
in Octobcr-Decembei 108 letters of intent 
were issued. If we compare these figures 
there had not been any unusual rise after 
the dissolution of the Lok Sabha. 

DR. KARNl SINGH : I do not wish to 
make any allegations because 1 am an inde¬ 
pendent, no-par(y man. But there are some 
rumours floating in the country. Is it 
a fact that licences were given to those 
people wlio arc jircparcd to help the 
Congicss Parly by pioviding funds for the 
elections on a percentage basis ? Since it is 
against the rules to lake money from com¬ 
panies and business houses in what shape or 
form was this aid taken by the ruling party 
out of licences allegedly given under favouri¬ 
tism ? 

SHRI MOINUL HAGUE CIIOU- 
DHURY : I can a.ssurc the hon. Member 
that no licence or letter of intent was issued 
on the basis of any suoscription being 
realised for the Congress Party or for elec¬ 
tions. 

SHRI BHAGWAT JHA AZAD : The 
statement does not give an idea about the 
applications which had been screened or 
whether there was applications which attract 
the Monopolies Act which says that no 
licence should be given to those who have 
got a large number of licences and have 
concentrated economic pow'er in their hands. 
How many such applications were there, 
how many were rejected and how many are 
sdll under consideration ? 

SHRI MOINUL HAGUE CHOU- 
DHARY; The total number of applications 
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received was 2226. 807 applications were 

for COB. The number of letters of intent 
issued to larger houses during 1970 is twenty 
including one COB. The number of letters 
of intent issued to larger houses during 
January-February 1971 is nil. 

SHRI BHAGWAT JHA AZAD : They 
are all in the statement. Are there any 
applications which attracted the provisions of 
the Monopolies Act ? 

SHRI MOINUL HAQUE CHOU- 

DHURY : There are cases. 

SHRI R. S. PANDEY ; Before issirng 
licences or letters of intent according to (he 
Monopolies Act one has to see whether they 
already have bulk licences in respect of many 
industries. 1 want to know whether they 

take into consideration tlie fact that licences 
should not be given to those who arc 
disqualified under the Monopolies Act. 

SHRI MOINUL HAQUH CIIOU- 

DHURY : Licences have not been issued to 
any of the applicants who conic within the 
operation of that Act. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA : Sir, I 

would like to put the same question in a 
more specific way. I want to know fioni 
the Minister how many of these Jf,l letters 
of intent which have been issued, according 
to the statement, have been issued to any of 
the 75 monopoly houses which arc listed in 
the report of the Monopolies I nquiry 
Commission. How many of these concerns 
or houses figure among these 161 letters of 
intent which have been issued ? 

SHRI MOINUL HAQUE CHOU- 
DHUARY : 1 have stated already that the 
number of letters of intent issued to larger 
houses during January-rebruary, 19*1, is 
nil. No letters of intent have been issued. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA : Your state¬ 
ment says that this figure of 161 is for the 
period from 27th December, 1970 to 10th 
March, 1971. Not only January and 
February. 

SHRI MOINUL HAQUE CHOU- 
pHURY : The number of letters of intent 
Jssued to larger houses during January- 
February, 1971 is nil. The number of 


licences issued to larger houses daring 
January to 10th March—23, including 18 
COB. Then, during the period from 27th 
December, 1970 lo lOlh March, 1971, 23 
licences including 18 COB licences were given 
to the larger houses. 

SHRI P. K. DEO : Sir, this is a very 
important question... 

MR. SPEAKER : Your question is 
always inipcrlant. Yes ; 1 am allowing 
you. 

SHRI P. K. Dl'O : It is more or less 
accepted that the landslide victory of the 
Congress Party is a by-product of the licence- 
permit-quota raj,.. {Interruption). My state¬ 
ment is corroborated by the statement made 
by the Minister, because, in that state¬ 
ment... 

MR. SPEAKER : May, I request you 
lo put your question ? No statement. 

SHRI P. K. Dl-O : 1 am puttinig the 
question. In a short spell of time, when 
the Parliament stood dissolved-this is 
unprecedented in history—as many as 161 
licences ha\c been issued. May I know 
whctlicr 11 IS not a fact that it is the misuse 
of the licence permit-quota system adopted 
by the Ciovernment, with the ulterior motive 
of collecting election funds ? 

Secondly, i wonid like to have a cate¬ 
gorical assurance as to whether there is going 
to be an end to this liccncc-permit raj in this 
country. 

1 mally, I would like to know whether 
it is not a fact that as against the 161 
licences, very many licences from the State 
of Orissa have been pending and not a 
single licence has been given to them at 
least lo give them employment opportuni¬ 
ties. 

MR. SPEAKER : It is all irrelevant. 
Shri isliaq Sainbhali. 

SHRI P. K. DEO : Sir, I have had no 
answer to my questions. 

MR. SPEAKER : They are irrelevant.

SHRI MOINUL HAQUE CHOIJ- 
DHURY : Sis, may I answer in English. 
So far as the delay is concerned, of wliich 
the hon. Member is complaining, we our¬ 
selves arc really sore about ii, and I can 
assure the hon. Member that I share his 
anxiety, and it shall be my endeavour to 
see that delays are cut down and more 
particularly with regard to backward areas 
about which the hon.

SHRI HENRY AUSTIN : Docs this 
number include small entrepreneurs, parti¬ 
cularly the engineers who are without any 
job and who on their own initiative started 
some small-scale industries and who sought a 
licence from the Government ? May I also 
know whether such licences have been given 
to hitherto undeveloped areas ? 

SHRI MOINUL HAQUE CHOU- 
DHURY : This number includes all cate¬ 
gories. 

Surrey for laying a New Line from 
Nangal to Taiwan 

•20. SHRI NARAIN CHAND : Will 
the Minister of RAILWAYS be pleased to 
state : 

(a) whether ii is a fact that a survey for 


laying a Railway line from Nangal to 
Talwara via Una in Himachal Pradesh was 
conducted ; and 

(b) if so, how long will it take to start 
the work ? 

THE MINISTER OF RAILWAYS 
(SHRI K. HANUMANTHAIYA) ; (a) and 
(b). No Fngineering Survey had been 
carried out so far. Only a traffic apprecia¬ 
tion was carried out in 1963, for a rail link 
between Nangal and Talwara via Una to 
assess the financial implications of this link. 
This traffic appreciation rescaled that this 
rail link, would not be financially remunera¬ 
tive. No further consideration has, there¬ 
fore, been given to this project. 

SHRI NARAIN CHAND : If it is not 
feasible to have the railway link between 
Nangal and Talwara, would it not be in the 
interests of the public and the welfare of 
the people if the connection is extended up 
to Una because Una is in Himachal Pradesh 
and Nangal in Punjab ? 

SHRI K. HANUMANTHAIYA : I have 
answered the question. There is no such 
proposal. 

Setting up of Employment-Oriented Indus¬ 
tries In U. P. 

•21. SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : Will 
the Minister of INDUSTRIAL DEVELOP¬ 
MENT be pleased to stale : 

(a) whether some employment-oriented 
industries are likely to be set up in Uttar 
Piadcsh dining the Fourth Plan ; 

(b) if so, the names of the industries; 
and 

(c) whether these will all be in the 
Public Sector ? 

THE MINISTER OF INDUSRIAL 
DEVELOPMENT (SHRI MOINUL 
HAQUE CHOUDHURY) ; (a) to (e). The 
information is being collected and will be 
laid on the Table of the House. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : It is a 
tragedy that UP is supplying only two 
things—-cheap labour to Bangla Desh and 
Prime Minister to the country. I want to 
know whether it is not a fact that UP has 
been neglected all along and representations 
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have been made against it by all the Chief 
Ministers in the past. The tragedy is that 
the present Chief Minister is fighting for his 
own existence and not for UP. May I 
know whether any decision has been taken 
by the Planning Commission to remove the 
backwardness of UP, specially the eastern 
districts of UP, and if so what arc the steps 
takwi by the Government ? 

MR. SPEAKER : The main question 
was a specific one to which the hon. Minister 
replied that information is being collected. 
It is much better to wait for tliat infor¬ 
mation. 

SHRl S. M. BANERJFE : This infor¬ 
mation cannot be collected from the UP 
Government. It is available with the Plan¬ 
ning Commission itself. I am surprised 
that the Planning Commission and the 
Minister do not know what industics arc 
being set up in UP.

.SHRI MOINUL HAQUE CHOUDHURY; 
I will explain the position. Thb relitcs to 
iiidusti les and industries include all tv pcs, 
ni.iior, minor and ever village industries. A 
lirgc number of them aic under the control 
of the Stale Governments. The answer cannot 
be complete until all that information is col¬ 
lected. That is why I said that information 
is being collected. 

Alleged use of invisible ink on 
Ballot Papers 

•22. SHRI G. VISWANATHAN : 
Will the Minister of LAW AND JU.STfCC 
be pleased to state : 

(a) whether Government are aware of 
the propaganda by some people that some 
invisible ink was used on the ballot papers 
in the Elections held recently ; and 

(b) if so, the reaction of Government 
thereto ? 

THE MINISTER OF LAW AND 
JUSTICE (SHRI H. R. GOKHALE) : (a) 
Yes, Sir. 

(b) The allegation is baseless and does 
<ot merit consideration. 

SHRI G. VISWANATHAN : An 
allegation has come from responsible leaders 
of responsible parties like that of Professor 


Bal R^ Madhok of Jana Sangh. They say 
that a chemical has been used on a mass 
scale which played the trick of effacing the 
ink or making it re-appear on ballot papers 
throughout the country. Have they got any 
expert opinion whether this can be done on 
a mass scale ? Of course, th's can be read 
only in fiction but since this has come from 
quarters, which arc considered to be res¬ 
ponsible, I want the Government to reply 
to this question. 

SHRI 11. R. GOKHALE : It is true 
that the allegation made is that ballot 
papers were marked even before the poll on 
a particulai symbol with some invisible ink 
and treated with a chemical substance so 
that the visible became invisible and the in¬ 
visible became visible. The charge is so 
fantastic that we do not regard that any 
chemical examination or expert opinion is 
necessary. The system in which these papers 
aic printed is almost foolproof. 

As hon. Members know, the total electo¬ 
rate in this election was 275 million and the 
ballot papers printed were 335 million. All 
the billot papers were printed, without ex¬ 
ception, all over the country in Government 
presses. The precautions which were taken 
with regard to the printing of the papers, 
right from the time the paper was taken 
from the mill; and sent to the respective 
presses till the time the papers, were used at 
the lime of polling, were, I submit, so fool¬ 
proof that no further examination is neces¬ 
sary. There was no possibility of any such 
fantastic thing occuring that invi.siblc became 
visible and the visible became invisible. 

Papers were despatched from the mills 
direct to the Chief Electoral Officer. Papers 
were sent under police escort, alter the prin¬ 
ting, to the printing officers and kept in 
treasuries with double lock and armed guard, 
taken out from the treasuries only one or 
two days before the actual date of poll and 
officers w'crc cscottcd to the polling stations 
under police guard till the poll was over. 
After the poll, ballot boxes and packets of 
unused paper were s'ored under guard. The 
store was under guard till the dccUration of 
results and it wa« watched by the repre¬ 
sentatives of the candidates also. Candi¬ 
dates of opposition parries could not have 
secjred a large number of votes in some 
constituencies, which they secured, if this 
magic had occurred as is alleged. Ev^ 
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while they failed In many constituencies, ,a 
substantial number of votes were polled even 
by candidates who were defeated. How 
come then that the invisible became visible 
and the visible became invisible only in res¬ 
pect of cindidates who have succeeded I 
That is why I said that it is so fantastic. 
In many cases also the differences were 
large. 

The surprising thing is that although the 
election began on the 1st so far as the whole 
country is concerned and the declaration of 
results took place on the 10th—there was a 
gap of nearly ten days—no one never thought 
of this magic or suggested that something 
like this had happened until the results were 
out. When it was found that the results 
were not favourable, this thing has been 
put up. 

SHRI G. VrSWANATHAN : M-ny I 
know whether any representation has been 
made by the election officers (hat the Repre¬ 
sentation of the People Act should be 
amended to punish those who make base¬ 
less allegations against the Election Commis¬ 
sion ? 

SHRI H. R. GOKHALE : Tliis really 
docs not arise out of this question but 1 can 
say that generally the question as to 
whether the law relating to the holding of 
elections needs consideration was being con¬ 
sidered by a committee appointed by Parlia¬ 
ment but due to the discussion of the House 
the work could not be completed. I am sure 
that in the new Lok .Sabli, as my hon. 
friend, the hon. Member, feels, some amend¬ 
ments to the election law may be necessary. 
I do feel that they are necessary. The 
whole question will be considered 
afresh. 

MR. SPEAKER : Some latitude should 
be left for those candidates also.

SHRI MURASOLI MARAN : This is 
also a case of invisible ink. 

MR. SPEAKER : Wc pass on to the 
next question. 

SHRI ATAL BIHARI VAJPAYEE :

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : Let them 
search (heir hearts. 

Closure of Braithwaite Co., 

(India) Ltd. 

•25. DR. RANEN SEN : Will the 
Minister of INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT 
be pleased to state ; 

(a) whether Braithwaite Co. (India) Ltd. 

has been closed down since 18th January, 
1971 ; " 

(b) if so, the reasons therefor ; and 

(c) the steps taken to reopen the Com¬ 
pany ? 

THE MINISTER OF INDUSTRUL 
DEVELOPMENT (SHRI MOINUL HAQUE 
CHOUDHURY) : (a) to (c). The Clive 
Works Factory of M/s. Bruthwaite and Co. 
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(India) Limited was closed on 18th January^ 
1971. Government appointed a Committee 
under section IS of the Industries (Develop* 
ment and Regulation) Act, 1951, to investi¬ 
gate into the circumstances of the closure. 
The Committee came to the conclusion that 
the closure of the factory was largely due to 
the failure of management. After con¬ 
sidering the Report of the Committee, 
Government authorised the take over of the 
management of the Company by a Board of 
Management appointed by them with effect 
from 6th March, 1971. After protracted 
negotiations between the new Management 
and the representatives of the labour, an 
agreement has been reached in regard to re¬ 
opening of the closed factory.

Sir, [ 
would read the terms of the Agreement, that 
IS, re-opening on 29-3-71 with full comple¬ 
ment on day and night shift basis instead of 
existing three shift basis without effecting 
continuity of service to its employees... 

MR. SPEAKER : You read only 

pertaining to labour. 

SHRI MOINUL HAQUE CHOU- 

DHURY : Payment of ad hoc sum of 

Rs. 150/- agreed for each workman and staff 
for the period of closure. 

dr. RANEN SEN : May 1 know 
whether this sum of Rs. 150 is a sort of 
payment for the period of closure of the 
f^ompany or any ad hoc payment to be 
deducted later on ? What is it ? »It is the 
Company which closed the factory. Now, 
the workers are entitled to full compenaation. 
How is this amount of Rs. 150/- accounted 
for ? 

SHRI MOINUL HAQUE CHOU- 
DHURY : I want notice for that. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA : Now that 


the GovCTnment has taken over this Company 
and it has gone into production again, I want 
to know what arrangements have been made 
to ensure that at any time in the near future 
the production of this factory may not again 
be affected by the alleged short supply of 
steel. The main reason for which the previous 
management had declared a closure was that 
adequate supply of steel had not been for¬ 
thcoming although this Company is known 
to have on their order books something like 
Rs. 15 crores worth of orders including some 
very vital export orders. I would like to 
know from the hon. Minister, now that the 
responsibility is that of the Government fat 
the management of this concern, what steps 
they have taken to ensure that top priority 
fur allotment of steel will be given on a 
continuing basis so that the factory may not 
be affected again. 

SHRI MOINUL HAQUE CHOU- 
DHURY : It is not only the shortage of 
steel that was responsible for the closure. 
There was also mismanagement. In any 
case, thks is also a very important point that 
adequate supply of steel should be there. We 
will see that it gets the raw material. 

Price of Steel

In fact, so far as the open market 
price is concerned, there has been a slight 
decrease. So far as the JPC prices arc con> 
cerned, they have remained the same. 

SHRI SURENDRA MOHAKTY : We 
understand from the answer of the hon. 
Minister that there has not been a rise of the 
order of 50%. May we know as to what is 
the extent of the rise ? 

SHRI S. MOHAN KUMARAMAN- 
GALAM : As I said, there has been no 
rise at all, that is to say. between January 
1971 and the end of February 1971. In the 
open market there has been a slight fall in 
the price of steel.

THE MINISTER OF EDUCATION

Many State Governments have asked for 
more funds for Social Welfare Programmes. 
Grants are given to the State Governments 
within the allocations fixed fer Plan 
Programmes. 

(b) The responsibility of implementing 
social welfare programmes rests with the State 
Governments. It is for the State Govern¬ 
ments to take action for decentralisation of 
social welfare activities if it is considered 
necessary to do so far activising the Zilla 
Parishads. 

Reopening of Standard Car Factory 
in Madras 

•27. SHRI R. R. SINGH DEO : Will

Increase in Prices of Tyres and Tubes

Letters of Intent for establishment of 
additional capacity of 24 lakhs nos. eash ol 
automobile lyres and tubes.

The proposal regarding the 
National Policy Resolution on Children’s 
programme which includes setting up of 
National Children Board is still under the 
consideration of the Government. 

(c) The Government hope to take a 
decision on the proposal soon. 

(d) and (e). The Governments of 
Haryana, Jammu & Kashmir, Kerala, 
Mysore, Orissa, Puiyab, Tamil Nadu, West 
^en^al, Andhra Pradesh, Madh^ra Pradesii, 


Gujarat, Assam, Rajasthan and Himachal 
Pradesh have endorsed the draft proposal 
of setting up of National Children ^ard 
and one State Government, namely. Govern¬ 
ment of Maharashtra have suggested that 
instead of setting up a National Board to 
consider all the problems pertaining to Child 
Welfare, such as education, health, nutrition 
etc. it would be betta to entrust to it only 
the problems pertaining to special categories 
of children such as physically and mentally 
handicapped and delinquent children etc. 

Expenditinre incurred on Durgapur 
Steel Plant 

28. DR. KARNI SINGH : Will the

SHAFI 
QURESHI) : (a) The original estimate fur 
the I million tonne stage of Durgapur Steel 
Plant was Rs. 115 crores. This excluded 
Township and Ancillaries. The original 
estimate for expansion by 0'6 million tonnes 
was Rs. 66.20 crores. 

(b) The total expenditure incurred upto 
28.2.1971 amounts to Rs. 267.18 crores for 
the Plant, Township and Ancillaries, includ¬ 
ing Rs. 43.46 crores for the Township and 
ancillaries. 

(c) and (d). The Plant is complete 
except in respect of some equipment valued 
at about Rs. 2 crores. Cash expenditure 
of about Rs. l.t crores is also likely to be 
incurred towards final payments against 
contracts, spares and escalations, in addition 
to the cost of land taken over from the 
State Govo'nment, the valuation of which 
is to be finalised. 
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(e) Cumulative loss incurred' upto 
30.3.1970 was Rs, 83.54 crorcs. 

(0 The Plant is expected to break>even 
production reaching about 90% of the rated 
capacity, if the industrial unrest in tl.e 
Durgapur area is controlled. With this 
improvement, the rated production is expect* 
ed to be achieved by 1973-74. 

Under-Utilisation of Installed Capacity in 
Capital Goods and Engineering 
Industries 

29. DR. KARNI SINGH : Will the 
Minister of INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT 
be plea.sed to state : 

(a) whether it is a fact that there is 
under-utilisation of installed capacity in the 
capital goods and engineering industries ;

THE MINISTER OF INDUSTRIAL 
DLVELOPMENT (SHRI MOINUL 
IIAQUE CHOUDHURY); (a) to (c). While 
the nature of capital-goods and engineering 
industries is such that utilisation of 100% 
capacity or near abouts may not be feasible 
for all the units over an indefinite period, a 
substantial measures of under-utilisation had 
developed in many of the capital-goods 
manufacturing units during the period from 
1966 to 1968 following serious recessionary 
tiends in the economy during this period. 
However, with the codsiderable revival of 
industrial activity during 1969 and the last 
year, the utilisation of capacity in various 
engineering industries has improved con¬ 
siderably. While this trend of revival has 
oc:ured in various machine-building units, 
there continue to be certain sectors which, 
with reference to the production figures for 
1968, 1969 and the first half of 1970, have 
about or less than 50% utilisation. These 
industries include wood-working machines, 
cement mill machinm'y, vehicular-type diesel- 
engines, road-rollers, structurals, cranes, 
railway wagons, transmission lowers, water 
meters, lead and lead sheets, brass sheets, 
steel castings and C.I. pipes. 

2. The reasons for under-utilisation can 
be broadly reilated to inadequate demand, 
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shortage of raw materials and labour- 
management problems. Metals constitute 
the most important single raw material in 
short supply, and shortage of steel in 
particular has had a critical bearing on the 
output of the entire engineering industries. 
Government has been keenly alive to the 
need for provision of suflUcient raw materials 
to sustain existing capacities and to meet 
new ones. Out of the total import require¬ 
ments of the economy estimated at Rs. 9730 
crorcs for the Fourth Plan period, Rs. 7840 
crores would be for maintenance imports 
or imports of raw materials, components 
and spares needed for sustaining and act^le- 
rating the growth of industrial production. 
The import policy places growing recogni¬ 
tion on the need for imported raw materials, 
particularly for the priority industries, export 
industries and the small scale sector. Liberal 
import.^ of steel have been allowed to meet 
the existing shortage. 

3. Government has always been laying 
stress on maximisation of production with 
reference to available capacity. In the wake 
of recession, Government also announced 
the policy of diversification which meant 
that undertakings licensed for any particular 
article can also manufacture a new article to 
the extent of 25% of the value of the licensed 
capacity without a license so long as ther^t 
was no addition to capital and machinery 
(except for marginal balancing equipment). 
A number of industries, particularly <>n the 
engineering side, have availed of the benefit 
of this measure. This benefit is continued 
under the new licensing policy with such 
changes as have been necessary.

Production in Durgapnr Steel Plant 

39. "ShRI G. VISWANATHAN : Will 
the Minister of STEEL AND HEAVY 
ENGINEERING be pleased to state :

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THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
ministry of STEEL AND HEAVY 
engineering (SHRI MOHD. SHAFI 
QURESHI) : (a) and (b). The target of 
production of ingot steel in Durgapur Steel 
Plant for the year 1969-70 was l.l million 
tonnes while the actual production was 
818,254 tonnes. 

The short-fall in production was largely 
due to labour trouble arising out of inter¬ 
union rivalry and political instability in the 
area which had affected neighbouring Indus¬ 
trie also. Recognition of the accredited 
Union of employees, regular holding of 
bipartite discussions between the Manage¬ 
ment and the recognised Union, revision of 
incentive schemes, setting up of Grievance 
Committees have, among other measures, 
have been the steps taken to provide some 
improvement. From June 1969 upto the 
piesent 40 agreements have been signed with 
the Union and have been honoured by the 
Maiugement.

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CALLING ATTENTION TO MATTER 
OF URGENT PUBLIC IMPORTANCE 

Closure of Cashew Factories in Kerala. 

SHRI A. C. GEORGE (Mukundapuram): 

I call the attention of the Minister of 
Foreign Trade to the following matter of 
urgent public importance and request that 
he may make a statement thereon ; 

“The reported wholesale closure of 
168 cashew factories in Kerala throwing 
out of employment over one and a half 
lakh workers.” 

THE MINISTER OF FOREIGN 
TRADE (SHRI L. N. MISHRA) : Mr. 
Speaker, Sir, Import of ra^ cashewnuts was 
canalised tlnoiigh the Cashew Corporation 
ol India with cflect Irom ht September 1970. 

1 lie C’ashcw Coi poration lias been able to 
successfully irnpoil adequate quantities of 
u\\ nuts fot distribution to the processing 
units. Most of the cashew processing units 
close m tlic montii of September and 
Octoboi and re open by January or February. 

1 am aware of tlie fact that some of the 
piocessing factories liave still not reopened. 
Ihis IS not due to the scarcity of raw 
maieiial. In fact many of these units have 
icfused to accept allocations made by the 
tasliew Coi poration oi India for raw nuts 
on the pica that lliey have heavy stocks of 
casnew kernels for which they have yet to 
find lorcign buyers. 

2. The Government are greatly con¬ 
cerned about this situation and all efforts 
aie being made to liquidate the stocks of 
cashew kernels. In a recent review made by 
the Ministiy of Foieign Trade, in consulta¬ 
tion with the industry and trade, it was 
found out that the major reason for 
accumulation of stocks of cashew kernels 
"as inadequate purchases made by USSR. 
It IS customary both fo' the foreign buyers 
as well as our trade and industry to carry 
over stocks for their requirements* of 2-3 
months. The importers, it appears are 
tiyi'ig to liquidate their stocks before entry 
mto further import obligations. The problem 
now being faced by the industry is, there- 
foie, of a temporary nature. We are also 
making special efforts to locate new markets. 
A long term marketing strategy is being 
worked out and the Casb^ Eitport Promo- 
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tion Council has been asked to step up its 
export promotion effort. 

3. I can assure the House that afl 
efforts would be made to ensure that fiie 
cashew industry and trade are adeqiMtdy 
serviced and assisted by the Cashew Cor¬ 
poration of India and the Export Emotion 
Council. 

SHRI A. C. GEORGE: The cashew 
processing industry is of vital inuiortance to 
our foreign trade as well as Kerala’s economy 
and employment. During the last year this 
industry earned more than Rs. 57 crores in 
foreign exchange. It is a traditional industry 
which employs more than a lakh of daily 
workers and about ten thousand monthly 
paid employees. The hon. Minister says 
that some of the processing factories have 
still not reopened. The fact is somewhat 
different ; most of them remain closed. As 
he rightly says the big industrialists were 
importing raw nuts from African countries. 
A few months back tHe STC stepped into 
this trade. The industrialists naturally did 
not relish this idea and they are trying to 
pressuri .e the STC and elbow it out. For 
many months the workers remain un¬ 
employed. The Kerala Cashew development 
corporation has already stepped into this 
and nine factories had been taken over by 
them. Is the Government prepared to meet 
the challenge of the big industrialists who 
want to pressurise the STC out of business ? 
It is time the Central Government came out 
in a big way to finance the Kerala Cashew 
Development Corporation with loans and 
share capital so that it can take over as 
many of the closed factories and help the 
workers out of a miserable situation so that 
the factories closed down by the big indus¬ 
trialists may be taken over and the employees 
could get some relief ? 

SHRI L. N. MISHRA : There is no 
question of anybody browbeating or black¬ 
mailing somebody. Some industrialists have 
not opened their units but the reason is the 
fall in demand from foreign markets. The 
USSR has been our main purchaser. This 
year our export is short by ten thousand 
tonnes. A delegation is here since yestorday 
and we are trying to persuade them in onr 
discussions with them and also with some 
other persons to buy more. Tbe moment 
we are able to get a foreign buyer the 
industry wiU xeopen. A» regards takiof pvgr 
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[Shri L. N. Mishn] 

the industrial units, if the Kerala Govern¬ 
ment comes forward with some suggestions, 
we shall be too glad to help them. As r^ards 
credit facilities, I might assure them that the 
Corporation has decided to help the indus¬ 
trialists by extending credit for 35 or 45 days 
and if necessary i can take it up with the 
Reserve Bank of that they can get adequate 
csedit facilities. 

SHRI C. M. STEPHEN (Muvattupuzha); 
I am somewhat disappointed by the state¬ 
ment of the hon. Minister for two reasons. 
Firstly he thinks it is a problem of the 
industrialists. Secondly, he does not fully 
appreciate the situation. May I submit 
that the situation has a much bigger 
magnitude and possibly the Minister could 
not imagine. In Kerala over 1.5 lakh 
workers and a large number of monthly paid 
employees are without jobs, for the last seven 
months. I have just now received letters 
fh)m our office in Quilon saying that the 
workers are having a morcha to Trivandrum, 
and notice has been given by an MLA, of 
staging a hungerstrike. A major situation 
is developing. The question is, how to tackle 
the problem which involves the workers and 
pot how to solve the problem facing the 
industrialists. 

Now, three things are admitted by the 
Minister. Firstly, he says there is no dearth 
of raw nuts. Secondly, he says the employers 
do not lift the raw material. Thirdly, he 
says that the employers do not lift the raw 
nuts because they have got heavy stocks with 
them and they are not able to sell them. 
Therefore, the position is that foreign 
countries are not lifting the stock and there- 
fwe they have got a heavy stock here. 
Because the stock is not lifted, it is not bring 
processed, and the workers remain un¬ 
employed. 

Tlw<k^ to the problem is, whether the 
STC can step into the place and take over 
the kernels which remain unsold here; rather, 
whether the STC can contemplate stepping 
into the foreign market also, and selling the 
kernel, bringing the cashew here rather than 
handing thosi over to somebody else, 
expecting somebody else to do the job, 
bolding the stock for them, and thus dear the 
whole difficailty and get the workers 
employed.

got to pass or to the logical second stage, 
stepping up export trade and purchase 
kernels and sell them and thus easing the 
situation. The Minister gets perhiqts a conso¬ 
lation by saying that it is a temporary phase. 
Let us not forget that every day matters. It 
is a question of lakhs of workers. It is not 
a temporary phase ; the workers have been 
starving for six months. To say that it is a 
temporary phase is a cruel statement to the 
starving workers. Therefore, the Government 
has got to step into it. 

The question is this. Supposing the entire 
cashew is taken over by the industry. My 
experience, I would like to submit. 50,000 
tonnes of cashew have already been brought 
in here, 50,000 tonnes have been sold to the 
industrialists. 50,000 tonnes of cashew are 
enough for three months for processing. Yet, 
excepting 12 factories, all the other factories 
are remaining closed. Why 7 In order to 
defeat the minimum wage provisions, they 
are processing the nuts in unauthorised areas, 
making money out of it, keeping the workers 
in complete starvition. The workers In Kerala 
are demanding that the STC must come in, 
purchase the nuts, distribute them to the 
factories on a factory basis, accepting the 
factory as a consumption unit. 

We have been making representations. 
They have not been so far accepted. The 
whole difficulty is, the STC is not approach¬ 
ing this problem as a social problem, keeping 
in view the interests of the workers. 
Therefore, may I ask the Minister whether 
he would see that the entry of the STC does 
not result in large-scale unemployment to the 
detriment of the economy of Kerala, and 
with that purpose, whether the Minister 
would kindly consider the question of 
distributing the raw nuts on a factory-unit 
basis, on a consumption-unit basis and would 
firmly accept the responsibility of taking over 
the kernels, keeping them with them for 
having holding power and entering into the 
export trade, so that this challenge to the 
industry Could be met^and the workers could 
be saved ? 

SHRI L. N. MISHRA: As far as labour 
is concerned, 1 know that Mr. Stephen is a 
great labour leader, and naturally he has 
sympathy fra the workers. But I tove also 
got my own sympaffiies for the workers. I 
hope |t is not only, How, it is 
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a fact, that as I stated eatlkr, a number of 
workers are out of job because some 
factories have not come into operation when 
the seasonds on. But the reasons, as I said 
earlier, is the fall in foreign market. We are 
trying to explore new markets. I am sending 
a team, a dele^tion, also to other countries 
to explore all the possibilities. 

About the stepping in of the STC into 
the market, it is out intention, and it is our 
ultimate objective, to take over the whole 
trade. I do not want to say it, but then, I 
had a discussion with Mr. Stephen and other 
leaders also, and earlier on, my idea was 
both in the case of the Cotton Corporation 
and the Cashew Corporation, we should take 
over the trade ; the purpose is to have them 
in the public sector and not allow any 
private sector to deal with them. 

But there is practical difficulty on the 
first year of operation. After a year or so 
the Cashew Corporation will be able to 
handle both the internal and export trade. 
So far as export this year is concerned, 1 
have had talks with some of the people con¬ 
cerned with this. I have also had talks 
with representatives of foreign countries It 
IS the resolve of the STC to enter the export 
market also in course of time. But this 
year we have some difficulty. We have not 
been able to build our own market. There¬ 
fore, we do not want to lose foreign 
exchange by switching ov« tO a system 
which may not work satisfactorily. 

As regards the assurance to the workers, 
I have given it in my original statement. I 
repeat it that it will be the endeavour of the 
government to see that workers are given 
work and factories start working. If there is 
dearth of capital or want of capital, govern¬ 
ment would be only too glad to give the 
necessary facilities, either directly or through 
the State Government, or, if necessary, 
through the Reserve Bank of India.

IMPORTS AND EXPORTS (CONTROL) 
AMENDMENT BILL 

THE MINISTER OF FOREIGN 
TRADE (SHRI L. N. MISHRA) : Mr. 
Speaker, Sir, 1 move^ : 

“That the Bill further to amend the 
Imports and Exports (Control) Act, 1947, 
as passed by Rajya Sabha, be taken 
into consideration." 

This Bill, as you are aware, was dis¬ 
cussed in the Rajya Sabha on the 2Sth and 
was passed. The Bill seeks to continue 
powers to prohibit or control imports and 
exports. Hon. Members are aware that the 
need for the Central Government to have 
legislative powers to control the foreign 
trade of the country is as great today as it 
was in 1947. The country has embarked 
on an ambitious Fourth Five Year Plan. 
The country is progressing towards indus¬ 
trialisation rapidly. The ddence require¬ 
ments also are much more than in the past. 
The need to conserve foreign exchange is, 
therefore, imperative and the position needs 
to be controlled closely and continuously to 
ensure optimum utilisation of available 
foreign exchange resources for the purchase 
of goods required to sustain industrialisa¬ 
tion, to protect the indigenous industry and 
to meet essential requirements of defence ani 


MR. SPEAKER : Motion moved :

SHRI N. SREEKANTAN NAIR 
(Quilon) : I have got an amendment; in 
fact, the only amendment is in my name.

By 
this amendment I want to pin it down to 
a particular year instead of makin g it a 
permanent l^islation.

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MR. SPEAKER : AU right. 

SHRI N. SREEKANTAN NA1R : Mr. 
Speaker, Sir, my amendment is intended to 
extend the life of this legislation by another 
28 years. So, I do not propose to oppose 
the spirit of the Bill. But I say this is very 
unfair on the part of the hon. Minister to 
bring forward a piece of legislation to make 
it a permanent measure. And this is 
immediately after the General Elections 
when the people voted en masse for the 
socialist order of society. Within 28 years, 
the Government can take over the entire 
import and export trade and introduce a 
socialist order of society. So, this piece of 
legislation will have to be scrapped or radi¬ 
cally changed. 

Now, ] come to the question of re- 
orgaoi.sation of the Import and Export 
Department. A Joint Secretary to the 
Ministry also holds the charge of the ofiice 
of the Chief Ck}ntroIler of Imports and Ex¬ 
ports. There have been complaints that 
that particular individual has been going 
whole hog IVith certain industrialists in the 
private sector. So, I would request the hon. 
Minister to see that a competent man who 
believes in the socialistic pattern of society 
IS appointed as the Chief Controller Imports 
and Exports and that the Ministry be also 
manned by people who are more interested 
in the public sector than in the private 
sector. 

Coming to the question of penalties, the 
penalties must be very severe and must be 
imposed strictly. But Section 8 (b) allows 
the officers to keep in abeyance any appli¬ 
cation indefinitely without giving even a 
show-cause notice. That is very unfair. 
I want a catcgorial assurance from the hon. 
Minister that the whole question will be 
decided in 2-3 months time and that the 
persons found guilty will be punished and, 
if not found guilty, they will be given the 
import licence. 

I would like to refer to the ‘ most im¬ 
portant problem of the cashewnut industry 
and the Cashewnut Corporation. The S.T.C. 
without knowing anything about it and 
studying the details of it went into the trade. 
There are persons who know the trade and 
^ho could have advised them. But, un¬ 
fortunately, the officers were so hasty that 
thQT rushed to Tansaoia and made a bulk 


purchase. They were advised not to do it 
by persons who know about It. But, the ques¬ 
tion of selling and purchasing in the cashew- 
nut trade and industry has to be done simul¬ 
taneously. Both selling and purchasing in the 
cashewnut trade go together. The price of 
a processed nut depends on the price of the 
raw nut. The officers went in for a whole¬ 
sale purchase from Tanzania. They are sip¬ 
ping Scotch in Delhi that th^ brought back 
from in Tanzania like the Nero playing the 
fiddle when in Kerala thousands of families 
arc starving. You must understand that this 
problem is correlated with buying and sell¬ 
ing at the same time. Therefore, I would 
request the hon. Minister to take over the 
foreign trade also so that you can turn the 
industrialists into mere processors so that 
they get their actual costs plus some 
profit. It should be done like that so that 
the honest industrialists like the Cashewnut 
Corporation of Kerala will not be adverse¬ 
ly affected and will not be destroyed in 
competition. 

Then, as my hon. friend, Shri Stephen 
pointed out, these industrialists have taken the 
nuts and kept them in readiness for produc¬ 
tion surreptitiously on cottage industry basis. 
All this is illegal. Or, they want to send it 
to Tamil Nadu where the minimum wages 
legislation and such other legislations are 
not existing. This should be checked. 

It is a very wrong thing on the part of 
the Government not to bring in uniform 
legislation of minimum wages where an in¬ 
dustry is spread over in more than one 
region. The Central Government has shown 
dereliction of duty in not bringing forward 
a uniform minimum w^es legislation for an 
industry which is scattered over more than 
one region. AU this can be tackled by the 
process of buying back the nuts and giving 
industrialists the actual cost plus commission 
or profit, whatever it is. If this is done, 
this problem can be solved. Therefore, in 
order to take over this trade and see that 
the Russian buyers come in the field, we 
ought not to have made a bulk purchase in 
Tanzania. 

The whole difficulty is that the price 
that is paid in Tanzania is known to the 
buyers. So, the selling price is dependent 
on the purchase price the forrign buyers are 
not prepare(f to ^ of i| higfier rate, Yo^

jbave to put pressure on Russian buym 
immediately to purchase at the current prices 
so that America may also be tempted to 
come bade into the market. Unl^ and 
until Russia comes in, America will not 
come. 

Therefore, the bigwigs that are in the 
corporation must study the industry. They 
must take advice from people who know it 
and also from people who are in the indus¬ 
try. They should not ride roughshod over 
the suggestions made by the industrialists 
though some of them may be recalcitrant 
and are against the corporation and wanting 
to defeat the functioning of the corporation. 
Therefore, when you amend this Bill, see 
that this does not remain a permanent piece 
of legislation on the statue book. Wc do not 
want import and export control to be conti¬ 
nued for a longer time. We want a 
sodalist order of society wherein import 
and export is taken o,vcr completely by the 
State. 

SHRl JYOTIRMOY BOSU (Diamond 
Harbour): Sir, I had expected to-day after 
hearing all the noise that this Congress 
Party has been making for the last one year 
about socialism, about nationalisation of so 
many things, a Bill for nationalisation of the 
entire foreign trade. But what have they 
done ? They want to maintain the same 
old pattern of foreign trade which the 
Britishers had brought in and enforced dur¬ 
ing their 200 years of calonial regime. The 
entire foreign trade of this country is just the 
same as the Britishers brought in this country. 
Their sole object was to take away the in¬ 
dustrial resources and cheap raw materials 
by depriving the sons of the soil, the fruits 
of their labour and forcibly dump on as 
thrir finished goods and this Government, 
this socialist Government—they have got a 
self-imposed name—have politely used the 
word Yaw material and traditional items.’ 
I will show flrom a recent Reserve Bank 
bulletin published in the Economic Times, 
not a CPM paper, which says : 

“Apart from the jute manufactures 
exporJl and other important traditional 
items such as tea, hides, skins, raw 
materials, skii, raw skin, groundnut, 
coffee, fish, raw cotton, etc. also showed 
a decline during the period under review, 
p/t tte other lutndf items such as oil 


cakes, spices, cashewnat komels, cotton 

yam, etc. showed an increase.*’ 

Why is it so ? The foreigners, just as 
before, want to take away our raw materials 
for a long. They do not want and they are 
not interested in having our fim'shed goods. 
There is decline in exports of East India 
tanned hides and skins, handicrafts, hand¬ 
made carpets, ruggets, gems, etc. That shows 
the character of the foreign trade. Even thwt 
they have been boasting that they have made 
an infiltration into the market of export of 
certain finished goods. 

I will give you a small example. They 
have been exporting sewing machines not 
painted and not branded and without the 
motif. They have exported the sewing 
machines to a I^ondon firm and the landed 
cost is £5. Then those people spend another 
£2 on that for painting and for getting them 
branded with their own stamp while India is 
nowhere seen in that and they spend another 
15 shillings for fixing the motif and sell it 
for £25. That is the glory you are trum- 
pciing to-day. Sir, the trade gap is widening 
terribly. The trade figures are like this 
According to official figures received here the 
extent of exports during the first 8 months of 
1970-71 are a little less than 1%. Mr. 
Mishra, please note. The total value of 
exports including the provisional figures for 
1970 and re-exports during April-November, 
1970 amounted to Rs. 931.8 crorcs, only 
about Rs. 8.2 crores Itigher than the aggre¬ 
gate value of exports during the first eight 
months of 1969-70. 

Imports during April-October, 1970 (for 
which figures are available totalling to 
Rs. 946 erores) were higher by 6.9 crorM, 
compared to imports during the comparable 
period of 1969-70. Mr. glorious Foreign 
Trade Ministers, it is lime you pulled up this 
inglorious state of affairs. Also it is stated, 
the overseas balance of trade has increased 
to Rs. 138.5 crores during the first 8 months 
of the current financial year. Durii^ April- 
October this stood at Rs. 121 crores. You 
are taking the country very successfully 
towards a graveyard. 

In the matter of foreign trade one 
important thing which shows the heaviest 
decline is the manufactured miports. This 
declined from 3.S3 lakhs tonnes w<^h 
Rs. 94S erodes 4titing April-An^i^ |9$1 to 
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1.6 lakh tonnes worth Rs. S1.9 crores during 
the period under review. That is, Rs. 43 
crores or 45 per cent in terms of value and 
37 per cent in terms of quantum of exports. 
Mr. Lalit Narayan Misra, are you aware of 
all these facts and do you know what is 
happening in the foreign trade ? 

In spite of Mauritius agreement to re¬ 
late world supply to stabilise world price of 
u-a, exports of tea by India during the period 
under review stood at Rs. 34.34 crores aid 
this has shown a fall of as much as Rs. 13.4 
crores compared to the same period April- 
August, 1969. The decline in the quantum 
of export was 23 per cent In terms of value 
it was 28 per cent, because of the fall in the 
unit value of realisation. 

Mr. Speaker, you arc a good judge to 
understand the wonderful performance of 
tlijs wonderful Foreign Minister of a wonder¬ 
ful Government in this country. On lop 
of It, due to their wrong fiscal policies, they 
have sold and mortgaged this whole country 
10 iorcign rrtonopolists and today you are 
paMS" 45 per cent of your total export 
eai.lings m foreign exchange as the interest 
ami servicing charges, Mr. McNemaia, the 
Woild Bank Chief said, the day is not far 
’ll when you will have to pay 100 per cent 
of export earnings towards the payment of 
interest and servicing charges. You, socialist 
Congressmen, are greasing these foreign mono¬ 
polists. 

I come to Slate Trading Corporation 
which IS having a magnificent building, 
wondcriut, top-heavy administration, and a 
galaxy of bureaucra-s What is it doing ? 
Its share in the total foreign trade of the 
country is not even 4 per cent. Its per- 
lormunte is not even 4 per cent of the total 
country’s foreign trade. This STC is 
'"’porting medicines, drugs, basic chemicals 
and they are selling at prices which is far 
more than exorbitant. Has anybody asked 
*hem, what is your method of doing it ? 
Did you issue global tenders ? Did you make 
enquiries from all other countries ? No. 
Ihis STC, the socialist congress's nalienalised 
trading institution is doing sales promotion 
"f foreign monopolists, who want to sell all 
tneir stuff and dump them on the poor 
ndian masses. I am willmg to quote as 
"riich as you want to establish what I have 

stated. 

I come to US AID. Look at the price 
Certain quantity of drugs and chetni- 
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cals which in the continent an available at 
Rs. 700 a kilo an being Imported at 
Rs. 11,000. This is the state of affairs. What 
happened to the packaging Corporation with 
r^ard to Tea, Mr. Lalit Narayan Mishra ? 
He appointed a sub-committee; we sat in the 
morning and we sat in the afternoon and we 
sat in the evening, all for the Rs. 51 that we 
were being paid. After making us work, the 
Foreign Minister gave a written assurance 
that the corporation would be formed within 
two months .. 

MR. SPEAKER ; Not Foreign Minister, 
but Foreign Trade Minister. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : I am sorry. 

I shall call him the Rt. Hon. Foreign Trade 
Minister. What has happened to that 
assurance ? It is now six months past, and 
yet the corporation has not been formed. I 
know that the British people came here and 
my hon. friend developed cold feet. He dare 
not interfere with the. British foreign 
monopolists. 

Then, again, take the case of the Indian 
tobacco companies. Take the case of the 
Indian Leaf Tobacco Development Co. of 
Andhra. What is happening there... 

MR. SPEAKER : At this stage, the hon. 
Member should only confine himself to the 
principles of the Bill before us. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: Let the 
Rt. Hon. Foreign Minister dispute a word 
of what I am saying. Everything relates to 
foreign trade. 

MR. SPEAKER : Let him not go beyond 
the scope of the Bill. Now, I have seen the 
Bill and I know what the scope is. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU- In the 
Leaf Tobacco Development Corporation, 
they buy a k.g. of flue-cured Virginia tobacco 
from a farmer for Rs. 9, but they sell it in 
this country and export it at Rs. 120, 
because the excise is there but over and 
above that, a huge margin of profit is thrae. 
This Is in regard to raw tobacco. What 
about tlie export of finished tobacco ? The 
figures are just about the same. You cannot 
touch them because if you touch them they 
will practically throw you out of power. So, 
you derf not tpuph them. 


CHAITRA 9, 1893 (SAKA) 
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Now, what about iron ore ? Shri B. R. 
Bhagat had entered into a forward contract 
for export of iron ore. We arc giving away 
the most precious natural wealth of the 
country. If 1 might quote one of our most 
eminent Indians, namely the late Dadabhai 
Naoroji, he said, for God’s sake, do not 
allow the foreigners to take advantage of 
your precious raw ma'erials. But my hon. 
friends have forgotten all this under the 
pressure of the foreign monopolists. Today, 
what is happening ? In the export of iron 
ore, we are losing Rs 15 per tonnes f.o.b., 
and on top of that, we arc a giving away 
iron ore free of cost, bacause ilierc is no real 
material value included in the invoice for 
export of iron ore. That is what is 
happening. 

What about jute ? Our Government had 
paid about Rs. 33 lakhs to the American 
Deadham LatK>ratory, which is a textile 
research laboratory, and they had given a 
report that julc can be converted and 
processed and made into suitable fibre for 
human garments. But what have Govern¬ 
ment done about it ? They have done 
nothing about it because the foreign mono¬ 
polists would not allow them to do anything. 
After spending Rs. 33 lakhs on payment to 
the Yankee research scientists, they have now 
cold-storagcd the whole process and the 
whole method. 

As far as ihc cashew industry is con¬ 
cerned, we are solely dependent on imports 
of raw materials. Why is it that Government 
have not subsidised the extension of cashew 
cultivation ? We have asked this question 
time and again, but Gosernment do not 
want to do it, because unless they have some 
sale and buy-up with foreign countries, they 
cannot allow fiddlers to come in, and unless 
the fiddlers come in... 

MR. SPEAKER : The hon. Member 
should try conclude now. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : You had 
given a lot of time to the RSP which has 
just two Members. Kindly give me five more 
minutes. 

MR. SPEAKER ; I had given him only 
five minutes. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOy BOSU ; Then, I 


come to cotton cultivation. We are import¬ 
ing cotton to the extent of Rs. 90 crores. A 
shirt which used to cost us Rs. 5 about 
twenty years ago is now costing Rs. 20 and 
it will soon cost about Rs, 45. And yet, why 
is it that Government are not giving subsidy 
for extension of cotton cultivation ? They 
are not doing so, because the American 
masters of theirs want to ruin our cotton 
cultivation and keep the monopoly for 
dumping American sub-standard cotton as 
they have done in South Korea so success¬ 
fully. 

Then, lake the case of the coir industry. 
They liave given licence to a few monopolists 
most of whom do not run the factories 
properly. Research is not being done on 
coir to the necessary extent, and we are still 
sticking on to the old process. Evidently, 
they want our raw materials to remain in 
that condition so that the foreign mono¬ 
polists can exploit us and continue to exploit 
us. There arc 1,25,000 workers who ate 
involved in the coir industry. 

Then as regards over-invoicing and 
under-invoicing, the ARC has admitted that 
there is sufficient scope for this malpractitc 
I have said here time and again that b^ 
this malpractice, which means that whes 
you buy from abroad you pay more, 
and when you sell, you get less, you arc 
losing at least Rs. 400 crores in fotcitm 
exchange annually. But you cannot touih 
them because they aic all persoas who air 
your patrons. 

According to my modest calculation, 
Bird and Company in their export ol 
manganese ore and carpet bagging materials 
have made no less than Rs. 80 crores by 
this dubious means, initially, you did 
some dancing before them. Then Lord 
Mountbatten came in and pressure was 
execrised. The whole thing was dropped. 
A mountain yielded a rat. You cannot touch 
them. 

Here 1 would quote from the Report of 
the Public Accounts Committee. 

MR. SPEAKER : This is just a one-line 
amendment. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: There 
should be an Act of nationalisation.

SHRI D. D. DESAl (Kaira) : With 
reference to the Bill that is now undo: 
consideration, 1 want to draw the attention 
of the House to the problem of inflation, 
unemployment and the low standard of 
living which are our main difficulties today. 
These are the things which have to be 
resolved by application of this measure and 
Import trade a control should not aim at 
nationalisation merely for nationalisation 
sake because must of the goods which 
are exported are produced in the private 
sector. 

7 he entire agricultural production is 
coming from the private sector, and most of 
the exports of finished or manufactured 
gTOds arc also from the private sector. 

Now, oui experience has been tliat the 
imports are mostly for and in the public 
sector. There are large quantities of material 
and components permitted to be imported by 
the public sector companies which subse* 
quently store for long periods and merely 
some assemble and deliver them to the 
customers. The result is limited added 
value, production and employment within 
the country.

IMPORTS AND EXPORTS (CONTROL) 
AMENDMENT BILL-C»«/rf. 

SHRI D. D. DESAI : Sir, I was spea¬ 
king on the subject of high imptwts by 
public sector entei prises. In this respect 1 
had drawn the attention of the House to 
the point thal many of the products which 
are permitted to be import are manutacluied 
within the country and certain of the items 
which aic imported continue to remain for 
several yeais within the public sector com¬ 
panies stores. Besides, there is no guaran¬ 
teed phased programme as to by which date 
these public sector companies would be self- 
reliant ; that means, substitute the imports. 
Therefore, wliile operating this control, we 
request the Government to exercise certain 
amount of caution in respect of public sector 
companies. 

There have been certain comments also 
on the impoits by certain public sector 
bodies like the STC or the MMTC. Many 
times the profits charged arc high. This 
results in inflation for the end-product. The 
cost of imports is high and the limitations 
of knowledge of the product imported also 
inhibit the quality of the end-product made. 
In respect of certain public ec'or enterprises 
goods manufactured within the country 
should not be continued to be imported. For 
this certain bodies like the ISI or similar 
independent bodies, may be allowed to give 
a certificate about the availability of proper 
quality of goods within the country. Presen¬ 
tly this clearance is obtained from the 
Ministry of DGTD. 1 consider this not 
to be adequate because it is within the 
Government that the exercise is done. 

In respect of public and pri\atc sector 
companies, since imports now are essentially 
of raw materials and machinery, I request 
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that certain amount of caution should be 
exercised and cxu-tificates or bonds be 
obtained that the imported product will 
result in increased production, increased 
employment and increased generation of 
wealth within assured time. Thus three 
inhibiting factors—inflation, unemployment 
and a low per capita income—would also be 
tackled in this particular manner. 

On the whole, 1 think, import trade 
control has w'orked in the country very well 
and it is a necessity. Nobody questions 
the validity or the requirement of such 
control. 

With these comments I thank the lion. 
Speakci and the hon. Deputy-Speaker for 
permitting me to speak so much.

SHRIMATl BHARGAVI THANKAP- 
PAN (A4oor) : Mr. Deputy-Speaker, Sir, 

I will brin^ to your notice an iirportant 
thing about Ca^ew Industry and exports. 
In this connection fi "St of all, I would like 
tt> bring to your notice that there are about 
168 privately owned cashew factories which 
have been closed in Kerala for the last two 
years. More than one lakh of cashew 
t^rkers arc there. They are affected and 
their families are affiacted by the closure of 
these cashew factories. They are not able 
to earn ^en their daily bread. They can- 
ttoi educate their children without eatniug 
^ages from these factories. This xcroains a 
burning problem in Kemlf. 


Therefore, Sir, 1 MQiiwt the Cm^al 
Government to five necessary financial aid 
to the State Government so that the State 
Development Corporation could take over 
all these factories and run them. 

Sir, I again request the Centra! Govem> 
ment to channelise the exports of cashewnuts 
as they have done in the case of imports. 
Thank you. 

SHRI C. E. BHATTACHARYYA 
(Oiridih) : I shall, while, supporting 
the Government’s motion, bring to your 
notice certain lacuna which has affected not 
only the earning of foreign exchange, but 
which has impeded the growth of income 
and employment opportunities so far as my 
area is concerned. 

In the post-devaluation period the mica 
industry has been hard hit. The stamina 
of mica exporting industries has been very 
much undermined by cheap artificial substi¬ 
tutes of mica and alternative centres of pro¬ 
duction abroad. The* mica industry in 
Bihar had been one of the major industries 
and it is essentially labour-intensive. This 
affects the employment of directly about a 
lakh of persons who are employed in this 
indusliy. If we include their dependents 
and their families we can say that nearly 
half a million persons are affected. 

Government has given a subsidy, on, 
rather, has withdrawn the export levy from 
the jute industry which is a highly organised 
industry but it has discriminated so far as 
mica industry is concerned. Mica industry 
has not been given that benefit. The result 
is this. There is large-scale smuggling of 
mica by powerful mica exporters via Nepal. 
Government is actually losing foreign 
exchange by allowing and by permitting this 
sort of things to continue. What Govern¬ 
ment would have lost by this alternative in 
the matter of export duty would have been 
more than compensated by what Govern¬ 
ment could have saved on the foreign 
exchange. 

There is quite a lot of foreign exchange 
in mica whicli is going via Nepal. You are 
unable to check it. Tne geographical factors 
are such that you are not able to check the 
smuggling of mica, going across Nepal. 
During the last 3 or 4 years Neptd has 
emerged as a nuqor mica-exporting centre. 

This brings about a demoralisation of a 
eectin of Af sdtnteiMEatiaii, « section of

the Excise, and a section of the police ail the 
time. What are Government gaining by 
this ? Government are not gaining any* 
thing. The country is not gaining anything. 
On the other hand, the country is losing a 
lot of foreign exchange. By persistence 
over the export duly. Government are only 
encouraging this sort of blockade-running 
or smuggling or illegal activities. 

Further, we find that the competitive 
power of the mica industry is also seriously 
being undermined. It is a labour-intensive 
industry. The mica industry in Bihar, 
or in India for that matter, has to stand 
up against the synthetic substitutes which are 
being produced in large volume by very 
powerfully entrenched organisations like 
General Electrics and against subsidised 
alternative production centers as in Brazil. 

There have been these many months 
which the locusts have eaten. Mica lias 
been going the mdigo way over this decade, 
and unless wc take uigent steps, I am afraid 
that we shall soon be witnessing the penulti¬ 
mate stage of tlus industry whicn ts labour- 
intensive. Because of inadcqualc apprecia¬ 
tion of the complc\itic> of the problem, 
this indu>try over which India held a mono¬ 
poly all tliese decades is slowly slipping out 
of our grip. 

•SHRI J. M. GOWI>OR (Nilgiris) : 
Mr. Deputy-Speaker, Sir, I would like to 
say a few words in mv mother tongue, 
Tamil, on the Import and Export Control 
Bill. 

The Import and Expoit trade plays a 
major role in the economy of the country. 
I wonder why the impoii and export trade, 
which contributes greatly to the economic 
growth of the country, should be in the 
liands of a few and why it should not be 
taken oyer by the Government. All of us 
are avarc that the Government earn a bad 
name due to the fact that a few persons 
enjoy the monopoly of import and export 
trade. Sometimes, allegations are made 
that licences have been issued to the 
favourites of the Minister. Do we really 
believe that the Government will be in a 
position to remove the economic disparities 
preva'ent in the country and b ing about 
socialism, allowing the import and export 


trade to continue in the hands of a fe^ 
individuals ? Socialism should not be con* 
lined to the political scriptures. Socialism 
is a way of life and it should become a 
reality in our country. 

You will recollect. Sir, that a high rank¬ 
ing official of the Hindustan Steel was 
punished by the Fourth Lok Sabha because 
he misled the House. He gave wrong 
information to the House. He slated that 
a person who got the licence was not given 
the licence and vice vena. Such mal¬ 
practices not only abund in this system of 
issuing import and export licences but also 
are multiplving. 

In the recent General Elections the 
Ruling party has secured a massive mandate 
from the people of the country. They could 
do so because of their political plank that 
they would banish poverty from the country 
and bring in socialism. The people have 
reposed their faith in their assurances and 
returned them to power with a great majo¬ 
rity. I would appeal to the Minister that 
as a fiist step in the process of establishing 
an egalitarian society in our country tlic 
system of issuing import and export licences 
should be ended forthwith and the impoit 
and export trade must be nationalised. The 
whole of impoit and export trade should be 
in the public sector and the benefits acci u- 
ing from the import and export trade should 
go to the people. Then only (he people 
will faith in the professions of the ruling 
party and the ruling party also will be in 
a position to establish socialism in oin 
counliy. 1 would appeal to the Minister 
that he should accelerate the pace of socia¬ 
listic growth in our country by taking ovc 
import and export trade. 

Mr. Deputy-Speaker, Sir, in the export 
of tea, tobacco and so many other commo¬ 
dities we find malpractices galore. It is m 
the hands of a few business magnates 
After ensuring for themselves enormous 
profits, they allow a pittence of a share to 
the producers of those commodities. The 
poor producers are at the mercy of these 
import and export trade magnates. These 
people who are at the lowest rung of the 
.society will be able to get remunerative 
prices for their produce only when the 
Government take over the import and

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export trade. Do wc require the services 
of these middle men to whom licences arc 
issued for the development of our import 
and export trade ? I would emphatically 
suggest that these middle men should be 
done away with. 

Mr. Deputy-Speaker, Sir, I would 
suggest that instead of seeking the vote of 
the House to extend the life of this Act 
with all its drawbacks and looph.olcs, the 
Government should repeal this Act and 
steps should be taken for nationalising the 
import and export trade. We have con¬ 
ducted four General Elections in this 
country and recently the Fifth General 
i'lcctions has given the Ruling Paity two- 
thirds inaj )rity in this House. 1 would like 
to repeat that socialism should not be only 
a political weapon to fight the elections. It 
should he translated into action for bringing 
pio perity to the poor, if the assurances 
given to the people during elections are not 
.niplcnicnled, then the people will lose faith 
ui democracy. If the ruling party is anxious 
m l keen to redeem the pledge given to the 
t'cople and usher in socialism, then the first 
step in that direction is to lepeal this Act 
lull of looph.olcs instead of extending its 
life and to nationalise the import and 
cxpoit trade immediately. With these few

SHRI L. N. MISHRA : I am thankful 
to the hon. Members of the House for 
giving general support to the Bill. This is 
a simple Bill seeking extension only. This 
Bill was first passed in 1947, and it has been 
given extension after every five years since 
then. This time we are putting it on the 
statute-book on a permanent basis. 

The House seems to be in a mood to 
have a comprehensive Bill which can go 
into the question of imports and exports in 
greater detail. I am in entire agreement 
with the House, and I would like to say here 
that very toon we will be coming b^tae the 


House with a comprehensive Bill which will 
deal with the proUem of exports and 
imports in greater detul. 

Most of the Members also raised the 
question of enlarging the sphere of the 
public sector in the matter of exports and 
imports. So far as import is concerned, we 
are committed to take over the entire im¬ 
port trade in course of time. By the next 
financial year about 70 per cent of the 
imports, will be in the public sector, and the 
balance 30 per cent will also be udeen over 
ultimately, and the entiic import trade will 
be in the public sector. 

So far as export is concerned, I would 
not like to have the same policy. Export 
has to be increased, and the talent of the 
private people has also to be taken advan¬ 
tage of. Therefore, in the export trade, 
private people will have a role to play. 

Shri Sreekantan Nair has raised a num¬ 
ber of points. He raised the question of 
keeping some cases in indefinite abeyance. 
This matter has received my attention, and 
I have issued positive orders to the organi* 
saition of the CCI that there must be some 
specified period for which any firm has to 
be kept in abeyance. The firm must be 
given a charge-sheet containing the allegations 
against them and they must reply, and if 
they have to be punished, they must be 
punished, but they cannot be kept in abe¬ 
yance indefinitely. This is the latest 
instructioB. 

He also raised the question of cashew 
industry in Kerala. There was a Calling 
Attention this morning on the subject and I 
have answered this point in great detail. 
The Cashew Corporation came into bang 
only a few months ago. It is still trying to 
find its feet, it has not been able to estM^sh 
Itself. There are diflteulties, especially in 
the matter of export of cashew. The 
demand frdm the USSR has come down, 
and that is the main reason for the present 
difficulty. We arc persuading the Soviet 
people to revise their offers and make pur¬ 
chases of at least the same quantity that 
they did last year. But at the moment the 
demand has come down by about 10,000 
tonnes, and that is why many of the faeunies 
are not working, but, as I said in the morn¬ 
ing, we are trying to make atnu^ameuta fbr 
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credit facilities to the industiy so that the 
workers are allowed to come to work. 

He also raised the question of the joint 
charge of the office of CCI by an officer 
who was Joint Secretary in the Ministry. 

At the momsDt a senior joint Secretary 
of the Ministry is holding additional charge 
as CCI also. This has been done as a 
stopgap arrangement after Mr. Rebellow 
went to his parent State, Mysore as Chief 
Secretary. We had to prepare the red book 
and we needed some officer with dynamism 
and imagination who could do this job. We 
have put senior joint secretary in change 
of it. He is a hard working, outstanding 
officer. He has been doing his Job well. 
But this is only a temporary arrangement. 
Wc have already suggested a name for the 
CCI and the moment it is approved, we 
shall have full-time officer separately for this 
work. Mr. Jyotirmoy Basu also said that 
the present Bill did not meet all the needs 
of a socialist society. 1 accept it ; this is 
only an extension of the life of the old 
Act; it is a one line amendment. I never 
claim that it is going to meet the require¬ 
ments of a socialist society. Wc have stated 
our policy in our election manifesto. We 
have a positive plan in regard to export- 
import trade ; it has to be in the public sector, 
ultimately. In regard to sewing machines 
being sent to the United Kingdom and wc 
getting only £5 while they charge £25, I can 
only say that I shall look into this matter. 
He also spoke about a powerful tobacco 
lobby. 1 wish to refute it ; there is no 
question cA any lobby. We have been dis¬ 
cussing the problem of tobacco. If neces- 
wry we can have some corporation ; wc 
are exunining it at the nnoment. So far 
as the export part is concerned, I should 
like to leave it to the private trade for some¬ 
time because they have built up a market 
and they have experience of the trade. I 
do not like to dislocate it at this moment. 
He also referred to tl»e iron ore contract 
with Japan. I should say that my predc- 
ecssor did a good job to the country when he 
approved of this deal with Japan ; there is 
no need to be sorry for it ; I feel rather 
proud of this deal. He also referred to 
jute and the need to do research. We shall 
^ve to do something about it; wc face 
lough competition ; synthetics are coming 
np and our quality is somewhat inferior to 
|*akistani jute. Pakistan has also the latest 
jute mill*; oar mBH are yet to be modernis¬ 


ed. We have lost heavMy in respeet of 
world market. In fact some research work 
is being done in Calcutta and I delfgfhted 
to see a product which resembled ra^ silk. 
Sornething more has to be done in that 
direction. 

He also referred to cotton. This yeax 
our cotton crop has failed and the price of 
cotton is rising unexpectedly high. We 
cannot meet this problem through imports 
alone. Cotton growers have to be helped 
by the Government with better seed, irriga¬ 
tion ficilities, pecticides etc. We had a 
meeting of the officers from the Planning 
Commission, Finance Ministry, Agriculture 
Ministry and my Ministry and we have set 
up a small committee to make recommenda¬ 
tions. We feel that unless wo do something 
about cotton, we shall be in for trouble. 
Qitton production in our country compares 
unfavourably even with Pakistan, not to 
speak of UAR or Sudan. The yield per 
acre is almost half. 

• 

Siin Bhogendra Jha said that the Bill 
was disappointing. He also referred to the 
take over of external trade. 1 have already 
stated our policy in regard to this matter. 

lie said that we are importing also those 
materials which wc produce indigenously. He 
is right in asking why wc should import if we 
curl produce certain things indigenously. But 
suppose if wc produce, say, just 0.1 per cent 
of somcthii^, and if we need, jay, 5.5 per 
cent of it, it is essential then to resort to 
import also to meet our full requirements. 
There is an organization called the DGTD 
which looks into it before the licence is 
issued. It is the body which sees to the 
import of such materials as are indigenously 
available. 

Shri Bhogendra Jha also wanted that 
preference should be given to -upee countries 
in the matter of imports. This is being 
done. Whenever materials are available in 
the rupee countries, we do not import from 
hard currency areas. This is the established 
policy of the Government ; that we give- 
perference to rupee countries since haird 
currency i s not easy to find. 

Shri Bhogendra Jha also raised the 
question of the canalisation of onion. We 
export onion to Cteylon. There were some- 
complaints against the onion exporters. 
Our High Commissioner wanted that thb 
should come undo- the puUUc teoior or 
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some organisation should take it up under 
the auspices of the Government so as to 
avoid the difliculties and inconvenience 
caused to the people of Ceylon. That is 
why some steps have been taken and I can 
assure the House that we are going to re¬ 
examine this problem because I am informed 
that small traders are involved in this and 
their return is also not very much. There 
is no reason why we should not re-examine 
this aspect. 1 shall try to ic-cxamine it and 
do whatever is possible. 

SHRI K. MANOHARAN (Madras 
North) : Please expedite. 

I 

SHR L. N. MISHRA : I will try to 
expedite it. Let lu see. Then, Shri D. D. 
Desai raised the question of articles available 
here being imported. I have already re¬ 
ferred to it. Then Shri Shivnath Singh 
wanted the nationuli.sation of the whole 
import and exnort trade. 1 want to rcl'cr 
here to the question raised by Mr. Ram 
Ratan Sharma who said that wc will nut 
achieve even fourper cent of increase in 
export. It is not based on facts. It is true 
that our export performance has not been 
very satisfactory. But in the course of the 
last six months or so, wc have tried to pick 
up. 1 shall read out a small paragraph 
about tlie position today. 

In the course of tlie last six months or 
so, there has been a welcome turn in our 
exports. Last December's performance was 
an all-time record in exports, reaching the 
peak level of Rs. 151.27 crores. As the 
House is aware, the fit si lialf of 1970-71 w'as 
a period of stress for our exports and till 
June 1970 alone wc had lost over Rs. 60 
crores of our exports. The deceleration 
trend was, however, reversed m October, 
1970 when exports reached Rs. 129.5 crores. 
The Noveiiiber performance was Rs. 138.36 
crores ; it was a further improvement, and 
the unprecedented record in December has 
brough about a big change in the export 
outlook for this year. 

During April-Scptcmbcr, exports had 
declined by 3.2 per cent, but on account of 
the better performance in December, 1970, 
the growth rate has shot up to 5.2 per cent 
for April-Decanbcr, 1970 period. It is my 
hope that the special export drive launched 
since January this year will have a percepti¬ 


ble impact on our performance in January. 
March. Also, the average export perfor¬ 
mance in the last quarter of any financial 
year is generally belter than in the previous 
months. I am, therefore, optimistic of reach¬ 
ing the Plan target of seven per cent growth 
in exports this year. 

1 would like to ray a few words about 
the public sector also which has been 
working with us. An important develop, 
ment in foreign bade during the last six 
months has been the commencement of 
work by a scries of ncwly-scl-up public 
sector corporations and organi'-aiions. 
Firstly, the Cotton Corporation of India has 
been set up to handle an annual import of 
about Rs. 100 crores worth of cotton. Then 
there is the Cashew Corporation of India 
which will canalise the import of raw cashew 
worth about Rs. 30 crores annually. Then 
the Jute Corporation of India which will 
stabilise raw jute prices, undertake other 
related functions and stop malpractices 
by the private sector in this vital trade. 
Then there is the Project and Equipment 
Corporation, wJiich will specialise in tlie 
export of sophisticated equipments from 
India and the Trade Development Authority, 
which lias been set up to help, in particular, 
the small and medium sector export-oriented 
units. 

The Industrial Raw Material Assistance 
Centre of STC has also made good progress 
and is functioning effectively. Tw'o other 
new public sector Corporations—one for 
export of packaged tea from India and the 
other for vitalising the marine products 
export trade are in an advanced stage of 
finalisation. 

About this package tea corporation Shri 
Jyoiirmoy Basu raised some point. He 
was in this Committee and he has made 
some recommendations. 1 can assure him 
at this stage that the papers for the Cabinet 
are ready. We have got the comments of 
the various Ministries and some Ministries 
arc yet to send their comments. Very soon 
this organisation will come into being. There 
is no question of British pressure on us. 
I would like to assure him that this Corpo- 
ratian will come into being in three to 
five weeks, in any case, before the next 
session. 

Then a question was raised about tha 
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Jute Enquiry Committee set up by the 
Government of West Bengal. I have made 
sonic enquiries about it. This Committee 
ft as set up by the Government when the 
f I‘M was in power two years back. The 
report has been submitted by the committee 
and that report is still not with us. I liave 
asked the Jute Commissioner to got a copy 
of that report. I am awaiting the report. 

II anything has to be done on the basis of 
the report, it will be done. 

Then a question was raised about the 
issue of licence., especially during the la>t 
tv\n months. T would like to make the 
pooijon clear in iliis regard. t)ne hon. 
iiK'iiibci of the House said that laigc-scale 
|i. cTising was done during the months 
succeeding the dissolu.ion of the 1 ok Sabha. 
The ! ok Sablia was dissolved on the 27th 
December.

Out of this 
inciease of Rs. 89 crores, Rs. 57 crores has 
Iwcn given to the Stale trading 'agencies 
alone, wliile other public sector agencies 
leceived Rs. 18 crores, thus making a lotal 
I’f Rs. 75 crores which has gone to the 
public sector. The small-scale industries 
secured an addition of Rs. 4 crores of 
licences during this period.

only Rs. 10 crores and not Rs. 300 crores or 
Rs. 400 crores as alleged or as stated, what¬ 
ever you may like.

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: The 
Minister has told us a cock and bull story. 
The Jute Enquiry Commission was set up by 
the United Front Government to protect the 
interests of jute growers who have been 
fleeced by a bunch of vested interests so 
close to the ruling party. The Jute Enquiry 
Commission was set up 1^ years ago and 
during the last 18 months, this socialist 
Government did not have the time to get 
the report of the Commission expedited. 
Today, we have to hear sitting here this 
wonderful story tlat the interim report has 
started walking from Calcutta. Don’t tell us 
all these things. You want to sabotage the 
Jute Enquiry Ck)mmission because it goes 
against the vested interests. 

About the nationalisation of foreign 
trade, this socialist Congress party has been 
making enough noise during the last 1^ years 
that they want to nationalise the foreign 
trade altogether. A lot of paper has been 
wasted in writing and selling to the rest of 
the world.

SHRI A. C. GEORGE (Mukandapuram): 
Sifi I wholeheartedly associate myself with 
this Motion of Thanks and gladly second it. 
The great people of India have done their 
lob, the President has made his keynote 
Address and now it is for us to take up tiie 
responsibility and to pursue the mandate. 

This year the Presidoat’s message is 


thronging with a tone of optimism, a real 
tone of optimism truly reflecting the expecta¬ 
tions of the teeming rniliions of our rural 
population. The general elections have in a 
sense been a revolution of rising expectations. 
It was a new declaration of independence by 
the new generation, a generation born after 
independence. The older generation revolted 
against the fore’gn oppressors; the new 
generation revolted against the internal 
oppressors, tlie enemies of the toiling ma-ssac^ 
the vested interests and right reactionaries 
and the agents of imperialism who go in the 
disguise ol left extremists or counter-revolu¬ 
tionaries. 

It is interesting to think in retrospect th a* 
a boy or a girl born on or after 15th August, 
1947 could not vote in the Fourth General 
Election. Tliey attained the age of 21 only 
on 15th August, 1968. So, this was the fi-^t 
general election in which the post-indepen¬ 
dence generation participated. 

There is a very interring figure which 
has been submitted in this House earlier this 
day. During the last general election the 
voting population was 250 million ; in this 
geneiai election the voting population was 
275 million, which means an addition of 
25 million If you split it up into 500 
constituencies, we find that the new 
generation’s votmg strength was on an 
average 50,000. This is a very important 
figure because it speaks a lot. In this youth 
wave so many, who were studying in the 
nursery class on Independence Day of 1947, 
have been swept into this House and are 
doing their job in an excellent manner. 

I may add that the new generation docs 
not boast of years of imprisonment during 
the freedom struggle or of days of suffering. 
The new generation is boasting only of an 
unerring urge to serve the nation and to rise 
up to the occasion. 

Some people, when they discuss the 
general elections, speak of the invisible ink 
or the magic ink. I may say that this 
invisible ink that made a great victory 
possible is red because it is the boiling blood 
of the millions of the rural population of the 
entire country that is responsible for it. 

They speak of the magic ink which 
disappears and which re-appears. Th^ say 
that some marks disappears and some nuirks 
re-appear. I think, they are speaking about 
this House. I remember the days, though 
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I had a short span here during the Fourth 
Lok Sabha, when some people were here. 
But now they have disappeared. Some people 
were never here. And they have appeared 
here. It is not a magic but the will of the 
people. Let them not be guided by a few 
technicalities of the chemical analysis. 

Now, I would like to submit that we 
have come here because of the people of 
India, the masses of India, who made a 
decision that they want to be governed by 
their will. Some people speak about the 
conspiracy. I have read in some newspapers 
and weeklies that there was a conspiiracy 
which led to this huge majority. It is only a 
conspiracy of the poor villagers, millions and 
millions, who conspired in a very mute 
language in the lowest voice possible because 
they thought ra/as and maharajas, and their 
traditional oppressors and ruling classes were 
their enemies and so they could speak only 
in the lowest tone possible. That is the 
conspiracy which has led to this huge 
m^ority. 

Now, 1 renaember the days, about a year 
back—you may also be remembering—when 
the general talk in thousands and thousands 
of parlours of India was as to what has 
happened to our country, that wc are heading 
for doom, that everything that has happened 
is against us and that every headline in 
newspapers is against us. That was the tone 
last year. Now, in every houses, in every 
place, we find people with a beaming face. 
They have a smile on their face. There is a 
tone of optimism. And we hear—you have 
all heard it; some liking and some not 
liking—“She will do something.” That is the 
sentence that goes round every parlour of 
India, that she will do something. That is 
the one sentence on the lips of everybody, 
on the lips of millions and millions of 
people. That is the praj^r in every heart. 
We do hope that this prayer and wish will 
really come true. 

I may add, now-a<days, the nation is 
guided by the tone of optimism. Wherever 
we turn, there is a trend in our favour. The 
only thing is that we have to live upto the 
expectations of the people who have voted us 
in power. As was correctly pointed out by 
my htm. friend, the mover of the Motion, the 
people of India have left us with no excuses. 
Them is a saying going round that the

believe that the masses are asses are them¬ 
selves asscs. (Interruption) This time, the 
masses of India have seen to it that we the 
ruling party are left with no excuses. 

We spoke about a stable Government. 
The people gave that. We spoke about a 
two-thirds majority to amend the Constitu¬ 
tion. The people gave that. We are now left 
witli absolutely no excuse. Either we win the 
people or we lose the people. So, it is 
obvious that it is for the ruling party to see 
that the work is done. As my hon, friend 
Shri Bhagat pointed out, the people under¬ 
stand it and they are realistic enough to 
judge us. Maybe, we do not perform 
miracles in a short span of a year or two or 
three years. But before wc go back to the 
electorate—I think, it is after five years 
only—then wc will have to give them a 
proper account. (Interruption) I know the 
people there are more afraid about the mid¬ 
term poll, not wc. 

So, I may add that in llic President’s 
Address, key-note Address, he has really 
assured us in a different tone, the common 
talk in the parlours that she will do some¬ 
thing. He lias pointed out that his Govern¬ 
ment is going on with steps which really 
mean socialism, will build up socialism and 
will rise upto the expectations of the masses. 

Here, 1 may add a few more things, 
especially about para 10 of his Address. He 
has come to the correct point, especially, 
about the salaried people. Sir, the salaried 
people in the Central t^vemment and State 
Gosernraent services or in the industries or 
whichever walk of life they are engaged in, 
got apparently wage increases. Sir, people 
talk of wage freeze on the one hand and 
there is a clamour for further increase on the 
other. The result is or the obvious factor is 
that whatever increase the salaried people get 
is really eaten away in a big chunk by rent 
alone. That is why I refer to para 10 
because, the poor salaried people, whatever 
the wage increase they get then th^ go to 
towns, a m^or slice of their pay go« 
towards rent. In actual figures, the rent may 
work out to as much as 35 or 40% of the 
pay of the Central Govt, or the State Govern¬ 
ment employees. So, what is the real benefit 
of the wage increase ? Here and now I wifi 
say that during the next five yean, it must 

nur earnest endeavour to see that u 
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housing progranune is taken up as crash 
programme and implemented in an intensive 
manner, on war footing, I may add, because 
when we go round the city of Delhi— 
wc are all MPs going round only North 
Avenue and South Avenue and we see 
bungalows which are situated in areas 
of 3 or 4 acres—but when wc go to the 
outski.'ts of the capital, we see a dilTercnt 
picture of stinking slums, although wc may 
see signs of ostentatious spending which 
more in the heart of the civic administration. 
Here, T ttm not pointing my finger against 
an>body. 1 would say that wc ourselves set 
an example and not occupy so much of land 
in the heart of the city. Though bungalows 
arc taken up by Ministers and senior M.Ps, 
we poor MPs arc getting only flats. 

Next, 1 come to the point of workers’ 
participation. 1 am not elaborating on the 
economic factors which are explained at 
length by^ my learned colleague. I want to 
pinpoint one particular factor. For a growing 
public sector economy, workcis’ participation 
1(1 management is essential and they sltouid 
really feel enthused to w'ork. hvery day we 
hear about strikes, lock-outs and innumerable 
problems in the public sector as well as in 
the private sector. Unless the workci in this 
year of 1971 feels enthused and unless he is 
given a sense of participation and made in 
feel that he has got to do something for the 
national economy, that he is working not for 
bread alone but for national industry, things 
may not improve. 1 don’t think sufficient 
mention has been made about it here. 1 
think workers’ participation in management 
of industries has to be particularly stressed 
and this year must be a year for implement¬ 
ing the idea of workers' participation in 
management. 

16.04 hrs. 

1 come to another point about Scheduled 
tastes and Scheduled Tribes. We are 
consoling ourselves by saying that in the 
past 23 years we have done a lot for the 
Scheduled Cattes and Scheduled Tribes. 
So many stipends and so many allowanc¬ 
es and so many cncouiagements arc being 
8tven. But the social aspect and the social 
environment of the Harijans is not taken 
into aooount. Of course, the fact remains 
^ the scheduled castes and tribes are 
Siven allowances and stipends but we must 


remember the social environments where¬ 
from be is coming. A poor boy is there ; 
10 of his neighbouring boys are not having 
education. They may be doing some menial 
jobs and getting 50 paise or 25 paisc or 6d 
paise per day, or less than a rupee per day. 
A boy willi the so-called stipend goes up to 
the 8tli standard. These people, liis other 
neigbbou.ing boys, tell him, we arc getting 
50 paisc or 60 paise. Those boys tempt him 
by saying, what is the use of your education 
and all *hai. So, he does not continue with 
his education. So, this affects the very 
tabric of education. 

Therefore, I am suggesting an ‘operation 
hcaa-slart’ wliich should be made. In the 
United States the Negro boys a^e given 
allowances, stipends etc. Just like our 
llaiijans, there arc also drop-outs. This 
drop-out problem is there. For what the 
US Government have started a programme 
called ‘Operation head-start’. We should 
sec that these drop-outs do not fake place 
and we should sec that they reach comple¬ 
tion of the middle school education. 

'I he endeavour of the Government must 
be to sec that not only doles or stipends and 
allowances arc given, but to see that the 
children arc really properly educated and do 
not drop out He should not fail in the 
company of tJtc social environment in which 
he is born. This is a very important aspect. 

Wc go on saying that the Central 
Government extends so many facilities ; the 
Central Government is doing a lot, etc. But 
we have to see that he completes his school 
education and does not diop out. So, I 
suggest that an Operation Head-start should 
be started, I am just giving a teciwical 
name, a crash programme started, to see 
that the maximum benefits are given and 
that the benefits already given arc properly 
uti’ised so that they get proper school edu¬ 
cation and proper college education and dd 
not drop out in the middle. 

Before I conclude, I have only a few 
things to point out. T'lc President has spent 
so many years in Kerala, I thought he would 
have made a special mention of Kerala ; 1 
would not have raised this point but for the 
fact that has devoted two paragraphs for one 
State, that is. West Bengal. 1 have great 
sympathy for West Bengal and I love Bengal, 
especially more so now that Bangla Desh is 
coming. The President knows the problems 
of Kerala more than any one of us. I 
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thought he should have devoted some para¬ 
graphs to Kerala. This morning wc heard 
about the closure of cashew factories throw¬ 
ing out of employment so many workers, 
and their families arc suffering. Educated 
unemployment is there in higher proportions. 
We should see that this rising problem of 
unemployment is checked in Kerala. 

The masses of Kerala have come out 
with a massive support for the good Gove^'n- 
ment and stable Government and a socialist 
Government. They ha.<c rejected the 
reactionaries as well as the counter-revolu¬ 
tionaries and transferred many of them to 
their proper places. 

It is the desire of the Kerala people, 
and the right of the Kerala people, that 
they want a steel mills. There are 4 southern 
States, Mysore, Andhra, Tamilnadu and 
Kerala. The three other southern States arc 
already having steel mills. I hope this 
demand of Kerala will be considered with 
sympathy. When 1 say thi), 1 am not 
against any other State. Kerala has got the 
best quality of iron ore in the entire south 
of India. 

So, I think that it was time that we 
thought about it, apart from the petro¬ 
chemical complex which could be developed 
by the fast expanding refinery located near 
the Cochin port. 

Special mention ought to have been 
made in the Address about the fishing indus¬ 
try also. 1 am not referring to Kerala only, 
but to the entire coast of India, The fishing 
industry which offers great potentialities of 
expansion has not been sufiiciently mention¬ 
ed in the Address. In Bengal, Tamil Nadu, 
Orissa, Andhra Pradesh, Mysore, Gujarat 
or Maharashtra, and in all States, except 
Pui\jab and Haryana, the fishing industry 
offers very vast potentialities for expansion. 
I hope this matter will engage the attention 
of Government. 

I would also like to point out that the 
Cochin port has got a share of 87 per cent 
in the export of marine products. I would 
request that early steps be taken to see that 
a Marine Exports Development Corporation 
be started at Cochin as early as possible. 

In conclusion, 1 would just say a word 
about foreign policy. I am in complete 
agreement with the foreign policy of the 
Government of India. Since the President 


has devoted one full paragraph to this, and 
since my lion, friend who preceded me did 
not mention about this, I am referring to 
this. While I am in complete agreement 
with the foreign policy, I would, however, 
like to point out one very serious omission. 
There i> a huge continent called Latin 
America, right from Mexico down to Chile 
and Argentina with 27 votes in the UN. 
which is important for a nation like oms. 
I had been to Mexico and the Latin Amciican 
countries myself, and I have found that they 
have got the greatest of goodwill for us. 
We aic spending huge amounts in public 
relations activities in some continents 
where, let me tell you frankly, wc have 
got only the best of enmity from them. 
The reasons may be diffeicnt and beyond our 
control, but the fact remains that some of 
them have got real animosity against us. But 
here is a continent which is completely 
comparable to our country in the social 
aspects, in the development aspects, in 
regard to the problem of the unemployment, 
and the problem of the Campasions which 
is quite comparable to what prevails in our 
continent. I would submit that it is time 
that we extend our hand of good-will to 
these Latin American countries and sec that 
the people of the Afro-Asian and Latin 
Amei lean continent are brouglit together in 
all common causes and in the interests ol 
a peace-loving woi Id and a thriving society. 

^ With these words, 1 whole hcariedly 
second the Motion of Thanks.

SHRI A. K. GOPALAN (Palghat) : 
Before I come to the President’s Address 
proper, I w'ould like to draw the attention 
of the House to an important and serious 
development taking place in East Bengal or 
East Pakistan. This was not there at the 
time of the Address by the President. The 
situation has developed rapidly, and the 
People’s Republic of Bangla Desh has been 
dccUucd and a provisional government 
formed.

[Shri K. N. Tiwary in the Chair} 

Fierce fighting is going on, with the 
people of Bangla Desh fighting heroically 
against the West Pakistani aggression. In 
this strange situation, it is not enough to 
give lip-sympalhy to the people of Bangla 
Desh. We have expressed our moral support 
already, but now the time lias come for con¬ 
crete action and material support. 

We demand that the Government 
immediately iccognisc the Republic of Bangla 
Desh and piovide all moial and material 
help to the fighicis of Bangla Desh. We 
should actively intervene in mobilising sup¬ 
port among other countries of the world and 
in the UN. 

In India, we have got a history of sup¬ 
port to people fighting for freedom and 
dcmocia.*v against fascist repression. It has 
been a gloi ious tradition during our national 
strugg'c. We expressed our sympathy and 
support to the Republican forces in the civil 
war in Spasn and extended our help to 
many Afio-Asian countries in their fight for 
ficcdom. If we are not to besmirch this 
great tiadilion, let us rise up and be one 
with the people of Bangla Desh in word as 
well as in deed. 

Coming to the President’s Address, it is 
a futile exercise in evasion. It conceals the 
deep economic crisis we are passing through, 
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a crisis generated, fostered and dclibcralcly 
imposed on the people of India by the 
Congress Government. It is an excellent 
illustration of the bankrupt policies of the 
Congress Government from which ve have 
suffered for the last 23 years. 'I hc Picsi- 
dent’s speech is full of empty promises and 
platitudes. It states that the Government 
have got a massive mandate for change, a 
change which must come swiftly. Yes, the 
masses also want swift and radical changes ; 
if we delay, Ihc masses will lake their 
own course, whether peaceful or non- 
pcacefiil. 

The Address give-s no indication of how 
the ruling ('ongress prtiposcs to fulfil its 
piomi.scs. However, it is ciistal clear on 
one fact, that the basic policies of the last 
r3 ycais arc not going to be changed, 
policies that have admirably served the 
monopolists, the land'oicls and the buieau- 
crat.s. The Indira Government has come 
out with a slogan, panhi /laioo, but in 
practicfr, the lesult of the polity followed 
IS ■ garihon ko Jiatuo. 

The Address contains many vague pro¬ 
mises to eradicate poverty and uncmploj- 
menl. This lias also been mentioned in lire 
liiicigct presented a few days ago. 1 also 
looked into the Prcsidcul's Addiesscs liom 
l‘>52 up to date and, lorluiiatcly, in every 
Addicss there is a paragraph about uiicm- 
plovincut and a pioniises that unemployment 
would be eradicated. 

In tile Budget, the Government have ‘ i 
creased the expendituie on the Ccftiial 
Reserve Police by Rs. 9.5 eiores. It l..is a'so 
announced a decision to raise two note 
battalions ol the iioloiious C RP ui.<l expand 
the Cciiiial indusiiial bccuiiiv 1 oicc. b 
tills the lulhlmciii ol the pledge to u^lici in 
piogicss and social jusiiee 1 lo lie'i> the 
toiling masses ol India, wiio ha c fa ed tire 
baibaimes oi tlie CRP, who arc leu .worn 
enemies, tins is the step viov..in . cut iuive 
taken. 

As far as the pioni' cs are epneerned, 1 
am not simply sajinp that the) will not be 
implemented or lul! lied, lam sa) mg this 
btcau.se of my e.vpciiciice in tliis House for 
the last 18 )cais and the fate of piomiscs 
made here anti outside. 

A ircn.i'C vrs given to the people of 
Kciiiailat tlcrc would be a second btiip- 
buLcli! g )ard. It was only a year ago when 


the people of the locality of Emakulum, 
launched a boat not made by Government but 
by themselves, not of steel but of paper, to 
celebrate the 10th anniversary of the promise. 
So every year, they will celebrate the anni¬ 
versary by launching a paper boat. 

Fiom 1952 onwards, every session we 
had put questions on this and the answ^ 
given every time w'as the somebody will go 
to Japan immediately and find something. 
Sliii Raghuiamaiah was busy going to Japan 
every now and then. Now he is not 
there. I do not know who will go now. 
That is how the promises are kept. 

As lar as the phyto-chemical factory is 
concerned, not only was a promise given but 
they advanced a little luillier. The land was 
also acquiied and so the peojvle were satis¬ 
fied, but now ihcic is onlv ll.e land, no 
pb>io-clicmical I’aeioiy. In ll.e case ol the 
piec'ision tools facioiy a'so. land was simi¬ 
larly acquired and even .some work was 
done, but after that jt went to some other 
place. 

SHRl K. Ki.vNOHARAN (Madras 
North) : No [ u^ision. 

SIlKi A. K. GOPALAN : So, if you 
think iliat liie people in tlic country will 
feel s.ii .si’ca by your p' omise that something 
Will be uorie, the people, as well as we here, 
knoiv that these promises will not be 
kept. 

Ihe Congress has declared its policy of 
tightiiig unemployment and the President’s 
Address talks ot a scheme to provide for 
employment oppoi tunnies, but this is a moe- 
keiy oi the icaiitics that exist in India today, 
because the Ciovcrnment's liguies llicmselves 
show llmt thcic wcie over 201) lakhs of un¬ 
employed in 1970 and that this would in- 
cieasc to 315 Jaklis b) I'le end ol the Fourth 
P lan This docs not include disguised un- 
emplo)mcit and uudci employment. The 
Cungicss now piumise.s live lakiis additional 
jobs eveiy year wlieiea.s the labour force is in- 
cicasing at the rale oJ 57 lakhs every year. 
So, this will not deceive tlie people. 

'I he problem of unemployment is worsen¬ 
ing. Apart from Iresh entrants to the 
ranks oJ unemployed, thousands of workers 
in existing cmpioyaient are being thrown 
out ^‘f their jobs. The coir mat, cashew, 
handoom and textile industries are being

destroyed because the Government refuses to 
get rid of the monopolistic traders, expor> 
tors and middlemen. In the case of textiles, 
because of blackmarketecrs, the yarn ‘ prices 
have gone up by Rs. 20 in the last four 
months, an increase of 50 per cent. This 
has led to distress sales and closure of 
factories in Tamil Nadu, Bengal, Maha¬ 
rashtra and other places. Thousands of 
workers have been thrown out of their jobs. 

In Kerala, the coir industry which sup¬ 
ports six lakhs of workers and their depen¬ 
dents is suflering a slow death. Despite the 
struggle of the workers, the Central Govern¬ 
ment has callously evaded the question. Two 
months back the Minister from Kerala came 
here and asked for Rs. IS crorcs, at the rate 
of Rs. 5 crores per year for three years, so 
that they might revitalise the coir industry. 
That was not given. Now 1,25,000 workers 
are unemployed. Now there is a promise of 
Rs. 52 crores to be set.apart for solving the 
question of unemployment, but these 1,25,000 
workers are going to be saved because by 
the time they do anything, these workers 
will not be there, they will die. From the 
Assembly proceedings I find tlut the Labour 
Minister in Kerala has said that they had 
asked the Central Government for some 
help but this was not given. 

When the coir revitalisation scheme was 
submitted by the Kerala Government requit¬ 
ing Rs. 15 crores from the Centre, this was 
rejected despite repeated picas. Now the 
Budget allocates Rs. 52 crores for employ¬ 
ment programmes, when a whole industry 
could have been saved by the timely ex¬ 
penditure of Rs. 15 crores. 

As far as the cashew industry is con¬ 
cerned, it is similarly in doldrums not only 
because of money but because the Govan- 
ment is not willing to break the grip of the 
monopolistic traders and exporters. We de¬ 
mand that these traditional industries should 
have intensive care from the Slate and the 
export-import trade in these products be 
nationalised. 

Till the schemes mooted by the Address 
come to fruition, there is no suggestion of 
relief for the unemployed. We demand that 
relief of atleost Rs. 50 per month be given 
to every unemployed person till he is gaio- 
ftilly employed. 

I think the Minis^ is aware of the pro¬ 


blem faced by the handloom industry. In 
many States even handloom co-operative 
societies have been closed down. In Kerala 
alone about 1,5 lakhs are employed in the 
handloom industry ; it is a major industry. 
The workers are starving because the 
Government is not able to control black- 
marketeers, profiteers and monopolists and 
the price of yam goes up and cotton price 
also has gone up. Unless and until the 
Government could control these things and 
also evolve a machinery for the distribution 
of yarn the problem of the unemployed 
persons in the handloom industry cannot be 
solved. 

Rural Unemployment is more chronic 
than urban unemployment. Here the Govern¬ 
ment by encouraging mechanization is 
actually swelling the ranks of the rural poor 
and destitutes. Mechanization through trac¬ 
tors in agriculture is creating havoc in the 
countryside. Moreover even in industries 
like Coir ; mechanization of threshing husk 
is throwing thousands of women labourers 
out of work. In this industry alone there 
arc 1.25 lakhs who are out of jobs. The 
Government while talking of fighting un¬ 
employment is by its policies of mechani¬ 
zation and automation creating unemploy¬ 
ment. 

My lequcst to the Government is tliat 
they should dot create unemployment. In¬ 
stead of solving the problem ol unemploy¬ 
ment tliey are today creating unemployment 
by -allowing mcchani/.ition in these indus¬ 
tries. Until some alternative jobs can be 
provided automation and mechanization 
should not be introduced. 

Next, r come to the question of land 
reforms. It is a very important question. 
In every session w'e had been talking about 
land reforms. The ricsidcntial Address has 
shown no awareness of the seriousness of the 
agraiian ciisis and the uselessness of paper 
legislation on land reform. The Addiess has 
said that a Committee on Land Reforms is 
to be instituted under the Union Minister of 
Agriculture. Every time you are faced with 
a problem a Committee will be appointed 
and then it is forgotten. After sometime 
when it comes up again another Committee 
will be appointed. So many panels and 
Committees had been there. What is tlie 
use of these panels and Committed if they 
do not solve the land problem 7 I was my* 
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self a Member in one of the panels. They 
bad so many panels and then they had some 
agricultural commissions. Now also they 
say that they will appoint a Commission. 
I want to point out that at the conference of 
Chief Ministers which was held last >car 
when the Prime Minister said that the land 
ceiling must be reduced atleast two or three 
Chief Ministers openly sf.id that they eoiild 
ncNcr lower the ceiling. Ceilings have not 
been lowered. If I refer to the land reforms 
and say how it has been implemented it 
might be said that we arc attacking the 
Government because we aic in tlic Opposi¬ 
tion. There is a report of a study groi/p 
set up by the Home Minisliy. It is a big 
icport of about 100 pages and 1 hope the 
hon. Ministers have read it. It says that 
nothing had been done about the imple¬ 
mentation of the land reform legislation. 
We also know tliat nothing would be done 
if we depend upon bureaucrats and also do 
not want to change tiie system that exists 
today. Thris is an extiact firm the Home 
Ministry’s report. 

“No fixity of tenure to 81 per cent of 
the tenants. About 82 per cent of the 
total number of tenants mainly in the 
States of Andhra Pradesh, Assam, Tamil 
Nadu, Punjab, Bihar, Haryana and \^’cst 
Bengal do not enjoy fixity of tenure. 
They are either tenants-at-will or subject 
to landlord's right of rcsuinplion or 
enjoy a temporary protection only.’’ 

Secondly, large-scale forcible ejection of 
lcnant.> is there. In several Slates, pai U- 
tularly where attempts aie made to prevent 
eviction, the ejectments of the tenants have 
occurred on a large scale under the guise oi 
voluntary surrenders. Certain States like 
(iujarat, Kerala, Maliarashtra, Madhya 
Pradesh, R^asthan, Manipur and Tripura, 
have made provisions for verification ol 
surrendere by the revenue authorities. 

As far as the most down-trodden people 
the agricultural labourers, are concerned, it 
li said here that no material change in tJic 
conditions of agricultural labour has been 
theie. “The condition of agricultural labour 
^ not changed materially and in some 
respects has worsened,*’ This is not what 
^ say. This is what the Home Ministry, Mr. 
Chavan, says. If I say that, it may be 
<lcnicd. But this is what Mr. Chavan says : 
that “the condition of s^ricultural labour 
^ not Changed materially, and in some 


respects has worsened in spite of land 
reform.’* The incidence of unemployment 
is as high as IS per cent for agricultural 
labour os compared with three per cent 
among the other rural households. What 
about minimum wages ? It is a dead letter. 
That is what it says. They are not imple¬ 
mented. it is a dead letter. That is what the 
Study Group report says. As regards 
minimum wage in agricultural labour, the 
report says that the Commission came to 
the finding that the Minimum Wages Act 
remains a dead letter, because wages were 
fixed about eight to 10 years ago and have 
iiot been revised. The ruling wages in sothc 
cases arc higher than the statutory wages. 
The rural labour is mostly ignorant of the 
Minimum Wages Act. 

So, they have come to this conclusion. 
What is tlic conclusion 7 As now, the land 
reform measures have not benefited the aetual 
tiller in all cases. There is considerable 
concentration of ownership. Much of the 
land is cultivated in smaM holdings by tenants 
and share-croppers who have no security of 
tenure and who have to pay exorbitant 
I ents. 

'I he conclusion of the Study Group has 
been cared for by the Government at all, 
because the officers who w'cnt there gave a 
warning ; they said that “the problem, in 
other words, has to be tackled on a wide 
front effectively and imaginatively. Failure 
to do so may lead to a situation where the 
discontented elements are compelled to 
organise themselves and the extreme tensions 
building up with the “Complex” molecule 
that is the Indian village and in an explo¬ 
sion.” That is what has been said by them. 
I see you arc going to put your hand on the 
bell. Please give me some more tune. 

MR. CHAIRMAN ; You have already 
taken 20 minutes. 

SHRI A. K. GOPAIAN ; The Mover 
and the seconder have taken more than one 
hour, you must also give me one hour. 

Our party believes that there can be no 
real land reform with the bureaucracy and the 
courts. Unless they are changed, l%id 
reform will remain a dead let to-. The 
Keiala High Court has blocked the Ker ala 
Land Peform Bill. Only two days back, 
the Supreme Court passed a stay order, 
staying the clause in the Kerala Land Act 
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saying that the land that is in excess should 
not be given. It must be staged. \Miy la.lk 
of land reform ? >\hcrc is the land rcfoim ? 
Where is the legislation ? Wliat happens to 
the legislation. I want to know from ihc 
Government. Before tnJkirg of land rcfoim 
legislation and implementation of the legi‘- 
lation, either >ou spell cut v^hat 'oii aic 
going to do ai d allow those who arc bcrcfiitd 
and implement the land icloini leL’ivlalion 
and help them for implti. entalion of that 
kgislation, or else, sec ll: t tic Constitution 
is chanicd. Lverj daj, vlatevci the impoi- 
tant clauses arc thcic eonccining tic snia*l 
peasants and agrieultiial labiiiieis md hut¬ 
ment dwcllcts, they aic sciapped by the high 
courts and the Sviptemc Court. 

It is only thiee days back, before the 
Picsident's Addicss, that the opciutknot 
the Keiala 1 and Rcfoim legislation, vhieh 
is very impoitant beeausc it is taking away 
land above ihc eeiliiig was siayeei by the 
Supicme Court. How can the govtinmeiit 
implement it when'it is stayed by the eouits? 
Even if the government want to iniplenient 
it, they cannot do so because oI the hindr¬ 
ances placed in their way by the Siipitnic 
Coutl and the High Court. Ciovctnnie-.it 
should cliangc the Constitution so that onee* 
a legislation is passed, however inelTective- 
or meagre it is, it can be implcnicnte'd by the 
State without any hindianec fu'm ilu 
judiciary. Unless that is there, wliat is tJic 
use of having a land rcfoim legislation 
because it cannot be implemented. So that 
problem has to be tackled at the loot. 

Coming to the implementation of land 
Mforms, a decision was taken in Kerala that 
10 cents of land would be given to the 
hutment dwellers. But when tlie* hutment 
dwellers tried to occupy land, govcinment 
did not permit them. In fatt. the govern¬ 
ment in co-operatjon with (he landlords 
prevented them fiom occupying lands or 
evicated them and theic are 50,000 cases 
pending against them in the couits. When 
the government itself is against the land 
legislation, how could it be implemcnlcd. 

It was only the other day that in 
Edvankadd a landlord shot a labourer and 
inflicted injuries on ollicis. I'et, no case 
was filed against him. On the other hand, 
120 labourcis were arrested. 

We demand tiiat the land ceiling should 
he icduced at least to the level as in West 


Bengal and Kerala of five hectares of irrigated 
land per femily, cultivated with their personal 
labour. We also demand that the landlord 
tenor which is tsking place in Uttar Pradesh, 
whcic giam panel ayat land has been in 
possession ol landlords and agricultuial 
labfuicib rrf being letroi iscd by aimed bunds 
bi eked by the police of the State Govein- 
nent should be pul an end to. Similar 
evtiils ate happening in Andhia, Ganganagar 
cl Rj'.iasihan and Ar.dhia Piudcsh. We 
should rot al'cw il e polite, CRP and aimy 
to 1 c'p ll c luiH'loids to beat down the toiling 
nu’i'cs. llcic si ould be a curb on lie 
povcis ol ihc touii to gi'c inJiinciKir, is l.i 
as ’i.nd iilv im kgislaliins aic conccined. 

Coming to CVnlic-Stalc iclations, vhicli 
is a \oiy inipoitant problem, the Cemul 
Govcinn.c it has coneenlritcd on itscll all 
liowcfs, linaneiiil, Icgidativc and executive. 
I'ndti ihis \y^»cm llic .St.'tc Ciovcinments aie 
noeliing n'Oic tJuin gionficd rminieipaliiies. 
'Ihiouih ihc inslitiilion of Governors it 
suniin.uiiy dismitvts .,nd installs Ministiics 
iip.iulitss of the populai mandate. Non- 
Congicss Govtrnmtuts aic ticiitcd as poor 
iclalives and then demands for finance, -ad 
elc. ate liphlly dismisstd. Wc would like 
to ufliim the mulli-na-tional ch.wacici of tie 
Indian T'nKn ind demand a.u(onomy lor 
St, Ics and llicir iighls should be recognised 
by diaslically amending the Constitution. 

1 or making tlic poweis ol the Stale 7 l.iI 
wc deiiiaiid iliat 75 pei cent of all i-'C 
C'cntially collected taxe^ should go to lie 
Slates and must of the subjects in tl-c Seventh 
Schedule to the Constiiution should k’ 
liansfcrrcd to tlie States. TJic Centic should 
essentially confine themselves to the eooidi- 
nution between dificient States, loieign 
aflaiis, dclencc, currency and similar ail-lndia 
subjects. 

The President’s Address is siirpi isingiy 
silent on this issue, when right now ihn 
Centic js tiying to suppicss the people’s 
movement in West Bengal by sending ii* 
Ccntial police and tioops to murder and 
violate tlie basic lights ol the people. 

( oming to Kashmir, the Picsidcnt has 
spoken ol demociaey as if the Ruling 
Congress \\cie the sole leposilory of denio- 
ciacy. IJie conduct of the elections m 
Kaslimii, where the respected leader of th*^ 
Kashmit people, Sheikh Abdullah, was 
prevented f-om entering Pakistan, and the 
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illegal banning of the Plcbescite Front shows 
the respect for democracy of the Ruling 
Congress. 


Tlie problem of Kashmir will not be 
!,ol\ed by military means and semi-fascist 
methods. Elections won by jailing one’s 
opponents cannot still the grievance of the 
people of Kashmir. We say. give the State 
of Kashmir full autonomy as per the Instni- 
niont of Accession ; allow Kashmiris 
to run their affairs through their freely 
clistcd representatives. What is happening 
tod.iv in Bangla Desh is a lesson to oiir 
fio\«'rnment.

them with licences. Monopolies have grown 
enormously. Between 1963-64 and 1967-68 
the assets of the top 20 houses increased by 
54.6 per cent while the real wage of the 
workers was declining. The Government 
was using repression and the police to 
crush the workers, the peasants and the 
middle classes. 

About foreign aid, we arc mostly build¬ 
ing up on fotcign aid. Foreign aid has 
bi'comc the mainstay of our development 
programm Our foreign debt has increased 
from Rs 32 crorcs in 1951-52 to over 
Rs. 7,000 ciores in 1970. Foreign collabo¬ 
rations have increased to 3,151 industrial 
ventures by September 1970. We now colla¬ 
borate with the Americans also to produce 
chewing gum, biscuits, cosmetics and to 
build luxury hotels. What a terrible distor- 
li»>n of our ecoruimic prospective ! The 
same government uses CRP and the police 
force to beat down the workers when they 
demand an increase of a pittance in their 
wa-'cs. Of what use can these collaborations 
with foreign monopolists be to the starving 
coir, c.ishew and textile workers except to 
appease the profit-hungry monopolists 7 

As far as foreign policy is concerned, 
the Government priimises non-alignment and 
an independent foreign policy but in action 
it is not so. The dismal record of our 
fuicign policy is a record of capitulation and 
weaknesses in the face of mounting imperia¬ 
list aggression all over the world. On 
Vietnam the Address calls for the withdrawal 
of all foreign troops from Vietnam. 

This is what the American also say. 
They al'o say, “Withdraw all foreign 
troiips.” The Indian Government should 
categoric illy demand that the American 
aggression should stop and Ihc American 
troops should quit Vietnam. It refuses to 
recognise the Provision.al Revolutionary 
Government of South Vietnam. It has no 
word of condemnation about the barbarous 
kind of warfiire using chemicals and also 
indiscriminiic bombings tint ihc American 
troops are indulging in Vietnam. 

It Joes not repudiate the UN resolution 
of Kore i and does not dem md the with- 
draval of American troops from South 
Korea, ft refuses to give full recognition 
to North Korea and the German Democra¬ 
tic Republ'c. Where is this so-called non- 
alignment ? It is not non-alignment. If you 
want to cad it like that, call it double 
alignment. 
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The Government has no word of con¬ 
demnation on the latest American invasions 
into C^bodia and Loas, It does not 
recognise Sihanouk’s Government as the 
l^lly representative one even though the 
countri^ like Ceylon have do le so. 

The Government does not take any 
action on the sale of arms to South Africa 
by the British Government. It still clings on 
to the membership of the colonial Common¬ 
wealth. It refuses to express solidarity 
with the oppressed people of Africa. It 
does not dare nationalise British concerns 
because it is too much dependent on Western 
loans. 

Bef(>rc I conclude, I have to only touch 
upon one point and that is about politics of 
murder as prominently mentioned by the 
President in his Address. The Government 
has expressed its determination to supress the 
politics of murder. We accuse the Govern¬ 
ment of initiating and encou.aging tiiis 
murderous politics. In Srikakulam, more 
than 120 Girijan leader were arrested and 
shot dead as Naxalite->. They arrested 
Nirmala, Annapurna, the wives of Girijan 
leaders, raped them and kilted them. In 
Punjab, its police arrested the so-called 
Naxalite leaders and tortured tiicm and shut 
them dead. 

Even in the Kerala Assembly, the ques¬ 
tion came up of the so-called Naxalite who 
was captured, who was put in boiling water 
and his eye was taken out and was shot dead. 

In West Bengal, the Centre’s the Home 
and the Intelligence Departments conspire 
with the anti-social elements and Naxalites 
and encourage them with the direct conni¬ 
vance of the police to murder CPM cadres. 
The politics of murder has worked. 250 of 
our party comrades have been killed 
and martyred at the hands of these assassins. 

It is the police in Bengal that arrested 
some of the Naxaiiies, shot them dead and 
dumped their bodies in Barasat, about 
which we had a disussion in this House. 

They also tried to stab an ex-High 
Court judge who was conducting an 
inquiry through the hands of a police 

agent. 

They have hatched conspiracies like 
attributing the murder of the respected Shri 
Hemanta Kumar Basu on the C. P. M., an 


infamous slander which rivals Oeobbel's feat 
of the ‘Reichstag Trail’. 

During the elections, the military and the 
CRP were used to terrorise our workers and 
sympathisers. The murder and arrest of 
our cadres continues in Bengal. Now after 
the elections, we are going to give a memo¬ 
randum to the Prime Minister which 
contains how many of our workers have been 
kilied. 

The declaration of stopping the politics 
of murder is going to be used to further 
repress our movement and the democratic 
struggles of the people. But the Congress 
rulers should take a lesson from East Bengal. 
There a military dictatorship is trying ruth- 
lessely to stamp out a people’s movement. 
But it cannot stop the elemental force of a 
people awakened. 1 hope, the Government 
will keep this in mind. We will fight the 
policies of this Government tooth and nail 
and expose the true character of the ruling 
Congress. The CPM pledges itself to serve 
the people of India. 

Tile Government talks of democracy and 
talks of stopping the politics of murder, 
practised goondaism and terror with the aid 
of the police and army in Bengal and 
Kerala. But without going into the past, 
let us look at what is happening aftei ilie 
elections. In Bengal, police and military 
attacks have been intensified. Towns and 
villages arc being encircled as in a war and 
• people arc being arrested and tortured e« 
ma^se. The whole State is under Section 
144. Curfews have become a regular 
feature. 

West Bengal has been practically placed 
under Police-military rule. The voice of the 
people is being gagged. This beginning 
shows what further dangerous all-out attacks 
are in stoie for the people if the conspiracy 
to impose a Congress Government or to 
continue President’s rule succeeds, as it has 
succeeded. It also signifies a serious dan¬ 
ger to democracy in the country as a 
whole. 

Similarly, in Kerala police attacks are 
continuing and increasing. In Nochupalhi 
Mandur, etc. several labourers were beaten 
and arrested and tortured in lock-up. Nahu, 
an estate worker at Vandhazhi Choora- 
patta estate, was killed by the estate manager 
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aided by his family and goondas. All this 
happens under the cover of the slogan ‘Stop 
the politics of murder.* Sir, it is the case 
of the thcif calling ‘Stop Thief.’ I would 
only wish to say, ‘You can foist and do all 
these things but, as far as the people are 
concerned, people are determined and they 
will resist all these things.’ I think the 
Government will understand what is happen¬ 
ing in Bangla Desh to-day and will not 
resort to these things so that such a thing as 
what is happening in Bangla Desh may not 
happen here. Sir.

(Baroda) : Mr. Chau man, this is a long way 
fiom division No 24 on thal side where 
1 sdl for ten yeais to division No. 366 on 
this side. But 1 am happy to note that my 
fotmer scnioi colleague Slui Kiishna Mcnon 
has also changed sides with me. Once a 
Pailiamcnlary Sccreiaiy in this House and 
lately a Minister in a State Government and 
now a Member of a sadly depleted party, it 
IS nice also at the same time to be back 
again iii this House after a lapse of 4 years. 
1 am suic 1 am going to eixjoy speaking 
from this side ot the House as much as I 
ci\]uyed speaking faom the other side of the 
House. While I shall not spare Govern¬ 
ment when it comes to actions detrimental 
to the interests of the country, my criticism 
shall alwavs remain constructive and ob¬ 
jective, and It IS with this approach that 1 
piopose to treat the subject before the 
House, namely, the Presidential Address— 
I am glad my senior colleague is back in 
the House. 
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It is a crying shame that with all the 
recent emphasis on the eradication poverty, 
the Address makes no mention at ail of any 
programme to acceierate the pace of econo¬ 
mic progress or advancement of the back¬ 
ward classes, especially the Scheduled Castes 
and the Adivasis. Ever since the dawn of 
independence while wild promises have been 
held out to them, all that has been carried 
out has been a ruthless and blatant exploi¬ 
tation of these communities. Article 17 of 
the Constitution reads : 

‘ “Untouchability” is abolished and 
its practice in any foim is forbidden. 
The enforcement of any disability arising 
out of “Untouchability” shall be an 
offence punishable in accordance with 
law.’ 

But the condition of backward classes 
in this country, the downtrodden classes, is 
worse than it ever was. In India’s thou¬ 
sands of villages the Harijan community, the 
backward . community, is compelled to live 
in segregation even today. It is 24 years 
ali'T independence and wc base been having 
our own national Government. In the vast 
majority of the villegcs, and I would like 
any Member of this House to challenge this, 
cstTccially from the other side, the Harijan 
IS forced even to make his own artangement 
drinking water supply. In most cases he has 
lO share his drinking water with cattle. He 
dare not do it normally but the only day 
when he is allowed to drink the common 
well with the others of the village is when 
sonic official or high dignitary visits tVie 
village. Thereafter or on any other day if 
he dare repeat it, the least he has to pay for 
It is with his life. 

Last year in a village in Gujarat, a 
village which only the previous year had 
been awarded a prize for its contribution 
towards the integration of the backward 
classes with the other classes, Harijans were 
brutally assaulted,.

In the urban areas where one is told 
■hat there is considerable emightment, that 
P^ple have progressed since the dawn of 


independence, and where large sums of 
money are being spent for slum clearance, 
even when slums are cleared,—some have 
been cleared, there is no doubt about it— 
separate tenements are being built for these 
backward clas.ses. I do not think this is a 
fair contribution and a fair treatment to a 
class for whose uplift we have been 
struggling for years.

SHRl N. K. SHARMA (Dausa) : That 
system is also out of date. 

SHRI FATEHSING GAEKWAD : You 
don’t have to tell me. • It is written on the 
wall, 1 can read it. 

This in brief is the appalling condition 
oi the backward classes of this country even 
after 24 years of independence. Since the 
lime at my disposal is short, 1 shall deal 
with this matter in detail when the report 
of the Backward Classes Commission and 
Scheduled Castes Commission come before 
tJic House. It always comes a year or too 
late. This is my experience in the past. 

There is another subject to which I shall 
now turn my attention. I am very happy 
to note that the President’s Address makes 
specific mention of this. This is a matter of 
great vital importance not only to this 
country but to the world at la^'ge. 

It is the stress that tiie President has 
laid on the dangers of air, water and soil 
pollution and on the need for ecological 
balance of nature. The dangers of pollution 
were first felt and realised about 10 or 12 
years ago. But the subject did not receive 
the attention due to it until about 4 years 
ago. It was only in 1967 that the Centre 
wrote to ail llie State Government request¬ 
ing them to pass resolutions in the State 
Assemblies under article 252 of Constitution 
empowering llic Centre to bring forward a 
Bill for the purpose, lu the very first 
session of the Gujarat Assembly in 1967 a 
unanimous resolution was passed to this 
effect, it is sad to imagine that it took 
three years for another State Govenunent to 
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[Shri Fatehsmgh Gaekwad] 

pass a similar resolution i think it was 
passed b\ Kerala after repeated icmindtrs 
from the Centre In sheci desperation I, as 
the then State Health Minister, decided to 
bring forwaid a Bill ot my own in the State 
Assembly But unfortunately to my amaze¬ 
ment 1 discovered that once basing suiren¬ 
dered the power of legislation to ilic Centie 
the State Government could not pass an 
independent enactment in il is inspect The 
Maharashtra Gosernment in many icspcels 
a clever Government, did not pav heed to 
the Centre and thev did not pass the neces¬ 
sary legislation They aie to-day piobably 
the only State, 1 am subje*et to ciirreetion, 
who have passed an emactment for tlie pie- 
vention of pollution of walei 

Tills IS not the lust time that lelcienee 
to pollution has been made in the Presi¬ 
dent’s Addiiss An assuiance was I ild out 
in last ycais Picsidintial Addiess that a Bill 
would be intioduee'd in Pailiament It is 
true tiiat a Bill was mtioduced, I gethci m 
the Riyya Sabha, and then rcfeiicd to a 
Joint Select Committee whieJi has now fallen 
through bexause a new Pailiament las 
tome into being I do hope tJial the second 
assurance given to us in this Picsidential 
Address will mean something and sooner 
rathei than latci a eomprclicnsne Bill on 
the prevention ot pollution in air waiei and 
soil will be brought loiwaid in this 
House I hope iheie will be no dtlav in this 
lespeet 

Coupled with this question is the urgent 
need for an ecological suivcy in tins coiintrv 
The balance ot nature which is what the 
definition of ecology is, has been badly and 
sadly upset in this coiintiy foiests have 
been rapidly iceeding and some ol the 
salu^Ic dumb denizens ot these foiests arc 
on the verge of exinction Lailv this yeai 
the Gujaiat Government took steps to set 
up a State Leologieal Council and is pro¬ 
bably the only State to have done so 
so lar 

ith all the emphasis at my command, 

1 would strongly uige the Central Govern¬ 
ment to give this matter their urgent and 
Immediate attention, and take speedy steps 
to set up an Ecological Council at the 
Centre

I am also greatly disticsscd tliat there is no 
mention in the Address of the Narmada 
pioject The delay in its implementation 
because ol the diflercnccs over it among 
eci tain States, has been so great that it is today

SHRl ERASMO DE SEQUEIRA

tiiat wlicn I make this presentatian, the hon. 
Member <ioiti Pondicherry acts as the ear 
of the Ciovernmenl in this House. 

r\cii bcfoic our return to the Indian 
fold, v>c, m Goa, Daman and Diu, always 
wanted to be a lull-tleged State of the Indian 
Union. And when, at their request, Goa 
was liberated in 1961, the people felt that 
this aspiration would soon be iulfillcd. But 
this feeling was belied. 

m 

To the detriment of the prepress of our 
tciiiiorry, a distortion was deliberately in¬ 
troduced into the territory. This distortion 
caused a cleavage among people known to 
be friends. 'I liis distortion caused a cleavage 
in the bosom of many a family. We went 
thtough painful days in Goa, Daman and 
Dill. 

7 his distortion, Sit, was resented by the 
pci'ple of Goa, Daman and Diu. This dis¬ 
tortion was fought by the people. And this 
distortion was removed bv the people of 
Goa, Daman and Diu, always peaceful, 
briefly cleaved tlian icuniting. 

In this process, the United Goans' Party 
became the vehicle of popular cxpiession. 
Contrary to what we had expected, wc had 
to fight hard, even foi the opportunity to 
decide our own futu'C within this great 
country. Still, wc aic grateful to Parliament 
and we are grateful m a very special way to 
the Prime Minister, Mrs. Indira Gandhi, for 
it was .she who took the decision at our 
behest to hold an op'nion poll. 

The wheel has now' turned full circle— 
to the place from where, in the first place, 
it should never have been allowed to be 
shitted. In this historic opinion poll, the 
people oi Goa, Daman and Diu cast away, 
once and for all, the distortion that had 
played havoc with our lives. 1 pay tbeoji 
my tribute.

With the passage of time our case for 
Statehood was reinforced by other events. 

The demand of Himachal Pradesh was 
conceded. Government accepted the principle 
of Statehood to Union territories. Mani¬ 
pur and Tripura’s denumd was conceded in 
principle. 

The Statesman in its editorial of 4th 
September, 1970 wrote: 

“The Centre would do well similarly 
to anticipate the demand for full State¬ 
hood by other Union Territories such as 
Goa.” 

The Indian Express in Jts editorial on 5th 
September, 1970 wrote : 

“Now, that Manipur and Tripura have 
been conceded Statehood, Goa's claim 
must in all fairness be accepted. In 
rational terms the claim is far stronger 
for a number of rea.sons. Goa is eco¬ 
nomically viable to a much greater de¬ 
gree than Manipdr or Tripura or for 
that matter Himaclial Pradesh. To argue 
that G(;a*s claim is weaker because it is 
not biU'ked up by a popular agitation 
would be most irresponsible. It would 
only incite an agitation.” 

In Goa. Daman and Diu wc moved 
steadily towards Statehood. In the recent 
Parliamentary election, both the Cioa seats 
were won by candidates standing on a pl.it- 
form of Statehood. This is what the txc- 
cutive Committee of the Goa Pradesh Con¬ 
gress had to say in a rcsolut ion dated 28 h 
March, 1971. I quote from Patriot : 

“The Committee said th.it the votes 
polled by both candidates w'cre votes to 
the ptogressive national policies of the 
Prime Minister, mainly in favour of the 
c»mmon programmes w'hich the Congress 
and the United Goan,s jointly placed be¬ 
fore the electorate, namely, attainment 
of Statehood and inclusion of Konkani 
in the Eighth Schedule of Consti¬ 
tution.” 

By electing boili me and my colleague 
from the Congress Party the people of Goa, 
Daman and Diu expressed their clear man¬ 
date for Statehood. 

At midnight on Friday last week in res- 
pose to this mandate, the Goa, Daman and 
Diu assembly passed by a massive majority a 


historic resolution seeking Statehood for the 
Union Territory. 

Wc have waited many years for this day. 
It is my proud privilege to request today in 
this House that Government should fulfil the 
aspirations of the people of Goa, Daman and 
Diu and bring forward at the earliest oppor¬ 
tunity legislation to this House granting 
Statehood lo our Union Territory. 
Himachal’s demand has been conceded. 
Manipur and Tripura’s demand have been 
conceded. Let not Government be tranptcil 
to keep Goa, Daman and Diu away from 
the mainstream, ^'c do not sock any addi¬ 
tion o'" territory or break of existing terri¬ 
tory into two. All wc ask is that a terri¬ 
tory which has existed as one administrative 
unit for far ongcr than any other in the 
country should be elevated from Union 
Territory to Statehood. 1 seek the support 
of every Member of this House and of all 
our colleagues in the Rajya Sabha in mak¬ 
ing this possible and in making this un¬ 
animous. 

I quote here the cditoiial of the 
Hindustan Standard Calcutta, dated the 5th 
September, 1970 entitled “Delayed Justice.” 

“There seems to be a snag of sorts in 
the announcement made in Parliament in 
this regard. The Government, it is stated, 
has accepted in principle the demand for 
Statehood for M.inipur and Tripura. 
Does it mean that the ttanslalion of the 
piinciplc into practice is going to be a 
long draw>n-out process ? It should be 
realised that procrastination at this stage 
will create complications which should 
be avoided. The delay in coming to the 
present decision has alieady robbed it of 
much of Its grancc. Fuither tardiness 
will make it a wholly ungracious act.” 

I I has been a long quest, with many 
obstacles. I am proud that throughout it 
has been peaceful and without any untoward 
incident. I am confident that with no logical 
obstacle now remaining, we shall fulfil our 
natural aspirations soon and in the same 
manner. 

In Goa today, we have a minority 
Government propped up by five defectors 
whose services it has acquired. We have a 
Chief Minister against Wrhom serious charges 
of misuse and abuse of office for personal 
gain have been publicly made by two of his 
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pv^n Cabinet colleagues and are row awaiting 
investigation. We have a party in power, 
which, with both its nominees for election to 
the Lok Sabha summarily rejected in the 
recent election has clearly lost whatever 
mandate it might once have had. 

I request this Goverrmtnt to save my 
present Chief Minister the acute embsurass- 
ment|of having himself to press for Statehood 
for this is the fiat which he has received. 1 
suggest that this Government should persuade 
him to resign before he goes through that 
embarrassment. With the passage by the 
Goa Assembly of the historic resolution 
seeking Statehood in response to the clear 
call given by the people in the recent election, 
ihc continuation of a Terr itorial Assembly in 
Goa ceases to have any meaning and any 
purpose. 

1 request, therefore, that Government 
should recommend the immeditate dissolu¬ 
tion of ttie Goa Assembly, that Government 
should bring.forward legislation in the next 
session of Parliament granting Statehood to 
OUT lerrilory and let the next elections in 
Goa, Daman and Diu be held in our own 
State. This has always been the desire and 
the aspiration of the people of Goa, Daman 
andDiu. This is now our immediate goal. 

SHRf NIMBALKAR (Kolhapur) ; In 
summoning us to new endeavours on the 
basis of a massive mandate for change 
accorded by the electorate, the President has 
also wisely instilled in us a sense of urgency 
for that change as clearly indicated by the 
'otcr. It is rot that we were not aware of 
this urgency before the elections. An imme¬ 
diate war on poverty was a conspicouously 
common promise included in the manifestoes 
ol all the parties represaited in this House. 
Never before in the history of our Republic 
iswe we so completely united on a single 
domestic issue. 

It is, therefore, naturally understandable 
that our Prime Minister should keep in touch 
"ith the Opposition leaders as often as 
possible. I am, however, inclined to confess 
that there may be some Members in the 
ruling parly who with a touch of envy would 

that it might have been belter if they 
stood on the ticket of another party, 
because it seems that Shriniati Indira 
tiandhi’s attention could have been drawn 

us more in that manner. But I suppose 
that that is the price that one has to pay for 


an overwhelming nuijority. Jokes apart, 
thne is no mistaking the fact that we are 
in the midst of an extremely uneven struggle. 
The guns of poverty in our country are 
heavily loaded and it is only the undaunted 
will to win and an intelligent and imaginative 
planning that can see us through. The 
resounding popularity eqjoyed by Shrimati 
Indira Gandhi and other national leaders 
among the people will, T am sure, be of 
immense help in inflaming the minds of our 
people with an unyielding will to win. Their 
efforts, however, must be supported by a 
plan drawn up in such a way as to make the 
people feel that it is their plan. 

Their needs, aspirations and wishes have 
to be considered. The success of the plan is 
bound to be their success.

It is a good thing that midway through 
the Fourth Five Year Plan, Government have 
decided to take a new look at it. It might 
be advisable before any further step is taken 
to first draw up a separate master plan for 
every zila or district in the States taking into 
full account the wishes and idiosyncrasies of 
the people of the area concerned. Pooling 
these plans at the State level, modifications 
may be made to meet the interests of the 
State as a whole. In order to ensure cohesion 
with the national interests in view, the plan 
should then be finalised at the Centre. 

A Plan drawn up in this manner gives 
almost everyone at some stage or other a 
chance to have his say and to make recom¬ 
mendations without detracting from the 
interests of the nation as a whole. This is 
surely what is meant by involving the people 
and awakening in them a sense of participa¬ 
tion. 

The Government certainly mean well in 
setting up a Credit Guaranto; Corporation 
that will stand guarantiee upto 75 per cent 
of the small loans advanced to farmers, with 
no or insufficient security to fill the require¬ 
ments of commercial bonks. Since the 
nationalised banks are rapidly opening up 
branches in rural areas, it might be better to 
direct these banks to equip their branches 
with a loan administration deputment run 
by officers with knowled^ of both agriculture 
and banking. In case the fanner has 
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[Shri Nimbalkar] 

insufRcicnt security but his scheme is feasible, 
the administration department in consultation 
with the BDO of the area together with the 
farmer should be made eo-responsible for 
the management of the sclicmc until such 
time as the loan is repaid. 

This will have some definite advantages. 
It will ensure that (he loan is recovered. 
The money will be used for the purpose for 
which it is bon owed. M( 'c jobs will be 
created for banking personnel, with a dchnile 
advantage for the bank . Thiough tlic 
association, tlic farmers too will be enlig¬ 
htened. 

Jt is time to give irrigation the highest 
priority as part of the super-structure ol out 
country. A formula should be draw'n up 
clearly defining the financial icsponsibilidcs 
in each State, as in the case of roads. We 
have, for instance, national highways which 
are looked after by the Centre ; there au* 
state highways vvhich arc looked after 
by the States, /ila paiishad roads and so on. 

Where water is available for iiiigation, 
it should be the responsibility of the Centre 
to bear the cost iipto 5 to 4 knis. of the 
farm in the area, the State from U 2^ 
kms. and the zila iipto 500 metres to 1 km. 
and the rest the ownei of the farm. 

At present, too many Itapha/ard irriga¬ 
tion shemes have come up all over the 
country. Much money and water arc wasted 
because of lack of overall planning and the 
poor farmers are mostly left to fend foi 
themselves.

A fall m the price of anv agricultural 
commodity is a thing thev look for with 
fear. Together with a rise in the wholesale 
price index of .t to 4 per cent, a fall in the 
price of grain b> .5 to 6 per cent has to be 
considered cautiously, for it could also mean 
that the farmer who bears the brunt of the 
burden of oui economy is made to pay more 
for other's produce including agricultural 
Hiputs, while for his own produce he receives 
less. Government should, tncrcforc, be 
wary and carefully watch this trend, for with 
another favourable monsoon, ths prices of 
foodgrains can fall dangerously low for the 


farmer. Govenimcnt shoidd anticipate such 
a situation and be prepared to help farmers 
w'ith subsidies, if necessary. 

No mention has been made of foresli> 
Mj experience is that developing countries 
somehow or other have been shy to talk 
about forestry. It might be because the 
Government which sows the seeds seldom 
lives long enough to reap the harvest. Under 
the circumstances they might be agreeing with 
Dr. Samuel Johnson who once said, “What 
has posterity ever done for me that 1 should 
do anyt hing for posterity ?” But we should 
not loigct that if immediately after indq cn- 
dence enough had been done for this 
department, we would have been reaping the 
haivcsl today and with it might well have 
bridged inanv a gap in our economy. Not 
onl> that. With scientifically spread out 
vegetation it is possible to control the 
weather and it is the surest way of incicas- 
ing the rainfall in pailicular areas of our 
sub-contincnl. 

I am glad that even though no mention 
ol it is made specifically in the President '> 
Addiess, the lion. I inancc Minister has 
leatiscd the importance of stepping up the 
pioduction of steel. Many a modern econo¬ 
mist has gone over to calculating the 
standaid ol living of a nation by working 
out the i.itio of unit steel consumed per hc.id 
ol tJie population. This is a simple and 
above all a more telling way, because n 
throws light not only on the standard ol 
living but also the stale of the econonn 
TJie prices of iron and steel have rocketed 
in the past couple of years. If we can b) 
subslantial higher production normalise the 
price of this commodity, it is bound to have 
a salutaiy effect on the entire economy of 
our country. 

1 wish at this juncture to put into words 
two s ilcnm thoughts, one for this august 
a^scmb]^ and the other for our nation and 
those brothers fighting against impcriahsnii 
brutiility, and inhuinanitj beyond our eastern 
borders. Just about a month ago ail of as 
wc*rc involved In canvassing for votes. In 
no constituency in our country can we s.i> 
that we do not have large pockets of po* 
xcitj. Even when I talk of the experienu 
of m> own constituency, 1 think 1 can claim 
to talk more or less for all. It was woith 
watching bow the people voted, particular!) 
on the polUng day, with what feeling for

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA : Sli, part 
(a) of the Questiou asked i$ whether the 
performance of exports was much below 
expectations and the reply given is yes. I 
would like the Minister to tdl us, if the 
export performance was much below 
expectations, what wm the actual fall in 
the foreign exchange earnings during this 
pci iod and, secondly, whether or not it is a 
fact that the bulk of this fall took place in 
those sectors of the trade which weic 
carrying on trade with hard currency areas 
and not so much or hardly at all with the 
rupee payment countries. 

SHRI L.N. MISHRA : The answer to 
the last part of the question is yes. The 
shortfall is in the export of jute because of 
the long stiike in Calcutta docks and the 
loss IS to the tune of Rs. 60 crores of nard 
cuirency as a result of that. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA : The Mini¬ 
ster in the reply just now given as well as 
in the statement has tried to put Ihc blame 
on the workers who went on strike parti¬ 
cularly m ports and docks 1 wojld like 
to ask whether there is not a contradic¬ 
tion between what lie has said in part (c) 
ol the question where he says that due to 
the strike there were not enough commodi¬ 
ties available for exports and what he ha‘ 
stated in part (b) where he admits that the 
cpitenial demand for two of the countiy's 
majoi foreign exchange earners, namely jute 
goods and tea was extermely weak. That 
means that even if there had been no strike 
and the goods have been available for ex¬ 
port, thQ? may not necessarily have been 
sold because he admits in part (b) that the 
demand was extiemely weak. So, I want to 
know from him as to why he is fighting 
shy of stating here as to what is happening 
here that in the face of severe mnpetition- 
—compdtition there is bound to be—the 
import demand from these hard currency 
countries has gone down sharply and, 
therefore, unless some stringent measures 
are taken to nationalise exports, the export 
trade and to channel it in a piann,^ way 
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into markets which are willing to take it, 
we cannot get out of this crisis. 

SHRI L.N. MISURA: The demand for 
jute as also fc« tea has fallen but the main 
leason was, as I said, the strike in Calcutta. 
This Rs. 60 c: ores we could have earned 
because we ha^e demand for these Rs. 60 
aores worth of goods and our commit¬ 
ment was tl ere. 

As Mr. Gupta himself knows, there are 
thiee major items which we export from 
C.'ilcutta, namely. Jute, tea and engineering 
goods and there is a short-fall in the export 
of these three items. Therefore, this ques¬ 
tion of strike arid dock workers' strike is 
there and it is largeiy because of that. I 
am not blaming the workers—I got the 
strike called off. But it is a fact, he can 
not deny tl at the fail in exports has 
been mainly because of the dock workers’ 
strike in <Salcu ta. 

SHRI S. R. DAMANl: I would like to 
know from the lion. Minister whether it is 
« fact that the export of textile goods has 
received a set-hack. If so, what arc the 
reasons 1 Is it due to increase in the cost 
of production due to abnormal rise in co¬ 
tton prices and if so, what action has been 
taken to revive the exports ? 

SHRI L. N. MISHRA : There has been 
a shortfall in textiles also, but not to a large 
extent. 

Secondly, as I have stated m my answer, 
things have improved considerably and in 
December we had a record hguie of exports. 
Therefore, there is not much cause of worry 
at this stage. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA : 
Taking two years of the plan together, what 
has been the shortfall in exports against 
Han stipulations ? 

(2) Is there any programme to augment 
the capacity in certain industries by additio- 
oal capacity? 


SHRI L. N. MISHRA: As against the 
total exports of Rs. 1413 crofts in 1969-70 
and Rs. 1043 crores in April-DecqpibOT 
1969, our exports during April-Dei»mber 
1970 has reached a figure of Rs. 1097 crores. 
This is the diflTerenoe upto December. But 
1 have every reason to believe that in 
Jonuary-March we will be able to make up 
Rs. 400 crocres. That leads me to believe 
that we will be able to achieve the plan tar¬ 
get of 7% growth in exports by the end of 
March, i.e. by 31st March. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA : 
What about the second part of my ques¬ 
tion ? It has not been amswered. 1 wanted 
to know whether any programme has been 
prepared to augment the capacity in certain 
industries ? 

SHRI L. N. MISHRA : So far as ex¬ 
ports are concerned. T have already laid on 
the Tabic of the House a copy of the Ex¬ 
port Policy Resolution in July last and we 
are trying to implement the decisions men¬ 
tioned in that Resolution We are making 
every effort to boost the exports. But, we 
arc facing tough competition especialiy in 
traditional items In Jute we have to com¬ 
pete with Pakistan. In textiles also Japan 
is coming in. The altitude of Britain as 
regards textiles i.e. becoming hard. There¬ 
fore. it is difficult to say what we will be 
able to do. But, my feeling is that we 
will be able to achieve this 7% growth in 
oui exports in the Fourth Five Year Plan. 

SHRI PROBODH CHANDRA : It is 
not a fact that the quantity of tea and Jute 
imported by the impotting countries has 
risen mueh more than the quantity impor¬ 
ted in the previous years, but it is because 
of the Ceylonese competition that our rat- 
ports of tea have fallen ? if so, what steps 
have Government taken ,o fight competition 
from Ceylon in export of tea! 

SHRI L. N. MISHRA : Tea is in better 
shape these days. Some four months back, 
we bad a meeting of the Consultative 
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Conamittee of FAO in Delhi itwif, wlM$n 
some important and heipfni decisioiu were 
taken. At the moment, tea is governed by 
the decisions mutually arrived at with the 
good offices of FAO and 1 bdieve we would 
be able to improve our tea market. 


Pleaching of Communal Propaganda by 
Political Parties

There arc reasons to suspect 
that in the course of the recent elections 
attempts were made to exploit communal 
sentiments with the intention ol achieving 
electoral gams. Such activities would 
constitute corrupt piactices foi pui poses of 
section 123 oi the Representation of the 
People Act. The steps taken by Guvein- 
ment to overcome the danger involved in 
the persistence of communal tension arc 
well-known. The Ciiminal Law (Second 
Amendment) Bill, 1970, was specifically 
intended to check the growth of organisa¬ 
tions indulging in activiti^ piejudicial to 
the intermt of communal harmony. The 
fiUi had to be withdrawn in December, 1970 
because of the objections raised by the 
oppositimt parties. Further action in this 
matter is under consideration of the Gover¬ 
nment.

SHRl S.M. BANERJEE ; Copies of the 
speeches must be there. 1 want to know 
whether any hon. member of this House 
or important leaders of the Muslim League 
delivered the pisonous speeches and 
whether action will be taken against Hindu 
communalism as well as Muslim commu- 
nalism. Kanpur is the place of Ganesh 
Shanker Vidyarthi. We shall not allow 
it to be converted into a town of Nathu- 
ram Godse or of the Muslim League.

(9) undertaking generic promotion of 
tea in the overseas markets for in¬ 
creasing consumption of tea 
through membership in Tea Coun¬ 
cil functioning in various countries 
abroad in collaboration with tea 
producing contrics and the local 
tea trade. 

International measures to stabilise tea 
pficcs have also been under discussion 
under the auspices of T.A.O. Tn view of 
the anticipated weakening prices in the 
ve.ir 1971, it was agieed in the Second 
Session of F A.O Consultative Committee 
on Tea in New Delhi that the global e\- 
oot I quota of black tea in 197! should be 
nijinlained at the same level as agreed in 
coiinuetion with the ad hoc anargcincnl 
tor 1970, with provision for a review cailv 
■n 1970 at which liin.' •>.'Hiii)nil export 
quotas not exceeding 10 000 tons will he 
allotted if this is justilied by the market 
situation. It was agieed to icmovc 90 
million lbs. of tea from the export projec¬ 
tion of producing coiintiies fioni the 
'\orld market during the year 1970. Efforts 
aic being concentrated to find out a long 
time solution by regulation of exports in 
"Otid market. The Fxporters Group of 
(he r.A.O. Consultative Committee on tea 
IS expected to meet in Rome in the early 
April, 1971 to consider this problem 
fun her. 

SHRI J,M. GOWDER : As the propa¬ 
ganda conducted so far by Government is 
not effective and efficient, will Government 
consider bringing about changes in the 
existing technique and scale of propa- 
ganda so as to make it an effective pro¬ 
paganda for Indian tea in oversciis markets ? 

SHRI L. N. MISHRA : For effective 
propaganda, we,have got the Tea Board; it 


looks after the publicity part of it. Recently 
we had meetings about it in London, Canada 
and elsewheic. We want to reorganise the 
Publicity part for popularisation of the tea 
drink. But drinking habits have changed. 
We have to accept facts of life. It is a fact 
that the consumption of tea has come dowi 
considerably when compared to the growth 
of population. 

SHRI .1. M. GOWDF.R: Will the public

give facilities for direct purchase of tea by 
the purchasing countries avoiding the 
middlemen or other intermediary agencies 
soastocnnblc the producer to derive the 
maximum benefit ? 

SHRI I .N. MISHRA : I have said in 
repiv to the first question that we are 
pioposinv to set up a corporation for pack¬ 
aging te.i This coiporalion would come 
into being in two rv three weeks’ time. We 
have got the proposal; we have prepared a 
paper on the nvommendations made hy the 
C'onsiiltative Committee of the Ministry of 
Fotcign Trade. 

SHRI G. VISWANATHAN : Though 
the Government have given rebates and 
they have removed the export duty, the 
introduction of zonal levies on ex-factory 
tea, varying fiom 30 to 150 per cent, not 
only makes our pi ices non-comptitivc, but 
partically cancels out even the rchatc in 
most of the ca.scs. 1 want to know from 
the hon. Ministei whether he will consider 
abolition of these zonal levies to get more 
export for our tea in the world market. 

SHRI L.N. MISHRA : It is difficult to 
say anything at this stage. These questions 
are befoic us, and I do not think that it 
will be advisable for mo to say anything at 
this stage. We will be able to say someth¬ 
ing in I he next session. 

MR. speaker : Shri $angfai was there ?

SHRI L.N. MISHRA • It will be sett¬ 
ing up a very dangerous precedent to make 
public the Tariff Commission’s recommen¬ 
dations before we take a decision. There 
were three reports. On one repoit we have 
already taken a decision. That it about 
rayon tyre chord. The report on nylon 
filament yam came in Septcrabei last and 
that on rayon in August last, and they arc 
under the consideration of the Govei nment 
We ha\e already sent our comments to the 
other Ministries, and wc are expecting thcii 
comments, and we will be able to take a 
decision veiy soon It is a fact that there 
has been delay, but theie has not been any 
unusual delay There arc other reports 
vheic decisions have taken two to^thice 
year- Here it has taken only a few months 
In the mean time a voluntaiy agiecment has 
been ariised at between the spinners and 
weavers and it has worked well 

SHRI N.K SANGHI 1 welcome the 
agiee.ncnt between the weavers and the 
produceis, but why has one of the piodii-

SHRI L N. MISHRA . 1 am not awot' 
anyone bas been lelt out It was a volunt- 
Ury agreement. Government only used its 
good offices to bung them to sonie 
kind of settlement If one parly has been 
left out, 1 would like to have notice o( it 

SHRI MOHAN .DHARIA : In view of 
the fact that the report was received a few 
months back, and in view of the fact that 
the Government knows full well that in 
Amritsar, Surat and various other places in 
the country, pailiculary the powerloom 
weavers are the worst suffers, may I know 
why Government is reluctant to make 
« dicision in the matter? May I know from 
the hon. Minister how long he will 
take in coming to a final decision In the 
matter T Will he assure the House that it 
will be done with in one month at least 
from today t 
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SHIU L. N. MISHIU : Tbrm are 
numbCT of vnavins ceotres in bis own 
State, in Onjarat and in your Constituency, 
Sir, on the Amritsar side. We have tak^ 
some time because we had to consult the 
State Governments. Further, the Tariff 
Commission wanted to have a fresh look 
at the report, and it had to be sent back to 
them, and their comments have come.

Failures in Plan Performances 

•44. SHRI CHINTAMANI PANl- 
GRAHI : Will the PRIME MINISTER be 
pleaseed to state:

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE

NNEL (SHRI RAM NIWAS MIRDhA) : 
Sir. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: The 
question is addressed to the Prime Minister 
and the Prime Minister is present in the 
House now. Why should then another 
IKfinister answer the question? 

SOME HON. MEMBER ; Why not? 

AN HON. MEMBER : Will your Mr. 

Oopalan speak on everything ?.

MR. SPEAKER: I am not going to 
educate him; he knows it.

SHRI RAM NIWAS MIRDHA; (a) 
and(b). Discussions on Aunnual Planfot 
1971-72 with the Gentry Ministries and 
State Governments have revealed some 
shortfalls and shortcomings in the progesss 
of the Fourth Five Year Plan dtudng the 
last two years. Its broad features have 
been referred to briefly in the Finance 
Minister’s Budget Speech. A more detail¬ 
ed mid-term appraisal of the Fourth Plan 
is proposed to be undertaken shortly. 

The overall rate of growth of the 
economy has measured upto the target set 
in the Foorth Plan. National Income in 
real terms increased by about 5.5 per cent 
in 1969-70 and is expected to register a 
further increase of a similar order in 
1970-71. 

SHRI CHINTAMANI PANIGRAHI ; 
The recent study shows that the shortfall 
was not only in ^970-71 but also in 
1969-70. When did this shortfall come to 
the notice of the Government and what 
were the steps taken by the Planning 
Commission and the Government to see 
that the shortfalls did not recur in 1970- 
71. What steps were taken at that stage? 
What did the Planning Commission 
suggest in its annual review when short¬ 
falls occurred in the vital sectors of the 
economy which hindered our export 
promotion efforts. As the hon. Minister 
Foreign Trade just now pointed out, these 
shortfalls in vital sector have reduced our 
exports. I should like to know cate¬ 
gorically what' steps were taken then and 
what further steps do the Government 
propose to take to sve that tho Planning 
Commission is ri-constituted complotoly 
so that these things never-recur in 1971-72 ? 

SHRI RAM NIVVAS MIRDHA ; Asl 
said, shortfalls have come to our notice in 
respect of 1969-70 as well as 1970-71. 
Plan implementation is constantly under 
rcvicw and aii necessary steps are taken to 
see that plans that have been accepted are 
implemented to achieve the physical tar¬ 
gets. There have been shortfalls in total 
euUayboth in 1969-70 and 1970-71. Tho 
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extent of the shortfxll in 1969^70 was 
A bout Rs. 108 crores and in 1970*71 the 
anticidatcd shorllfall is about Rs. 55 crores 
against approved outlays of Rs. 2293 crores 
and Rs. 2822 crores respectively. The 
shortfall in 1969-70 is mainly due to un¬ 
utilised outlay in the Central Plan and 
also in the centrally sponsored pro- 
gammes. In 1970-71 the situation impro¬ 
ved in respect of centrally sponsored 
schentes but in the central sector large 
outlays remained unutilised. In the State 
sector however there has been excess ex¬ 
penditure over the outlay approved in 
both the years. 

As regards the steps the Government 
propose to take to see that the plan expen¬ 
diture and plan achivements are according 
to our pre-determined targets, Ih'S is con- 
stently under review and plan implementa¬ 
tion is always lookedunto. The Prime Minis¬ 
ter recently addressed the Secretaries of the 
various Ministries and emphasised on them 
the importance of plan implementation 
and suggested various ways for getting 
over the procedural difficulties and other 
bottlenecks that might appear. 

SHRl CHINTAMANI PANIGRAHI : 
The hon. Minister has just now stated 
that large outlaws remain unutilised So 1 
would like to know in which sectors of 
the economy-heavy engineering, or agricul¬ 
ture, or irrigation and electricity—these 
large amounts which have been sanctioned 
remained unutilised. 

SHRl RAM NIWAS MIRDHA. 
Analysed by sectors of development, dur¬ 
ing 1969-70, while there has been excess of 
expendituro over outlays in irrigation, 
power, village and small industries and 
housing and urban development sectors, 
large shortfalls have ocerred in sectors 
like industry and minerals (23%), transport 
and communication (11.4%), education 
(13.5%), scientific research, (39%), health 
(19.4%), fmnily planning (16.5%), social 
wdfare (20.6%) and labour welfare 
(4I>.6%). 


In 1970-71, the sectors like indwtry 
and minerals, scientific reseaitcb, family 
planning and labour welfare, continued to 
exhibit significant shortfalls although to a 
lesser degree, compared to the previous 
year. The performance in other sectors 
which showed shorfall in expenditure in 
1969-70, improved during 1970-71 and tJie 
expendituro was more or less at the level 
of the approved outlay. 

The agricultural sector showed 5.5 per 
cent excess in expenditure compared to 2.3 
per cent shortfall in the previous year. 

Irrigation, power, water-supply and welfare 
of backward classes showed expenditure 

much larger than the outlays approved.

tities of foreign cotton and staple fibre in 
large quantities have been arranged, la 
addition, (1) forward trading in ICapaa has 
been suspended, (2) the period of delivery 
for non-lransfN-able specific delivery cont¬ 
ract for domestic cottem has been reduced, 
(3) statutory stock limits for cotton have 
been reduced to one month for mills in 
Bombay and Ahmedabad, 1| months for 
mills elsewhere, except in Assam, and 2i 
months for mills in Assam; and (4) restric¬ 
tions have been imposed on credits and 
stock limits on cotton held by mills. 

2. In order to assist the cotton hand- 
loom, powerloom and hosiery sectors, it 
has been decided to create a special pool oi 
cotton carded yam for supply to cotton 
handloom, powerloom and hosiery sector of 
the cotton textile industry to alleviate, to 
some extent, the shortage of yam felt by 
these sectors. 

3. The Indian Cotton Mills Federation 
has requested its member Associations to 
advise their member mills to render 
assistance in supplying yarn to cott m 
handlooms and powerlooms. The 
Federation is also operating a voluntary 
scheme for mutual help to needy mills by 
way of ensuring availability of cotton by 
way of loans, or otherwise.

On receipt of 
such information Slate Governments were 
asked to take suitable action under the 
provisions of Essential Commodities Act, 
prevailing prices of non-controlled cloth 
show that the range of increase during the 
period September, 1970 to February, 1971 
has been of the order of ! .7 to 25.7 per cent. 
No State-wise data on the prices of cloth 
is available.

(b). In reply to Starred Queatlon No. 452 
on Deewnber 2, 1970, I Itad stated that ; 

“A team of officials of Hii Majesty’s 
Government of Nqpal came to New 
Delhi on the 13th of November, 1970 
and held discussions with oflicials of 
the Government of India, from the 
14th to the 26th November, for con¬ 
clusion of a new Treaty of Trade and 
Transit between the two countries 
Substantial progress has been made 
in evolving agreed texts on matter', 
relating to mutual trade and transit 
facilities. Solutions, however, haw 
still to be found in r^rd to some 
of these matters. A further round of 
discussions has been arranged foi the 
10th and 11th December, 1970, to 
evolve agreed texts on them. 

Meanwhile, it has been areed tliat 
the existing arrangements in regard 
to mutual trade and transit facilities 
will be further extended till the 3lst 
of December, 1970". 

2. Talks were resumed between the 
Indian and .Nepalese Delegations on the 
11 th of December and continued until the 
27th of December except for a short break 
when leaders of both the delegations wen- 
fn Kabul for the meeting of the Council 
of Asian Ministers. 

3. When the leader of the Nepalese 
Delegation left on the morning of Decem¬ 
ber 28,1970, it was the expectation that 
His Majesty’s Government of Nepal would 
give further consideration to the outstand¬ 
ing issues with a view to finding solutions 
to them beforc''Decembcr 31, 1970. 

4. The Government of India were, 
however, surprised when it was announced 
in Kathmandu on the 2$ of December, 
1970 that talks between India and Nepal 
had failed. On hearing this, I made the 
fbUowtng statemmt: 
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'it was the expectation of the Govem- 
nwflt of India that before the exphy 
of the existing arrangements on the 
31st December, 1970, it would be 
possible to find solutions to the out* 
standing issues. The Government of 
India have oifered transit facilities to 
land-locked Nepal in accordance 
with the relevant provisions of the 
United Nations Convention of 1965 
so that Nepal would have Access to 
the Sea for her trade with third 
countries. 


Besides the present railway route, 
there will be provision for a mutually 
agreed roed route. 

Cov^;ed warehouse accommoda¬ 
tion has been agreed to be set aside 
‘ xclusively for the use of Nepal to 
the extent of about 1,75,000 sq. ft. 
as against the present 15,000 sq. ft. 
in the Port of Calcutta. Facilities 
have also been oifered at the new 
Port in Haldia. 

The Government of India have, 
vmh a view to assist Nepal in her 
industrial development, offered unique 
tariff preferences on a non-rcciprocal * 
basis. Tl*ere will be provision for 
free entry without customs duties or 
quantitative restrictions generally to 
imports from Nepal of primary pro¬ 
ducts and art'cles manufactured from 
Nei)al6se and Indian raw materials. 
Other manufactured articles will be 
given specially favourable treatment. 

In order to rer ove any uncertainty 
about the naintenance of essential 
supplies to Nepad and about arrange¬ 
ments for trade and transit, the fol¬ 
lowing facilities will be provided uni- 
I.ilerally by the Government of India 
from 1st of January, 1971, until a 
new Treaty is concluM. 


(i) Exports to Nepal will be permit¬ 
ted, by India as hitherto anti 
supplies will be maintained of 
essential articles like milk, salt, 
sugar, cloth, kerosene and medi¬ 
cines; 

(ii) imports of primary products will 
continue to be allowed from Nepal 
free of basic customs duties and 
free of quantitative restrictions as 
hitherto; and 

(iii) Access to the Sea wili be provid¬ 
ed for Nepalese trade with third 
countries and facilities given for 
this purpose, for transport between 
Calcutta and Nepal, through the 
approved route 

(a) of goods of Nepalese origin 
exported to third countries; 
and • 

(b) of goods imported from 
third countries for use in 
Nepal”. 

5. The Government of India waited 
patiently until the night of December 31, 
1970. Thereafter, in the absence of any 
proposal from His Majesty’s Government 
of Nepal, arrangements were made to en¬ 
sure that not only would supplies be main¬ 
tained of essential articles but also that 
Nepal's trade would be continued with 
India and with third countries. 

6. Accordingly, since January 1, 1971, 
unrestricted exports are allowed of salt, 
sugar, cloth, cement, coal and charcoal, 
pharmaceuticals and medicines, milk and 
milk products, vegetable oils other than 
coconut oil, pulses other than masoor dal, 
cotton seeds and cattle, sheep and goat 
which are among hundreds cf articlei 
which do not require, at present, an export 
licence for their export to Nepal. 

7. Export of articles like petrol, kero- 
fiene, tent and tent cloth, tractors, tyres 
and tubes and kon and steel which i*; 
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tulsject to Export IVade Control are 
allowed, in accordance with the procedures 
obtaining before | December 31, 1970. 
Scarce Foreign Exchange resources are ex¬ 
pended by India in importing a number of 
these articles to meet domestic shortages. 
NevR-theless, in their desire to mainu in 
and strengthen the most friendly and 
cordial relations with Nepal, the Govern¬ 
ment of India have been continuing sup¬ 
plies of these articles, as before. 

8. Imports from Nepal of all primary 
products [including agricultu ral, horticul¬ 
tural, forest, mineral and animal products, 
ayurvedic and herbal medicines and arti- 
des of daily use produced by village 
artisans are being allowed free of basic 
customs duties and quantitative restric¬ 
tions. 

9. Imports are being allowed of other 
articles manufactured in Nepal, in accor¬ 
dance with Import Trade Control and 
Customs Regulations generally applicable 
to imports of similar articles from otho- 
friendly neighbouring countries. 

10. Facilities for Nepal's trade with 

third countries continue to be given 
througJi the approved loutc between Cal¬ 
cutta and Nepal for the transport ^ 

(a) of goods of Nepalese origin export¬ 
ed to third countries; and 

(b) of goods imported from third coun¬ 
tries for use in Nepal. 

11. Facilities continue to be given also 
for the movemait of goods from one part 
of Nepal to .molhtr through Indian terri¬ 
tory. 

12. Excise duties collected by the 
Govoiiment of India on goods produced 
in India and exported to Nepal will be 
reimbursed to His Majesty’s Government 
ofJNiepal in accordance with their common 
understanding. 


13, Rent is being charged, in accot. I 
dance with the relations of the Commis.

THE MINISTER OF RAILW AYS : 
(SHRl K. HANUMANTHAIYA) : The 
Railway staff at Garhara and Barauni 
stations ot the North Eustern Railways 
have gone on strike fioin about 7.(X) 
hrs. on 25-3-1971. The railway staff 
involved are about 3,800 in numbt'f. 
The strike is not warranted by 
law or procodu re laid down. No strike 
notice as required by law was given. It is 
a clear case of illegal strike. But the strike 
is continuing oven though it is tlie 7th day 
in .succession in spite of the best efforts 
made by the Administration to persuade 
the workers to resume their duties. 

The strike is causing loss to Govern¬ 
ment, inconvenience to the public and 
suffering to the labourers. 24 tfaitts h«v« 
had to be cancelled per diQr. The daily 
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Avomie muaber of passongwa trawlliog it 
■about 4,S00 and the goods transported per 
day are the order of 10,000 tonnes. 

Except for one incident, the strike i»s 
been peaceftil. But there is apprehension 
that it my degenerate at any time into 
demonstrations and vicdence. Therefore, 
Section 144 has been promulgated and is 
in force. The necessary cooperation of the 
Bihar Govt, has also been sought. 

The demand of the strikers is that 
about 8,000 railway'stair working within 
ZObns distance of the Fertilizer Plant, 
should be granted project allowance. In 
terms of money it amounts to Rs. 50 lakhs 
a year. Payment of such allowance in one 
area may restdt in a chain reaction of 
dMmmds all over the country. 

Public corpor^ion^ pay compensatory 
project allowance to Construction staiT, 
where facilities like housing, medical, 
marketing and education are not available. 

Under the Joint Consultative Machine¬ 
ry Scheme, there is provision for resolving 
disagreement on pay and allowances 
between the labour and management by 
arbitration. A demand was made at the 
J.C.M. meeting for the grant of project 
allowance to the railway staff working in 
the Farakka Barrage area and the Danda- 
karanya area on the ground that such an 
allowance was granted to P & T staff. 
Each Ministry, under powers delegated, 
decides the granting of project allowance 
according to the conditions prevailing in 
their area of activity. The fact that some 
Central Government employees are grant¬ 
ed project all owance cannot be accepted as 
binding on all other Central Departments 
without regard to conditions obtaining and 
finances available. This wasesplnmed to 
the representatives tff the organised labom. 
It was stated that Railways pay construe* 
don allowance under certain conditions 
vdwre nonnal fadUities are not avajlidde. 
^•ondidons for thegrant at such allow* 
/'tnoeto railway staff are not fiilflUedin 
nsses, no allowaooe conid be 


sanctioned. As no agreement could 
be readied, this item was xefened 
to arbitration. The Board of ArUttation 
under the Joint Consultative Ma^inery 
is dealing with this issue. 

The financial position of the Railways, 
as has been explained in my speech on the 
Vote on Account Budget, is one of deepen¬ 
ing deficit. The deficit in 1970-71 was Rs. 
23.65 crores and in 1971-72 it increased to 
Rs. 33.12 crores. 

An impossible position will be created 
if expenditure is Incunred to meet demands, 
without the corresponding productivity 
and earnings. 

The representatives of the two Federa¬ 
tions viz. the N.F.I‘R. and the A.LR.F 
are trying to use thdr good offices in 
bringing about normalcy The Divisional 
Superintendent, Samastipur, the Chief 
Personnel Officer and other officers of the 
Railways are on the spot continuously 
striving for the resumption of duties by the 
employees concerned.

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA : (Alipore) : 
Mr. Speaker, Sir, at a time when the elec- 
tod representatives of the people of this 
country ar** meeting hero to debate the 
President's Address, the President of an¬ 
other country across the border is using 
tanks and aircraft to buteker the elected 
rcporsentalivfs of tho people there. Sir, 
it is very gratifying that the Parliament 
of India has been able to adopt 
unanimoualy this morning a resolution 
which I inn sure will have far-reaching 
repercussions, but nevorlhoiess, I do not 
think and my party dors not think that 
this resolution goes far enough. For the 
sake of unanimity, ot course, all of us 
Jiavo agreed to a common basis but I must 
point out that \^hnt Ts liapponiiig now jn 
East BerignI is something which I believe 
is unprecedenlfd in the annals of history. 
Beeausp, here the question of recognition 
or noii-rccognttioii of a provisional govern¬ 
ment is nut based on the cliunfis of that 
govcTiiment being supported by an upris¬ 
ing or by Its ability to resist armed 
attacks of those who are trying to suppress 
them. It IS based on the fact—an iindesis- 
able fact that elections were held In that 
country only a short while ago and the 
electorate returned with a huge and over¬ 
whelming majority a party and its 
leader, and the majority which they won 
IS not a majority confined to the eastern 
wing of the country alone; but it is a 
majority of the scats m the National 
Assembly for the whi'le of Pakistan. 

Tho majority of the poople in the 
entire country have given n mandate to 
the Awami League and its leader, Mujibur 
Rahman. Now, not only the Prmident 
of that country and his friends are trying 
to refuse the transfer of power to the duly 
elected representatives of the people of 
that country, but they have refused to 
allow the National Assembly to be Cfoi- 
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Y^nfd to firame a Constitution, and they 
ftfe mw trying to suppress the mandate of 
the people by resorting to military 
tioience.

Therefore, in the face of this extra¬ 
ordinary situation, we lue {deading with 
the Oovernmont of India that, they must 
take another bold st<*p forward and see 
»Vir way in the near future to extend the 
recognition to the Government which the 
Awaroi League has declared as a piuvi- 
sional government. I do not know 
what the diplomatic niceties are, and it 
may be that we have to wait until a foiina 1 
request is communicated to us. I am 
prepared to wail foi that, but we must 
have an assurance that once the request 
reaches us, then this govemraenl which is 
not based rocmly on the tact that it is con¬ 
ducting armed resistance to the forces of 
violence but is based on the fact that 
it has secured the ovcrvfnclming mandate 
of the ^people through legal elections, 
must be given recognition l:>y us. That 
is the only way which we can leally pay 
our tiibute to democracy and can assist 
the demociatic forces not only m East 
Be ngal but in tho whole of Pakistan to 
assert themselves. 

Therefore, 1 begin with this lequest to 
the Government that they should sonously 
Consider the question oi lecognition and 
in the days to come it may happen tiiat by 
that time PaiUament will not be in ses¬ 
sion hem. but alter that request reaches 
them, I hope they will not hesitate 
and will not stand on technicalities, 
because it is not only the further of 
Pakistan and the people of Pakistan which 
is at stake but everybody in this country 
realises—the resolution we have adopted 
(his morning says so by implication—that 
our countty cannot be immune to the 
repercussions of what is happening just 
across our border. ^ 

Sir, as far as the President's Address 
to mir Parliament is concerned, 1 would 


join with other oolkagaM, of course, in 
ooagratulating the Prime Minister and her 
party on the mistive victory that they have 
wdn. The real significance of the lesults of 
this ideetion, I am sure, have not been lost 
on at least several members of the nilihg 
party. Expectations have been aroused m 
this country by the slogan of Garib/ Hatao 
Expectations have been aroused as never 
before by the promises made particula.Iy 
by the Prime Minister in the course of the 
election campaign and I hope members 
opposite will not take offence if 1 say that 
this election mandate that the people have 
given to them in response to the Prime 
Minister's request that she must have a 
Parliament which is capable of carrying 
through the radical reforms which the 
previous Parliament was not in a position 
to do that mandate really amounts to a 
notice served by 4Jhe people on this new 
Government Which they thavc brouglit 
hack to power ft s a cleai notice that 
tlic people want now no more promises oi 
assurances but action. The forces which 
stood lor the most extreme reaction in this 
countiy have been delcatcd. Over thai 
all of us are glad, but we should renuinher 
that this reaction has been defeated only ai 
the polls. Only an electoral defeat has been 
inflicted on them. They have not been defea¬ 
ted so lar as their stranglehold on the econo¬ 
my ol our country and the tentacles which 
they have spread and developed during the 
last 25 years m various sectors of our econo¬ 
my and have penetrated even into the admi¬ 
nistration of our country arc concerned. 
Tliey have not been defeated as far as that 
stranglehold is concerned. Therefore,.the 
victory that has been won over ration at 
the polls has to be carried 'forward now, so 
that this hydra-heaefed monster which is 
like an octopus with tentacles stretched 
out into evciy nook and corner is now 
challenged on every front and routed in 
such a way that it can no longer pose a 
threat to the kind of economic and social 
structure which vn want to build in this 
counb-y. That is a very big task. 
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Gartbi Hatoe is a very easily spok¬ 
en slogan, but &cts «re very stubborn 
things. Before you can Hatao Garibi, 
you have to Hatao the forces in this 
country which are responsible for creating 
and perpetuating that GaribU Unless 
that fight is carried forward, this slogan 
will prove to be an empty shjbboleth and 
the notice served by the people will at some 
time or other, sooner I think than later, 
will have to be given account of, because 
the people are no longer in a mood to wait 
patiently and indefinitely for the fulfilment 
of promise. 

On behalf of my parly, I want to raise 
one central issue before the Governmen t 
and that is, you had aske I the people to 
elect a Parliament which would be capable 
ol carrying tiirough such basic and redical 
Lonslitutional reforms as would enable tlic 
loices which are obstructing the onward 
march of this country to be overcome. 
Now that Parliament has been elected, 
r'teie arc some of us here in tlic opposition 
who are sometimes being twitted My Iriend, 
Mr. Vajpayee, who sits next to me, is Irequc- 
ntly saying, “You are a cominiiied oppo¬ 
sition". The days ahead will show that m 
the struggle to turn this elcctroul defeat of 
the rightist forces in this country into and 
all-iound rout, if this Government has the 
courage to come forward with concrete ihd 
specific measures against reactionary forces 
aguinst.thc vasted interests, certainly 1 have 
no hesitation in saying that to that extent, 
we are committed and we will support 
ever) such measure and wc will see which 
•ire the opposition parties which arc not 
committed to these prindpies but arc 
committed to something else, committed to 
the monopolists, the Rajas and Maharanis, 
rotnindars and big monopol^ts. They 
know it vay well that without pressing 
forward now for these vital constitutional 
amendments, which will make the sovercig* 
my of this Parliament supreme and un¬ 
questionable, no advance, not even the 
slightest advance, would be possible. You 
cannot move one single inch foiward in 
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this country towards the realisation of the 
slogan of Garibi Hatao unless you aie 
prepared now to come forward with necess- 
aiy constitutional amendments, above all 
with such amendment or amendments 
which make this Parliament supreme in the 
matter of nationalisation and in the matter 
of deciding whether any compensation has 
to be paid or not to be paid and, if it is to 
be paid, Iiow much is to be paid. It is the 
Parliament alone, as the sovereign body 
representing the will of the millions of 
people of this country, which should be 
placed in an unassailable position in the 
pages of our Constitution and every lacuna, 
every obstruction, every obstacle which 
stands in the wav has got to be removed.

The Lok Sabha Re~assembled after 
Litnch at Four minutet past 
Fourteen of the Clock 

[Mr. Deputy-Speakfr fn the Chair] 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA : Mr. Depu¬ 
ty-Speaker, before wc recessed for lunch I 
was trying to emphasize the need for this 
Government to give top priority to bring¬ 
ing forward those vital amendments to the 
Constitution without which all this talk of 
Garibi Hatao etc. will be nothing but an 
illus’on. 

The sovereignty of the Parliament in 
respect of matters relating to property, 
acquiring or nationalising proporti^, has 
been seriously challtmged, as you know, in 
recent months. 1 do not want to go into the 
details of that because 1 have neither the 
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tiaiieiKtf the occasion. The fact ranainse 
thftt ia Par Pundamental Rights Chapter of 
the Coastitutioa article 31 (2) it is stated—' ^ 
for any layman at least the words are clear 
enough 

“no such law", 

meaning no law which provides for compuU 
sory acquisition ot requisition of property 

“shall be called in question in any court 
on the ground that the compensation 
provided by that law is not adequate." 

Nevertheless in their profound wisdom the 
Supreme Court managed to get round 
these words and as a result of that, you 
will recall, the compensation which had to 
be paid ultimately for taking over the 14 
major commercial banks shot up to a figure 
of some Rs. 80 crores or Rs. 83 crores. 
This is what is going to happen over 
and over again unless these amendments to 
the Constitution are made. Where will the 
money come from to pay these astrono¬ 
mical sums of compensation ? On the one 
hand, you want to Hatao Garibi, on 
the other hand, the Supremo Court will go 
on making it justiciable as to what the 
quantum of compensation should bo. If 
the Parliament is not to decide and the 
Siqtreme Court is to decide, where will we 
end ? 

As far os the definition ol property is con¬ 
cerned, according to the profound wisdom 
of the Supreme Court, everything is brought 
within the compass of properQ^. Not only 
banks are propwty, not only privy purses 
are property, but even the goodwill. Even 

goodwill has been declared to be property. 

go, this matter now comes to a stage 
where, 1 think, we are facing a teal crisis. 
This is a chidlenge not only to the Oovern- 
but to this newly constituted Parlia¬ 
ment. Aftw the elections, udth this massive 
w>te and nwndate given by th® peoirte, all 
dMS® banrisn must be broken. 


There Is a lot of talk that some people 
in the country are wanting a conuaitted 
judiciary, I do ndt know what they mean 
by it. I do not know whethw, if I say these 
words outside, I will be hauled up for the 
contempt of the court. But to my mind 
there is no doubt that most of the honour¬ 
able judges of the Supreme Court, at least 
in their ways of thinking, can be said to 
be committed already in some other direc¬ 
tion. This is not only what I say. If you 
go through Mr. Setalv ad's book and read 
the interesting facts which he has related 
of the background as to how some of the 
judgments have come about, I think, you 
will agree with me that we have got, by 
and large, a judiciary whose mental cours¬ 
es are already committed, but not committ¬ 
ed in the direction in which the country 
and its people want to go. Therefoie, I 
pose this question to the Government: Arc 
you prepared to make these necessary 
amendments to the Constitution ? This is 
going to be the real test of all the promises 
professions which have been uttered. With¬ 
out this, it will be impossible to go for¬ 
ward. Let the Government assure the 
country that sometime in the next session— 
we are going to have a lengthy Budget 
session they-will at least introduce amend¬ 
ing Bills which will remove this dfiiculty 
and make unassailable the eovereignty of 
Parliament in this matter. 

Then, Sir, you will permit mo in the 
midst of the euphoria of victory which 
the ruling party is enje^ing to strike one or 

two discordant notes. I do not mean that 

m any destructive way. But they “f® 
nevertheless discordant notes. I a® 
addressing all those Members of this Hou¬ 
se who are anxious now that we move 
forward and not backward. I jiBt want to 
raise two or three points arising twt o 
the respected President’s Address whfch to 
my mind represent a step backward an 
not a step forward. I would like 
those out for clarification and some e uci 
.t frlnn firom the Oowmm«t.

and not just to lobbying with his Party 
Members as to who should speak on theur 
side. 


A few discordant notes 1 want to^rike 
very briefly Sir, there was a conference at 
Lusaka of non-aligned countries in which 
India participated. In that confoence, on 
the question of Vietnam and the settlement 
of the war in Vietnam, our repiesentative 
there, I ihink speaking on behalf of the 
Government of India, took a very clear-cut 
stand which was welcomed by everybody 
as a step forward in the Government of 
India’s thinking and it was stated there 
that India felt that the way to open up the 
path to a settlement is tliat all foreign 
forces who arc operating in Vietnam, b^i- 
nning with the US forces, shou(d be asked 
to withdraw. This is *what was stated at 
tlie Lusaka Conlercnce. 1 would like to 
submit. Sir, very humbly that what the 
President lias to say in his Address in para¬ 
graph 21, on the porition of lodo-China 
and Veitnam—I do not want to quote 
because it will mean a lot of time—rc- 
presen a steps backward from their own 
stand in Lusaka. Here is a toll talk of the 
need of ai riving at an international agree¬ 
ment witWn the broad frame-work of the 
Geneva Accord. This was the original po¬ 
sition to which we arc going back again 
and it docs not at all represent any carry¬ 
forward from the position that our Govern¬ 
ment has taken at Lusaka. I want to know 
vshy. What is the reason for this ? 


No. 2 : A few weeks or months before 
le Elections took place, a Chief Minis- 
sr’s Conference was held in Delhi which 
Ota great deal of publicity in our Press 
nd after that Chief Ministers’ Conference 
> was announced that the Central Govern- 
jent and the Chief Ministers had come to 
consensus which was that by the end of 
he year 1971, all fallow lands and all 
irasie lands belong to the OovMnmeot 
,hia run incidentally. Sir. into imlUoM ot 
jwres in this country, wfll be distributed 
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anions tht' landle^ and the poor for cuHiva- 
lion, all Government-owned waste land and 
fallow lands—1 am not talking here about 
big schumes of lend reform of reducing the 
ceiling and restricting exemptions and tak¬ 
ing over surplus land, benami land, nothing 
of that kind—lam putting a modest point 
of view. What has happened to that deci¬ 
sion which was announced by the Chief 
Ministeis’ Conference held in Delhi that by 
the end of 1971—of couise, admittedly, you 
have still seven of eight months to go—I 
want this type ot time-bound programme 
to be announced here whether this assuran¬ 
ce holds good oi n<rt—lliat all Gov«‘^nmeni- 
owned waste land which Is cultivable will 
be distributid to the landless and the poor 
by the end ot 1971, which was wlut was 
assuied at that time ? Ihiie is no mention 
of it what soever in the President’s 
Address. * 

Thirdly, I am very happy, of course, to 
find that there aie some few words hero 
'which arc devoted to the improvement of 
science and technology. This is some 
departure. We don’t generally bother very 
much about these things. It is said that 
the Government have decided to sot up an 
Electronics Commission. Vmy good, be¬ 
cause electronics is the most vital sector of 
scientific development nowadays. But, 
hero, 1 would like to know one thing. This 
hos some bearing on the struggle ot our 
country for self-reliance. We want to de¬ 
velop our indigenous science and technology 
so that we are able to stand on our own 
foot, so that foreign technical know-how 
need not have to be relied upon by us. 
Now, Sir, it is very good that there is go¬ 
ing to be an Qectronics Comm^sion. 1 
want to just ask a question. Why has no¬ 
thing been said here about the fact that 
fdenty of indigenous development of science 
and tochnica] know-how has been devdoped 
iv our Indian sdentists in the National 
LaboratcKriM of this country wdiich am* 
not being encouraged by the Government 
aynd not being allowed, obeapfdied andin 


those very same sectors, foreign technical 
know-how is still being allowed to be im¬ 
ported at prohibitive cost ? I know some¬ 
thing about this. As a Member of the 
Commission of Inquiry into the CSIR 
affairs, I know it for myself and 1 can give 
you one example because it is related to 
electronics. In the Bharat Electronics 
which is a public setor project, vital com¬ 
ponents, electronic components arc stiii be¬ 
ing manufactured under foreign licence 
paying a huge amount to the original 
foreign designeie and manufactuicts 
whereas those same components of better 
quality and cheaper components have been 
designed and produced at the Central 
Electronics Engineering Research Institute 
at Pilani. 

But those are not taken uji for produc¬ 
tion and another public sector protect is 
sfiending lakhs and crorjs of lupees every 
year on foreign technical know-how. 

This whole thing about the setting up 
of Electronics Commission should be rela¬ 
ted to the question of self-reliance. There 
is nothing here about it in the President's 
Address. 

Sir, mine is not the only discordent 
voice which speaks about those things; 1 
am also in doubtful company. Mr. V. P, 
Npik. the Chief Minister of Maharashtia, 
who has fought this big election on the 
symbol of the cow and the calf is advo¬ 
cating certain things. 

Philips India is one of the biggest inter¬ 
national foreign companies which in this 
country holds 69 per cent of the total 
share-holding. They want tp set up a 
factory in Poona, to manufacture TV 
equipments for which plenty of indigenous 
know-hov( has already been developed by 
our scientists at Pilani. Mr. Naik is here 
reported as having attended the opening 
c e rem o n y of the factory at Poona where 
be bas assured the management of the 
company that be would pwsonaBy trice uP 
the hsue with the Centre to the inlere« of 
the country. 
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And then be »ys: 

“I am not in the habit of promising 
something which I am not sure of f ul- 
filliog.” 

All the indigenous TV producers are 
shouting about this and saying, what is the 
good of this, when technology is being de¬ 
veloped here in this country. However, I 
don’t know whether Mr. Ndik'sview 
repiesents the Government’s viewpoint be¬ 
cause, after sweeping the i oils in Mahara¬ 
shtra, he hits started saying certain things 
abo ut land reforms and he has started say¬ 
ing, I am not going to allow any restriction 
on land ceilings, as long as I am alivo, I 
.sm not going to allow any fuither restuc- 
tion on land holdings (Interruption) 

SHRI MOHAN DHARIA : At least 
the hon. Minister should not misguide the 
House. You can state the tacts, but you 
cannot' misguide the House. Mr. Niik 
ncvci said that he is opposing land refoims. 

The only point is. so far as the present 
land ceiling is concerned m the State, they 
should not be lowered That isallthHi he 
said. 

SHRl INDRAJIT GUPTA ; You may 
speak when youi turn comos 

MR. DhPUTY bPEAKER . Oidei 
please. Mr. Mohan Dhiina, when a 
Mijtnbcr mtkos a point, there will .be 
iTicmbers on this side ot the House to 
M-fute it when they speak. Even *so I 
liavo gone out of my way and allowed you 
to protest against it. It should not be a 
speech. You have protested That is 
'•nough. 

SHRI MOHAN DHARIA : Mi Deputy- 
Speaker, the hon. Member should state 
the facts and nothing else beyond that. Ho 
•s not stating the facts. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSy (Diamond 
Harbour): On a point of information. Sir. 
(intem^ion) 

MR. DEPUTY SPEAKER : Thw is 
very irregular. ’There 'should not be a 
debate within a Debate.

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA : If I had 
known that this is going to create such 
a storm, I would have brought this up la¬ 
ter on ut I he end of my speech. Please de¬ 
duct Mr. Mohan Dharia’s time from my 
time. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA : The most 
disturbing feature of this Address is the 
total absence of any mentions of even the 
word “monopoly”. This Government is co¬ 
mmitted to see that the power of the big 
monopoly houses in this country is restric¬ 
ted and curled. But in the whole of this 

President’s Address, even ilie word has been 
studiously avoided, there is no mention of 
it, there is not even any discussion on this 
point I wiiuld*likt. to know why. 

SHRI RA) BAHADUR : May I say... 

SHRI INDRAIll GIJPIA : Shn Raj 
Bahadui may pN ise tell us the answer when 
his turn e nies let me speak now. Sir, 

1 seek yoiit protection The hon. Minister 
likes to behave like any otlier Member. 
He i‘ here reprcsi nting ihe whole Cabinet 
and sitting here. 

SHRI RAJ BAHADUR . The hon. 
Member asked the question, and, therefore, 
i w'anted to reply. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA . That does 
not mean that he has to jump up just now 
and reply to me. 

SHRI RAJ BAHADUR: 1 am not 
jumping. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA : I am 
going to ask some more questions now, 
and let'him please note them down. 

I want to know whotlar so far, up to 
date, the Monopolies and Restrictwe 
mde Practices Act and the ijoweri wWcih 
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Government have assumed under it have 
been used to idortify or to break up even 
one single monopoly which comes within 
the definition of that Act. I know that 
Government have set up a commission and 
that commission is sitting tight and going 
on and on. I want to know when 
Government are going Wbegin to identify 

these monopoly houses and curb the 
undesirable concentration of wealth and 
economic power lying m their hands and 
when any action is going to be taken uitdei 
this Act against anybody. Nothing has 
been done so far. 

I know that my hon friends opposite 
have defeated many monopolists and 
man y representatives of monopoly houses 
in these elections, and I congratulate t hem 
on that. But the poiijt is whether tlie> 
will defent these monopolists in tlioir soais 
of economic powei. That is the main 
question now. 

SHRI RAJ BAHADUR : Let him have 
patience. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA; What have 
been hearing during the last ttvo 
or three days? In Amritsar there is a 
very old and well-established concern, 
namdy the OCM mills, the majority 
holding in which or at least 50 per cent 
holding belongs to one foieign concern, 
namely the R^h Brothers. Now, the 
Birlas are being allowed to lake over the 
OCM mills. Instead of trying to see 
tha t the monopoly holdings ot the Birlas 
are not allowed to increase further, — thoie 
IS even a commission of inquiry sitting 
against them on various counts and charges 
■—we find that the OCM in Amritsar is 
being allowed to be taken over by them 
again. So, we would like to know some¬ 
thing about these things. 

The taking over of the mills by the 
Birlaa would mean that the Rail! Brotlms 
wish totepaitriate about Ra. 1 emo, wture 


as the total capital value of this concern 
is Rs. 25 lakhs, and I am told that the 
.sanction of the Government, the Finance 
Ministry and the Reserve Bank is being 
lobbied for, for permission to r^triate 
this Rs. 1 crore in fo reign exchange; thry 
are very clinker in forming these associate 
companies, and only one name, namely 
that of Shri S. K. Birla is there among the 
names of the owners who are going to take 
over. Is this the way that monopoly ij, 
going to be broken up'* 

Only yesterday, l think, the new 
Minister of Industrial Development, m 
reply to certain questions admitted that 
between the end of December last v^r 
and March this yeai, 23 new' letters of 
intent have been issued precisely to these 
biggci houes. This was the admission 
made yesterday on the floor of this House 
So, they arc being allowed to go on ex¬ 
panding and extending their einpiies 

Only a little while ago, today, we haw 
been told that the sugar mills which arc 
already making a big hue and cry deman¬ 
ding that the price of sugar should be 
increased have withhold Rs. 54croies 
which was the amount due from them lo 
the sugarcane glowers as the price of iht' 
sugarcane which they had bought fiom the 
peasants Rs 54 crores has not been 
slid by them and yet they are demanding 
already that the price of sugai should b> 
put up. 

Therefore, I would like to know why 
the Address is so conspicuously silent on 
ihis subject. l\hat is the idea? Is it that 
under the cover and under the slogan oi 
Caribi Jfatao'some people m the Cabinet 
or the Government have decided that 
these mon^olies should be allowed to go 
on expanding and strengthening them¬ 
selves? 

There is no menfion in the Address 
about the need tot nadonalising vital 
sectors. If constitutioiud diflBctrft*®* come 
up in the way, they will have to be 
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moved in thn way that 1 have indicated 
earlier. Bat are the foreign oil compa¬ 
nies never going to be touched? They are 
alrea^ patting 'pressure that the prices of 
petroleum products must be incereased, 
because some Government somewhere, may 
be the Oovemment of Iran or some other 
Government, has increased the tax there 
on their crude oil, and therefore, that must 
be passed on to the Indian consumer. 

We read the papm. We know that the 
three oil companies arc putting maximum 
pressure to ensure that the prices of petro¬ 
leum products in the cormtry to the 
consumer must be increased to cumi^ensate 
them for the high taxes they have to pay 
in Iran. Are you never going to take 
over these oil companies even when our 
puW ic sector oil production is going up? 
Are you going to take over any consumer 
industries? And yet we talk of contro¬ 
lling prices. You have not touched a 
single consumer industry, neither cloth, 
nor sugar, nor edible oil, nor any consu¬ 
mer industry for that matter. It is all 
left to the free will of the private sector to 
exploit, profiteer and do what they like. 
Yet wc wax eloquent about controlling 
T)rices of such vital consumer firoducts. 

As you are ringing the bell, I am 
cutting short may observations. About 
employment, this Rs. 50-crorcs crash 
programme or something like it that is 
announced here, is, in my view, not 
going to touch even the remotest fringe 
of this problem. There are two aspects to 
it. If you want to mitigate existing un¬ 
employment, two things have to be done. 
One is a very simple one. What about 
the units lying closed? I know they have 
set up an Industrial Reconstruction 
Corporation which made a welcome start 
by taking over Brai thwaites \n Calcutta. 
I agree it was a good step. But that is 
the only thing they have done so far. But 
there are hunderds of units, large-scale, 
medium-scale and small-ecale units I^ng 
closed in my State of West Bengal. There 
may be over 400 of them. They have not 


been closed because of labour trorrtties 
but because, as Sbri Moinut Aaque, 
Cfaowdhury said in the case of Braith- 
waite’s, of financial mismanageoieat or 
shortage of raw materials. As a result, 
thousands of people are thrown out of 
employment. What about taking them 
over. 

You are commanding the credit in 
your hands since the nationalisation of 
banks. There is the heavy machine buil¬ 
ding industry in your hands, in the 
public sector. If you a)so take over the 
wholesale trade channels, you will be in a 
position to stimulate the growth of small- 
scale and medium.scalc industries Give 
them facilities. But nothing is said here 
about all these tilings. Only some Rs. 50 
crores are mentioned as a provision for a 
crash programme. 1 »m sure most of it 
will go into the pockets of their contrac¬ 
tors and into the pockets of the Presi¬ 
dents of Zila Parishads and Panchayats. 
Nothing else will happen. 

Finally, as regards prices, since you are 
repeatedly ringing the bell, I cannot go 
into a detailed analysis. But Shri Chavan 
has indicated that they are going to come 
forward with that old favourite capitalistic 
prescription of what is referred to as a 
wages-prices incomes policy. This has 
never worked. It has been tried in many 
capstalist countries. It has been tried in 
UK by successive governments, by Harold 
Wilson’s Government and now by their 
successor. It means: freeze wages, peg 
wages to productivity and as far as hi^ 
incomes are concerned, simply say that 
they will not lie allowed to increase any 
mere. Seme sort of ceiling on high in¬ 
comes, but as far as the lower incomes are 
concerned, freeze them and put a squeoe 
on the workers that they must produce 
more and strikes should be banned and so 
on. If this Is the prescription which is 
being advocated for our country, I do too, 
I do not know what will hagipen. 
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Anyhow, of one thing I can ^usure you. 
Th^ oiganised working class and the trade 
unions In this country will never accept 
this. Will never surrender, it will be fought 
tooth and nail 

So while talking here of broader con¬ 
sultations with all the trade unions for 
evolving a new labour policy by consent 
and consultation, do not at the same time 
brandish at us this weapon of wages- 
pnee-income policy which is nothing but 
anotho* name for freezing wages, trying 
to squeeze higher productivity out of the 
workers It has never worked m any 
capitalist country Shn Mohan Kumar- 
mangalam is smilmg at me sarcastically 
He should know as well as I do what has 
happened in this regard I only want to 
tell you that the same response from the 
working class will comt in this coiiniiv 
So lease do not rush ahead with these 
things 

With these words, T would request 
Government that when they reply to the 
debate, they should deal at Ici st w ith a 
few of the points I have raised

The President has stated in his Add 
TOSS that his Government has been retui 
ned to office on the clear pledge that th' 
central objective of our policy tnust be 
the abolition ot poverty I welcome this 
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categockftl Msertlon of Government’s 
objective. It follows, the*«fore Aat the 
forthcoming review end reorientation of 
the Fourth Plan will be directed towards 
iho achievement of this objective. For 
this purpose, it is necessary to have a 
clear notion of what is meant by ‘a aboli¬ 
tion of poverty*. Abolition of poverty 
does not merely mean raising the per 
capita income are increasing the growth 
rale of the economy. Both these things 
have happened during the last 20 years 
bu< nevertheless, poverty has continued 
to persist in the country. Thus, according 
lo the estimates quoted in the Fourth 
Plan document, the share of the lowest 
10 p«T cent of the population in the total 
lonsumption in the country is a little 
Icsv than 3.2 i>er cent while the next ten 
l>et cent rff the population have n share 
of aboiit 4.7 per cent As against this, 
t!'( lop ten per cont of the population 
have a share of 23.9 per cent while the 
next ten per cent hove a share of 15.5 per¬ 
cent. Considering the low level of the 
national per capita consumption which 
N bnsnd on the average of the con.sumption 
of nil these groups, it is quite clear that 
not less than 20 per cent of the popu¬ 
lation or about 11 croros of the Indian 

people are living in a state of absolute 

• 

poverty. Any programme directed 
towards aboli*'ion of poverty, therefore, 
means as a matter of first priority, con¬ 
centrating on the improvement of the 
work and living conditions of this 20 
percent of the population. Such poor 
I'eople hve both in urbin and rural areas. 
Some of them are unemployed; some 
''Uffer from di^uised unemployment and 
many of them have employment of such 
"n unproductive character tha\ it docs 
“ot give them a remuneration which will 
enable them to have evai a subsistence 
standard. It is this vast mass of poor people 
"'ho have turned to the ruling Congress 
*dhthe hope and aspiration thaf their 
Poverty will be removed. The revised 


Fourth Plan, therefore, must contain a 
e’ear identification of the sections of 
the society involved who aw living bdow 
the proverty line, and formidate concrete 
programmes of development which will 
enable them to shed their proverty. Att 
other programmes, the result of which 
would be an improvement on the levels of 
laiving of those whose incomes are above 
the poverty-line, must and should take a 
lower priority in the new planning of 
the Government, if they want to fulfU what 
the President has termed the central objec¬ 
tive of the policy on which they have been 
returned to office. I do not expect Govern¬ 
ment, at this stage, to place before the 
House concrete proposals for this purpose. 
But I am entitled, as one returned to this 
House on the basis of the Congress election 
manifesto, to expect, and along with me 
the rest of the country who voted for our 
pat ty, that Government will come forward 
before this House xluring the next session 
with practical proposals for the abolition 
of poverty in the terms in which I have 
outlined it. This must mean that the target 
of our economic development daring the 
next five years must be the establishment of 
a national minimum income rather than 
merely an annual increase of 5 or 6 per cent 
in the growth rate of economy. This 
mintmura income has got to be defined 
in real terms and spelt out in terms of 
its physical components. 1 am constrained 
to make this observation because of the 
Finance Minister’s remark in his budget 
speech: 

“The phenomenon of rising prices has 
l)een a mattci of concern all over the 
world and thero is hardly any country 
which has been able to avoid at least a 
moderate increase in prices of 3 or 4 per 
cent per annum in recent years.’’ 

1 am sure the Finance Minister did not 
mean by this observation that he regard « 
rise of 3 to 4 per cent as moderate in the 
cont ext of this country or that he is recon 
oiled to sixdi ao incr ease taking piece 
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duriog die Fourth FImi period. Xf my pro* 
sooqitktQ i» wroag, than the ualiioiuil mint* 
mom income target that must be placed 
before the ooumry for realisation at the 
end of the Fourth Pina period must take 
into accoimt in money terras the differoice 
that will be made by the expected nae 
in prices to the quantum of physical 
components that would constitute the 
nadonal minimum It is the establishment 
of this nationalminimum that means the 
abolition of poverty. 

In formulating programmes foi the aboli¬ 
tion of poverty, account has to be taken 
not only of the need for increasing produc¬ 
tion but also of the need for providing 
opportumties for all those who are either 
unemployed or under-employed I am glad 
that Government have taken steps in this 
direction by the provision they have made 
of Rs SO crores for a crash programme 
for dealing with the problem of unemploy¬ 
ment The President has stated that this 
programme will be Imked with schemes for 
raising the productivity of agriculture It is 
not clear as to how far this programme 
will lead to the improvement of the dis¬ 
advantaged sections of the rural society or 
merely add to the already advantageous 
position enjoyed by certain sections of the 
rural society, but 1 am sure that when 
Government outimes m the next session 
their concrete proposals for implementation 
of this programme, they will see to it that 
the mam objective of this programme will 
be the rising of productivity and increase 
of onployment of the handicapped and 
disinherited sections of rural society and 
not for any further nse m the disparity of 
incomes that has already become a striking 
phenomenon in many rural areas of this 
country. 

I must confess that I am somewhat 
disturbed by the fact that the President 
has made such a bnef lefwence to the 
explosive proUem of the educated un¬ 
employed. AH that he has stated is i 


**Theprob]an of educated uaemploy- 
ment will receive spedal attention” 
The crash programme that he has ref«. 
ed to IS for Rural Employment. 

I do not see how this is going to deal 
With the problem of matriculates, mter- 
mediates, BAs, BScs, B Corns, MAs, 
M Scs and M Corns, and holders of profes¬ 
sional degrees like engineering who are un¬ 
employed in such large numbers and who 
are most unlikely to take to manual work 
which will be the mainstay of the crish 
programme I do not think Government is 
unawaie of the seriousness of the problem 
of the educated unemployed Nevertheless 
It may be useful to draw their attention 
and that of the House to some of ilu 
magnitudes involved 

It IS, therefore, the accepted practice 
to treat the number on the live register as an 
approximation of the actual number of 
work-seekers That is why the Employ 
ment Review terms the number on the livt 
register of employment exchanges as tlic 
number of “work-seekers” The to'al 
number of such work-seekers in March 
1969 was 29 lakhs as compared to 166 
lakhs of persons employed mtheorgams 
ed sector of the econorfty This gives an 
unemployment rate of 15 per cent, which 
IS perhaps the highest rate of unemploy 
fnent m the organised sector prevalent in 
any part of the world, and higher than tlie 
percentage reached m the pre-war recession 
period of the thirties either durmg the

The second pomt of interest to note » 
that, of the 29 lakhs of work-sedeers, 17 
lakhs belong to the category of the edu 
cated unemployed Of these, those who 
aie graduates or have higher qualifications 
numbered 275,(X)0 or nearly three lakhs 
As a«amst this, the annual output of deg¬ 
ree and dqiloma-holders in engine^”'& 
tedhnologyt agriculture, medical, natural 
and social sciences was 1.3 
m 1967. R may have teaduxl idmut tvni 
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I dVtm by 1969. If we 0 xtitide tile diplomar 
holders, tile onmbw of work-seekers with 
padoateand highor qualificktions in 1969' 
W8S probably twice the annual output of 
fiesh graduates and persons with higher 
qualifications. Hie Education Commis¬ 
sion has pointed out that on the basis of 
the present trends of expansion in higher 
education and even on the optimistic as¬ 
sumption of a six per cent rate of economic 
growth, there will be by 1986 about 1.5 
million 'too many’ graduates. 

I have not so far dealt with matricu¬ 
lates and intermediates who are also work¬ 
seekers. Their number totalled 11.3 lakhs 
in March, 1969. According to the Edu- 
catioii Commission, their number is likely 
to increase to about four million persons 
by 1986, even on an optimistic growth rate 
; of six per ceivt a year. 

The further point that I would like to 
make is that of the 166 lakhs of persons 
employed in the organised sector in March, 
1969 on less than 100 lakhs of persons 
or a little more than 60 per cent were emp¬ 
loyed in the public sector, largely in 
Government services, and not in public 
manufacturing or commercial enterprises. 

In the face of these facts, I am sure the 
House will forgive me for expressing may 
disappointment at the President’s one- ’ 
sentence reference to the problem of the 
educated unemployed and the two-word 
™”»edy it contains of “special attention’’, 
h-wtthat when we meet for the budget 
session, Government will come forward 
«^th concrete proposals for dealing with 

the current problem of educated un- 
«nployment which is explosive enough, 

« also that of the future problem of edu- 
'aied unemployment, which threatens to 
J^oduce a nationwide Qrclone ofihistra- 

and violence in the country. 

The solution of the problem teats on 
* ‘Saw Oovemmeiit and the vast and 
^®tpetent oapertiae it has at its omnmand 
* dealing with economic problems, to 
^hich will now be added the new Planning 


Commission that is shortly beiag brought 
into existence. 

The only remark I would make is that 
the solution does not lie in latge-scale 
industry or giant establishments. Of the 
141,178 establishments that existed in 
both the public and private sectors in 
March, 1969 more than 81 per cent emp¬ 
loyed below 100 persons each with an 
investment in terms of lakhs rather than 
a-ores, while the total number employed by 
them was of the order of 41 lakhs or about 
23 per cent. Small industry has, tiiereforCt 
to take priority over large Industry if we 
want to solve the problem of educated 
unemployment reasonably quickly. 

The other point I would make js that 
there is a limit to the increase one can 
visualise in employment in p;ib]ic services; 
the public sector doesmoi easily accommo¬ 
date small units, and therefore there has 
to be a phenomenal expansion of smidi 
units in the private sector if we are to 
tackle successfully the problem of educated 
unemployment. What all this means in 
terms of economic policy, reorientation 
of plan prioritios, and revision of adminis- 
trative arrangements, and burraucratic 
controls and procedures, are matters 
which if is tlie duty and privilege of 
Government to formulate and then place 
before this house for its consideration. 

Before concluding, I must express ray 
regret that that President's Address should 
ndther have contained a reference to 
'socialism’ nor spelt out its implications 
in terms of behaviour patterns for tbs 
classes, and action programmes for the 
progressive youth of the country. Soeialisni 
is not just a slogan. In this connection, 

I may rscail, with your permission, an 
artidelhad written on the draft Third 
Plan, which had aleo excluded the Word 
'socialiso'’, where I said this omission was 
like taking up a battle without a battle Pry,

immediately, SO to 90 par cent of the 
^ people of this country are expecting some- 
thing from this Government. 

So far as Tamil Nadu State is concwn- 
ed, wc have got an equal majority, more 
than two-thirds majority, in the TanaJ 
Nadu Assembly. So far as Delhi is concom- 
ed, our Prime Minister has got the maxi¬ 
mum majority that is required for anything 

that she wants to do in the country, 

I shall simply recall what happened in 
tl» past two or three months and then I 
will finish that aspect of the issue. I had 
been recriving very many trunk calkin 
Delhi at the time of and before the elec¬ 
tions. So many papers and dailies repre¬ 
senting the so-called fourth estate wrote 
sajdng that this time the DMK was routed;

The first and 
foremost point is that three or four days 
back I read in the newspapers that the 
members of Planning Commission had re> 
signed.

But 
before that reconstitution takes place, I 
think I can request her to consider certain 
views that 1 want to express today. 

The Planning Commission has been 
functioning, if I am permitted to say, most 
ineffectively in the past. It had been chara¬ 
cterised on the floor of the House as a 
white elephant which did not deliver the 
good.s at all. My present view is that tlic 
Planning Commission has been functioning 
not as an independent autonomous body 
but on the contrary it has been functioning 
as an adjunct of the Government of India. 

I say this because the Chairman of the Plan¬ 
ning Commission is no olbrn* person than 
otir Prime Minister. The majority of mem- 
Krs of the Planning Commission are certain 
ministers of tho Government of India 
Once the Planning Commission meeting is 
convened; you can sec all the parapherna¬ 
lia silting tight in the Planning Commi- 
ssion. Definitely that would creat an im¬ 
pression that the Planning Commission isi 
not an autonomous body which is allowed 
to act and work independently but it is an 
adjunct of the Government of India which 
vvould act on the advica of the Government 
of India. On the basis of the recommen- 
dation of the Administrative Reforms Com- 
titission, if I may be permitted to say so, 1 
request the Prime Minister that the Plann 
ing Commission should be reconstituted in 
such a way as to exclude all the ministers 
from the Planning Commission, l^e Pian- 
■^ing Commission ahould act as a non-mini- 
sierial expert advisory body. I request the 
^ime Minister that she should not head 
ihe Planning Commheion hereafter. T e 


I’bnning CoouaissioQ should have a com¬ 
pletely free hand and autonomy so far as 
direction is concerned. 

There is anoUter commission, the Fina¬ 
nce Commission. The proverbial quarrri 
between the Finance Commission and the 
Planning Commission is well known. 

The Finance Commission is an impotKit 
body. The Planning Commission is an 
all-powerful body or a super body and 
people have been asking, ‘Why this Finance 
Commission is there without any powers?* 
‘Why it should be asked to do some¬ 
thing which will ultimately be rejected Iqi 
the Plsnnii^ Commission T*. So, I 
request the Prime Minister to consider this 
aspect of the issue. Then, the third body 
is the National Development Council. 
These three bodies—the Planning Commi- 
sion, the Finance Commission and the 
National Developijient Council—‘in the 
larger interests of the country may be scrap¬ 
ped and instead, two institutions can be 
formed. One is on the basis of Art. 263 
of the Constitution an Inter-State Co-ordi¬ 
nating Council may be,formed to deal with 
disputes arising between States and the 
Centre and States and States and the 
second one, according to me, is a Centre- 
State Financial Council with members 
from States as will as from the Central 

Government. If these two institutions are 
formed, I think majority of our difiiculties 
can be removed. 

The second point to which I wish to 
draw the attention of our Prime Minister 
is our financial relations with the Central 
Government. We have been pleading on the 
floor of this House several times that the 
Constitution of this country must be 
amended, the Constitution of this country 
must be assessed and re-asscssed. We didn’t 
say at any time the Consitution of this 
country must be thrown out lock, stock 
and barrd as our Mend, Mr. A.K. Oopalan, 
used to say. What we have been saying is 
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tliat tli« Constitution of th» country must 
bo reassessed in such 4 way ns to accom¬ 
modate the spirit ot the^nsing expectations 
of the people of this country Constitution 
of any eountry is a living docum;^ It is 
not a static one. So W as our Constitution 
IS concerned, it was framed 22 years back 1 
am not dtiug tault wun toe framers oi 
ouf Constitution. 1 have got the greatest 
legard for them With good mtentions they 
have trained the Consutution. But, lor the 
present day, our Constitution is absolutely 
inadequate For your intormatiou, Mr 
Uepuiy-Speaker, till iM, our lederal poli¬ 
ty has not been given an oppor tunny to test 
how a the Constitution would eitociivejy 
function. So lar, our Constitution has nut 
been given a tair chance to play and opeiate 
itselt. On the contrary, (.xtracanstituuonal 
irame-work, woricod m this country 
While 1 say exti^- constitutional uame- 
WOTk that obviously inc^nt me Con¬ 
gress system ifie present Constitution 
was not all given a fair cnan&e to worx as 
an opeiatiunai irame-worK ao, on benaii 
ot me OMiC 1/equest tne Fume Miiiisier 
to consider mis aspect ot me Constitution

I now come to the financial relationship 
with the Central Gov«nment by the States 
So far we have been accused that we havt 
been favoured by the Prime Minister verj 
much The Congress(0) and the grand 
alliance partners were talking m this fa¬ 
shion saymg that DMK Government bos 
been helped out of the way by the D’lnw 
Mmisto*. ^ Those people who have been 
shouting like that from the housetops have 
been completely rejected by the people of 
this country; they are no more politically 
I am very sorry for it. But now we have 
flot sometbiiv to tell to our Pnnw 
Minister. 
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The Chief Minitter of Tamil Nadu, while 
]ie was makitv his speech on the floor of 

House, Mid this. 1 am quoting him. 
j want to quote this for the consideration 
of the Prime Minister. He said : 

“The l^itimate case of Tamil Nadu 
for increased transfer of resources from 
Government of India has been ignored too 
long. 1 would like to state a few perti¬ 
nent facts in this connection. The struc¬ 
ture of our federal fiscal system is such 
that most of the taxes, which respond 
lu the growth of a modem economy, like 
customs, income taxes, corporation tax 
and excises are in the Central list. The 
only tax which is relatively income-elas¬ 
tic in the state list is the sales tax. While 
the power to tax is thus over-weighted 
in favour of the Centre, the responsibility 
to spend and meet the welfare goals of 
the people is ail vested in the States. 
This dichotomy between powers to raise 
resources and responsibility to spend is 
at the root of all our problems. It is 
tills Government's view that a radical 
change in the pattern of revenue-sharing 
should be brought about by unendmenl 
of the Constitution, il' necessary. 1 am 
hoping that when the Rajamanuar Com- 
nuttec presents its report, our Govern¬ 
ment will be in a position to formulate 
definite views regarding this change.” 

• 

There is one more thing which is the 
most important point. This is what he 
said on the floor of the Assembly, lam 
very briefly quoting it for the considera¬ 
tion of the House. He said :

“If we take into account the pay¬ 
ment of interest also, the total debt ser¬ 
vice payment to Government of India 
during 1971-72 is in factRj. Idcrores 
more than the loans wt are to receive 
from them.”

It is against this background that our 
Government in Tamil Nadu have expressed 


the vfew that there is urgent need todUQt 
for setting up a federal Debt Cbioraission. 

I want the Prime Mioiiter to note these 
points and I request that in her reply <die 
should give some thought about it and con¬ 
vey her own views about it, so that', thereby 
we, the ^embers of Parliament can conv^ 
this to our Chief Minister when we go 
back. 

There should be a Federal Debt Com¬ 
missi on to go into the question of the 
heavy burden of debt in the States and to 
recommend measures to tighten it. 

One more point. Sir. For the past 23 
years we have ,been witnessing a self-arro¬ 
gated expansion of functions with the Cen¬ 
tral Government, far out of proportion to 
any justifiable definition of its responsibili¬ 
ties towards economic development of the 
country. 

♦

It is seen that the revenues raised 
through income and corporate taxes, excise 
and customs duties, to ^ther constitute 
80 per cent of the total revenues mobilised 
by the Central Government. Thus, the 
total revenues surpass the combined reve¬ 
nues of all the State Governments put to¬ 
gether. There are equally signifiomt sou¬ 
rces of Central power which emerges out 
of its exclusive rights to negotiate and 
obtain foreign loans. The availability of 
PL-480 funds is in itself considerable. The 
earlier the PL-480 funds are dispensed with 
the better it will be for the country. The 
Centre’s control over the resources raised 
from all over the country through the UC 
and other similar agencies is of substantial 
significance. Time are nearly Rs. 800 
crores or more of post office deposits com¬ 
prising of small savings by people in the 
Stares.

Yet another important source of the 
resourcM of the Cmitral Govemmeat is the 
share of money and securities hdd by the 
commercial banks. So, the evolution of 
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ptdjHe ftoance for the past teweatftiuse 
yw^ preBmis the picture of «a inverted 
pytatoild with a massive conoemtration of 
flaatipi^ resources at the top and the 
fiamaUing of these i^uroes to lower lev^. 
Theresdt has been a disproportionately 
large absorption at the higher levels and 
co^pondiog paucity at the lower layers 
whm in fact lie the largest areas of develop¬ 
ment activities. 

These are certain facts which 1 have 
brought to the notice of the Prime Minister 
now. The key-note of the President’s 
Address in contained m para 4 on the first 
pagn, where he says: 

“My Government had been returned 
to office on the clear pled^ that the 
central objective of our policy must be 
the abolition of povorty.” 

But if you com^ along with me, right 
from Kanyakumeri to the Himalayas, right 
from the Assam forests to the Rajasthan 
desert, if you walk through the whole of 
India, >ou will find that the darkness of 
poverty is spreading its tentacles through¬ 
out. Here are the brave and encour^ing 
words ftom the President that poverty 
must be abolished. That should be the 
cleat objective of the Government of India. 
That shoQld be the dear key-note of the 
Government of India's policy. That is why 
the people have given us a clear mandate. 
The entire people of this country have 
pinned then faith on the personality of the 
Prime Minister today. I am with her, no 
doubt, but again, I must say that so far as 
the DMK's support is concerned, of course, 
she may not require it today because of her 
massive majority, but still ideologically we 
are with her, and yet I can say even now 
that the support that we are giving to the 
Prime Minister is selective, conditional and 
qualified. The moment we find that our 
Prime Minister is deviating from the main 
line of the socialistic programme and the 
eodniistic policies, that will be the end of 


not only tbo good relations between the 
DMK and the tiding party but will be 
the end of donocraojr.

I suppoit the Motion ol 
Thanks on the President's Address winch 
has given us a synoptic vision ol the piot.. 
resssive policies which would bring about 
a radical transformation of our socio 
economic fabric to an egahtarian ami 
affluent society. Although the Presidont 
has not mentioned the word socialism'm 
his Address, he has certainly summoned us 
to new efforts and endeavours which arc 
intended for tho speedy evolution ol a 
socialist order. 

The verdict of the 1967 elections was a 
clear warning by tile enlightened eloctoiafe 
No one doubted their robust commonsensi 
At that tunc, the largest political party in 
thi8^country was headed by persons who 
were insensitive to the new urges and 
aspuutions of our people. The Sanctum 
sanctorum of that great organisation was 
occupied by people who, instead of 
Understanding and adjusting themselves to 
the new urges of the people, thought ol 
entering into alliances with reactionaiv 
parties and entrenching themselves in 
power. If that situation were allowed to 
develop any jlooger, I am sure the great 
organisation and the country, and the 
people themselves, would have been 
d Mrojed hv anti-deaocratic forces.

dev^oped was seen towatifs the close of the 
Fourth l>ok Saibha. Democracy received a 
rude shook at the hands of people who 
took up cudgels against it and the process 
of poUsmentary ^tem. Then timely 
action was taken by farsighted leaders led 
by Shrimati Indira Gandhi. The great 
Indian National Congress was cleansed of 
the reactionary elements; thc^ were thrown 
out. The people were given new hopes 
and new visions. 

The verdict of the 1971 elections was a 
massive response of the people to the pro¬ 
gressive and radical programmes and 
policies we have offered to the people. It 
was also a tribute of the people to the 
charismatic leadership of Shrimati Indira 
Gandhi who was responsible for the resto¬ 
ration of the era of the red-rose socialist 
democracy. In 1971 elections, the people 
of this country have again rallied round 
the banner of Indian National Congress 
because they know that the destiny of this 
great country liw with that great organi¬ 
sation.

Reference was made in his Address 
to a crash programme for rural develop- 
steps for promotion of a more 
equitable agrarian structure, imposition 
of ceiling on urban property, extension of 
credit facilities to hitherto n^lected classes, 
creation of a Credit Guarantee Corpora¬ 
tion, rural electrification, increased tempo 
in the distribution of Junds for diy farm¬ 
ing and to poor agriculturists. These are 
steps that would certainly accelerate the 
pace of the socio-economic transformation 
of our society. 

I appieciatc the deep concern the Presi¬ 
dent I,has shown in the matter of rural 
housing conditions. As suggested by him, 
we have to bring forward legislation for 
conferment of homestead rights to the 
homeless people. Those of us who come 
from the rural hreas of our country know 
the abject poverty in which the vast majo¬ 
rity of our .people live. In the Bible it is 
saia that the *‘foxcs have their holes and 
(he birds their nests;-, but the son of men 
has nowhere '^to laj his head”. We are 
very proud of our great and ancient 
countrj', but you go to the rural areas of 
oiu country and see the miserable plight 
of the people there. No body is prepared 
to give land, even a living space to home¬ 
less people. This is the situation in my 
constituency, particularly in the coastal 
areas. 

Take the case of a family of eight 
members living in a small hut. The 
children grow up. The parents and the 
diiidren, some of (hem married, have to 
live in a small hut. So, 1 suggest that 
immediate steps be taken to see fitat at 
least the surplus lands available with the 
Government should be distributed to those 
who have no homesteads. Every Indian 
citizen shotdd have the birth, to 

have a place to lay his head on. 
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The GonditioB or the urban poor is no 
bettPr. When we j(o to Bombay or Ddhi, 
some friends mvlte ws to their houses, and 
we tod that s»a or seven people live in a 
amrii tot, living by tums* some sleep in 
letaya. How long can a society live untor 
Ptnythi^M in which large number of its 
people have no place to sleep. Solsuwest 
Immediate action be taken to acquire 
unoccupied lands,i.within a radius of 50 
miles of at least the metropolitan cities of 
this country— Madras. Bombay, Calcutta 
•od Delhi, and to distribute it free to the 
people who have no place to live. Oiganised 
construction of colonies can follow later 

The problem of unemplojmcnt as, you 
know, is a massive problem. It is preg¬ 
nant with dangerous potentialiues. 1 
suggest labour-intensive industries be 
started in every panchayat of our country. 
At least one industry shpuld be located in 
every pnehayat, and every family should 
have at tw* <me monber earning a salary 
0 ^ ii 0 l less tha n Rs. ISO a month, so that 
the monbaa of the family can look up 
to at least one person as its bread-winner. 

Mow attention will have to be paid to 
tbefiddof science and technology'. We 
be thankful to our scientists, 
particularly agricultural scientists, for 
produdag the great green revolution. I 
am SUM that if sufficient encouragement 
is given to out scientists, these very saen- 
tiati nd their brothers could equally 
produce an Indian Industrial revolution. 
And we industrialise the country 

and start particulariy medium and small 
scale Industries. I do not think the massive 
problem of tmemployinent can be solved 
oMtly. The besic heavy industries and 
the sophisUeated industries can never solve 
the masdve unemployment problem of the 
type that we have today. 

lawyer point to another revolution. 
I mgidAnid we have not exidoited fully 
tha ;iismrii 1 nnn potentisUtW of our 
eegnaa lunnri n~'*rlTtn widi whichour 


couatiy abounds. Even as we have pro¬ 
duced a green revolution, dm marine 
biologists, if proper encoiaetement is 
given, can certainly produce a great Blue 
Revolution. Already, from notlUng m 
1952, we are now exporting to the tune of 
over Rs. 30 crores of marine products 
from the small State of Kerala. If we can 
emphasize this aspect of our economy, 1 
am sure we can exploit the rivns, back¬ 
waters, lagoons and the oceans and give 
an impetus to the marine and river pro¬ 
ducts industry. 

1 welcome the suggestion of the Preri- 
dent to appoint a task force to remove the 
obstacles which may come m the way of 
implemenbng rural programmes. A isu 
deal for labour, improvenmit in indus¬ 
trial relations, creation of a well-equipped 
managerial cadre and changing the func¬ 
tions and structure of the administrative 
apparatus are imperative needs of the 
day. 

in this connection, may 1 suggest that 
at the polfcy-making levels we have not 
been lagging behind, but it is at the stage 
of implementation that we have failed the 
people. It IS my view that ths State and 
Central Secretariats are not suited to the 
changing times. 

J. know of devdoped countries where 
theie are no Secretariats at all. Our Cen¬ 
tral Secrettnat and the Sute Secretariats 
are amorphous organisatimis which are 
steeped in red tapism, multiplicity, duplies* 
turn and overla{q>iuS which can never be 
railed upon for implementing tune-bound 
programmes. I wontor what will happen 
if an expenment is undertaking to abolish 
the Secretariat* and «atuzst the whole 
thing to the various Ministries concerned, 
subject of Qsurse to provisions being made 
for co-ordination betwerai the various 
Ministries. These secretariats of ths pattern 
w« have are the creatures of British impe- 
rhdism which never trusted us—the 
Indians; they abreys checked, ledhedced and 
doidto chedeed and for diat they wanted 
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under secretariet, deputy secieUries and 
joint secrMariet. We do not have to sus* 
pect every person; everycme is supposed 
to be an honest citizen. We Aould have 
a positive approach, If some important 
countries can do away with secretariate, 
wc can also try $o that at the implemen- 
talion stage things get done. I am not 
trying to cast any aspersions on the num¬ 
erous brilliant co-citizens of the civil 
service. I am afraid, many of our talented 
men are to some extent wasting their time 
in the service; their talents could be utili¬ 
sed for more productive nation-building 
activities. 

Another point 1 would like to high¬ 
light is the imbalance that is developing in 
Dur country. A new caste system is grow¬ 
ing Some'States have become affluent while 
other States remain undeveloped and are 
dubbed as low castes. States like Bihar, 
Orissa, Andhra and Kerala should receive 
the benefit of a crash programme for deve¬ 
lopment. -..(Interruption). 

Speaking for my home State, unless 
immediate steps are taken for industrialisa¬ 
tion 1 am afraid the vast army of edu¬ 
cated unemployed and the rural under¬ 
employed would ignite a volcanic irruption, 
the iinmmsity and intmisit,y of which one 
cannot predict now. 

Sir, I think of the tense of thousands of 
party workers and othm who sympathise 
with our programme and who came to 
"tpport us at the elections, I am sure that 
"tore than 75 per cent of those persons were 
enthused by hj^ idealism. But there are 
a few at least who do expect that they would 

.iobs. Thcgi' comelhim poor families. I 
have gone to some of their families during 
'be elections. How long can they wait with¬ 
out jobs. To alleviate the problems of un¬ 
employment of my home State I suggest 
'be following schemes. The second ship- 
building 3 ^ be completed as early 


as possible. The other diy Mr. A- K. 
OtjpalBo referred to this; it has become a 
chorus with him. Already some Bttqss have 
been taken. Most of us kitow it wilt come; 
but he uses it for party ^purposes. There* 
fore, in order to obviate the miegivli^, 
immediate steps should be taken to complete 
that project in record time. A petro>chemi- 
cal complex should be sanctioned immedia¬ 
tely utilising the by-products of the Oxhin 
refinery. A titanium complex should also 
be started immediately utilising rare earths 
available in our Slate. A steel plant should 
be started in Calicut immediately taking 
advantage of the high grade iron ore depo¬ 
sits found there. A scheme for off-shore 
exploration of oil in the Ari^ian sea should 
be undertaken in the wake of the off shore 
find wc recently had in Bombay. Touriwn 
should be encouraged and as part of It 
Boeing 747 should be made to land at 
Cochin and Trivandrum. 

Fishery development, including deep- 
sea fishing, should be encouraged. The 
fast-declining industry of cashew, coir and 
rubber should be given adequate protection. 
1 have mentioned these, not because 1 am 
so much self-centred but because, 1 believe 
the State can be a developed State, if these 
are attended to.

I would 
like to submit that today the illiterate and 
the landless people of West Bengal an 
waiting for a democratic legislation as soon 
us possible for distribution of land to them 
Some miscreants along with left adventu¬ 
rists arc creating some trouble in West 
Bengal in this connection. T would request 
that the Government oflScials should take 
note of it and they stiould formulate soon a 
programme to channelise these lands to the

I would like to point out on this occa¬ 
sion that the situation in West Bengal is a 
leading indication of the .situation in India 
as a whole.

11 u pailianici tiry toi stiiucncy It 
has been tl t cxpciiti tc m tl c past, m fact, 
scvtial unilpaints were Rctivtd, and rep- 
lescntat Cl s were Ttetote fy tic Ejection 
Commission that we should change the 
old met lod and that wt should follow a 
bettei method which had been followed m 
Fngland for several yeais, and that method 
w as to do the counting constitucncy-wise 
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in a parliamantary constituency. It has 
been the expeWcnce in the past, particu- 
iorly in cities and also in villages that 
groCtps of people living in certain locali¬ 
ties, sometimes based 'on communities 
and sometimes based on certain castes 
which were grouped together in a certain 
locality, were subjected to intimidation 
before the elections. Often threats were 
given that if votes were cast in favour of a 
particular party or a particular candidate, 
then the whole locality would be subjected 
to harassment and trouble after the elec¬ 
tions. In some cases, these threats uttered 
in the past proved to have come true, in as 
much as localities, particularly those [in¬ 
habited by backward communities, suffered 
from harassment after the elections. 

Now, this happened because when the 
votes in a particular booth were counted 
separately, it being restricted to a small 
number of votes, it was absolutely possible 
to find out th(f locality which voted in 
favour of a particular candidate or political 
party. This resulted in harassment and 
intimidation even after the elections. 

There were two results. One was that 
as a result ol this intimidation, in many 
localities where this harassment was threa¬ 
tened, people did not come out of their 
houses at all to vote on the election day. 
So many people who otherwise wanted to 
vote for tile candidates or parties of their 
choice did not exeicise thcii franchise. So to 
prevent this harassment after the elections, 
to prevent people from being deterred from 
coming out to vote on the election day on 
account ot the threat uttered before the 
elections, a new procedure was adopted so 
as to have counting done assembly -consti¬ 
tuency-wise which consists of a large num¬ 
ber of booths. Even before the counting 
commences, all the ballot papers in various 
bootJis are mixed up so that at the time of 
counting, you do not know which vote has 
gone from which voter in which locality in 
a particular constituency. 

1 his was the object of this amendment. 
1 believe it has been welcomed all ova the 
country in these elections. People have 
come out to vote more freely without fear 
than in past elections. I have noticed, par¬ 
ticularly in the city of Bombay-everyone

knows that in the city of Bombay these 
questions wac more pertinent-where people 
were mainly concerned with threats not 
only during elections but all round the ye«' 
where whole communities were threatened 
that if they voted, say, for the Congress or 
for the Jan Sangh, they will be visited with 
such and such consequences after the elect¬ 
ions, many people felt honestly and since- 
rely that if they came out and voted, their 
lives would be in danger, their properties 
would be unsafe and their woman-folk 
would be in danger. This is what was in¬ 
tended to be stopped and the result is quite 
clear from the fact that even where these 
threats were prominent, as in the city of 
Bombay-and I am sure in many other pla¬ 
ces people came out with much less fear 
than in the last elections to vote. 

That was why I began by expressing my 
surprise as to why objection should be 
taken to a procedural reform really more 
directed towards bringing the procedure in 
keeping with the attainment of the objective 
of having a free and fair election.

SHRI H. R. GOKHALE : The reasons 
why in West Bengal some voters did not go 
to vote and were afraid to vote are well- 
known all over the country. 

That was the threat to the lives of the 
people, because violence in Bengal is so 
rampant today and it is a matter of every 
child's knowledge why people in Bengal are 
afraid. It is no use complaining about this 
when it is every body’s knowledge that much 
before and much after the elections people 
were apjvoached in their houses and shot 
dead. 1 did not want to refer to Bengal. 
What is the use ? 

I wanted to refer to the change of pro¬ 
cedure and I believe that I have dealt with it 
elaborately. The reason for the change was 
Kall> to remove the fear of threats, fear of 
suppression, fear of harassment after the 
eleciion'. Particular reference has been 
mitdc to the backward communities living 
in certain localities. Special precaution 
w.tb taken particularly in localities where 
Hanjans live, where these threats are likely 
lo be more effective, where polling booths 
were located in the very heart of the loca¬ 
lities thcmselv<». There is no doubt, that 
the actual result has been seen in l he clcct- 
ion.s. I would submit that this change 
which was made in the method of counting* 
IV one step further in bringing our election 
iiw and rules thereunder to be in confor- 
itiity with democratic ptoccsses. 

Then it has been complained that elect- 
tons took place on the 1st, 5th and 6th and 
yet counting was not done till the 10th. It 
® Well known that it has been the experie- 
“oe lu the past that the results of the elect- 
tons in one section of the country or even 
•It One section of a State or locality often 
^akc an impact on other sections of the 
or locality. If this change 
M not been made, probably some of the 

f les who have b^ defeated in the clec- 

"s would have come with a much 


l^er strength. It was to prevent the secu¬ 
ring of advantage by any one political 
party tliat this change was made. Even 
though the counting was made at different 
places on different dales, th« ultimate 
result about the verdict of the people was 
made known on one day and no voting was 
to take place after the results in any part 
of the country were declared. That is why 
tliere was delay, but really this was no delay 
because ihe whole thing was over in ten 
days. What is the use of making com¬ 
plaints against procedures which are made 
to prevent malpractices ? 

It ha.s been said that Government 
machinery ha« been misused and so on. 
Thousands and lakhs of people have no 
doubt that the elections in this country 
have been free and fair. 1 have no doubt 
about it. It is a real iiony that a com¬ 
plaint .should come from Shrimati Gayatri 
Devi lor example that so much money lias 
been Used. Ihatlhc princes and ilicir 
reprcscnlativcs should make this complaint 
is really ununderstandable.' In fact, in the 
ciiy ol Bombay for example people went 
with money bags to vvoi k against the rul¬ 
ing Congress, were on our lues. 1 

have heard of I his harmeumg all over tJte 
country. My hon. friends must be awaie 
of Jt but may not picier to speak about it. Il 
is an irony iluil people who fiavc used mon> 
on a very inrge scale are complaining that 
money has been used.

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SHRI R. BALAKRISHNA PILLAI 
(Mavolikara) ; Mr. Speaker, Sir, I am 
supporting the Motion moved by Shri 
Bhagat and seconded by Shri A.C. George. 
Within the time at my disposal, I would 
like to say something about certain sali¬ 
ent features of the President’s Address. 

As a person coming from Kerala, the 
most under-developed part of India, 1 
have to say semclhing about the unempioy- 
ment problem which is the biggest problem 
of our State. 

Sir, after Independence, for the last 
23 years we were neglected by the Centnd 
Government in all spheres. We were not 
given the proper share of large and medium 
industries in the public sector. No rail¬ 
way except a fifty mile metre gauge system 
and also no major iirigation protect has 
been given to Kerala. Our ship-buildmg 
yard is still {tending over some minor ob¬ 
jections. It has to get clearance from the 
.lapanese experts. I do not know exactly 
what holds up that protect, We were 
having a major port at Cochin which is 
now almost neglected. Our industries, we 
were promised like petroleum Chemicals, 
tiansformers, precision tools, titanium 
complex, etc. are either shelved or shifted 
to some other Stales. Wc were given only 
a DDT factory and the Hindustan 1 atex 
during the course of the last 23 years of 
Independence which provide employment 
only for 500 persons. Tlie State wliich 
is having the highest percentage of litciacy 
and highest percentage of educated unem¬ 
ployed is denied the chances of establi¬ 
shing new industrial concerns over the 
last 23 years, which is highly bad. 

Sir, we earn every year crores of rupees 
worth foreign exchange from our hill pro- 
duM and other produces. It is beyond 
doubt that Kerala earns the highest per¬ 
centage of foreign currency amongst all 
Indian States. So, if (he high aims expre¬ 
ssed in the President’s Address of pro¬ 
viding employment to all educated 
youth are to be fulfilled, the Central 
Government will have to provide some 
bigger industrial concerns so as to give 
employment for at least 2 to 3 lakhs of 
people every year in our State. Our young 


doctors, mgineers and educated youth are 
left un- employed and feel depressed. 

Then about our present industries, 
vie., coir and cashew, th^ earn nearly Rs. 
100 crores worth of foreign exchange every 
year to the nation but they are to-day at a 
Btandstill. More than six lakhs of workers, 
especially, women workers who aro en¬ 
gaged in these industries are left unemp¬ 
loyed. Only immediate attention by the 
Government to these industries can save 
these industries. 

We have talked much about cashew 
industries here. I also request the Govern¬ 
ment immediately to adopt the following 
remedial measures for stabilisation of the 
cashew industry. A national minimum 
wage board should be set up (o enforce 
uniform wages in the cashew industry 
which is at present spread over Kerala, 
Mysore, Maharashtra. Goa, Tim'l Nadu 
and Andhra. 

Direct the STC which is now supplying 
raw nuts to cstaiilish a Cashew Corpora¬ 
tion to take over the export trade by pur¬ 
chasing cashew kernels from industrialists 
at a price which contains a nominal profit 
over the actual cost of production. 

Direct the STC or the Cashew' Nut 
Corporation to sell to the Kerala State 
Cashew Development Corporation cashew 
nuts at a re.isonable price or vivc them ttic 
agency for distribution on a small com¬ 
mission so that the State Corporation may 
lake over those factories which have been 
closed down 

Direct the STC or the Cashew Nut 
Corporation to allot quotas to industria¬ 
lists on the basis of the number of work¬ 
men on the registci or w hose names are 
on the muslei rolls considering each 
registered fac' ory as a single unit on con¬ 
dition that the alh'ticd quota will be 
processed only in that factory and not 
diverted to some other factory for pro¬ 
cessing. 

Then, Sir, since the industry is mainly 
dependent on the imported nuts and since 
the African countries arc competing in our 
export trade, this industry should be 
brought under the Industrial Development 
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Motion of Tkafdcs on the

A> I< T> C. demand to impro>e 
Industrial Relations 

*67. DR. RANEN SEN : Will 
the Minister of LABOUR, EMPLOYMENT 
AND REHABILITATION be pleased to 
state : 

(a) whether the All-India Trade Union 
Congress has demanded disbandment of the 
Indian Labour Conference and setting up 
of a body with high Level representative 
of all the Trade Union Centres, Employees’ 
Federations and Employees’ Organisations 
to work out a new basis for industrial rela¬ 
tions in the country ; and 

(b) if so, Government's reaction thereto ? 

THE MINISTER OF LABOUR, EM¬ 
PLOYMENT AND REHABILITATION 
(SHRl R. K. KHADILKAR) : (a) No, Sir. 

(b) Does not arise. 

DR. RANEN SEN : Is it known to the 
Government that most of the central trade 
union organisations are skeptical of the 
National Labour Commission’s recommenda¬ 
tions and that the AITUC in particular has 
written to the Government that the 


recommendation on the National Labour 
Conference, namely, setting up of tribunals 
etc. is a time killing device, that the so- 
called consensus evolved through the Indian 
Labour Conference, the triparties bodies, are 
standing obstacles to the working class 
movement and only helps the employers 
and that the AITUC instead demanded 
promotion by the Government of bipartite 
negotiations between the employers and the 
employees such as steel agreement, life in¬ 
surance corporation employees agreement, 
etc. and reorganise the Indian Labour Confe¬ 
rence in the best method possible to make 
it useful ? If so, what is the Government’s 
reaction to that ? 


MR. SPEAKER : The question should 
elicit information, not pass on information to 
the Minister. 


DR. RANEN SFN : I am asking whether 
(lie Government is aware of this or not. 


SHRl R. K. KHADILKAR : We have 
not received any communication from the 
AITUC demanding the disbandment of the 
Indian Labour Conference and setting up a 
body with high level representatives of all 
the trade unions. The hon. Member referred 
to some sort of a communication. The 
Labour Conference is a tripartite body. 
Though at one stage in 1969 Mr. Dange, 
theirleader in the AITUC, dissociated himself 
from the conference, since then AITUC has 
participated on some committees. The main 
question you have posed is whether in view 
of the recommendations of the National 
Labour Commission it would not be desirable 
to make consultations more broadbased. 
I would like to point out to the hon. 
Member that we are in constant touch with 
the labour leaders abart from/the All-India 
Trade Union Congress and other all-India 
organisations. We would like to consult them 
and prepare the ground. As the President 
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himself has been pleased to say in his 
Address : 

*’coosuit leaders of trade unions and 
managements in order to evolve sound 
industrial relations and to secure in¬ 
creased productivity consistent with a 
fair deal for labour. Improve¬ 
ment in industrial relations is as 
vital as capital and technology for 
increasing output.” 

Therefore, 1 would like to assure the hon. 
Member that to achieve this objective, we 
will certainly take early steps to invite not 
only the all-India bodies but leaders of other 
independent trade unions as well as trade 
union centres, and after preparing the 
ground, sometime in the month of May, 
would certainly have a sort of formal con¬ 
ference where all the issues raised by the 
bon. Member could be discussed. 

But our main object is,- I would like to 
assure the hon. member, and I think he 
shares that objective—that we want to en¬ 
sure better industrial relations and industrial 
peace so that the btoad social objective 
before us could be achieved with full partici¬ 
pation of all parties concerned. 

DR. RANEN SEN ; Just now, the hon. 
Mininter said that the Government of India 
would try to broaden the basis on the 
recommendations of the National Labour 
Commission. If that is the objective of the 
Government of India, may I know whether 
there would be a special consultation, speci¬ 
ally on the basis of the recommendations 
of the National Labour Commission whose 
recommendations mostly have been rejected 
by other trade union bodies, not only the 
All-India Trade Union Congress but the 
other federations of bank employeees, msu- 
ance employees, defence employees etc. ? 

SHRl R. K. KHADILKAR: As 1 said ear¬ 
lier at this meeting, where representatives of 
all the trade unions as well as representatives 
of the All-India bodies, not only the three 
but the breakaway new faction of the CPM- 
C.I.T.U. as they call it—will gather, all 
these matters will be discussed there with a 
view to bringing about a certain consensus 
so that we could later on, when we meet in 
the annual labour conference, find it useful 
and we will achieve some results. 


SHRI A.N. VIDYALANCAR : What steps 
do the Government want to take to make the 
decisions of the Indian Labour Conference 
effective and put them into practice, because 
so far, many of the decisions have not been 
put into practice ? 

SHRI R.K. KHADILKAR: All these steps 
that are taken, are taken on the basis of 
the consensus in these tripartite organisa¬ 
tions. So far as we could see. most of the 
decisions were given effect to. If the hon. 
Member could out to me and particular 
point that was raised, accepted in the confer¬ 
ence and not given effect to, then I will look 
into it.

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SHRI R K. KHADILKAR : The National 
Labour Commission had something to say 
on this point. They have recommended as 
foilbws: the representation at the tripartite 
should be restricted as the first step to those 
central organisations only which have a 
membership of at least 10 per cent of the 
unionised labour in the country. 

“There should be a review every year 
to accord representation to organi¬ 
sations on this basis.” 

Keeping this broad criterion in^view, cer¬ 
tainly this point will be considered if the 
organisation to which the hon. member 
referred fits into this category. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE ; May I know 
whether the hon. Minister has gone through 
tlw various recommendations of the National 
Labour Commission and wfaetbM one of the 
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jj^^mmcndations, which is most reactionary 
s that strikes in public undertakings and 
i<i%ntial services should be banned ? The 
Minister knows that whenever there 
li? been a ban on any strike, there have 
liccn more strikes. That is the history of 
,(l,.r countries. Is he aware that all the 
irade union organisations belonging to de* 
entc, railways, etc. have all resented the 
ccommendation ? If so, what is the reaction 
)f the Government to this most reactionary 
c.oiumendation ? Will Government reject 
his particular recommendation lock stock 
ind barrel ? 

SMRl R. K. KHADILKAR : This is one 
if the iccommendations and he is aware 
hat Government has not acted on that basis, 
t IS not n question of banning strikes.

*68. SHRI R.P. DLAGANAMBI : Will 
the Minister of INPORMATION AND 
BROADCASTING be pleased to state : 

(a) whether Government have rccieved 
any representation about providing 
opportunity to propagate rationalist ideas 
over All India Radio; and 

(b) if so. Government's reaction thereto? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
^MINISTRY OF INFORMATION AND 
BROADCASTING (SHRIMATI NANDINI 
SATPATI lY) : (a) No Sir. However: one of 
the objectives of various AIR’s programmes 
has always been to promote a secular 
outlook, scientific temper and rational 
approach to problems. 

(b) Does not arise. 

SHRI R. P. ULAGANAMBI : In a 
country like ours, where the literacy rate is 
very low and the hold of blind follow¬ 
ing of a bygone tradition is enormous, we 
should inculcate in the minds of the people 
the spirit of inquiry and rational approach 
to all the problems. Unless suporsilion is 
fought and obscurantism is removed, it is 
very difficult to have scientific thinking and 
scientific outlook. Will the government con¬ 
sider allocation of some time in the All 
India Radio for the propagation of rational 
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approach and scientific method in solving 
the problems of the country ? 

SHRIMATI NANDINI SATPATHY : 
That is what I said in my reply. While the 
AIR is planning its progrdmme this 
aspect is always kept in mind and the 
programmes are planned in such a way. 

SHRl R. P. ULAGANAMBl : Now the 
All India Radio is allocating time generously 
for various items like Katha Kalakshepa, 
discourses of puranic stories and shastras, 
which justify the caste system and untouch* 
ability of the Hindu Society. Will the All 
India Radio allocate some time to counter 
all this type of propaganda ? 

SHRIMATI NANDINI SATPATHY : 

I do not think the puranic stones which are 
broadcast from the All India Radio on chil¬ 
dren’s programme or any other programme 
go against the secular ideals of our country. 

SHRI P. R. DAS MUNSI : May 1 know 
whether there is any specific proposal to pio- 
pagote nationalist ideas and nationalist pro¬ 
grammes among the youth, particularly in the 
Yuva Vani, which is meant for the students 
in schools, colleges and universities ? 

SHRIMATI NANDINI SATPATHY : 
Yes, Sir. The Yuva Vani programme ii 
mainly meant for them. In every programme 
of the All India Radio, including those 
which cater to (he youth and students of 
the country, this is included. 

SHRl G. VISWANATIIAN : The Minister 
is as vague as possible in her reply. I want 
to know specifically whether any time has 
already been allocated by the All India 
Radio, and if not, whether they are going to 
allocate in the future, for the propagation of 
rationalist ideas ? 

SHRIMATI NANDINI SATPATHY : 
The whole programme of the All India 
Radio is based on rationalist ideas. The 
programme for farmers, the family planning 
programmes, all these programmes are based 
on rationalist ideas. 1 think the government 
is mat irrational. 


SHRl PROBODH CHANDRA : In the 
year 19i4 at the Education Ministers’ Conf^ 
rence there was a suggestion that the All 
India Radio should broadcast at the begin, 
ning of the school programme the nationni 
anthem or some such other song which cn> I 
ates a sense of nationalism among students.

SHRI S. M. BANERIEE: I am happy that 
a committee has been appointed but a com¬ 
mittee takes a long time specially because 
when it is an expert committee experts do 
take more time. In the meantime what are 
tile longterm and specially short-term progra¬ 
mmes to give some interim relief to the lakhs 
of underemploy ed persons? Is there any pro¬ 
gramme fur the interim period before the 
submission of the report ? 

StIRI R. K. KHADILKAR : Theobserva- 
iioii ilut It IS an expert committee is not cor- 
reic and is not borne out if he were to see 
the names. For instance, Shri Jyotirmoy 
Unai IS one of the members. By what cate- 
g>'\ will you call him an expert? I know, he 
has ttade union experience and background. 


Regarding the second part of the question, 
1 would like to say that pending the report 
of the committee Government are already 
undertaking specific programmes to deal 
with this problem of uiwmployment. As a 
part of this attempt a crash scheme for rural 
employment, which is to be implemented 
from the commencement of this year, will 
form the nucleus of the programme for the 
expansion of employment. This programme 
Will be linked to schemes for arising the pro¬ 
ductivity of the soil. These schemes are de¬ 
signed to improve the conditions of small but 
Poientially viable farmers, sub-marginal far- 
fors agricultural labour and dry farming 
wd Chronically drought-affected areas. The 
construction and renovation of minor irriga- 
tion sources and the provision of basic ame- 
nities, such as, drinking water and link- 
toads, are to form part of this programme. 
These are the programmes whereby new 
emloymeot opportunities will be created. No 
telief, as he says, is being contemplated be¬ 
cause these proframmes have been given 
effect to. 


SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : Sir, my 
name has been mentioned.

The Finance Minister in 
his speech while introducing the Budget has 
also given same information about the pro¬ 
gramme and same specific sums have been 
allocated for the purpose. I am sure, the hon. 
Member will try to understand the implica¬ 
tions of it and see, even if there is no name 
of land army, that it will create a new enthu* 
siasm, a new climate, in the rural areas so 
that the people will voluntarily come foward 
to implement these schemes.

SHRI TRIDIB CHOUDHURl : 
This Committee has been appointed to 
suggest ivays and means of removing 
unemployment. Unemployment is a patent 
fact. But the standing scandal is that 
neither the planning Commission nor any 
other expert body except perhaps the inquiry 
undertaken by Prof. Dantewala has tnaikr 
any assessment of the actual back-log of 
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unemployment, under*employmeat and all 
these things. May 1 know whether this Com- 
•mittee will have to start its work without 
any such assessment before them or whether 
this Committee will undertake such assess¬ 
ment and, if so, whether it is included in 
its terms of reference? 

SHRl R. K. KHADILKAR : In fact, it 
is clear from the recommendations that the 
Danetwala Committee tried to lay down 
certain criteria to determine unemploy¬ 
ment. What we call unemployment 
is in a vi^ue manner. He wanted to 
give a specific meaning to it and 
ascertain what is the total unemployment in 
the country, categorisation and all that. 
From the terms of this Committee, it is very 
clear that this is not the object of this Com¬ 
mittee which has been set up under the 
Chairmanship of Mr. Bhagwati. The object is 
very clear. The Committee is expected to 
review the position. Of course, while review¬ 
ing the position and making recommenda¬ 
tions, they will have tb ascertain what is 
really the unemployment problem, what is 
the present state of affairs and how many 
are unemployed in the country because vag¬ 
uely many estimates are given. But keeping 
in view the Dantewala Committees' recomm¬ 
endations, they will make their own assess¬ 
ment. 

SHRI A. P. SHARMA : This Committee, 
it appears, has been appointed to suggest ways 
and means of solving the problem of unem¬ 
ployment. May I know from the Government 
whether the Government is in a position to 
say what is the exact size of the problem of 
unemployment, how many people were unem¬ 
ployed in the country till the Committee was 
appointed and whether the Committee has 
been asked to suggest ways and means to 
find out employment for those who are 
unemployed, whether they are educated or 
uneducated. 

SHRI R. K. KHADILKAR; As 1 stated 
earlier, to give exact figures keeping in view 
certain criteria that have been placed before us 
by the Dantewala Committee is very difficult 
at the present juncture. There are various 
estimates. Some go to the length of even 
20 millions and more. But the main purpose 
of the Committee is in regard to those who 
are job-seekers, whether they are educated 
•r uneducated, whether they are in urban or 


in rural areas, and they will have to recom. 
mend some measures by which this back, 
log of unemployment as well as growini 
unemployment could be lessened.

Rise in price of Sugar 

*70. SHRI S. L. SAKSENA ; Will 
the Minister of FOOD AND AGRI¬ 
CULTURE be pleased to state the reasons for 
sudden rise in the price of sugar without ant 
ostensible reason for it, particularly when 
the price of sugarcane has not been increased 
at all ? 


THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THt 
MINISTRV of FOOD AND AGRICUL- 
rURE (SHRI ANNASAHIB P. SHlNDl'I- 
rhere has been no increase in the prices of 
levy sugar. Prices of free sale sugar had 
fallen in the months of January 
February 1971, due to less offtake of sugar 
in these months but these prices have risen 
Ughtly in March 1971, A possible reason 
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for the rile may be the increased demand for 
Sugar due to the onset of the summer. 
However, sixty percent of sugaris distributed 
through controlled channels at fixed prices; 
and adequate stocks of sugar are available to 
correct the price trend of free sale sugar 
through the mechanism of monthly releases. 

SHRI S. L. SAKSENA : Is it not a fact 
that the price of sugar in U.P. for the last 
two months is Rs. 130 per quintal in the 
retail market ? 

SHRI ANNASAHIB P. SHINDE: I would 
like the hon. Member to appreciate the fact 
that even the prices which are higher are 
lower than the prices of levy sugar in Delhi, 
('alcutta and Madras. So, though there is a 
ii'ie during the last two months, the free 
sugar prices were lower than the levy prices. 

AN HON. MEMBER : Will the hon- 
Ministei please tell us whether it is a fact. . 

MR SPEAKER : That is not the way of 
I ailing my attention. I am not allowing 
riie hon. member who put the question can 
ask one more supplementary. 

SHRI S. L. SAKSENA : What steps is 
the minister going to take to arrest the rise 
in prices ? 

SHRI ANNASAHIB P. SHINDE : I have 
already indicated in my reply that the stock 
position of sugar in the country is so com¬ 
fortable that even if there is any maiginal in¬ 
crease in the price, the Government will see 
to it that more sugar is released in the mar¬ 
ket and prices are maintaind at a fairly 
reasonable level. 

SHRI HARI KISHORE SINGH : Is the 
hon. Minister aware of the fact that whenever 
the marriage season commences, especially 
in rural areas, sugar prices go up and secon¬ 
dly, whether it is a fact that whenever there 
IS more demand, especially, during summer, 
the release of the quota of £0% free sugar is 
delayed or the proper quantum of sugar is 
not released ? 

This Is our experience in the rural side, 
especially, in Bihar that whenever the marri¬ 
age season commences, the sugar prices go 
up. 

SHRI ANNASAHIB P. SHINDE : I can 
assure the bon. Member that during the 


coming marriage season we will see that more 
quantities of su^r are released and even 
this was done last year. So, the hon. Mem¬ 
ber need not have any apprehension in this 
regard. 
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SHRI ANNASAHIB P. SHINDE : There 
is no pooling system as such but there is one 
difficulty which 1 should explain to the hon. 
Member and the hon. house (hat the levy 
puces of sugar vary from zone to /one and 
for instance, they are the lowest in Maha¬ 
rashtra about Rs 117.50 excluding excise 
duty and in Madhya Pradesh, the price is 
Rs. 157. That means a very high range, the 
difference being R$. 40. That is because 
the cost of production is more. The cost 
structure is evolved by the Tariff commis¬ 
sion and since the sugar prices depend upon 
the sugar content and the sugar recovery 
and the duration of the season, naturally 
there is a variation in the price structure of 
sugar from zone to zone. 

SHRI M. RAM GOPAL REDDY : I 
am the President of a cooperative sugar fac- 
hary. I want to plead (he other way. 
Recently the Government has accepted the 
wage Board recommendations and that is 
having additional burdens on the sugar fac¬ 
tories I want to know this : Is there any 
formula before the Government to see thM 
the wage increase is reflected in the auvar 
price ? 

SHRI ANNASAHIB P. SHINDE : Fiwi 
of all. I would say, let the sugar factoriM 
accept the Wage Board Award and then we 
will see. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : What it 
the of production of sugar in the fac¬ 
tories in the States of U. P., Maharashtra, 
Andhra and Assam respectively ? , 

SHRI PILLOO MOOY : And BangU 
Dash . 
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MR. SPEAKER : It is not as simple as 
tbal. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU ; He is 
ready to answer. 

SHRI ANNASAHIB P. SHINDE : The 
TariiT G>mmission report was laid on the 
Table of the House. The hon. Member 
has not cared to see it. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : You can 
say what it is. 

SHRI KALYANASUNDARAM : May 
1 know whether the Minister is aware that 
there is difference of at least Rs. 1,000 per 
every tonne of sugar. The production cost 
comes to only Rs. 900 and the price fixed 
even by Government is above Rs. 1800 per 
tonne. Does the Government feel that this 
margin is necessary for the inillowners ? 

SHRI ANNASAHIB P. SHINDE : I do 
not know on what basis the hon. Member is 
drawing his conclusions. The present price 
structure of sugar is based on the cost of 
sugarcane, raw material, manufacturing cost, 
plus return of Rs. 10.50 per quintal. That 
is broadly the recommendation of the Tariff 
commission. So, in India the price of sugar¬ 
cane, the raw material, relatively being 
higher, I don’t think it is possible to do that.

(b) The reference to Oiigit end Hunza 
as being part of North West Pakistan, ins¬ 
tead of Pakistan occupied Kashmir, was a 
mistake. The official concerned has 
been cautioned to be careful in future. The 
new road links Gilgit and Hunza in Pakis¬ 
tan-occupied Kashmir with Sinkian in China 
and not directly with Tibet. 


DR. KARNl SINGH: Pakistan has illeg¬ 
ally occupied Gilgit and ceded it to China. 
But this broadcast over All India Radio has 
vertually accepted their claim over Gilgit, 
and Pakistan’s right to cede it to China, and 
we no longer accept the autonomy of Tibet.

SHRIMATI NANDINl SATPATHY: i 
have said, it is a very unfortunate mistake 
The story was done in a hurry. Of course, 
already adequate arrangements exist there to 
ensuce the factual Correctness of the news 
broadcasts but unfortunately this was done 
in a hurry and this mistake was committed.

Inmi some big newspapers. Government 
have, llu-reforc, been following a policy 
calculated to foster the growth of small and 
nietliuni newspapers, in the matter of all* 
ixaiion of newsprint import in the matter of 
ailuciition of newsprint, printing machinery 
aud issue of Government advertisements. 

(b) A dep irinjilal study of the owner 
ship pa'tern of the companies publishing 
newspapers has been instituted by the 
Department of Company Affairs. 

SHRIANANTRAO PATIL : Sir, you 
were yourself a reputed journalist for some 
years, and you know the plight of the small 
and medium language newspapers in this 
country. The monopolistic tendencies in 
the press industry have gone on increasing 
and the big newspapers belonging to the 
big business'houses are trying to strangulate 
the small and medium newspapers by their 
nefarious practices. May 1 know what 
concrete steps Government contemplate to 
take to curb these monopolistic* tendencies ? 

SlIRIMATI NANDINI SATPATHY : 
I liave said that the Department of Company 
AITairs is going into the matter, and as soon 
as We get their recommendations, we shall 

what action we have to take about it. 
But as far as the small and medium news* 
papers are cooceroed. we have taken some 


measures such as allocating more newsprint, 
more advertisements and giving them all the 
foreign exchange they need for importing 
printing and composing machinery. 

SHRI PILOO MODY : They do not 
even reply to the letters, let alone the 
question of giving them facilities. 

SHRI ANANTRAO PATIL : By giving 
this meagre help to the small newspapers, 
we cannot curb the monopolistic tendencies. 
May I know fiom Government whether they 
contemplate to introduce price-page schedule 
in one form or another and try to levy an 
advertisement tax on the newspapers on a 
slab system ? 

SHRIMATI NANDINI SATPATHY 
Regarding the price-page schedule, it is not 
possible to have it, for according to the 
Supreme Court’s decision jn the Golaknaih 
case, we cannot now reintroduce it. Regard¬ 
ing the advertisement tax, we have already 
sent our opinion to the Finance Ministry. 

SHRI MOHAN DHARIA : Is tiie hon. 
Minister aware that the total advertisement 
revenue in the country is to the tune of 
Rs. 35 crores, while the advertisements of 
the Government are to the tune ofRs. 
crores. In these circumstances, if specific tax 
is not levied on the advertisements coming 
from private industries, how can Govern¬ 
ment restrict these big monopolistic chains 
in the country ? Secondly, if the Consti¬ 
tution is coming in the way, may I know 
when Government will think of amending 
the Constitution, inste.id of merely giving 
these assurances all the while ? 

SHRIMATI NANDINI SATPATHY : 
All these questions can be re-oxaniitied in 
view of the new situation.

THE MINISTER OF LABOUR. EM- 
PLOYMENT AND REHABILITATION 
(SHRI R. K. KHADILKAR) : (a) A Sub- 
Committee set up at a meeting of the Heads 
of Public Sector Undertakings has evolved 
a set of Model Principles to be folloived 
when ordering promotion of industrial 
workers in Public Sector Uodertakings 
These Model Principles have been commu¬ 
nicated to all public sector undertakings for 
their guidance. 

(b) and (c). One of the Model Prim ipics 
provides that the drafting of the promotion 
procedure or the adaptation of any model 
promotion procedure in any public sector 
etHerprise must be preceded by the lull 
possible consultations with recongnUed trade 
untoni or service associations, or, if there 
are no such recognised unions or associa¬ 
tions, with all categories of woikers in 
general. 

SHRI B.K. DASCHOWDHURY : Whal 
about recruitment ? Shri Raja Kuikarni. Is 
there a check to find out which of the public 
sector undertakings have introduced and 
implemented the model rules formulated for 
recruitment and promotion and which have 
not ? 

SHRI R. K. KHADILKAR: It is ex¬ 
pected of them to introduce and follo'x 
these rules. But in practice, certain devia¬ 
tions have taken place. If be points out 
particular cases, I will inquire. 


APRIL 1, 1971 
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SHRI RAJA KULfCARNI : Is it part of 
the accepted national policy to give ptefe- 
rence to persons in the local areas in respect 
of noo-techoical categories of jobs ? 

SHRI R. K. KHAD1LK.AR : So far as 
recruitment and promotion are concerned, 

] would like to make it clear that in the 
lower categories of posts, /. e- unskilled, 
semi'Skilled, clerical workers and routine 
clerks, promotion is to be based on seniority 
subject to fitness. This has been accepted. 
When a job requires a higher skill or a 
different skill, promotions should be made 
on the basis of trade tests, qualifying tests 
and seniority-cum-merit. While holding 
trade tests, a representative of the recognised 
union, technically qualified, should be 
associated as an observer, wherever possible. 
Fur commercial, ministerial and adminis* 
tiative jobs, there should be a system of 
qualifying tests for promotion to higher 
grades, for selection posts, the criterion 
should be mainly merit. 

SHRI RAJA KULKARNl : The answer 
given is not to my question. 1 asked about 
preference being given to persons in the 
luoality in respect of non-technical categories 
of jobs. 

SHRI R. K. KHADIKAR : On that point 
also 1 would like to clarify the posi¬ 
tion. The public sector undertakings have 
been specifically instructed that recruitment 
to posts Carrying a basic salary of less than 
Rs. 500 per month should be mad<? only 
through the local employment exchange. 
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SHRI R. K. KHADILKAR: So far u 
the trade unions are concerned, if they are 
going to favour a particular man because 
he is a member of the union, I think they 
are failing in their duty. 

MR. SPEAKER ; Kindly say yes or no. 

SHRI R. K. KHADILKAR : So far as 
the other part is concerned, offiicers favouring 
that also should not happen. If it happens 
we have to stop it. 

SHRI DAM ODAR PANDEY: The hon. 
Minister has just stated that he has sent 
some model n^jes to the public sector under¬ 
takings, but there are certain public sector 
undertakings which are not at all following 
these rules. He lias stated that in the mat¬ 
ter of promotion and recruitment these 
rules are being implemented. May I know 
what check there is at the Government level 
to ensure that the public sector undertakings 
which have been given these instructions 
follow them ?

Property Act, 195 1 , and the oustees were 
settled in 41 villages in the second phase, 
after 1958, land was acquired under the Land 
Acquisition Act, 1894, and, according to 
the provisions of this Act, oustees were paid 
prevatent market rates aiongwith 15% sola¬ 
tium. Figures of oustees under the second 
phase are not readily available. 


(c) The Chandigarh Administration has 
reported that no such assurance was given.

The Honourable Member is pro¬ 
bably referring to the Article “Rural 
Industries in the Indian Economy” published 
in the January, 1971 Issue of the Reserve 
Bank of India Bulletin. The conclusion that 
not much headway has been made in regard 
to rural employment is not strictly wananted 
on the basis of the facts stilted in study which 
is confined only to a few seicciud rural 
industries and docs not take into accoun. the 
wide spectrum of developmental activities 
undertaken in the rural areas. Even a large 
number of other small-scale industries and 
those covered by the rural industries projects 
have not been taken account of. The limita¬ 
tions of the data on which this conclusion 
is based have clearly been admitted in App¬ 
endix II to the article. Moreover the part 
played by rural industries in the generation 
of employment opportunities in the rural 
sector is only a fraction of the total employ¬ 
ment generated as a result of various other 
devlopment programmes in agriculture and 
allied fields which also do not seem to find 
a place in the study. 

(c) In addition to the increasing em¬ 
phasis on small scale industries including 
those under the rural industries projects, a 
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number of special schemes designed for il 
benefit of small farmers and agricultural u 
bourers have been taken up with a view 
ing unemployment and anderemplny„i( 
in rural areas. These include among othe 
schemes for development of small farintn 
dry farming, dairy development, are a 
lopment and rural works programme. More 
recently a crash programme for rural einp. 
loyment, with an outlay of Rs.50 crores fo, 
1971-72, which envisages the cmploymeni of 
a minimum of 1,000 persons in each disinct 
has been approved and will be impleminted’ 
forthwith. Implemmtation of these sp«,,.| 
schemes would not only enable the weaker 
sections of the rural population to partiu. 
pa'c in the process of development anj shve 
in the benefits of economic growth but wii| 
also lend buoyancy to the ecanomy therebj 
creating larger employment opporiuriiies.

Statement JI 

Various development programmes inclu¬ 
ded in the Fourth Five Year Plan 
in the fields of agriculture, industry, 
transport and eommunications, irrigation 
and power and social services which are ex¬ 
pected to create more employment oppor¬ 
tunities for the unemployed (including the 
educated), have been spelt out in detail in 
the Fourth Five Year Plan (1969-74) docu¬ 
ment. 

Apart from the programmes included in 
the Fourth Five Year Plan, some special 
schemes designed for the benefit of the 
weaker sections of the society, particularly 
in (he rural sector have also been taken up 
for creating increasing number of employ¬ 
ment opportunities. The details of those 
schemes have been spelt out in the docu¬ 
ment “Towards Growth with Social Justice” 
distributed to the Honourable Members 
alongwith Budget papers for 1970-71. Some 
of the more important of these schemes 
are setting up of small farmers’ develop¬ 
ment agencies ; schemes for marginal far¬ 
mers and agricultural labour ; scheme for 
development of dry farming ; rural works 
programmes ; area development schemes. 
Special emphasis is also being laid on the 
promotion of medium and small scale 
industries. A scheme for providing techni¬ 
cal and managerial “know-how” as well as 
necessary credit through the State Bank of 
India, nationalised Banks and other insti¬ 
tutions like the national Small Industries 
Corporation to technically qualified persons 
to come forward as enterpreneurs is being 
implemented. 


More recently the Government have 
decided to sanction a crash programme for 
rural employment. The programme {foi 
which a sum of Rs. SO crores has been pro¬ 
vided for the year; 1971-72) will be imple- 
mented forthwith. This programme envisages 
employment of a minimum of 1,000 persons 
in each district of the country on works of 
an infra-structure nature. 

Necessary steps arc also being taken for 
strengthening the career advice and voca¬ 
tional guidance programmes in universities 
and schools to channelise the youth into 
productive empioyment/self-eniplovmeni. 
Simultaneously, the existing training pro¬ 
grammes are being re-orgrnised and re¬ 
oriented with a view to making the persons 
with technical qualifications, particularly 
engineers and craftsmen, bettor equipped for 
self-employment and employment.

May I 
poini out to Mr. Vajpayee that we have won 
this election not only in the States where 
out parlv was in power but also in States 
whcic the opposition parties were ruling ? 
In the State where the Congress (O) was 
ruling, there was a rout of the opposition 
|Mii\. il in this election money would have 
pUvfd a part, many of us would not have 
bivi) here. Our seats would have 
filled by Rajas, Maharajas and busi¬ 
ness Magnates. The fact that business mag- 
nu'cs, the Rajas and tycoons have lost the 
Lleeiion is itself ample proof that money 
had no part to play in this election. 
This election has not been won in terms 
of money. This election reflects the 
desire of the people not to have anything 
' to do with right reaction and left extremists; 

' this election reflects the desire of the 
, people to support the programmes and 
policies for which the Prime Minister 
stands. What arc these programmes ? The 
programmes, broadly speaking, arc abolition 
of poverty, reduction of disparities between 
the income of the rich and the poor, suppr¬ 
ession of communalism in any form of 
tlircciion and putting a stop to lawlessness 
“'••I violence prevalent in different parts of 
tl'C country. 

So far as the question of abolition of 
I poverty is concerned, I am sorry to note 
• in the President’s Address we do not 
'od any detailed reference though. some 

ications are there. Of course the alloca- 
•on of Rs. 50 crores will be only a humble 
^ginning, jn this context. May i submit 


that all the States have their own peculiar 
and special problems without the solution of 
which there cannot be effective solution of 
the problem of poverty ? Speaking of my 
own Slate, unless the problems arising out 
of the floods in the Brahmaputra and its 
tributaries are solved, we cannot expect 
any solution to the problem of poverty 
in our State. 1 would request the Central 
Government to give due attention to 
this. 

It is also a matter of concern that in 
spile of the fact that there has been a ri.se 
in national income and per capita income 
there has been a rise in malnutrition in 
the country. According to a study of the 
Reserve Bank the percentage ■ of under-fed 
in this country, which in 1951 was 52 per 
cent, rose to 70 per cent in l967-(i8. Obvi¬ 
ously, this requires attention from all of 
us, including the government. 

So far as the quesUon of educated 
unemployed is concerned, we do not find 
many proposals in the President's Address. 
On my own behalf I would suggi^t that a 
complete reorientation of the educational 
system is necessary if we have to solve 
this problem. 

Coming to the question of reduction 
of disparities in income and wealth, obvi¬ 
ously, we shall have to place more emphasis 
on nationalised undertakings. It is a matter 
of great concern for all of us that all is 
not well with the nationalised undertakings. 
A study of the working of 15 nationalised 
undertakings reveals a loss of about Rs. 41 
crores during the first six months. The 
Railway Minister stated in the House the 
other day, which we noted with concern, 
that there has been loss in the railways. 
The Hindustan Steel shows increasing Joss 
during the last two years. 

Obviously, there are some general 
ailments for which immediate cure is 
accessary Two ailments have come to my 
notice. Firstly, there is the dilution of 
responsibility amongst all of us. There is a 
feeling current in the count’y today that State 
property is nobody's pioperty. The me thas 
come when we should improve the educa¬ 
tional system and make people aware that 
State property is our property. If Something 
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is not done in that direction we cannot 
expect the nationalised undertakings to 
function well. 

Secondly, the nationalised undertakings 
are taken by the management as the dum* 
ping ground of their pets. The worst 
managerial staff are dumped there. This is 
also taken as the forum for demanding 
higher wages and better amenities by the 
workers. 

The first has led, obviously, to bribery, 
corrutpion,nepotism and consequent ineffici¬ 
ency; the second to lock-outs and strikes 
with consequent loss of Government revenue 
and a setback to growth. I request the 
Government to firmly handle the question 
of nepotism, bribery and corruption and to 
see that selection of personnel and promo¬ 
tions in nationalised undcrukings are done 
only on the basis of efficiency. It is also 
necessary for the irade unions to see that 
these nationalised undenakings are not 
made a forum to demand higher wage 
levels and to push up prices. 

The second question of reducing the 
disparity lies with the question of putting 
a ceiling on urban property. There again, 
I feel that mere ceiling on urban property 
will not serve the purpoese if compensation 
is paid for the excess property that is taken 
from people. Then it will only be a 
substitution of liquid assets in place of 
solid assets. I would ask the Government 
to take measures to see that when excess 
property is taken compensation is not paid. 
I am aware that if the present things are 
allowed to exist it will hit the fundamental 
rights guaranteed under the Constitution. We 
are also aware that in the present state of 
affairs we cannot amend the Chapter on 
Fundamental Rights because Golaknath's 
case will stand In the way. Therefore, I 
request the Government to take immediate 
measures to see that the sovereignty of 
Parliament is restored and we are in a 
position to amend the provisions of the 
Constitution if necessity arises. 

In this context I would only like to 
point out that property, in the true sense 
of the term, cannot be fundamental. What 
is a fundamental right ? Fundamental 


rights are those rights which are necessary 
to every individual. A child, when he is 
born in this world, comes to the world 
without fetters. Therefore the right to libe¬ 
rty is a fundamental right, when a child 
there is hardly anything to distinguish 
between a child born of rich parents and a 
child born of poor parents. A child born of 
rich parents or of a maharaja does not 
come with ornaments and a poor child is 
not bom with rags, every child born is 
equal. Therefore there is the fundamental 
right, the right of equality. In this world 
there are the two fundamental rights. The 
rights to liberty and of equality. If any other 
fundamental right has been incorporated 
in the Constitution it is high time, when we 
arc pledged to a socialist society, that we 
should take steps to see that all those 
fundamental rights are obliterated from 
the pages of our constitution and the 
supermacy of Parliament is restored.

DR. MELKOTE: For the past three or 
four days, we have noticed with pleasure 
that the House gave its support and expre¬ 
ssed sympathy to what is occur! ng in Hast 
Pakistan in their struggle. The people 
of Bangla Desh have tried to uphold 
the traditions of democracy as well 
■IS non-violence. I hope the same feelings 
will prevail in this House in support of my 
contention if I make out a case for a sepa¬ 
rate Telengana for which 1 have given 
uuc notice of an amendment to the Motion 
uf thanks to the President for his Address, 
^ay 1 bring to your notice that in spite of 
two having passed since the eight-point progra¬ 
mme by the Prime Minister was announced, 
no white paper has so far been issued with- 
rogard to how it has been implemented? Is 
h not time for such a white paper to come 


before the House so that people may consider 
what is occuring in Telengana 7 

I would like to bring to your notice 
equally that in the stru^le for the past 
14 years in Telengana, we bad made repre¬ 
sentations to the Government both in the 
State and here, and ultimately had to resort 
to the Courts with writ petitions. We wont 
to the High Court and the Supreme Court 
not once or twice but six or seven times, 
and every! ime the Supreme Court and 
the High Court have decreed in our 
favour, and in spile of this, neither the 
Central Government nor the State Govern¬ 
ment have taken measures to implement 
them. If you are to throw overboard the 
decisions of the High Court and the Supreme 
Court, where and how does democracy exist 
in the country? 

People have been saying that Telengana 
is an economic problem. I have heard the 
Prime Minister also say this. But 1 would 
like to bring to your notice squarely that 
the whole countfy is faced with economic 
problems. We in Telengana have been fac¬ 
ing economic problems as other regions do, 
but what IS occurring there is this, that the 
Andhras who are in a majority have been 
come down there and had been sitting tight 
on our neck and exploiting the region, 
in spite of coming to an agreement called the 
gentlemen’s agreement. 

We in Hyderabad were not prepared to 
merge ourselves with the Andhras. The 
late Pandit Nehru, our revered lc.ider. sent 
word to our people and pleaded with them. 
Then our late leader Shri Ranga Reddy was 
asked what the feeling of the people were in 
his region, to the merge with Andhra 
he said that 99.9 pcicent of the 
people did not want to merge with Andhra, 
When this occured, the Andhras came down 
with a gentleman’s agreement saying that 
the surplus of the Telengana region would be 
spent in Telengana, that they were economi- 
"liaily forward and would bring their riches to 
TeWmgana, that they would improve our 
educational institutions, that whenever the 
Deputy Chief Minister’s post occurred, it 
would go in rotation etc. To this day we 
have to see if it has been implemented. 
The Prime Minister two years made a pro¬ 
mise in this House that she would do her 
very best to see that conditions there 
improved. 
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[Dr. Meikote] 

The instances are not one or two. In the 
Secretariat in Hyderabad there are more 
than 5,000 posts. Even today 1 would like to 
challenge the Andhras to bring out the figures 
for the last 10 to IS years add tell us how 
many Telengana people are working in the 
Secretariat. 1 would like place before you 
that out of 5,000 people there, there are 
only 500 from Telengana. 

In the Electricity Board newly constitu¬ 
ted about four or five years back there are 
500 posts newly created. Out of this only 
500 Telengana people are there. 

At Pochampad they have constructed a 
beautiful dam on Godavari, and 
the retired Chief Engineer told us 
that if the canal was taken a little 
higher up, and it is impossible to do it, it 
would irrigate Nizamabad, Warangal and 
Karimnagar Districts to the extent of an¬ 
other five or six lakhs ,of acres, but they 
have taken it low down, almost bordering 
on the river, so that the Telangana region is 
not bencnicd, so tiul the surplus water might 
go to Godavari for a second crop at Oawlc- 
shwaram in the Andhra Area. 

Similarly, in the Nagarjunasagar Project, 
I may mention here that on account of the 
resistance of the Telangana people to the 
injustice th.u is being done there, there has 
not been a Mngle Superintending Engineer 
from Telangana for the past few years. Let 
them come out with facts and figures. 

Similarly, in the Srisailam Project, out 
2,000 people working there, from Chaprasi 
to the Chief Engineer, 1,800 people belong 
to the Andhra area and only 200 to the 
Telangana area. 

We had a surplus of more than Rs.20 
crores in the beginning. Instead of spending 
it in our region, it was spent in the Andhra 
region. The surplus in the Regional Commi¬ 
ttee was found to be Rs. 108 crores. The 
Bhargava Committee was set up and it was 
found out from the Andhra Chief Secretary 
or Finance Secretary-if our Secretary was in 
the Finance Department, we would have got 
the correct figures-the Committee that there 
was Rs. 41 crores surplus to be brought 


from Andhra and spent in our region. It is, 
perpetual menace. It is not an economy 
problem; it is a question of Justice being 
meted out to Telangana area. Sometime 
back the Congress Party was united. On 
account of the struggle there 350 persons 
were killed by the Central reserve Police 
Is this a small thing to be brushed aside' 
In the nine districts with a population of 
1.5 crores more than 55,000 persons went to 
jail, out of whom more than 5,000 wcie 
women. The students made the greatest 
sacrifice. It is not the political leaders who 
came forward to lake up this question. 
It is the gazetted and non-gazetted 
government servants who found that 
their promotions were withheld and 
jobs were drying up, who found that jobs m 
industries were going to Andhra region 
alone. It is they who started the struggle 
and they have sent here a student leadci to 
plead their cause. This colonial rule has 
been perpetrated for the past fourteen years. 
We see no end to this in Telangana. When 
Mr. Morarji Desai was the Finance Minister 
in the Cabinet in 1969, 1 placed before 
him the fact that 350 persons were killed ’ 
He said ; “what does it matter if people get 
killed !” Look at his reaction. People expre- 
ased their feelings in a non-violent niannci 
This is what he said. When the Chief Minis¬ 
ter of Andhra Predesh submitted his resig¬ 
nation Nijalingappa and Kamrai s.iid 
that he enjoyed the majority and thcu'loic 
he should bo allowed to continue. There was 
not a single Andhra lady or gentleman, nol 
a .single M. P. from the Andhra region lo go 
to' us lo find out what was happening and 
pacify our feelings. Still they have temeriiy 
to speak in Parliament and say that they 
have done everything in the matter. 
Our heart boils at this. We feel sorry that 
this should occur. I am glad Mr. Chavan is 
here 1 1 like him. In their recent elections 
they had their programme, the Ruling 
Congress got this majority. I know that 
people elsewhere voted for Indira Gandhi|i • 
(Intermptions) They called it Indrajal or In¬ 
dira jal but it had no effect on the Telangana 
region at all.‘Out of fourteen ten Members 
belonging to our Samiti got elected. Tltf 
Government party could secure only tbf®® 
seats. With only three seats which means 
twenty per cent, they want to brush aside 
our aspirations. Is this democracy ? 
only three Members from that region as 
against the total of 14 Members, they ^7 
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tbal the Telangana people do not deserve a 
separate Telengana and they want to perpetu¬ 
ate this rule. During this election hon. Mr. 
Chavan had fixed up a programme for visit¬ 
ing but he did not go there because it was 
be who sent the Central Reserve Police as 
Home Minister and possibly he was afraid 
of what would happen to him, I could only 
surmise. 

The people of Hyderabad want two or 
three things here and now. We want separa¬ 
tion of the State immediately. We have 
shown it by democratic methods, instead of 
fighting is out in the streets. In the mid¬ 
term elections it has been shown and in also 
the Assembly elections for Hyderabad and 
Siddipet, the Government could not gel 
any seats; they lost by more, than 20,000 
voles. 

For the Parliamentary elections, in spite 
ul the support that Shrimati Indira Gandhi 
got all over the country, in spite of the fact 
that all our borders are commandeered by 
Sliiimati Indira Gandhi’s followers here, we 
in Telengana could not be taken in by Indita 
J.ii. We have fought bravely in the 
I Unions and our people have supported us 
till the simple reason that they have suffer¬ 
ed, sacrificed all these years. In spite of this, 
m spite of showing our desire for sep iration in 
a democratic method, that democracy is not 
sustained. And if democratic opinion is not 
al'owcd to sustain, and if the expiession of 
one and a half crores of people is given the 
go-b\, where would the sanctity for 
democracy ? If the Supreme Court judgments 
are not acted upon, if the judgment of the 
people is not heard, and justice is not done 
to the people, when so much of injustice 
has been perpetrated for the last 14 years, 
Wh.it are we to tell the Government ? 

MR. SPEAKER : Please conclude. 1 have 
given you more time already, 

DR. G. S. MELKOTE : The president 
of India came to Hyderabad and said that he 
'*'ould intervene and try to do something 
and see that the Telengana peoiHe 

justice. but is this the type 

justice that we should get in a demo- 
cracy ? What is the meaning of this demo- 
‘^facy where the ideas of of non-violence and 
democracy are given expression to 

supported but not acted upon 1 
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We have proved by the ballotbox ; 
instead of a streetfight; we have 
shown democratically that we deserve this 
justice here, and we have shown that 
democratic conditions exist in Hyderabad. 

We have been working with the Congress 
for the past 40 years, but we are now stiting 
in the opposite benches. The youth of Telen¬ 
gana who have not known the ruling Congress 
who have not worked with them, are very 
restive today. They will create conditions 
which the Government will not like which 
we shall not like. Will the Govenment allow 
this to happen ? 

I only plead that this Government should 
take cogni/ancc of the whole situation. 
It is not a question of the distribution of 
surplus; it is not a question of employment; 
it is not a question of which government 
comes to power. Four and a half crores of 
Telugu spe.tking people have got to live 
in amity and peace. 

• 

J am pleading before the Members here 
that two St.ites should be formed-Tclengana 
and Andhra Pradc.h. I plead this with all the 
vehemence at mv command. For the past 14 
years, wc have seen that this Government 
is incapable of acting upon its words, that it 
does not mind what is occurring to our 
people and today, when so much ol upsurge is 
occurring in Fast I’akistan, and the expiesion 
of democracy and support for non-violence 
is given here by this House. I hope this 
Government will take up the c.isc of Iclcn- 
gana and that during the Prime Minister’s 
reply to the debate on the President’s 
address, she will rleclare that a separate 
Tcicngane Stale has been given. 

With these words, I resume my seat.

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At the same time, I cannot help express¬ 
ing my joy at the fact that the great storm 
that has been raised by this Congress in 
securing the mandate of the people in the 
iMtional polls has swept aside the old 
Congress Government from the face of 
Gujarat. 

While I appreciate the policy statement 
made by the President in his Address, I 
cannot help referring to the absence of a 
subject that may be called ‘delicate’ but as 
an old Gandhian 1 cannot help fulfilling my 
duly. 

I refer. Sir, to the total absence of any 
principle of abstinence and simplicity which 
should be observed by the high and the 
mighty in the land. 

It is cornmon knowledge that the inco¬ 
me ..nd the privileges that are enjoyed by 
till Ministers, both at the Centre and in 
ihu States, have been the subject of some 
tiitivism in the Press, 

I would again request this Government 
to see that not only encomiums, but the 
privileges, salaries and allowances etc. that 
are cn)oved by the President and the 
Governors and the Ministers both at the 
Centre and in the States arc leviewcd and 
recon->idcred, so that the people whom 
Government wants to held, for whom great 
promises have been made, would be sn a 
better position to appreciate the great 
lemons of Socialism and Equality that are 
going to be implemented by this House and 
by this Government. 

I want mainly to refer to the question 
of Property Rights. 1 feel that this Govem- 
uicnt is doing nothing but treading on the 
gulden-path that has been set before us 
by Gandhiji himself. I just want to read a 
sentence or two from Gandhiji’s own 
"'ords. I quote’ : *. 

“I would be very happy indeed if 
the people concerned behaved as 
Trustees.” 

means the rich. 

.“But if they fail I believe, we 


shall have to deprive them of their 
possessions through the State, 

with the minimum exercise of 

violence.” 

What is more, Gandhiji has offered a slx- 
point formula for the guidance of the 

people and the rulers of our country. 
He has specifically laid down that 

the Gandhian doctrine “does not recognise 
any right ot private ownership of property, 
except in sn far as it may be permitted by 
society for ii~ owm welfare.” Then, “it 
docs not exclude soical regulation of 
ownership and use of wealth.” After all, 
the question is not about the right to private 
property. The question is the Government’s 
right to regulate the use and acquisition 
of property. Therefore, I say that this 
Government is following in the footsteps 
of the great path that Gandhiji has laid 
down. So, there is no question of any moral 
scruples in regulating ihe si/e, the corpus 
and the owncryiip and acquisition of 
propeity. 


Then, the most important question that 
faces us is obout the compensation to be 
paid. So far as the compensation is concer¬ 
ned, many Governments in the States and 
the Central Ciovernmcnt also have taken 
adequate measures in the matter so far as 
rural properly is concerned. People’s 
memories arc short. The zamindan system 
has been abolished, and there was the 
question of the compensation that was 
payable to the zamindurs. The Central 
Government by an amendment of the 
Constitution has made the amount of 
compensation payable for the abolition of 
estates or for faking over some part of the 
estates noii-justicidble. If it is possible for 
the governments in the States and at the 
Centre to impose ceilings on lands and also 
to make (he compensation payable for what 
has been acquired by Government non-justi- 
ciablc. what stands in the way or what 
could stand in the way of (his Government’s 
putting a ceiling on all uiban properties 
or non-rural properties along with other 
properties and making the compensation 
non-justiciable ? If it could be made non- 
justiciable so for as the rural areas are 
concerned, there is no argumeut for not 
adopting the same amendment of the Cons¬ 
titution for non-rural property. That would 
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also apply to all the other rights that 
accrue to the rulers and the princes 
etc. 

There is one more point. There are many 
schemes of housing, rural and urban, which 
cannot be fulfilled because the land acquisi¬ 
tion law is very cumbersome. The land 
acquisition law has to be immediately simp¬ 
lified, so that Government, municipalities 
and authorised corporations can take posse¬ 
ssion of the land, leaving the amount of 
compensation to be decided by a court of 
the constitution is made with a view to 
making the clauses about compensation 
applicable to non-rural properties for the 
whole country and for all governmental or 
public purposes, there would be no diffi¬ 
culty in municipalities and panchayats and 
States and the central Government in 
taking possession of large acres of land 
which could immediately be used for build¬ 
ing houses for the rural * and the urban 
poor. 

SHRf AHMED AGA (Baramulla) ; Mr. 
Deputy-Speaker, the President ha.s said 
in his Address that hope and despair 
aio surrounding us in this world today. 
We are living under conditions where 
US aggression is still going on in Viet- 
Nam and the US is overdoing it 
there, while in west Asia, the USA is 
preventing Israel from coming to her 
senses for the restoration of peace there, 
whereas the UK is still giving arms 
aid to South Africa for perpetuat¬ 
ing its colonial rule in the world. While 
all this is going on in various parts of 
the world, and we have been feeling sad 
about it. We find that just next door to 
us, in East Bengal, after having allo¬ 
wed the people there to exercise their 
franchise and after their having returned 
Sheikh Mujibur Rehman with a massive 
majority, the Yahya Government did 
not allow them to function and did not 
transfer power to them as they should 
have done. This sovereign right they 
got by virtue of the vote of the people 
was denied to them. Instead, tanks, 
napalm bombs and armoured cars 
were and are being used against them. 
This is a situation in which we cannot 


be silent spectators. I wish the Govern¬ 
ment takes this matter much more strongly 
in the UN and see that this type of 
repression and neo-colonialism practised 
by the West Peikistan is put a stop to. i 
would also suggest that this issue should 
be taken up at the World Peace Council 
which is meeting in Budapest from the 
I3th to the l6th of May. We cannot 
be a silent witness to what is 
happening. 

Here T may recall the decis on that we 
in Kashmir took. Kashmir was perhaps 
very light when we said that the two-nation 
theory is wrong and religion cannot be the 
binding or cementing force for a nation. We 
have been proved right by the events which 
are taking place in East Pakistan. Because of 
the two-nation theory,we witnessed the parti¬ 
tion of the country. We were the vic¬ 
tims of that partition. But I am glad to say 
that Kashmir which is a small part of India 
was the place where this theory of two-na¬ 
tions was rejected, which has now been 
proved right. 

Now, the part of Pakistan which the 
West Pakistanis are attempting to hold by 
force cannot be held by force After ali, 
there is an awakening there. We are livm-; 
in an age when it is recognised by all il’d 
freedom is our birthright. It is not possible 
for any country to hold down anybody under 
subiugation. Therefore, I would strongly 
urge our Government to take up this issue 
seriously and act swiftly. 

Coming to another point we have 
obtained a massive majority from the 
people under the leadership of Shrmiaii 
Indira Gandlii. Shrimati Indira Gnndhi 
has faith in our people and our people 
have reposed their confidence and faith, 
in turn, in here. They have returned ui 
with a massive vote here in the hope that 
she will translate into piactice their urges 
and aspirations; because it is really the vie* 
tory of people, not of Shrimati Gandhi or 
we the members of the party in 
sitting here. It is the victory of the In 
nation. Therefore, the Indian nation 
that we will do something very quickly ” 
them. 
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Since you are not allowing me much 
time, I will confine myself to only one or 
two points more. First, I would take up 
tae question of land reforms. In this coun¬ 
try, we see that more than 50 per cent of 
our population have uneconomic holdings 
or are absolutely landless. The green revo¬ 
lution, about which we talk so much here, 
has perhaps touched only the upper and 
middle strata of the rural population; the 
lower strata have been completely left out. 
It IS time that land reforms were imple¬ 
mented expeditiously so that the tiller of 
the land becomes its owner too. Then and 
then only will he be able to go ahead and 
reap the benefits of the green revolu¬ 
tion. 

Those who hold uneconomic holdings 
now should be given more land to make 
ihcir holdigs economic so that they 
have sizeable holdings on which they can 
\\ork with the prospect of sufficient and 
remunerative return from them. 

Then I come to the unemployment 
pniblcm. We cannot wait or bide time in 
iliis matter. The problem is too serious 
and urgent to breek any delay in its 
solution. There are two types of unemploy¬ 
ment. First is the unemployment in the 
rural areas. A massive rural works pro¬ 
gramme must be taked immediately. Rural 
roads must be constructed and other things 
have got to be done. Along with these, 
rural electrification is a must. Without 
electrification, the rural areas will ^ not 
develop and unless they develop, the jobs 
Will not be there, therefore, something much 
more than what we have provided in this 
interim Budget and the Vote on Account Bill 
have to be done. 

We have got to see that the educated 
unemployed are provided with jobs. There 
mi two or three types of educated un- 
employcd. They can be doctors and other 
Pmiessionals who can be given loans through 
ihc Slate Bank and other Banks and helped. 
Then there is a large number of niatri- 
'^ulates and intermediates who are absolutely 
unfit to do any other job except entering 
*'®rvice. We have got to do something for 
them. \ leave it to the Government to 
u'ermine what has to be done. 

It is necessary and unavoidable in the 
Pt6seat context that a ceiling has to be im¬ 


posed on urban incomes, urban property and 
consumption. 

1 would like to conclude my speech by 
reading a few verses which perhaps you will 
like in the context of what 1 have said ;

new challenges Today there is no des 
pair, no frustration There is a growing 
confidence and conviction among the people 
that things can be better here and now lo 
the extent we are able to understand and 
discipline this universal national aspiration 
to the extent we are able to harness and 
direct this tremendous human energ}, lo 
that extent we shall be able to meet the 
challenge of the socialist seventies 

What are the challenges that wc faa 
today ^ All ellorts need to be made b\ the 
whole people and the nation to achic\o a 
pel capita income at least of Rs W4 bv 
the end of this development decade the 
decade of the 1970s Even if we achieve that 
pci capita income, it will be lower than 
what has already been achieved bv such 
developing countries as Ceylon, U A R 
and Mexico 

The net value of output of industrv ml 
mining will have to increase about 2 I 
times from about Rs 6,200 crores in P''i» 
71 to at least Rs 15 JOO crores in 1980 I 
and the ratio of output to investmen wii 
have to increase appreciably to mcc u 
challenge

So far as industry is concerned, inuu'itn 
will have to produce some 12 million lonii 
of fertilisers to meet the growing ncidb ol 
agriculture in the aiming decade Induurv 
should be prepared to gear itself to produce 
at Icist 2 lakh tractors and 1 5 million 
power-driven pumps 

A tremendous demand will bemideon 
industry by agriculture, when agncultuir 
picks up, for road transport, road buildin!> 
equipment etc , which will provide o'" , 
ployment to million of our people m the 
countryside The curient miserably lew «<•' 
of capital formation of barely Rs 122 crorci 
a year will have to increase fourfold if 
have to achieve this target. 

In 1967-68 the next investment m 
economy was Rs 3,250 crores only 
domestic saving was Rs. 2,470 crons. 1“*" i 
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^ a deficit of Rs. 780 crores. But this 
priKess wo caanot have the necessary capital 
forinatio” to help us in our economic 
jfoftth. From this deficit of Rs. 780 crorcs 
we stiull have to achieve a surplus by the 
end of this decade. To achieve the suiplus, 
we shall have to invest at least a net Rs. 
15,000 crores annually. 

That is the challenge of the 1970s which 
we are going to face. It needs the total 
effort of the entire people, the millions of 
people tn the country-side. 

By 1980-81 our requirements of crude 
oil are anticipated to grow to as much as 

million tonnes. As the programme of 
Oil exploration is very slow today, the im¬ 
port bill of crude oil itself and petroleum 
products will perhaps be about Rs. 250 
crores by the end of the decade. But this 
does not appear to be giving any anxiety to 
ihe people who are concerned with explo- 
raaon of oil. 

it ttio shortage of power has to be obvia- 
lul I'l the 1980s, we have to go ahead with 
iui(.lt.ar power generation on a sizable scale. 
In this field wc have to think of our own 
programmes and to gear them up. 

In the 19603 food was the biggest 
challenge to our people and Government, 
bui m the 1970s unemployment will be the 
biggest single challenge to our country and 
Covcniinenl. * 

These are the tasks, in a nutshell, for 
the coming development decade. But what 

the machinery which is going to attain 
inese targets ? It is, after all, a bureaucratic 
iMchinery that we have at our command. 
Here I would just like to quote Professor 
Mihalanobis. He has said I 

“Science and technology in India arc 
still captives of an outmoded system 
of government administration whose 
mam tasks in the British regime used 
to be the collection of revenue and the 
uiaintenance of law and order, which 
functions were taken over, without 
change, by the successor government. 
The nature of work of civil servants 
nevertheless become more diver¬ 


sified after independence, calling for 
greater initiative and decisions at all 
levels. The structure of the old 
“service” system of administration 
has, however, been preserved and 
strengthened, making it increasingly 
more unsuitable for its new responsi¬ 
bilities.” 

Therefore, I would like *o submit to the 
Government that to face the new challenge 
of the development decade this machinery 
that we have now has to be changed. The 
outi(x;k should change and there be activists 
placed at all sectois of the national economy. 

The public sector management should 
change. Wc should amend the ^institution 
when and wherever it is necessary. With 
the massive mandate of the people, wc can 
remove the poverty from this country only 
if we go ahead with the task of looking after 
the poorest of the poor. 1 hope, under the 
leadership of the l^rime Minster and with 
the support of all the democratic progressive 
sections of the people in the country, we are 
going to the succeed and we shall go ahead 
from slctory to victory. 

With these words, I support the Motion 
moved by my hon. friend, Shri Bali Ram 
Bhagit and seconded by Shri A. C. 
George. 

SHRI MADHU DANDAVATE (Raja- 
pur); Mr. Deputy-Speaker, Sir, I am conscious 
of fiict that the President's Address cannot 
spell out in detail all lire policies of the 
Government, It merely provides the frame¬ 
work within which the Government policy 
has to operate. But even then, 1 feel, the 
framework provided by the President’s Add¬ 
ress is thoroughly inadequate. 

Let me candidly admit (hat all socialists 
will be sorely disappointed at the President’s 
Address because it dose not re'Teci the urge 
of the people for radicalisation and deinocra- 
tistion of politics. 

Unfortunately, the President’s Address 
strikes a complacent note and says that 
the period of uncertainty and of mano 
euvers is over. It dose not take cognizance 
of the fact that politics of piracy and politi- 
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defections is still going on. No measares 
have been suggested to rout out politics of 
piracy and defections. 


In passing, let me just touch the issue which 
has been raised here on a number of occa¬ 
sions. A lot of reference has been made 
to unfair practices in the elections. 1 and 
my party have always believed that 
whenever any changes have taken place in 
the elections, rather than merely casting 
aspersions on the election machinery, we 
should objectively assess (he results 
of the elections. Those of us who are 
socialists and who have been routed out 
at the polls, rather than trying to talk in 
terms of the visible and invisible ink, 
should try to objectively analyse our own 
defeat and try to find out why we have 
been defeated at the pulls. That is the 
correct assessment. That must be arrived 
at. 

In the electios in Groat Britain, 
the gallop poll had predicted a messive 
victory for Mr. Harold Wilson. Actually, 
when the results came out, Mr. Harold 
Wilson’s party was routed out at the polls. 
The Labour Party appointed a team of ex¬ 
perts to try to analyse why the labour Party 
was defeated at the polls. Therefore, while 
accepting oar own defeat, spjrtangly at the 
same time, we shoitlJ try to devote ourselves 
with greater vigour and a sense of mission to 
the constiuclive aciivity and. wherever there 
is injustice, we must intensify our peaceful 
struggle against injustice under the banner 
of socialism. That is the only manner in 
which we can radicalise and democratise 
politics. We must ceaselessly fight against 
policies which are retrograde. The Address 
does not reflect the radical trends amongst 
the electorate. 

In this context, I must point out that 
the President's Address has miserably 
failed to indicate the possibility of making 
changes and introducing amendments in the 
Constitution which arc necessary to 
accelerate the pace of social transformation. 
For instance, a great measure like the 
constitution Reforms commission could 
have been suggested which would make 


the necessary recommendations for th« 
alterations in the Constitution. 

One of the very framers of the Constiiu. 
tion, late Dr, B. R. Ambedkar, while speak- 
ing in the Constituent Assembly of free India 
had said that deliberately the framers of the 
Constitution have not made the amendment 
of the Constitution impossible as in the 
case of Canada; extra-ordinary restiictions 
have not been put on the Constitution 
amending powers as in the case of Australia 
and America; but the procedure to amend 
the Constitution has been made fascile. 


In the light of this, probably, some 
changes in the Constitution could iiave 
been suggested. But we have found no 
such suggestions for such changes .n ibe 
Constitution. 


As far as the land reforms are concer¬ 
ned, I am sorry to say that the President 
has not taken cognizance of intensified land 
agitation that went on in the country. 
That agitation was launched on a massive 
scale in order to sec that equitable 
redistribution of land takes place pcncctul'v 
and through democratic processes. Sii, lei 
me point out to you that the immediate 
effect of this agitation was that the Prime 
Minister had to convene a Conference of Hic 
Chief Ministers to discuss the land problem. 
When at this Conference the Prime Miniiia 
herself in her inaugural Address said that 
there was a need to amend the ceiling lau. 
a number of Chief Ministers got up and 
stoutly opposed any lowering of the land 
ceiling. That is how the contradictions m 
the Congress (R) are going on and wc find 
no concrete steps have been sugested b' 
which the development perspectives 
be ciianged and the benefits of the 
Revolution ensured for not for the rural 
but for the lower strata of the pcasanir) 
in the country. No concrete measures Iw'is j 
been suggested. 


Sir, 1 am very sorry to find that m ' 
President's Address there is no refereav® •' 
all to the efforts to be made to 
need-based minimum wage to the iadus r< 
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as well as agricultural workers. No concrete 
measures have been suggested to ensure 
Iconoinit^ equality in the country. Sir, in 
ths prc-Indcpendence period the gulf 
l^iween the rich and the poor indicated by 
the ratio between the minimum and the 
miximum of incomes was 1:110 and now 
after so many years of Congress regime, 
ilic gap between the minimum and the 
maximum income is 1:320. No concrete 
measures have been suggested to bridge the 
gulf between the rich and the poor. We do 
not find any reference like socialisa¬ 
tion of the wholesale trade in foodgrains 
and Ollier essential commodities so that, 
on the one side, the interests of the agri¬ 
culturists are safeguarded and on the other, 
llic price policy is retained and the consumer 
also given the necessary benefit. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : Hon’ble

1 may point out to you the grave failure 
of ihc President’s Address in remaining cons- 
ok'ioiisly silent on the confrontation between 
the military regime of Gen. Yahya Khan 
.Old on the other hand the people’s oppres¬ 
sion in Fast Bengal. To a socialist like me 
ihu lesson of Eaat Bengal is not from (he 
point of view of the defence of the right of 
democracy and the right of self-determina- 
iion hut the defence of the spirit flf 
secularism in tliat country. There are poli- 
tieal leaders who gave the slogan of Indian- 
isi'ion of Muslims and that was one of the 
reasons that the slogan recoiled and gave a 
s'laiper edge to the victory of the Congress 
Ik). But, there in East Bengal, the only

heie was no reference to it at all in the 
Resident’s Address.

that in the Presi- 
the regional aspirations of 


the people of Telangana, democratically 
expressed through the ballot box in the 
mid-term poll, find no mention. The 
Government must realise that if the demo¬ 
cratically—established and expressed wishes 
of the people are not taken note of, it 
merely means putting premium on methods 
ot violence and undermining tiie cause of 
democracy m the country. That is the most 
important 1 would like to makes. 

In conclusion, let me point out that 
there arc some regional aspirations which 
may regenerate into chauvinism but there 
are regional aspiialions which may be 
legitimate. Unfortunately, I find, only when 
there is an aggression on our country, there 
is national integration, Hindus, Mussulmans, 
Christians, all unite only when there is 
a national crisis like the Chinese aggression 
or Pakistani aggression and when the 
aggressor recedes into the background, then 
we display the spirit of disintegration. Sir, 
our nationalism is something like part-time 
nationalism, like'a fire brigade coming 
only when there is fire and then receding 
into the background after exting¬ 
uishing the fire. Sir, 1 want full-time 
nationalism to be developed in the country. 
That spirit of nationalism is to be streng¬ 
thened forces of integration are to be 
strengthened and if that is done, only then 
it will be possible to strengthen the forces 
of seculari.-sm and tite forces of progress 

in the country.

In spite of the failures of 
Bhopal and Ranchi, wc want hundreds of 
Bhopais and Ranchis but run more elfi- 
ciently. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : He should 
resume his seat now. 1 am calling the next 
member. 

SHRI R. N, GOENKA : For want of 
time, I cannot expand what 1 have to say. 

SHRI R. KADANAPALLI (Kasergod): 
Mr. Deputy-Speaker, Sir, I whole-Iwartedly 
support the motion of thanks. We, the new 
and young members of Parliament, feel that 
tbe President's Address truly reflects the 
hopes and aspirations of the younger 
generation of IncUa unmistakably expressed 
in the recent general elections. The youth 
of India, who earnestly clamouied for a 
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change, equality of opportunity and a socia¬ 
list society, wisely made their choice. It is 
the unflinching loyaity and sincere efforts of 
the youth of this country which brought this 
socialist Government into power with a 
massive majority. 

It is an undisputed fact that in Kerala 
the youth and students, who were very clear 
in their mind about the future political set 
up of the country, rallied behind the great 
leader, Shrimati Indira Gandhi. They 
revolved against the reactionaries and ruling 
classes and they isolated the left adventurist 
counter-revolutionaries in unambiguous 
terms. The youth and common masses of 
Kerala made their choice clear. The reac¬ 
tionaries were routed and they lost their 
deposit and became a “Deposit Party'’, a 
fossil in the Indian political history. 

In the face of this gloiious victory, 
naturally, pessimism and despair have given 
way to hopes and optimism. We have to 
live up to the exfioctation of the toiling 
masses of India. They do not ask you an 
overnight change but they really deserve 
faster progress in the right direction. 

The President's Address ought to have 
mentioned refreshing change in the attitude 
to the problems of youths and students. We. 
who were not even in the primary classes 
on the day of independence who did not 
have opportunity to take part in the free¬ 
dom struggle, it is time those youths and 
students are given ample opportunities to be 
involved, to participate and be committed to 
the struggle for economic independence. 
May 1 suggest that the talents and energies 
of the youth be fully utilized in the national 
projects we are building up ? 

I suggest a work brigade of youth and 
students to work in the major projects, uti¬ 
lising a part of their holidays. Such schemes 
of voluntary participation will create a sense 
of deep commitment among the new genera¬ 
tion for whom they are all built. 

The participation of students in univer¬ 
sity administration, successfully tried in 
Kerala, must be extended on a national 
scale. 

It is high time that we completely re¬ 
orient our educational system to synchronize 


with a socialist society. ITie workers in the 
traditional but frustrated segments of indus¬ 
tries must be given special attention. The 
workers in the handloom industry in Kerala 
are in a state of despair. Schemes must be 
urgently formulated so that these traditional 
employments ate uplifted with modem faci¬ 
lities. Yarn must be made available to the 
handloom industry at economic prices. The 
explosion of the unemployment problem 
especially of the educated youth of Kerala’ 
must be taken up as a national responsi¬ 
bility and solved on a war footing. 

With these words, I support the Motion 
of Thanks on the President's Address. 

SHRI UNNIKRISIINAN (Badagara) 
Mr. Deputy-Speaker, I consider it a great 
privilege to have joined this House in the 
wake of a mass upsurge in favour of the 
foiccs of socialism, democracy and socu- 
laiism. This cannot be wished .away bv 
.slioulmg of jute barons like Shri Rainnath 
Goenka, or by the sonorous eloquence of 
leaders like Shri Atal Bihan Vaipiycc oi by 
fading Maharanies in anger. This is a laci 
they will have to be concerned about in the 
year to come because this country has 
changed i's destiny, not through cheinicaii- 
sation but through the votes of tht 
peasantry. Shri Vajpayee, Shri Goenka and 
the Mahaianis may take note of this. 

Shri Bal Raj Madhok, who fertilized ilit 
Indian political scene with his theories oi 
In&ianisation, is now trying to cheniic.ili't 
our democracy. But wc are not very mush 
enamoured of this kind of chcmicalisation 
We are interested mtire in development ol 
the fertiliser industry.

* The complex problems of our ecnnomv , 
and ro-structuring of Indian society caii 
hardly be stated in a Presidential Addre" 
which is rather limited in scope. The scope 
of the Presidential Address was misundei- 
stood when'some people here referred yes¬ 
terday to the absence of the word 'socia¬ 
lism' m the Address. The absence of the 
word ‘socialism’ does not mean that this j 
Government is not going to carry forward a 
socialist programme to which our patty i» 
pledged. 
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Slogans can generate a lot of heat ; they 
can probably also mislead people but slogans 
alone do not bring about a socialist society. 
V^hat is important is the right political pers¬ 
pective, the perspective on problems of 
economy, and the perspective on property 
relations ; and all this fundamentally 
matters when we think about restructuring 
our society. 


Our problems are complex and unique 
in many respects. For example, even if we 
compare ourselves to the underdeveloped 
countries or, rather to use a better word, 
developing countries, we can see that in 
Latin America and Africa they do not have 
the pressure of pojmlation which we ex¬ 
perience in this country. Our agriculture is 
nut dependent on an abundant rainfall as in 
South-Uasl Asia where they have a food 
surplus as a result. We do not have the 
great natural resources of the Middle East 
through which their balance of payments 
problems arc eased. So, onr problems are 
I'undamonialfy dilTerent and will have to be 
approached from a difTcrent angle. 


The problem of our national reconslruc- 
iion is a great challenge and 1 am absolutely 
tonlident and our party is confident 
that this could be achieved only 
through a peaceful revolution, a revolu¬ 
tion of fundamental change, whicn has been 
initiated in this country from the days of 
bank nationalisation two years ago under 
the leadership of Mrs. Gandhi. . 

While I welcome the positive aspects of 
the '‘green revolution” and the immense 
possibilities that it offers, we are really 
worried about the social tensions it has 
generated in the villages. I know that 
many Members are possibly aware that even 
in a US AID study made by a distinguished 
scholar, Franoine FranVel, these social 
tensions and the problem generated by the 
ercen revolution have been noticed and 
brought to the fore. 


The problem of the landless is a funda¬ 
mental problem in our agrarian economy. 
Wc cannot escape it by merely mouthing 


slogans of green revolution which some of 
our bureaucrats in the Agriculture Ministry 
are wont to do. We will have to funda¬ 
mentally change the whole approach lest 
these landless should erupt into a defiant 
challenge and force a great problem of social 
tension in the future. 

There arc many aspects also like the 
conflict between the irrigated areas and the 
non-irrigated ureas, between the cash crops 
and the cereal crops and so on, which I do 
not intend to touch here because the time 
which has been given to me is very limited. 

rndustriul growth similarly is faced with 
hard choices of technology, managerial 
resources and social costs. The problem of 
social costs in our industrial development 
should never be forgotten. But that is often 
done by the bureaucrats who have been 
trained in a different way. While the growth 
of public secior has alone—I would repeat, 
alone enabled this conniry to move forward 
and reach the piescnt level of industrial 
advancement, the concept of management 
needs to undergo drastic changes. Our whole 
coiiceptujl framework will have to be chang¬ 
ed. Wu shall have to pay serious attention to 
the problems of management and manage¬ 
ment resources. A lot of money is spent 
by the exchequer to train managerial talent 
in this country but whai is actually happen¬ 
ing is—particularly I refer to the institutes 
at Ahmedabad and Calcutta—^where we are 
spending lot of taxpayers’ money, it is very 
disgusting that they actually turn out mana¬ 
gers only for the private industry. We shall 
have to think seriously about this problem 
of managerial trainees because that is funda¬ 
mentally a problem which concerns future 
of our economy. This problem is intimately 
related to the Problem of a committed civil 
service also. 1 wonder why wc cannot send 
even some of our senior Secretaries back to 
their districts once in six years or so, 
so that they will come clo.'Jer to the hard 
realities of our social existence. 


Since you have limited my time. Sir, 
before 1 sit down 1 would again repeat what 
I said earlier that the l*rcsident’s Address 
is not a horoscope of the country or any¬ 
thing of that kind. This does not reveal 
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the socialist intentions of the Govern¬ 
ment. It IS only a tentative chronicle of 
what we intend to do during the next few 
months and weeks.

SHRI KRISHNA MENON (Trivan¬ 
drum) : Mr. Deputy-Speaker, Sir, wc are 
debating the President's Address. One nt 
the phrases that have gone round in Par]la¬ 
ment and in this country—and I suppose, 
the rest of the world,—is, what is called, 
the new look. And you look at this 
Address and you find no new look 
But, that, by itself, is not a con¬ 
clusive criticism. 1 do not hold to the 
view that the President’s Address must reler 
to everything. It is customary in Parlia¬ 
ment, it is necessary for the purpose of 
legislation, to know the orientation of 
Government. Platitudes, plethorisms and 
purposelessness will not make it. 

But, 1 am not prepared to say that die 
Government have neither good intern loni 
nor are they devoid of hope. 

I want to look at facts as they arc, to 
which 1 want to confine myself in this shod 
lime you will give me. 

This Address neither reflects an ebulli¬ 
tion that must come out of a veiy success- 
full party—no more successful than paines 
in the past,—or the favour that must come 
out of the determination to do soincthms. 
or the determination that must come out 
promises solemnly given. So far as the suh- 
ject-mattcr of my observations is concernoti' 

1 think perhaps it would be helpful ifl 
outline thc^ points that I am going to wlls 
about. Lwant to refer to uncmplnvw^ 
and the abolition of poverty to which Shf 
Y. B. Chavan referred even after 
Address, the question of rising prices, J 
problem of East Bengal and the bankrupts 
of our foreign policy, in addition to a 
matters relating to my own constituency. 
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Wc do not look merely at this Address. 
Then, what can we look ? Wo can look at 
the election promises, but they are as vogue 
and ns general as anything else, and everybody 
can find everything in them. But when we look 
at the performance in the last few days, we 
heard the Finance Minister telling us that 
the rupee was as strong as ever. Who is to 
believe it ? Then, he says that he will 
abolish poverty. Even the richest country 
in the world has not abolished poverty. 
In any case, it cannot be abolished by mere 
phraseology. 


Then, wc had another bit of per¬ 
formance by the very able Minister of 
Foreign Trade. The only thing that is foreign 
about it is that his ideas are not relevant 
to the purposes before him and so, his 
policy of foreign trade is just a reflection 
ot those ideas. Any attempt at reform and 
any attempt at social services that try to 
ambulance thisTprocess will only create fur¬ 
ther cwriomic evils, as in the ctse of social 
sanrity in America where each year, the 
nmnber of unemployed and the number of 
the pr)or go up from 30 million to 40 million 
and it is 43 million this year, because in 
iriu’ving poverty, at the same time, you are 
financing the monopolists. That is what 
the bon. Minister of Foreign Trade does 
in his foreign trade. There is nothing new 
tilers also. 


Looking at the problem of unemploy¬ 
ment, tlicre are no figures of unemploy¬ 
ment available. I do not quarrel with that ; 
perhaps, it is as well not to quarrel with it. 
But looking at the analysis of the Planning 
Commission, and basing our projectious 
thereon, there are probably 20 million peoole 
in this country who arc fully unemployid ; 
Ihcn, there arc probably about some 40 million 
'Vho are nominally employed, lhat is to say, 
employed for four or five days in a month ; 
then, there are probably about 30 per cent 
of our population whose unemployment is 
disguised. But, being temperamentally 
conservative, let me confine myself to the 
conservative figures. Look at the 20 million 
fully unemployed. That means ‘hat in the 
course of the life of this Parliament, assum- 
‘ug that this population remains static, we 
Would have to find employment for about 


5 million people a year. That is on the 
assumption (hat the population remains 
static. But then, the addition to the popu¬ 
lation is at the rate of 5.7 million every 
year, according to the projections of the 
Planning Commission. So, in round figures, 
tiiis Government and this country has to 
provide new emioyment for 10 million 
people just in order to keep even, not to 
talk of making any improvements. 

Now, what is the prospect in this 
matter V We know promises have been 
made during the elections. I vaguely re¬ 
member them. After all, one does not 
remember everyone of them, because it is 
sickening for the mind to do so. But I 
have heard some of the Members and the 
Government as a whole speaking about 
providing a million jobs every year. That 
mikes 5 million jobs during five years. 
Still, wc find that we have to provide 45 
million jobs more to make up for 50 
million. The nnre recent figure is 1000 
jobs in a district*. 1 believe there arc 315 
districts or so. Taking it as 350 in round 
figures, that makes 350,000 jobs. Still we 
art far far away from where wo should be. 
So, the vast ness of the problem is there. As 
Members of Parliament and as citizens of a 
democracy, we cannot afford to regard this 
merely as a responsibility of the Govern¬ 
ment. Our funi'lion is not merely to criti¬ 
cize them nor to say that only 44 per cent 
have voted them. Wc live in a parlia¬ 
mentary system, and in a Pariiamemaiy 
system if 44 per cent ckiim to have 
75 per cent majority, then that is the end 
of it. It is no use wailing abtiui it. These 
are merely figures. They cannot be tackled 
by what is called a crash plane. 

I regret very much that the Finance 
Minister tried to make this House feel that 
every thing was all right by saying that he 
has provided Rs. 50 crores foi a crash piaii. 

1 am not going into the quantum of this 
Rs. 50 crores. This sum of Rs. 50 crores 
is supposed to come from outside the Plan. 
But what are the resources outside the Plan? 
The Plan itself has no resources. We are 
talking about Rs. 50 crores which we are 
going to get from somewhere else. 1 think 
it has no relevance whatsoever to the 
problem we have to tackle, of trying to 
provide employment to 10 million unemp* 
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loyed a year as things stand at present, 
that is to say, statistically speaking. 

Therefore, the Rs. 50 crores should not 
be outside the Plan. It does not mean 
when you say it is outside the Plan. Even 
what is inside the Plan is not provided for. 
It is all in paper and figures. It has to 
come from some other country or by deficit 
financing which means putting the Nasik 
Press to overtime or something of that kind, 
and heavy taxation in order to keep up the 
balance or value of money. 

So, if we are to deal with the unemploy¬ 
ment problem in the way it should be dealt 
with, it Is not sufficient for us to merely 
criticise some of our plans or to say that 
there must be a refinery in every State or 
thst there should be steel mill in every baths 
room or things of that kind. We have to 
deal with the problem in prospective over a 
period of 10-1S years. Government policy 
must be placed before us whereby we should 
know what number of people would be ab¬ 
sorbed in which way, what are the plans and 
the main projects that would come into 
operation to achieve that objective. The 
river system of India, the water-ways in 
every Stale, remain to be oinnected. The 
mineral ore: of ihc country are shipped out 
and nut used indigenously. Then the vast 
wealth of the sea is untapped. No Fisher¬ 
man can gel out of my constituency more 
than two miles without risking his life, in 
these days of mechanical power ! One can 
multiply instances. 

So if the Government is producing a 
plan, it has to see what will be done in five 
years in order to dovetail into the pro¬ 
gramme what is envisaged in the following 
years, so that we know what arrears are 
there, what projects are undertaken and how 
much of the unemployment is liquidated. 
This kind of perspective planning, as it used 
to be called, is the only way whereby we can 
see not the end of the unemployment 
problem but ean seriously tackle it. 

That takes us to the question of resources 
to be found. The resources to be found 
cannot come out of mere deficit financing or 
by borrowing from the counterpart funds 


of the US. PL-480, which has added further 
to our bankruptcy, with which I propose to 
deal a little later if I have the time and if 
members are not coffended. These 

resources have to be found by naming 
those who are to contribute. Private 
industry, which continue and will continue 
to sruvive in the mixed economy, has to 
midce its own contribution. They should be 
told what their share in this is. That 
should be found by taxes. 

This morning a most astounding statement 
was made that the Supreme Court decision 
in the Golaknaih case or some other case 
is preventing Government from resorting to 
this taxation. This is a sheer misstatement 
of fact, because the courts of law do nut 
touch taxation; they deal only with the 
right of eminent domain, which is anothei 
sector of activity. Therefore, such a state¬ 
ment is merely an alibi or is based on lack 
of knowledge. 

1 have dealt with the private sector, 
Then come the banks and other allied con¬ 
cerns, the Insurance Corporation and .so on. 
They should be told of their share of 
contribution to find these resources. So far 
as the banks are concerned, they had been 
nationalised 1-1/2 years ago. But if the truth 
were to be told, nationalisation has not 
added anything to increase in deposits,laiyK 
duo to the political and other circumstances 
that followed.

Similarly, the institutions of public 
investment like the various corporations we 
have—their share also should be moniioncd. 
Then comes the share of the public, whicb 
is what is called small savings. 

These are the resources of resources which 
hive cquaMy to be projected if wc are 
thinking of translating into reality slogans 
such as abolition of poverty, full employ¬ 
ment, fuller employment leading w 
full employment and so on. If these have 
any reality, wj should sec the picture in 
this way. It is possible to lighten one’s 
belt, even to undergo starvation, for the 
mejoriiy of the people, if there is any hoP® 
of their having food the next day. But if 
poverty leads to greater poverty, if poverty 
leads to widening of the gap between 
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the rich and the poor-which is the cause of 
poverty ; otherwise, there should be no 
poverty in a rich country like the United 
States of America — we will be going back¬ 
wards. That is my submission on unemploy¬ 
ment. 

Then com ing to the question of prices, 
the walfare of the country, the prosperity 
oi the people if this limited sphere, has to 
be measured by the quantum of availablity 
of goods and Services. Availability 
of goods and Services is determined 
on the one hand by the laigcness of 
production and on the other by the ctipacity 
I'l the people to obtain them which is called 
purchasing power. In our country both ihe.se 
arc absent at picsent and unless the purchas- 
inp'powcr of the people grows even as a 
result of the green revolution if there is one, 
of which I will sptak in a moment, the 
products of this affluence will not reflect the 
piostreiity uf the people. 1 will make it as 
bncf as possible because it is not a speech 
on ihc budget. 

Then we come to the question of the 
rciaiion of prices to the policies of the past 
uiJ the present. Prices rose in this anintry 
in ten years from 1952 to 1962 by 30 points. 
I’vkinK 1950 as 100, it went upto HO m 
ten years. From 1963 to 1969, in six yaars, 
It went upto 179 or somethings like that and 
It is continuously rising. I want to say that 
those index figures do not give the reality so 
fji as the Prices are concerned. 

• 

These are the two points I want to make 
in relation to this. The unemployment 
Pfoblcin can be tackled only in this way 
3<td not by accepting it as though it is 
inevitable, as though it cannot be dealt with. 

So far as East Bengal is concerned, I do 
“o* want to repeat what has been said. I do 
, ''ot want to purvey what appears in the 
®w$papers, but I want to say with all the 
’^"'Piinsis at my command that our Govern- 
”'ni»t and our country is making a grave 
niisfake by not recognising the revolutionary 
ffginie in East Bengal irrespective of our 
not on the ground of sentiment, not 
*'’en on the ground of huraanitarianism but 
'''cn on the ground of self-ini'’rest. If war 
^ on for two or three weeks in East 

"gal and Pakistan has a mighty force on 
Our border — it will take only seven days for 


them to reach the harbour it will be a 
threate to our own national security. I 
would like the Prime Minister to tell us what 
is holding her back. Are we waiting for the 
first person to recognise them? Somebody 
must bo the first person. 

This is a not matter of law and order, 
this is not a matter of quelling a few riots, 
this is not a matter of commun.il tension. 
This is a national revolution. The neo¬ 
colonialism practised by West Pakistan over 
an under-developed people, by a foreign 
army, a foreign civil service, a foreign appra- 
tiis conditioned bv the assistcnce of impe¬ 
rialist powers. With all the weapons at their 
command, has placed the people of East 
Bmgal under tutelage against their wishes in 
the last 24 years, you know about the elec¬ 
tions and so on. So, the situation in East 
Bengal is unique. 

If this country does not take note of this 
and take the risk of recognising them, then 
all that will happen is the miseiy of East 
Bengal. This morning the newspapers talked 
about naoalm honib. If there is war there 
will be nap.'ilm bombs, CND weapons and 
worse , there m.iy he ail kinds of weapons. 

Therefore, the recognition of the State is 
a matter, from a practic.»I point of view, of 
our self-interest, of necessity for our sur¬ 
vival. If you have a very large army that 
is fighting right across our bottlers, below 
Assam on our side in this Bengal itself, this 
country cannot regard any part of it or sepa¬ 
rate. Somelsody said it is only my toe, 
but the toe is a part of the body If anybody 
stands on my foe. it does not hurt the toe 
alone, it hurts elsewhere also. 

Therefore, there is no excausc whatsoever, 
neither from the moral approach, nor from 
the political approach nor from the 
approach of self-interest, ror from the 
points of view of international law. An 
administrarion capable of performing its 
obligations 'ike Pakistan is committing mass 
genocide in this area and trying to extermin- 
nate the population, and we on this side can’t 
look on in silence. If we try to assist them 
,?«'> rosa, we will make ourselves ineffective 
on the one hand and on the other may be 
despised in the world. 
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If the regime were recognised, then any 
assistance we would give would be right. 
There would be no premium on the smuggler 
as such. 


I am not for a moment saying that we 
should lead our armies to conquer as we did 
in Kashmir when the Pakistani army in* 
vaded what is our legal territory. This 
morning, if 1 am not in error, it was said 
that a place called Hunza is in Pakistan. 
Hunza is part of the territory of India. If 
any Minister in this House says even in¬ 
advertantly that it is part of Pakistani terri¬ 
tory, then we are making an act of 
surrender. 


So far as East Bengal is concerned, I 
make no reservations in this matter, with 
every hour, every day we are adding to the 
dangers to our country. Taking the other 
side of it, we are converting East Bengal 
willy-nilly, into another Vietnam, with pro¬ 
mise of foreign intervention. The British 
Government have already stated this nioin- 
ing thit they cannot sit quiet; they would 
assist Pakistan. Of-co'rse when the Biilksh 
Government comes in if cannot be without 
the consent and knowledge of others. It 
need not be mentioned. Thcicfore, we are 
on the one hand inviting mass concentration 
of troops on one side of our border and 
prompting the chance of foreign interven¬ 
tion as in Vietnam and on the other hand 
we are furthering the period in which terror, 
atrocities, genocide take place. We are, 
therefore, not only to recognise this, but we 
have also to invoke the Genocide Conven¬ 
tion and insist upon humanitarian assistance 
going to the people, in the first instance. 
Wc should not put any restriction on our 
people to give any assisiance whatsoever. 
I have no doubt that the Government as a 
whole is in sympathy with the people there 
but either because of the past there or the 
lack of recognision of the entirely new 
situation is not acting as it should. A 
country far away has been demanding for 
years certain things. Now these had been 
elections and tbc issues were referred to the 
people. 93 or 97 per cent of the pbpulation 
have asked for ther own Government. 1 do 
not want to speak more about it ; there are 
other opportunities. 


Now I come to the last point regarding 
foreign policy. All I can say is that in thj 
President’s Address there is a repetition of 
the mant'a about non-alignment and nobody 
understands except those who write it what 
it means. Any way it reflects the bank- 
ruptsy of our country’s foreign policy. This 
country has an obligation to recognise 
Governments from whom it borrowseco- 
nomic assistance, from whom it seeks 
assistance. 


There is no word about recognition of 
the German Democratic Republic. There 
is no word about recognition of the Govern¬ 
ment of North Vietnam or of the people’s 
Government in South Vietnam. These are 
all established Governments and arc enjoy, 
ing stability. If wc aie to go in for reco- 
gnision only after everybody else had done, 
we would have to wait for Mr. Brandt to 
recognise the German Democratic Rcpi'blit 
and this would be a pretty s|-ectaclc 
This IS a grave omission and this shons 
weakness or lack of understanding 
on the part of Government about 
the foreign policy issues. 1 do not want to 
go into it any more except to refer to tlic 
sphere of activities in Indo-China and loa 
lesser extent In the Middle East and (he 
West Asia. In Indo-China for the last hve 
or six years this country and its tcpresenia- 
tivcs have been mute witnesses of horror, 
there is nothing more shameful that can go 
down in history. We arc there to -nper- 
vise peace. We are supervising atiocitio' 

It is very wrong for us to say in Victnat' , 
tbat all foreign troops should wiiIi(Iim«, , 
meaning thereby that the Victnamesi, inuv 
withdraw from there own country. Where 
should they withdraw ? The foreign troops 
there are the American troops. 230 million 
of them aic waging a war on an unarmed 
people and they are spending every y«t 
.30 million dollars for the annihilaiioii of 
everything that man holds dear. 


fhere are vast areas of our coun't) 
h require immediate attention. Taking 
>art of India which 1 represent at the 
lent, ftcre is need to develop contmunr 
ns. Any attempt to solve the problem 
e unemployed by the creation of wto' 
ailed unproductive works, diggn'S 
from one place and putting n 
r place, will not solve any of 
lems. There is need for better cf® 
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miinications. And speaking about the rivers. 
Government have got plans before them 
for a long time now for connecting up the 
entire river system of India. There is no 
reason why manpower cannot do it. After 
all, the Burma road was build by hand and 
there is no reason why this could not be 
done. 1 was a member of the Government 
when the Rajasthan Canal was planned. 
And the Ministry of Defence at that time 
gave considerable assistance in order that it 
should be finished within three years. It is 
fifteen years now and they are pushing it 
from pillar to post, from the Slate Govern¬ 
ment to the Central Government and from 
the Central Government to the Rajasthan 
Government, and so on. 

This takes me again to the President’s 
address also. This President’s Address docs 
not make any mention of the imperative 
necessity of decentralisation : government 
neircr the popple, whether panchayat or a 
nitinii'ipal ity or a State Government or a 
Kinslomcration of States—/.ones or whatever 
they are ; they should be progressively nearer 
tho people in certain matters where the 
Ciniral Government should be. At the 
vimc time, no decentralisation is possible or 
Kill survive in a country like ours with large 
diversities and in a broad sense, a federal 
svsiem, without simultaneous centralisation. 
These two tilings go together. But you can- 
11 H assert central authority ; you cannot 
hope to improve matters about health where 
tlieii- is considerable unemloyinent even with 
the doctors wc have, where disease is spread¬ 
ing today, and has spread mose, -not only 
venereal disease but other kinds of infectious 
diseases in this country—and it at its highest 
point. Even the Health Minister does not 
know about it. 1 do not want to go into 
the details. But they go about in a way, of 
trying to amalgament hospitals, good ones 
with tlie bad, spoiling the good ones and 
then making the bad ones worse. Under 
the token of health services no one gets any 
relief. 


I therefore say that the time is past for 
®ny Government with any sense of responsi¬ 
bility to come here after 23 years of Inde¬ 
pendence—a great deal has been spent on 
construction after 1962 or so until the newer 
Phase started—and say there is a pilot 


project in order to find out whether there is 
unemployment. I do not want a definition 
of unemployment, nor do I want a definition 
of socialism. There is no one in this House 
who can define them. All I want to know 
is that socialism means it must have a full 
definition j that before a few people get 
everything that makes life happy and 
comfortable, the majority in our entire 
population must have a few things that 
make life worth living. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : The hon. 
Member’s time is up. 

SHRi KRISHNA MENON ; Therefore 
I say that the President must receive thanks 
which Is customary, but the Government 
may receive no thanks if they do not fulfil 
the promises nude not in the elections but 
the expectations of the people. 

1 want to conclude by saying this is not 
a party mailer. This is our country; good, 
bad or indifferent, wc remain here. Among 
those young people, there are those who 
spoke from tlie nursery. I speak from the 
pinjrapole. Whether you arc young, old or 
middic-aged, men or women, this is our 
land, and thc.se developments must come 
here. 

We arc in a position where the bulk 
of our currency is held in foreign hands ; 
1.000 million dollars wurih of rupees are 
held ill .Amciican h,iud$, and I am quitciy 
told that you could exchange doll ire for a 
higher prije. Here, what happens ? The other 
day, in this House, the Finance Minister 
said that the value of the rupc> sound. I 
began to be appreliensive. That is to say, 
it is a presage to say that it is not sound 
and therefore we must make it sound by 
devaluation. I remember five years ago in 
this House they swore by every God they 
knew that there would bo no devaluation, 
and 10 days afterwards it followed, and they 
said, “Wc could not help it because the 
World Bank forced us. If you do not listen 
to bankers you will have to change your 
bankers. Tliat is all.’’ 1,000 million dollars 
worth of rupees are held in foreign hands, 
and how do you expect to maintain your 
prices or the value of your money ? What 
influence will you use Tn the International 
Monetary Fund in order to prevent power¬ 
ful countries maintaining the price of gold 
internationally so low as to make this 
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country a den for <muggling and a general 
anarchy of this kind ? 

Thank you ; I would have told you but 
it is not necessary.

SHRF S. p. BHATTACHARYYA (UIu- 
bcria) : Mr. Chairman, while it is told that 
ti'c Indira Government is upholding demo¬ 
cracy tn India, in West Bengal we find jhat 
the b.isic principles of democracy are being 
crushed Constant conspiracy is made from 
Bclhi to break the UF government elected 
t>v the people by all means possible to bring 
C<)ngross in power. Now Congress is com- 
ing to power very soon. 

Before and after the election, police and 
CRP had been given absolute power to 
crush opinion not supporting the Congress 
policy. Voters were not allowed to vote, 
young workers are arrested, tortured and 
killed and no inquiry even is ‘allowed. Is 
k 1'' to defend democracy ? We 

say that you are thus digging theali 
Krave of democracy. 

From our party wo have repeatedly 
enounced individual terrorism. We have

strongly denounced the inhuman murder 
of the old patriot, Shri Hemanta Basu, and 
demanded an inquiry and punishment of 
the cuJprit. The police could not arrest the 
culprits though the local people gave the 
names.

You 
support democracy so long as it helps vested 
interesis to exploit. Whenever you find that 
democratic norms can no more save the 
exploiters, you take recou-se to all forms of 
brute force to crush the fighting people, fight¬ 
ing for their land and living wage. You accuse 
the CPM in West Bengal. We have distributed 
7 and a half lakh acres of Government khets 
land and henami land to the landless. We 
have increased wages by Rs. 50 ctores a 
year of the jute workers, tea garden workers, 
cotton mill workers and engineering 
workers.

ft the Government is really sincere to 
make ganhi liatao a reality, a success, Shri- 
niati Indira Gandhi should greet the peasants 
and workers of West Bengal and not crush 
them or kill them by CRP, military and 
hired goondas- But the toiling people 
justly fighting for their cause and living 
right can never be crushed by CRP or 
military. The C. P. M. is the heart and 
soul of the fighting people and can never 
be crushed. It is bound to advance and 
we are advancing in spite of stiff 
resistance. 

SHRI ANANTRAO PAUL (Khed) : 
Mr. Chairman, Sir, the people of this 
country have made their ch(>ice in the 
elections, theirs’ is a massive mandate for 
the peaceful change which has to be 
translated into action. The Government 
is committed to the pledges given to the 
people and, therefore, they will have to 
frame such a programme and pol icy that 
poverty and social injustice is removed. 

The scheme for rural employment should 
get priority. When we speak about unemp¬ 
loyment, it is not onl)- unemployment 
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amongst the educated. But there is unemp¬ 
loyment amongst half-educated and 
uneducated people in rural areas also. If 
proper attention is not paid to the unemp¬ 
loyment in rural areas, it may take a sarious 
turn. As regards raising the productivity 
of agriculture, wc can raise a land army and 
give employment to the rural uneducated 
people. We can provide them work on 
tanks, minor irrigation projects and roads 
also. That should be looked into and 
more attention should be given to this. 
Immediate attention should be given to the 
educated youngmen in the country. Though 
the number of unemployed people in the 
country is to the tune of 300 lakhs, there 
are more than 70 lakhs of educated young- 
men in the country who are seeking jobs. 
This young generation in the country has 
played a very vital and important role during 
the elections and they are going to make 
valuable contribution m the coming elections 
also. We cannot forget them. Their 
employment problem will hare to be looked 
after and given priority. 

When we talk about housing problem, 
we look only to the metropolitan centres 
and the urban cities. There is an acute 
problem or shortage of housing m rural 
areas also. The Housing problem in the 
rural areas has not been tackled as yet. 
The people living in rural areas also need a 
decent living. So, the housing facilities will 
have to be extended to the rural areas also. 
75 jTor cent of the people in the country 
live in villages and nearly 80 per cent of 
the villagers have got the occupation of 
agriculture. Agriculture is the biggest 
industry in (he country. But it is most 
neglected We talk of giving new technology 
and water to farmers. But that percentage 
cannot go beyond 20 per cent. 80 per 
cent of the land in the country is dry land 
and the problem of dry farming is very 
important. So, new technology and supply 
of water will have to be brovided for dry 
farming or unirrieated land. When people 
talk of big farmers and irrigated land, dry 
farming and small farmers are forgotten. 

In the States of Bihar and Uttar 
Pradesh for years and years thousands of 
acres of land are being held by one person. 
When we talk of socialism, land reforms 


can play a vital role in socialism. But 
there arc some States in the country which 
are not following the policy which has 
been adapted by the ruling party. Iq 
M aharashtra, 20 years back the Tenancy Act 
and the Ceiling Act were enacted and the 
policies which we formulated long back 
have been given effectio. So, the other 
States will have to follow the example of 
Maharashtra which has enacted these two 
Acts in (he field of land reforms. It is not 
only land reforms but they are trying to build 
up an agroindustrial society also by giving 
more importance to agriculture as well as 
to small and big industries also. However, 
if industry and agriculture go hand in hand, 
th en we can ajbieve socialism as early as 
possible, 


About Elections, the people have played 
their role. Now, the Government will nave 
to chalk out plans and implement these 
views the cooperation of the people to see 
that their poverty is removed. It is not only 
the people in the country who can do that. 
When we want people to work in this coun¬ 
try, they will have to be informed and 
educated. Public opinion will have to be 
formed. But the media of mass communic¬ 
ation, the press,which has got the greatest 
elTect on the public opinion is in the hands 
of particular person. Unless the press try 
to informed educate the people living in 
rural areas , I don’t think people will be 
ready to undertake the work which is expec¬ 
ted (ff them. But big business houses that 
control the press in India come in the wav. 
So, unless they are controlled, I think it will 
not have any effect on public opinion and 
the formation of ’ public opinion. These big 
press people come in the way of our progr'ss. 
So, the Government must see that this imp¬ 
ortant mass medium is to be utilised for 
forming public opinion so that people imv 
work for the uplift of the masses and for 
removal of poverty and for the removal of 
social injustics. 


" Before I conclude, Mr. Krishna Menoo 
said that it is very important that we passed 
a resolution yesterday in this House expres¬ 
sing our solidarity with the people of 
Bangla Desh. Sir, now the time has come 
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when we should recognise. Bangal Desh and 
support the people who are fighting for their 
democratic rights in their country. 

With these words, sir, I support the 
motion. 

SHRI PURUSHOTTAM KAKODKAR 
(Panjim): Mr. Chairman, Sir, 1 am standing 
here to support the Motion of Thanks to 
the President. 

Sir, this House is an expression of relief 
of the people of India. If we go into the past 
say, two yers back, wc can remember the 
distress of the prople of this country caused 
by uncertainly prevailing every where at 
that time . The country had gone almost 
out of control of the established authority. 
People were wondering what would happen 
to the country in the course of six months 
or one year. The life of the common min 
was in dipiger. We had many leaders but 
we seemed to have no leader to save the 
eoinmon man. This country is large With 
co.nplexities of its problems and no lc.tder 
could fall from heaven to tackle them. The 
leader had to emerge from the people and 
fnttunately, the country has that leader to¬ 
day. 

The common man now feels himself not 
only out of danger, but marching towards 
amelioration of the conditions of his life. 

The President’s Address could not cover 
every detail of everything which is going to 
be done in the course of the next economic 
year or in the course of the full tenure of 
this House. It is in a nut shell of what this 
House contemplates to do. Therefore, much 
will have to be understood. 

It IS but natural that we, the Members 
of this House , feel the absence of concrete 
reference to a number of things. It is a 
good thing also. It gives us an opportunily 
to point them out and say something on 
them. 

Sir, 1 know that the time is too short at 
our disposal and many Hon. Members of 
this House are yet to speak. Therefore, I 
will not take much time. 

Sir, I have to iOrm this House only of 
the ioQg-cherished aspirations of the people 


of Goa to achieve the status of full State in 
the Union of India and when I say Goa, I 
mean, the present Union Territory of Goa, 
Daman and Diu. 

The people of Goa are used to a parti¬ 
cular way of life, and by nat ure, they are a 
law-abibing people. They are not used to 
unnecessary agitations which were carried 
elsewhere, day in and day out. They did 
car^ on an agitation, a long agitation, 
which lasted more than 15 years from its 
beginning and which lasted more than 14 
years after the independence of India. It 
was the struggle for liberation of Goa from 
the Portuguese rule. 

I need not say here anything about the 
history of liberation of Goa. This House 
is well awaie of that History. Thousands 
and thousands were arrested, a laige num¬ 
ber of them w:rc injured and killed, many 
scnten-ed to long-term impri-.onmenl, some 
of them deponed to Portuguese Africa and 
also to Portugal. 1 wasou of those who 
were dep irieJ to Portugal and who lived in 
Portuguese political exile for about 10 years. 
At last, Goa was liberated late in 1961, and 
the long agitation of Goans was over. 

After the liberation, llic people of Goa 
left everything to the Government of India 
and to this House in whom they had full 
faith. They did not demand anything uniil 
this august House —under the leadership of 
that Great Leader of large vision, late Pandit 
Jawaharlal Nehru,—rcproscnlalivc of Mather 
India, gue.sscd and grasped the feelings of 
the people of Goa,—^hcr younge.st child,— 
and provided the status of Union Territory. 

Many members who belonged to this 
House then do not belong to it now, but 
those who belong -and they aie on both 
sides,—will rememlwr that the decision then 
was taken not by majority or minority, but 
by unanimity and by overwhelming cheers. 

Unfortunately, there were some elements 
who did not grasp the importance and 
implications of the provision made by this 
House, a provision that was an opportunity 
provided to the people to develop the terri¬ 
tory wiib their own initiative and talent. 

The people of Goa had to go through a 
difficult situation for some years before this 
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House again decided to ascertain the wishes 
of the people themselves, by means of an 
Opinion Poll, conducted by the Election 
Commission. 

In this Opinion Poll the people of Goa 
did not demand anything extraordinary. 
They only voted for what this House had 
already provided, namely, the status of 
Union Tearitory. 

Once the disconcerting voices were 
calmed down by the Opinion Poll, and the 
adverse situation was over, the people of 
Goa have since been awaiting to achieve the 
status of full-fledged State in the Union of 
India, which is their genuine aspiration. 
And, Sir, again they ask only something 
which is a logical conclusion of what has 
taken place so far and which fits in the 
framework of the policy of the Government 
of India, declared on the floor of the House 
sometime ago and of course; welcomed and 
cheered by this House. 

It was declared here that it was the 
policy of the Government of India to see 
that the Union Territories achive the status 
of full State in the Union of India. In this 
particular case of Goa, there is no going 
back on the verdict of the people,—revealed 
through the Opinion Poll and honoured by 
all concerned. 

Therefore, the only alternative left re¬ 
garding this case is the status of full State. 

« 

As a matter of fact, Goa naturally was 
on the priority list of the Union Territories 
achieving that status. 

Goans are happy that Himachal Pradesh 
is now a full State, evin earlier than Goa. 
They congratulate the people of that State. 
They will be happy when the status of full 
State will be provided to Manipur and 
Tripura also. As a matter of fact, this has 
already been assured in this House. But, 
naturally they will not like to be made to 
miss further this priority which they long 
deserved. 

The Legislative Assembly of Goa, 
Daman and Diu adopted, the other day, a 
resolution soliciting early legislation of this 


House providing the status of full State to 
that territory. And, the day-before-yester¬ 
day, when my colleague, Mr. Sequeira was 
presenting the common request for 

Statehood here, a large public meeting at 
Panjim was demanding the same. People 
of Goa are aware of the fact that 
they are in the mind of the Prime Minister 
Shrimati Indira Gandhi as they were m 
the mind of the late Prime Minister Pandit 
Jawaharlal Nehru. They are equally aware 
of the fact that they are in the minds of 
the hon. Members of this House. They 

naturally expect them to support their 

genuine aspiration so that it may be satisfied 
and fulfilled soon. 1 am sure hon. Memb¬ 
ers will support it. 

With these words, I support the Motion 
of Thanks on President’s Address. 

SHRI M. SATYANARAYAN RAO 

(Karimnagar) : It is a matter of great 
disappointment and regret to me that the 
President’s Address does not contain a 
single word about Tetengana, althongh the 
agitation has been going on there since the 
last three years. 

1 would like to point out that this 
agitation was started not by any frustrated 
politicians but by students. Some hon. 
Member said here that Dr Chenna Reddv 
had started this movemsnt. That is absol¬ 
utely wrong. At that time, he was a 
Central Minister here, and he was at Delhi. 
This ogitation was started in January, 1969 
because of so many injustices. 

Sir, you know how Andhra Pradesh 
was formed in 1956. At that time, Jawahar- 
ial Nehru was alive, and he was Prime 
Minister. At that lime also, students had 
started the agitation; in fact, not only 
students but even elders and so many 
others had taken part in it. At that time. 
Jawaharlal Nehru told us ‘Please do not 
worry about this; we shall see that no 
injustice is dqne to you ; I am here’, and 
he provided some safeguards. You know 
the result. You know what happened w 
those safeguards. We have waited for 
14 years, and yet nothing has happened. 
After 14 years, this movement was started 
by the students. It not started by tl*® 
elders. The elders were sleeping. 
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Aadhras had purchased some of the Tel- 
engana elders and that was why they were 
keeping quiet; they were more worried 
about their own problems and about their 
own safety, and had been provided some 
post in the Cabinet or somewhere else. But 
it was the students who had started this 
movement. They found that if Andhra 
Pradesh continued as before, then they 
would not get any justice. My hon. friend 
Shri Mallikarjun was the leader of this 
movement, and under him the people had 
started this agitation. After many months, 
when they approached us, when approached 
youngsters like us, we also came out and 
supported that movement. In February, 
the youngsters had formed the Praja Samiti. 
Since then, this agitation has been going on 
and you know the result. 


This problem has been discussed several 
times in this House, but it has not been 
solved so f’lr. It is a pity. 1 am sorry to 
say this. At that time, the Chief Minister 
said that this movement had been started by 
Irustrated politicians and by urchins, and 
that the people wcie not behind it. Events 
have proved now whether the people have 
been behind it or not. 


Unfortunately, we could not participated 
in the debate here on East Bengal, because 
we iiad been to Hyderabad to attend some 
importent programme there. Otherwise, we 
would have participated in that debate. 
There are many similarities in the situation. 
The East Bengal people want to secede from 
West Pakistan , but wc in the Telengana do 
not want to secede, but we want to live in 
India. Otherwise, the problems are the same 
in both the cases, and the regional feelings, 
are the same. Government are respecting 
the feelings, aspirations and wishes of the 
people of East Pakistan. Why should they 
not recognise cur aspirations also? Instead, 
they say ’No, no, please do not start any 
agitation in the States.’. 


You know that in the agitation, about 
350 people were killed by Mr. Brahmananda 
Reddy; when they could not control with 
their State police, they were assisted by the 
Central Reserve Police from here. 


MR. CHAIRMAN ; The hon. Member 
is not to take the name of a person who 
is not here in the House. 

SHRI JAGANNATH RAO JOSHI 
(Shajapur) : He is referring to only the 
Brahmananda Reddy Government. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU (Diamond 
Harbour) : May I Point out that yesterday, 
Shri Jyoti Basu’s name was taken at least 
half a dozen times on the other side, and 
things were .said which were far from truth, 
and yet nobody prevented them and nothing 
happened ? why ? Therefore, I submit 
that this House must have the freedom to 
discuss those matters. 

SHRI M. SATYANARAYAN RAO : 
I am thankful to my hon. friend. 1 only 
mean the Bralinianund Reddy Government. 
I was referring to what Brahmananda 
Reddy Government have done. They 
requisitioned the services of the CRP which 
came and killed several people; 350 people 
were killed, Mmy thousands have gone to 
j.iil, thousands of people were injured ; they 
have lost their limbs. Tnis is the situation. 
Even after this, the Central Government 
are not alive to this and are not solving 
this problem. 


Taking tliis opportunity, 1 want to warm 
this House that if this problem is not 
solved, we arc going to start an agitation 
again, an agioUion which will be like just in 
East Pakistan {iiUcrrupthn)~ Whatever may 
happen, the people arc prepared to saciifiee 
anything. We do not want lo secede from 
India, let no one be under that impression. 
But we will start an agitation again as we 
have no aUerua'ive to it if the problem is 
not solved. Do not compel us to do like 
that. 

So, I request all hon, members, from all 
sections, to support us and request Indiraji 
to concede us a separate Telengana, If when 
we started this agitation, Nehru had been 
alive, he would have agreed to a sepu'ate 
Telengaaa. Ho formed Andhara Pradesh 
after the death of one man, Poti Sriramulu. 
But Indiraji, even after being the daught¬ 
er of Nehru, could not solve this, she was 
not in a position to solve even after tht 
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killing of over 300 people and suffering to 
many thousand. 1 do not understand why. 
Previously she was depmdcnt on Shri Brahm> 
ananda Reddy. Now that position no longer 
obtains. Now she is in better positilion ; she 
is no afraid of anybody. 1 hope she will take 
the situation into consideration and imme¬ 
diately announce the formation of a separate 
Telengaoa. 


SHRI KARTIK ORGAN (Lohardaga); 1 
was very happy to go through the President’s 
Address in which many things have been 
attempted be covered. 

Sir, today this is not a new Lok Sabha, 
but a completely changed Lok Sabha in the 
sense that it has changed the complexion, the 
party position, everything. This CJovernment 
was always worried about taking any firm de¬ 
cision. Now it is in a position to take a firm 
and independent decision on any subject. 

The first thing required in a country is 
that it must have a popular, leader and the 
people must repose their confidence in such 
a leader. Now this requirement has been 
tsdten care of. All the same, the mandate 
of the people has cast such a heavy and 
tremendous responsibility on this Govern¬ 
ment. But they have the ways and means 
available and they must try to sort out all 
the prbolems that have been lingering for 
such a long time. 

In the first place, what we have to do is 
to make every region feel free from exploi¬ 
tation. Here I would like to draw your 
attention to Chota Nagpur which is an 
under-developed area. Several projects have 
been started there, but from the point of 
view of what I am using, they are there for 
name’s sake only. They have set up 
a number of industries such as the 
HEC, HSL’s Bokaro steel plant and so on. 
But unfortunately, all these projects have 
nothing to offer to the people of that area. 
The Government have never been able to 
stick to the Industrial Policy Resolution. 
These projects are set up in respective areas 
to remove regional imblances. That means 
the people in that areas are supposed to get 


full employment. But it is happening 
just the other way round. The local 
people are net getting any employment. 

I have no grudge against people coming 
from outside, because senior and highly 
qualified engineers have to come from out¬ 
side as these are national projects. 
But the people of the area must not be 
led to think that they are refugees in their 
own homes. They are not ^tting any jobs. 
For instance, the Chota Nagpur area has 
become almost a colony, first of North 
Bihar and then of outside. TTie number of 
people of the area who have got employment 
in these public sector projects in Chota 
Nagpur is lesa than it should be and 
the representation is iilarmingly poor. In 
fact, it should be more of Chota Nagpur 
people than of the rest of Bihar and 
outside, rather than vice versa, as is the 
case today.This existing order must b,‘ 
reserved. 

We are losing in all the public sector 
undertaking. Instead of making a profit 
of Rs. 500 crores every year we are losing 
Rs. 500 crores. That means wc are 
losing Rs. 1,000 crores. We have got 
treamendous potentialities to meet the 
unemployment position in our country. 
When thousands of engineers are going 
unemployed, wc have nothing to woriy, 
but the only thing is that we are not taking 
drastic steps. Let the Government or the 
Minister in charge of heavy industries tell 
every Chairman of public undertakings that 
if he cannot deliver the goods within a 
couple of years, out he goes.

[Shri K. N. Tiwari in the Chair\ 

The people who have failed in other 
places are made Chairmen, that is the beauty, 
Those who have failed in the Food Corpor¬ 
ation are considered to be competent enough 
to become the Chairman of Hindustan Steel. 
That is the bias in our country and we must 
set it right. 

Today what we should try to ’do is to 
remove what may be called the feeling of 
being n^lected, and assure, freedom from 
exploitation. We have seen with our own 
eyes that lioguistie States have been idter a 
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failure. Tclengana will speak for itself. 
Religious passion has also been a failure. 
Bangla Desh is an example. Therefore, 
what is necessary is to make every region 
free from exploitation, free from linguistic 
passion, If my voice counts as a Member 
of Parliament, do not let them have linguistic 
States, let them grow on vertical and hori- 
rontal lines. All areas, whether they are 
developed or undeveloped, must get full and 
equal attention from the Government. That 
is the way to develop the country. 

I was surprised to find that there is no 
mention about tribal welfare in this Address. 
It IS the greater and special responsibility of 
the President to look after the Scheduled 
G'stes and Scheduled Tribes and 1 was 
shocked to find that there is no mention 
about them. We do not want to have 
this distinction made permanent. 
We want it to be removed. For that we 
must see that the problems of the Scheduled 
Castes and Scheduled Tribes arc autoinat- 
'ullv solved. Within a couple of years the 
iiovernment should come forward with their 
honest, good intentions to solve the problems 
of the Scheduled Castes and Scheduled 
fiibcs. 

I once again emphasize that this Govern¬ 
ment has to devise ways and means to get 
*«vay from the linguistic and religious 
passion in such a way that the people feel 
that this is an India, where there arc not 
Hindus or Muslims but Indians. ,

of thanks to the President’s Address. The 
President has rightly stated that a mandate 
has been given in unmistakable terms and 
people expect us to bow ourselves to the 
service of the country. 1 may say that 
Delhi’s history has witnessed many dethro¬ 
nements. This time it saw the so-cailcd 
king makers, humbled and humiliated. The 
debacle suffered by the Syndicate Ckingress 
is a sad commentary on that Party’s leader¬ 
ship. It is interesting to note that all the 
four ’S’ queens of the syndicate have been 
defeated. 1 mean that their names begin 
witn S. One of them is Mrs. Sinha, Tarake- 
shwari, whose defeat has rendered this 
House less colourful; Mrs. Sarada Mukhe- 
rjee, Mrs. Sucheta Kripalani and Dr. 
Sushila Nayar were also defeated; they 
were all relentless critics of the Prime 
Minister. 

The Jan Singh was under the belief 
that its leader would be called upon lu 
form a coaliiionGovcrnralhni at the Centre, 
but it also suffered a lamentable defeat. 
The Swaianira and the SSP have been 
reduced to single digit parties. It would 
have been befitting the best parliamentary 
traditions if the defeat at the polls had been 
taken sportingly by the Opposition Parlies. 
Instead many lame excuses have been 
invented. 

Many theories are being invented to 
soothen the severity of the defeat. Theories 
of chemical defeat, self-marking ink, not 
voting but cheating, use of money and 
abuse of governmental machinery, are 
some of the instances. The Election Comis¬ 
sion has rightly denounced some of such 
charges as bogus, baseless, fantastic and 
absurd. 

1 may refer to another instance. The 
other day, a bundle of the so-called ballot 
papers which were nothing more than 
trash was brought before the Hou.<ie. The 
attempt was nothing but an attempt by 
the frustrated right reaction to camouflage 
its cruhsing defeat at the hands of the 
mighty people in the last election. There is 
reason to believe that the bundle of the 
alleged ballot papers was not coming from 
a proper custody. Therefore 1 want to 
know whether it was proper oa the port 
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of the leader of one of the Opposition 
parties. Mr. Vajpayee, to refer in this House 
to those papers which were not coming 
from the proper custody.

MR, CHAIRMAN : The hon. Member's 
time is up. 

SHRl GOTKHINDE : I would conclude 
with the last two items. Some statistics 
have been referred to. I always draw a 
similarity between statistics and bikini 
suits. A bikini suit is described as this; 
what it reveals is interesting; but what u 
conceals is rather vital. From statistics, 
they challenge us by saying that the 
Congress has secured less than 44 per cent 
of the votes. May 1 state these statistics in 
different words ? The Congress his lost 
only one out of every five seats contested. 
The Jan Sangh and the Swatantra party, out 
of every seven contested seats, have lost 
six each. The Syndicate, out of crery 15 
seats contested have lost 14, and the SSP, 
out of every 30 seats contested, have lost 
29. This is the magnitude of the defeat 
they have suffered at the hands of the 
valiant Indian people. 

Lastly, in the changed circumstances, 
we have become not only Congress represea- 
tatives but the represenii; tives of the peopie, 
and people expeot that the political affairs 
at^the Centre be freed from the hands .jI 
the Rajas and Maharajas, and the economu 
policy at ths Centre be freed from the in¬ 
fluence of big business- houses. 

I would say one word regarding the 
judiciary. It has been said of law that her 
seat is the bosom of the God, and hw 
voice, the harmony of the world. Likewise, 
the judiciary has been considered to be 
one of the essential fundamental piUaf® 
of our Constitution. A cry has been 
raised by . using the so-called words, 
"committed judiciary.’’ 1 may mention 
here that nothing should be said m this 
House so that the people may thank oth*'" 
wise, we should not project a 
before the peopie at large that t 
various wings of the State w* * 
loggerheads. 
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Finally, a elosed-eye figure symbolises 
the judiciary in the sense that it will 
perform the duties of that office without 
fear or favour, affection or illwill; but at 
the same time, the people of this nation 
rightly expect that the judiciary must not 
close Its eyes to the changed political reali¬ 
ties obtaining in the state.

SHRl EBRAHIM SULAMAN SAIT 
(Ko/hikode): Mr. Chairman, Sir, I am 
ttuinkfu) 10 you for giving me an opportu- 
niiy to speak on the Motion of Thanks to 
ihe President for his address to the Parli¬ 
ament. I associate myself with this Motion 
of Thanks and agree with the President 
when he says with reference to the recent 
miJ-ieim poll to Parliament that “the people 
have made their choice. They have asserted 
their sovereignty through the ballot box.” 
So doubt. Prime Minister Shrimati Indira 
(landhi has been gixen a very massive and 
Ja//ling mandate by the people for the 
impleniencatlon progressive and radical refo¬ 
rms through constitutional methods, which 
will go a long way to better the condition 
01 the down-trodden, solve Ihe problem 
"f unemployment and thus remove pover|y 
and suffering. The recent mid-term poll has 
Iwn a clear verdict against all forces of 
Kai’iion and anarchy who were out to 
fciroy democracy and also the eherishcd 
communal harmony in our great and ancient 
umntry. It is a matter of great satisfaction 
>tei it has been clearly demonstrated by 
>l>c recent mid-term poll that democracy and 
^ularism have deep roots in our country, 
before it is that all those who have no 
faith in democratic and peaceful change to 
“oialism have been crushed and that great 
aothot of the theory of Indiahisation also 
’’let his Waterloo at the capital of India at 
'f>e hands of the common man. 

Now the people have done thir job and 
'f'® responsibility reverts to those who are in 

lower. 


The President has very clearly pointed 
this out saying 

“now we have to address ourselves 
afresh to evolving perspectives, poli¬ 
cies and practices even more closely 
and concretly related to the needs 
of our people and our time.” 

1 may be permitted to point out there 
that if the problems facing the common 
man and the toiling masses are not attended 
to and arc not solved in a reasonabte 
period of time with determination, courage 
and sincerity and if the crorcs and crores 
of labourers, small farmers, toiling masses 
and working classes are not provided with 
jobs, shelter and equal opportunities and 
if the economic disparities and social 
injustice is not eradicated, it will have 
repercussions much greater than the results 
of the recent mid-term poll. 

In this connection I have to point out 
that the upper strjita of society have got 
their duties and obligations also. It is those 
who am at the lop that should come forward 
to make sacrifices of their extra comfort 
and luxuries, of their hoarded wealth and 
concentrated propciiics, to improve the 
condition of the poor who are at a lower 
level. This will lead to bridging the 
gulf between the haves and the have- 
nots. 

In this connection I would make mention 
of the ministers of the Government aJso 
who must lead a simple life and live in 
decent little bungalows instead of castles 
with acres and acres of lawns. Let us adopt 
high thinking and simple living, as our 
principle I feel that there is no juslificarion 
for great luxury and maximum comfort 
on the part of a few when crorcs in 
our poor country have no shelter nor full 
meal a day. 

While speaking about poverty and 
unemployment we have to give particular 
attention and the great and acute problem 
of educated unemployed. The President in 
this regard has only said this much in his 
address 

“The p’^oblem of the educated unem¬ 
ployed will receive special atten¬ 
tion.” 
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1 am sorry, nothing has been suggested 
how it will receive the attention of the 
Government and in what way, and is this 
that is important. 

1 need not point out here that when 
the Congress has promised S lakhs of jobs 
every year, the increase in the number of 
educated unemployed is SO lakhs a year. 
I hope, the Government will come forward 
with concrete suggestions in the next budget 
tliat will be presjntod in May this 
year. 

While referring to the problem of the 
unemployed 1 h.ave to point out that it is 
in Kerala (hat the problem of the educated 
unemployed is most acute. Therefore 
Kerala has to be given special attention. 
The solution of this problem will be indus¬ 
trialisation, productivity and more and 
more employment opportunites to young- 
man in Kerala. 

I have to emphasize that almost all 
States in the South are having steel plant 
but Kerala has none. Even the iron oic 
deposits have not been properly explored 
in the district of Calicut. The fishing indu¬ 
stry, with great potentialities of develop¬ 
ment earning crores and crorcs of rupees 
of foreign exchange is not receiving proper 
encouragement but suffers from serious 
handicaps. The full-fledged ship-building 
yard promised years btek still remains a 
dream. £ hope, Kerala will, therefore, at 
least now receive attention by the Central 
Government. 

Here 1 would like also to emphasize 
that there has been discrimination in the 
matter of employment and job opportunity, 
particularly by the Central Government and 
public sector industries, against the mino¬ 
rities, particularly the Muslims, The Mus¬ 
lims are about 15 per cent in the country, 
but in the Central Government services, 
be it administrative foreign service, military 
or police, they are not even 2 or 3 per 
cent. This is the information I have got 
and if the Government has any figures I 
will only be happy to (x>rrcct myself. This 
discrimination, whether it is against those 
who belive in a certain religious order, or 
who come fron a certain region or speak 
a certain language should go and all 


should have equal opportunities, without 
projects against particular community. 


Last but not the least, the most serious 
serious problem the country has been facing 
right from the time of independence is the 
recurring communal riots. These communal 
riots have neither been dealt with sufficient 
courage and determination nor thay have 
been treated as a national problem. 1 am 
happy that the President has referred to 
this problem in his Address and has rightly 
said : — 

“The persistence of communal tension 
in some parts of the country and 
the occasional flaring up of violence 
constitute a threat to our secularism 
and democracy and to the basic 
values of civilised life which we 
cherish. The Government are deter¬ 
mined to overcome this dange*. 
This problem needs lo be treated as 
national task ro ensuie national 
survival.” 

This is what the President has said, 1 
hope, the Government will lake seiious 
note of the same and will deal with 
communal riots as a national prolcm and 
will take very strong action against those 
who create an atmosphere of hatred between 
different communities and try to liquid.ite 
the culture and traditions of other 
communities. 

• 

In this connection I would like to diaw 
the attention to the harassment of (he 
Muslim minority in Aligarh, Moradabad, 
Pilibhit and other places during and after 
the recent Mid-term poll to the Parliament. 
At Moradabad hordes of innocents were 
taken to jails. Breaking into their 
houses during curfew hours, they were 
taken to the police station and their limbs 
and leg? were broken by the cruel assault 
on them by the police. 1 am told, nine 
people were killed, and five of them were 
Muslims, 9 o 6 were arrested, 800 of them 
are Muslims. Thus a reign of terror was 
unleashed. I would demand that when a 
commission of inquiry has been appointed 
for Aligarh disturbances, this commis5‘°“ 
should also be geiven authorily to inquire 
about the harrasment and the Muslims at 
Moradabad also. 
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In conclusion,! only wish justice and 
fairplay to all establishment of conamunal 
harmony, equal opportunity to everybody 
and early establishment of democratic 
socialisam.

SHRI M. JOSEPH (Pccrmadc): Mr. 
aiiiman. Sir, I am very glad to note 
ilai tlon'blc President in liii speecli has 
saul 'hat his Government propose to extend 
ilio new technology in agricultnrs to dry-far- 
11 ,me 10 new crops and to new areas which 
hu^ not been covered so fas, Research and 
Lv.eiiMon programmes for a faster growth 
in the oulput of fibres and oil seeds which 
are articles of mass consumption will be 
intensified. Well and good. But. Sir, 1 
icgrct to note that no mention is made 
about the plantation crops such as rubber, 
cardamom, pepper, coffee, tea, coconut, 
etc Derala holds almost complete monopoly 
in the sphere of rubber production in the 
country. Out of a totall all-India production 
of rubber, Kerala produces more than 85" [, 
of It. The rubber plantations also employ 
5 large labour force of approximately one 
«da half lakh persons. Understanding 
tbat this cultivation has got a bright future 
the small farmers have converted their 
small holdings into rubber plantations. The 
yield per acre especially in small estates are 
''cry low when compared to the yields in 
Malaya, Ceylon, Indonesia and other rubber 
Stowing countries. This Is due to the 
unscientific manner in which the estates are 
"tanaged and lack of resources at the 
disposal of these estate owners. India is the 
only country in the world which is a 
pioduar and at the same time an industrial 


consumer of natural rubber. The demamd 
for rubber is increasing at a very fast rate. 
Hence more attention is to be taken in the 
case of (he rubber plantations. May 1 bring 
to your kind notice a most sympatheic 
and pitiable condition of the small estate 
owners ? The Government has fixed the 
price of natural rubber as Rs. 520/- per 
quintal. But the market price is only below 
Rs. 470/- per riuinlal. Then the State Trad¬ 
ing Coiporation c.imc to the field to buy 
the raw rubber. The small farmers welcomed 
it. But the picsent situation is more pitia¬ 
ble. There is a proverb in Malayalam such 
as ‘boat is iigain at its starting point*— 
Tmii vcmlwn tiiwutkkare thmte. 
The faimers arc getting only a price 
less than Rs. 470/- per quintaljp even 
after the SEC has slarctd its operations. 
Hence 1 tequest that immediate steps should 
be taken by tht Government so that the 
plantations as well as the farmers may bo 
proiei'tcd, 

MR. Chairman, Sir, an equally impor¬ 
tant cash crop is cardamom. India produces 
about 70 per cent of world out-put of card¬ 
amom out of wliieli 54 per cent of the 
tola! acrage under the ciop in India is in 
my constiiuiciicy, Pccrmadc. It is grown 
in high ranges at an altitude varying from 
2000 to 5000 feet. Cardamom is the most 
expensive as well as the most delicious of 
the spices whicli earns an appreciable 
amount of foreign exchange. But the 
development of cardamom has not been 
receiving adequate aticntion. 

Tea is the second most importanf cash 
crop of our State and is foremost among 
the exports of Kerala. Pepper and coffee 
are two other crops of my State. In short, 
the plantation sector, as a whole, faces a 
multitude of problems in Kerala. Govern¬ 
ment have to take immediate and adequate 
steps to solve those problems.

From next year onwards, 
vupee payment will no longer be thnre. 
This is one pan. 

Now the question remains of whatever 
rupee holdings are there, whatever rupee 
commitments in India are there. In this 
matter, I must say that the US Government 
also have shown interest in understanding 
the problem of the rupee holdings, I hope 
they win also take some constructive view 
in this matter. There is no doubt we will 
have to work oat some proposals wherdjy 
by mutual understanding this question will 
be solved on permanent basts.

•95. SHRI CHANDRAPPAN : Will 
the Minister of FINANCE be pleased to 
state :

(c) whether as a result of these steps 
there has been any improvement in the

THE MINISER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF FINANCE (SHRI VIDYA 
CHARAN SHUKLA); (a) As on 31st 
December, 1970, the arrears of Income-tax 
amour)ted to Rs. S65.73 crores. 

(b) The requisite information is given 
in the Statement laid on the Table of the 
House. 

(c) and (d). Yes. Sir. The collections 
out of anear demand upto 31st December, 
1970 amounted to Rs. 119,52 crores as com¬ 
pared to collections of Rs. 98.74 crores 
during the corresponding period of the last 
year. 

Statement 

The followiitg speci^c measures have 
been taken for speedy collection of 
arrears : 

(i) Taking over a recovery work hither¬ 
to done by officials of the State 
Governments. 

Work taken over fully in Commis¬ 
sion's’ charges at Delhi, Andhra 
Pradesh, Gujarat and Rajasthan. 
Work taken over partly in Commis¬ 
sioners’ charges of West Bengal, 
Madras, Mysore, Uttar Pradesh, 
Bombay and Poona. 

The Government have recently 
sanctioned 68 posts of Tax Re¬ 
covery work is being taken over in 
the remaining Commissioners’ 
charges by the Department. 

(ii) The Functional Distribution Scheme 
under which the work of collection 
of taxes has been rhade the specific 
function of one or more income- 
tax officers in the Range was intro¬ 
duced in 1966 and has been fur¬ 
ther extended during the last 
year. 

(iii) Acceptance of crossed cheques by 
the Department and opening of 
Special receipt counters for this 
purpose in the Income-tax 
Officea. 


(iv) Publication of names of assessees 
who are defaulters in the 'payment 
of taxes over certain prescribed 
limits. 

(v) Arrears Qearance Fortnights are 
being observed all over the country. 
During the period, special emphasis 
is laid on carrying out pending 
adjustraents/rectiWtions, giving 
effect to appellate orders and col- 
lecting the net demands due from 
the assessees. 

(vi) Two Additional Commissioners of 
Income-tax (Recovery) have been 
posted exclusively for recovery 
work in each of Commissioners’ 
Charges at Bombay and Calcutta. 
Similarly one Additional Commis¬ 
sioner of Income-tax (Recovery) 
has been posted in each of Com¬ 
missioners’ Charges at Delhi and 
Madras. 

(vii) Sixty posts of Income-tax Officers 
(Collection) have been recently 
sanctioned by the Government for 
attending to the work of liqui¬ 
dation of arrear demands. 

SHRI CHANDRAPPAN : From the 
statement made by the hon. Minister it 
appears that income-tax arrears had gone up 
to Rs. 565.73 crores from about Rs. 
crores according to a statement made some¬ 
time in 1969. At that time there were 
twenty individuals or companies each of 
whose income-tax arrears amounted to more 
than Rs. 1 crorc. What steps have the 
Government taken to realise the money from 
these companies and have the Government 
written off some of these arrears from these 
companies or individuals ? 

SHRI VIDYA CHARAN SAUKLA : 
As for the first question, the steps that have 
been taken to realise the arrears have been 
given in the statement which 1 have laid oa 
the Table of the House in answer to patt (W 
of the question. As for specific parties,» 
the hon. Member would indicate to tnt w* 
names of parties, I shall collect and soj^v 
that infomuitlon. 

SHRI INDR AJIT GUPTA : «

As for the quantum, I have indicated in 
my main answer the new steps we have 
taken. Arrears are realised at a much 
faster rate and the amount of arrears is much 
less now than it used to be before. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : He has 
asked what is the amount written oif. 

MR. SPEAKER : Let him ask it him> 
self. 

SHRI CHANDRAPPAN : What was 
the amount written off ? 

SHRI VIDYA CHARAN SHUKLA : 
in case he is asking about the written off 
amount ot certain individual companies, over 
a crore of rupees. I would require the names 
of those companies, to indicate the position, 
and then 1 shall gladly do so. But if in a 
general way if he asks how much money was 
written oil, I have some information on that 
aiiKumt of money that has been written off 
heuuse It could not be recovered and because 
the company went insolvent or because the 
people were not traceable and all that.

SHRI VIDYA CHARAN SHUKLA ;

Member and the House if a specific questirai 
is tabled on the matter. 

DR. RANEN SEN : This question was 
put in the Rajya Sabha in 1969 and the 
answer was given. So, when the Minister 
came here he should have come with all the 
necessary information on the matter. 

MR. SPEAKER ; The question is in a 
general form If specific names were men¬ 
tioned, the Minister would have been in a 
position to answer. He wants notice now. 

I think after notice is given he will give the 
information. 

SHRI CHANDRAPPAN : The question 
is very clear.

Government does have the powers and it is 
in exercise of such powers only that we 
have been able to improve the arrears 
recovery position 'that I have indicated in 
reply to'parts (c) and (d) of the question 
that was tabled. We have the powers to 
recover the arrears as arrears of land 
revenue. Our difRcuIty was that the reco* 
voy proceedings had to be initiated through 
the State Governments and we found a lot 
of difficulty in realising the arrears of 
income-tax through the State apparatus. 
Now we have taken the powers and 
appointed staff in several circles of income- 
tax commissioners to recover the money by 
ourselves. This has been done in several 
ciicles partially and in 'Several other circles 
we are going to introduce it very soon. It 
is not possible to introduce it in all the 
circles straightway because <ve will have to 
appoint competent officers to initiate recovery 
proceedings in the courts of law and take 
such measures. I emphatically refute Mr. 
Samb hall’s statement that anybody is trying 
to protect the big tycoons. As you said, Sir, 
unless a specific question is asked, it is not 
possible for me to give the entire list right 
now. But it is not a fact that Government 
wants to protect anybody. We are prepared 
to give all legitimate information which is in 
our possession to the House. 

SHRI S. B. GIRI: May I know how 
many persons were sent to prison for evading 
income-tax and what are their names ?

Conversion of Loans into Equity Shares 

•97. SHRI TEJA SINGH SWATA- 
NTRA : Will the Minister of HNANCE be 
pleased to state ; 

(a) whether the decision to convert loans 
advanced by public financial institutions to 
private industries into equity shar«, has been 
implemented ; and 

(b) if so, the details thereof ? 

THE MINISTER OF FINANCE (SHRI 
YASHWANTRAO CHAVAN); (a) and (b). 
The public sector financial institutions have 
taken note of the Government decision on 
the recommendations of the Industrial Licens¬ 
ing Policy Inquiry Committee, requiring them 
to exercise option for converting loans to be 
given and debentures to be subscribed by 
them in future, into equity of the assisted 
concerns, and are following it up in relevant 
cases. The detailed guidelines in this behalf 
are under active consideration of the Govern¬ 
ment and arc expected to be finalised shortly. 

SHRI CHINfAMANI PANIGRAHI : 
What are the relevant cases which arc being 
followed up, so far as equity shares arc 
concerned ? 

SHRI YASHWANTRAO CHAVAN : 
When 1 mentioned relevant cases I meant 
wherever there are applications to the regular 
financial institutions and where large capital 
is raised by them. As a matter of fact, as 
I have said, some detailed guidelines are 
necessary in these matters for the use of the 
public financial institutions. They have to 
be finalised as a result of inter-ministerial 
discussions. We wanted certain recommenda¬ 
tions from the Reserve Bank, which we have 
received. 1 think it is in a very final stage. 

SHRI CHINTAMANI PANIGRAHI : 

I want to know whether he has followed up 
the data and whether the companies have 
agreed to equity participation. 

SHRI YASHWANTRAO CHAVAN; 
Unless I know the specific cases 1 cannot 
give any information. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA :

SHRl CHINTAMANI PANIGRAHI ; 

I would like to know Irom the hon. Minister 
whether a provision of Rs. 3 lakhs in the 
first year and Rs, 2 lakhs in the second year 
of the Fourth Five Year Plan was made for 
the development of recreational facilities at 
Chilka Lake and whether this project has 
been implemented by now and» if not, why 
not. 

DR. KARAN SINGH : The Chilka 
Lake project falls under the State sector. 
The Cratral provision is for Konarak. That 
we are hoping to implement during the 
course of the current financial year. 

SHRI CHINTAMANI PANIGRAHl : 
To refresh the memory of the hon. Minister, 

1 may point out that of late part 1, part 2 
and part 3 schemes have been re-scheduicd. 

It has been indicated by the Orissa Goveni- 
mcnt that in the Fourth Plan out of Rs. 36 
lakhs which have to be spent on the develop¬ 
ment of tourism in Orissa, the Government 
of India is going to give more than Rs. 30 
lakhs. The Cbiika Lake scheme is a part 
of the Central sector and, out of Rs. 3 lakhs, 
they have to bear Rs. 2 lakhs. May 1 
know whether they have given their part of 
expenditure and, if not, why not, and why 
no recreational facilities have been at the 
Chiika Lake which is a beautiful place of 
tourist attraction ? I would like to know 
why they have not done it. 

DR. KARAN SINGH : At present, 
there are State schemes and Central scheme. 
The Chilka Lake project is included under 
the State schemes. State Government 
recently sent us a proposal to include this 
in the Central sector. Wc were unable to 
do so because of limitatimi of resources. 

In the mid-term reappraisal of the Plan if 
wiy resources are forthcoming, wc shall 
certainly try to do what we can. 

SHRI P. G. DEB : Sir, you are aware 
that Hirakud Dam with its TJirakud Lake is 
a beautiful spot in Orissa. May I know 
whether any development js taking place 
there within the period of* the next Five 
Year Plan to attract tourists there ? 

dr. KARAN SINGH : There is no 
proposal at present at least in the Central 
sector to indude any project for Hirakud. 

" is oertdnly beautiful. But there is so 
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much b^uty in the country that it ia 
impossible to cover all the beautilbl 
spots. 

Central Pay Commlssloo’s Report

*100. SHRI S. M. BANERJEE ; 

SHRI KALAYANA- 
SUNDARAM : 

Will the Minister of FINANCE be 
pleased to state: 

(a) wiiether the Central Pay Commis¬ 
sion has submitted its report; 

(b) if not, when the report is likdy to 
be submitted ; and 

(c) whether there is any proposal to 
raise the quantum of interim relief ? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF FINANCE (SHRI VIDYA 
CIIARAN SHUKLA) : (a) No, Sir. 

(b) It is not possible to indicate any 
lime limit within which the report is likely 
to be submitt^. It has to be noted that 
the terms of reference of the present Com 
mission are muclrwidcr than the Second Pay 
Commission in as much as the Third Pay 
Commission is to examine the pay structure 
etc. of the Defence Services and of the 
Members of Ail India Services also. The 
Commission has been asked to submit its 
recommendations as soon as practicable and 
tliat Body can be expected to do so with 
the maximum expedition possible. 

(c) No, Sir. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : Sir, the 
prices have gone up according to the various 
figures available at government level. Even 
the Finance Minister before the dissolution 
of the House had made a statement that 
the prices have gone up. J would like to 
know, since the interim relief given to the 
lowest category of staff was a very meagre 
amount and in view of the delay that is 
likely to occur because of the wide terms 
of reference of the Pay Commission in sub¬ 
mitting their report, whether the Govern¬ 
ment will consider a second instalment of 
interim relief at least to Class III and Class 
IV employees who were paid a very meagre 
amount of interim relief. 

SHRI VIDYA CHARAN SHUKLA: 
As the hon. Member might remember, (he 
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S«cond -P»y <7onmiis«ion took abont two 
years to finalise their reeoounendatitmB. We 
except that this Commission will not delay 
their recommendations more than this. 
Regarding the interim relief, all the factors 
which the bon. Member has mentioned 
were taken into consideration by the Pay 
Commission in making their recommenda¬ 
tions which were accepted by the Govern¬ 
ment without any alteration. After that, 
from some quotas, some demands were 
made for revision of the interim relief. But, 
by and large, the interim relief has been 
accepted by the the employees without any 
protest... 

AN HON. MEMBER : No. 

SHRI VIDYA CHARAN SHUKLA : 
I think, the interim relief has given them 
the kind of relief that we sought to give 
them. As soon as the final recommenda¬ 
tions of the Pay Commission are available, 
we shall take the final view in the matter. 
In the meantime, it is not possible to give 
a second instalment of interim relief or 
revise the interim relief we have given. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : The argu¬ 
ment advanced by the hon. Minister is that 
because the first Pay Commission had taken 
two years, the second Pay Commission 2jf 
years, therefore, the third Pay Commission 
should take three years, That is what his 
argument comes to. Sir, the first Pay Com¬ 
mission did not have any data. The second 
Pay Commission got all the data. Sir, even 
in the Army a Committee has been appoint¬ 
ed and they have submitted a full report. 
1 would like to know whether in view of 
the figures available to the Pay Commission, 
they will be asked to expedite the submission 
of their report and whether the Govemmmit 
will see that it is implemented within 1971 
itself. 

SHRI VIDYA CHARAN SHUKLA: 
As you might have noticed, I did not give 
any argument. 1 only indicated the time 
taken by the Second Pay Commission. I 
was not saying that the Third Pay Com¬ 
mission ^uld take more time than that. 
1 expressed the hope that even though the 
terms of reference of the Third Pay Com¬ 
mission are much wider than the tarns of 
reference of Second Pay Commission, 
they will be able to complete their 


labours with in this time. Tlmt b the hope 
that I have expressed. I havts given no 
argument of any kind. 

As far as the question of expedition is 
concerned, we have in our infotmal dis¬ 
cussions indicated the need for great expedi¬ 
tion in this matter so that the Pay Com¬ 
mission’s report is available to us for taUg g 
decision on that and I am sure the Members 
of the Pay Commission themselves realise 
the urgency of the matter and I am sure 
they are giving their utmost time. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : They may 
delay it. 

SHRI KALYANASUNDARAM: Aris- 
ing out of his reply, may I know from the 
hon. Minister whether the Government arc 
aware that a ten-point rise has been there 
over a period of years, according to which, 
they have to raise the dearness allowance ? 
In the name of this Interim Relief, is it the 
intention of the Government to stop the 
increase of dearness allowance to which the 
Government employees are lawfully en¬ 
titled ? 

SHRI VIDYA CHARAN SHUKLA: 
I think the hon. Member is referring to the 
Gajandragadkar formula of the Consumer’s 
Price Index according to which as soon as 
there is a ten-point rise in the index, the 
dearness allowance automatically goes up by 
a certain extent. That is a existing formula 
and it does not concern with this particular 
question. It is a separate question of the 
industrial labour and workers. As far as 
that is concerned, there has not been a 
ten-point rise. If there was a ten-point 
rise; the rise in the dearness allowance 
would have been automatic in the past 
because that formula has been accepted by 
the Government. As soon as a ten-point 
rise takes place, not on the monthly average, 
but on the annual average, as soon as a 
ten-point rise takes place, the increase in 
dearness allowance takes place automatically- 
Nobody is going to stop it and I don’t think 
the hon. Member’s information is correct 
that there has been a ten-point rise in the 
index. 

SHRI A. P. SHARMA: to the First 
Pay Commission a labour representative ww 
taken as a Member of the Commission. I’' 
this Commission also the Government 
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assured that they will be taking a labour 
represeatative as a Member of the Com¬ 
mission. But they put a condition that all 
the trade Unions should join together and 
put up an agreed person as their repr^en- 
tative. 

MR. SPEAKER : I request the hon. 
Member to confine himself to the question 
of period. 

SHRI A. P. SHARMA ; I am asking 
about the inclusion of a labour representa¬ 
tive bacause the Pay Commission has not 
mode much advance in its work and there 
has been a great demand from the workers 
as to why their reprraentative has not be«i 
included.

^“t, unfortunately, they did not succeed in 
iheir efforts and no common name could be 
forwarded to the Government. And there¬ 
fore wc have not been able to include a 
'opr^ntative of Labour in the Pay Com- 
mission. 


But, I may say, even at this time, if 
a name comes forward, we could consi- 
this matter.

* Pay Commission's work is ^ing on with 
8>^oatest expedition and there is no delay 


or tardiness in the work of the Pay Com¬ 
mission. 
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SHRl M. RAM GOPAL REDDY : The 
non-development expenditure for the last 
two years has gone up to Rs. 7S0 crores.

Special efforts are being made for more 
than a decade to upgrade the quality of 
science education at school level. 

(1) During the Second mid Third Plan 
periods efforts weie directed to 
provide science equipment for the 
laboratories of High and HighCT 
Secondary schools and in-service 
training to Secondary School 
Sciencci Teachers through a pro- 
gramm(.\(ff Summer Institutes. 

(2) Stat« were also assisted in esta¬ 
blishing State Institutes of Science 
Education to deal exclusively with 
the problems of upgraaing Science 
education. 

(3) A comprehensive programme of 
curriculum development was 
launched in I96S, the main compo¬ 
nents of whidi were : 

(i) Preparation of updated and 
upgraded syllabi in science 
subjects. 

(ii) Development of Text Books, 
Teachers guides and other

(iii) Development of prototypes 
of simple indigenous science 
equipments.

Government has been keeping a close watch 
over the price situation in the country and 
various measures are being adopted to keep 
prices under control. Shortages of commo¬ 
dities like raw cotton, oilseeds and edible 
oils, steel, etc., ere being made up through 
imports. An Indi^strial Raw Materials 
Assistance Centre has been set up to stock 
essential imported raw materials ; separate 
public sector agencies have been sstablished 
to ensure efficient imports of cotton, jute 
and cashew. 

Prices of essential commodities are conti¬ 
nuously reviewed. Prices of rayon yarn, 
rayon tyre cord and truck tyres have recent¬ 
ly been reduced. Downward adjustments 
in the retail prices of kerosene and petrol 
were made during 1970-71. Mqjor food- 
grains are issed controlled prices through a 
net-work of fair price/ration shops. The 
prices of a substantial number of varities of 
cotton cloth continue to be controlled. The 
Civil Supplies Organisation at the Centre 
takes action to arrange quick supplies to the 
areas where temporary shortages in the 
supply of particular commodities occur. 

During 1970-71, statutory price contrtfi 
was imposea on drugs and medicines, 
and the prices of a number of drugs 
aud mediemes have been brought down. 
The Government has also acquired powers 
to fix the prices of elecaric wires and 
cables.

Tiie Education Commission \frhich 
nibiniited its report in 1*166, recommended 
that the link between education and pro- 
dtictnity can be forged through development 
of following programmes 

(1) science as a basic component of 
education and culture : 

(2) work-experience as an integral part 
of general education ; 

(3) vocationalization of education, 
especially at the secondary school 
level, to meet the n.eeds of indus¬ 
try, agriculture and trade ; and 

'4) improvement of scientific and tech¬ 
nological education and research at 
the university stage with special 
emphasis on agriculture and allied 
sciences. 
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2. A number of schemes have been 
taken up to develop these programmes and 
they are part of the plans of the StiUe 
Governments and various universities, borne 
pilot projects have been initiated, in certain 
selected districts, to try out, on an experi¬ 
mental basis, tlie prograninie.s of work 
experience and vocationalization of education. 
Aftci these pilot projects succeed, it is pro¬ 
posed to extend these to otlici- districts. In 
the field of technical education, there is now 
greater cmpliasis on the provision of practi¬ 
cal training stipends, introduction of sand¬ 
wich com ses and linking of technical edu¬ 
cation with industry. There are also a 
variety of courses, oiganiscd by various 
departments which are of vocational nature, 
and they directly help people in getting 
employment in the organised sector after a 
ITcriod of apprenticeship.

For 1970-71, the assessment of the 
resources positlcm of the States showed that 
the special accommodation duo to nine 
States would amount to Rs. 170.60 crores. 
This amount has been released in full. The 
names of the States and the special accom¬ 
modation give to them are shown in the 
statement laid ot the Table of the House. 

(d) Up to the ceilings recommended by 
the Central teams, Central assistance in full 
has been released towards the expenditure in 
1970-71 on drought relief measures in Rajas¬ 
than. Under the normal policy relating to 
natural calamities relief, State Governments 
are expected to meet out of their own 
resources the expenditure on loan items as 
also 25 per cent of the expenditure on relief 
items. In the case of Rajasthan, in view of 
the State Government’s financial position, 
this expenditure has also been covered by 
Central assistance.

(b) and (c). Between 1968-69 and 1970- 
71 the Non-Plan Expenditure of the Centre 
has increased by about Rs. 971 crores, the 
percentage increase being about 32. Major 
part of the increase is (i) towards meeting 
obligatory charges such as debt servicing 
(Rs. 76 crores), payment of subscriptions to 
the 1 . M. F. and I. B. R. D. (Rs. 173 crores), 
payment of compensation in respect of 
nationalised banks (Rs. 84 crores) ; (ii) for 
essential services like Defence (Rs. 150 
crores) ; (hi) for assistance to States to cover 
their Non-Plan gap (Rs. 195 crores) and 
others for various purposes and (iv) for 
increase in developmental expenditure outside 
the Plan (Rs. 82 crores) etc. The latter 
includes committed expenditure on ajhcmes 
completed in the earlier Plans. 

(d) Government have been giving conti¬ 
nuous attention to the question of containing 
the growth of non-plan expenditure. 
Several economy measures have been taken 
during the last few years such as intensiflca- 
tion of staffing studies by Staff Inspection 
Unit of this Ministry, ban on upward 
revision of pay-scales, economy in the 
travelling allowance expenditure and partial 
ban on recruitment of class 111 and IV posts.

The Government Resolution on Langu¬ 
age Policy as adopted by both the Houses 
of Parliament enjoins upon the Government 
to take concerted measures for the full 
development of Indian languages as speci¬ 
fied in the Constitution besides Hindi, Urdu 
is one of the oflicially and constitutionally 
recognised national languages of the country. 
It is being given the same respect and re¬ 
cognition as is being given to other State 
languages of the country. Urdu being a 
non-State language, the Government of 
India have decided to provide direct finan¬ 
cial assistance for further development of 
the language. As stated in reply to Starred 
Question No. 539 answered in the Lok Sabha 
on the 4lh December, 1970 by the then 
Education Minister, the Government of 
India have set up a Central Board called 
the Tarraqui-e-Urdu Board under the chair¬ 
manship of the Education Minister, to make 
available under the centrally sponsored 
scheme of production of literature in lodiui 
languages, academic lltwature as well as 
other types of literature in Urdu including 
science books for disseminating modem 
knowledge. The Board shall also publish 
children’s literature, reference works, encyclo¬ 
paedias and basic texts and shall pay special 
attontioh to the production of 
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Mtwiiture in Urda ia modem topics which 
would five to the vast number of Urdu* 
readiiv people an opportunity to come in 
contact with modernity in various forms. 
As in the case of other Indian languages a 
sum of Rs. 1 crore has been made available 
to toe Board for its book production pro¬ 
grammes. 

The Board has already taken steps to 
evc^ve suitable a terminology for scientific 
and technical subjects. So far more than 
20,000 terms have been coined. Terms 
evolved in Political Science, History, Ar¬ 
chaeology, Geography, Law and Geology 
have been finalised. The various Subject 
Panels set up by the Board have so far 
selected 606 titles for translation and original 
writing in Urdu out of which 487 titles have 
already been allotted to the translators and 
authors. Two books have been published 
so far. 

In order to accelerate the pace of pro¬ 
duction of books and other liieraturc, a 
Standing Gimmittee of tKe Board has been 
set up to look after and guide day-to-day 
work. A whole-time officer has been 
appointed to assist the Board and also to 
function as Secretary of the Standing Com¬ 
mittee. 

The other important steps that have 
been taken by the Board to accelerate the 
pace of book production are : 

(1) Qiudified Urdu scholars are being 
encouraged to apply to the UGC 
for grant of fellowships for writing 
original books in Urdu. 

(2) In order to strengthen the printing 
capacity of the Urdu presses, 
arrangements are being made to 
import Urdu type matrices for 
manufacture of Urdu types for 
supply to vuious presses. 

(3) Steps are being taken in collabo¬ 
ration with various Urdu academic 
bodies to provide training facili¬ 
ties in Urdu caiigtaphy and type- 

, writing.

MR. SPEAKER ; The Prime Minitter 
will now reply to the debate <m the Presi¬ 
dent’s Address. 

THE PRIME MINISTER, MINISTER 
OF ATOMIC ENERGY, MINISTER OP 
HOME AFFAIRS, MINISTER OF 
PLANNING AND MINISTER OF INFOR¬ 
MATION AND BROADCASTING (SHRI- 
MATI INDIRA GANDHI): Mr. Speaker, 
Sir. the President’s Address has been debated 
for three days. Many hon. Members have 
spoken and I am grateful to those who have 
supported the Motion and to those who have 
offered useful suggestions. 

I am glad ttiat several Members saw in 
the Address the beginning of a great renewal. 
With the accession of strength and faith 
from a fresh mandate given by a new 
generation, we are dn the threshold of a new 
beginning. Our people^ have proved that the 
dark forebodings of pessimists at home and 
abroad were the mumblings of false prophets. 

1 must hasten to add that I look upon 
the massive support of the electorate not as 
an achievement but as an opportunity. The 
President’s Address has indicated some of 
the steps which the Government propose to 
take to make use of this opportunity. These 
steps and many others will have to be 
translated into operational programmes. In 
the meanwhile. Government welcomes cons¬ 
tructive criticism which will help to improve 
our programmes. 

In my election speeches which, unfor¬ 
tunately, Shri Va(ipayee docs not seem to 
have read—I repeat—in every single speech 
1 have said that the road ahead is long and 
full of hardships and those who supported 
us should be prepared for hard work, for 
difficulties and perhaps even for danger. 

I have carefully followed the speeches of 
the hon. Members. I was touched by the 
great solicitude shown by Shri Fatefasinghsao 
Oaekwad for the plight of the Scheduled 
Castes and the Scheduled Tribes and 
Shrimati Gayatri Devi’s emsoem fwr tha 
poor. It seems easier to shed tears thito 
privy purses. I assure them and the Hdtnd 
that these vestiges of feudajkffi 
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I welcome the endorsement of the need 
to prevent pollution of air, water and soil 
and t!he imbalances of nature around us. I 
mysdf have been deeply interested in ecology 
lince long before that word became fashion* 
able in the western world. 

The complaint of some Members that 
AIR and TV were used by the Oovemmoit 
for Party ends need not be taken seriously. 
The only time i had broadcast was to 
announce the dissolution of the Lok Sabha. 

Complaints against the Election Com¬ 
mission have already been dealt with by my 
colleague, the Minister of Law and Justice. 

SHRI ATAL BIHARI VAJPAYEE 
(Gwalior) : Not satisfactorily. 

SHRIMATI INDIRA GANDHI : It 
was natural that in a debate of this kind 
much should be said about poverty. Our 
poverty is long standing. I have not been 
awakened to it to-day as some Members of 
the Opposition are apt to say from time 
to time. If I may say with some hesitation 
and deep humility, it was because of this 
awakening and concern that my family 
decided to give up most of its property and 
to change its entire mode of life in 1920-21. 

Much has been achieved since Indepen¬ 
dence. There is no doubt that to-day a 
large number of people are better dressed 
usd better fed than before. How do we 
judge the poverty of any area ? We should 
judge it against the conditions udiich existed 
in that particular area earlier on. Is it the 
claim of any hon. Member that less has been 
done, for example, in Rajasthan or in 
Madhya Pradesh or in Orissa in the last few 
years than was done, say, in a cottury of 
princely rule ? Yet the fact of poverty 
remains and vast numbers do lack their basic 
requirements. Also the needs of our people 
are increasing and will continue to incmsase 
as our development plans go ahead. 

The hon. Member, Shri Vajpayee, spoke 
tauntingly of what he called our '*war on 
poverty.” But, actually, this was the tide 
of his manifesto. Compared to the glitter 
of the Jana Sangh manifesto, our own wad 
mattu-of-fact and down-to-earth. 

It was remarkable how our people showed 
their keen seme of discrimination when tho^ 
to \ft attracted! bji the stalking; 


deer, the Swaim MHg, of the Jana Sangh 
or to be led astray by the outworn economic 
theoritt of the Swatantra Party dressed up 
in elegant phrases. 

SHRI ATAL BIHARI VAJPAYEE : 
They were most attracted by the cow and 
calf. 

SHRIMATI INDIRA GANDHI : i 
would remind the hon. Member that we had 
a number of Elections before this Gcncial 
Election. Some of our candidats had the 
bicycle as their symbal, some had the coconut 
tree or other emblems and yet all these or 
most of them won in the elections. And I 
should like to say also that something rathei 
good happened because we took the cow and 
the calf as our symbol. It was proved that 
it was not a religious symbol, that it was a 
symbol of the prosperity of village and 
town people. It is after seeing the mani¬ 
festoes and the performances of the various 
-parties that the people have taken their 
decision. 

The hon. Member who sits opposite me, 
Shri Gopalan, in his long indictment ot 
Governmental policies, referred to some 
central projects. There was not, and there 
cannot be any discrimination or deliberate 
neglect of Kerala which is one* of the most 
beautiful parts of our country and one which 
has had many problems. It is true that the 
Precision Instruments Plant and the Phjto 
Chemicals Plant, which we had proposed to 
set up there were not taken up for imple¬ 
mentation. But this is because, on re-assess- 
ment, demands for the products of these 
Plants were not found to be good. 

Government have to make a constant 
reappraisal of industrial and other program¬ 
mes, and have to adapt them to the needs 
of the situation. 

However, In ‘regard to the Cochin 
Shipyard. Shri Gopalan has failed to keep 
up with recent developments. An agreement 
bu already been signed with Mitsubi^i 
Heavy Industries, cove ing the preparation 
of designs for the Shipyard and for Consult¬ 
ancy Services f<« its construction. The 
project will be ctunpletod in five years and 
fat estimated to cost Rs. 45M eawei. Rs- 3 
crotes have been provided j# tfi* 1971-/J 
iotoim

Shri fDifrajlt Ghtpta ref^d to Monopoly 
Houses and the issue of new licences to some 
of them, which also has been agitating some 
of our own Members on this side. Neither 
the Monopolies and the Restrictive Trade 
Practices Act nor the Industrial Licensing 
Policy rules out the grant of new licences to 
Business Houses. They only define the limits 
and conditions, subject to which these Housm 
would be allowed to expand further. 

The decisions taken in individual cases 
do not involve any deviation from the 
policies which have been clearly spelt out. 
These policies seek to reconcile a number of 
objectives—the promotion of industrial 
growth and employment opportunities, 
accelerated development of backward regions, 
expenditious development of core industries 
and the attainment of economic self*reliance. 

It would not be fair to view the grant 
of licences to the larger industrial houses in 
isolation from other decisions of the Govern¬ 
ment, fof instance, the reservation of larger 
fields for small-scale industries, the exclusion 
01 larger industrial houses from the middle 
sector and the expansion of the public sector 
as well as other policies designed to broaden 
the base of entrepreneurship. 

A young Member from our side, Shri 
A. C. George made several concrete sugges¬ 
tions, in particular, regarding Housing in 
Urban areas. We have already made a 
beginning in this direction with the setting up 
of the Housing and Urban Development 
Finance Corporation. We shall endeavour 
to expand the role of the Corporatioi^ in 
the next two ta three years. 

There is also need for a new look at 
rural housing. I am sorry Shri Piloo Mody, 
our Architect Member, is not present, 
because 1 think that it would be very useful 
if our architects would give thought to new 
and inexpensive designs for rural housing, 
which would make the best use of locally 
available maerials. 

I was looking forward to hearing Shri 
Shyamoandan Mishra and was indeed dis¬ 
appointed that he surrendered* his time to 
another Member of his party. I know that 
planning has lost much of its lustre... 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA 
(Begusarw): 1 am very glad. Let her kindly 
recommend me next time to speak on the 
genttal butji^L 
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SHRIMATT INDIRA GANDHI; I 
know that planning has lost its lustre ^ace 
his connection with it has ceased. 

I now come to the amendments of which 
there is a large crop. Scune of these refer 
to rising prices and the need to stj^ilise 
them. The House knows how deeply cem- 
cemed I am, and indeed all my ccllleagues 
in Government are, about this matter, and 
that we are deeply aware of the consequences 
which would follow if price stability is 
seriously impaired. Much of the inaease in 
prices during the past year is because of the 
failure to raise the production of commer¬ 
cial crops. 

Poodgrain prices have, on the other 
hand, been generally quiet, reflecting our 
success in raising production in that area. 
Hon. Members know that because of the 
drought, we have had to bend all our ener¬ 
gies to increase the production of foodgrains. 
There is no doubt that during this period 
the other crops did not get the kind of 
boost or help which they should have. 

I think the Minister of Food has already 
told the House that intend to adopt a 
range of measures to raise the productivity 
of such crops. We also intend to curb 
speculation. 

In an inter-dependent economy, a price 
rise in one sector soon spreads to other 
sectors. For Example, the rise in the prices 
of industrial raw materials pushes up the 
prices of manufactures which in turn leads 
to the demand for higher prices for farm 
products. The wage cost also tends to nse. 
Thus, what is called for today is a certain 
restraint and willingness on the part of the 
community not to press for short-term 
compensations. 

We intend to protect the interests of the 
weaker sections who suffer most when prices 
go up. The public distribution system is 
aimed to serve this put pose. 

I am sure hoo. Members will appreciate 
that a part of the' price increase in recent 
years was due to our anxiety to assure the 
farmers a reasonable price for their products. 
However, it is important that in this 
process, the interests of the small farmers, 
the landless labourers and the other poor 
people who live on the land and who do not 
have surplus ptoducts to sell are not harm¬ 
ed. It is for the Government to reconcile 
the Inteiesta of connmien and those of 
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prodooMS. Oaly in this way* eaa a pride 
ppilQy be siusessful. We mutt work for rite 
gaiMltte welfare of farmers, and at the same 
tieM ite must alto msore ^t certala sections 
4o sot tmreasonably exploit rite rest of the 
commtnrity. The wel&re of the nation as a 
' whole must at all times take precedence over 
that of an Individuat segment. We should 
MMiMfflber that other countries including 
many developed countries me also experienc- 
> ing rising prices in varying degrees. Of 
eourse, thme are greater difficulties for us 
because of the lower standard of living of so 
many of our people. But some pressure on 
prices is almost inescapable in a growing 
economy. 

We have to recognise and accept the 
fact that in a developing country such as 
ours, which must increase the pace of in* 
vestment, we cannot affmd to adopt a 
defiatipnary police of budgetary surpluses 
coupled with measures for keeping the level 
of investments low. 

So while implementing a plan which 
is Imge in relation to ^ ur resources but not 
large enough for the needs of our people, 
some upward pressure on prices is inevitable. 
I would, therefore, request hon. members 
iwt to politicise this issue excessively. 

Another matter which came up for criti* 
dsm was the grant of industrial licences in 
the period immediately preceding the general 
eieetion. My colleague, the Minister of 
Industrial Development has already answer* 
ed a specific question on this subject. 
Nothing was done in a burry or outside 
normal procedure, and it does not seem 
strange to me that we should be accused of 
not holding up licences which had been 
cleared in the normal course, and at the 
same rime be blamed for delaying them. 

Even during the election, when I was in 
Bombay, the complaint was mode that the 
ooantty*s economy was suffering because 
Government was not granting licences fast 
anouih. So obviously, this complaint is 
' part of the smear compaign of the Bo*caiIed 
grand alliance before, during and after the 
poll. 

There was an increase in the number of 
ivmlicbtions for mdustrial liceaices in the 
calimdlar yev. 1^70, reflecting an improve* 
mem in tiseindnsirial dimate. This is as it 
should be. wlsm the 
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Act came into flirce, tJfdverpnHtnt had to 
evolve poIfCieS and procedures to harmonise 
the ol^ectives of industrial licenring with 
those of the MRTP Act. After Government 
had laid down the guidelines for the dis¬ 
posal of applications attracting the provi- 
sions of the MRTP Act, applications falling 
within that category were considered for 
further processing. The formalities and pro¬ 
cedures followed by the Gk^vernment for the 
grant of licences during the period preceding 
the poll were exactly the same as those that 
were being followed earlier, and, as 1 just 
said, there was no relaxation of any accepted 
policy or normal standards of scrutiny in 
regard to these licences. 

The other amendments seek to emphasise 
the need for the nationalisation of the re¬ 
maining banks, of foreign trade, of major 
and basic industries and so on. Last year, 
I had exp'ained Goyemment's general 
approach to these and similar demands fer 
nationalisation. Government are not afraid 
of na ionalisation. At the saire time, they 
do not consider na'ionalisation to be an 
independent objectively by itself. Decisions 
on nationalisation must fit into the genera) 
scheme of priorities of our economic pro¬ 
gramme. 

The direction in which the Government 
want to proceed is qui e clear. We visualise 
a growing and dominant role for the public 
sector. We want the public sector to be 
able to influeasce and control the pace and 
direction of investment. Our available »c- 
sources should be deployed in the best 
possible manna*. Any proposal for the 
nationalisation of an industry or activity 
must be subjected to two tests : firstly, is it 
necessary from the point of view of enabling 
the public sector to attain a dominant role 
and to occupy a key position in the econo¬ 
my ; and secondly, does it further our social 
objectives 7 The nationalisatkm of banks 
satisfied both these tests. 

Similarly, when we find any industry or 
unit operating in a manner which is detri* 
meatai to our national interests, we shall 
oertainly dot hesitate to take it over. But 
we should not be deflected from our 
priorities. Chir priorities, which are known 
to thp Hooso-but I would «ko to reiterate 
them-«re at present rim aceeleratioa of deve* 
lopmwit and the augmentatidn of cmpl<>7* 
meat Whatever tesouieel wt eeadtohiU^ 





shoiiUt be eaneUsed as far as possible iato 
furthar iavastiiuiat in new, productive asti- 
vities In ibe public sector. In Uie next few 
ysaie, vn shall be enga^ in a relentless 
battle against poverty. We should not dis* 
sipate our energies and our resoutcei in 
diversionary battles wluch can only make a 
marginal contribution to victory on the 
miun front. 

The subject which was mentioned by al* 
most every speaker, one which has caused 
deeper and more widespread concern than 
any other problem facing our economy 
today is the question of unemployment. 
This problem is not unique to India. The 
U.K., U.S.A., and other developed countries 
are all facing similar situations. It is not 
difficult to understand why unemployment 
has assumed such large dimensions in India. 
Firm figures arc available only in respect of 
the organised sector, and in this sector the 
rate of growth of employment opportunities 
was somewhat satisfactory in the first half 
of the “sixties”, being 6.8 per cent in the 
Third Plan period. But this rate staled 
declining in 1964-65 and by 1966-67 has 
slumped to 0.8 per cent. During 1967-68 it 
was almost negligible. The slow growth of 
the economy p^iticularly in the industrial 
sector was responsible for the sharp decline 
in employment opportunities 

In his speech, Hon’ble Mr. Krishna 
Meoon quoted statistics of unemployment. 
In India the most serious part of the pro¬ 
blem is not open and wholetime unemploy¬ 
ment, but under employment, and this is why 
it is difficult to quantify the problerm Hon. 
Members know that sometime ago the re¬ 
port of an expert coTtmittco, presided ovw 
by Prof. Dantwala, pointed out this fact. 
In the absence of reliable figures, we should 
not allow ourselves to be intimidated by un¬ 
certain statistics. 

I entirely share the concern voiced in 
thi s House wid outside about this problem, 
To keep humnn beings idle is to waste a 
rich national resource, and 1 am particularly 
omscious of the seiious hardships which 
our educated young people are suffering. 
Many of them come to see me. 

We have mentioned the word 
*'alienation*’ in the President’s Address. 
Perha ps the ffiost dat^erous of all alinations 
is the feeling of disenchantment among 
abte-bodibd youngmen and women who are 
d^ved of iirtoduotlve employment. The 


is an etxmomie tragedy and alsd « Itamaa 
tnggdy. We eaonot pnach Jkbont oareete* 
cem fev out feUow^men, as! believe a young 
friend pointed out yesterday, if our eecip 
amuq^emeots have no ptoce for them. 

People get alieaated if they do not fW 
wanted. But there are otfa« khidi of 
alienated indiviauals also—the Nexallte type 
for whom patriotism is a bourgeois eatbor 
siasm, the superficial cosmopolitans who are 
too cynic^ to appreciate the qnaiides of tm 
people and our country. There ere also 
sorre of our highly trained speciiUists and 
others who would rather opt for bettw 
opportunities and higher salaries abroad 
then face hardship and frustration in cteai- 
ing better conditions for their own descen- 
dents. 1 sincerely hope that in the end 
India will win back to its fold ali those who 
are feeling frustrated or alienated. 

Hon'ble Members have referred to the 
need for allowances for those who are un¬ 
employed. I do not think that subsistence 
allowance to the unemployed is an answeS 
to the travails of our youth. Let us not 
make these young people pensioners. Let us 
not accustom thgm to doles or sutiiJies. 
Let us try to provide them with ^spportn- 
nities in which they can find fulfilment. 
For this we should mobilise all the resources 
we can and raise the level of investment in 
the public as well as the private sector. The 
reappraisal of the Plan should give our 
development programmes an employment 
bias. A climb back to the ascending path 
of economic growth and vigorous imple¬ 
mentation of the P.an will contribute to a 
significant expansion of productive employ¬ 
ment on a durable basis. 

But 1 am not one of those who subscribe 
folly to the view that if we take care of the 
nan, emptoyment will lake care of itsdf. 

I am fully aware that when unemployment 
is acute and widespread, we must have special 
measures to deal with it. Programmes with 
high employment potential have to be 
Indentified and given a special push. Quite 
a few schemes of this nature bavebetgi 
incorporated in the Fourth Plan as reeest 
and presented to this House in last 
The House is aware of the details of ^ 
schemes relatiog to small fara^en, sub* 
marginal farmers, landless labourers apd yurtil 
works in areas prone to droujdtt. Theee 
schemes have already been taken up fpr 
impleatentaticm in iaige tracts distributed alD 
over the conatiyit although diey Bsaytalte 
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■omediiM^ to gtuher momaituin. A provision 
of {U. 235 crores is envisaged for these 
•pectol programmes during the Plan period. 
Additionally, projects for small farmers and 
agriooltural labour will receive support from 
ftaancial institutions to the extoit of about 
Rs. 300 crores. Similarly the total fidanci^ 
support for dryland far ning programmes is 
expected to be about Rs. ISO crores. In the 
Budget presented last' week the Finance 
Minister has Indicated a provision of Rs. SO 
crores for a oash scheme for rural employ* 
meot.

1 know that almost every hon. Membo: 
has taken exception to the smallness of this 
sum. I should like to remind them that the 
programmes which come under this crash 
programme are only supplementary to other 
programmes to create additional employment. 
Employment opportunities are provided 
by the entire economic system and you cannot 
put the whole of the probiein on one side 
and only one of the severa^mcasures evolved 
to solve it, on the other. 1 have announced 
in my public speeches that the programme 
would start soon. 1 should like to tell Shri 
Vajpayee, because he felt that the entire 
Rs. 50 crores would be spent on the mere 
planning of it, that all the planning and 
other prepara’.ions have been completed and 
the programme, if it has not already started, 
would do so in a few days. We want to 
make this programme the nucleus of a more 
comprehensive programme. These pro* 
grammes are orimted to create more employ* 
ment in the rural areas. But the works which 
are envisaged will also absorb the educated 
such as technicians, engineers and other 
educated unemployed. 

But we are conscious that there is need 
to devise yet other programmes to absorb 
the educated unemployed in larger numbers. 
For this Plan outlays must be increased in 
sectors such as education and public health. 
Unfortunately most Members demand big 
prestigious projects for their areas instead of 
helping to strengthen these other services. A 
higher rate of industrial growth through the 
maximisation of investment in the public 
gnd private sectors is by far the most ef^tive 
answer to the question of educated unemploy* 
Stent. The Presld«at*s Address has indicted 


that we propose to set task forces to 
identify toe various impi^imeots to the 
expansion of industrLl production and to 
propose suitable changes in policies and 
procedures. 

This leads me to another related issue of 
nstiooai importance, and that is the question 
of higher levels of investment, whether in the 
public or the private sector. This can ccnie 
about only as a result of an all-round 
improvement in efficiency and product ivity. 
Concern for higher productivity should 
become almost an obsession with those 
engaged in productive processes, whether they 
are managers or workers, because only by 
augmenting productivity con we eniaigc the 
surpluses available for investment. This is 
an obligation which the employed owe to 
those who are yet to be employed. The 
employed should not become an instrument 
for the exploitation of the unemployed. As 
my colleague, Shri Khadilkar, has aheady 
told this house. Government propose to hold 
discussions with trade union leaders as well 
as representatives of management on these 
and other issues to seek their co-operation 
and support in ensuring increasingly higher 
levels of employment at rising levels of 
productivity. 

Several hon. Members have spoken about 
the law and order problem in West Bengal. 
Our youngest Member, Shri P. R. Das 
Munshi, made a moving speech based on 
personal experience. It brought home to 
me once again and to us all the difficulties 
of youdlg people and the awesome character 
of political violence in that State. The 
Government are determined to curb violence, 
whoever is responsible and whatever the 
motive behind it. 

Shri Oopalan took umbrage at the use 
of the expression “politics of murdtf*'. But 
I am sure we will alt agree that murder can¬ 
not be sanctioned or sanctified even though 
some have made it their political creed. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU (Diamond 
Harbour): hoarders committed by Govern¬ 
ment itself. 

SHRlMAtl INDIRA GANDHI: We 
have been taking ali appropriate steps to 
stop this menace and will continue to do so. 
The situation in West Bengal caimot 
dealt with by toe police aloqe* We ei® 
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coosciofts of this sod Members also have 
drawn our attention. Other measures are 
needed and they are not being neglected. 

Tlw greatest emphasis has been laid on 
the revival of Calcutta and its surroundings. 
The development of other parts of Bengal is 
equally important. 

During President’s rule, immediate steps 
were taken to bring land reform legislation 
mbre in tune with the aspirations of the 
people and the requirements of social justice. 
We are urging other State Governments to 
adopt similar legislation. 

Some Hod. Members have referred in 
their speeches as well as in the amendments 
to the question of Centre^State relations, 
particularly the financial aspects of this 
relationship. But I was surprised that these 
issues should be raised by those who call 
themselves Marxists who, I thought, were 
the votaries of centralism. Is it because 
they Ire no longer an all-India party that 
their mental horizons have been scaled down 
to a provincial level ? Or perhaps a weak 
centre fits in with their present strategy ? 

It is not for me to say what is good for 
them, but when votaries of Marx constrict 
their mental horizon, there does seem some¬ 
thing wrong in their understanding of a 
universalist methodology. (Interruption) 

MR. SPEAKER : Order, please. No 
interruptions. 

SHRIMATI INDIRA GANDHI : The 
Issues pertaining to Centre-State relations 
have been debated at length on many 
occasions in this House ; also in the meetings 
of the National Development Council and 
in the meetings of State Chief Ministers and 
other Ministers. They have only recently 
been studied comprehensively by expert 
bodies such as the Finance Commission and 
the Administrative Reforms Commi sion. 

I think our Constitution has ' isualised 
iVuitful roles for the Centre and for the 
States in its scheme for distribution of 
powers. It embodies financial and other 
provisions to deal with problems as they 
arise. In particular, the Constitution pro¬ 
vides for a periodical review of the financial 
relations between the Centre and the States 
through the Finance Commission, which is 
an autonomous statutory body. Under the 
fwaijis of ttm Cpmmission, substqotu|l 
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resources are being tnmsfbned from the 
Centre to the States. 

Hon. Members are aware that a suceese- 
ful federation cannot nist merely on rules. 
It can be successfully only if th«e is fiill 
cooperation. A number of difficult financial 
issues do arise from time to time and from 
all States, regardless of the party or parties 
which happen to form the Government at 
that time. So, the problem is not one of 
unwillingness or discrimination on the part 
of the Centre but ratlwr of how the Centre 
and the States can jointly endeavour to raise 
the maximum possible resources to meet at 
least the minimum needs of the people. I 
should like to emphasise that all those 
inter^ted in national unity and welfare 
should look upon the relationship between 
the Centre and the States as one not of 
confrontation but of partnership and coopo'a- 
tion in the great task of nation-building. 

The President has invited the members 
of the House to lend their support to the 
efforts which we have outlined. I repeat 
that invitation; Nobody says that the ta^ is 
easy, but neither ^should anybody say that 
this Government and this House held back 
from this great endeavour. Common concern 
for the country is also a part of democracy. 
Let us certainly criticise one another in the 
House and outside, but let us also work 
together for a common purpose, for the all¬ 
round growth and prosperity of our country,

These arc matters which, as I have 
remarked on an earlier occasion, we can 
discuss with the leaders of the opposition... 
(Mmupthns). Well, as I said, it is a little 
dHBcuit to discuss these matters in the 
House. Hon. Members have most of the 
information as it has appeared in tlw news¬ 
papers. Fighting is going on there; the 
people are suflbring great hardship ; we are 
aware of all these matters and we had 
expressed our sentiments firmly and in a 
dignified manner, in the Resolution which 
was passed unanimously in the House.

LABOUR PROVIDENT FUND LAWS 
(AMENDMENT) BILL 

THE MINISTER OF LABOUR, EM¬ 
PLOYMENT AND REHABILITATION 
(SHRI R. K. KHXDILKA’R): Sir, before I 
make a formal motioo, I would like to give 
briefly the background. 

Social security benefits are at present 
available to industrial mnployees under 
certain Central and State Acts. 

The Coal Mines Provident Fund and 
Bonus Schemes Act, 1948 and the Employees* 
Provident Funds Act, 1952 provide for the 
institution of provident funds for employees 
m coal mines, factories and other establish¬ 
ments. The institution of Provident Funds, 
on a statutory footings, has been in operation 
for about 22 years. While Provident Fund 
is an effective old-age and survivorship 
benefit, the accumulations therein are too 
small to render adequate and long-term 
protection to ttm family of the industriid 
employee in the event of his premature 
death. What a view to providing long-term 
protection to the family of the iddostrial 
employee in the event of his prmnature 
death, a Scheme of Family Pension was 
announced as part of the budgetary pro¬ 
posals for 1970-71, for the employees cover¬ 
ed under the Employees* Provident Fonda 
Act, 1952, who are paying provident fund 
contributions at the rate of 8 peremt of 
pay 

The Scheme was considered by the 
St anding l abour Committee when the 
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worken* representatives suggested tint the 
•dietee shoidd also apply to 

(i) membors of the Employees’ Provi¬ 
dent Fund who contribute at the 
rate of 6^% ; and 

(U) members of the Cod Mines Provi¬ 
dent Fuad irim are aheady contri¬ 
buting at the rate of 8%. 

The above suggestions have been accept¬ 
ed by Government. The Bill before the 
House which seeks to replace the Ordinance 
promulgated by the President in February 
proposes to introduce a Family Pension 
Scheme for all employees of the establish¬ 
ments covered undn the Employees’ Provi¬ 
dent Funds Act, 1952 as also for the mem- 
ben of the Coat Mines Provident Fund. For 
this purpose, it is proposed to create a 
Family Pension Fund under each of the two 
Acts Iw diverting a portion of the employer’s 
and employees' contributions to the Provi¬ 
dent Fund to which will be added a contri¬ 
bution by the Caitr|l Government. The 
rates of contribution are as follows:— 

1. Coal Mines Provident Fund : 

(a) Employer 1-1/6% of pay 

(b) Employees 1-1/6% of pay 

(c) Central 

Government 1-2/3% of pay 


Total 4% of pay 


2. Employees’ Provident Fund : 

(a) Employer 1-1/6% of pay 

(b) Employees 1-1/6% of pay 

(c) Central 

Government 1-1/6% of pay 


Total 3 % of pay 


Out of the Fond so set up, the follovring 
benefits wtli be payable provided the mem¬ 
ber has contributed to a Funily Pension 
Fund for a perfod of not less than 2 
years.

(ii) Besides Family Pension, Compul¬ 
sory Life Assurance benefit of 
Rs. 1000/- will also be payable to 
the survivors of the members of the 
Fund in the event of death in 
service before attaining the age of 
60 years. 

(iii) In the case of retirement on 
attaining the age of 60, a luim>sum 
payment subject to a maximum 
Rs. 4000/- will be made to the 
employee. 

Now, I come to the benefits for members 
entering the Family Pension Funds after 
attaining the age of 25 years. Where a per¬ 
son become a member of the Family Pen¬ 
sion Fund after the age of 25 yeus, the 
Family Pension and othn benefits shall be 
payable in accorduice with the prescribed 
scale, depending on the age of entry. 

The rates of Family Pension payable 
under the proposed scheme are tiie same as 
those admissible to the Central Government 
onployees in case of persons who become 
members of tiie Fam^ Pension Funds at 
the age of 25 years or less with the diflbrence 
that vdiereas the Central Government em¬ 
ployees become digible for Family Pension 
alter one year’s service, family pension will 
be payable under the proposed s^eme after 
a member has oontribu^ to the Family 
Pension Fund for a period of not less than 
two years. In the event of cessation m 
membership from the FamOy Pension Fond 
before the compl^OD trf two year* 
pootribotiaii to tbo Analf foe fotntl’ 
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butioo to the member crewed to the Family 
pensioja Fund together with intoest thereon 
at the rate of 5| per cent per annum shall 
be rehmded to him. However, the Central 
Government’s Scheme does not provide for 
payment of any life assurance ^efit such 
as will be available undw the proposed 
scheme. 

In respect of members entering the 
Family Pension Funds after attaining the age 
of 25 years, the rates of family pension will 
be lower depending on the age of entry into 
the Fund as compared to the rates admissi* 
ble to Central Government employees. These 
modifications have been made in the Scheme 
on the advice of the Controller of Insurance, 
Government of India. 

Family Pension will be payable : 

(a) to the widow or widower up to the 
date of death or remarriage, which¬ 
ever is earlier ; 

(b) failing (a), to the eldest surviving 
minor son until he attains the age 
of 18 years ; and 

(c) failing (a) and (b). to the eldest 
surviving unmarried daughter 
untill she attains the age of 21 
years or marries whichever is 
earto. 

Now, I come to the Administration of 
the Sdtemes. The schemes will be adminis¬ 
tered in respect of workers covered by the 
Coal Mines Provident Fund and ]^us 
Schemes Act, 1948 and the Employees’ Provi¬ 
dent Funds Act, 1932, by the Board of 
Trustees, Coal Mines Provident Fund and 
the Centrtd Board of Trustees, Employees’ 
Provident Fund respectively. The cost of 
administration in either case will be borne 
by the Central Govmnment. 

Undcff the scheme, family pension be¬ 
comes payable from the beginning of tl« 
month immediately following the month in 
whidi a member of the Family Pension 
Fund dies. 

Suitable directions will be issued by the 
Government to the Boards of Trustees, Coal 
Mines Provident Fund and Employees’ Provi¬ 
dent Fund, to ensure that family pension 
is paid to the survivors of a deceased mem¬ 
ber without any delay. 

About 4 lakhs rnemben of the Coal 


Mines Provident Fimd and Mwut 3S lakhi 
of employees in estabUdunents covered by 
the Em^oyees’ FrovMest Fund Apt are 
'ikely to benefit the new scheme. It will 
be compulsory for all new mtrants but em¬ 
ployees idready covered by ti» Coal Mines 
Provident Fund and Bonus Schemes Act, 
1948 and the Employees’ Provident Funds 
Act, 1952 will be givmt the option to join at 
not to join the new schemes. 

An important feature of the scheme is 
the financial participation by the Central 
Government in the provision of social 
security benefits to industrial emifioyees. 
Besides contributing to the cost of benefits, 
the Central Government will also pay the 
entire cost of administration of the s^emes. 
The total liability of the Central Govern¬ 
ment is estimated to be up to Rs. 16 aores 
annualiy as explained in the Financial 
Memorandum attached to the Bill. The 
liability is likely to increase in future with 
expansion of coverage under the Employees’ 
Provident Fund Act, 1952. 

A Bill seeking to amend suitably the 
Coal Mines Provident Fund and Bonus 
Schemes Act, 1948 and the Employee’s 
Provident Funds Act, 1952 in order to achieve 
these objectives was introduced in Lok 
Sabha on the 7th December, 1970 but the 
Bill lapsed with the dissolution of the then 
Lok Sabha. To enable introduction of the 
family pension scheme during the financial 
year 197-071, the President, however, pro¬ 
mulgated the Labour Provident Fund Laws 
(Amendment) Ordinance, 1971 on the 13th 
February, 1971 amending the aforesaid Acts 
on the lines of the Bin which had lapsed. 

The family pension scheme for workers 
covered by the two Acts have since been 
framed under the Ordinance and they have 
also been brought into force with effect 
from 1st March, 1971. The present Bill 
seeks to replace the Provident Fund Laws 
(Amendment) Ordinance, 1971.

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; Both the 
the original motion and the motion for 
reference to a Select Committee are now 
before the House. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU (Diamond- 
Harbour) ; We have just now seen our 
aid firiend, Shri Khadilkar, waxing eloquent 
and rqieatedly beating his own drum about 
the wcmderAiI performance of the provident 
hind institution in this cormtry. 1 will give 
a few figures which 1 bdieve will put hon. 
members in the rq^it track of thinkii^. 

There are about 35 lakh workers employ¬ 
ed in industry. Of them, 21 lakh pay bet- 
wboi and 8 per cent into this provident 


fhttd. Th^ pay at the cost of their bare 
minimum needs in life, even dqiriving 
their dear children of their cup of milk. 
They do so with a view to make some 
provision for their old age. They pay this 
at a time when they really need this 
money for their very existence. 

In 1967-68, the number of provident 
fund accounts was 32.63 lakhs. The perfor- 
mane has been really horrifying. On 
31-3-70, 7,943 unexempted categories of 
defaulters were there. The total amount 
defaulted was Rs. 14.67 crores. It is not 
that this huge amount was defaulted in a 
day or month. Government had shut their 
eyes to this and were possively supporting 
these monopolist employers who are their 
masters and patrons. In 1967, the defaulted 
amount was Rs 6.83 crores ; in 1968, it rose 
to Rs. 11.75 crores and in 1970, as I just 
now said, it climbed to a height of Rs. 14.67 
crores. 

Under the law of Congress socialism, 
prosecution of these misappropriators requires 
government sanction and it is seldom given. 
You will be surprised to hear that some¬ 
times these offenders and misappropriators 
who have committed a breach of trust had 
been allowed to go scot-free on payment of 
a fine of Rs. 5 or Rs. 10. 

In the Rajya Sabha, Shri Bhagwat Jha 
Azad, the former Minister of State for 
Labour had promised to bring a Bill so that 
these defaulters could be given severe punish¬ 
ment. May I ask of this socialist demo¬ 
cratic government of the Congress how soon 
do they wish to bring such a Bill 7 Will 
it be a case of the stable being bolted after 
the horse has been stolen 7 I suppose that 
will be the case because they cannot annoy 
—they cannot afford to annoy—^the mono¬ 
polist and capitalist masters of the Congress 
Party. 

Moreover, in 1968-69, 21,000 cases ware 
pending for final settlement. 5,000 appli¬ 
cations for advances were already pending. 
Then there, are the bigger tycoons and 
monopolists, the exempted category, among 
whom are a numbear of foreign monopolists 
including Batas and Imperial Chemical 
Indostries. You dare not touch them. You 
have to go mudi deeper to find out how much 
mhtappropiriattoin of money th«y have done. 
Will you ever have the courage, the strength 
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and the aldlity to do it ? You will not, 
because if you do, they will dig the grave 
for you and you dare not face that prospect. 

There have been numerous defalcations 
tb«e also. 

The men who subscribes his own money, 
earned at the cost of hard labour, is entitled 
to get a chit at the end of every year show¬ 
ing the credits and debits, but he is not 
given even that for years. It shoidd be 
made compulsary tlmt a statement of 
account should be given within three months 
of the date of the closing of the accounts. 

I was most surprised to read the state¬ 
ment given by the Provident Fund Com¬ 
missioner that giving of passbooks to the 
individual contributors could not even be 
thought of because it would entail a lot of 
work, but if you do that, this defalcation 
money cannot climb every year, from Rs. 6 
to Rs. 9 crores, from Rs. 9 to Rs. 11 crores 
and from Rs. 11 to Rs. 14 crores. The 
people who are misappropriating and cheat¬ 
ing these poor workers are hand in glove 
with the Government. Otherwise, how can 
this amount go on increasing year afta 
year ? So, the passbook should be com¬ 
pulsory and the unions of those establish¬ 
ments must be fully kept informed, so that 
these defalcations and frauds can be stopped. 

Why talk about private employers ? 
Mr. Khadilkar’s own Government has com¬ 
mitted the same crime. The India Electric 
works, a Government institution, has been 
closed and about 2,000 workers have been 
thrown on the streets, and eight of them 
have committed sukide for lack of funds 
to save them from hanger and stmvation. 
They have contributed Rs. 18 lakhs over the 
years and this Government is sitting over 
that, and today they are starving. 1 have 
seen the Prime Minister not less then 20 
time over this matter and written to her 20 
to 30 letters, and over a period of three 
years I have not been able to get out of 
this socialist Government the money which 
the workers had contributed over the long 
period of their service. 

My party will never oppose any genume 
good measure brings good to the common 
man, the peasants and workers, but we do 
not like your gimmicks, saying one thing 
and doing something different. You have 
got to come out with a genuine attitude that 
you wiU not allow these big tycoons to take 
• cbimk of flash by misappropriating money 


that the workers have been payh« at the 
cost of the minimum requirements oi life. 

I want to make a small snbmisskm. 
have received a memorandum from the 
Circus Federation of India. They have 
said that they should be allowed to give the 
providtmt fund money at the end of the year 
because their business is seasoiul. 

I wish to tell the Governmott once 
again ; do not talk about social demo^ary 
and at the same time give shelter and give 
cover to the misappropriators who are ditiv- 
ing with the money of the workers who 
have contributed it at the cost of their 
sweat and blood.

SHRI MAYAVAN (Chidambaram) : Sir, 

I rise to support the Labour Provident Laws 
(Amendment) Bill. The Prime Minister 
announced before the election that Govern¬ 
ment propose to introduce a pensionary 
scheme for labour. The fact that the 
Government have introduced this Biy so 
quickly and promptly shows the sincerity of 
Government to help labour. After this 
Bi'.l is enacted, if Government implements 
the provisions effectively, I am sure it will 
prove highly beneficial to the families of 
the employees. I heartily congratulate the 
minister who has brought forward this Bill. 
I think in the history of 23 years of free¬ 
dom, this amendment is noteworthy in that 
it proposes to ameliorate the conditions of 
the employees. 

There are already a few labour welfare 
schemes. They have their own drawbasdes 
and defects. For example, these are many 
erring emidoycrs who do not credit their 
share of contribution to the provident fund. 
Huge suhoants sure in <atmrs for several 
years. This brings untold sufferings to Ur 
labowers. They are noit «Ue to get tbe 
ffdlfw aiauunti^ehe PF the 


loyers do not pay ihehr oontrfimtlonL Tlib 
PF OimiMisshUMr is under dm diieot botritoi 
of the Central Govemnwnt. Thebe «i» 
r^nal ConunhSkmers also. In spite dt 
such a big organisation, the W seheoto 1i 
not satisfaictorily organised and supervised. 
It should be the prime responsibility of the 
Oovmnment to see that the scheme world 
effectively. I propose that the State 
Govemmmrts may be given full powers to 
administer the sriieme. The IndustrisA 
establishments are situated in the Stams 
and they may be able to have effective 
control on the employers provided States 
are given powers. Ihe Union Oovemment 
should give assistance to the State Govern¬ 
ments for sponsoring welfare schemes fbr 
the employees. 

This Bill under discussion provides for 
compulsory life insurance tenefit upto 
Rs. 1000 payable to the survivors of the 
employees who die in service. This scheme 
should be implemented under the ESS 
scheme. I feel .Rs. 1000 is too snudl and 
meagre. In these days of hi^ prices, even 
a small hut cannot Ue constructed with this 
amount. I suggest that the amount may be 
increased to Rs. 2000. Most of the emp* 
loyees are illiterates or semi-literates. Ito 
also are their wives. So, the rules and 
regulations under the family pension scheme 
should be so framed as to help the family 
members. The wives of the ia^uiers should 
not be asked to fill up innumeraUe forms 
and produce endless certificates for getting 
the money. The forms and procedures 
should bo simplified and the red-tapism 
should be done away with. Government 
should ensure that the family of the 
employee gets assistance quickly and easily, 
Valluvar, our great poet, has in one of his 
great works. ThitiAkural said Uiat a help, 
thoug h small, is big provided it is given at 
the proper time. I only wish that the 
sincerity of the government to help the 
employees may not be affected by the 
gowranmental prooedates. 

SHRI c. M. STEPHEN (Muvatttq;»uxha): 
Sn*, the object of this Bill is very limited. 
It is only to inurodueaa pension sdieme 
and with that obgoet tbe Goal Mines 
Provident Fund and Bonus SriMon Act 
is being Amended. Now if one weee to 
go throuids the Coal MIdbs Pnwidmit 
SHtod ^»o«« Stdiwe tlf/m m 
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quite a number of lacunae, particularly in 
the matter of enforcing the m-ovisions 
telating to eoliecUons, so much so. as paint¬ 
ed out by certain hon. friends on the other 
side, thm are certain arrears which have 
been noted also by the National Commis¬ 
sion on Labour. But I would submit that 
the arrears, thotmh big enough, are not so 
staggering at is tried to be made out. 
Because, it would be seen from the statistics 
that during the psriod 1957—69 out of the 
total collection of Rs. 1,118 crores the arrear 
' was to the tune of only Rs. 8 crores. Of 
course, even that arrear has got to be wiped 
out and stringent measures have to be taken 
against the defaulters. The Indian Labour 
Conference have proposed certain measures 
for that. 1 hope the Minister wilt bring 
forward the necessary measures to amend 
the Act so that there will be sufficient powers 
with the government to enforce the provi¬ 
sions so that there will be no arrears at all, 
particularly in the case of a measure like 
this. 

Then, there are one or two points of 
principle which I wish to bring to the notice 
of the government. I wish more time was 
allotted to this so that we could have a 
leisurely consideration of the Bill. Unfor¬ 
tunately. this Bill is to replace an Ordinance 
and unless it is passed in this session it 
would lapse because six weeks would be 
over. I am wondering how this could be 
remedied. 

The point I am emphasizing is this. 
TKe question of pension for labour was 
considered by the National Commission on 
Labour. This principle was accepted by 
the National Commission on Labour, which 
says in its report: 

“The evidence before ns su^ests that 
workers should be given pensionary 
benefits. While worker’s OTganisations 
feel that it should be an additional 
benefit, others have favoured converdon 
of a part of provident fund into retire- 
ment/family pensions. We are inclined 
to accept the latter view. Conversion 
of a part of provident fiind into retire¬ 
ment cum family pension is desirable. 
In cases vriiere the rate of contribution 
from emqdoyets and empli^ees is raised 
to M} per cent, a portion the contri¬ 
bution diould be converted into pension 
to the wodeWf or in pypnt 


of his death, to his depcaulents (to be 
defined) upto a certairi' period. Pen¬ 
sionary benefits should be worked out 
on the basis of 4 per cent to start with. 
The remaining 16 per cent should be 
paid badk as provident fund accumula¬ 
tions." 

So. it is the recommendation of the National 
Labour Commission that nothing shall be 
done which mry eat into what the worker 
may ultimately get as provident fund. But 
what is now being done is, with the contri- 
button remaining what it is, a part of the 
provident fund is being converted into pen¬ 
sion, so mush so that in place of the 16 
per cent that the worker is now entitled to 
get, hi will in future get only 12 per cent 
as provident fund. In the case of life 
insurance also a ceiling is fixed and he will 
not be ab'e to collect more than Rs. 4,000. 
The workers wanted the two things sepa¬ 
rately. They wanted pension in addition to 
the provident fund. 

Alternatively, they suggested that the 
contribution may be raised and the addi¬ 
tional contribution may be converted into 
pension scheme so that his provident fund 
earnings will not be affected. What the 
Government has done is that from out of 
what be is to get now as provident fund, a 
part is taken away and you give a label 
“pension’’ and he is asked to take it like 
titot. To supplement that, of course, the 
government now agrees to plough in money 
which totals to the tune of Rs. 25 acres 
altogetha. 

Here also, as a trade union worker, 
there is a question of principle which I 
would like the Government to consida. The 
organised worker gets more. But there is 
another aspect which I would reqiwst the 
Government to consider. Rs. 25 acres is 
not a small amount. The industrial worka 
is organised. He can bvgain and he can 
get his benefits, get these things established, 
and get from out of the pockets of the 
employa. Bqt there is a chunk of 
unemployed people, a laige chunk of agri* 
CQltural labour, the unorganised workers of 
the small scale industries. They also face 
this tnfoblem. Could it not be that the 
amount the Government is prs^pared to 
ptotqih into it could be provided tot them 
so that the disoeginised w^ere, unorganised 
whp cgooct bwyaia witb 
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employen may pot Um benefit of the social 
security 7 Coultl it not further be flat, as 
reconun^dbd by the National Labour Com* 
mission, the rates of ccmtribution be raised 
and, diverting the increase as pension, it 
could guarantee that the workers will get 
the provident fund earnings which they are 
currently getting ? That should have been 
a sound principle. 

What I am emphasising is that this Bill 
has not been sufficiently and properly con¬ 
sidered. 1 am told it was considered by the 
Standing Labour Committee. My organi¬ 
sation was represented there. Other matters 
came up there and the discussion took place 
and, towards the fag end, this matter came 
up. Even now the scheme under the Act 
IS not before us. We do not have the 
details of the scheme. The scheme was to 
be implemented from 1st March. Without 
that scheme, we will not be able to express 
our (minion as to what will happen about 
It. Inis is a delegated legislation. There 
IS no provision for the scheme lO come to 
this House again. Therefore, we are now 
giving sanction that the scheme may be 
launched out with the inherent, hidden, 
effect that what is now earned by the 
workers by way of provident fund is being 
diverted back. Now, the provident fund 
provision is something which is under 
statute. When you take it away, a detailed 
delibCTation is absolutely necessary particu¬ 
larly because this legislation runs counter 
to what the workers wiant as per their 
demands before the National Labour Com¬ 
mission. * 

These are the two things I wanted to 
mention. I would request the Government 
to consider the possibility of taking a little 
more time for a more detailed look into the 
matter so that the collective will of the 
organised workers may not be flouted and 
the recommendations of the Labour Com¬ 
mission may not be bypassed as it has been 
done.

As I have said eaiiier white maldhf b9 
observations here,—the important fisatum m 
the scheme is to provide participation by the 
Central Government in the ptoviskm Of 
social security benefit to the Indostilal 
employees. This is the beginning. 

After listening to all sides of the Fhmte, 
1 feel that we will have to come forward 
with a measure removing all these defects. 

Some facts were mentioned and I would 
like to give certain correct figures. For 
example, one hon. Member said that the 
arcars of Employees* Provident Fund are 
Rs. 17 crores. Actually about Rs. 15 crores 
are arrears out of the total collection of 
Rs. 1,754 crores. It is Hardly one per cent. 
But, of course, we must take note of these 
arrears and we must see that arrears are not 
allowed to mount up like this. 

Then, some suggestions were made 
quoting the recommendations of the National 
labou* Commission. The National Labour 
Commission ha’s reconunended the enhance* 
ment of the rate qf Provident Fund Contii* 
butions from 8 to 10 per cent and to utilise 
the increase in financial new benefits like 
pension and unemployment insurance. 

Their recommendations, 1 would like to 
assure the House, are under our considera¬ 
tion. 

Certain other suggestions were made. 
For instance. Mr. Kachwai suggested that 
we must try to extend this Scheme even to 
the Bcedi workers. Mr. Basu suggested that 
cireus workers should also be covered. AU 
these suggestions would be kept in vfew. As 
1 said earlier, this Scheme already come 
into force from the 1st of March, but so 
far as the Employees’ Provident Fund Act 
is concerned, to whidt almost all hoa. 
Members referred. I can assure the House 
that the Government is also very much 
concerned not only a^out the steps to bC 
taken for prompt recovery of the dues kxm 
the employers but also about the briogiog 
down of the arrears. 

My friend, Mr. Pandey suggested that 
the eontributions should be collected before 
the 3rd. It is a good suggestion. We are 
ourselves thinking of making sultaMe 
amendments, not only to make the recoveriea 
prompt, but also to make puoishmeoti hn 
case oi detUilUt mm ittiBg^. 
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' TBitpoMt was stressed almost all 
die MenBers, and I would like to give this 
assurance on tbat point that when we come 
forward with a comprehensive measure, 
keeping in view all the suggestions ; 
.1 shall certainly take note ot it. All the 
other suggestions that have been made by 
Members will certainly be kept in view, when 
1 come forward with a comprehensive 
l^islation. 

As regards the circus workers, I know 
their difficulties, and Shri .A. K. Gopalan 
has made a reference to them. We shall 
give serious thought to the question how we 
could accommodate them in the rew scheme 
of provident fund, and I may assure him 
this much on this occasion. 

I would like to assure the House that 
this Bill which extends social security mea¬ 
sures where Government not only participate 
but make a substantial contribution will be 
further extended in times to come. 

With these words. I wpuld like to 
commend this Bill to the House.

There is one amendment, on which I 
would like to say something. As you are 
aware, this Bill seeks to replace an ordi¬ 
nance that was promulgated to give effect 
to the scheme. At this juncture, it is not 
advisable to refer this Bill to a Select 
Committee, nor would we be able to finish 
the deliberations, because the House is 
adtjouming today. So, we must get through 
this Bill and ^t the sanction of the House 
today so that we shall get it through in the 
other House tomorrow.

STATE OF HIMACHAL PRADESH 
(AMENDMENT) BILL 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF HOME AFFAIRS AND 
MINISTER OF STATE, DEPTT. OF 
ELFCTRONICS, DEPTT. OF ATOMIC 
ENERGY AND DEPTT. OF SCIENCE 
AND TECHNOLOGY (SHRI K. C 
PANT) ; Sir, I move* : 

"That the Bill to amend the State of 
Himochd Pradesh Act, 1970, be taken 
into consideration”. 

This is a small Bill which seeks to it* 
place the ordinance promulgated on the 5th 
January, 197J. When this House passed the 
State of Himachal Pradesh BiU in December 
last, we had proceeded on the assumptioh 
that the fourth Lok Sabha would be dissolv¬ 
ed aftw the new State of Himachal Prad&h 
would come into existence, .^xordingly 
had provided that six Members to the Lok 

tb9 Fmsidgiil, 
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Sabht elected from the union territoiy of 
Hunacbel Pradj^ should continue to re» 
present the new State tiil the dissolution of 
the fourth Lok Sabha. We had also pro- 
vided that these Members be associated 
with the Election Commission in delimiting 
the Parhvnentaiy and Assembly a>nstituen> 
cies in the new State. Subsequent develop¬ 
ments, however, belied this assumption, and 
we had to go in for a general election to the 
Lok Sabha immediately after passing of the 
Bill. Parliamentary constituencies had to 
be delimited before the election. The law 
had, therefore, to be changed to provide for 
the SIX persons who were Members of the 
dissolved Lok Sabha being associated with the 
Election Commission for delimiting Parl'a- 
mentary constituencies. The delimitation of 
Assembly constituencies was to take place 
after the general election to the Lok Sabha.

SHRI K. C. PANT : Sir, as you men- 
tioned more than once, the object of this 
Bill is very limited. It is not a Bill which is 
creating the State of Himachal Pradesh. 
Many hon. Members will remember with 
great joy that we have passed that Bill 
during the life of the last Parliament. 
The limited object of this Bill has 
been spelt out In my opening speech 
and in the Statement of Objects and 
Reasons. My hon. friend, Shri PraUm Singh, 
has also referred to the object of the KII.'' 
I need not repeat them. 

During the course of the debate a few 
matters were raised which did not fall with¬ 
in the purview of (he Bill. Sir, if you wdU 
permit me, I shall say just a few words 
about them. Firstly, there was a reference 
to some other territories Ike Manipur, 
Tripura and Meghalaya. We are consid^ng 
that question and we haveoftoi come be- 
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fore the House and explained that we shall 
have to take a C(K>rd]nated and integrated 
view of the needs of security and develop¬ 
ment of the whole of the north-eastmi 
r^ion of this country. 

Certain proposals have been formulated 
and these are under consideration. After 
that, we shall naturally becoming before 
this House with necessary I^islation. 

So far as Delhi is concerned, 1 need not 
repeat the argument. We have bad many 
debates in this House. But I would accept 
the advice of my hon. friend in one respect 
when he said that we should not yield to 
political pressure in the matter of creation 
of new States and that we should take into 
account factors like economic viability, 
population and so on. He referred to the 
fact that if for Delhi no Statehood is grant¬ 
ed, then there will be an agitation and the 
law and order problem will deteriorate.

MOTION RE. CONDUCT OF MEMBER 
DURING PRESIDENT'S ADDRESS 

SHRI INDER J. MALHOTRA 
(Jammu): I beg to move : 

“That this House strongly disapprov¬ 
es of the conduct of Shri Ram Deo 
Singh who created obstruction and 
^howed disrespect to the President on 
the solemn occasion of his Address to 
both the Houses of Parliament assembl¬ 
ed together under article 87 of the 
Constitution on the 23rd March, 1971 
and condemns his undesirable, undigni¬ 
fied and unbecoming behaviour.” 

Sir, I am not very happy when 1 bring 
this Motion before the House for the simple 
reason that the hon. colleague is an hon. 
Member of this House and I also know that 
he is a new Member of this House. But at 
the same time, it is my duty to point out 
and bring to tlie notice of this House the 
misbehaviour of the hon. Member on the 
23rd March when the President was address¬ 
ing both the Houses of Parliament in a joint 
session which met in the Central Hall of 
this Parliament House. 

On that day, the President was dis* 
ebarginf his ponststutiomal reiq;>c»isibilit]^< 
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He was making ids Address to both Oie 
Houses of parliament under article 87 of 
the Constitution. At that time, it was a 
solemn and significant occasion for more 
than one' reason that, that was the first 
time when both the Houses of Parliament 
met after the recent mid>term poll. In the 
last mid-term poll, the people of India 
again re-affirmed their faith ' in the Parlia¬ 
mentary democracy. 

By doing that they have also placed a 
great deal of responsibility on the 
hon. Members who have been elected in the 
last General Elections. So, it is the duty 
of the hon. Members to bring forward 
the grievances of the people of India as a 
whole and particularly, the people of their 
constituencies. The people of India also 
expect from the hon. Members to conduct 
their business in an orderly manner when 
they meet in this Chamber as Members of 
the Lok Sabha or in the other Chamber as 
Met^bers of the Rajya Sabha or when both 
Houses meet in a joint session. 

On that day, the hon. Member rose and 
interrupted the President while he was 
delivering his Address. He did that I was 
present on that orcasion. under the leader¬ 
ship of an hon. Member of the other House, 
Shri Raj Narain. 

Although the hon. Member is new to 
this House, I am quite aware and also I am 
confident that he was also aware, that he 
was doing all that under instructions from 
leader, Shri Raj Narain, who is a Member 
of the other House, 

When I bring this motion befofe this 
hon. House. I am quite aware that the hon. 
Member is also aware of the repercussions 
which he will have to face for his mis¬ 
behaviour on that day because Shri Rqj 
Narain told him what happened on a pre¬ 
vious occasion when Mei^bers of his own 
Party were reprimanded by this House. I 
would only like to say one thing nd I will 
not take much time of the House because 
on a previous occasion this kind of motion 
has already been discussed very thoroughly. 
In 1963 a Committee was appointed and the 
Committee made ceriain recommendatioiiis, 
and on the recommendations of that Com¬ 
mittee again in 1966 a similar motion was 
discussed in this House. 1 would only say

SHRI A. K. GOPALAN : The motion 
has been given notice of and after that, 
very cleverly some amendments have been 
tabled.

AN HON. MEMBER : ‘Cleverly’ ? 

SHRI A. K. GOPALAN: I say ‘cleverly’. 

I have the right to say ‘cleverly’. Ctm I 
not say ‘cleverly’ ? Do I not have the 
right to choose my expression ? If I have, 
what objection can be there to the word 
‘cleverly’ ? 

It is very unfortunate that smnething 
happened on that day. One may agrea or 
one may disagree with it. One may ap¬ 
prove of it or one may not approve of the 
subject-matter of that discussion. But in 
the motion it has been said that the House 
strongly disapproves of the conduct of the 
hon. Member and the disrespect shown to 
the President. My opinion iA that there 
was no disrespect shown to the Pretident. 
If disrespect is shown to the l^esident, the 
whole responsibility lies on the ruling party. 
For, a similar thing had happened before, 
and after that, the ruling party might have 
thought of some i^ooedore to restore order ; 
after all, the Speaker was also there, and 
authtffity should have been given to the 
Speaker to control the situation. But what 
authority was not given and tiiat was not 
thought of. So, ti>e Pretident had to gat 
up ; he was a^tated and he ha^.to R^iak.

That is the object of this 
motion. Let the people decide if a member 
has done something whieh is considered to 
be disrespectful. 

SOME HON. MEMBERS : No. 

SHRT A. K. GOPALAN ; You can say 
‘no*. But 1 can say ‘yes*. •! am expressing 
my opinion which I have got the right to do 
here. When they ate*speaking, they can 
say *no* to express their opinion. 

So I say this has been brought forward 
to terrorise the Opposition. The people have 
elected us. Those who have been elected 
and come here belong to all classes, different 
sections of people in this country. What 
seems to be decent to one section or class 
may not appear to be so to another section 
or class. It is not as if there is a rule about 
decency, decorum and all those things. So 
when says if one says something, his con¬ 
duct is to be questioned, it will be a difllcuit 
position.

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA (Alipore) : I 
oppose the Motion and support the am^td- 
ment moved by Shri Vajpayee. 

There can be no doubt that the personal 
behaviour of Shri Ram Deo Singh on that 
day was certainly impolite and offensive, i 
do not think there can be two opinions 
about that. I do not agree with Shri 
Gopalan that because certain things axe 
happening in the country outside, therefore, 
they should be raised in any manner one 
thinks desirable on that particular occasion. 
There are other means and other occasions 
on which these issues can be raised. Other¬ 
wise, carried to its logical conclusion, Shri 
Gopalan’s argument would mean that when¬ 
ever the two Houses assemble together to 
be addressed by the President, all the 750 
members can get up and raise any issues 
which they consider deserve to be raised 
there.

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA : We have 
to look at it against a certain background. 
Many members of the Fourth Lqk Sabha 
who are here will not consider that I am 
exagerating when I say that practically day 
in and day out during the Fourth Lok 
Sabha, the authority of the Chair was being 
flouted. We have witnessed scenes here 
beside which what happened that day in the 
Central Hall pales into insignificance.

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SHRl K. D. MALVIYA (Ootna.iasatu);

SHRI INDI^IT GUPTA : 1 would 
also support Shri Oopalan on this point, 1 
raised it the other day in anotha place. 

I do think there is a lacuna in the rules 
of procedure or in the Constitution. When 
the two Houses meet together to transact 
legislative business, the rule is very clear. 
The Speaker of the Lok Sabha is the pre¬ 
siding officer in that joint session. 

But when the two Houses' are assembled 
together to be addressed by the President, 
there is nothing clear in the rules as to who 
constitutes the Chair there. The President 
comes there to inaugurate a session of 
Parliament, to deliver an Address, but it is 
not at all clear as to who constitutes the 
Chair during that joint session which is 
addressed by the President. 

ds the President to function as the Chair? 
It docs not say so anywhere. 1 regret to 
say that a situation was created that day in 
which the President was put in a position 
where any observer would have tlioughi th.''i 
he was functioning as the Chair, I do not 
think that is what is meant to be his role 
there. 

Certainly the Speaker of tJtc Lok Sabha 
is not clearly anywhere invested with thc 
responsibility of functioning as the presiding 
authority in that joint session w'hcYc the 
President makes his Address. 1 heic is a 
lacuna here. It should be remedied. Tnis 
thing should be cleared, and sonlbthing 
■should be provided so that there can be no 
two opinions about that in future. Other¬ 
wise we may be put in a much more difficult 
and embarrassing situation over and ovci 
again. 

Thirffiy, I do not go into the merits of 
the particular issue which was sought to be 
raised by certain Members in thi.t imbccom- 
ing fashion, but we have also to recognise 
that after all a day will come, the sooner it 
comes the better in my opinion, when the 
President, whoever he may be and from 
whichever part of the country he may 
come, can address the joint session in 
his own mother tongue and there will be no 
difficulty for other Members in understand¬ 
ing H because of facilities being provided, 
facilities which aie not provided today. 
There is nothing wrong in visualising a 


situation where the President of India win 
be able to address the joint Honses in his 
own mother tongue without any difBodty 
for the Members to understand him. 

We should also take into aecouht the 
fact which many Members have brought to 
our notice that Shri Ram Deo Singh is a 
new Member. 1 presume be is a new Member 
who has no previous experience. I do not 
know his background at all. I also think 
that perhaps he might not have acted the 
way be did if he had not been inspired by 
some senior leaders of his party. I do not 
wish to mention them because they ate not 
Members of this House. Bui certainly 1 
would not excuse them. 

Further, in the 1 ourth Lok Sabha we 
were helpless spectators, and the ruling party 
was a Helpless spectator because it was a 
minority Government, it did not have this 
massive steam roller majority which it wants 
to use today to pass this motion. 

I'hereforc, let us be a little realistic. And 
so I would appeal to the Government, rath<nr 
to the sponsors of the motion as it stands 
here, to withdr&w it and accept the amend¬ 
ment which has ,been moved by my hon. 
friend Shri Vajpayee, which is much mote 
reasonable, because it implies in my opinion 
that the Committee which will be set up 
should not confine its work only to judging 
whether Shri Ram Deo Singh that day had 
behaved in u disorderly manner or not. Of 
couise, they will go into that also, but they 
should go into the wider quesuon whether 
the piucedure that is laid down for this 
occasion when the two Houses assembled 
together arc addressed by the President, is 
adequate or not to cover ail contingencies 
and whether any lacunae or omissions are 
there in the procedure which should be 
removed, and they should make recommen¬ 
dations on that point also. 

These are our submissions. We support 
the amendment. 

SHRI K. MANOHARAN (Madttls 
South) : 1 am one of the Movers of this 
motion. The Parliamentary Affairs Minis¬ 
ters and some others have told me that 
Shri Ram Deo Singh is a new Member of 
the House, and rightly pointed out by tby 
hon. friend Shri Indrajit Gupta, probably lifi 
is not aware of the implications of this iSsne, 
but about one thing 1 am definite, I '•gteo 
with Shri Indrajit Gupta that he was in.tpiredi 
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certain people who are, 1 am sony to 
Mty, fntttrat^ by the cIccUod returns of a 
pMrtiiWr constituency. 

I am not discussing it because that 
person is not a Member of our House, t 
have got respect for the age, intelligence and 
experience of Sbri A. K. Copalan. But I 
cannot concur with him today when he says 
that we have been elected by the people of 
diflbtent politiod persuasions and different 
political temperaments and diffraent political 
ideologies and therefore if anybody wants 
to ventilate the grievances of the people, he 
must be given due chance to express Mmself 
even if the Resident is addressing both 
Houses of Parliament. The President is the 
littch pin of the Cionstitation and when he 
is adthessing both Houses of Parliament, he 
must be listened to with due respect. If 
anybody has anything to say on that, he 
has enough opportunity while discussing the 
President’s Address in either House of 
Parliament. I think ours i» a democracy 
which is getting more mature. We are 
expected to follow some porms and codes of 
conduct, and if anybody says that he is not 
interested in doing so. that he does not mind 
the Constitution going to die sea, that he 
does not mind the rules and relations 
going to the gutter. I do not think I should 
answer that 

I am told he is a new Member, bu he 
has oommltted this offence. The fact that 
he Is a new Member does not mitigate the 
oflbnoe he hat committed. But because of 
his lack of knowledge of the grave nature 
of the issiM involved 1 think his action can 
be condoned by this House. That is exactly 
the reason why I am inclined to accept the 
amendmmit moved by Shri Vajpayee.

SHRI K. MANOHARAN : Cannot he 
keep quiet ? Calcutta is being displayed here. 
And on behalf of my Party I want to place 
on record our views. To create a disorderly 
act and scene with a deliberate design of 
destroying the solemniQr of the occ^ion 
when the President of India who is the linch¬ 
pin of the Constitution and part of our 
Parliament is addressing both Houses of 
Parliament is not only not in keeping with 
the dignity and decorum of Parliament but 
also creating a very obnoxious and abomin¬ 
able precedent, 

1 am sure, this House which represents 
different and opposing political persuasions 
would bear with me m the matt^. 

With feeling I am speaking today. Twice 
sudi kinds of incidents took place. A 
special Committee had already gone into 
them and given out its findings in the year 
1963 which were adopted by the House in 
1968. 

I am one of those who believe that 
proper climatic conditions must be created 
and we must cultivate the habit of following 
certain norms and rules already laid dbwn. 
I have been informed that Mr. Ram Deo 
Singh is a new Member. This does not 
mean that tlw offence committed by the 
Member can be justified. Being a new 
Member this can be condoned. But the 
problem does not stop there. That is precisely 
why I accept the amendment moved by Shri 
Vajpayee. With the concurrence of sqr hon. 
feieads Shri Indeijit Malhotza and Shri 
Nihar Raqjan Laskat, i think they will 

follow snit, 1 withdraw this motira. 

{Intemvtions). 

SHRI R. D. BHANDARE (Bombay 
Central): While moving the amepiment, 
Mr. ManoLaian and other Memboia have 
raised certain points of cmitfUtutional 
importanoe. But tot me tell him and the 
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Members t^posHe tbat tfane ai« no coQStitu> 
tk>nel pokibi involved in tttte matter. Tlwre 
is ;er a* tbe tmbeeomias behaviour of Shri 
Ram Deo Singh* and that is a question 
beyond any ^dow of doubt, because wc 
have got to define Parliament as it is. 
Parliament, constituted as it isj consists of 
the Lok Sabha, RaJya Sabha and the Presi¬ 
dent. These three constituents, constituting 
together, form the Parliament. Therefore, 
under article 87, when a special session of 
both tlte Houses is being addressed by the 
President it is a Parliament and it cannot be 
challenged or it cannot be doubted. In 
that sense, any person, whatever the place 
and position he may occupy, whether he is 
a newcomer or a very senior Member his 
behaviour cannot be condoned, but I accept 
the amendment for some other reasons. 

Sir, I am accepting the amendment for 
three reasons mainly. 

AN HON. MEMBER : Why ? 

SHRI R. D. BHANOARE ; Kindly 
listen to my reasons. I am not challenging 
the constitutionality or otherwise or the 
propriety of the resolution as such. 

MR. SPEAKER : You can very Well 
support it, but not accept it. You are not 
amongst the movers. You can support the 
amendment but not accept it. 

SHRI R. D. BHANDARE : I am 
supporting the amendment. But I was just 
trying to deal with the constitutional pro¬ 
priety of the proposition laid before this 
House, and in that sense only I said tbat 
this per se constitutes misbehaviour on the 
part of Shri Ram Deo Singh. But 1 am 
prepared to give him a latitude by accepting 
the ammidment for three reasons. 

First, we would like to give some 
opportunity to the Membo' to explain his 
conduct. The amendment spe^s of one 
fundamental proposition, namely, the 
principle of natund justice. If the resolution 
as it is accepted, without giving the Member 
any chance to exphun his Conduct, we wiil 
be condemning the Member of this hon. 
House. Therefore, on tlm ground or on the 
ixrincipie of natural justice, if a Committee 
is constituted, the Member may explain his 
conduct. 

flte second reason why I am styiporting 


it is that—there is no denying the flwt tbat 
his behaviour constitutes per se contempt 
because of his unbeoomhig b^vioot-lfto 
tenders an apology before the Cohamittee, in 
that event, thm can be an end to the nutter. 
For that purpose, I am supporting the 
amendment. 

Third, if he tenders an unconditional 
apology, it can have a salient effect on tlte 
other Members. When at another time, a 
joint session is addrmsed by the President 
or when a new Parliament is constituted 
under the Constitution, no Member could 
behave in a manner unbecoming iff bis 
honourable Membership of fiiis House. For 
these three reasons, even though I cannot 
agree with the (institutional propositions 
raised by the Members of the Opposition, 
yet, on these three grounds, I would like to 
support the amendment. 

With these words, 1 have done. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA 
(Begusarai): Sir, let me say very dearly 
and categorically on behalf of my party 
that we do not * feel happy about the dis¬ 
turbance that toqji: place when our dis¬ 
tinguished President was delivering his 
gracious address to the two Houses assem¬ 
bled together. But I would like equally 
dearly and emphatically to say that it was 
not a very edifying sight to us to see our 
esteemed President involved in the inddmt. 
The great physical ex^tions that were 
caused to his august self might have been 
a painful sight to you and to many of us. 
We would like to say very clmly tbat we 
would like the majesty and dignity of this 
high office to be jealously maintained. But 
we also cannot ignore the fact that there 
is a dignity and majesty attached to every 
member of this House and that also has to 
be equally jealously guarded and maintained. 
Many a time 1 have an impression that this 
dignity of an hon. member is not sought 
to be preserved in the House, may. be 
because of the disorderly conduct cn the 
part of some other membm ; may be some¬ 
times also, if 1 may say so, without any loss 
of humility, on account of the protected 
orders of the Chair, because 1 do agree with 
my hon. friend, Shri Oopalan, that we have 
come hoe to perform a public duty. If we 
find that we have no means of expressing 
our sense of duty here, we are bound to 
feet very unhappy. 
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Th« fint thing to remember is that in 
all theae forums which are really the 
national forums for great debates, they are 
not allowed to run at a low temperature. 
If the normal chaneis of communication are 
sometimes found to be choked, we are 
bound to find very virulent outbursts of 
emotions sometimes. To that probably the 
committee which is now sought to be con¬ 
stituted might give proper attention. 

But 1 find myself in a peculiar predi¬ 
cament. I find,in the gracious address of 
the President, the very first sentence is that 
this is the joint session of the Fifth Parlia¬ 
ment of our Republic. That aeates a conti- 
tuttonal problem. The President has been 
pleased to designated it as the joint session 
of the Fifth Parliament. Here is a pecu¬ 
liarity introduced. The concept with which 
we are familiar is the joint sitting, but the 
President has been pleased to use the con¬ 
cept of a joint session. By that, one can 
easily infer that probably the esteemed 
President meant by joint session what we 
generally mean by joint sitting. It is for 
your ruling in the circumstances to tell us,— 
If it was meant to be a joint session, as the 
all-powoful President from whom all 
powers seem to flow was pleased to desi¬ 
gnate it, than probably the responsibility 
would lie cm the Chair, because it is the 
hon. Speaker who is supposed to preside 
over the joint sitting. What are we exactly 
to understand by this ? If we go by the 
words of the esteemed President, it might be 
said that there was a dweliction of duty on 
the part of the Chair. I'.e. the Speaker, who 
was supposed to .be presiding over the pro¬ 
ceedings. You may say, Mr. Speaker, that 
it is stretching the point a little too far. But 
I say that if it is a mistake on the part of 
those who drafted the gracious Address of 
the President, then somebody must be held 
accountable for it. It has also to be clearly 
admitted that there has been a lapse. 

SHRI R. D. BHANDARE : He is going 
beyond the purview of the discussion of this 
motion, 

SHRI SHYAMNANOAN MISHRA: 

It flows frehn this. What exactly was the 
nature of the two Houses as assembled on 
that occasion ? 


MR. SPEAKER : He is a veiy dh- 
tinguised professor of English- But hei$ 
now meddling into the intn^des of legal 
and constitutional issues. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA; 
I have been a Member of Parliament for 2i 
years. I have studied not only the English 
language but also the constitutional pn>. 
blems. I am not feeling humble about that, 
because I have dealt with this problem for 
21 years. 

1 want to draw your attention to this 
aspect because this motion is based on the 
nature of the gathering th«e. Therefore, 
either the motion has to be amended to be 
in step with the gracious Address of the 
esteemed President, or the esteemed Presi¬ 
dent’s Address should not have stated that 
it was a joint session. 

Lastly, I also feel with my hon. friend, 
Shri Indr^it Gupta, that the vacuum re¬ 
mains so far as this gathering of the two 
Houses on the dex^asion of the Address of 
the President is concerned. We have to fill 
in tiiis vacuum somehow. This point has 
arisen when there was an incident in the 
Rajasthan Assembly and this matter was 
brought up before the Rajasthan High 
Court. The High Court could not decide 
about the legality of the order of the 
Governor because the learned High Court 
was pleased to say tliat this was a matter 
which was pending before the Privil<*cs 
Committee of the House. Therefore, the 
learned High Court could not pronounce 
any judgment on this matter. 

Now, we have not had the advantage of 
listening to the person who is sought to be 
indicted, that is, Shri Ram Deo Singh. 
Also, so far as we recollect, the esteemed 
President did pa«s some orders on that 
occasion. Therefore, this should be a matter 
for serious consideration whether it was 
legal on the part of our esteemed President 
to have passed some orders. 

Thereforo, 1 am of this view that this 
Committee which is sought to be appointed 
in accordance* with the amendment which 
has been moved by my hon. friend, Shri 
Vajpayee, is all what is required in the dr- 
cumstances in order to take a comprehen¬ 
sive view of this matter. Wifii these words, 
I would support the amendment of Shri 
Vajpayee. 1 thuds: that this Cmqmittee 
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would not be on all fours with the Conimi< 
ttee which has beeh ^pointed in the past, 
so that WC should not suffer from any sense 
of the pendency in that matter, because 
there are some new dimensions of the matter 
which have opened up because of certain 
aspects which I have tried to submit to 
you. 

SHRI K. D. MALVIYA : Mr. Speaker, 
Sir, frankly speaking, I am surprised at the 
opposition to the resolution that has been 
ntoved by my hon. friend. It is a simple 
resolution which seeks to assert the dignity 
and decorum of the great institution that 
the Constitution has devised, that is, of the 
President. May be, that a member while 
attending the joint session of Parliament 
might get emotionally moved and would 
like to say something once or twice 

But we should recall the scene which 
<vas Sb unfortunate and tragic on that day 
that it did involve the honour and the 
prestige of the great institution that we 
have ourselves created through the Consti¬ 
tution.

This Motion simply seeks to condemn 
lltal act of an hon. Member who might have 
been moved by cxcitment or by anything. 
It is not a question of condemning the 
Members so much as to maintain the dig- 
mty of the institution that we have ourselves 
created.

I agree that the hon. Member was carrU 
ed away by emotions. It would have been 
better W he had not said so. I remember, 
some years ago, when such scenes were 
created in the Central Hall, the mood of 
the country and the House was difibrent 
then. The world was not passing through 
a permissive society phase. But today, the 
situation is different. What was twenty 
years ago considered as disr^pect may not 
necessarily mean the same thing today. 

The Prime Minister has told us that the 
country is passing through a new phase and 
a new mood prevails in the country. This 
new mood reflects not only in the country at 
large but it reflects in this House a$ well. 
There are many youngmen elected to this 
House today who arc in their middle twenties. 
How do you expect that that generation 
will show the same respect to authority 
that ray generation or my father’s generation 
showed who migh^ still be sitting in this 
House ? 

A dynamic change is overwhelming the 
w.irld, whether we like it or not and this 
permissive society, again, whether we like or 
not, is beginning to assert itself in every 
walk of life through out the world. To 
Tcbcl against authority is something that wc 
will have to learn to li\e with. I, therefore, 
request that this matter should be approach¬ 
ed realistically. The Members of Parlia¬ 
ment are not school boys to be whipped 
into shape. The more you try to whip 
them info shape, the more rebel you will 
face. 

I would very humbly submit to this 
House that Shri Vajpayee’s amendment is a 
via media. The House may very kindly 
accept that because, don’t push even a small 
minority Opposition, as it is, too fat that 
one day even more unseemly behaviour 
mil be seen when the President Addresses 
both the Houses of Parliament. I do not say 
it as a threat.

A word more about the flouting the 
authority of the Chair.

Members 
went on showering all sorts of invectives 
and undignified language saying, 'Your 
ruling Party is fraud. Wc are elected by 
the people as if we are elected by 
somebody else. We are a<so elected by 
the people. And the Deputy Speaker had 
to r^ content by saying that nothing would 
be recorded. Sir, it is this attitude we want 
to condemn. What has happened in the 
Fourth Lok Sabha has been something very 
unfortunate. That has not laid down a 
moral code in the public life. That has not 
laid down proper codes of decency in public 
life.

With respectful submission, I wish to 
submit that I completely disapprove of tlw 
amendment of the opposition.

But 
I am afraid, the question involved here is 
something concerning the very existence of 
our democratic frame work that new Mem¬ 
bers like me will have to stand up here to 
defend it, and also because this involves 
some basic and fundamental principles. 

First of all 1 want to mollify the wound¬ 
ed feelings and sentiments of Mahar^a 
Dr. Kami Singh when he spoke about the 
days of his lost authority with groit 
nostalgia. .

that is, what has come to be known as 
'^Rainaraioism**—anothw kind of Charlata* 
nism in our political life which is trying to 
be a small menace to our great demooncy 
and this must be condemned. If it was 
'Rai Narain alone, I would have possibly 
asM him to be sent td the nearest circus 
tent to carry on tnth his performances. 
But since this infectious pattern has been 
set, this has got to be condemned and this 
can only be condemned by this House which 
is the repository of our tovereignty. 

Shri A. K, Gopalan was good enough 
to raise another point. He asked ‘who is 
to decide ? Who is to decide what the 
norms are ? Who is to decide what are 
good manners ?* and so on, I agree with 
him. In a fundamental sense, I agree ndth 
him. It is like discussing ‘Brahma*. Who 
can define Brahma ? Some Philosopher 
had asked ‘Who can define Brahma*. In 
the same way, Shri A. K. Gopalan has 
asked ‘Who is to decide ?* I agree with 
him. It is a continuous evolutionary pro¬ 
cess, something which is continuously evolv¬ 
ing, But he also said, let the people 
decide, When the people decide a few 
weeks ago, be was good enough to say 
that it was not the victory of the 
people but it was the vtetory of the money- 
power. So, Shri A. K. Gopalan can go on 
changing bis definitions. I have consider¬ 
able respect for him because he comes from 
my State and he has played a notable part 
during the Independence struggle there in 
our States and, therefore, I respect him.

1 am ftpt con- 
demmng Shri Ram Deo Singh who may be 
a very affable person and who may be a 
vay nice person ; in fact, I do not know 
who he is, but I know more about his 
mentor, because once I happened along with 
Prof. Dandavate and others to belong to 
the same political party. So, 1 know more 
about that person, and he needs no defence. 
But today, his party’s ‘Samyukta socialism' 
has been substituted by ‘Raj*Naraia-ism', 
which is charlatanism and a menace to our 
democratic frame-work. This must be 
strongly condemned so that we can survive 
as a democratic nation, and our Parliamen¬ 
tary institutions can carry on in the normal 
manner. So, I strongly support this motion, 
and I completely oppose all the amendments 
which have been moved here.

Sometimes we evt^ved a formula 
that if a member of the Lower House 
created disorderiy scenes, it is fcnr the 
Speaker to go into it, and if it is in 
respect of a member of the Upper House, the 
Chairman But when we got in examined 
by the legal expo'ts, this was not found as 
a correct procedure as to who is presiding— 
leave aside what is the proper procedure for 
punishing such a condimt. This position is 
not known, as to who actually is presiding 
over that session. So, Mr. Dharia has 
shovm me an amended form of the amend¬ 
ment, and if you allow it, he can move it; 
if it is acceptable, we could... 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : Let us knov^ 
what it is. 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE : Sir, on a point 
of order. We are adopting an extraordinary 
procedure. Personally, I think the amend¬ 
ment is all right, though 1 have opposed it. 
Shri Rai Bahadur came and said that as a 
result of the amendment, if the matter goes 
to the Committee, the Committee vill not 
only be entitled to examine this parilcntar 
incident but it will be able to give us guide¬ 
lines. ^Interruption). 

Kindly listen to my point of order. 

MR. SPEAKER : It is not a point of 
order. 

gHRI N. K. P. SALVE : Future guide¬ 
line are beyond the scope of the other 
amendment. So, my respectful submission 
is, the Speaker can direct the Committee to 
give us guideline, and that will be the end 
of the matter. There is no necessity to 
proceed further.

MR. SPEAKER ; Will you please sit 
down or not % You must know tfuit when 
the Speake is standing you should not 
stand. {Imemtption). That is the only 
way to make you sit. 1 suggeted to hint 
that instead of th^ amendment coming up 
with a very limited scope, there should be a 
general compznhensive amendment 

Let tis got the whole matter exemn^ 
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by » oOaunittee m to who presides, whftt is 
the ctnstitutioDal laeima, Didiat type of oon- 
dt^ expect froia members when the 
Hesfl of the State is addressing the joint 
sitting, etc. All these matters have been 
examined oiT and <m by State Legislatures 
and even in this House once at twice in 
1963 and 1968, but so many views have been 
expressed on it. It is much better the 
amendment is such as would enable us to 
re-examine the whole issue. Even if there 
is a need for a Constitutional amendment, 
we should not shirk it. Let us finish with 
it once and for all. What can the President 
do ? There is no authority either of the 
Speaker or of the Chairman of the Rajya 
Sabha. Should we allow ourselves to be 
held to ransom and keep on watching the 
disorderly scene ? The President has 
patience, but there is a limit to it. Let us 
get it examined.

CORPORATION OF INDIA 

MR. SPEAKER : We shall now take up 
Item No. 23. 

Shri Aimasaheb Shinde. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE (Kanpur) ; 
Sir, T rise to oppose it. I have already 
written to you. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU (Diamond 
Harbour): So do 1. I oppose the move to 
curtail the trade union right of the workers 
which is their birth right. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : Let the 
Minister first move the Resolution. 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF FOOD AND AGRICUL¬ 
TURE (SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE): 
Sir, 1 beg to move : 

“In pursuance of sub-section (2) of 
section 2 of the Essential Services Main¬ 
tenance Act, 1968 (No. 59 of 1968), this 
House approves of the Notification of 
the Gov^nmenl of India in tlw Depart¬ 
ment of Food G.S.R. No. 152 published 
in the Gazette of India Extraordinary 
dated the 29th January, 1971 and laid 
'on the Table of Lok Sabha on the 23rd 
March, 1971 declaring the service in the 
Pood Corporation of India to be an 
essential service for the purposes of the 
said Act.” 

As is well known to the hon. Members 
and to this honourable House, the Food 
Corporation of India has assumed a very 
important place in the life of the commu¬ 
nity of the country. The Food Corporation 
of India after it ««s set up in 1964 is now 
acting as an agency for import of food- 
grains, for storage of foodgrains, for dis¬ 
tribution of foodgrains and for procurement 
of foodgrains. It is doing a very important 
work both from the point of view of pro¬ 
tecting the interests of producers as wdl as 
protecting the interests of consumers. 

Now, in a number of thingSf we fio<i 
fhgt 80|99tke9« i* ft idufor of 
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down of suppli« which are so essential to 
the life of oommuaity, Therefore, it has 
been represented to us by the Pood Cor* 
poration of India as well as some States in 
the country that in order to oisure supply 
of foodgraltts which is so. essential to the 
community, the service in the Food Cor¬ 
poration of India should be declared as an 
essential service under section 2 of the 
Essential Services Maintenance Aet, 1968. I 
laid a Notification on the Table of the 
House some days earlier. As per the rules, 
if a Notification is laid on the Table of the 
House, within 40 days a resolution approv¬ 
ing the issue of the Notification is to be 
passed by the Parliament. Therefore, 1 
have come to this House in order that 
this resolution may be approved by the 
House. 

It is a simple proposition. I know some 
Members seem to be agitated over it. But 
no politics should be brought into it. Food 
is sISch an important supply to the life of 
the community that if it gets disturbed, that 
affects the economy of the country and 
the life of the community. Like water, 
electricity and health services, this is also 
an important service. Therefore, I would 
request the House to support ‘he resolution 
unanimously. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : The Statu¬ 
tory Resolution is before the House. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : Mr. Deputy- 
Speaker, Sir, if you will read the wording 
of the Resolution, it says : * 

“••■and laid on the Table of the Lok 
Sabha on the 23rd March, 1971 declar¬ 
ing the service in the Food Corporation 
of India to be an essential service for 
the purposes of the said Act.” 

Had the intention been to see that the 
flow of foodgrains to the Corporation is not 
interrupted, I would have appreciated it. 
Had it bren used against anti-social ele¬ 
ments for hoarding and depriving the Food 
Corporation of the foodgrains, I would have 
appreciated it. But I know this has been 
done after the strike by the employees of 
the Food Corporation of India who were 
given certain promises that after their ser¬ 
vices were transferred to the Food Cor¬ 
poration of India they will be given certain 
benefit^.

was a strike also in Bonihay md 
I am sorry to say that in order to pimigbx^ 
to take away the right of strike of tire Food 
Corporation of India employeei, this la 
being done. 

Sir, I oppose this mainly becauag in 
1968 when the Essential Services Main¬ 
tenance Act was enacted I oppored it on Are 
basis that by declaring strike lllegat or 
banning strikes, no strike can be cbectod. 
There were certain solemn promises made to 
the employees of the Food Corporation at 
India and I would ask the hon. Minister 
whether this resolution is in the interests 
of the employees or is it against their 
interests. My submission is that it is going 
against their interests. I agree that the flow 
of foodgrains to the Corporation is essenial 
in the larger interests of the country but 
this is not that. The main question is that 
the employees are being deprived of their 
legitimate trade-union rights for which I 
oppose and I would request every other 
hon. Member of this House and other 
groups to oppose it. 

SHRI D. N. BHATTACHARYYA 
(Seramporc) : Sir, I also emphatically 
oppose this notification and if the Minister 
IS so very eager to see that there is no dis¬ 
ruption in the flow and storage of foodgrains 
and other commodities he has just now 
enunciated, I will ask him to take special 
measures. So far as labour-managepreut 
relations are concerned, the relations pre¬ 
vailing in the Food Corporation ireve 
thoroughly changed. Sometime back, in 
February and January there were country¬ 
wide strikes for the simple reason that the 
contract labour is still employed there ip 
huge Members and there was a promise and ^ 
assurance given in this House also that the 
contract labour will be totally abolished. 
But the Government in its own undertaking 
is now engaging labourers on contract bares. 
That means they want to deprive tl» Ipgilf- 
mate rights of the workers which they wopld 
enjoy if they are engaged dir^ly by tire 
management. From the notification, it 
appears that it is not the stor^ of the 
foodgrains, it is not to see that the Food 
Corporation works without any disturbance. 
It is only to curtail the trade union rights 
of the employees that this notiflcatlon ba> 
been issued. So, if justice is to be done to 
the workers and employees in tbp Food 
potyijpttloA, stops sijpuWire 
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piota titoic tiOA<!Dtioii8, botb their wafes and 
Dth^ service conditions and diat would 
iep« the {wrpose of toinglng the matter 
into a work^le situation. 

$ 0 , while opposing it, I will request 
other hon. Membm also to oppose this 
notification so that there may not be any 
imposition of this illegal law on the 
employees of the Food Corporation of 
India.

(Bhubaneswar): I am sorry to strike a 
different note. I cannot agree with this 
motion that the Minister has tomigh for> 
ward.

employed today hi the FCI so that they 
are debarred of their trade union rights. 

I know there are thousands of workm 
who are working in the contract system in 
the FCI. This system should have been dis* 
banded and they should have been made per* 
manent. But this has not been done. There 
are some top officials in the FCI and its 
branches in various parts of the country who 
are misappropriating and there are serious 
charges, but those are not being looked into. 
In order to hoodwink the Government and 
the people, they have persuaded the Ministry 
to come forward with tlus kind of Notifi* 
cation followed by this kind of a motion. 

' I only humbly request that this should 
not be decided by the Ministry officials, or 
top officials of the FCI. It is better to ask 
the Union, the trade union wm'kers, so that 
they can come to some consultations, so 
that if there is any difficulty about ws^e 
conditions, etc. those can be looked into and 
resolved. I know the hon. Minister is very 
kind and he will look into it. After doing 
this, if it is necessary that such an order 
should be passed, I would be very happy to 
support. But what 1 would suggest is that 
before that he should have consultations 
with the workers, with those who are 
engaged in the FCI, so that they will feel 
that the Minister is not misguided by the 
top officials of the PCI who are harassing 
the workers and the employees.

SHRI ANNASAHEBP. SHINDE: I 
don’t think the apprehensions of the Mem¬ 
bers are justified in any way because the 
Food Corporation of India is after all a 
public sector organisation. There is no ques¬ 
tion of somebody beii^ a private body 
exploiting the workers or doing something 
against the wOTkers and that all. This is a 
public sector organisation. 

As I said earlier the food supply is such 
an jfssentiai item to the life of the commu¬ 
nity that we have to take all these steps. 
As far as Food Corporation of India is 
concerned, they have been trying to be in 
full sympathy to the cause of the workers 
and in fact at one stage when the question 
of amalgamation of the employees in the 
Food Corporation and the Food Depart¬ 
ment, and their r^arisations etc. came up 
they were all very sympathetically con¬ 
sidered and by and large with the consent of 
the workers these were regularised. 

Now, if there are specific grievances, we 
can negotiate, we can discuss with Labour 
Ministry to find out ways and mean^ where¬ 
by genuine grievances can be resolved. I 
don’t agree with the contention that this 
measure is not justified. The whole commu¬ 
nity which is not at all concerned with any 
particular dispute as such, is penalised as 
a result of this kind of stoppage of suj^ly 
of foodgrains. 

I do not think that we shoifid make 

political capital out of this sinmie issue. 

Shri S. M. Baneijee said that we should see 

that the genube grievances of the worker 

should be settled appropriately.

I can assure him that if we are to evolve 
come imparti^ machmoy to gc- into the 
problems of the workers, we can do that; 1 
Lave no objections to that.

But 
in its essence it was a repetition of previous 
debates which had taken place on the ques¬ 
tion of the law and ordra situation in West 
Bengal and the functioning of the CRP and 
othn Central forces in West Bengal. 

Two new things have happened since 
this debate took place. Firstly, elections 
have taken place in West Bengal and the 
verdict of the people is before us. It is a 
matter of some satisfaction that while the 
party of my hon. friend, Shri Jyotirmoy 
Basu, went before the people of West Bengal 
with the kind of argument which he used in 
this House the other day, the people of West 
Bengal have given their verdict in the matter. 
Also, my hon. friend, Shri Gopalan went to 
the people in Kerala with arguments similar 
to those which we are accustomed to hear 
in this House. The people of Kerala also 
have given their vordict. 

SHRI A. K, GOPALAN (Palghat) : 
Does the verdict mean only seats here ? 

SHRI K. C. PANT : The verdict shows 
that the people are not misled by specious 
arguraeats the verdict shows that the people 
stand for peace, stability, growth and peace¬ 
ful transformation ; the verdict shows that 
the people are atill prepared to stand by 
those fences in the country which do not 
want violaQce antf dboider. * 


SHRI A. K. GOPALAN ; If the verdict 
is according to the votes polled, in Kerala 
we have got more votes than the Congress. 
Then, what is the verdict ? 

SHRI K. C. PANT ; What happened in 
Kerala is too well-known to all the sections 
of the House, and that verdict is a renewal 
of faith of the people in the processes of 
parliamentary democracy and, if I may say 
so, it is a complete rejection of the cult of 
violence. This, in essence, is the meaning of 
the result in so far as it relates to Kerala 
and West Bengal. I am rather sorry that 
my hon. friend, Shri Jyotirmoy Basu and 
others have overlooked this basic fact which 
has intervened between the previous debate 
and the debate on this occasion. 

The second important event that has 
taken place after the beginning of this debate 
is the formation of a new government in 
West Bengal and the revocation of President’s 
Proclamation. This morning when 1 informed 
the House of the revocation of the Procla¬ 
mation as a prelude to the ushering in of 
the popular government in West Bengal, my 
hon. friend, Shri Jyolirmoy Basu seemed to 
be objecting to it. I did not quite understand 
what he was objecting to. A popular 
government is being ushered in that State. 

AN HON. MEMBER ; A government 
of betrayal. 

SHRI K. C. PANT : Whatever infor¬ 
mation 1 gave was to usher in a popular 
government and Shri Jyotirmoy Basu was 
objecting to it in the name of preserving 
democrarcy. I do not see bow he can 
preserve democracy in that way ? Did he 
mean to say that President’s Rule should 
continue in West Bengal ? Was that his 
intention ? Or, was there any other reason ? 
I did not quite follow him. It is open to 
my hon. friends opposite, though I do not 
have to spell out the ABC of democratic 
procedure to them, in case they have a 
majority it is opdn to them to challenge the 
majority in the assembly and form their 
government, if they can. That is the 
meaning of demooracy. What is the use of 
shouting here ? Your minority will not be 
converted into majority by shouting here. 

This Resolution is so unten^Ie on the 
face of it that when my hon. friend rose to 
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movf it 1 was expecting him to bring to bear 
on the Resolution a certain ingenuity, a 
certain imagination and a certain kind oi 
argument which would give it some sem¬ 
blance of tenabillty but I was disappointed. 
All that he said was a repetition of many 
arguments he had used earlier. The saying 
is that this is the same old wine in a new 
bottle. In this case, it is the same old wine 
in an old bottle. 

SHRI D. N. BHATTACHARYYA 
(Serampore) : You arc repeating the same 
old things, {tnterruptiom). 

SHRI K. C. PANT : There is a new 
Government there. Che whole situation has 
changed. 

Some hon. friends who spoke from my 
party and from other parties, Mr. Samar 
Guha and others, have raised certain ques¬ 
tions. 'The questions are valid questions and 
they have to be answered. Shouting does 
not answer questions. I think, we have to 
learn to hear each other. I did not interrupt 
Mr. Jyotirmoy Basu even once. Wc have to 
learn to hear each other and, certainly, he 
can reply at the end of it if he finds anything 
that he does not agree to. (Interruption). 

My hon. friend Mr. Samar Guha tn his 
eloquent speech asked some questions. One 
question was : What was the compulsion 
that necessitated the deployment of CRP and 
other forces of the Union in West Bengal. 
Some other friends asked : Who was it that 
created the atmosphere of lawlessness *aad 
violence in West Bengal in the first place ? 
Then, another question asked was : Who 
was it that left no stone unturned in legiti¬ 
mising the politics of violence in ail spheres 
of life in West Bengal and, having done so, 
who was it that sought to render the 
administrative machinery a helpless and 
ineffective spectator of the blatant breaches 
of law and order in West Bengal ? 

These were the questions that were 
raised. Any attempt to answer these ques¬ 
tions can le^ you to only one answer and 
that will be stating the obvious. 

Now, my hon. friend, Mr. Jyotirmoy 
Basu and others complain that they are being 
made the target of Naxalite violence. We 
have heard of sowing the wind and reaping 
the whirlwind. In this case, these people 
have sown the whirlwind and they do not 
want to reap the wind. After ail. who began 
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all this violence in West Bengal ? How did 
it grow ? May I remind the Hou^e that it 
was the UF Government that benignly set 
at large a large number of people who had 
been arrested previously. Some of them 
had been convicted of serious charges like 
murder, dacoity, etc. These Naxalites at 
that stage were released by the UF Govern¬ 
ment. 

I know that the Naxalite movement grew 
out of the CPM, It is a fact that when the 
CPM had avowedly acxcpted the parlia* 
mentary path, then the more militant of 
their own broke away and formed the 
Naxalite movement Thereafter, the move¬ 
ment proceeded in fits and starts. But it 
was nipped in the bud. At that time, a lot 
of them were put in jail and were brought 
to trial. It was under the UF Government 
that these people were i^ain set at large. 
Their leaders were set at large and they were 
allowed to organise and they were allowed 
to consolidate themselves in diflerent parts 
of the State. 

May 1 remind Mr. Jyotirmoy Basu that 
it is this that is the main factor responsible 
for the increase in a number of incidents of 
Naxalite violence since April, 1970. But for 
this benign generosity on the part of my 
CPM friends in the UF Government at that 
stage the Naxalites would not have been 
allowed to rc-group and consolidate them¬ 
selves and this which they now realise as a 
threat to them would not have risen at all. 
So let them do a little bit of heart-searching 
here. 

The House can today look back on the 
entire term of President’s rule, but, in order 
to make an assessment of it, it would be 
necessary to recall the conditions that 
prevailed before that. I have briefly referred 
to the conditions of lawlessness, etc. that 
prevailed and. Sir, during the first 2-3 months 
of President’s rule, my hon. friend, Shri 
Jyotirmoy Basu’s Party tried its level best 
to bring the administration in that State to 
a stand-stiil. In fact, many of the incidents 
mentioned by Shri Jyotirmoy Basu relate to 
that period. The situation was fiuther 
accentuated by the steady increase in the 
incidence of violence and lawlessness on the 
part of the Naxalites and other anii-social 
elements. The Naxalite violence took a 
more gruesome turn since the month of 
Augyst when several persons including Police^ 
men were In-utally murdered. Since December 
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time was a planned stuping up. Sir, it is 
a tragedy that pet^e can laugh at other 
people being murdered. It is a tragedy... 
(Interruptions) No matter who the human* 
being is, if some human-being is beii« 
murdered and there are hon. Members in 
this House who can laugh at it, well, let 
them search their own hearts. Is that 
civilised conduct 1-..(Interruptions) 

Since December there was a planned 
stepping up in interparty clashes by those 
who obviously hope to lose through peaceful 
and violmce-free elections. It was in this 
background of the disquieting state of law 
and order that the services of the CRP and 
other armed forces were requisitioned by the 
State admmistration in West Bengal. After 
all, those who believe in law and order those 
who believe in peactful methods, have noth¬ 
ing to fear from Central armed forces. 
Those who want to conduct their politics in 
a peaceful manner, who want to go to the 
people to get their consent in a peaceful 
manner, who do not want to terrorise and 
intimidate people—why'should they be afraid 
of Central armed forces ? This opposition 
to the Central or other armed forces has to 
be understood against the background of all 
the events that I have placed before the 
House (Interruptions) Why can’t you 

face the truth ? 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU (Diamond 
Harbour) : Master of truth on the other 
side : Monopolists ..(Interruptions). 

SHRI K. C. PANT ; I realise Yahya 
Khan has not conducted elections there. 
May I point out ? But I know that if some 
day you come into control of the armed 
forces, you may well act like that. That 
win be the end of elections in this country. 
We realise that. Therefore, please don't 
say thinp like this when you are very 
vulnerable. 1 don’t mind your using an 
argumeot. Don’t use an argument which 
is so vulnerable. 

Shri Jyotirmoy Basu has argued—be has 
stated in his resolution—that the CRP has 
been acting unlanfuly and beyond itsiurisdic- 
tion. On both these counts he is obviously 
very wrmig. I need hardly take the time of 
the House in explaining the constitutional 
provisions in this matter. The House Is well 
aw.\re of them and there are rules Which 


govern the deployment Central Armed 
Forces in States in aid of the civil power 
and this position is so clear that 1 don’t 
think I leed to repeat it. It is. of course, 
clear to those who want to understand it 
and those who know that this induction of 
power wil] be an aid to peace. And those 
who are afraid that with the induction of 
these forces, they will not be able to intimi¬ 
date and terrorise in the political field, T don’t 
expect them to understand these arguments 
or these provisions of law. 

Then there was some criticism of the 
actual performance of the CRP. The CRI* 
was discharging an exteremely difiiculi 
responsibility under very trying circumstances. 
By and large, as a force, they have handled 
their responsibility with firmness tempered 
with restraint. 

I don’t say that in all cases I can give 
a clean chit to every individual in the 
Force. I don’t rule out the possibility ol 
of certain individuals having gone astray 
because in such a large force that is always 
possible. T am not here to hold a briet 
for the CRP but I am here to hold some¬ 
thing for the truth. And, it is the uuth 
that sometimes is sought to be distorted m 
tills House. It is totally unfair and uii- 
waranted to condemn the force as a whole. 

Sometimes in tiiis House there is an 
attempt to condemn all forces of law ami 
order. Tins has got to be understood, 
because, these Forces have got a certain 
important duty to discharge and who has 
given them lliis duty ? They arc perfoim- 
ing a duty which has been given to them by 
Parliament, by ihe Central Government and 
by the duly constituted Governments, who 
have been elected by the people. They 
have only one instrument to maintain and 
to preserve law and order. That instrument 
is the Police Force and the Central Armed 
Forces. Now, these Forces are only doing 
their duty in the States. How far is d 
right for any Monber to pick up a fc" 
instances and build up a case whtdi seeks 
to denigrate the force a whole ? 

My friend Mr. Jyotirmoy Basu said 
about complaints and asked what are yod 
doing about it. Now it is the State Govern* 
ment’s duty. So long as the presidents 
rule is there, it has to be seen that law and 
order is mamtained, that people move abou 
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freely and fearlessly, and are enabled to 
pursue their professions or avocations. No 
Government in the world can afford to 
ignore this basic function and this basic 
duty. Those who sedc to denip-ate the 
Force as a whole, picking up certain stray 
incidents, are not doing any s«vice. They 
should understand and realise this. 

But, 1 want to assure my friend that 
every time an allegation was received, it was 
enquired into. Action is taken against the 
persons found at fault. 1 must say this 
for the information of the House. We have 
received from various agencies 36 complaints 
against CRP during the period 22.3.1970 to 
22.3.1971. Of these, 31 complaints were found 
to be either false or baseless or unjustified. 
As regards one complaint relating to mis¬ 
behaviour of some CRP personnel during 
Holi at village Bolpur, Birbhura district, it 
was fund that prima facie one head cons¬ 
table was at fault and he was immediately 
placed' under suspension. The remaining 
complaints are pending inquiry. So, in ail 
these cases, these allegations are enquired 
into, very thoroughly. 

Shri Jyolirmoy Basu made a number of 
wild allegations against the CRP. While 1 
cannot quote all the instances as there 
will not be time. I could quote a few 
instances to give the correct picture in 
relation to the point at issue. We said 
that in Malda district a 14 year girl was 
raped by CRP. This complaint had, in 
fact, featured in a memorandum received 
from a women’s organisation in West 
Hengal. The complaint was that on 3rd 
March some liouses in Kaliacliak village 
were raided and on the same day the 14 
years’ old daughter of a resident of the 
village was violently molested. The com¬ 
plaint was enquired into by the State 
Government and during the enquiry both 
the girl and her grand-mother denied the 
allegations. 

Another complaint was that in Kharba 
P.S. on 22nd April the armed police raided 
the House of a local peasant and molested 
his 14 years’ old daughter and physically 
assaulted his old mother. These allegations 
too during an inquiry have been denied by 
the pttSons concerned. 

Shri Jyotirrooy Basu further stated that 
in Basauti, six girls who were under arrest 
were raped by the C3tP men. I need only 
fqg i)ia infonqgUoa gn4 the iufonn^-

tiun of the House that the CRP was not 
involved in any raid or search at Basanti 
police station. Evoi now, he is not aoeept* 
ing the facts. That is the tragedy. Hacts 
seems to have no influence on him. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BASU : We 
know what he is, and. therefore, vtt never 
accept anything, 

SHRI K. C. PANT ; Facts are like 
water on a duck's back, so far as he is 
concerned. 

Reference was also made to an incident 
in Jadavpur University on 28th February. 
It iv a fact that on receipt of intelligence, 
t search was organised in some of the 
hostels in Jadavpur Univcisily and during 
the search, the police party was attacked 
with bombs and pipe-guns. In the course 
of the search, huge amounts of arms includ¬ 
ing 60 bombs, 4 grenades and 3 pipe-guns 
and large quantities of explosive substances 
end acids were discovered. It was also 
found that Naxalitcs not belonging to the 
hostel had taken shelter there. I do not 
know whether Shriaiyotirmoy Basu likes to 
own up those Naxalites or not, 1 cannot 
say. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : They 
were sent by the police. That is our infor¬ 
mation. 

SHRI K. C. PANT: Shii Jyotirmoy 
Bosu would perhaps :all these actions of 
the police unlawful, but fortunately there 
arc not many who share his concept of law. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : Lei him 
go to the people of West Bengal. 

SHRI K. C. PANT : Those who ven¬ 
ture to make wild allegations must first very 
carefully make sure that their own conduct 
is beyond reproach. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : He is 
talking like a Congressman, not like a 
Home Minister. 

SHRI K. C. PANT : It is hi^ time 
that our friends in the CPM did some 
honest heart-searshing themselves. It is 
high time thttt they repudiated openly the 
politics of violence and chaos. Do they do 
90% I ))av« oftgn tlieiii }a t4)g 
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[Shri K. C. Pant] 

Home, I have asked my hon. friend Shri 
Jyotirmoy Bosu this question. Does he iepa> 
diate the politics of violence ? And does 
he choose to help rather than hinder the 
forces of law and order ? For, that is the 
crucial qumtion. What is the use of the 
professing innocence in this House at any 
moment 7 All his leaders or he him^lf 
can stand up and say that they repudiate 
the politics of violence. 

SHRI A. K. GOPALAN : Do Govern¬ 
ment repudiate the politics of murder ? 
Does hon. friend repudiate the politics of 
murder 7 

SHRI K. C. PANT : Let not my hon. 
friend provoke me. He cannot provoke 
me. He cannot answer the question. He 
never can answer the question. 

SHRI A. K. GOPALAN : What is the 
use of the politics of murder ? Will he 
repudiate it ? 

SHRI K. C. PANT i He cannot ans¬ 
wer my question, because he believes in 
violence. 

SHRI A. K. GOPALAN : Let him 
answer my question. He cannot answer 
my question, because he believes in murder 
of innocent people. 

SHRI K. C. PANT : Any use of the 
police is the use of the only force which a 
civilised society can use in containing the 
the law and order situation, in controlling 
it and in giving protection to peaceful 
citizens, 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : Our 
party resolution on this is very clear. 

SHRI K. C. PANT : What other force 
is there ? But does that justify the kind 
of violence from which Bengal is today 
bleeding ? Bengal is today bleeding from 
a thousand wounds. Does it justify that 7 
Why not a single word of condemnation 
about the murders that are committed ? So 
many Congressmen have been murdered, 
policemen have been murdered ; others also 
have been nnirdeied. Why not they con- 


SHRI A. R. GOPALAN : What about 
Shri Hemant Kumar Baau’s murder 7 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE 
(Howrah): When Shri Hemant Kumar 
Basu was mur^red, it was our p«1y which 
first gave the call for a general strike in 
protest against that. Let him be honest 
and true to the fajts. We protested against 
Shri Hemant Kumar Basu’s murder. It 
was our party which issued the call for 
general strike. Let him be true to the 
facts. 

SHRI K. C. PANT : I would be very 
happy if my hon. friend, if not Shri A. K. 
Gopaian, can stand up and say ‘I condemn 
violence in politics entirely’. It is a simple 
statement; he can say T condemn vio¬ 
lence*. 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE : When 
the military kills a man, is it violence or 
non-violence ? 

SHRI K. C. PANT ; Let him condemn 
violence .. 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE : When 
the Army or the CRP kills a man, it is 
violence or non-violence 7 They are still 
maintaining class-rule to suppress the work¬ 
ing classes and the exploited masses in the 
name of maintenance of law and order. 
You want to maintain the profits of the 
monopolists and feudal forces. You are 
defending their interests. It is a reign of 
terror that is now continui.’ig in West 
Bengal.

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SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE: Hemanta

Otherwise, they 
would not rise up so many times to try to 
help him out of his difficulty. 

SHRI JYOTfRMOY BOSU : Even 
after doing such wonderful work, they have 
not made you a Cabinet Minister. 

SHRI K. C. PANT : Dr. Ranen Sen 
referred in this very House to instances 
where illicit arms and ammunition were 
recovered from CPI(M) offices.

SHRI K. C. PANT : Many instances 
were cited in this House of the kind of 
violerice the CPI(M) have indulged in. 1 
do not want to quote all of them as it 
would take up the time of the House. 
West Bengal even witnessed the dastardly 
murder of three candidates in the recent 
elections. 

SHRI D. N. BHATTACHARYYA: 
One by your man. 

SOME HON. MEMBERS: AU by 
your men. 

SHRI D. N. BHATTACHARYYA; 
Who murdmd the Ukhra candidate ? 

SHRI MANORANJAN HAZRA 
(Arambagh): He was murdered by his 
men. There is a certified copy of the 
Magistrate's statement. I have got it. 

SHRI K. C. PANT : Ordinarily when 
some one speaks and somebody else wants 
to interrupt, the courteous thing is to yield. 
When Mr. Gopalan gets up, 1 always sit 
down to allow him to interrupt and make 
his point, but the proceedings cannot be 
conducted if there are continuous interrup* 
tions. Let me remind my hon. friends 
that we on this side of the House are very 
careful to accord them the maximum cour« 
tesy.

I 
know that they have increased their strength 
in the Assembly from 83 to 111, thanks to the 
army and the forces of law and order, but 
none of them has referred to the fact that 
our inotease has been far more spectacular, 
from 55 to 105. 

SHRI D. N. BHATTACHARYyA : 
Because of the army. * 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE ; You 
secured only 34 per cent of the votes. 

SHRI K. C. PANT : About the votes 
also, it is a statistical sleight of hand to say 
that they have got more votes. You set up 
more candidates, more were defeated, if you 
take them into account you have got less 
votes than you got in the last elections. 

I think that the best test is what happen¬ 
ed in Calcutta because Calcutta was most 
directly exposed to CPM rule, directly saw 
the functioning of CPM. And how many 
seats did you low in Calcutta ?

The fact of the matter is that peaceful 
canditiona are not prevailing and have 
not been prevailing for some time in the 
past. 

The State Oovanment vdll also have to 
make their own assessment, but it should be 
the mm of all of us to see that the adminis¬ 
trative machinery is strengthened, that peace 
prevails in Calcutta and that unlawful ele¬ 
ments or elements which support disruption 
of law and order, which want the fabric of 
law and order to be broken, to whichevei 
category of party they may belong, are isolated 
and the peace-loving people all get together. 
That is something which is very necessary 
in Calcutta today because in Bengal there is 
great need for development, for production. 
There is need for a total harnessing of the 
energies of the people for productive pur¬ 
poses so that Bengal can develop and take 
care of the basic problems. It is not enough 
to tackle the law and order problem. It is 
necessary also to go to the roots of the 
problem. The socio-economic problems have 
to be solved and in order to solve them law 
and order is also necessary. Peace and 
calm are necessary. Without that the neces¬ 
sary production cannon be achieved. With¬ 
out increasing production, without increasing: 
the wealth of West Bengal it is not possible 
to improve conditions there rapidly. It is 
in the creation of such conditions that the 
future of West Bengal lies. Many steps 
were taken during the President’s rule to 
speed up the process of development in 
Wes| Bengal. Whether it was the formation 
of the Calcutta Metropolitan Development 
Authority or the resources, wc found money 
for the development of Calcutta. We intro¬ 
duced land reform It^islation which, if I 
may say so with all respect, was more pro¬ 
gressive than the one introduced during the 
U.F. regime. We have also tried to alleviate 
the unemployment problem by starting * 
rural works programme. AH these details 
were given in the House previously. I 
not want to repeat them. We have tried to 
create conditions in which industry which 
was rather at*a low ebb can be revived. We 
have speeded up the public sector projects 
Oaring the Presictent’s rule a lot of gooi 
work had been done. Now we have to sw 
that peaceful conditions prevail so that this 
good wwk can be carried forward. This can 
beat be done by the restoration of normal 
peaceful con^it^s iti that State, 
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In view of what 1 have said, I oppose 
the resolution. As the main resolution is 
opposed I also oppose the amendment of 
Dr. Sen mainly because it is not correct to 
say that the CRP and other Central forces 
have failed in the discharge of their duties. 
We cannot for a moment ignore the fact 
that it was mainly due to the hard and 
meritorious work done by these forces that 
the elections went off peacefully in West 
Bengal and the people of West Bengal re- 
aflirmed their faith in democracy rejecting 
the intimidatory forces of violence and 
extremism. We are happy at the results in 
West Bengal because what was at stake in 
West Bengal was not merely an election ; it 
was a way of life ; it was a system of values 
and belief in the basic human rights and 
decencies. All these things were at stake and 
It is a matter of great satis&ction to us that 
a minority which was bent on imposing its 
will tiuough force and violence on the 
majority was prevented from doing so and 
the people of West Bengal were enabled to 
express their political choice in freedom and 
fearlessness and the result is, today we have 
in West Bengal a Government that is pled¬ 
ged to carry on the good work forward. 
On this occasion on tehalf of Members 
sitting on this side of the House, 1 wish 
them all luck. 

Sl^RI fiEZHlYAN (Kumbakonam) : 
May I suggest that before we take up dis¬ 
cussion under rule 193, Shri Murasoli Maran 
in whose name there is a second resolution 
may be allowed to move that resolution so 
that further discussion can be token up the 
next day.

is what Mr. S. C. Jamir, a man who was 
Deputy Minister in this Government, in his 
Party, till the othtf day, says :

operations in Nagaland as one of the 
factors leading to his defeat. 

Til a statement to the Press, Mr. 
Jamir said ; ‘Army operations have 
become a nightmare for the Nagaa. The 
very sight of the Army stirs up bitterness 
and undo whatever good things the 
Government does. 

Bitterly complaining against the 
actions of the Army over which the 
State Government has no control,...the 

former Deputy-Minister said.‘It is 

most unfortunate that we got identified 
with the army action for which we had 
no legal authority.’ 

Mr. Jamir demanded that army 
operations should be stopped immedia¬ 
tely and the Army should be kept only 
in the international border. The intern^ 
security should be maintained with the 
help of Nagaland Armed Police, Assam 
Rifies and other police force in Naga¬ 
land under the control of the State 
Government.’’ 

“Once the army is confined to the inter¬ 
national border,” Mr. Jamir said, “the 
Nagas themselves will initiate the process of 
consultation and end the present political 
impass.” I undersUind that you have heard 
it. This is not from a CPM Member, but 
from .1 gentleman who was a Minister with 
this Government for so many years, belong¬ 
ing to ihe Congress party. He is the man who 
has uttered this. Not even seven day have 
passed. What more do we need to say 7 
You understand this. 

SHRI K. C. PANT ; The hon. Mem¬ 
ber said that he was not a CPM member 
but a gentleman. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : I am not 
quite so brilliant as you are or as your 
colleagues.

Then, I refer to Dr. Ranen Sen. I am 
smry I have to say that they have become 
the Communist P^y of Indira : Uiey have 
ceased to be the Communist Party of India. 
He talked about the Eastern Frontier Rifles. 
Dr. Sen is a knowledgeable and mature 
person. He should have known that the 
EFR is part of the provincial anned const¬ 
abulary.

1 give you a very 
recent happening. I have got documents to 
prove it.

Now, it is known to everybody that 
those ballot-boxes are very old ones which 
he had bought from an auction from the 
Burdwan court years ago, and the seal was 
only a dummy seal. It had no relation to 
the elections at this time. The four guns 
that have been seized from his premises are 
wholly and fully licensed ones. What is 
happening, we want to kndw from the 
Minister. 

About Ukhra, I have with me a stamped 
certified copy which says that one Sanat 
Kumar Mukherjee of Kumardi gave a state¬ 
ment before the Sub-Judicial Magistrate, 
Durgapur, under section 164 Cr.

You have not, because that will mean that 
your ovm people will be exposed. We know 
all the story. 

Coming back to Dr. Ranen Sen, he spoke 
about our politics of violence. When in 
Bhoglusola, Midnapore, a lot of blood flowed, 
one man said, “Is the colour of the blood 
yellow or red, because it came out of CPI 
generated violence 7” So, it is no use saying 
all this. Mr. Vayalar Ravi, a young friend 
from Kerala, talked about Hemanta Basu’s 
murder. If you read the Economic Times 
you will know exactly who is responsible for 
it and who are the persons who have been 
arrested—one Prabal Deb, a relation of the 
editor of the Congress-run newspaper Jugantar 
and another man who is a Forward Bloc 
worker. We are sorry for Hemanta Basu’s 
murder. We have condemned the murder. 
We were the first party to call a hartal. But 
what* has happened ? After the Forward 
Bloc started toeing the line of Mr. Pant’s 
leader, Mrs. Indira Gandhi, instead of 21 
Forward Bloc MLAs returned in 1969, the 
number came down to 3 ! You understand 
that stooging does not always pay. It might 
cause indigestion, as it has caused to many. 

About the criticisms of my Jan Sangh 
friends, I am not surprised. They talk 
about many things. We know about their 
communalism and their Varnashram to con¬ 
demn the rights of scheduled castes and tribes. 
But th^ have something very much in 
common with Mrs. Indira Gandhi. I call 
them people with like-mind. Wheh they 
had to pass the Prevention of Violent Activi¬ 
ties Bill, they did not come to the floor of 
the House because they were not sure about 
themselves. So, they took it through the 
back door to the consultative committee and 
there my Jan Sangh friends of the Hindu 
Rni supported her in getting It passed.

SHRT P. R. DAS MUNSI (Calcutta

SHRl JYOTIRMOY BOSU : I say that 
his own anti-social friends have murdered 
him. I am reading a quotation... 

SHRI K. C, PANT : May I point out... 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : I am not 
yielding to Sbri Pant. I am reading out the 
quotation. This is an article from the 
Hindustan Times which says-..{Uaetruptions) 

THE MINtSl'feR OF PARLIAMENT-

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: Sir, at 
the beginning I expressed my sonow for bis 
death. Further, as I said, I am only stating 
the facts. Now may 1 quote from the news¬ 
papers dated 31st March, one from Statesmen 
and another from Times of India ? 

SHRI K. C. PANT : M^ I point put... 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : Sir, he 
is interrupting me too often. I am not 
yielding. According to Statesman ; 
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'^Acting on information the polke 
also arrested a youth in the Kumartuli 
atta in connection with the murder of 
Mr. Nepal Roy yesterday. The man was 
described as an ‘anti-«ociar element.

Was it not 
Shri Sushital Roy, on whose head was a 
prize of Rs. 5,000 and who was related to 
Dr. Sushital Bose, a resident of Mayo 
Hospital, who contested on a Congress 
ticket in 1967 ? Is it not a fact that from 
his house two Naxalites were arrested, one 
from Andhra and another from Orissa ? A 
High Court judge said, well, 1 would not go 
into it. 

If you ask the people of West Bengal in 
whom they have confidence they will tell 
jmu. The Times of Mia gives a clear 
analysis of the last elections when it says 
that the Congress in 1969 got 41 per cent of 
the votes ; in 1971 it was reduced to 28 per 
cent.

Thetc have been indiscriminate arrets 
and torture. Even hospital employees 
rendering humanitaiian service were arrested 
and the hospital was about to be closed down 
that is, Chitiaranjan Sewa Sadan. 

They have created plain*clothes police 
guerillas. The object is to iutve private 
murdois. What happens to a country when 
the Government comes dovm to the level of 
private assassination.

DISCUSSION RE: ARREARS PAY¬ 
ABLE TO SUGARCANE 
GROWERS 

MR. SPEAKER: You want to have 
this discussion under Rule 193 ? 

SHRI R. D. BHANDARE (Bombay 
Central): Let him move it and it qm bf

I will allow only very brief speeches of 4 
or S minutes. 

SHRI KALYANASUNDARAM (Tfru- 
chirapalli): I am thankful to you, Mr. 
Speaker, for having enabled this discussion 
to come up today—the last day of this 
session. All sections of the House are 
concerned with this issue. The Minister 
made a statement the other day which is 
very misleading. He said that the arrears 
are only to the tune of Rs. 41 crores and 
even of this Rs. 41 crores, Rs. 20 crores 
are in the process of being paid. The 
balance would be about Rs. 20 crores. This 
is what he said. Perhaps he wanted to 
play it down. That is why it has been 
stated like that 

I am coming from Tamilnadu. I can 
say, from Tamilnadu alone, two biggest 
factories are owned by some of the biggest 
monopolists, one by Parry and company 
and, the other by Kothari. TJiesc two 
factories aKine owe to she cane-growers to 
the extent of Rs 1 crorc for the supply of 
canc during the crushing season of 19,'0-71 
How they make the payment is this. They 
pay only Rs. 22 on hand. For the balance 
amount of Rs. 50 per tonne they keep it 
back and they issue receipts only. Now, I 
have information that for the current season, 
they are issuing chits for the whole quantity 
of cane supplied and not a single pie is 
being said. 

For the last crushing season, they have 
to pay about 80 per cent of the value of the 
cane supplied. For the current seasop they 
have to pay ihe amount in full. They are 
only giving chits for the quantity received 
This is a very serious matter. Rs. 41 crores 
is being kept with these millowners which 
is due for the cane supplied to them. This 
is not a simple matter. During all these 
years the mill-owners have made fabulous 
profits, thanks to the policy pursued by the 
Government. Only last year there was 
some excessive production. 

Towards the close of the last crushing 
season, the stock balance with all the 
factories, according to my information, was 
about 20 lakhs tonnes. The production dur¬ 
ing the last crushing season was of the order 
of 40 lakhs tonnes. So, the total availability 
of sugar durir^ the year 1970-71, according 

the figure^ supplied by the millQvmqers 


themselves, was 60 lakhs tonnes. What is 
the capacity of our country to consume 
sugar ? Thanks to the poli^ of socialism 
pursued by our Government, the capacity to 
consumer sugar by our people is getting »• 
duced year after year. 

AN HON. MEMBER : Very wrong 
statement. 

SHRI KALYANASUNDARAM: Let 
ray hon, friend prove how I am wrong. 

I am prepared to give him the figures. 
During 1965, the total consumption was 27 
lakhs tonnes, ft has gone down year after 
year. I.ast year, it is expected to be of the 
order of 30 lakhs tonnes, Perhapis, my hon, 
friend is referring to this thinking that they 
have consumed so much. That is only anti- 
cipa'iun. But the consumption is getting 
reduced. 

There is a surplus of sugar. Some of 
these factories wint to maintain the profit 
which they have earned all thc^ years. Now, 
they are trying to shift the burden on the 
cane-gro,vcrs and the workers and the con¬ 
sumers and they arc even trying to bully the 
Government for a reduction in the excise 
duty and are also canvassing for additional 
credit to the tunc of Rs^ 100 crores. The 
total credit given to them comes to about 
Rs. 254 crores, if iny figures arc correct. 
Now, they are bringing pressure on the 
Reserve Bank and the Government of India 
for additional ciedit facilities to the extent 
of Rs. 100 crores. So, in order to black¬ 
mail the Government and in order to fleece 
Uie cancgrovicrs and the consumers and the 
workcis, there is a conspiracy hatched by 
the monopoly houses who are controlling 
the sugar industry in our country. Unless 
some drastic change is made in the policy 
pursued fay Government, I am afraid that 
they cannot saw the canegrowers, nor can 
they get the wage board award implemented 
for the working classes, nor cai they mike 
sugar available at reisonable prices. Now, 
there is an indirect pressure mounting on the 
Government for raising the price of sugar. 
But what arc Government doing ? 

They say that they have issued instruc¬ 
tions to the State Governments to take 
action including coercive proceedings. I do 
not know under what law they can take co¬ 
ercive proceedings, and which State Govern¬ 
ments have reiused to do it. Ife npist givt; 
us facts atiovt itr 
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[Shri Kalyanasundaram] 

I also want to know one other thing. 
From the statement 1 find that there are no 
arrears in Maharashtra. Since the hon. 
Minister comes from Maharashtra, if I think 
that he has been partial to those mills and 
permitted them to lift the levy sugar, will I 
be wrong ? That is what the people in Tamil 
Nadu say. 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF FOOD AND AGRICUL¬ 
TURE (SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE) : 
The hon. Member is a very responsible and 
senior Member. He should not make such 
statements. 

SHRI KALYANASUNDARAM : 25 per 
cent of the sugar produced during the last 
season is held back with the mills in Tamil 
Nadu. No allotment has been made for the 
removal of that sugar. What is the reason ? 
Let him please tell me. I referred to the 
hon. Minist^f coming from Maharashtra 
only in a lighter vein ; let him not take it 
seriously. But let him take the point which 
I have made seriously. Why is Tamil Nadu 
discriminated ? Why thc^ so much of 
stock left with the factories, irrespective of 
whether it be in the co-operative sector or in 
the private sector ? Even the co-operative 
sector is not able to pay the cane-growers in 
full. They are not able implement the wage 
board award also in full. 

Even in the co-operative sector, they 
are deducting some money from what is 
due to the cane-growers, in the name of 
thrift fund. 

What is this position due to in Tamil 
Nadu ? All the factories are in huge arrears 
in Tamil Nadu. What is the special reason 
for it ? Therefore, I am entirled to a reply 
to this point.

a second look at the policy they have been 
pursuing and remove this anomaly. What is 
the difference between levy sugar and free 
sugar ? In some areas, free sugar is cheaper 
than levy sugar ? Why is this anomaly and 
what is it due to ? In the light of this 
situation, does this policy serve any purpose? 
Government fixed the price and the levy 
only to help the consumers. But the con¬ 
sumers are not helped. Only factory-owners 
are being helped. Let them reconsider the 
policy and see what changes are necessary in 
the policy.

[Mr. Deputy-Speaker in the Chair] 

SHRI KALYANASUNDARAM : An¬ 
other point I want to raise concerns the 
cane-growers. When they register their land 
for growing canc, the agreement with them 
is very unfivourablc to them. All the terras 
and conditions in the agreement arc favoui- 
able to the factory-owners and against the 
cane-growers. 

It is obligatory for the cane-growers it) 
supply cane only to the factory and they 
cannot cut the cane on their own and put it 
to any other use. Thai is also statutorily 
prohibited, at any rate in Tamil Nadu. But 
is there any provision in that agreement to 
compel the factories to cut the cane within a 
particular time and make payment within 
a parUcular time ? So, this unfavourable 
agreement must also be changed. Govern¬ 
ment must initiate some p’oeess by which a 
proper agreement is arrived at which will 
make the sugar factories make the payment 
in time and fix the time for cutting the canc. 
If necessary, some statutory provision will 
have to be made to compel the factories to 
make payment within a stipulated lime after 
the supply of cane to them. These measures 
are called for urgently to protect the indus¬ 
try. to protect the cane-growers and also to 
protect the consumers and to get the willing 
co-operation of the workers. 

All along, at the cost of the cane- 
growers, at the cost of the workers and at 
the cost of the consumers, the factory-owners 
have made fabulous profits. Some factories 
were able to pay even 30 per cent bonus to 
tl}9 wpfkerg two ^ean ago wlten tbe 8ti(tptory 
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limit was only 20 per cent. Instead of help* 
ing the factories. Government must consider 
whether in the interests of the ocuntry and 
our national economy these factories can be 
taken over. If necessary, the Constitution 
also will have to be changed in order to 
enable the Government to take over the 
factories. 

I am not referring to the problem of 
Tamil Nadu alone. I hear from ray friends 
that in UP the situation is much worse, the 
arrears are much more than in Tamil Nadu. 
From a statement which was placed on the 
Table of the House in answer to a question 
which was not reached, 1 find that large 
sums are kept back from the cane-growers 
even in UP. The same is the position in 
Bihar. 

These factories have gone into the hands 
of monopolists like Parry and Co., and 
Kothari and Co., and big land-lords like 
V'adapathimangaJam and the Arooran in 
Tamil Nadu. They are fleecing the cane- 
growers, workers and consumers. If the 
Government wants to provide sugar to our 
people at a reasonable price and give an 
economic return to the canc-growers, what 
is the way out ? How are you going to 
do it ? 

Yesterday, when answering a question, 
the Minister was referring to the cost of 
production of sugar, but docs the Govern¬ 
ment care for the cost of production of the 
growers ? About that the Government is not 
worried. What is the basis on which the 
prices of cane is fixed at Rs. 77/- per tbnne ? 
Is it an economic price for the cultivator. The 
cane growers have been agitating for increas¬ 
ing Ute price. This i« a conspiracy on the part of 
the sugar factories to thwart the effort of the 
cane-growers as also the workers who have 
been agitating for the implementation of the 
WageBoard Award in full. At least now, 
after their recent pronouncements, will the 
Ciovemment come out with an iron hand 
against these factory owners and make them 
pay immediately to the tane-growers, imple¬ 
ment the Wage Board Award in full for the 
workers and also ensure proper supply of 
sugar to our people ?

(1> “The occupier of a factory shall 
make suitable provision to the 
satisfaction of the Collector for the 
payment of the price of cane. 

(2) Upon the delivery of cane, the 
occupier of a factory shall be liable 
to pay immediately the price of the 
cane so supplied together with all 
other sums connected therewith, 
and wne the supplies have been 


made through a purchasing agent, 
the purchasing a^nt also shall be 
similarly liable in addition to the 
occupier. 

13) Where the person liable under sub- 
.section (2) is in default in making 
the payment of the price for a 
period exceeding 15 days from the 
date of delivery, he shall also pay 
interest at a rate of 7^ per cent 
per annum from the said date of 
delivery, but the Cane Commis¬ 
sioner may, in any ease, direct with 
the approval of the State Govmi- 
menl, that no interest shall be paid 
or be paid at such reduced rate as 
he may fix. 

(4) The Cane Commissioner shall for¬ 
ward to the Collector a certificate 
under his signature specifying the 
amount of arrear on account of the 
price of cane plus fRterest, if any 
due from occupier, and the Collec¬ 
tor on leceipt of such certificate 
shall proceed to recover from such 
occupier^he amount specified there¬ 
in as if it were an arrear of land 
revenue.

SHRl JYOlIRMOY flOSU (Diamond 
Harbou/) : Sir, in this country, as I have 
i>aid before, sugar does not taste sweet ; it 
really tastes bitter. The monopolists who 
fleece the grower, the mill-worker and the 
consumer, have been given a credit of about 
Rs. 225 crorcs by the Reserve Bank, under 
the protection on this socialist government. 
Only a few months ago, there was a sugar 
debate in this House and Government did 
not quite spell out their mind on that 
occasion. Put immediately after the dis¬ 
solution of the Lok Sabha, within days, 
they increased the quantity of free-sale quota 
by 10 per cent, because the monopolists were 
asked to find money for the election fund. 
Naturally, they have to be given something 
to get something out of them. They have 
done it to fulfil their own paity ends. The 
implementation of the sugar wage board 
award has never been done. Why lias the 
Government not prosecuted those who are 
in arrears to the cane-growers ? Upto the 
15th November, the arrears amounted to 
Rs. 15 croies. Today it will be much 
more. 

Then, why not liave a retention price for 
sugar as far as the ccnsumeis are concerned, 
as in the case of steel ? Steel is available 
to the consumer at Dibrugarh or Jullundur 
or at any other place at the same price as it 
is available at the factory gate in Bengal or 
Orissa. Why not have a similar scheme in 
the case of sugar also ? Why this policy of 
discrimination ? This is an industry which 
ought to be nationalised immediately. 

AN HON. MEMBER : Why not give 
it to co-operatives ? 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : We have 
seen co-operative tycoons also. 1 quote what 
Mr. F. A. Ahmed said on the floor of 
the House only a few months ago and 1 
want to know what steps they have taken. 
He said : 

“During the last year, 1 think as much 
as Rs. 225 crores was given by way of 
credit facilities by the banks to the 
industry and 1 do not see any reason or 
justification why the industry does not 
pay to the cane-growers soon after the 
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cane is taken delivery of by them. Under 
the relies, they are required to pay with¬ 
in a fortnight of the delivery. It is 
entirely a matter for the State Govern- 
n^nts to look into and wc have impress¬ 
ed upon the Slate Governments to en¬ 
force the provision of law to sec that 
these dues are not paid in time to the 
cane-growers. So far as our present 
information goes, it is certainly true 
that there is an arrear of Rs. 15 crores... 
That was the figure available to us upto 
15th November. Out of the advance for 
the sugar-cane which was of the value of 
Rs. 337 crores—out of the money ad¬ 
vanced - Rs. 15 crores arc still due to 
the canc-growers by the inaustry. Action 
should be taken by the State Govern¬ 
ment to see that these aie paid in time. 
We also considered whether it was 
possible for us to have a law under 
which this can be enforced and our 
advice w as that nothing can be done so 
lar as the Centre is concerned and it can 
only be done by the State Gosern- 
inents. " 

Wc know ihc pretest. You blame some¬ 
body who is not available here. IJiit \oii 
are liand-in-glos e vilh the monopolists. 
That is why you Cannot lake niy steps 
against them. That is why you give them, 
in lieu of l he services rendered for you, the 
ficedom to fleece the helpless class, namely, 
the consumer, the grower and the mill- 
workci. Shri Shindc, you may go on nothing 
down things ; you may say anything you 
Choose to, but in this country nobody will 
be convinced by a single word you*utter 
that you aie not hand-in-glovc with the 
monopolists.

THE lyfJNlSTER OF 9TATE IN THE 
WINISTRY OF FOOD AND AOWCVl^ 


TORE (SHRI ANNASAHIB P. SHINDE); 
I am thankful to the hon. Mmbers who 
have been good enough to raise a discussion 
on a very important subject touching iakhs 
and millions of farmers in this country. 

You might be aware that only two days 
earliw as a n^ult of the suggestion from 
Hon’ble Speaker I made a statement before 
this august House. I appreciate the concern 
of the hon. Members in regard to arrears of 
sugar cane price by the sugar factories and 
it has been the Government of India’s \ iew 
tliat the cane grower should not suffer for 
no fault of his. 

Unfortunately, this year the arrears ot 
sugar cane prices have accumulated to an 
extent which is almost a frightening figure. 
I quoted a figure two days earlier in a state¬ 
ment which 1 made on the floor of this 
House. I have always been giving some 
thought to this problem. I find that these 
cane-growers deliver the cane to the factory 
and 1 think as far as the sugar-cane sale i& 
concerned, the sale is complete at that point 
as soon as delivery takes place. So, what 
are the difficulties of the producers later on ' 
Whether they are in a position to disiKisc oi 
the sugar stocks, etc.- Uiese matters are of 
no concern whatsoever for the canc-growei^ 
But, unfortunately, in this country, over a 
period certain conventions are developed and 
the sugar-cane growers suffer and it is my 
experience for instance—have been here for 
the last 8-9 years—I find every year, whether 
there are stocks of sugar or no stocks—this 
year some of the factory-owners are making 
an excuse that stocks have aceumulatad— 
they are unable to pay and that the credit 
provision has not been adequate. But what 
about years when stocks of sugar were not 
there and w’hen even the partial de-control 
was introduced, the free sale sugar was 
getting quite an attracticc price ? I found 
that even in those years some of the factory- 
owners defaulted. I think there are quite a 
large number of black sheep in the sugai 
industry. 

SHRI N. N. PANDBY : Only to evade 
sugar mills nationalisation. 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE : As 
far a$ the statutenry provision is concerned 
and to the extent it lies within the Govern- 
nj^i^t pf India’s power, pw ppsjtipp i?very 
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clear. For instance, the Sugar Cane Control 
Order which has been issued under the 
Psstential Conunodities Act stipulatea that 
the sugar cane price has to be paid within 
14 days from the date of delivery of sugar 
cane and if the sugar cane price is not paid 
as stipulated in the Sugar Cane Control 
Order, then this can be recovered as arrears 
of land revenue by resorting to coercive 
methods. But this has to be done by the 
State Government. 

On the last occasion when some hon. 
Members raised this subject for discussion, 
we tried to give some thought to thist pro¬ 
blem. Wc thought that the Centre should 
also enact some law in addi.ion to the laws 
which are already enacted by some of the 
State Governments. 

Unfortunately, not all State Governments 
have enacted laws. It is my request to all 
State Governments that they should make 
appropriate laws in their own Slate for 
recpvery of arrears of sugarcane dues or 
resorting to coercive measures of newssary, 
and also for charging interest if there is a 
default. 1 was referiing to the point that we 
also tried to give some thought lO this 
problem and whether such a law can be 
enacted. In the Ministry we were examin¬ 
ing the position whether it would be possible 
for us to have a Central law also so that the 
hands of the State Governments will be 
strengthened and even then, w'e could our¬ 
selves take some steps from here. We 
consulted the Law Ministry in this r^ard. 

The Law Ministry, unfortunately, has 
advised us to the contrary. They saiij, under 
the Essential Commodities Act, under which 
this Sugarcane Control Order was passed, it 
is not feasible and it would not be proper to 
make such a law. They actually said that 
it is not competent for the Centre to enact 
any such law. And, therefore, I could not 
proceed further. 

May I say. Sir, that I appreciate the 
concern expressed by hon. Members ? The 
hon. Member, Shri Genda Singh ji, was 
good enough to come to our Ministry and 
discuss this matter with me. I felt the 
urgency of the problem. I therefore feel 
that there is need to make further exploration 
in this field. I want to seek the advice of 
cane-growers* repreewntatives. I want to seek 
the advice of hon. Members here who have 
been returned in quite large numbers to this 
^ouse fypm varioiM parts of the eouairy «ad 


from various parties. I would like to letdc 
their advice and I will sit with the represen¬ 
tative of the Law Ministry to discuas 
thoroughly about this matter so that we, at 
the Centre, can also do something in the 
matter. 

As far as the Resent positioo is oont 
cerned, 1 have made my request to the State 
Governments. Lot of inconvenience is 
caused to the cane growers because of non¬ 
payment of dues. It is a well-known fact 
that a large number of these caqe-growers are 
small farmers. Lot of hardship is inflicted 
on them as a result of the non-payment of 
sugar-cane dues. So, State Governments 
should take immediate coercive measures. 

Some of the factories say that credit 
facilities are not adequate. Only a fortnight 
ago we took up this matter with the Reserve 
Bank of India. The Reserve Bank of India 
has been good enough to appreciate the 
difficulties represented to them by us. There¬ 
fore, the Reserve Bank of Igdia has agreed 
to this. Last year the maximum credit limit 
sanctioned to sugar industry was Rs. 254 
crores. Because there has been ?ffne addition 
to the stock, the Reserve Bank has now 
agreed that the cledit limit of these factorie.H 
can be increased to the tune of Rs. 275 
crores. That means, Rs. 21 crores more 
now. This has been the recent understanding 
with the Reserve Bank of India. We also 
took up the other matters, with the Reserve 
Bank of India. The following understanding 
h.as been arrived at with the Reserve Bank 
of India: 

In view of the cane dues position the 
R^rve Bank would consider advising 
the commercial banks to continue to 
extend credit aggregating to Rs. 275 
crores for some months after the peak 
is reached by reduction of margins of 
and/or entertaining of requests for 
enhanced limits against other securities. 

Commercial banks would be advised 
to value sugar at the levy price for pur¬ 
poses of calculating the margin. 

If particular sugar factories were in 
acute difficulties but if their overall 
financial position was sound, some 
measures of relief mi^t be considered 
for them. 

So, this has been tbe understanding 
arrived at with the Reserve Bai^ of India 
and tl)9 representative^ of 
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this meeting even the Ranking Depattment 
of the Finance Ministry was represented. 
As a result of this undmtaoding it wHt be 
possible now for the sugar industry to f>ay 
the arrears of sugar-oane price forthwith. 
I don*t find any justi^le excuse for refus* 
ing the payment of cane dues.

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE : Mr. 
Oenda Singh was referring to this matter. 

I think Mr. Kalyanasundaram was very un¬ 
fair to me when he said that payment of 
sugar-cane price is made in time because I 
come from Maharashtra. It was not the 
reason. There arc large number of them 
which are cooperatives. In Gujarat for 
instance, all factories are cooperative 
factories. 

It was very unfaii on the part of some 
hon. Members to have brought in unneces¬ 
sarily matters of political controversy. As 
far as Shri Anand Singh is concerned, I have 
great respect for him, I have known him 
as a spokesman of the cane-growers. There¬ 
fore, I think that his comm; here is a wel¬ 
come thing, to whatever party he may 
belong, because we shall be having the bene¬ 
fit of his advice. He was very unfair to us 
when he said that the slogan of nationalisa¬ 
tion was used only for election purposes .. 

SHRI ANAND SINGH : I was expect¬ 
ing this to be referred to in the President’s 
/\ddr«M, but it wgs Qpt th^re, 


SlAj ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
Shri AnaAd Singh js a intelligent Member, 
and he hhoutd know that as soon as this 
problem came up, the Ooveminent of India 
had appointed a Sugar Industry ComtnissiOB 
to go into this problem of nationalisation. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE (Kanpur): 
Shri Gcnda Singh is here. Why should he 
not ask him ? He knows everytldng about 
it. 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: Let 
me complete what I was going to say. As 
far as the individual State Governments are 
concerned, we have conveyed it to the State 
Government tba if any State Government 
wants to nationalise the sugar industry, 
we would have no objection, and Ae 
would not come in the way . 

SHRI ANAND SINGH : Not object¬ 
ing is one thing, but doing it is another 
thing. 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: The 
hon. Member’s own party was the ruling 
paity in his-State, and it was for that .party 
to have taken measures towards nationali- 
tion. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : Shri 
Kamalapati Tripath is going to the Chief 
Minister of UP. So, let the Congress (R) 
implement its own decision. 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE : My 
only limited submission is that in the con* 
text of this limited subject of arrears to be 
paid to the cane-growers, these charges and 
counter charge should not have been made. 
One hon. Member also said that the sugar 
factories were in league with the Congress 
(R) and that was why ■.

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE : The 
hon. Metnter should appreciate that we arc 
a constitutional government, and we have 
to rule according to the Constitution. 
Resorting to coercive measures for the re¬ 
covery of arrears of sugarcane price is 
exclusively at the moment within the jurisdic¬ 
tion of the State Governments, and we are 
not coming in the way of the State Govern¬ 
ments’ resorting to coercive measures for 
the recovery of the at rears of sugarcane 
prices. I have already submitted that we 
have requited all the State Governments 
to enact the necessary, laws. But I have 
also made the additional submission that we 
ouisel 'es are trying and would try to ex¬ 
plore the possibilities of whether we can 
have an additional Central law to strengthen 
the hands of the State Governments. 

SHRI SHIVAJI RAO S DESHMUKH 
(Parabhani) : The hon. Minister owes an 
explanation to the House on one point. If 
with a constitutional government, the Union 
Legislature is supposed to bo competent to 
enact legislation making it obligatory for 
the farmer to part with his produce, the 
same legislature cannot be held to be in¬
